which had just turned the cojyicr to¬ 
wards Fleet-market. iThis had the' 
desired effect ; the lad set off full 
speed to join the chace ; in due time 
he returned,' and finding the villains 
^ hovcriiig i^out, lie suspected tllteir 
views, and from his close r^arks 
finally obliged them to quit their pr^. 

CoHON Hit's i NQL’KST. —Aninquest 
was held yestenlay evening, befgrc 
Anthony Gt'll, Esq. at the Nag's 
Head, in Grange-court, Leicester- 
square, on the body of Ann Paris, an 
unfortunate young creature, of inte¬ 
resting appearance, not more than 17 
years of age, who, it appeared, had 
been reduced by some unknown me- 
• lancholy circumatancc to the most 
forlorn and destitute situation. It 
was stated in evidence, ^hat she had 
taken her lodgiqas only sevan weeks 
since, and that during that time she 
had evinced the most wretched state 
of mind, and on 'J'liurt-day morning,' 
urged on by the poigiRincy of her 
feelings, oa the derangement of her 
intellect, she swallowed a considerable 
quantity uf laudanum. On the vio¬ 
lence of her death-pangs coming oil, 
• me dic al aid was scut for, but too lat*e 
to be of anv%ssistantv, and^in a short 
time she expired.—I’hecoroii^r's jui y 
retun^d a verdict of Lunacy. * 

The history of this poor young 
creature is at once romantic and in¬ 
teresting. She is the daughter of a 
Monsieur Paris, wbq was well kiiowii 


in, the commencement of the revolu¬ 
tion, and in which he suffered. Ma¬ 
dame Paris, with her infant daughter, 
took refuge in this country, and* in 
the ruin of her fortune, became a go¬ 
verness in a noble family in Scotland. 
After this she had a house in the 
New.road ; and, about two years 
ago, died of the. rupture of a blood 
vessel. Her daughter had been pla¬ 
ced at an eminent boarding-senool 
iitjir one of the new squares^; find on 
ilie death of her motlicr was placed 
under the ^lardianship of a member 
of parliament, who, with the most li¬ 
beral and benevolent attention tb her 
destitute situation, resolve^ to c«mr 
plete her education ; and. she had 
every master of eminence in all the 
elegant art*. She*v^oke French and 
Italian f touched the piano with great 
execution } Buttg with taste ; and had 
read beyond her years. 

About six or eight months ago, she 
was met in the square, when walking 
wHh the other y<wng ladies, by a 
youn^mao in the d^ss of arnjidship- 
maii, who followed her to^th%'dobr, 
and who wrote to her underthe name 
of Jones. A correspondence took 
place. Her inhigination was fired j 
and she eloped.with him underaprp' 
mise of marriage. ’ His address was 
found in her boa^ and they v^re tra* 
ced by her guardian, and separated. 
Jones declared tliat she was virtuous, 
that his intentions were honourable, 
and as a proof of it he was ready to 
marry her with her guardian's con¬ 
sent. effect tkey were married; 
and she*wa# completely undone. In 
about «^fortnight or three weeks, 
Jones threw off his disguise, and fai^ 
told Iftr his real character—4bat he 
was oo sailor, but lived by his shifts ; 
that he had married her only for the 
sum her protector had paid nim, and 
that she must provide for herself. 
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She was abandoned ; and the shock 
* had such an effect on her imagination* 
that she has ever since shcwrn signs of 
. a disordered intellect. With a heart 
*tliat shrunk from vice, she was flung 
on the world without a friend or a 
home ; and in this deplorable state 
she became the victim of necessity. 

About three weeks ago, she saw 
an officer, who is cUfitLngpiished for 
his gallantries, and who, by his address 
and attentions, so won upon her aflT^c- 
tions, tliat she could neither speak* 
nor think of any other (d}Ject. This 
fatal attachment absordcd he^ whdic 
souk They entered into engage- 
;nwnts to, live and die only for one an¬ 
other ; and in the firenay of this pas¬ 
sion, or under ^ idea that she could 
nut be his, an^4us alone, she took 
Ihe desperate resolution of dying for 
lum. She had prepared three phials 
of opium, two of which she swallow¬ 
ed, and she died with a spirit of he¬ 
roism ; for no persuasion nor force 
could make her, when seized with tlie 
nausea, of the poison, take any anti¬ 
dote (0 the draught. She would not 
suffer the medical men to approach 
her ; and though, after stupefaction 
came on, they adfliinistcrcd every 
l^nown medicine, they all failed of. 
effect. 

1 2th.— -Old Bmlky.— SMitnn^h 
Celine, an old woman, aged was* 
capitally indicted for feloniously utter- 
ingaslrue, knowing them to have been 
forged* several notes for \L purporting 
to be notes of the Bank of England. 

The prisoner, who is tl« wifeaif a 
watchmiSn, in the parish qf S4:*Jame8, 
ClerkenweJI, resided at house 
»,Nb. 2. New-court, Cow-cross. On 
• rte 2d of December Vast, she purcha¬ 
sed some articles at the shop Mrs 
Mary Clarke, in St Johiustrcet, and 
gave a \l. bank note in payment. 
The sheepman had r.oirn* •K-ruplcs at , 


first about taking it; V)vu the prison¬ 
er ga\c *her own address, and said 
she would bring him another, or the 
mon^ for it if lie did not like u. On 
the Thflrsday following, she eameto 
tjske up the note again, and put down 
IMs., promising to call the next day 
with the 2i.; but the shopman ki-p t 
the money, promising to give her the 
note when she brought the .remainder. 
As slse did^ not come according to 
promts, he was induced to inquire at 
the Bank whether the note was ge¬ 
nuine; -but it was there pronounced 
to be a forgery. He was advised by 
the Bank* officers to act cautiously, 
and •to inquire of the woman from 
whom she obtained it, in order to dis¬ 
cover whether it led to any train of 
accompliceship. He went accord- 
iqgly, and asked her ; and site an¬ 
swered, that it was given her by a 
man, whose name or residence she did 
not then know, but promised to find 
out both, and inform him next day. 
She failed in the performance of this 
promise also. Information respect¬ 
ing the circumstanee being given at 
Marlborough-street office, some of 
the police officers were sent to her 
lodgings in^he morning of the 16th 
December, where.4liey found the old 
woman and her husband in bed. 
They interrogated her how she came 
by the note ; and she said then that 
s*!ie had foflnd this note and several 
others. The husband* then came 
forward, and told the officers his wife 
was an olH fool, and telling them lies, 
for it was he who fbund the notes in 
a tin case, when going the r q ynds 
%rpon his beat in St JaiTies^s Church¬ 
yard.

13th_ SuttRY Session s.-,Mary 

Matthews was indicted for ut^^ring a 
counterfeit sixpence, .and having a 
counterfeit shilling in her possession 
at the same time. It appeared that, 
in October last, the prisoner went 
into the* Gbiden Last public-hoijyBe in 
the Borough, and calling fpr half a 
pint of beer, tendered sixpence in 
payment, and having received the 
change, left the house. The land¬ 
lady immediately discovered the six¬ 
pence to be a bad one, and directed 
the servant to follow' the prisoner, 
and not lose sight of her till she was 
taken into custody. The servant 
accordingly kept her in view till she 
was apprehended by Goff, one of the 
officers of UnioBiHall. When taken 
into custody, she had a bad shilling 
concealed in one hand, and one shil¬ 
ling and four-peijfe, good n^pney, in 
the other. In searching her, the of- 
beer discovered six bad shillings, a 
piece of bees*wax, and some black < 
powder, concealed und«r one of her 
arms. MrJPowell, inspector to the 
mint, was examined, who Stated, that 
thp bees-wax and pQw'der*were used 
to rub the base *oin with, immediate¬ 
ly previous to its being put in tif- 
cuuTt'.un, to 4akc off its brightness, 
and give it a nearer resenfblance to 
silver. The prisoner in her defence 
said, she received the money in change 
for half a guinea at a shop in the Bo¬ 
rough. The jury found her Guilty. 

Ann Fagan wjfs indicted for a ^i- 


mila^ offdi^ce, and found Guilty. Both 
prisoners were sentenced to twelve* 
months imprisonment in Kingston 
gaol ; and the chairman (Mr Serjeant 
Onslow) cautioned them, that if they, 
were again found gpilty of a similar 
offence, the punishment woidd be 
death. 

J5th.—About two o’clock on Fri¬ 
day mofning, ^n alarming fire broke 
out at the city of London hotel, in 
D^ver} it raged with the utmost 
violence for two or three hodrs, in 
which time ijt entirely consumed that 
bftilding, and damaged many houses 
contiguous. This Occident is to be 
attributed to the inebriety and obsti¬ 
nacy of a i^us8ian,*who, ttfough re¬ 
peatedly urged to permit his candle 
to be removed aftjjr he had retired, 
would not comply; and being, from 
intoxication, itnable to take proper 
care of it, bis curtains caught hre.

unloaded with cloth in St Jbhn- 
street, and the cloth carried into a 
iiouse in a court in that street* Mr 
Gustard attended to the letter, and 
made inquiries respecting the circum* 
stance^ al stated in the letter, and • 
leafnt mat some suspicious characlera 
lived in die house described : in con¬ 
sequence of wlycb, he applied to tHe 
nearest police-office, in Hatton-gar,i 
den,'for assistance, and two of the 
officers agreed to search the house 
described. They went w'ell armed 
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and havinff gained admittan<ft, tkey 
Attacked the fellow who inhabits it, 
wite resisted most desperately; he 
waSi armed with a loaded pistol, but 
khe officers took care to deprive him 
of any means of using it. They 
searched him, and found a number 
of picklock keys ; and on examining 
the house, they fcuind som| iron 
Crows, and other implements of 
housebreaking, and a quantity 
cloth, supposed to be part of that 
stolen from Mr (vustard's shop. The 
fellow was secured, and t^ken before 
the magistral'8 at Hatton.gardgn of¬ 
fice, when, after a hearing, he was 
cqotfnitted^for further examination. 

A curiQus indidlment was prefer- 
red at the Nqj/olk Sessions li»t 
week, in which ^^rgyman was the 
pt^secutor, under the following cir- 
ceihstances It was til1ege,dv that 
on a certain Sunday, whilk he was 
preaching, the daughter of one of his 
parishioners came with her sister into 
the church, attended by a man. Who 
carried a bag. The ladies, ** with 
clanging* stridd,** clattered in their 
patens up the at^—opened the 
door of their pew—packed their mo¬ 
veables therein into the bag. and after 
pasting a label containing the words 
“ a pew to let,” Opened the door, 
and retreated in the £#me order. To 
punish this conduct, the indictment 
was Preferred, but the bill WJis not 
found. 

Saturday night, whilst a man was 
exhibiting a telescope for lunar ob¬ 
servations at the edd of Flpet-maf- 
ket« a gentleman passing qloug was 
induced to have a peep, and w tile 
qteai)' time was soon divestea of his 
wafeh, and purse, containing 161. in 
bank notes, with which the offenilera 
escaped.

value of more than tOs., the property 
of Mai y Anderson. 

’ Tiie prosecutnx, a simple-looking 
young woman, stated, thatuhe kept 
a manglfe ; in ilie month of May last, 
the femide prisoner, who was tfini 
unmarried, canll* to lod^e with her, 
and continued with her for some 
time. She afterwards assisted her to 
remove to a different houpe jn the 
same where the prisoner again 

came with the prosecutrix. 

Shortly lifter she came to live with 
her the secondlimc, the jiristmer told 
hcr.she wished to try some experi¬ 
ments. She accordingly began by 
laying the poker aiuT shovel under 
the bed during the night; then cut 
out rings of cloth, which she placed 
in sand with sothernwuod, and figures 
cut out in paper, which she placed on 
the chimney-piece. After this slie 
made a cake, prepared in a particular 
manner, and broth, into which she put 
certain powders, and gave it to the 
witness tcf enU ^ 

One night a knife was thrown at 
the witness from the opposite side of 
the room, where the prisoner and 
she were sittiTig, which the prisoner 
informed hef had been done by the 
spirit of the^man to whom the priso¬ 
ner was now married. This was on 
the evening of the Mtfi or 9th of Au- 
ust. The prisoner went to the v.ai«- 
Cw, and‘|alkcd a» if site had been 
conversin'g with some one, but the 
witness saw nobody. She cut ftimc 
bread and cheese, put it on a plate, 
and held it out, as .if some third par¬ 
ty had been present to paitake of it. 
f^he then desired the w-tto lo()k 
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on the wall, which she did, wheii slie 
saw on it the Ill'll re of a^man about 
the size of a Jar^jc cat. When in 
bod, the prisoner ag-aiii desired tlie 
witness to look towards' the wall, 
when she saw the figure of a ftian 
faintly upon it.. The witness asked 
*Tiie prisoner what he wanted; when 
she informed her, that if she Y'ould 
lay somd of her thinge‘ out of her 
trunk, he would let her knoiX', The 
witness rose out of bed, atld being, 
alarmed, laid a number of things out 
of her box, all of which were gone in 
the momipg. The prisoner made a 
noise for* a consideraLIc timi:, while 
this was’going on^ as if sc|||eCjberBoii 
were strangling her. Thu did 

not see any of these thitigf^l^in till 
some time afterwards* when she daw 
the prisoner wearing them. The nr- 
tides which she saw tlie prisoner 
wearing, were not disguised or «lter-» 
ed in any manner. \V hen the wittieaa 
noticed this circumstance, thepriso> 
ner said the app.irition had told her 
that she must wear tliemy and that 
the witness mdfit consent to it, for 
if she said thing against it, she 
was to be titrned into some different 
shape. The prisoner completely 
deluded tin; wtrtl^ss, that'sHe believed 
she had it in her power to do every 
thing she said. The man prisoner 
lived in the house, ar^d had beei^ lu 
the witness’s room that very night; 
but she could not distinguish if he 
was the apparition. It appeared liker 
to the sliadow'pf a man, than to the 
substance. He told the witness />n 
oflP occasityi that he liad carried off 
some of her prepertv on«the 2d of 
October. The articles wtucb she 
had tost were earned oil at many vii- 
r*ou3 times. She did not tee him m 
the room, however, at the time allu¬ 
ded to, in the inentli of Aug^ust, nor 
did she know of air)' thing that hetlij 


that nfght. On her cross examiua* < 
tion by Mr Knap, the witness said, 
the man prisoner had once paid'^is-^ 
addresses, to her, and had since mar-^ 
ried the woman prisoner ; but she wAs 
not angry on that account, nor would 
have been sorry at their marriage, if 
they had let her property alone. The 
womaj) prisoner continued to live 
with her 11 weeks after the 9th of 
A ugusi. 

* James Bligh, an officer,, stated, 
that when the prosecutrix told him 
her story, be went to the house of the 
prisoners along with another officer, 
and carried them, and all they'could 
find which the grosecutri^t claimed 
as liers, before a magistrate. The 
woman prisoner ptyUed sadly to have 
it hushed, and tb&C she would make 
evei-y thing right ; but the witness 
told her it v?a8 a felony, which he 
could not .compound. 

■ Jam<^s Noble, another officer, con¬ 
firmed this statement. 

Mr Justice Chambre, did not put 
the, man on his defence, tlmugh he 
confessed the suspicion jwrat 'strong 
against him, bill men were not to be 
found guilty of felony on* suspicion. 
The story was a very strange one, 
but credulity «’ould lead some peqple 
a gicat wa}^. and it was impossible to 
say what - nVef it might ^ve on a 
weak ana uneducated woman like 
Mary Anderson.

When near the bot¬ 
tom, it came in contact with one of 
the griffins which ornament the lower 
part of tb^building, A porter, with 
a load on h*« back, narrowly esca¬ 
ped the body of the deceased, which 
fell a few paces from him in Munu- 
meat-yard. It is said, \hat two days 
ago. Mr Levi visited the Monyment, 
and continued at tfie top for some 
time. Npthii^ has transpired from 
which^the friends of the deceased can 
judge of the cause which led to the 
sad catastrophe. Mr X^vi has left a 
wife and eignt grown up children.

An itinerant jev£, who had purcha¬ 
sed a house with a piece of ground in 
the suburbs of Warsaw, while occu¬ 
pied last month in removing some 
rubbishy discovered, at the depth of 
three feet, a trunk, covered with pie¬ 
ces of iron, and which was found to 
“•contain gold and silver coins to the 
amount of Jl4,000l. sterling.

Bruce v. the Inhabiia^ts of the Lath

of a singular nature, being the first of* 
the kind ever brought., it was an ac¬ 
tion by an‘administrator against the 
Lath wf St Augustine, to recover the 
sum of lOOl* for the death of bis re¬ 
lation, who was killed by some smug¬ 
glers in rescuing their contraband 
goods. The action was founded on 
the statute of the 19th of Geot II.'c. 
34, which makes it felony foi^three or 
morepeopleto assemble with fir4 ^rms 
to rescue or to assist in carrying ?<w^ 
contraband or smuggled goo^ It 
then also goes on to enact, that if any 
officer of the revenue, oi^any other 
person, shall be wounded or hurt in 
opposing the smugglers, the Lath

Mr Seijeant Shepherd stated, that 
this action was broi^ht on that sta¬ 
tute, and, he believe^ it was the Bisr 
actioi)i ever brought.

On the 20th of July last, 
the Asp, in company with the Nim¬ 
ble cutler, saw two smuggling gal- 
hes, which they chased close into Deal, 
and just as they came alongside, and 
took the ground, they were fired at 
by the smugglers on shore, and a ball 
striking Bruce in tiie briast, he recei¬ 
ved a wound, of which he in a few 
minutes died. This was the fact upon 
which the plaintiiPs case was found- ' 
ed. He un^rstood lus learned friends 
were to take some legal objection. 
The penalty was dimoed to be levi¬ 
ed in the same manner*aB by the sta¬ 
tute of Hue and Cry. By this latter 
statute, notice^AB to be given to the 
county, and when an individual had 
been robbed, it might be necessary, 
or how else could the county know 
tlte ffict; not here, where there was 
an o|len resistauce by force of arms, 
it would not be necessary to give any

A man and hi? wife were recently 
executed at Au^sburgh for a murder, 
the diacovqry of which, after a,long 
lapse of time, strongly manifests the 
impossibility of eludingthe all-seeing 
eye of Providence, The criminal, 
whose name was Wineze, was origi¬ 
nally of Nurenburg, but removed to 
Augsburgh in 1788, where he fol¬ 
lowed the law. In tills ^ky he be¬ 
came intimate in the jamily of M, 
Glcgg, to whose daughter he paid his 
addresses : but the old man not sanc- 
tioning his visits- he met the daugh¬ 
ter privately^ t.( duced her, and per¬ 
suaded her, •.» order tQ remove the 
only obstacle to their union, to admi¬ 
nister poison to her father. The 
horrid plan succeeded, nd suspicions 
were entertained, and their union put 
him in possession of the old man’s 
'wealtdi. During a period of twxmty- 
«one yeXrsthey lived externally happy, 
but «u secret a pr«?y to the greatest 
remorse. At length, unable to en¬ 
dure any loflger the weight of guilt, 
the wife made confession of the par¬ 
ticulars of the atrocious ci-ime she 
had been prevailed on to commit ; the 
7 
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husband was apprehended, and both 
expaated their guilt by an ignominious 
death. 

A duel was lately fought at Paris, 
between two comedians (M. Presque 
and M. Doule) of the theatre Fran¬ 
cois, in consequence of a quarrel oc- 
casraiWTjy jealousy, both having 
for sonie time paid • their addresses 
to the same lady. It is not a little 
singular that both gallants 3r& up-, 
wards of 6CL years of age, and the ob- 
Iject of their tender flame pn the verge 
of 70. They were attended to the 
field,, the former by his son, the lat¬ 
ter by his nephew. On the first fire, 
M. JDouk; was wounded in the arm, 
when a reconciliation tootc place. 

An institution for the instruction 
of the blind lias been lately establish¬ 
ed* at Zurich, in Switsterland ; and 
what is singular, the chief master, M. 
Funke, is blind. He is described as 
an excellent teacher, and an ingenious 
“ mechanic, 

Saturday, Thomas Smith was 
brought before the lord mayor, at the 
Mansio‘n*h6u8e, by the overseers of 
the parish'of St Bridget, charged 
with leaving his wife a,burthen upon 
the parish, and not giving her tliat 
aupporf which his circumstances cil- 
abled him to do. "iPhe defendant 
pleaded that she was not his lawful 
wife ^ that they certainly had been 
married, and lived together some 
years ; but she had been married be¬ 
fore, and had not heard of her first 
husband for 17 years. He was advi¬ 
sed by a lawyer gentlemant that bn- 
less she could prove her fitsl husband’s 
death previous to her marria^ with 
him, she had, of course, lived in Sdul- 
tery, and therefore he was not bound 
to support her. The lord mayor, 
however, taught him a difl’erent 
doctrine. It also came out, in the 
course of the investigation, that tbit 


gallant, gay Lothario Viad another 
wife, whose company was more agree¬ 
able to him, and a third was also men¬ 
tioned ; all of whom, it appears, he 
hud dispossessed of the little proper¬ 
ty they had, and then set them adriit. 
'i'he gallant was a poor meagre pipc- 
mafc^r by trade, and liad four child¬ 
ren by the wife who appeared, and 
who hid kept a little school, and li¬ 
ved in decency .and respectability be¬ 
fore she was unfortunate enough to 
become his yoke fellow. 

The lord mayor, after .a severe re¬ 
primand, handed him ovej' to the care 
of the parish officers, until they should 
ascertain what allowance he could 
make to his discarded spouse, decla¬ 
ring, at the same time, that his offence 
should not escape with impunity. 

Larly on Saturday morning, the 
sword, buckles, and straps, fell from 
the equestrian statue of King Charles 
the First, in Charing Cross,. They 
were picked up by a porter at the 
Golden Cross. The board of Green 
Cloth has been appritJtd of the cir¬ 
cumstance. The swdfd and appen¬ 
dages are of copper, of which metal 
the statue is formed. 

Bo w-sTHEEt. —For some time past, 
Mr W—'fl, M. P. has been extreme¬ 
ly annoyed by a w'oman in the ave¬ 
nues leading to the House of Com¬ 
mon's, andtuso at his house; so much 
so, that he obtained a peace warrant 
against her fast Monday sc’nnight, 
and Laveniitr was employed to exe¬ 
cute it. The woman.was according¬ 
ly br5ught ttf^the office, when Mr 
W. not beipg present, the magistrate 
took her l^ord for her appearance on 
a future Say. On Saturday, both 
parties appeared before Mr Nares. 
Mr W. was attended by his attorney. 
It appeared, that a connection had 
taken place between Mr W. and the 
woman in the country ; aud thectni" 
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sequence was, she had a child. Mr 

W. has paid 431. towards the child’s 
support. A short time sin<|e the wo¬ 
man reported that the child was dead, 
but has lately said it was alive, and 
that she had seen it within these few 
days; and from what motive these 
contradictory accounts were cirfcula- 
ted, did* not appear. The woman 
said, that the 4.31. she had received 
from Mr W. for the, support of the 
child was insufficient., as it had cost 
her upwards of lOOl., which she de¬ 
manded of Mr W., and insisted upon 
his paying it. Mr W. swore that he 
considered himself in danger^of his 
life from her, which was confirmed 
by Lavender, who said, she told him 
unless Mr W. paid her the 1001. she 
would never leave him. She was -held 
to bail to keep the peace towards 
Mr \V. 

With the most profound re^t we 
announce the death of Lord Colling- 
wood. The Nereus frigate arrived 
on Monday at Portsmouth from Gib¬ 
raltar, with the remains of this gal¬ 
lant and distinguished officer. His 
lordship died on the 7th of March, 
on board his flag ship, theVille de Pa¬ 
ris, off Minorca, from whence she had 
sailed on the preceding day on her 
way to England. Lord Collingwood 
had been seriously indisposed for %i- 
veral months, and recpitly obtained 
leave to *come home far the purpose 
of re-establishing his h^lth. Sir C- 
Cotton was.appointed tdtsucceed him 
in the command of the fleet on the 
Mediterranean statioftr * 

•The emibent services of Lord Col- 
ilRgwood are fresh in the edcoUection 
of nis grateful countrymefl. In the 
discharge of his professional duties, 
he d^sfuyvd a zeu and perseverance 
that ihave ueref been snvpaescd. He 
succee^d to the cdBrnumd of the 
Mcditerraaea& fbet on the death of 


t 

Lord Nelson, and for the last five 
years he liad scarcely set foot, on 
shore. 

For his services in tlte battle of 
Trafalgar, in which he was second in 
command, his majesty was graciously 
pleased to confer on him the r^nk of 
a Baron of the United King'cflWh.**His 
lordship, who had nearly attained his 
60tb year, was born in the county of 
bforftlirmbcrland, where his family 
has been settled for severf.l years. On 
the 22d M^rch, 1780, he was made 
a post captain ; the 14th February, 
1799, a Rear-Admiral of the j 
the 23d April, 1804, a Vice-Admi¬ 
ral of the Blue ; and on tht deatfi of 
Lord Gardner he ^as, 4th January, 
1809, created Major-General of the 
Marines. His lorilship died of a stop¬ 
page in the ‘pyloruny or inferior aper¬ 
ture of the stomach. For some time 
before his death he was incapable of 
taking any sustenance whatever. The 
temporary command of the fleet de¬ 
volved, on his death, upon Admiral 
Martin. 

Gage, alias Torr, who*w«s‘ execu¬ 
ted at Taunton, on Mcfliday se’en- 
night, for the.murder of Mrs Stiling, 
of^Goathiirst, near Bridgewater, was 
a striking instaiiie of early depravity 
and villainy, -Kider the semblance of 
simplicity and innocence.' From his 
appearance during a long trial, eo one 
could have supposed him guilty of the 
heinous offence of murder ; but, from 
the evidence, it appeared, that during 
the absence of his master, who was a 
small farmer, he had committed the 
abt, by striking the poor woman on 
the l}3ck part of her head with a 
hatebet, and .then robbed the house. 
His defence was, that having thrown 
down a mare, belonging to the de¬ 
ceased’s father, he understood that 
he was to be sent to gaol for it; and 
seeing two men approach his master’s^- 
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he thought they were coming to ap¬ 
prehend him, when he went oiF to¬ 
wards his father^s,at Kingsbrompton, 
where he was afterwards taken. His 
fir6t declaration, committed to writ¬ 
ing after his conviction, was, that he 
was assisted iUithe perpetration of the 
mura^rSyTwo men, who were stran- 
■ gers to him, of whom he gave a most 
minute description, to bestow plai^i- 
bility on the story. Finding, "how-, 
ever, that he had stated gross im- 
* probabilities, he ackno^jrledged the 
falsehood, and then accused one Bry¬ 
ant, s, labouring man, as his accom- 
pljjpe; but Biyant clearly proved, 
that W hSd passed the whole of the 
day on which Mis S. was murdered 
in sowing corn fc^ her father. By 
the exertions of Mr Acland, the Rev. 
Mt Gale, and others, *he innocence 
of Bryant was manifest; and then 
the young villain confessed that he 
alone was the murderer—in which 
last declaration he persisted at the fa¬ 
tal tree. 

17th.— Bow-street. —On the 4th 
instant, ihdpantiy of Mrs Markham’s 
house, (widow of the late Archbishop 
of York) in South Au^ley-street, 
was robbed of 17 silver table-spoons, 
and 12 desert spoods. On thd Wed¬ 
nesday following, a man took 15 ta¬ 
ble-spooni and 12 desert spoons to 
Mr Andrews, a silver turner and po¬ 
lisher, in Bull and Mouth-street, to 
be new christened, by erasing the 
crests, and reversing the handles. Mr 
Andrews having been informed of the 
robbery of Mrs Markham’s’^hodse, 
suspected, from the crests on the 
spoons^ that they were her prdperty, 
and having ascertained .them to Be so, 
he, new christening them, procured 
an officer to attend at his house last 
Friday and Saturday, to take the man 
into custody wheu should cnll lor 
the spoons. 


On Saturday evening tVe man call¬ 
ed, and was conveyed to the Comp¬ 
ter. While he was in confinement 
there, a young man called upon him, 
whom the prisoner gave charge of to 
an officer, saying, he was tuc person 
he purchased the spoons of; the offi¬ 
cer,showever, declined detaining him. 

'The young man attended before 
•the loM mayor on Monday morn¬ 
ing, an^ackno.wledged that he sold 
the prisoner the spoons. The offence 
not having been committed in the ci¬ 
ty, his lordship sent both the men to 
the above office, where they under¬ 
went yn examination. 

The prisoners were examined se¬ 
parately, and the accounts they gave 
were contradictory. The man who 
took the spoons to be new christen¬ 
ed, said his name was John Davis, 
and tliat he kept an open silversmith’s 
shop in Ratcliffc-highway. He knew 
the other prisoner, from his having 
lived with a Mr Benjamin. Last 
Wednesday he called upon him with 
the spoons, and he ptirchased them 
of him, from his owrT representation 
of the weight, at 58. Ud. per ounce. 
He did not «sk him how he became 
possessed of them. He observed the 
family credit upon the spoons, but did 
not make any observation. He took 
fhe spoons soon after he had purcha¬ 
sed them, to be new christened, or 
the arms to t'e erased or altered. 

The other prisoner said his name 
was Henry Cohen, and he also resides 
in Ratcliffe-highway.; and that he 
was ifi partnership with the prisoner 
Davis- iiv crimping business, in 
procuring men for the £ast-India ser¬ 
vice. Hft received the spoons from 
his wife’s motJiwr*, and sold them to 
the prisoner Davis, and was to receive 
half the profit Da^is'n'adc by them. 
Both thff p«i!t»er)|fWere committed 
for further exanpaation. 
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A«ingular conflict lately too)c place 

at Ltampeter, in Cardiganshire ;— 
Two women, one 88 yeafs of age, 
and the other 86, who for nearly six¬ 
ty years had been the most intiwfete 
friends, quarrelled respecting a hank 
of yam, and, after a war of words, 
proceeded to blows. The ang3r of 
each, however, being greater than her 
strength, a drawn battle was agreed 
on, in order that they might, in the 
following day, fight it out whhsticks, 
and the bellman of the town was em¬ 
ployed to announce the affray ; after 
beating each other most unmercifully, 
the magistrates interfered, and,put an 
end to the contest. 

Four persons were lately found 
dead in a house which they inhabited 
at Killoteram, county of Waterford. 
From an attentive examination of their 
bodies, and the situation of the build¬ 
ing, it was ascertained that they had 
been suffocated by the mephitic va¬ 
pour arising from'an adjoining lime¬ 
kiln, and which had been driven by a 
particular w’ind towards the house. 

Last week 4 new scheme of rob¬ 
bery was had recourse to upon per¬ 
sons who came out of the Bank after 
receiving their dividends. .A man ran 
up to them, with a pen behind his 
ear, in apparent agitation, pretending 
to be a clerk in the bank, saying^hey 
had received wrong notes, and asked 
to see thAn ; some pei^oss took out 
their notes to look at Ihem, and m 
one instance, the robber# observing a 
SI. note, 8aidit.^oald have been a 5l. 
note instead, and snatched tRe*21. 
note, saying he wouljd retvrn directly 
frith a 51. note. ' *

The solid rock was, 
shaken likcra cradle, and the ships in 
the harbour tossed up and down as 
if in a swing. Two more shocks en¬ 
sued the next day, though^not se¬ 
vere. Thp only actual damage done 
to the buildings is the fall of one hos¬ 
pital, and one of the gates of the 
town. The packet put back in the 
hurricane, alid did not sail again \iU 
the Jffth, when it was currently re¬ 
ported and believed, that three islands 
on the coast of Sicily, with Syracuse 
itself, had been destroyed. 

Lucy Grosvenor, the pld fortune¬ 
teller, was recently charged, ^,t Marl¬ 
borough-sli-eet, with frai^ufbntly ob¬ 
taining money of Elizapeth Wink- 
worth. Theccomplainant, who had 
a husband and two children, had not 
only given moiiey, but had pledged 
cveiy article sl<e could lay hands on 
to supply the demandsof the prison¬ 
er, who had led her to suppose that 
sIk would soon be separated from her 
husband, and see better days. A si- 
miliar charge was made against the 
prisoner by Rebecca Hinton, sister 
of lVIr3*^ylnkwo^th, who had parted 
with, her clothes to her in return for 
her predictions. The prisqpof wa# 
committed till, the sessions. 

A youth of 19, the son of Mr Al¬

The First Regiment of Edinburgh 
Volunteers, commandedby Major Jar- 
dine, ^n absence of the Lord Justice 
Clerk) ptiraded at twelve o’clock, and 
moveck off at a quarter pagt one, 
forming the van of the precession, 
and the band playing the dead inarch 
in Saul. Upon coming to the gate 
leading to the Greyfnars church, 
they opened ranks in funeral order, 
through which the procession passed 
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^to the, church-yard, when it formed 
yearly a square,leaving the magistrates 
and council, the heralds, &c. with 
the relations of the deceased, to oc- 
% cupy the centre. The First Regiment 
of Volunteers then took up their 
grou^ in front, of the church ; and, 
after the bodyItod been lowered into 
the grave, the senior •herald having 
received the rod of office from the 
person who carried it, he pronounced 
the following, words 

“ Thus it hath pleased Almighty 
God to remove from this life, to a 
better^ our worthy Chief Magistrate, 
the Right Honourable William Coul- 
ter,*Lord€*rovost of the City, and 
County of the City,’* * 

He then broke the rod, and dropt 
it into the grave, afrer which the Ist 
Regiment of Royal Edyiburgh Vo¬ 
lunteers, of which his lordship was of- 
iicially colonel, fired three vollies over 
the grave. 

Ine procession returned reversed, 
the Royal Edinburgh Volunteers still 
marching in'front; upon arriving at 
the Cro&% ahey took open order, sa¬ 
luting the magistrates, &c., who pass¬ 
ed along the line uncovered, to the 
Council Chamber ; the rest of the 
public Bodies walkeld to the Parlia¬ 
ment-square, where they dismissed. 

The street was lined by the Roy¬ 
al Mid'Lothian Volunteer Artillery, 
commanded by Major Brown} the 1st 
Regiment of Local Militia, command¬ 
ed by Colonel Alexander M‘Gregor 
Murray ; and the Prince of Wale8*8 
Loyal Edinburgh Volunteers^ covn- 
manded by Lieutenant Colonbl Inglis. 

Mu^praise is due to thecoimn&nd- 
ers ana officers of these corpse for 
the handsome manner in which they 
undertook that fiuty, and for the 
steady and orderly condnct they ob- 
served in the, execution of it. 

The detachment fi*om the Aber¬ 


deenshire miJitUa, under th^command 
of Msjor Gordon, is entitled to much 
credit for the manner in which they 
performed the duty assigned them. 

The conducting of the arrange¬ 
ments of this extensive procession was 
confided to Mr Trotter, of Prince’s- 
stree^ w^ise promptness and taste, 
in the execution of the whole, reflect¬ 
ed upon Jbim the! Highest credit. 

The waatHer was favourable, and 
the concouree of spectators immense ; 
but the decorum and regularity ob¬ 
served by the whole was most plea¬ 
sing, and added much to the solem¬ 
nity of ^the scene. Every place that 
could command a view of the pro¬ 
cession, even the tops of houses, were 
filled with spectators. The Castle- 
hill, from which the ceremony in the 
church-yard could be distinctly seen, 
was crowded with spectators. The 
church-yard was shut, and no person 
admitted but those who were in the 
procession, which contributed much 
to the order and regularity of the 
whole. • 

Thus ended a ceremony, the grand¬ 
est, perhaps, ever witnessed in this 
city. It wa^a just mark of respect 
to which tfie private character of his 
lordship, ife well as the high official 
situation which he filled, entitled him. 

• The most prominent figure in the 
procession, was the bearer of the ci- 
ty*8 arms. He was a tall, handsome 
man, six feet seven inches high, and 
dressed in a ycry appropriate manner. 

A 12 o’clock, tne flag upon Lord 
Nelson’s Monument, the building of 
which Provost Coulter was*very active 
in promoting, was hoisted half-mast 
high, and* two streamers of cvajie 
were displayed from its top. At one 
o’clock the bells of the several chur¬ 
ches began to toll, which they conti¬ 
nued to do until the ceremony vfw 
over.

John Anstey, the landlord of the * 
house, in Little Queen-street, in 
whidi the prisoner resided, let the 
shop to him and his partner at mine 
sbtUings a-week. Tm witness otcu- ' 
pied the first §oor. About oneo’clock, 
on Tuesday morning,^e was alai;med 
by a watchman, knocking at ^is bed¬ 
room door, and c^ing ** Fire.” He 
l^ot up, and with all pos^le speed 
ran down stairs, when he observed 
the partition, which divides the shop 
and the p|issage to the stairs, to be 
in flames. He took a large piece of 
flannel, and endeavoured to smother 
the flames with it, and being assisted 
by a man of the name of James Lee, 
who lodged in his garret, who brought 
some water, they^ucceeded in getting 
the fire out befofe tlw engines arrived. 
When he first got down stain,'‘the 
shop and street-door were both open ; 
the prisoner, who slept in the wop, 
was not there ; but while he was ex¬ 
erting himself in extinguishing ther 
flames, he came in and said, that the 
fire was occasioned by his leaving a 
candle burning upon thfr ro'p of hit 
bureau bedstead, to liglit bis partner 
when he shopld come nome, and that 
the heat of the candle had drawn down 
some'of the thirigs that were* hanging 
up in the sho’^, and had set them on 
fire. When the prisoner first came 
in to him, his coat was buttoned up 
close to his neck, but no neckcloth 
on ; he had his hat on, and his boots, 
but could not tell whether he had his 
breeches bn or not. 

‘Mr Barber, of the County Fire- 
bffice, said, that an insurance was made 
at \Hbir office, about ten dofia since, 
in the names of Aaron AlexMder, and 
Samuel Simmons, of Little Queen- 
stieet, in the sum of 501. on the house¬ 
hold furniture, and 2501. on the stock 
in trade. The insurance was made 
by Simmops, in their joint names. 
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W^dneBday, a claim was made at 
their office, by Simmons, for 881. 
15s. (id., in consequence of which he 
sent Francis Lye, a clerk belonmng 
theif office, for the purpose of in¬ 
specting the damage ; and from his 
report of the state of the premises, 
he went, himself, and saw that the 
partition had been bamt through, 
and a hole made about the size of 
. the crown of a hat. A slielf had also 
been burnt through, and in the inside 
of the partition there were marks of 
tallow or grease running down, and 
the paitition, which is about 18 inch¬ 
es iff width, was smeared on each 
side of thS hole which the candle 
had made. The piasoner observed to 
him, that about hal| an hour before 
the alarm of ** fire,** he went to bed, 
havitig first extinguished* his candle 
very carefully, and that he placed the 
candle on the head of his bedstead, 
about three feet from where the par¬ 
tition took fire. On his discovering 
the house to Ije on fire, he ran out into 
the street in his shirt, and desired the 
watchmansuf call the people, who li¬ 
ved up stairs* The witness observed 
but very few fragments qf burnt rags. 
The furniture did not appear to be 
worth 5l., and the stock in trade very 
trifling, and not worth .iOh, probably 
notworthSOl. The quantityof goods 
for which the claim was made could 
not have been placed upon the shelves 
where the fire began, nor could they 
have been burnt in so short a time 
without some remains of them ap¬ 
pearing. The prisoner admitted thfit 
ne had signed the claim made upon' 
the office. * 

Joseph Estree, one of the fireAen 
belonging to the County-office, said, 
he went to Little Queen-atreet, on 
Tuesday morning, in consequence of 
an ahum of fire, where he got about 
half-past two o’clock ^ that he foun4 


the prisoner in bed, in a bufeau bed¬ 
stead in the simp, the fire being coiti>» 
pletely out; every body in the house, 
he believed, were in bed. He knock¬ 
ed at the street door for some time, 
before he could gain admittance. He 
proceeded to examine the premises 
that Ivsd been on fire, and there ap¬ 
peared very Uttle done, not in the 
whole to above The 

i^ainscoajt arS« burnt through, and a 
few remnants only appeared j there 
was no furniture except a bed and a 
table. He only observed a chair, 
and that was in another part of the 
shop. ]^e asked the pnsdner what 
office he was insured at ? He replied, 
in the County. He told the prisoner 
he belonged to the County-office; 
upon which he askpd him how he was 
to manage about making out his es¬ 
timate, and said he would give tlie 
witness a guinea, if he would assist 
him in making it out, and speak in his 
behalf at the office. The prisoner 
was committed for furtlier examina¬ 
tion. • 

As the prisoner was^conveying to 
the office, he gave Lavender a violent 
blow on the head, and endeavoured 
to make his escape; but Lavender 
knocked him do^vn, and dragged him 
to the office on his back.

The first point to which it is the com- 
iRonder in chieTs wish to call your at* 
tention, is the make of the coat, which is, 
in some regimente, so cut away, es lite¬ 
rally to-afiford no covering or protection 
to those parts of the body where warm,th 
is most essentia], viz. the loy^er parts of 
the belly, and the hip joints} tney are* 
moreover, made so tiglit, that they are 
with difficulty buttoned over the waist¬ 
coats ; and they diminish the power of 
action in a mode highly pre)iidieial to the 
health and vigour of the soldie^ drawing 
the body together, and checking that 
freedom and alacrity of motion in the 
body and arms, that are so conducive to 
the growth and expansion of the youug, 
and to the comfort and health of all. 

The shortness of the coat necessarily 
eccasions a corresponding diminution in 
the length of the waistcoat, which, by that 
means, is reduced so nnich in its dimen- 
aions as to afford little warmth in winter, 
and to be totally useless for one essential 
pnrposc forwkicli it was intended, viz. as 
a fatigue dret» in barracks during the 
summer: to remedy tliose evils, the 
breeches are made of a preposterous 
length, and the waistband is brought so 
kigo upon the body, as to be extremely 
inconvenient and detracting from the 
military appearance of the men. 

The eaps of the infantry are not to^ 
worn on one side, as is the prad;ice in 
some redknents, but are to be placed on 
the men s heads, and brought well down 
on the fofelieed, and the cap-makers are 
respon^ble that the cap# are of a size 
which will admit of their being so worn. 

Tbe patterns of the clothing oT the ar- 

were fifed on by officers of great ex- 
p^i^nce and judgment; and the rcgula- 
tmits bn due subject, which Imve received 
IHi itnajesty^s authwity, it is the com- 
mApdoi' in* chief’s detpnni notion to cn- 
forcief with the rif^i^r^ulous exactness. 
He w ill request frbb^ the general officers 
com^Hising the boai3, (to whose 

rigilaiice and "ekbhibns the army is al¬ 


ready much indebted) the greatest atten-' 
tion in sealing the patterns; and he will 
give the most positive directions to the 
general officers in command of brigades, 
whose particular province it is to examine 
the clothing on tnc men’s backs, as soon 
as it is fitted, instantly to reject and send 
back to the clothiers any clothingwhich 
is not made up strictly according to the 
king’s regulations; and it will remain to 
be determined as it may, whether the ex- 
^ence attending the loss shall faU on the 
officer, who, after such_ repeated warn¬ 
ings, shall presume to authorise a devia¬ 
tion from his majesty’s commands, or on 
the clothier, who has the imprudence to 
obey instructions, which he knows are 
not in conformity to those plain rrulcs 
which are laid down for his guidance'. 

There is anothqr article of dress to 
which, though nq,t furnished by the co¬ 
lonel, the commander in chief desires to 
call your ^tention, viz. the soldier’s 
Stock, which in some regiments is made 
of such a breadth, as to be not only un¬ 
comfortable to the soldier, but injurious 
to his health, by pressing on the glands 
of the neck, and by that means exciting 
scrophulous swellings in constitutions 
where there is a tendency, to that disor¬ 
der.—The stock, like every" t^h’er part of 
the soldier’s dress, shouId,be adapted to 
the size and sliape of the man.

Tffe Spaniards on board thoJphige-

that day for his own protection, and 
to protect his property. * He lodged 
at the Saracen’s Head, on Snowk-hill,* 
and left there a little ^efore ten o’¬ 
clock the same night, after loading 
the pistol with powder and ball.

on Monday, at Temple neat.Mar}o«v 

the seat of Owen Williams, Esq. Two 
gentlemen and two ladies venturedi 
for their amusement, into a boat upon 
the mill stream, at a short distance 
from the wiers. They were at first 
so ins^sibly drawn towards tfie slui¬ 
ces, that the^ did not perceive their 
danger. they approached tbem^ 
the force qf the current baffled their 
efforts to direct fhe boat, and they 
were carried upon them. One of the 
gentlemen leaped out on the bank 
with the chain in his hand, and endea¬ 
voured to pull the boat from the open¬ 
ing of tlfe sluice; but the torrent was 
irresistible, and his strength availed 
nothing: the boat filled instantaneous¬ 
ly, suqk, and was dashed to pieces. la 
a few seconds two of the party appear¬ 
ed at some distance struggling in the 
stream, which soon threw them on a 
shoal in the middle of the river. The 
third, a young lady, sister of Mrs 
Williams, rose no more. The lady and 
gentleman so providentially saved have 
not sustained any material iifiury. 

Lancaster AssizsdL-—Tne King 
v. Barrowclough. The defendant, a 
sherifPs officer, was indiAed for man¬ 
slaughter, in killing and slaying Tho¬ 
mas Scott. It was a case which ex¬ 
cited no ordinary degree of general 
curioshy. The deceased had formerly 
commanded a regiment in Ireland, 
but had retired from the army, and 
become a merchant iu Manenester. 
His circumstances having become 
greatly embarrassed, a writ was put 
into the hands cf Barrowolough for 
lOl. for the plirpbseof beingexccutcd 
against him# Barrqwclough, with Jiis 
assistant, proceeded, at an early hour 
in the munling, to the house of the 
deceated, and hating obtained admit¬ 
tance, inquired fb^Siiii. The maid¬ 
servant denied his treing at home ; but 
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the aDf#cr not being satisfactory, the 
assistant pr follower went up stairs to 
acSIt^h the house, and Barrowclough 
|||^|li|ine;d below. The maid ran up 
first, and. called out to her^ mis.* 
i^that strange men had got into the 
wfiff, and were searching it» The as¬ 
sistant* knocked at the ch«aa&er-door, 
nnd Mrs Scott said she wonla admit 
him as soon as she had dreicf d herself. 
In the mean time, Mr Sccift, who was 
lip and dressed, foiled the desperatfe 
iresolutioa of escaping out of the win¬ 
dow of aroom adjoiningthebed-cham- 
Ber, whidh looked into the yard. Mrs 
Scott assisted him in his descent. In 
his fair his knees broke sevefal of the 
kitchen windows, which alarmed Bar¬ 
rowclough, who exclaimed to his man 
above, "He is here! he is Ijerc!’* 
Upon running into the back yard, 
Mr Scott was discovered lying on lus 
left side, upon the pave-stonea, sense¬ 
less, and apparently dead; he had re¬ 
ceived two violent contusions or frac¬ 
tures in the back part of his head, 
which in a i^w hours terminated his 
existence ; Ik was lying with hiS feet 
towards the kitchen window, and his 
head towards an oppofite waU, which 
divided the yard from an adjoining 
one. A'mowl of the house and pre¬ 
mia was exhibited to the jury, and 
evidently appeared that the decea- 
had struck his feet against the sill 
6 f kitchen window, oy which he 
fcyd l^n thrown backwardsm the po- 
aition he lay. Mrs Scott and two of 
her daughters, howev^, swore that 
they iHlw the deceased safe on hisdegs: 
that he had hia hands on the wall and 
was endeavouHng to esekpe, but that 
Bvrowclpugb came behiiid him, and 
struck him with k stick, which occa- 
skilled his fait and, consequent death. 
The niTj^pon* whp,^<iSxaimned the de¬ 
ceased b^gC«dieCcitpre8sed his con- 
viction, that the frtUStures that the un¬ 


fortunate man had received must have 
been from the effect of a concussion 
by the head being violently propelled 
against a hard flat substance, and 
could neither have been produced by' 
ablowfroma stick, nor byafall back¬ 
wards from a wall low enough for a 
man to reach his bands over^$ and he 
was also confident, that had he fallen 
from the wall, his position must have 
•been the reverse of what it was.—His 
lordship was of opinion that there was 
not the slightest foundation for the 
prosecutibn, and the jury pronounced 
a verdict of acquittal.

We know not whether mosjt to ad¬ 
mire, the correctness of the execu¬ 
tion, the soft and melodious tones it 
produces, or the pCrfectness of the 
music, in which the most critical ear 
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cannot, discover an error. We had 
almost' forgot to mention that occa¬ 
sional notes are shaken very grace¬ 
fully. On the whole, it is a most 
^ mastj^erly piece of work, which does 
the inventor inimite credit; and we 
sincerely hope he will meet the re¬ 
ward due to such perseverance and 
ingenuity.

1 st.—A very rare tad curious fish# 
called the Opab, or King-fish, waS 
found on Sunday, cast on the beach 
at Mundesley, Norfolk.

Extraordinary Robbery.-

, 25th.—T he Chevalike D’Eon. 
—In the vast range of biographical 
history, from the earliest period down 
to the present time, there n^ef, 
haps, has been found a combinatidn 
of events so remarkable^an assump¬ 
tion of character so various, and, in 
many cases, directly opposite, as in 
the life of this most extraordinary 


personage. After having sustained 
for the first fifty years, \.ind in the 
most distinguished manut'r, the cha¬ 
racters of a scholar, a soldier, and a 
statesman, we suddenly and unexpec¬ 
tedly find M. D’Eon assuming the 
dress, and, apparently with great re¬ 
luctance, submitting to be taken for 
a wdPtnan ; and it is not till upwards 
of thir^ years afterwards, that, on 
his death-bed, are verified, beyond 
the possibility of doubt, his claims 
to the personal as well as mental dis¬ 
tinctions of a man. As some account 
of the principal events which have 
marked the life of this mysterious be¬ 
ing may not be unacceptable to the 
public, the following brief sketch is 
submitted, and its authenticity may 
be relied upon ; 

Charles Genevien Louise Auguste 
Andree Timothee D’Eon de Beau¬ 
mont, was born at Tonnere, in Bur¬ 
gundy, on the ‘J7tb October, 1727, 
or 8, * descended from an ancient 
and respectable, though not (at least 
in this branch of it) an opulent fami¬ 
ly. The young D’Epn passed the 
years of infancy and ciuldhood under 
ms parents’ roof. At the age of 13, 
he was removed, for tlie completion ■ 
of his ediipation, to the College Ma- 
zarin, at Paris, and had scarcely fi- 
njabed his studies there, when the 
sudden death of his father and an un¬ 
cle, from whom he had great expec¬ 
tations, left him doubly an orphan, 
and threw him on the world, depen¬ 
dant on his own exertions for advance¬ 
ment. He was, however, fortunate 
enough to obtain at this period the 
patronage »f the Prince* de Couii, 
who had long kndwn a id cstfemi d 
his father ; and by the pi mcc’s tnfana 
was introduced to Louis X.V., who 
presented our young orphan with a

n the year 1755, however, a morc^ 
ihiportant career wis commenced by* 
M. D* Eon, who was employed un¬ 
der the Chevalier Douglas, in trans- 
ircting a negociation ot the most de¬ 
licate and important nature at the 
^urtof Petersburgh, which,by their 
means, was reconciled to France, af- 
tfet* many years suspension of all in¬ 
tercourse whatever between the two 
eriwns. This event, which forms 
Tnot only a very important era in the 
life of D*Eon, but by the change it 
produced at the time in the political 
arrangements of almost all Europe, 
is well worthy of more complete tuu- 
cidaliun thaiv it has yet received in 
history, places M. D’Eon in the first 
rank of dijdomatic skill, and iustifies 
the intimate and confidential inter¬ 
course which from this period he had 
the honour to hold with his sove¬ 
reign, Louis XV., on political affairs. 
Alter some years residence at Petera- 
tmrgh, D’Eon joined his n^tnent, 
then ayrAng under Marshal rirog^ic, 
«n the Rhine, and, during the cam¬ 
paign of 1762, acted as aid-de-camp 
t« that dietinj^shed officer. On the 
nossion of the Due de Niveiiiots to 
l^gland, ht. D’Eon became his se- 
trttxiy of embassy, and Conducted 
hinyielf so much to the satisfaction of 
courts, that he was intrusted, 
dft part of Ens^and as well as 
France, to convey the ratification cf 
peace, and received filpih i^uis XV. 
the Croix de'St L<M^. On the re¬ 


turn of M. De Niveruois, D’Eon was 
appointed first charge d’ affaires, and 
afterwards minister plenipotentiary to 
the British court. He had not, 
howeverj long enjoyed his new digni- 
fy, when the arrival of the Comte de 
Guerchy suspended his ministerial 
functions, and was accompi^nuKl by 
the Well known and unfortunate dis¬ 
pute between the two parties. With¬ 
out entering at this moment on any 
discussion of the merits of this case, 
it may yet be observed, that the re¬ 
peated ttsllmony both of Louis XV. 
and liis ministers, nay, even thp sub¬ 
sequent acknowledgment of some of 
his most inveterate enemita dn this 
occasion, completely relieve M.D’Eon 
from any impeachment of his honour 
or inte^ty, however his prudence 
may justlyJbe questionable in oppo¬ 
sing so powerful adversaries. From 
this period till the death of Louis XV 
M. D’Eon continued to reside in Eng¬ 
land, destitute, it is true, of any om- 
cial character, but honoured with the 
notice and friendship of'the most dis¬ 
tinguished persons in tHij^ Country. 
And here we enter upon circumstan¬ 
ces of D’Eon’s life, now rendered aa 
mysterious in itsorigin, as wonder f ul in 
its successful C'iilcealment foir so many 
years. Some f^int rumours had spread 
at various preceding peritds, that M. 
D’Eon was a woman, and, in addition 
to certain feminine appearances in hia 
voice and person, still stronger sur¬ 
mise was indulged, especially at Pe- 
tmbttrgh, on account of the total in¬ 
difference, and even aversion to dl 
affahrsof g^lantry constantly exhibit¬ 
ed b]^ D’Eon towards the iemales of 
that vtdi^toous court, whese amorous 
inlsupte M well known to have mixed 
itselfon ttmst occasions with pofiti- 
events. Not that the mannen or 
deportment of D’Eon were: either 
harsh or forbidding towards wometty 
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but the eitreme cscttfoa with which 
he always avm(jed any private or par- 
ticiilar intercourse with them» gave 
ctrer\gth to the doubts excited as to 
* his • sex : and other circumstances 
concurring (the detail of which our 
present limits forbid) at tins time to 
place t^e sexual claim of D'£on as a 
•womah» on the most absolute footing 
of proof both in trance and England, 
iheasaumed the female dress, and from 
^he year 1777 down tO his death, was 
universal! y regarded as a woman. The 
first few years after this nfetamorpho- 
tis vjjcre passed by M. D*Eon in 
France, where, if the merits of the 
newly established demoiselle are to be 
estimated by the recration she met at 
the court of Louis X V I., and the ex¬ 
pressions of esteem*and respect made 
toiler by almost every person of con¬ 
sideration in the kingoom, she was 
deserving of the highest ^ise. About* 
the year 178S, M. D’Eon returned 
to England, where he has resided ever 
since. The French revolution, fatal 
to 80 many bther establishments, de¬ 
rived him*<al 80 of a pension p anted 
y Louis^V., and confirmed by his 
successor. *Fof a few subsequent 
years, the sale of part of his ef^ts, 
and the'profits of apublic fencing ex¬ 
hibition in various p^s of the uni¬ 
ted kingdem, enabled M. D'Eon to 
Subset with decency; but the increa¬ 
sing weight of age and iufimities 
padually rendered him incapable of 
Siese exertiona, and for many years 
past he has been struggling with pO'- 
yerty and distress. At the c]oia of 
the year 180^ an attangelneflt 
made with a highly respectablahook- 
$efieribrthepuj^cationof]il,iyEQn*8 
Efe, (several o^er negociatioDS with 
i^fierent booksellers had piremudy 
faSed) which, Irom that tmia 
to a vety diort interval ptecedingt 
death, he was engaged in preparing 


the materials for, and as the whole of 
these materials wUl now cohne into the 
posi^nnon of gentleman who had 
originally undertaken to edite the 
wofk, it is intended that the public 
siia^ in due time be gratified with a 
complete and authentic history of this 
most extraordinary end mysterious 
hei^.^ - 

'lueyriter.pf this aitide (who ts 
theedkoi^fetred to, has long known 
*M. D*£on, and* was induced .toac~ 
cept the office in the first instance 
out of sincere respect for his charac¬ 
ter) can truly say, that, with the ex¬ 
ception of the last and most singular 
discovifiy of the sex of the chevriier, 
he has never had the smallest reason 
to impeach M. D^Eon’s integrity or 
verapity $ and on this point, also, he 
is inclined to hope that he may find 
among the papers of the deceased 
Some strong excuse, if not a complete 
justification of the measure In the 
interim, he would take the liberty of 
recommending to others that charity 
he is disposed to exerdse himself. 

Forthese two years past M. D’Eon 
scarcely ever quitted bus bed, though 
it was only within these few months 
that he has laid aside the pen. His 
health gradually grew weaker, and 
at leugtn an extreme state of debility 
ensued, which terminated in his death 
on Monday se’nnight about ten o’¬ 
clock. It was not till his de¬ 
cease that Madame Cole, the old and 
respectedfriendofthechevalier, whose 
fortunes, oif rather misfortunes, she 
ha<h sh^q%d for many years, on per-^ 
forming the last sad o^ce to her 
friend, of Ijiyingoufthe corpse, found 
it was that of a man. After the^first 
surprise had subsided, the discovery 
was the next morning communicated 
to some of the chevalier’s intimate 
friends, w^o^ judged that it would be 
proper to ascert&'iill points relative 
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to BO singuhir an occurrence; ancf ac- 
cordingly^fon Wednesday iast« in the 
presence of the Pere Elizie, who had 
attehded the chevalier in his last ill- 
lies^ Mr Wilson, the Professor of 
Andtomy, Mr Ring and Mr Burton, 
two respectable surgeons, Sir Sidney 
Smith, -the Honourable Mr Lyttle- 
ton, the Honourable Mr Dofiglas, 
Mr Hoskins, a respectable solicitor, 
Mr Richardson, bookseller, hf C»rn- 
hiU, and some others, a cofnplete in** 
spection and dissection of the sexual' 
parte took place, and it was decided¬ 
ly ascertained that the conformation 
of the organs was that of a male. 
And that all doubt astotheidontity of 
the person might be removed, some 
persons of the first respectability were 
called upon, who gave their positive 
testimony that the person then before 
them .WHS the same who had always 
passed for the Chevalier D’Eon. M. 
I) ’Kon has left two, if not three ne¬ 
phews, of the name of 0*Gorman, 
related also, we believe, to the noble 
family of 'rhomond, in I reland. None 
of those gentlemen arc however in 
England at this time. 

The chevalier was yesterday bu¬ 
ried at Bt Pancras. 

The following account probably 
contains the most authentic particu¬ 
lars respecting the extraordinary sug* 
picion that principally contribu^ to 
bring publicity on this singular cha¬ 
racter. 

“ This gentleman, at the time of 
his first coming over ko. England, 
was captain of dragoons in the Fr^ch 
service, and secretary to the Duke 
tie NivernoTs, in which character he 
behaved so much *to the d^e's satis- 
factjlbn, that that nobleman u^n his 
dep*ture for France got M. D^Eoij 
appointed minuter phmipo.tentiary in 
his room'.

Count de Guerchy being appointed 

ambassador from the court of Ver¬ 
sailles, the Chevalier D*Eon received 
orders, or rather was requested, to 
act as secretaryor assistant to th'e new 
ambassador. This, it seems, morti¬ 
fied the chevalier to such a degree, 
that, pretending the letter of recal 
which accompanied it was a fergery, 
(as a correspondent and intimate friend 
likewise, and neighbour of the French 
prime minister,' gave him no noticer-r- 
of it), he absolutely refused to deli¬ 
ver it, and thereby drew ou himself the 
censure of his own court. 

** Upon this, the chevaher, with a 
view of exculpating himself, or. fnom 
a motive of revenge, or perhaps both, 
published a succiiKt account of all 
the negociations hi which he had been 
engaged, exposed some secrets of the 
French coui^, and, rather than sp'are 
his enemies, revealed some things to 
the prejudice of his best friends. 
Among other persons very freely 
treated in this publication, was the 
Count de Guerchy; and it was this 
treatment that drew on him fl prose¬ 
cution for a libel on his excailency. It 
was but natural that this behaviour 
should draw onM. D’Eon the resent- 
mentof thecourtof P rance, or at least, 
that tl*e chevalier should apprehend it. 
Whether or n<5^, therefore^ that court 
solicited his being given up, which is 
very probable, reports werespresH,not 
only that it had done so, but even had, 
on being refused, sent over persons to 
kidnap the chevalier, and carry him 
off by force or fraud, since it could 
nol edma at him by ^ir means. 
*‘*^Ifthe chevalier himself wa$not 
theapthorof these reports, he at least 
credited them so far, that* he wrote 
four letters to complain of these de¬ 
signs against him, as knowp to him 
by undoubted authority ; one to Lord 
Chief Justice Mansfield, another to 
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Lord3ute, a third to Lord Temple, 
and a fourth to Mr Fitt; and to ask 
their advice, if, as he had contracted 
no debt, and behaved himself in all 
things as a dutiful subject, he might 
not kill the first man who should at¬ 
tempt to arrest him, since he could 
not consider such arrest in any other 
hght thtfn to kidnap him ; weakly al- 
ieging, that were the laws to con- 
condemn him for so doing, which h# 
>could not, he said, conceive, the spirit 
of them must feel the stroke. But if 
he really knew from undoubted autho¬ 
rity, that there was a design against 
his pdl'son, and the villains intrusted 
witfi the execution of that design, he 
'might easily have prevented it, and in 
a legal way, by an Information against 
them.

l»t.— -Duke 6p Cumbehlani?. 
Attempt AT Ass AssiNATioN.—One 
of the most extraordinary efforts that 
has ever been made to commit this di¬ 
abolical crime took place at an early 
hour yesterday morning, in'dh attack 
on the person of his.Royal^Highness' 
the Duke of Cumberland. The author 
of the atrocious attempt, which was 
most miraculously frustrated, was an 
Italian of the name of Seillis, a page 
or valet .to his royal highness His 
royal highness has three people of this 
discription in his household, who at¬ 
tend him alternately a week each. 
Two of these were foreigners, * and 
the third Mr Neale, a native of this 
country. It was the latter’s turn of 
duty. 

Soon after twelve o’clock on Wed¬ 
nesday night, his royal highness came 
home to Ins apartments in the Kitchen 
Court, St JanTes’s, from the Antient 
Coi'cert. Mr Neale, who was in 
waiting, attended the duke to bed, 
and afterwards withdriw. About 
half past two o’clock yesterday morn¬ 
ing nis royal highness was awoke by 
a violent blow on his right temple ; ^ 
second immediately followed. It was 
repeated 6 third time, but a providen- 
tii movement of his royal highness's 
arm intercepted the stroke and pre¬ 
vented it from proving rfatal. The 
duke at this time became sensible of 
his danger ; but the Isimp which usu¬ 
ally burped*in his chamber being ex¬ 
tinguished, he had no me&ns of dia- 
covt*ring its extent, or thesource from 
which it proceeded. Before his royal 
highness could get out of bed several 
blows were directed at him, some of 
which he iweived od his' arms and 
^ hands, and On his legs and 


thighs. They were all inflicted by 
the duke’s regimental sabre, which 
was usually hung up in his bed-room. 
His roval highness at last grappled 
with the assassin and wren^ed the 
sabre from his grasp.—The villain fled. 

His royal highness was so affected 
by the loss of blood, and the* sudden 
nature of the attack, as to have hard¬ 
ly power to call for assistance. The 
' attendants, however, were soon rou¬ 
sed, and an alarm was spread through¬ 
out the palace, it being supposed that 
robbers had broken into the apart¬ 
ments. In consequence, a seffeant 
and a file of men entered the hall, as- 
cended the^stair-case, and proceeded 
to his royal highnrts’s bed-room, the 
whole way to ^tch was covered with 
blood, as the duke, on the escape of 
the assassin,^ had gone down to Che 
hall to call up the porter and procure 
his light. On searening the premises, 
no tracesof theassassin could befound, 
till they came to the room appropri¬ 
ated to Seillis, when it was. nu turn 
of duty,—On opening ^e^aoor, a 
quantity of blood was fou«d on the 
floor, and the miserable wretch was 
discovered lying on the bed dressed, 
except his coat, waistcoat, and shoes, 
with his head nearly severed from his 
body, and a rSFzor, the instrument of 
his suicide, beside him, Tfiebody was 
quite dead when found, and to ajlpear- 
anre had been so for many minutes 
before. 

Messengers were immediately dis¬ 
patched for medical and chirugical 
assistatica for the duke, and soon af- 
teV three o’clock, Mr Home, the sur¬ 
geon, and Sir Henry Halford, arrived 
at his royal highness’s ap’partments. 
The Prince of Wales was soon appri¬ 
sed of the diabolical attempt, and in¬ 
stantly repaired to his royal brother’s, 
to offer him every consofaUon and as¬ 
sistance in his power. Having recei- 
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Ted the assurances of the medical at¬ 
tendants that no immediate danger 
was to be feared, his royal highness 
set off for Windsor to break the in¬ 
telligence to the rest of the royal fa¬ 
mily, and to tranquillize them as to 
any apprehension of ultimate danger. 
The rumour of this shocking event 
rapidly circulated at the west end of 
the town, and the palace and its vici¬ 
nity soon became crowded with per¬ 
sons of every* description, anxiously 
inquiring the particulars.;. At eight 
o’clock the allowing bulletin was 
exhibited at the entrance of his royal 
highness’s apartments: 

“ His royal highness’s woimds are not 
immediately dangerous, and be is as wdl 
as can be expected ^nder the circum¬ 
stances of the case. 

*i Eight o’clock. 4^^ Home.” 

Clevcland-row, and the immediate 
vicinity of the palace, accessible 
carriages, was covered with straw, 
and every possible precaution takfb 
to prevent any noise that could d^^tS- 
turo Ki^ royal highness. As /liis 
wounds numerous and se^/re, 
amountiag to eight or nine, (/>nsi- 
derable apprelhcnsions of fever/f# of 
course entertained. , 

The name of this unh^^^^'u^tch^ 
as we have already mentioned, was 
Seillis. has left a wife and four 
cjljildwn ; the eldest a girl, about 
eight years old. The poor little crea¬ 
ture was in the crowd yesterday morn¬ 
ing at the palace, a melancholy spec¬ 
tator of the bustle and confusion ex¬ 
cited by the horrid catastrojjha that 
has deprived her of a father. Seillis 
had lived with the duke aboift *ten 
years, but Jiad once Irft him and lived 
with Mr Manners,‘the gentleman, we 
understand, of that name, who marri¬ 
ed the Duchess of Roxburgh. He 
soon, however, returned to liis royal 
highness’s service, and became so 
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great a favourite of his master, that 
he and his family were accommodated 
with lodgings over the gate-way, lead¬ 
ing into tile Kitchen Court from Cle- ' 
vcftnd-row ; from which there was a 
communication with the duke’s suite 
of apartments. Here they were snp- 
pliediNvith coals, candles, &c. from his 
royal highness’s establishment. His 
royal highness had also so far extend¬ 
ed his favours to.this man, as to con¬ 
descend to become sponsor to one of 
his children, on which occasion he 
prevailed on one of his royal sister* 
to stand with him. In consequent, 
Seillis l^ecame in some sort an object: 
of particular attention to all the bran¬ 
ches of the royal family, fiom whom 
he and his children received many lit¬ 
tle presents and marks of notice. 

It has been since ascertained that 
Seillis slept for the last four nights ia 
the room which he occupied when in 
waiting, although it was not his turn 
of duty, and his wife’s apartments 
were contiguous. This deviation 
from his usual practice having been 
mentioned to him, he excused tiimself 
by saying, that some of the cliddiea 
were ill. Ht: was seen in tlie duke’* 
bed-room at eleven o’clock with some 
linen in his hand, although he had no 
business there, it not being, as we be¬ 
fore observed, his turn to attend. In 
a closet in the room, therc^ was also 
found a pair of slippers, which were 
known to be Seillis’s ; from w'bich 
circumstance it is inferred that he had 
concealed himself there for the pur¬ 
pose* of effecting his horrid design. 

No reason has been asfigned suffi¬ 
cient to account in the smallest de¬ 
gree for tHis accumulation of crime 
and ingratitude. It is said, that the 
deceased had been engaged in a dis¬ 
pute with on^ of his feflow' servants, 
and that itnvas’left to the determina¬ 
tion of his royal highness, who deci- 
' 6 
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de4 agaibsfi him. This is supposed 
to htv9 imtated his mind, aad lustiga* 
ted him to the murderous intent. It 
may. pcriiaps, have been the effect of 
inafttiity; but the previous conocal- 
mcmt in the closet, and subsequent re- 
tniat to his own apartment, are de> 
atnictive of this hypothesis. I^eed. 
jit is said, that arrangements of such 
ji nature were made by Seillis. as. in 
case of the completion of 4he diabo-^ 
Seal deed, must for the moment at 
least have involved the page in attend* 
ance in the suspicion of being its sole 
lUithor. 

Mr Read, the head of the Bow- 
atreet office, was employed during the 
greater part of yesterday in t^ing 
wwn the depositions of such witness¬ 
es as were likely to throw any light 
on this horrid business. Mr Secre- 
taty Ryder attended the examination. 

The following bulletin was the 
latest shewn yesterday evening 

“ Elis Royal Highness the Duke of 
Cumberland remains i otnposed, and is as 
well as can be.expected.

The following are additional par¬ 
ticulars of this unaccountable at¬ 
tack 

On Wednesd;^, the Duke of Cum¬ 
berland fiined at Greenwich. His roy¬ 
al highness returned to town, about 
eight o’clock, in an open carriage and 
four. The duke then went to the 
concert for the benefit t>f the Royal 
Society of Musicians. His ^tiyal 
highness aeturned to his apartments 
in St James’s Palace. aSaut half-past 
twidveo’clock, and went 40 bed about 
pnie. About two o’clock, he was 
awoke by the assasam. when he was 
sound usktfp: Qn hjs royal highness 
extricating himself, from the attack 
of the viU^. and getting Out of his 


bed-ropm. be exclaimed aloud to hii 
valet in waiting, repeatedly. “Neale. 
Neale. I am murdered! I am mur¬ 
dered 1” Neale, who was sleepily ia 
an adioining room, got up instantly ; 
and the duke informed him of the 
particulars, and said, the murderers 
were in his bed-room. Neale armed 
himself with a.poker, and he and his 
royal highness proceeded along the 
|Kissage. when Neale stepped upon 
the sword with which the duke had 
been attacked, which '^as one of the 
duke’s, and had been sharpened with¬ 
in these few days* 

His royal highness, supported by 
Neale, (it being necessary, from the 
copious discharge of blood.) proceed-'" 
ed to alarm the house. The house¬ 
keeper was the first who came out. 
The duke ^and Neale, without. the 
least suspicion, knocked at the assas- 
sin (Seilus’s) door. who. it is suppo¬ 
sed. mistook what was said; viz. that 
** Seillis, the duke has been murder* 
cd,” for Seillis, you have murdered 
the duke.” as ho was lleai^ making 
a noise ; and it was then‘supposed he 
concluded he was detectdB. as be wars 
beard opening a dra^wer; in which waa 
the razor with which he cut his own 
throat. The rtfzor formerly belong¬ 
ed to the duke, but had been given 
to Seillis i?ttely. • 

Upon the alarm being give]|.m the 
palace, Lieut. Buller. wju a setjeant 
and several men, yvho were on duty . 
in the palace, entered his royal high¬ 
ness’s apartments, and found the vil¬ 
lain pn pis with his head nearly . 
severed*from his body; the blood 
that dssued from him had nearly co¬ 
vered the bed-clothes and furniture. 

In consequence of the attack upon 
.the Jpuke of Cumberland, the royal 
fiimily will come to town, this day 
from Windsor,

It was plain 
that 'tlif person v/ho made the attack on 
tiiic duke luuist have ceinaincd settreted 
in-the do'ftj as all the other doors lead¬ 
ing, to t!u‘ dukc’saMrtment wero locked. 
A lew days since Seillis had. according 
to orders, taken tlie duke's re^.nmntnls 
jjnd sworti out to make thorn ready for a 
review', width did not afterwards take 
place. He afterwards reftirneil the ijp- ’ 
gimentals. but left tite sword upon the 
sofa in the duke's room, where it had 
lain ever since until the fatal night. Seil¬ 
lis hiul no cause whatever to be displea¬ 
sed with, khc duke; on the cootr.ny, he 
seemed his favourite servant. He had 
done more for him than for any one else 
in the house. 

Some dissatisfiictlon liad ari.sen about 
two years since. It had been the custom 
of the duke to nllow his servants .'Is. 6d. 
extra on tmvclling days, and at this time 
tliey had only half a guinea per week, 
board wages. Tlie duke afterwar ds in¬ 
creased the weekly allowance to 143. per 
'week, jliscontimiing, however, the extra 
allowance mion travelling days. A pa* 
per* to this elfect was drawn np for the 
servants to*sign,-professing their satis¬ 
faction at the armngeraent. SeSllis refu¬ 
sed to sign this paper, • He said, “ He'd 
be d—if he would, and that none but 
low blackguard,s would consent to it.” 
^ns was reported to the duke, who de- 
darcil, in case of Seillis's persisting, his 
wife and family should quit tbo a[)art* 
xnents^vhich he had given tliem. Seillis 
Sffter this signed the pr^r. He had 
never since this heard of arty disagive- 
ment between the duke and Seillis, He 
(N,) never abused ScilSs, ebougli he had 
often provoked him to the utinaet* Seil- 
lis was a^inaA of very malicious dispose 
tion, ana totally unablefto bear the least* 
^contradiction. 'He had mianrelled with 
steward at Kew, atuf mquently with 
ihe other servants. There was no^r« 
ticttlar Ate^ndency about him of late. 
He had wttkin few weeks a slight 
bold» of whfoh» however,J)e had recover¬ 
ed. He had o^stedin dressing the duke 
at 10 o*clo^ OD the night ou wbldi he 


attemptetl the murdes'. The duke went 
to the Ancient Concert Rooms. He had 
no doubt that Seillis had an enmity to 
him, and he suspected he had attemp'^^d 
the murder on that night, in the hope 
that its neipetration might be imputed to 
him (N.) as he was the page in waiting. 

Anne Neale, wife to the above, dejw>- 
Bed, that she h^been called'up at three 
o’clock on Thursday morning by the 
alarm »jf the duke^s murder. She found 
liis royal highne-s in the page's room, 
bleeding profufiely. He dijected her to 
call Seillis. She went fo one of the doors 
of hi:4 room, (there were two doorb) and 
knocked. There was no answer. She 
then went too[>en the door of the y'clJow 
room, but it w.is locked. After this she 
was joineil by the porter, and they went 
round to the othar door of Seillis'b room 
in order to awsfkcn him; when near the 
door they beard a gurgling noise, like that 
of waterr/orcing its way' throirgh the 
throat j the porter looked in, and ex¬ 
claimed that Seillis had cut his throat. 
Siie was alarmed and retired. Seillis 
was a very obstinate man, and W'ould 
bear no contradiction, not even from the 
duke. He constantly persisted in every 
dispute that he was lu the’ right, and in¬ 
deed it was not safe to’differ fiom him. 
The duke had on all occasions shewn 
him the most patticiiklr kindness; even 
lately, when he was affbeted with a cold, 
he, would nofallow him to gt} on the 
outside of the carriage, but insisted on 
his going bf^ide with himself to Windsor, 
ThePriucess Augusta ahd bistoyal high¬ 
ness bad stood sponsors, by proxy, for 
Seiliis's last child, and hW majesty had 
made the mother a present of two pieces 
India muslin. Seillis had a key to 
{uiss from bis own apartments to the 
duke's, without going out of doors. He 
was always very distant with the other i 
lejyants. He seldom spoke to her; but 
m one occasion lately he met her, and 
told her that Mrs Maesh, the house- 
keraer to the Roynl Oockpit, was dead, 
ana that he would i^jpjy to the duke to* 
the place for hia vrilW He said the 
duke would ask Xord Dartmouth. He 
preferred asking a j^aee for his wiib ra¬ 
ther than hunsalf, becauwhe was so con-, 
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venieat to the duke, he knew his rojai 
highness^ would not spare him. He ho¬ 
ped, however, to get some sinecure about 
the i^ace. The whole royal family were 
particularly attached to Seiltts,'and on 
every court day they had his wife and 
children brought into-the gallery to see 
them. Even on the hist day tlie queen 
was in .town, she had the young baby 
brought into the room* to bo shewn to 
her. She never heard Seillis was jealous 
of his wife; quite tlie contrary, he wa# a, 
domestic man, particularlv attaciied to 
liis Wife, and fond of his children. 

Betmniin Smith, was porter to his, 
royal highness. He had also been alarm¬ 
ed oit the night of the murder. On be¬ 
ing afoused lie gave directions to the sen¬ 
tinels, and returned with Mrs C^cale to 
Seillis^s room. knodeed and looked 
through the key liole^j but no person an¬ 
swered. lie then went to Heillis’s own 
ho^isc to inquire for him; his child ^aid 
he had slept that niglit m the mlacc. 
Upon this he returued back to iSeillis’s 
room in the palace, and as he got near 
the door, he heai d a gurgling noise, os 
described before. He hud come to Seillis’ 
room tlirough the bull-room, winch com¬ 
municated’wflli his royal highness’s bed¬ 
room, and„hb remarked that the shutters 
of the win^ws were ajar. 

Mathew G^esslto (a foreigner) stated, 
that he had been alarmed by Mr Neale, 
with the news of the attack oti the dul^c. 
He took a case of pistols and went to¬ 
wards Setilis’a room. H# beard the gur¬ 
gling noise, find tdso heard the nor ter ex- 
cJaini|> “ ibleiltls has innlrdercd himself;” 
lie witlulrew for assistance. Seillis was, 
in his opinion, a most tnildand dvil man, 
not at all likely to ullhnce to any 
one. He admitted having heard of his 
quarrel with Neale. 

J. Creiglmon, was a serjeant t>f ifhe 
Coldstream-guards $ he was on du^ M 
the |»la£e on the night of the atai^i; He 
went ,up with- some soldiers into Seillis*, 
room, and he thefe found him wlUi his 
throat cut. He hat} no coat pn^ but wore 
his pantaloons and stockings, hib‘ 

went in, he found a ra?50'r on ^^^oor, 
wliich he took up and {dated od a cheat 
of drawees* The body was quite dead, 


hut still waim. There was not tite least 
appearnuce of struggling about it. 

fhoiniis iStrietland, whs, an under but¬ 
ler to U. R. 11. He saw ti(.villii» on the 
fa^l night in the duke’s ruuiii, at eleven 
o’clock, with a clean shirt in his hand. 
He was pot surpriscil at it, as he sujiposed 
it might be his night for waiting; Seillis 
did »ot speak, but he looked up and smi¬ 
led us he f)ast>cd him; there wu^i at no 
time much intercourse between them, but 
he coiistd#red the deceased a very civil 
man. 

Sarah I?arlcy deposed, that it was her 
businasH to shut all tliewiudows; she tuul 
done so in the ball-rodm, hut admitted 
she had not put up the baj;s; she iiad 
closed 4;he doors of every room, except 
that of the one wIu'cIj connected Sciilis’s 
with the duke’s ; she rcuiembered the si¬ 
tuation of the closet, she- had left the key 
in ti{e lock, niu) was positive she Jiad left 
it outside. When bliu was there, there 
were.no slippers nor sword in it. She 
lind placed the bolster.'* there. These 
holsters vvere useil as an ornament to the 
ituke’s bed in the day time; but when the 
bed was made, tliey were placed in the 
little closet. She had seen the dark kin- 
thorn since the alarm, svnd was positive 
she bud seen biich a one in Scilli-s’s dress¬ 
ing-room window ; it vms of a square 
form. • 

—— was a page in the Duke of Sus¬ 
sex’s service; liud met the deceased at 
Windsor. Seillis expressed dissatisfac¬ 
tion of a preference given tuNeuicin the 
dhke’s service, and stated his detcrjnina- 
tion £o leave it. He seemed'much de¬ 
jected one day in Windsor Park, when 
conversing on this subject. 

— - — ajcweilcr, hwl seen Seillis often 
when he called with jewellery. About 
fiv« pmohthsago, Seillis‘asked him if he 
kttfiw of any place vacant, as he was go¬ 
ing to leave tqe-duke's serVTce. He rc- 
monrtral^ Vith him on the injury he 
would dodrlbwife and children by such 
a step, dnd there tlie conversation laulcd. 

The coroner here stated that two 
lifters ^had been found in S'-’diis’s 
poirtfoijo addrefl^d to the duke, ’and 
jrtftWKMUjtratiilg oi» 4he preference given 
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to Neale. One of them also remark¬ 
ed the {difference between the treat- 
m<^nt of jthe pages of the P^fince of 
Wales and those of his royal high¬ 
ness ; as the prince regiilarly placed 
his pages inside the cairiage, while 
those of the duke rode outside. 

The jury now adjourned tO*view 
the duke*sbed-chamber. It had been 
carefully spaled up, so that every 
thing remained exactly in the same* 
state in which his royal highness had 
left it; the bed, the dressing-table, 
the very water in which his wounds 
were svashed, remained undisturbed. 
On a diair beside the bed,'lay the 
night-clothes the duke had ou when 
he was attacked. His shirt was li¬ 
terally steeped in blood. Two cot¬ 
ton night-caps which lie had oji^ and 
a thickly wadded blue silk bandage 
with which they were fastened, wertr 
cut completely through with a stroke 
of the sabre. The assassin seemed to 
have stood rather back towards the 
head of the hed, which was placed in 
a small recess, in order to avoid dis¬ 
covery, and was therefore obliged to 
strike down at the du^Jcc’s head in a 
slanting direction j in consequence of 
which, the curtains, wliich hung from 
the top, impeded the action of the 
sword, and to this alouc can his royal 
highnes|,*s preservation be imputed : 
several of the tassels of the curtain 
were cut off. The sword was a larfp' 
military sabre of the duke’s, and had 
been lately shai'pened.* Th<* whole 
edge appeared hacked and jilpnted 
with the |orce of the ‘ blows. His 
toyaljiighness’s shirt wa^put through 
in federal places,'and a gf^at splinter 
W 3 $ shivered from tlie ^or through 
which he made his escajpe. Adjom- 
ing the rponvitsflf, and cpmmunica- 
tii.g with jti i* the j^tle closet wheit 
the murderer secreted himself. There 
is in this closet a sfflaU press, ia wHbh 


the.bolsters were psually put, •and in 
<which he hid himself, as the^cahbard 
of ^he sabre was found in it. ^ 

After having inspected this wioin, 
the jury proceeded to that of Selllis, 
and there a most frightful spectacle 
presented itself. On the door being 
opened, the body of the thurderer be¬ 
came visible, , It lay on a bed of mat- 
t|;d blood, in half erect posture, livid 
and loathsome. A horrid gash ex* 
tended from ear to c^ir; the under 
jaw almost dropped, and over all the 
features the distortion of pain was vi¬ 
sible, apparently struggling with the 
ghastly composure of death. , The 
razor, wit^i which the fatal deed was 
perpetrated, lay, near him on a chest 
of drawers. The back of his head 
reclined upon lus watch, which was 
suspended from the head of the Ifed, 
and a bason of blood and water was 
on the table beside him. His cravat, 
almost cut to pieces, was found be¬ 
side the rai,or. He was a little sal¬ 
low man, whose features i^etained 
some regularity, even apiul the con¬ 
vulsion into which they distort¬ 
ed. He had on his bjue cloth pan¬ 
taloons, on which his hands, all smear¬ 
ed and stiff with, blood, were extend¬ 
ed, ahd his gJ^ey worsted stockings, 
but no shcK^s^' He appeared to have 
b^e^'leA-handcd. * 

0^ t^.rctarn of the juiy, the deposition 
of Mary Anne Seillis, wife to the decea¬ 
sed, was read.—^It stated that he had been 
walking with her wd tlie. children in the 
Park the day of tlie murder, and appear¬ 
ed uqiistudly chearhtl. He said he. should

The apartmentsof his Royal High¬ 
ness the Duke of Cumberland have 
been kept in the precise state in which 
they w2re found after the miscreant 
made the attempt at assassination; and 
they were yesterday crowded with vi¬ 
sitor^ of all ranks, and of both sexes. 
It has been thought proper to leavi 
every thing in the state in which it 
was found, lest any doubt should arise 
as to the identity of the ruffian ; and 
nothing can be more conclusive than 
the circumstantial evidence which ari¬ 
ses out of the state of 4he room-—at 
the same time that the whole display* 
such a cool and cautious preparation, 
and such a horrible barbarity, as to 
exceed any thing that the imagination 
could conceive, without an actual 
sight of the premises. Access to the 
aMrtments is free, and the names of

It w'aa generally understood that 
the body of Seillis was to have been 
buried at Charing Cross at midnight, 
pn Saturday.* The curiosity of some 
pcbple was so great, that they actual¬ 
ly waited in the Kitchcq, Court till 
threeo’clo^yesterdaymonring. The 
body, howewer, was not taken away 
tiU about twelve o’clock yesterday, 
when a hearse drove up close to tJie 
Sutlfng-house, and immediately after 
four men brought the body out of 
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the duke’s house in a shell, and put 
it into the hearse, whicli drove fu¬ 
riously away with it. 

The numerous iriqi!<rcrs, yester¬ 
day, at the Duke of Cumberlan(f s, 
were admitted uj see the duke’s bed¬ 
room, and the room in which Scillis 
put a period to his existence. They 
Were botli in the same state as when 
the assassination was attempted. The 
ehcctb and vvKitc satin pillows, that < 
were on the duke’s bed when he was 
attacked, were put on it agum, to 
satisfy the curiosity of the public. 
Seillis’sS remains were taken from the 
Duke of Cumberland’s on J^anday 
noon, in a hearse, to the neighbour¬ 
hood of Oxford-street. It was a mat¬ 
ter of doubt w'hose duty it was to 
perform the office of burying the body 
in a cross-road. The Board of Green 
Cloth sat upon the subject till nine, 
o’clock on Sunday evening. About 
one o’clock on Monday morning, the 
body was removed to Scotland-yard 
four men, and interred in a hole 
nearly opposite the egg warehouse 
and the lime \yharf. Notwithstand¬ 
ing so much secrecy was observed, 
and it being midnigliL,* about thirty 
persons were collected.

the youth was resuscitated, to the as¬ 
tonishment «f every one, and convey¬ 
ed the next evening to his desponding 
mother. Our correspondent further 
says, that upon minute investigation 
it appears tiiat the body could not 
have been less than fifteen minutes 
under water, and about fiva minutes 
from the time it was raisetf to the sur¬ 
face to the arrival of it at the White 
Lion, being twenty minutes before 
Mr Hood saw it.

Death of an EXTRAonoiNARY 
Character. —On Wednesday last 
died, in Horsham gaol, aged 82 years, 
Simon Southward, formerly of Box- 
grotre, near Chichester. This singu¬ 
lar character was a' miller, which oc¬ 
cupation he followed with industry 
and a%tentioa till about the year 176fi, 
when, by a strange species of insanity, 
he fancied himself Earl of Derby, 
JCing in Man, assumed those titles, 
neglected his business, and became 
very troublesome to manyof his neigh¬ 
bours, In February 1767 he was ar¬ 
rested for a small debt, at the suit of 
the late Duke of Richmond, and was 
conveyed to the old gaol at Horsham, 
from which he was removed (the first 
prisoner after its completion) to the 
present gaol, and from which ho was 
releasedaftcr acaptivityof forty-tliree 
years, four months, and eight days, 
on Wednesday last, by the hand of 
death ! Simon Southward was in sta¬ 
ture about six feet, was exceedingly 
Well made, and had a commanding 
countenance : his manntflrs were ge¬ 
nerally affable, and his dep*ortment po¬ 
lite : he was, however, when offended, 
exceedingly wTathful, and with diffi¬ 
culty pacified, particularly when his 
ire had bqen occasioned by doubts 
about his assumed dignity. He sup- 
poaAl himself a state prisoner, and 
would accept of no money orVdothes 
which were not presented to lum as 
coming from the king, lus cousin. 
His dress was generally a drab coat 
of a very anciint cut, and a cocked 
hat witfh a black cockade.- Simon was 
I addressed, as |vell by the governors 
of the ^aol, as by his fellow-prisoners 
and visitors, ** My lord,” and to rib 
other denomination would he ever re¬ 
ply. He had been supported for a 
number of years past by a weekly sti¬ 
pend from the parish of Boxgrove, 
.which was paid to him by Mr Smart, 
G 
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and which his lordship expended on 
necessaries with the strictest econo- 
my, but could scarcely ever be pre¬ 
vailed upon to receive a meal or other 
favour, except under the descripflon 
above stated. His remains were re¬ 
moved on Friday for interment at 
lUoxg rove. • ^ 

On Thursday last a melancholy 
event took place at Heden, near Can¬ 
terbury. A young man, named James, 
Eawman, irom chsappointment in 
love, the object of his affections ha¬ 
ving refused his advances, resorted to 
the fatal 'expedient of becoming his 
own murdferer; for which purpose he 

f irocu'red a pistol, and aitcf having 
oaded it, retired to a private room 
in the house, where h6 effectually per¬ 
petrated his luirrid design, by dis¬ 
charging the contents through his left 
side i the ball came out at his back 
and passed through the ceiling. The 
unfortunate man languished in the 
reatest torture for nearly twelve 
Ours, and seemed perfectly sensible* 
of the rash deed he had committed.

rabh Wfndham,' of FelVigge-hall, in 
the bounty of Norfolk, long known 
ahd universally admired for his abili¬ 
ties asE luaAy a sUtesman, and an ors^« 
tor. His best culpgiiyn consists in 


the general sentiment of sorroyr that 
agitated all bosoms on the sudden and 
unexpected blow that terminated in 
his death. The feeling of sympathy 
extended from the throne to thecot- 
tage—from the king, who viewed in 
him one of the best supporters of hisle- 
gal rights—from the people, the firm 
and strenuous ^ssertor of their civic li¬ 
berties r all who approached him were 
(^ually charmed with the urbanity of 
his manners, and the chearful vivacity 
of his conversation.—‘He never de¬ 
meaned himself with haughtiness from 
his pride of place, but considered every 
human being as a man. In ^1 the 
relations of life he acted as became a 
Christiun-^the infinite number of his 
private friends will be the best crite¬ 
rion of his virtue in that respect. 

His har^y fortitude in submitting 
to and enduring the painful operatioi. 
that caused his death, was only to be 
equalled by his resignation during his 
sufferings since. In these times of 
peril and public calamity, the absence 
of his talents and principles will truly 
be deplored by the wKole nation. No 
m.-n stood more high iif the estima¬ 
tion of all parties for honour, honesty, 
and patriotism, than Mr Windham 
didhis enemie.s through life were 
only political ones, their animosities 
are buried v .th him in tomb, and 
remembered not in his epitaph. 

It is a most distressing recollection 
to bis country and his friends, that his 
life has apparently been shortened by 
that thickness and vivacity of deter- 
miin|ition which governed all the ac- 
.tions of Ills life. The origin of the 
c^nwlaint which ended in this gentle¬ 
man's death, was a contustjcm received 
in rescuing the most valuable part of 
tlie library of his friend, Mr 
Notth, from the fire which consumed 
the latter’s house, in CopdpltrStreet, 
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about twelve tnonths since, Mr 
North, at his going abroad, recom¬ 
mended to the particular care and 
personal custody of Mr ^Windham 
sevferaJ tin boxes containing some 
very rare manuscripts ; adding, that 
‘^is library, though very valuable, 
could be replaced, and was insured ; 
but that the manuscripts would be an 
irreparable loss.*’ Mr Windham had, 
it is said, deferred the removal of the 
boxes to his own house ; and this 
was the reason why, at the imminent 
hazard of his life, and with the cer¬ 
tainty of great personal injury, he 
rushed into the midst of the names to. 
rescue them. He succeeded ; but at 
the same time reoeiveU tht contusion 
which, after this length of time, has 
terminated ‘so fatally. It was at- 
t^ded, however, with n* serious in- 
^nvenience to him, and scarcely ac- 
compained with pain; but he appre¬ 
hended that it might be troublesome, 
and he consulted all the roost accom¬ 
plished professional men in town, and 
that separately, on'the question of 
his suffering‘it to go oti, or of sub¬ 
mitting to an operation. Mr Clioc, 
Mr Philips, Mr Wilson, and others, 
advised agiainst the operation. They- 
concurred, though unknown Ito one 
another, iu assuring him that there 
was no danger in avoiding the opera 
tion, but that there was mlich danger 
in undergoing it; that the knife was 
’ all times to be used with awe, and 
hever but where life was 'absolutely 
at ^take, or where the prdbable pro¬ 
longation of life was to be minde eft- 
durable by relbf from pain. ' But 
Other surgeons gave him an o^nion 
that the huhiour might be sAlety cut 
out, and ^ instantly resqlwd-;On the 
expCTimenr. He would not wait 
for any preparation of the'

selected, and the operation was done 
with the most perfect skill; no blame 
is imputed to the gentlenuin. But 
tl^t which, in the decline of life, too 
often happens upon deep incisions of 
the body was soon perceivable—a 
morbid ichor appeared, followed by 
genial inflarnmation, and ending in 
typhous fever, the fatality of which 
BO power of medicine could baffle. 
His fortifude was such, that he en- 
aged the operator to perform his 
uty, without the usual precaution 
of tying down his patient 4 and even 
when it was found necessary to cut 
deeper than was at first expected (the 
tumour not being insulated as was 
supposed, but having a cancerous root 
on the bone, which it was absolutely 
necessary to scrape,) he said repeated¬ 
ly, ** I can bear it but when they 
reached the bone, he said, “ Now, in¬ 
deed, you may feel for me.” It is 
said, that the tumour itself, judging 
from the appearances that rendered 
it necessary to carry the operation so 
far beyond what was at prst intended, 
must, if left to take its course, have 
necessarily pj^oved fatal whenever it 
should break (w’hich would have been 
probably in a month or two,) as the 
system would be incapable of sup- 
pqrting the discharge that would come 
from it. He was sensible qf his ap¬ 
proaching dissolution, and- bore it 
with the most perfect equanimity. 

He was attended in his last mo¬ 
ments by Mr ^illiam Elliot. He ex¬ 
pired without a struggle, or a groan. 
He had sbpt, the preceding night, 
from eleven <0 ^ght o’cldfck ; and it 
was thought that if-any thing could 
have given h favourable turn toTiis 
woiindj' it would be that. But his 
powers were consumed., 

" billing the viceroyalty of Lord 
Noithingtori^ in‘ Ireland, Mr Wind- 
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ham was his secretary. It was on his 
appointment to this situation, that 
expressing doubts of his ability to do 
justice to the office, or to adopt the 
practices supposed to be necessary, to 
his friend Dr Johnson (as mentioned 
in Mr Boswell’s work,) the Doctor 
said, v/ith a pleasant smile, DonH be 
afraid, sir, you will soon make a very 
pi^etty rascal.”

The 
barleys hold their colour, and have 
time enough to turn out productive. 
A large breadth of the early sowii tur¬ 
nips have been taken off with the fly, 
which a second sowing in many parts 
has not remedied. The hay crops are 
lamentably defective through every 
part of England, and Ireland also ; 
101 . per load was given for it current¬ 
ly in tlic hjy market last week.— 
Clovers, taret, and other green food, 
are eqaally short, so Uiat the suc¬ 
ceeding winter will pr^ably be the 
most trying for horses and cattle ever 
known. The grass is generally burnt 
up on light soils, and even the strapg- 
est meaqow lands have afforded but 
little feed. Hbps continue strong in

5th./-C ourt or King's Bunch. 
—— IVie King v. William Cobbett 
and o#4m'.—The Attorney-General 
prated the judgment of the courtf 
against Wm. Cobbett, R. Bagshaw, 
John Budd* and T. Hansard* who 
were severally convicted of a gross 
and scandalous libel, by writing* print¬ 
ing* aiid publishing the sai^e. 

The defendants having appeared in 
tjourt* 

Lord Ellenborough proceeded, and 
read the wliole^of the evidente as 
given at the trial against Cobbett, the 
other defendants having let judgment 
go by default. 

Mr Cobbett admitted on the occa¬ 
sion* that he was the' sole proprietor 
of the paper in which the said libel 
appealed. • 

R. Bagsh'aw put in an affidavit* 
stating* that he was the publisher of 
the paper in question; out that he 
had nothing .whatsoever to do with 
the contents of any of the papers 
which he so published $ that he had 
no knowledge of the libel chargecf in 
the inforniation* neither did he ever, 
read it till the prosecution was insti¬ 
tuted against him. It proceeded fui- 
ther to entreat the conaidet^to mercy 
of the court* and soUciled* if it were 
the iuteiH^bnof their lordshipsto'^place 
lum iti a state of confinement, that, 
in consideration of bis being afflicted 
lyith a violent asthma* tht-y would not 
fliuid him a distance from his friends. 

' Mr Budd^ also put in an affidavit, 
stating, that* he was certainly the vea- 
dcrof^e paper in question* but that 
he bad no hfiowledge of the libel ih^

it contained,; and he.also implored 
the mercy of the court, on account 
of his infirm state of health, which 
was corroborated by a' respeptable 
surgeon, who joined in the affidavit 
for that purpose. 

T. Hansard put in an affidavit, 
which stated, that he was the printer 
of the paper; that he had been em¬ 
ployed by Cobbett five years ; that 
It was quite out of his line to alter or 
to suggest any doubts as to the fit¬ 
ness or unfitness of the composition of 
these publications ; that the manu¬ 
script copy of the article complained 
of was sent to him by the defendant, 
Cobbett, from Botley,on the Friday 

E receding* the publication, and that 
e put it immediately into the hands 
of ttie compositors. He did not know 
that it was^of the offensive descriptipn 
which it since appears to him to bev^ 
and for whidi he expressed great con¬ 
trition. 

Mr Cobbett then presented himself 
to the notice of the court. He said, 
that situated as he then was, and in 
the hands of the court as he then ap¬ 
peared, he did not think it necessary 
to trespass upon their valuable time 
at present. On. a former occasion bp 
had expressed himself pretty full](C 
their lordships, and he would now a 
that neither of the othev three deren- 
dants had any thing whatsoever to do 
with the offensive publication, which 
was the subject of the present prose¬ 
cution ; and for himself, be could say, 
that in the writing of that paragraph 
he iutanded nothing in the most re- 
enote degree disre&pectfql to tlibe go- 
vurifinent or the state. ^ 

Lord Ellenborough.-^” This is 
the fit opportunity that you now have 
of saying any thing which you may 
think expedient to urge in your be¬ 
half ; > and vsjhatever .you wish to say 
the court will readily hear it,’* 
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Mr After wbat I have 

already said) I do not wish to take up 
any more of your lordship’s time, but 
place inysell in,the consideration of- 
the court.** 

Mr Borough, as couti8«!l for Mr 
Hansard, addressed'the court shortly 
in mitigation of punishment. 

The Attorney-General observed to 
the court, that Mr Cobbett was not, 
•probably aware that this is the only 
time that he can be allowed to urge 
i what he may haw to say to the court. 

Mr Borough proceeded, and he 
was followed by Mr Gurney, on be¬ 
half of.Budd, which was nearly a re¬ 
petition of what already appeared 
stated in his afEdafit. * 

Mr Bowen, for Bagshaw, also ad- 
dressed their lordships in mitigation of 
puifishment. He "pressed <fn the con- 
p^wde^tion of th? court the age of this 
defendant, who is now upwards of 60 
years old. 

The Attorney-General, in reply, 
agreed with the several counsel for 
the other defendants, that their re¬ 
spective easel were very different from 
that of Mr Cobbett. ** They have 
not; like 'him, entered into a public 
\j^ic4tioh and defence of the libel; 

which was almost as hid as" 
tmjlibel itself. So far^irideed they 
are different *from each other. Bvit 
although there may be, and are sha^s 
of guHt in those offenders, yet all 
must know that all who are enj^ged 
in the circulation of such libera are 
amenabie'‘to the law. To the prin¬ 
cipal culprit he would direct n<fw tno^ 
immediately bis atteiation ; ftom hiid 
the libis] eiMiiated, and'to him ahe 
profits of K results Whatever of 
malignity exists in it,’js to be attribu¬ 
ted to him aldne its poison 

belongs. With him it was 
cutus of base lucre ; upon it, as 
others of the like d^ri|»tit>n> he 


founded the sources of an unrightCf 
ous pro©:. In rcadmg this atrocious 
pumteation, it was impossible nut to 
di3C<|ver in it the mischievous design 
of forcing the military of the country 
to a'dislike and hatred of their situa¬ 
tion, to excite insubordination in the 
ranks,%nd to create and sow the seed 
of mutiny among the men against 
their officers and superiors, It went, 
rtirough th^ medium of the military, 
to strike a deadly blow at civil liberty 
and civil security, and^thbt at a time 
too when the civil liberty of the coun¬ 
try is so threatened, and when the 
military jyStem of subordinate, disci¬ 
pline was never in the memory of man 
so necessary or so requisite. He also 
availed himself of a period when the 
8tudy*of the government, and when 
the wishes of the community went 
hand in Irand to render the situation 
of the military not only laudable but 
eminent, and to render that of the 
private and the humblest in the ranks 
comfortable and secure.’* 

Here the learned Attotney-General 
went over the libel, and commented 
on every part of it, and dwelt with 
considerable severity on that part of 
it which more particularly traduced 
the Germatt Legion, asserting in bc- 
ha^ of that gallant body of men, that 
the reproaches which this foul libel 
cast upon them were as false as they 
were wicked. In short, he observed, 
that, in holding these persons up to 
the hatred of the ^leopie, he was at 
the same titne raising even in their 
roinda a'diagust, if it could be raised, 
against the service in which his majes¬ 
ty had been’pleased to employ them; 
whilst, on tile other hand, his lAfl 
,-1^9 the direct wickednesss ot insniu- 
ySting into the minds of our native 
VijOldiery the necessity of resistance 
TO lawful commands. From these tO- 
jpes the Attorney* General noticed 
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the furtherance of the wicked intent 
of the libel in directing its malice to¬ 
wards the government; an4 he con¬ 
cluded a very ableand energetic speech, 
with praying, for the sake of provi- 
ding against the effects of such atrO' 
cious scurrdity, such judgment as the 
cou rt in it s j itstice and its wisdom would 
think meet, adding, that the army 
looks to the sentence, the government 
looks to it, and the pcoplk pray it. • 

The defendants were ordered to be 
brought up oil Monday next for sen¬ 
tence. 

9th.— Court OF Kimc*sBench.>-> 
The ^venues to the court t^is morn¬ 
ing were crowded at a very early 
hour, in consideration of the Judge¬ 
ment to be pronounced on William 
Cobbett, Thomas C. Ha^isardj John 
Budd, and Richard Bagshaw. 

The prisoners having with some 
dif&culty got4nto the court, 

Mr Attorney-General prayed the 
j[udgtnent of their lordships against 
them, and Mr Justice Grose pronoun¬ 
ced ' 

THE SENTENCE. 

His lordship first addressed Wil¬ 
liam Cobbet. He toldliim** that he 
had been convicted of a foul libel, the 
tendency of which went to sow dis- 
sentions in the army, to create disgust 
at the service in the foreign troops 
employed therein, to excite mutiny in 
our soldiers, and to move in their 
minds an uttrr abhorrence of their du¬ 
ty to their king and country, by ac-. 
quaiuting them'that ^e soldiers df 
the enemy were placed in a In^re en- 
viable situation than they were, and 
by enforcing that assertion by com- 
pafisuns made between the service of 
the enemy and the service of their 
own-sovereign. A government which 
is a mere military goverment, like 
that of the enemy, and«which makes 
plunder and domination over Subordi¬ 


nate states the sole maxim of its con¬ 
duct, could not be made a subject of 
comparison with the government of 
this country by any man who had the 
least expenence of public life,* with¬ 
out that man entertaining the most 
malignant motives, which could only 
be directed to the vicious and wicked 
purposes of embarrassing the govern¬ 
ment, and of paralizing the state* 
*That those motives could only be im¬ 
puted to the defendant, there could 
be no doubt, unless it might be enter¬ 
tained that motives if not quite so 
wicked, yet as base, did prorfipt him 
to commit such an offence, namely, 
the object of base and unworthy lucre. 
To a marf who hat had the experience 
of the defendant, who has heard and 
known how others have been punish¬ 
ed by courts of justice for offewceM 
of libel, it was a matter to be regret^ 
ted that experience had made him; 
worse ; for nis crime, taken in the 
aggregate, was of a worse dye than 
any m the descriptioi; of libel that 
came beforeany court in modern days; 
it was an attack upon the military 
system, at a time when the military 
system was most in 'request; f >wben 
an active and vigilant enem|f, 
had laid prostrate sun oundmgnat^ 
was only divWed from this countil^y 
a very narrow scj. ; and when, therc- 
. fore, all the energies of the stite, and 
ail the. energies of the whoJe O/^-the 
nutkary force of the empire, were, in 
the urgent degree, required to 
be caRed into action. This, theiii m- 
&eared the poison and m^gnity of 
*tbe libel, and makes it ^e n^- 
cesskry to visit with seveiAy tti edme 
of which the defendant 4vas convict¬ 
ed.” 


Here the learned judge pointed out 
riuiny of the most prominent parts 
of the libel in question, and after pass- 
titg sidt^e comments on each most 
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particularly thoui parts which went 
to traduce the German Legion^ pro- 
mouiiced the following

Viz.^‘ You, Witliam Cobhett, are sen¬ 
tenced tf> {lay to thehinf' a fiiie of 1000).; 
that you be impdsoneu in his majesty's 
jail cHT New^te for the space <w two 
years; anu that, at the end of that time, 
you enter into a recognizance to keep tbe 
peace for seven years, yourself in the,

His*lordship then proceeded to 
pass the sentence of the cduH on T. 
C< Hansard. He observed, that tbe 
case of the other three defetitiartts was 
different from that oli the defendant 
Cobbett, in as much as th<^ had no 
Ushare in the profits of the hbel; but 

Hansard had seen tbe copy before

in the King’s l^ench prison, and^t the 
expiration of that time, to enter into 
a recognizanqp to keep the peace, him- 
sdf in 4001. and two sureties in 20(S.

Several were dischar¬ 
ged, the proofs against them nof* be¬ 
ing sufiiciemly strong to warralnLtheir 
detention for trial; but their libera¬ 
tion was instantaneously productive 
of the most dangerous consequences.

ved from ,the English account of the 
action, sent home by the Spartan : 

I'o intliR'e tha enemy to engage, Cap¬ 
tain Brenton ordered the Success frigate, 
vrhieh was cruizing with him, to sail out 
of sight, which she did, and was bpeahu- 
ed. Ignorant of tin’s dreumstaneo, but 
confident of victory, the enemy’s squa¬ 
dron sailed out of the bay in the tnonung, 
Ailed with men, many of them volunteers 
from n Swiss regiment, amounting to one 
thousand one hundred and eight men. 
The squadron consisted of a frigate of 
forty-four guits, a brig of war of twenty- 
eight, u<id two smaller vessels, one often, 
auvl the other of e^htguns, besides eteht 
large gun-boats. The capture of the Bri¬ 
tish trigate was considereti as certain. 
Murat, the priucqial officers of liis court, 
aifd nearly all the population of Naples, 
lined the shores as spectators. The s^iua* 
drou finding only one frigate, hnnie- 
dietely concluded that would strike 
without firing a shot. As this greatly 
superior force ranged along-side, Gaptran 
Brenton ortlered all the above to give 
three cheers. The intrepid coolness of 
the proceeding had the immediate effect 
of duiupiug ardour of the enemy. A 
jftCtoendousVM well-directed volley fOMn 
t^ Spartan drove belo4, with great 
^sl^hte^ nearly all the sdidiers and ma- 
riflctr wIk) crowded the deck& After a 
few bro ^a^d es iron) the Spartan, the 
frigate sheered ofl^ and as she entered 
the bay, our brave ^untiymen beheld 
ojie of the fOits opbn her with in-

dignation. For a considerable time du¬ 
ring the battle. Captain Brciitou stood 
upon the capstan, exposed to a :< 'i i’ lc 
fire, checriug the crew. and wu'.chu',,' the 
maittEuvreS of the eiieui}. I of 

tlie lieutenants requctuug him u.>t to ex¬ 
pose himself Jii this maimer, he 'replied, 
“ 111 iiiKiut half an bonr rfie victory will 
he ours, eoii We will thtm go heiow and 
take a glass o* wine on the occasion.” 
Soon after, a grape shot i.trucK his hip¬ 
bone. lu the act of failing, he was caugnt 
in the arms of one of his officers, and 
carried b. low. The wound was for some 
time cons'dered to be mortal. 

After this accid''ni the battle was con¬ 
tinued with increased finy on tbe^rtof 
the Spartan. The sailors thought their 
beloved commander was killed, and re¬ 
venge occiqucd thoir minds above and 
below, flxui) thCpOne end of the slu'p to 
the other. At length one of the sloops 
of war struck, and the rest made the best 
of their way hack. A calm took place, 
which prevented the Spartan from eut^. 
ting them off, otherwise it was evident 
that every one of them must have fallen 
into the hands of our heroic couotrymeib 

By the last aeoiints from Malta, we 
are nappy to find that Captain Brenton 
is likely soon to recover, and that this

At High- 
lea he heard that Bullandami the chief of 
ilie district of Buya, was expected with 
a force to make war upon the island of 
Taffere or TalTei, and that it vras the in¬ 
tention of tha IBghleans to aid his en¬ 
terprise. The next morning the two 
boats prepared to return to the vessel, 
but Were cut dff by Bullandam's fleet of 
canoes^ 140 in number, orderly advan¬ 
cing ip a semicu'clc; and finding it im¬ 
possible to paae them, it was^naider^ 
lidvisahle to bear up to the fleet, hoping 
by such display of confidence to preserve 
the lives of the crews. When wilmin hail, 
they were ordered to advance; but the 
wbme boat was prevented by a laige ca¬ 
noe bearing down, and running ab(»r<L 
cutting her in two.

subjugated, and its inhabitants dcr^roycd, 
he would employ all bis subjeetK in pro¬ 
curing wood for the vessel, to which they 
should be returned in safety. 

Or^the 1 Ith of October, the junction 
of forces beii^ thorouglily arranged, an 
immense fleet of canoes sailed from 
Htghlea for the expeditiou, and having 
a wesh head-wind the canoes were set 
to windward by poles, at the rate of three 
knots an hour. At night this formidable 
mmament came to, round the north-east 
part of tbeiislar^d; and Btdlandam took 
Mr Smith on shore, to {lass tiio night 
with him, his night guard consisting of 
ten then arm^ with spears and arrows. 

Early in the morning of the 12th, the 
whole of thcijinny returned to their ca¬ 
noes, which, on a signal from Bullan- 
dara, set forward in complete order; and, 
at about three in the afternooi^ the fleet 
anchored abreast of a village in TalFcre, 
the van coming to close action with a 
fleet belonging to the island. 

The attack was made with arrows at 
a distance; ami as the canoes of Taflere 
maintained their position, they soon clo¬ 
sed, when a desperate and stubborn con¬ 
flict with spears commenced.^rbcjslaud- 
er^ however, bt length gave wpy to mrm- 
bm very far shperior t and to escape bn 
Qlfmrwise certain destiny, all leaped into 
the water, and swam towar^ the shore, 
from Which a division of Bmlandam's 
fleet was endeavouring to cut tliem offi— 
Ibe canoes wbre taken possession of. 
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tvith only oipt^ei m utifortunato 
boy, who, heing'preaeiHtd to the relent¬ 
less chie^, was ordered to be slaughtered, 
AS it was his determination that n^t a 
single life should be spared. This ruth¬ 
less sentence was immediately executed 
trkh a dub, three blows from which the 
youthhil^y^rer endured, and tb^p ex- 
frired. ,Tbe iwdy was afterwards given 
n 3 to>-iihe charge of on attendant, to be 
roasted for the chief and his^rinciMl.as- 
ibciateg. The horrors that immeaiatel^ 
succeeded the defeat, the roost sensiUe 
imagination can but faintly represent. 
A massacre was detdrminen on; and as 
tlie men had escapetl the fury of their 
conquerors by flight, the women and

Massa'cAE of the CrIew of the 
S rtiP\^OYr>, AT New Zealand.— 
It appears that whilst the Boyd was 
at Botany Bay, the obtain met with 
one. of the two chiefs who govern 
the island of New Zealand, of the 
name .of Tippahee, and agreed with 
him to purchase sobte timber to take 
home to England. As soon as the 
voyage would permit, the slup arri¬ 
ved at the island ; aud the captain 
being introduced to tlie. chief, who 
had got, Imme before huii, was pro- 
mi«e;a the timber in two days. In the 
mqan time the captain was invited on 
shore,and attended the chief with part 
of the flhiif s company in the boat. 
Nothing particular transpired on this 
occasion $ but the chief returned on 
board of the ship, attended*by a num¬ 
ber of canoes full of men. They were 
permitted to examine the ship as a 
matter o£ curiosity. Tippahee, the 
chief, was tr^ted with great respect; 
End band ng continued on boatd some 
time, he got into his boat, for the 
purpose, a»it was supposed, of meet¬ 
ly the caj^kin of tne ship, whoi, he 
had gone to see the timber. In¬ 
stead/ howe w, of leaving the ship, 
he gave a yell^^which was tlie signal 
ftmthe tnasaacre of the whole slip’s 
company* There were abottt^O in 
all, iiO of them they tore limb from 
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limb, and regaled themslves upon 
the ilesh of the unfortunate victims. 
About ten of the men, to save th^ir 
lives, climbed,the masts, and two wo- 
rneri passengers, and a lad, ran down 
below; the chief hailed tlue men, and 
told them, that they had got all/hey 
wanted, having plundered the ship ; 
and that if they would come down 
their lives should be spareeX The de- ^ 
luded men obeyed, <fnd fell, like their 
comrades, a sacrifice to the inordinate 
and brutal appetites of the cannibals. 
The two Women and the boy were 
taken on shore, and their lives spared, 
but thb ship was burnt. The cap- 
lain and men ashore were never heard 
of. The rival chief Pari, situated at 
a different part of the island, h^eard 
of the affair, and expressed his sorrow 
on the occasion to the captain of the 
City of Edinburgh, who was at the 
island for timber, and prepared to 
accompany him with an armed force 
to release the women and the boy, in 
which they felly succeeded, and the 
latter are novt safe on board the City 
of Edinburgh, at the Cape, 

The following addressSvas accord¬ 
ingly circulated on the subject: 

“ All masters of ships frequenting New 
Zeaiaiul, are directed to be careful in 
not ndniitring nianj natives on board,“us 
they may Ift: cut off* in n inomen^by sur¬ 
prise. 

“ These are to certify, that during cur 
stay in this harbour we had frequent re- 
porta of H srfdp being tafcenr|>y the natives, 

- in tfie newbtmlmng liarbour of Wanga- 
noa, and timt the crew were klHeif and 

^ fu order to ascertain the truth of 
this»report, as well as tp sescue a few 
people who were said to be spared in the 
jijen^ral massacre, Mr Berni', accompani¬ 
ed fey’Mr Ifejfssel, and Metangjingoa, a 
principal ebierofthe Bay of Islands, who 
votimteered his service^ seaout for Wan- 
^'anoa, in three armed boats, on Saturday 


the 31st of December, 1809, and, upon 
their arrival, th<w found the miserable 
remains of the ship Boyd, Captain John 
Thomson, which the natives, after afe'ip- 
ping of every thing of value, had burnt 
down to the W'ater’a edge. From the 
handsome conduct of Metangangoa, they 
wefie able to rescue a boy, a woman, and 
two children, the only suiwivors of this 
sliocking event, which, according to the 
most satisfactory information, was per¬ 
petrated entirely under the direction of 
that old rascal Tippahec, who has been 
undeservedly caressed at Port Jackson.

Nexttjay, in the morning, 
Tippnhee came f'rijjin Tippusia, and went 
on board ; he staid only a few minutes, 
and went into his canoe, and remained 
alongside tlidVcssel, which was surround- 
eil with a considerable number of canoes, 
which soon collected for the purpose of 
' trading, and a considerable niunber*cif 
natives gradually intruded into the ship, 
and sat down upon the deck. After 
breakfast, the master left the ship, to 
look out for spars, with two boats. Tip- 
pahee, after waiting a concenient time, 
now gave llie signal for massnert'; in an 
instant the savages, who appeared peace¬ 
able upon deck, rushed upon the unarm¬ 
ed cjw, who ‘vere variously employed 
about the .‘■hip: the greater pait.. wei£, 
massacred .n an instant, and were no 
sooner knocked down than they wc^e cut 
to pieces, still alive. Five orsixof ihciueU 
esoqjcd up the rigging. Tippahee now 
having possession of the ship, bailed them 
with a speaking trumpet, and ordered 
them to unbend the sails, and cut away 
the riggiAg, and they sh^kiid not behurt^ 
they complied with his commax^s, and. 
aftywards came down upon deck; he 
then temk them ashore in a cahoei and 
immediately killed, them. The master 
went ashore without arms, afed of course 
was easily dispatched. .

Theii* lordships ordered memorials, 
and the plea maintained by the parties 
was in substance as follows:—'I’he 
lodges erected by the Grand J^odge, 
contended that tlieindepcndautlodgcs 
were not entitled to meet; ar, tlinir 
member^ were not masons, tiaving 
been expelled and interdicted frtirn 
all masonic privileges by the Grand 
Lodge ; that their meetings must be 
held aillegal, and cven’a iiuisance, as 
they did not act in conformity to the 
rules prevailing among free masons, 
by having separated from the Grand 
Lodge ; and that, at all events, none 
of them were entitled to meet under 
the name of their original lodge, as 
that name, and the p^vilegcs con¬ 
nected with it, belonged exclusively 
to those wli^ continued to communi¬ 
cate with the Grand Lodge. 

The independent lodges, the char¬ 
gers, on the other hand, maintained,

The little hrretch is not fifteen 
years old yet, and for her age is the 
most depravea character that lias ever 
been heard of. She got into her pre¬ 
sent place by means of a false cha¬ 
racter*. ■* • 

2lstt-rOLS BAii,*y.-^Nicholas 
ToWlinson, Esq., a post«captain in 
the ntfVy, and B. Taoner, ^ a ship¬ 
wright, at'Dartmouthf were indited 
for conspiring to forge ^tnd utter a 
receipt, by means of whi^ they had 
defrauded lii« majesty of 291. The 
Attorney*Gej[ieralcondi»cted theprdt 
secution. oft Ac of the crovrii.* 
This was a charge which had Hsmri- 
gin so far back Captain 

Tomlinson’sShtpl ttie^lt^^n-brig, 
had undergone some repairs at Dart¬ 
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mouth, and he had given Tanner, the 
shipwright he had employed, a hill 
upon government, amounting lo 961, 
for nmaivs to his ship, which included 
the t^ksmitVs bill, to the amount 
of 2w. 5s. ; but it since appeared 
that the blacksmith’s bill was a for¬ 
gery, he having only done work to 
the amount of 4l. CTs. 

jjj. Randal, the blacksmith, who 
had done hisf part of the repairs, pro¬ 
ved Ais bill to be aVorgerj', and that 
he had done work only to the amount 
of 41. 68.* oft the Pelter brig. It Waa 
the prisoner Tanner who employed 
him : he did not knowCaptliin^Tom¬ 
linson. * 

The judge here interposed, and 
asked the Attorney-General if he had 
any pijooF that Tomlinson was privy 
to the forgery, which was 'answered 
in the negative. It appearing also 
that the forgery was charged as com¬ 
mitted in Middlesex, which was the 
act of Tomlinson, and not of Tanner, 
who uttered the bill and receipt iri 
Devonshire, the jury wfre directed 
by the judge to acquit bofh prisoners.

A girl, about twelve years old, ha¬ 
ying coveted a watch which h^ong. 
■ ed to a carter ir. Dundee, anear neigh¬ 
bour of her father, she, by the assist¬ 
ance of a key, entered the carter*8 
bouse, and had got possession of the 
object of her wishes, when, hearing a 
foot-step on the stair, and conscious 
of the crime she was committing, she 
ran to the ftre-pla^c, and ascended the 
chimney. The liue-aud cry ^Va8 in¬ 
stantly raised, and the thief was dis¬ 
covered ‘sitting on the top of the 
chimney; at least fifty feet from the 
ground. A crowd of people assem* 
bled in the street, and eyed with hor¬ 
ror her perilous situation. ,A con¬ 
stable, who was employed to take 
the thief, having thrust his head and 
shoulders out of a sky-light, the 
girl’s terror became extreme ; and^ 
scrambling dpwo the outside of tlie 
chimney, she ran along the roof of 
the ho^se to the very edge of the* 
eves-drop. ^Some humane people pre¬ 
pared blankets to receive her> in case 
she should fall, but the girl continu¬ 
ed, however, to run onj[the roof, and 
was at last taken, by the united ef¬ 
forts of a messenger, a town-officer, 
and a slater. 

John Gilbert was indicted fot fe* 
loniously stealing, secretingi and em- 
beesrlinga sum or 5151.58,. 6d., which 
be was intrusted to receive on the 
8 th May for account of his employ¬ 
ers, Messrs Rowe, G«ad, Reece, and 
Co.ybrokersjin AU-hallow^ta whom 
be -was cl^rk. The prisoner offered 
no defence, but adduced a number of 
.V«ry respectable evidences to bis cha¬ 
racter, many of whom had known 
him from three to nine years, and 
spoke of him in the most favourable 
terms. He was found guilty. 


William Harding and James Fago,' 
two young men of respectable ap¬ 
pearance, were capitally indicted for 
a highway robbery upon a gift of the 
town, named Pickering, abdift three 
weeks since, in Greek-street, Soho. 

The prosecutrix appeared to be 
the daughter of a Bow-street runntar, 
and had for.six years cohabited with 
Harding, who was at last induced, 
by the advice of his friends, to dis¬ 
miss her.—vShe swore, that between 
twelve and one in the night stated 
in »]ie indictment, she went into a 
public-house, the George, in ^reek- 
street, to get change of a one pound 
bank-note. She saw the prisoners 
there, and-immcdiatclycameoutagain. 
But they in8t:intly followed her into 
the street; Harding knocked her 
down, without saying a word ; Fago 
took her by the arm, and twisted the 
note out ot her hand ; and they both 
ran away. She called no watchmen; 
she saw none in the street; nor did 
she tell any one else until she went 
home to her father’s residence in Tot- 
tenham-place. But on her cross exa¬ 
mination by Mr Arabfti, the whole 
charge appeared to be such a gross, 
desperate, and atrocious attempt to 
swear away the lives of those young 
men, one whom she suspected to 
have adv lood the otherCo discard her, 
that Sir Allen Chambre tho-aght it 
unnecessary to hear any other evi¬ 
dence, or to sum up for the jury, and 
both prisoners were acquitted. 

A woman, 74 years old, lately hung 
bcr#elf with severs^ pieces of pack¬ 
thread, twisted together by herself 
ajded by part of a bed cord, in her 
house, at Neston, in the county o£ 
Cheshire. What i8_ very singular, 
she desired her niece never to omijt 
bringing her every piece of cord she 
could find, as she would stand in need 
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• of it s^me time : the need was thcre- 
foi f explained aa above, 

A few days ago, a hawk, of the 
Urge kind, near Buxton, very i\nce- 
remonrit^naly dropt fn&m the tegiona 
of the sky, and pop)^' upon a weazle, 
which he carried up. ■ In about a mi¬ 
nute the came down faster than 
he rose i the weazle having fastened 
at his throat, killed him in a very 
short time. 

Yesterday morning, one of the most 
deliberate and horrid suicides was com¬ 
mitted by a young man of the name 
of Trahter, a footman in the employ 
of the Prince of Wales. He entered 
Carlton-house as early as between five 
and six o’clock, and went i«to the ser¬ 
vants hall, where he wap found writing 
by another servant named Barr, who 
had got up early. TheyponvQfsed toge¬ 
ther without bis perceiviiig any thing 
extraordinary in Tranter’s conduct 
or behaviour. At length Barr left 
the hall, and when he was in another 
part of the house heard the report of 
a pistol.” He "had no suspicion that 
it proceeded from the hall, but return¬ 
ed there as he intended, when he found 
Tranter in a different part of the hall, 
and at the instant called to him to 
know what was the matter, but •re¬ 
ceived no answer ; and on looking at 
him, he perceived blood flowing from 
his sto«nach, and that he had shot 
lumself with one of his traveUing pa¬ 
tois, which are always kept loaded ; 
his waistcoat was on fire, occasioned 
by the wadding of the pistol.' Barr 
was BO much alarmed at the horrid* 
sight, that he ran out to fetch the • 
gate-porter to assist. On his return, 
with the porter, just before they gol 
to the hall-door they hMrdthe r^rt 
of another pjsfol, .and tts fall. They 
**lbund that Tranter had been so com¬ 
pletely determined on his own destrao- 


tion, that he had got off his waistepat, 
which was on fir v, and in hi.^ v.-ound- 
cd state, he hud got across l’iw hall, 
aboi^ Ifii yard*-, and procured another 
loaded pistol, aiul diochargv d tlie con¬ 
tents into his hft side. 

Barr asked Tranter what induced 
him t(i do the rash act ? he replied 
“ he had done it himself, and it was 
no business of his or any body else.” 
^ranter lived about twenty minutes. 
The letter he was ^riling proved to 
be a letter addressed to his sister’s 
husband, bequeathing all his property 
to his sister, amounting to about 
5001., except 401. to* be given to a 
natural child. 

He appeared to be in very good 
health and spirits on Tuesday. He 
iieithef assigned any cause for the rash 
act, nor can any conjecture be formed 
as to the cause, except a report of a 
disappointment in a love affair. He 
had lived with the prince between 
seven and eight years. Previous to 
that he lived with the l>uke of 
Queensberry as a runniisg footman. 
The body was taken to St Martin’s 
bonehouse. 

In the cou]^ of last week, several 
small land tortoises have been found 
•crawling about Hampstead Heath,

The lady produced the fragments, in 
evidence of the fact; adding, thatfhe 
had repeatedly agreed to part from 
her, and allow her “ a separate main- 
tenancct* but had as often broken'his 
word i and she now claimed the per¬ 
formance of his promise in a formal 
separation. This demand was accom¬ 
panied by a long detail of*black eyes^ 
and rib-roasting, conferred on her by 
her cruel yoke-fellow. 

The defendant now spoke in his turn; 
he stated that he had been married to 
this woman twenty-five years, and 
bitterly complained of her •extrava¬ 
gance and infidelity; that she ran him 
in debt in the neighbourhood, bor¬ 
rowed money from his lodgers, which 
he was obliged to allow in their rent ; 
and, in short, that she ** confustieated 
every penny he could rap or fUn ;** 
that she vas a very bad women ; for 
while he was industeriyig early and 
late to get the better of poverty, she 
was spending his property with other 
men ; and that one morning after he 
went to work, he made a short turn 
upon her unawares, and found her 
locked up in his room, and she refu¬ 
sed him admitunce; that he got in 
at the window, and pulled a man from 
un^r her bed; that for four years 
together *8lie frequented a noted re- 
house in 6olbom j that one 
night last week she went to Vaux- 
haR against his consent^ and staid out 
all night} that when he twent home 
on Sumiay evening, and savf' l^eivdre&s- 
efi m her f^tdekereen bonnet, hef sus¬ 
pected it was for no good, and he was 
prtivoked to tear it j that be was will¬ 
ing to do any thing in his power to 
get rid of her,- and now onered her 
ml aRbwahee of lOs. per week, which 
was one-’tliird of his earnings. 

These primosals, however, the lady 
did not thutit aufficieutly advantage¬ 


ous : and every thing would have re¬ 
lapsed into the sfatiis quo, had not 
the worthy magistrate succeeded in 
advising the lady to be content wHh 
what SM had obtained ; and both 
parties went away seemingly well sa¬ 
tisfied with the isstie of the negotia¬ 
tion. *

The defendant was a mer-, 
chant of great opuloice in the'^jr. 
The parties had been acquainted with 
each other upwards of siateeu years, 


and the intimacy had been cordial 
and friendly. Tlie intimacy had gm* 
duallv become closer ; but about the 
mtadie of last summer the defendant 
commenced a coiTcspotidence with 
the plaintiff, and declared his inten¬ 
tion of nuuryiog her. The families 
on both sides were apprised of this 
determination, and the marriage was 
looked upqp as settled finally. Let- 
•ters were continually received from 
the defendant fuU of the usual lan¬ 
guage of such an intercourse. ,The 
letters were' seconded by visits, and 
Mr Robinson was univerS^ly looked 
on as the professed admirer and fu¬ 
ture husband of Miss Bishop. But 
just at this moment of expectation 
the history approached its end. Miss 
Bishop receiv^, on the 22d of Sep¬ 
tember, a long epistle from the de¬ 
fendant, detailing a series of discover 
lies with respect to his own person, 
which must have disgusted the feel¬ 
ings of an honourable woman, as 
much as they would excite the ridi- 
cule of the world. T^ia exquisite 
lover, after a preface, in which he de¬ 
tailed his opinions on the comforts of 
the marriage state, broke out upon 
her with tbe intelligence, that he had, 
'after a long,*grave, and melancholy 
consultation with his doctor, made 
the discovery, that marriage was to 
have no coimorts for him ; that, not¬ 
withstanding all his precautions to fit 
biipaeJf for matrimonial happiness, his 
hopes on that head were at an end; 
and that Miss Bishop must of counte 
allow oiift to retract the promise which 
he had thoughtlessly made her. Tliia 
\r^ cohveyeH ift language unfit for 
pure ears to Kear, and most insulting 
to the modesty and virtue of an ho- 
Dourahle woman. His conduct was 
naturally resented in the phrase#; which 
it deserved ; for "it was not p<;3sible 
that there cquld be too much con- 
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tddnpt ah^ Inflignation tbe answer 
which renoTioced euch a man for a 
Kijshittt'd. Tlos answer prob^Iy 
a^iWkkeiicd'the defendant to a swift of 
thef cOaseqticnccK whicli must follow 
lr6m hw conduct, or it probably ap¬ 
peared to him to have fulfilled the ob 
wCt fbr which his own vile letllir had 
written. It renounced him de- 
i^dedly. Hei-e. he had^apparcntly^ 
gained his point, and thrown the re^ 
jection upon theMady; at what lii 
pricei Iwwever, it would lie in the 
feelings of every man to judge. In 
four days^aftcr, on the 26th of Sep¬ 
tember, he wrote Once morq, and af¬ 
ter coi^jtifmg Miss Bishop to, believe 
thnt bis pecali^ citctimstances of 
body were not the result of any irre¬ 
gularities, oongratuteted himsemOpon 
having found apothei* phVsiciany who 
informed him, that hra'finit concep¬ 
tion had h^n a'mistake,' atid'that nb' 
was now at le^ qlrdnmstahced 
others of his spe^eS. Uliii letter 
was felt aaonly adding insult to ihjOry. 
It was impossible tliat' ai’ rta^^ectable 
female could stoop to an nntbh with 
a person who had bdnducted him&clf 
wuh the meanness lind indelicacy of 
the dehmdant. There was Another 
resource to which' she,, in common 
with cveiy othermju’red j^fSon, bad 
a right to.apply.

The object of 
this was obvimisly to bring his uii- 
furtuiiate wife.mto a situation wliere, 
thoUgfb in London, she must be per¬ 
fectly alone. She could not under¬ 
stand a syllable of the language used 
in the houSe, and her own friends 
were alisgusted and driven away. She 
was so studiously'insulted, tliat she 
at length began to complain to the 
few female relatives who &( ill conti¬ 
nued to visit her, and even Dolly Sel¬ 
lers, who*had by this time usurped all 
the authority, and many of the pri¬ 
vileges, of a wife, olFerea to assist her 
in making her escape from the inoes* 
sanf a^ inventive cruelty of her bus* 
btiid. Sbe^ was locked up in her own 
robm} the money whieh she got oc¬ 
casionally from her mother was for¬ 
ced from her pocket by her husband. 
The jury would find her depositing 
even t<m pounds with her aunt, and 
that dcp<>8*f instantly discovered by 
Ry^, and re-demanded insolently 
from thye aunt. iVU was a regular 
and ^stematic scheme to break down 
the. mind of this unhappy woman, and 
ma||;e her fit for any disposal of her 
property, by the memory of past ill- 
treatment, and the terror 'of future. 
|4rs Wilm^p, at length, shocked at 
tb^ skuatioQ q£ her daughter, hoping 
to bribe the-Wsband. into gentler 
treatment of 4ier unfortunate child* 
setu^y* .settled 5001. a-year upon 
bin), and to^paake up tb% subnnutted 
to a niivatiw which have been

coach. But Ryan was not to be so 
appease*^'; He had other ejects in 
i^w,; 'I^p e/tajc was devised tfO hja 
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-wife* utt^yisdependentof hiiQy 
lu's deiemdnation w«» to get it at all 
extents. Ill tPeatment bad been already 
trird, to a cwtajn lengUt in Engir.na. 
But the full scheme was not to be 
tMWnpleted, here. In order to break 
Iter .completely to bis power, he de- 
t^nmnd on caryiog her to the^^onti- 
ttCnt. This was news, of great terror 
, to the unhappy woman, . In leaving 
England, she was having^ friends and 
protection. On the continent, she 
must be alone. SUe resisted 'vitli every 
form of entreaty, and was at length 
put into a chaise at Blackheath, more 
dead than'alive. No female attended 
her in* this forcible estrangerrieot from 
her coontiy, e^scept. DoUy Sellers, 
the most obnoxious and insulting ob- 
wet that could, be intruded on hey eye. 
Mr Ryan^s .point was, to force her 
to execute a deed, conveying her es* 
•tale to two trustees, one of them ttis 
brother, and the other a Mr Keating, 
fot her use during her life, and after 
her death to himself and his heirs Cor 
ever. Even iiis friends were startled 
at k, and cenSured some of the provi. 
aions as too glaring, andlijcely to be re* 
sisted by her.

Was it possible to paint this man 
stronger than in his oWn words i This 
w as after extracting 5001. a-year from 
her, by cruel usage of her daughter, 
which he jocularly termcd< a riot in 
BurbugLoa-street. Mrs Wilmer snb- 
§equentlydjed,ahd her life was doubt¬ 
less shortened by her daughter's inju¬ 
ries. In. one of his letters he said, 
“ Uet particular caje be taken to have 
no hdd or stop 9 n my possession. No 
entmhnent—-no rovocatioti. My pre¬ 
cious one is precisely the last whodi 
I would trust; so bind her strictiy 
and strongly. " His violence was apw 
more than mental ^ he had ill used 
her, and left marks of his cruelty on 
her person. In another lett^ from 
the Hague, he talked of valiiable 
connections, andtheneceasity of exert- 
ing himself, as all hope^from York- 
shire were at an end. Yet, in. a aub- 
sequeut letter, he ^und the old wo¬ 
man'«,£eelmga were not yet worn out. 
That letter .stated that a gentleman 
from Mrs Wilmer came .over with an, 
oSar of 10001.. to Ryan, to let Ler 
daughter return at once to Yorkshire* 
Thk however he had detenalned not 
tp do. . His servant was ordered to 
say he was going to Italy^ ami he kft 
tl^, u&uStl. pkee of hk residence. .It. 
wasnotcasy to use the.langini^ which 
the gross, and complicated bu^rity 
of Ilua.man deserved. The .deed was 
prepared- without the of 

any. friend of the family Jk.w;a8

Mrs Ryan to sign the deed* Her 
spirit was crushw} she would then 
have sigtted any thing witKont a mur¬ 
mur.* ’A Mr Webber, a stranger, and 
JDoiiy Sellers, .were the subscribing 
witnesses. Thhi Dolly Sellers ought 
to be brought forward iu vindication 
of the defendant, for she was his prime 
instrument and confidant, his partner 
at bed and board. In one of those 
abominable letters, the words were to 
be found*' “ Never fear, my deaiy, 
she’ll not quit this side of the water 
on aity account. She is going on as 
badly as ever, perpetually attempting 
to get letters to York, and stopping 
every English person ffhe meets on 
the streets ; she is really most danger¬ 
ous, and requires all my attention to 
prevent mischief,” Yes, was most 
mischievous j for a discovery of her 
tyrant’s conduct would have been 
ruin. In another letter, he ordered 
the deed not to be registered, unless 
absolutely necessary. This was to 
keep the transaction from the- eyes 
of those who might do her justice. 
At the dole of 1792, Ryan, ho¬ 
ping to extort rao^y from his wife’s 
relations, or raise it in some othw way, 
came to England, leaving the wrttch-' 
ed being in the midst oU total.'stran¬ 
gers, and in » forei^ couiif^ >' ‘JK.yan 
toaH^Dolly Sellers with bifo as*im 
companion; but before he- ca^^, fie 
stripped his wife of het entim ward¬ 
robe. Mrs. Ryan had,some ja^eb, of 
which she was fond, forsheynu pro¬ 
bably a vain,, as she had beeii h snoit 
beautiful^irbsaan, till sorrow and nick* , 
n^ss h^^ left her the remnant ohiy 
beauty. Dolly strutted dp to her 
the o^rningof hetdeparture, took the 
di^numd b^achiout of her handker- 
chielT^ aod earned it off in the pretence 
of tlm huslwad* The heart-btdken 
wife bqrtit a mnrqaur in their 


presence, but when they were gone, 
her complaints were loud and vi^ent. 
Her intercoUfae with her native coun¬ 
try was stOpIped } her servant had 
usurped berried, and was even deli¬ 
vered of children in her house; her 
chamber'was become her prison, and 
she vaaa kept locked up in it, while her 
hnsbatid aud'his companions wereen- 
. joying themselves below. The last • 
• act of Ry^n was the crown of the 
rest. Ha ordered*Mrs West, the Wo¬ 
man of the house in which Mrs Ryan 
was to be left, to allow her only half a 
pint of the thin Country wmc, equiva¬ 
lent to our small beer, in the d^, and 
by no ineans to allow her medicines or 
medical assistance. Mrs West could 
not bring herself to comply with these 
horrid’ restrictions* <Mi'6 Ryan was 
unwell; her skin was covered with 
blotches, from poverty of blood and 
iU-treatment. Medical aid was oe>^ 
ces^riljr caQed tn, and in tiic absence 
of her tormentors her health gradually 
improved Mrs Wilmer, who was al¬ 
ways anxious for her chilS, now found a 
plan to get her home; this w'as talked 
of, butlky^n refcolved not to let her 
out of his power, as long as he could 
raise a shilling oji her. He brought 
her to Engiatid, and there imprison¬ 
ed jier in the very bouse where his in¬ 
famous paramour was pregnant by 
him. • hateful persecution was 
continued till the unhajipy vtife got 
'sdmost into that situation where ex¬ 
ternal suffering could scarcely touch 
her any longdl', , 

• Dfird EfienborOugh objected to 
making Ryan's subsequent tyranny 
part <w ’thiff statitment, as a similar 
proceeding Ifad been over-ruled in^he 
case of Lady Strathmore, when the 
cdOnael were prohibited from giving 
any thing in evidence that hadoccur- 
ed after the violence which was the 

immediate ground of action;- ■ 
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The A^torney^Geocral j-ieWed to 
the Q^ian of the Bench, and said 
that Uc had only to aay, that Mr«/ 
tniiid sunk gradujdly uimer 
tlMS heavy and protracted peraecutkffl.

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The learned counsel having comment¬ 
ed at some length on this violent 
outrage* said, he thought, if it were 
proved in evidence, he was well war¬ 
ranted lii saying it was one of the 
most bfutnl transactions that had dis- 
graced modern times.

Gay, two soldiej's, quarter¬ 
ed in the house ; otie Ttionias, a car¬ 
ter, Thomas Scandling*and Cornelius 
Hay ; another Irishman, bf the name 
of Morissy, was also present.* In the 
dispute, Scandling wanted to fight the 
carter, and Morissy oflVrcd to fight 
any body. At that time an ofliver’s 
servant came in, and he accepted to 
fight Morissy. She begged them to 
desist, as it was Sunday night. Mo¬ 
ri say tlren wanted to go away, but 
the deceased at first would not let 
him depart. He, however, went 
away, and Bolding ordered the doors 
to be shut and fastened. Soon after¬ 
wards Morissy returned, bfit was re¬ 
fused admittance. Soon after a per¬ 
son ofT^ie name of Daniel Mahoney, 
not in custody, came, and Scandling, 
against the directions of the deceased, 
opened the door and let him in. 
When he came into the house,* jje 
stormed and swore, and flourished a 
stick over his head. Shortly after¬ 
wards, a gang of tiiirty of them canfe< 
‘ and demanded admittance, which be¬ 
ing refused, they broke the windows 
and window shutters, and Scandling 
again got to the door and let them 
ill: when they rushed into the house, 
the carter and officer’s servant made

their escape by th- back door. Ma- 
hony asked, what was the affront ? 
SorJ.e one exclaimed, the English had 
insulted an irishman. He saul, “ that 
is sufficientand they all made a 
great clamour. Just then some one, 
whom she believed to be Mahonev, 
jiimpeiJinto the bar and knocked the 
deceased down, and continued beat¬ 
ing htin for s?>me time. The witness 
cried out; the may made a blow at 
her, and swore ho would knock her 
down. She escaped into the parlour, 
and hid herself under the table. Soon 
afterwards she returned, and“Boldirig 
was sitting in his chair, bleeding very 
fast: Scandling was standing at the 
door and demanding gin, which she 
was obliged to give him. She saw 
all the* prisoners and others tlierc; 
they were flourishing their sticks, and 
apparently rejoicing at what had hap¬ 
pened. Patrick Fleming, one of the 
]jnsoner8, stood flourishing a large 
stick over her head and grinding his 
teeth. They exclaimed, Who will 
affront an 1 rishman After a time 
they idl departed. 

The prisoners being called upon, 
left their defence to their counsel, and 
called several witnesses, who attempt¬ 
ed to prove they were not present ; 
but tlfCy gave such evident proofs of 
falsity and prevarication, that flie jury 
seemed to pay no attention to tlieir 
testimony. 

The learned judge then summed 
up the evidence»with great minute- 
•ness, anj^ gtated the law frr>m Lord 
Hale, that when a party associated 
for ati'unlayvfui purpose, either of 
beating a man,« or committing any* 
trespass, and a murder was committed 
ill furtherance of the joint design, all 
who were present, in law, were guilty 
of that murder. He ti»cn remarlicd 
upon the evidence as applied to e;ich, 
and observed that acts or words of 
K 
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violence were proved upon all the pri- 
6oner« except Sullivan, and with re¬ 
spect to him it was proved thi^. he 
was present, armed with a bhjd^eon. 

The jury found tlu-m all 
but recommended Sullivan to mercy ; 
which the learned judge said he should 
attend to. • 

His lordship immediately sentenced 
them all to be cxecuted^on Saturday 
morning, 

A gentleman distinguished in the 
literary world, now on a tour through 
Ireland, has sent to his correspondent 
in Behast the measurement of the 
FairhcacI, cast of Ballycasle, county 
of Antrim, as follows -Perpendicu¬ 
lar face, 283 feet j total altitude from 
the level of the sea, G31 feet. There 
is one of the columns a quadrangular 
prism, 33 feet by 36 on the sides, and 
about 200 feet perpendicular; this 
column is perhaps the greatest in the 
world. The specific gravity of the 
basaltes, of which this stone is com¬ 
posed, is about 2, 8, from which the 
weight of ^the prism can be readily 
estimated ; it is situated so that a ves¬ 
sel, or raft, of any burden, could be 
brought within 200 yard? of it. If 
we had lived in the time of the Ro¬ 
man or Grecian splendour, this would 
be formed into an obelisk, or placed 
in some^reat public building. The 
basaltic prism above-mentioned is 
greater than the pedestal of Peter 
tne Great’s statue at Petersburgh, 
and much greater than the shaft of 
Pompey’s Pillar at Alexandria. The 
eolumn of grey granite, wKidh stood 
before thg temple of Venus Genetrix* 
at Rome, was also composed of one 
It was trans|lorted to Eng- 
^d, and is now erected before the 
castle of Lord Pembroke, at Wilton- 
house, near Salisbury.

4s. per annum-—To his 
old and faithful servant, Joseph Pitt, 
2ll, per annum—To an old woman, 
who has for eleven years tucked him 
up in the bed, only 11. Is.—Forty 
dozen of ptnny leaves to be thrown 
from the church leads at twelve o’¬ 
clock on Christmas-day, for ever !— 
Two eluant brass chandeliers for 
the chur^ ; and twenty pounds to¬ 
wards a set of new chimes. It is 
reported that he was possessed of 
property to the amount of sixty thou¬ 
sand pounds. 

Horrid Murder. —A few days 
since an inquest was taken Rt Long- 
town in Herefordshire, before Wm. 
Patershall, Esq., on the body of Joan 
Gwilerain, who was found in her 
hcruse, on Thursday the 16th instant, 
so dreadfully beaten and injured that 
she died on th^ Saturday following. 
From the evidence it appeared, that 
the deceased was a person advanced 
in years, and that she resided alone 
in a house in the parish of Clodork, 
and it was generally reported that 
slit! Mways kept a considerable sum 
of money in the house. The murder- 
ei^ appeared to have obtained an en- 
\ranceinto the house during the night, 
between Tuesday and Wednesday, 
by removing some part of the tiles 
from the roof; and the old lady ha¬ 
ving secured the door of her chamber, 
they had forced up some of the boards, 
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' of the flooring of the room over that 
in which she slept, and then obtained 
admission to her ; when it appeared, 
from the situation in which she atos 
discovered, they beat her with a large 
stick till they supposed she was dead. 
She remained in that state undisco- 
vered till.Thursday morning, when 
she was found by a neighbour lying 
near her bed nearly lifeless; she survi- 
wd, however, till the Saturday, when 
she expired, without having been able 
to give any account of her murderers. 
The jui-y returned a verdict 
Jul murdr.r against soma person or per¬ 
sons unknown. Three people arc in 
custody on suspicion, viz. a mother, 
lier son, and a female friend. 

On Saturday se’nni^ht, the silver 
arrow, given by the town of Mussel¬ 
burgh, was shot for upon tllfc JLinks 
there, by the Royal Company of Ar¬ 
chers, and gained by John Leven, 
Esq. This ancient arrow was first 
gained by the Earl of Haddington, 
but the records of the burgh do not 
mention the year. The first year 
upon record is 1601. Since then it 
has been, with a few exceptions, re¬ 
gularly contended for down to the 
present time, and was delivered over 
to Mr Leven ; having appended to 
it 125 medals of silver, afld^five of 
gold. From the records it appears, 
that nie number of archeis have 
greatly diminished : the town, in 
]679» in order to obtain a fuller at¬ 
tendance, agreed to present the suc¬ 
cessful competitor with a silver bffvjjl, 
in the form of a muscle-shell. On 
the present occasion, the company 
sat down to an elegant entertainment,, 
in the house of Mr Moir, and the 
day was spent with the utmost con¬ 
viviality. By the old use and custom 
the burgh of Musselburgh observed 
for two centuries, the magistrates 
presented the company with as much 


claret as could be carried on a coal 
riddle. 

Oh the 1st instant, died of an apo¬ 
plectic fit, in the (iOth year of bis age, 
Thomas Weld, Esq., of LulwortU 
Casllc, Dorset, while on a visit at 
StonyhurstCollege, Lancashire. The 
day befbre his decease he was cheer¬ 
fully attending the young gentlemen 
of the colle^ during their dinner, 
when he received the sudden stroke ; 
and, notwithstanding the best medi¬ 
cal assistance was promptly adminis¬ 
tered, he soon fell into a deep lethar¬ 
gy, with few intervals of reason, and 
quietly expired at an early hour -tiie 
next morning. He was attended to 
the last by four of his sons, and by a 
number of the gentlemen of tlie col¬ 
lege. • 

On Wednesday evening, two coal- 
iieavers, who were laying down coals 
at the end of Chancery-lane, in Fleet- 
street, incommoded the way in such 
a manner, that a person, driving in a 
gig, expostulated with thorn that he 
might pass without incoi/Venicncc ; 
but,they treated him withindifference, 
and words having arisen, he left his 
gig, and a battle ensued. The mob 
made a ring, butt the two fan-tail gen¬ 
tlemen soon gave in, and were con vey¬ 
ed away for surgical assistance. The 
surprise of the populace, hfiwever, 
soon abated, when they discovered 
that the victorious champion was no 
less a* personage than the redoubtable 
Gulley. • 

, Two men, of the names of Blake 
and Dawson, while playing at quoits 
m a field near Woolwich, 8n Tues¬ 
day, had a dispute respecting wliiclv 
of them had thrown nearest to the 
hod. The contention was referred 
to a shoemaker who was present, 
and who, after'he had decided, desi¬ 
red Blake jocosely to hurl the quoit, 
and be would catch it j the latter did 
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so, and struck t!u‘ shoemaker on the 
temple, wlu) expired on being con¬ 
veyed liome. f 

On Saturday afiernoon, two men 
i)elo,'M-iiig to the Advice whalc-sliip, 
having gon ■ 111 quest of a boat which 
had drifted, tiny procured an old 
salmon coble on the beach wear In- 
vergowrie, and put to sea. They 
had not sailed far, vvl|^n the bottom 
of th(‘ coble gave way, and she filled 
in deep water. • Neither of the men 
coulil swim, but catching hold of the 
opposite sides of the boat, they float¬ 
ed until they were iibserved fi'om the 
shoje. A crovvd of people soon as¬ 
sembled on the beach, who could ren¬ 
der them no assistance. A plough¬ 
man attempted to carry a rope to the 
men by swimming his horse, but be¬ 
coming terror-struck, he returned 
without effecting his humane purpose, 
and could not again be prevailed on 
to make the hazardous attempt. At 
this critical moment, Lachlan Mac- 
gregor, a servant-boy, was passing, 
mounted^on a poncy. He took the 
rope and dashed into the water w'ith 
his poncy. When at some distance 
from the shore, he too grew timid, 
and w'as in the act of turning, when 
a heart-rending groan from the un¬ 
fortunate sufferers inspired hiin with 
new courage, and determined him to 
risk his life to save them. He suc¬ 
ceeded in handing them thf rope. 
Unaccustomed to manage a horse in 
tlic water, the hoy now turned the 
poncy too suddenly, and they both 
disappeared. For a mtorftent the* 
^pectatocB suffered the most anxious 
euspence for the saftfty of the boy, 
T)Ut the poney soon ?e-appeared, and 
fiOre Its intrepid rider to the diore. 
Tht; two men were then drawn gent¬ 
ly from the water, and saved. 

Cork.-—A V06S4‘1 arrived in our 

harbour last Sunday, from Quebec, 
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under peculiar circumstances, which- 
we understand to be the following;— 
While on her passage the crew mu¬ 
tinied, and determine on murdering 
the captain. On his being*appri8cd 
of the horrid design, he begged for a 
short respite to prepare himself for 
eternity, to which they wjth difficul¬ 
ty iissented. He was accordingly 
permitted to retire into his cabin, 
and, in the interval allowed him, lie 
contrived to secrete himself under 
wbat is called the scuttle. After the 
limited time had expired, the inhu¬ 
man wretches repaired to the cabin 
to accomplish iheir diabolical pur¬ 
pose, but finding the cabin windows 
open, ami tiot discovering their intend¬ 
ed victim, they cuncliided that he had 
thrown himself into the sea. On the 
arrival «f the vessel here, a revenue 
officer wxnt on board, and was told 
by the mate, the ringleader of the 
mutiny, that the captain, in a fit of 
insanity, threw himself overboard, and 
was lost ; and while he was telling 
this story, the captain, to his infinite 
consternation, made his appearance. 
It is scarcely necessary to add, that 
the villains have been taken into cus¬ 
tody. 

* A mo*-: singular and miraculous 
escape fiom imminent danger took 
place on Monday tlie 16th ult. A 
boy, whose age, to appearaiKt*, may 
be from 15 to 18 years, who is also a 
little deficient in intellects, on the 
Sabbath night preceding, owing to 
some threats fiom his parents, who 
r^srdc near Brodick Bay, in Arran, 
ran off to the shore, got into a small 
l^at, and pushed out to sea, without 
either sail, oar, or rudder ; and as he 
went off unobserved, no person knew 
where to follow him. The wind be¬ 
ing off shore, he could not return 
again, and was drifted about all night. 
On Monday morning, a brisk gale 
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sprung up from the west, carried him 
compfetely out from the land, and 
exposed him to the tossing waves of 
a sea, Solieavy that some of the wher¬ 
ries returned back again to the har¬ 
bour that morning, not daring to 
venture oyt. However, he had the 
precaution, as he himself relates, of 
laying hold with his hands, and re¬ 
maining steady in the boat. In this 
perilous state he continued till about 
eleven or twidve o’clock in the fore¬ 
noon, when he was di iven on shore 
near Ardrossan, almost speechless. 
The direct distance that he was dri¬ 
ven, is computed to be from 20 to 2-1? 
miles. • 

A few days ago, a* Mr .Toseph 
Gillraaii, carrier between Bakcwell 
and ShelEeld, was mowing some grass 
for his horse which stood by liim, he 
struck it on the side to make it give 
room ; the animal threw up its heels 
at him, and he, endeavouring to avoid 
the stroke, fell upon the edge of the 
scythe, which passed through his 
bowels and killed him on the spot- 
A few days ago, Mr M‘Donald, 
of the Gi-ey-hound inn, Malmsbuiy, 
perished in one of his casks, being 
suffocated by the impure air; he has 
left a widow and five childrfn. The 
cask was only rix feet two, inches in 
depth,’Snd the deceased was five feet 
ten inches high. A pail of cold wa¬ 
ter thrown into a foul cask previously 
to entering it would effectually pre¬ 
clude any ill effects. ^ 

An affray happened in Ship-yaru, 
Temple-bar, on Monday evening, ori¬ 
ginating in a young girl going out of 
the house of Antlxony Rogerson, a 
man of colour, who resides there, and 
teaches fencing, &c. Four men were 
passing, pugilistic prize-fighters, one 
of whom behaved in a very indecent 
manner to the girl, which induced 
f Rogerson to remonstrate with him 


on the impropriety of his conduct; 
one lof them iitMueJiately attacked 
Rogerson, who retired into his house. 
In a few minutes after, the four ruf¬ 
fians entered Rogerson’s house, and 
attacked him in the most furious man¬ 
ner. f^ogerson v, a. earing hia dhuicr 
at the time, and had a fork in his hand, 
and stabbed »Cropl('y with it in his 
hip. The gang of oiize-fighters then 
treated Rogerson m a mOst brutal 
manner : his clieck, lip, head, and 
leg, were cut open, a.al when he was 
knocked down, he was kicked in va¬ 
rious pans of his body.—Croplcy, 
however, being wounded with a foi-k, 
Rogerson was taken to the public of¬ 
fice, Bow-street, and examined before 
Mr Reid, when a surgeon attended, 
and not being able to state whether 
the wound Cropley liad received would 
prove fatal or not, Mr Read ordered 
Rogerson to be confined in the watch- 
house during Monday night. Yes¬ 
terday, he was brought tcvthe office 
for further examination, whin the sur¬ 
geon attended, and stated that the 
wound was not dangerous. Roger¬ 
son was ordered to find bail. 

About /nidnight of Wednesday 
and Thursday last, in consequence of 
the gates of the eastern lock of Cum¬ 
berland Bason, Bristol, having been 
left open, so gi-eat was the pressure 
of water against the inner gate of the 
western lock, that it gave way ; but 
fortunately the oytward gate resisted 
J:he momentum of flood through the 
lock. The action and re-action of 
tlie water occasioned great diffusion 
among the vessel^ lying in the bason.* 
Among the number was the schooner 
Ann or London, the mate of which, 
being- suddenly awakened from sleep, 
attempting to jump upon the wharf, 
fell into the basoif and was drowned. 

Yesterday noon, as a lusty gentle¬ 
man was passing along TuriimlU- 
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street, Clerkenwell, he narrowly es¬ 
caped being harpooned with a large 
bacon-knifc, darted through the win¬ 
dow of an opposite chaudler’s-shop ; 
and which, after slightly scratching 
his hand, struck against the wall 
close by his side, and fell at his feet. 
Upon inquir)', it appeared that the 
owner of the shop, quarrelling w'ith 
his W’ifc, darted the knift at her, but 
fortunately missed his aim in that in* 
stance, as well as the random hit in 
the other case. ^ 

High Tjoc. —Tlmrsday-week, an 
extraordinary high tide, accompanied 
by a: boisterous north wind,- and very 
tempestuous sea, swept away about 
36 yards in length of the outer wall 
of Clifford’s Fort, at Tyne-mouth, 
which has stood since IT'tb. 'Some 
masses of stone were carried, by the 
force of the waters, near thirty yards 
from the site of the wall. It also tore 
up and carried away some hundred 
tons of earth and gravel to the east¬ 
ward of tl»€ fort, and destroyed the 
blocks lately erected for laying down 
tlie frame of a new ship. This tide 
was also felt on the Lincolnshire 
coast. 

At eleven o’clock, on Wednesday 
morning, the unfortunate Joshua 
Beaumont, convicted at the York 
assizes t#f rape and murder, was led 
to the fatal tree, at the back of the 
castle, more dead than alive. \^'hile 
the ordinary was performing the last 
aolenanities, the malcfector seemed m 
some degree roused from hjs ^tupor, 
and in those parts of the ceremony ^ 
where the*name and mediation of his 
Saviour were mention^, he appeared 
considerably impressed. From the 
time he left his cell, to the final close 
of the scone of horror, he did not ut¬ 
ter a syllable that could be heard by 
tlie spectators; but tb the clergyman, 
who, in taking leave of him, put the 


usual question, whether he was guilty 
of the crime for which he was about 
to suffer, he said he was not guilty ; 
and has, as we learn, from the time 
sentence of death was passed upon 
him to the moment that terminated 
his existence, declared, that he neither 
committed nor attempted to commit 
cither the rape or murder. 

Exkcution. —The four unhappy 
men, Atkinson, TVIarshall, Sawyer, 
and Wakelin, left for execution at the 
late Lincoln assizes, suffered the dread¬ 
ful penalty attached to their crimes, 
on Friday the 17th instant. At ele¬ 
ven o’clock the culprits were brought 
forth from the prison into the Castle- 
yard, and placed ih a cart. The aw¬ 
ful procession then advanced to the 
usual place of execution, a little north 
of Lincoln. Marshall first ascended 
the scaffold, Sawyer next, Wakelin 
was third, and Atkinson was last. 
They successively addressed a few 
words to the surrounding multitude, 
hoping that their unhappy situation 
would serve as a warning. Just be¬ 
fore the moment of the scaffold fall¬ 
ing, Atkinson turned to shake hands 
with Wakelin, and said a few words. 
Marshall, Sav/ver, and Wakelin, seem¬ 
ed to be ileail in two minutes after 
they wr e’turned off; but at that 
time, to the inconceivable horror 
of all around, Atkinson crieS out, 
“ Oh God ! Oh God I I cannot 
die, I cannot die !—lift me up !” 
Immediately a soldier of the 59th re- 
<giriant went to him, lifted him up a 
little, and then, by hanging at the 
body, put the poor wret^ out of his 
nftery ! This dreadful circumstance 
arose from the knot of the rope ha- 
ving got under the chin wlicn At¬ 
kinson turned to Wakelin, and not 
from any inattention of the officer 
whose shocking duty it is to adju&t 
the ropes. 
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On Monday ae'nniglit, Betty Am- 
|>iett, convicted at Gloucester assi 2 
• on the preceding Friday, for the wil¬ 
ful murder of her bastard child, was 
executed in front of the county gaol, 
agreeably to her sentence, and her 
body delivered for dissection. She 
conducte'd herself with, great peni¬ 
tence and decorum, ackno'^gfedging 
the enormity of her crime, and the 
justice of her sentence. This truly 
unfortunate young creature, who was 
not more than 21 years of age, was 
a native of the parish of Breedon*8 
Norton, Worcestershire. Being her¬ 
self the illegitimate offspring of pa¬ 
rents by whom shp was abandoned in 
her infancy, she was dependant upon 
the bounty of some poor relations ; 
and during the short interva^of peace, 
in 1802, went to France with an un¬ 
cle, a shoemakei', who intended to set¬ 
tle there. Upon the detention of the 
English in France, they were sent, 
with many others, to the depot at 
Verdun. Here she was seduced, 
and cohabited with an English pri¬ 
soner, by whom she had several chil¬ 
dren, who all died. Female prison¬ 
ers being permitted to leave France, 
she returned to England in June Jast 
year, and sought an asyl^im with an 
aunt, who resides near Gloucester; 
but \*ihen her pregnancy was discover¬ 
ed, she removed to Breedon’s Norton. 
The reception she mot with there, from 
those whose first duty it was to have 
protected her, was such, that she left 
the place soon after her deliver^, 
became a wanderings outcast, without 
the means of subsistence for herself 
or her helpless infant; and; under 
these circumstances, committed the 
awful crime for which her life became 
forfeited to the laws of her country. 

Ari American ship, which sailed 
lately from a port in the north, was 
boarded by one of our cruizers. There 


were several foreign passengers on 
bo^d the vessel, and some other sus¬ 
picious circumstances concurring, the 
commander of the cruizer thought it 
proper to send her to a British port 
for investigation, and he accordingly 
put a midshipman and five or six 
men on board her, with directions to 
carry the vessel to the nearest Bri¬ 
tish port. As soon, however, as the 
American vessel was out of sight of 
the British cruizer, the crew, and the 
passengers, amoif^ whom were four 
Danes, rose upon our men, disarmed 
tliem, and threw the midshijfman over¬ 
board ; but being a good swiirtmcr, 
he regained the ship, and clung to the 
side ; he was taken on board, but, 
shocking to relate, he was again 
thrown into the sea. He, however, 
regained tlie vessel a second time, 
and was hauled upon deck. He 
was then pinioned, and lashed to 
the ring-bolts. The men were also 
lashed to the deck. The Ameri¬ 
can captain then ordered the small 
boat to be lowered down, forced 
the officer and seamen into it, with 
only a little water and a few bis¬ 
cuits, and two oars, and then turned 
them adrift, above forty miles from 
shore. Two of the men, who were 
unwilling to get into the boat, were, 
we understand, stabbed, bftt not so 
as to endanger their lives. They re¬ 
mained above fourteen hours in this 
miserable cockle-shell of a boat, in 
momentary expectation of perishing, 
when they were foHunately picked up 
by an English merchai^tman, and 
brought to England. In about half 
an hour after they were picked ui^* a 
heavy gale came on, in which they 
must .inevitably have perished. 

A ludicrous case of assault was 
tried at Northaij[ip.ton assizes on Wed¬ 
nesday, in which the jury found a 
verdict of 2501. against Dr Bailey, 
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a clergyrptan, for an assault. It ap¬ 
pears, that there is a pond in the vil¬ 
lage where the doctor lives, in wtfich 
the poor women arc in the habit of 
waahingtUeir clothes: tlicrcvcrenddi- 
vinc chose also to wasli his horses in 
the same water ; this the women re¬ 
sented, and with mops, brushed, See. 
beat the horses and the doctor himself, 
which so exasperated him^ that he, in 
return, struck one of the assailants (a 
woman pregnant *at the time), for 
wlu’ch the action was brought. The 
doctor compromised for striking an¬ 
other woman, by paying 50l. into 
court.

total insensibility, reclining, with her 
head resting on Kef arm, against the 
grave of a yming man, who had re¬ 
cently died of a scarlet fever, to whom 
it was known her affections had been 
engaged, and whose name (Nicholl) 
was signed to the letter above-men¬ 
tioned, as if she had been married to 
him ; she was conveyed home to her 
parents, and shortly after expired.-— 
An inquisition w'as taken on Thurs¬ 
day, when it appeared that this un¬ 
fortunate creature, who was only 19 
years of age, had destroyed herself 
by swallowii'g a quantity of lauda¬ 
num.— I'dict — Lunacy. 

On M uiHay, an inquisition was 
taken at Dover upon the body of 
Ann Kelcey, who was found hang¬ 
ing in her t^d-room, when the jury 
brought in a verdict—Awwacy. It 
appeared in evidence before the coro- 
wer, th^t the deceased, who was about 
fourteen years old, had been a pauper 
in the United Parish House at River, 
neai* Dover, and a few weeks since 
left the house to go into service, and 
at her death lived' weekly servant 
with Mr Farley, a butcher. Being 
found too young to do the-work of 
the house, her mistress, after keeping 
her several weeks to enable her to get 
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snother place* was compelled, on get- 
, ting another servant, to tell her she 
must part with her; the dread of re- 
tuniin^.back to the parish house ope¬ 
rated so strongly on the unfortunate 
girl^s mind as to cause her to destroy 
herself.—No very honourable tcsti- 
nony* in* our mind, to the humane 
treatment experienced by the paupers 
in tliia said United Parish House of 
River, near Dover. 

Saturday, as a bricklayer was as¬ 
cending a ladder reared against a 
honse in Oxford-street, which was 
undergoing some repairs, he unfortu¬ 
nately fell, and being precipitated 
on an inhrm man, nearly.70 years of 
age, who was passRig at tlie time, he 
escaped with trifling injury himself, 
but the shock had so powerful an ef¬ 
fect on the feeble frame of the <other, 
that he was taken away lifeless. 

On Tuesday, Jones and Frances 
were executed at Salisbury, pursuant 
to their sentence, for breaking into 
the shop of Mr .JJennet, silver-smith, 
of that city, and stealing watches 
and jewellery to the value of 15001. 
Frances, who was by no means a no¬ 
torious offender, conducted liimself 
with great propriety at the fatal trq^; 
but Jones, who confessed Jiiraself to 
have been a thief from hfS earliest 
years, mounted the platform m a bold 
undaunted manner, then took off hia 
hat, and after giving it two or three 
twirls about his head, threw it among 
the spectators. 

A tradesman at Chorley, nanoied 
Price, was summoned on Tuesday last, 
asoneof themembersof a coroner’s in¬ 
quest, to ait on the body of a neigh-* 
hour who had drowned nimself. Du¬ 
ring the inspection of the body he ap¬ 
peared much affected, and while the 
persons who found the corpse were 
giving their evidence, he retired. Be¬ 
ing absent longer than was expected, 
a messenger was dispatched to seek 


after him, when he was discovered 
lifeless in a room adjoining, having, it 
is supposed, ^iranglcd himself with a 
sUk handkerchief. 

Jewish MAniiiAGE. —OnWednes- 
day last, at Godmanchestcr, Hunt¬ 
ingdonshire, at two o’clock P. M. by 
the Rev. Simon Lepseker, Mr .Tonas 
Lazarus, silver-smith and jeweller, of 
Lincoln, to flie beautiful andaccom-. 
plished Miss Rosceia Nathan, daugh¬ 
ter of Mr M. I. Nathan, silver-smith 
and jeweller, of the former place. The 
marriage ceremony was performed 
in Mr Nathan’s garden, in*the pre¬ 
sence of a numerous company of Jews 
and Christians (at least 20() in num¬ 
ber), under an elevated canopy, sup¬ 
ported by four youths. A band of 
music,* playing a grand martial air, 
preceded the bridegroom, wlio was 
attended by the bride’s father and 
grandfather: some minutes after, they 
were followed by the bride (veiled), 
attended by her mother and grand¬ 
mother. Four green wax tmpers were 
burning during the ccremdny. The 
bride was led several times round the 
bridegroom, and the ring was put on 
the fore-finger of her left hand, where ^ 
'it remained till the next day, and was ' 
then placed on the usual finger ap¬ 
propriated for that purpose. At the 
conclusion, a glass was nandM round 
to the happy cotiple and their rela¬ 
tions, out of which they all drank; it 
was then laid under the bridegroom’s 
foot, and by him stamped to pieces. 
After ceremony a large party of 
.their friettds sat down to a handsome 
dinner provided for the occasion. 

A woman, named Hall, died lately 
at Sunderiandy at the advanced age 
of 109,. Her twin brother died about 
five years agd, aged a 101, and her 
mother attained 108. 

Last week a’distressing circum¬ 
stance happened to a family in the 
neighbourhood of Newto wnlimavady. 
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In the evening a quantity of roach 
lime was laid down against the wajl of 
acow'house, and water thrown there¬ 
on. In the course of the night the 
lime set the house on fire, by which 
it was consumed, together with two 
cows, three heifers, and a quaiyiityof 
farming utensils. Very fortunately 
for the family, the wind blew tlie flames 
in acontrary direction fro*m the dwell¬ 
ing-house. 

Escape of Robert Roberts.--- 
A meeeting of the principal magi¬ 
strates of the county, together with 
the directors of the Bank, took place 
yeatei'day at the New Prison, Clerk- 
enwell, to investigate, by the exami¬ 
nation of witnesses, the escape of Ro¬ 
berts and Smith, alias Harper, on 
Tuesday morning. The former pri- 
aoner was about to undergo a final 
examination on the charge of forgery 
on the Bank of England, on Wednes¬ 
day, and the latter is a known thief, 
who was undergoing an imprisonment 
for six mortths, and who also stood 
indicted for'burglary. Roberts, who 
has recently represented himself as a 
bill broker, is the same who, two 
years since, obtained considerable sums 
of money in the north of England, by 
representing himself to be Earl Per¬ 
cy. The escape of the two prisoners 
is an extraordinary nature. 

Their "places of conhnement wei-c at 
the extremes of a court, and they were 
perfect strangers to each other, as far 
as was'Known. It was discovered 
that Harj^r had broken through the 
wall intd ^n adjoining cell, which was 
iifllotked, and instead*of escaping 
might have been expected) 
idtp th^J outer yard, he unlocked two 
iroii 'gates^wbi^^h led down the court 
to th<; interior of the prison, and li¬ 
berated Roberts, a sjlgpsed stranger 
to himf These ^tes were found 
open, and three otj^rs whicli led to 


the outer yard. Notwithstanding 
there is a watchman placed withir 
the prison, in the outer yard, and an- 
other without, the two prisoners es¬ 
caped over the wall; and another re- 
markable circumstance is, that Mt 
Aris, the jailor, locked up the pri¬ 
soners that night, which he'was not 
accustomed to do. 

Sampford Ghost.— -The last 
Taunton Courier contains a letter 
from a respectable clergyman on the 
subject of some invisible agency, by 
which the house of a Mr Chave, at 
Sampford, in Devonshire, has been 
lately disturbed. The particulars 
are thus related by him, under the 
sanction of a voluntary affidavit made 
on the 18th instant. 

** And^first I depose solemnly, that 
after an attendance of six nights, ( not 
successive,) at Mr Chave’s house, in 
the village of Sampford, and with a 
mind perfectly unprejudiced, after the 
most minute investigation, and closest 
inspection of all the premises, I am 
utterly unable to account for any of 
the phenomena I have there seen and 
heard, and labour at this moment un¬ 
der no small perplexity, arising from 
a determinsition not likely to admit 
of Siupema^ural interference, and an 
impossibility of hithertq tracing these 
effects to any human cause. I fur¬ 
ther depose, that in my visits to Mr 
Chave’s house, at Sampford, I never 
had other motive, direct or indirect, 
avowed or conceri^, but an earnest, 
and ^ *presume not a culpable wish to 
-trace these phenomena to tbe true and 
legitimate cause. Also, that I have, in 
every instance, found the peopleof the 
house most willing and ready to con¬ 
tribute every thing in theii* power, 
and to co-operate with me in, the 
detection of the cause of these unac¬ 
countable sights, and violent blows 
and sounds. Abo, that I am so deep*^ 
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ly convinced of the difficulty of pro¬ 
ving these effects to be human, that 
I stand engaged to forfeit a very con¬ 
siderable sum to the poor of my pa¬ 
rish, whenever this business, now go¬ 
ing on at Sampford, shall be made ap- 

f >ear to have been produced by any 
luman art or ingenuity, collectively 
or individually exerted'. Also, that 
I have, in presenceof many gentlemen, 
r^eatedly sworn the domestics to the 
effect, namely—that they were not 
only utterly ignorant of the cause of 
those circumstances which then as¬ 
tonished us, but also of the causes of 
many other things equally unaccount¬ 
able, which we ourselvfs did not hear 
or see, but to tin? truth of which tlicy 
also swore, no less than to their per¬ 
fect ignorance of the means by which 
they were produced. Afso, that I 
have affixed a seal with a crest to 
every door, cavity, See. in the house, 
through which any communications 
could be carried on ; that this seal 
was applied po each end of sundry 
pieces of paper, in such a manner 
that the slightest attempt to open 
such doors, or to pass such cavities, 
must have broken these papers, in 
which case my crest must have pre¬ 
vented their being replaced without 
discovery ; that none olTthese papers 
were deranged or broken ; and ^so, 
that the phenomena that night were 
as unaccountable as ever. Also, that 
I have examined several women, quite 
unconnected with the family of Mr 
Chave ; but who, some from QPQip^- 
sion, have slept in this house; that 
many of them related the facts on 
oath; that all of them wished tc^ be 
CO examined, if required ; and lastly, 
that they all agreed, without one ex¬ 
ception, in this particular, that their 
night’s rest was invariably destroyed 
by ^lent blows from some invisible 
hand—-by an unaccountable and ra¬ 


pid drawing and withdrawing of the 
curtains—by a suffocating and almost 
inexpressible weight, and by a repeti¬ 
tion of sounds, so loud, as at times to 
shake the whole room. Also, that 
there are more tliari twenty people of 
credibility, quite unconnected with 
the cftvner, or the present tenants of 
the house in question, who have rela¬ 
ted to me the most astonishing cir¬ 
cumstances tliey have seen and heard 
on these premises’; all of which they 
are ready to substantiate, if called 
upon, on oath. Also, that it appears 
that this plot, if it be a plot, has been 
carried on for many months ; tliat it 
must be in the hands of more than 50 
people, all of whom arc ready to per¬ 
jure themselves, though not one of 
them could possibly gain any thing 
by it; that the present owner is lo¬ 
sing the value of his house, the te¬ 
nant the customers of his shop, whom 
fear now prevents from visiting it af¬ 
ter sun-set, and that the domestics 
arc losing their rest; jnd all these 
evils are, with most e:.*eniplary pa¬ 
tience, submitted to without any ob¬ 
ject, but the keeping of a ridiculous 
secret, which, although so many are 
privy to it,’ and many more interested 
m discovering, hath not yet been di¬ 
vulged ; although such a disclosure 
would be attended with circumstances 
highly advantageous and gratifying 
to any person who could be induced 
to discover it.” 

The above was awom before Mr 
B. Wqpd, a Master in Chancery; and 
the names of Mr John Govett, and 
Mr Betty,, surgeons ; ^r Pulling, 
merchant; Mr Quick,innholder, 
all of Tiverton ; of Mr Merson, sin - 
geoup and John Cowling, Esq., of 
Sampford ; and of Mr Chave, ol 
Mere ; arc selected from a cn)wd of 
witnesses to stib’stantiate fads, which 
they declare are to them perfectlv u;- 
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explicable, and for which tlicy arc ut¬ 
terly incapable to account.- (, 

We shall use as little ceremony in 
introducing our readers to the f^ruth 
of this inystei y, as tlie subject itself 
does to the persons wlio are favoured 
with its visitations. Mr Chave and 
his family (thetenants of the haunted 
house,) must therefore be put in the 
witness-box, and we shall^roceed to 
call a few facts to evidence. 

The said Mr Chave, then, it ap¬ 
pears, has lived in the house he now 
occupies at "Sampford Peverall, about 
seven months. About seven months, 
reader !■ for we beg that every circum¬ 
stance, however minute, may be duly 
attended to. Before he came to this 
place to exercise his present business 
of an huckster, the premises in ques¬ 
tion were unmolested by its present 
troublesome guestbut Mr Chave, 
the huckster, brings into the afore¬ 
said premises two servants, the one 
sbmewhat stricken in years, the other 
a girl about eighteen, called Sally. A 
person namcd^Taylor, (Mrs Chave’s 
brother), is also another inmate of the 
house,a strapping black-haired young 
man, about twenty fve years of age, 
whose employment we cannot learn, 
or even guess at, from any thing that 
Chave can have for him to do, but 
who is f^jfresented by the honest 
folks at Sampford, to be a wildish 
sort of a young man.** 

About a fortnight ago, two gen- 
tlemeny from Taunton, attended the 
tj'oubled hopse, and requesteij per¬ 
mission to pass the night in the haunt¬ 
ed room. Taylor looked out of his 
bed-i^om window,which •is next to 
the room, and only sep^ated 

froni it' partition, mid ^ter 

satisfying liimself of the respeefability 
L>f the person^ who applied for admit¬ 
tance, asatif^' thc|^ tW*it would be 
^f no use for them to sit up unless 


there were females in the house, for 
otherwise nothing was ever heard, and 
there were then no women in the 
house. Entreaties were in vain,-and 
the gentlemen alluded to retired, after 
a promise of being admitted the next 
morning. Accordingly they wont to 
the house early on the ensuing day, 
and wereentertained by Mr Chave with 
a history, compared with which, Ba¬ 
ron Munchausen’s adventures form a 
series of probabilities. After having- 
had the monster described, (very 
much resembling a black rabbit, on¬ 
ly wonderfully larger !) and which, 
when pursued, escapes through the 
close palings of his garden in a mo¬ 
ment, permission,wa8 allowed to visit 
the haunted room, but wliich was de¬ 
layed by Mr Chave a short time, be¬ 
cause the maid-servants were not up. 
Proceeding at last to the chamber, 
Taylor’s room was passed through. 
He was laying in bed, with a drawn 
sword on it. The unfortunate cham¬ 
ber was then examined/ and, agree¬ 
ably to the prescribed mode of incan¬ 
tation, the floor was stamped upon, 
and the ghost politely entreated to fa¬ 
vour his visitors with a few conversa- 
tional.thump:;, but it was not so in¬ 
clined. N'>V ^ single knock, tap, 
groan, or even a social grunt could 
be extorted from it, and all attempts 
at a friendly dialogue proved utterly 
fruitless. Inthcadjoiningroom,where 
Taylor slept, some boards had been 
taken up. A considerable hollow 
depth appeared underneath, but how 
far it went Mr Chave did not know ! 
Sally was interrogated as to the at- 
tacltti which have been made on her 
by the monster. She observed “ it 
never came when there was light in 
the room. She had caught it twice f 
that it was very large and heavy, felt 
like a dog or rabbit, and so powerful 
that she could not hold it; that it 
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usually came as soon as the light was 
withdrawn, and vanished on its ap¬ 
pearance ; that she had repeatedly 
been slapped by some invisible means; 
and'that she lately saw through the 
sheet, while her head was under the 
bed-clothes, a man’s hand and arm, 
perfectly white !” All this in the 
dark too ! Oh, Sally !• Sally ! ! 

Since the above-stated particulars 
occurred, it has been ascertained that 
the ghost never visits Sally while she 
is asleep ; for this damsel, in the mid¬ 
dle of the night lately, while two gen¬ 
tlemen were in the adjoining room, ha- 
ving got into a profound sleep, and 
the ghost being perfectly peaceable, 
the experiment was trred by waking 
her. Soon after, SaUy, by her repre¬ 
sentations, evinced that the ghost had 
not forgotten her, though»like Sally, 
it had thought fit to indulge in a lit¬ 
tle nap. 

Mr Chave complains of the loss of 
custom. Since the ghost has appear¬ 
ed, the sun has shone until nearly nine 
o’clock. Pebple, Mr Chave says, 
are afraid to come after it is dark ; 
but who are the persons who frequent 
a shop after nine o’clock at night ? 
Respectable housekeepers do not de-- 
pend on a huckster for their supplies, 
and the labouring poor»io a country 
village arc generally in bed before 
that hour. 'Phus, it seems, that Mr 
Chave cannot have sustained any loss 
in this way, and must have some par¬ 
ticular motive for representing that 
his trade is decreasing in its profits 
from what is going forward*in his 
house. ’ • 

25th.—Yesterday ElizaHinchpUfT, 
only 14 years of age, was chargetf at 
Bow-street with attempting to poi¬ 
son her mistress and two children. 
Mrs Parker stated, that she sent the 
prisoner to procure 2 oz. of arsenick, 
to poison the rats, which she put into 


a desk ; and soon afterwards the pri¬ 
soner prepai ed tea, which she brought 
ujl in two pots for Mrs P. imd two 
children, one five, and the otlier three 
years old ; when, after drinking a cup 
each, they were taken ill, but, by pro¬ 
per antidotes being resorted to, were 
recoTiercd, Mrs P. then charged the 
prisoner with the crime, which she sted- 
fastly denit;d J but on examining the 
packet, tltere appeared one fourth of 
an ounce deficient, when she admitted 
the fact. The prisoner declined say¬ 
ing any thing in her defence, and 
was committed under Lo^d Ellenbo- 
rough’s Act. No cause can be as¬ 
signed for the diabolical attempt, as 
she was on good terms with her mis¬ 
tress ; but she had been heard to say, 
that,if her mistress died, she would 
come in for her clothes. 

30th.— Guilutiall —Before Sir 
Matthew Bloxam .—A person, named 
Thomas Askew, charged a boy, about 
thirteen, as having run away from his 
service. The complainant did not 
specify his particular trade or profes¬ 
sion : but it appeared that he acts as 
what is termed a &ea crimps or pur¬ 
veyor of seamen and boys for the 
merchants* ■ service. He could not 
say the boy was his apprentice, but 
m^ely that he was consigned to him 
from Scotland, and that had paid 
for him a valuable consideration; that 
the boy had not only run away from 
him, but enticed another boy to fol¬ 
low his example. His morality was 
so much locked at this instance of 
juvetfil^ depravity, that he did not 
wish to take him bacla, because he 
could not re'eommend him to any sliip, 
lest he miglft contaminate the whole 
crew ; and his only motive for bring- 
inghlro before the magistrate, was to 
ascertain Whether the lad could be 
considered as his apprentice. If le 
was clear in the affirmative of thi» 
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point, he should not have troubled 
the magistrate, but have sent the boy 
on board the Tender at ojice, without 
ceremony. 

The magistrate, as the only alter¬ 
native to save this friendless boy from 
being cast on the town, and exposed 
to all the depravity incident to af child 
of his age, under such circumstances, 
asked him if he had any «ibjection to 
go to sea in a merchant vessel ?—^The 
boywas very willing ; and Mr Askew, 
this dealer in xohitc nevroeUt was or¬ 
dered to accompany him to the Tri¬ 
nity-house, and place him under the 
directors of that institution. 

31st.- Dundee. -About seven 

years ago, a dunatiou of one hundred 
pounds sterling was presented to the 
Infirmary of this town, from a bene¬ 
volent person, unknown, and about 
three years afterwards, the kirk- 
session received one hundred pounds 
sterling in a similar manner. These 
munificent acts of princely charity 
were each recorded at the time they 
happened, and the only information 
which the donor chose to give respect¬ 
ing himself was, that he had been 
born in Dundee, and, though long 
absent from it, wished prosperity to 
the town, and to every useful and be¬ 
nevolent institution connected with 
it.—Majof Sylvester Ramsay, a na¬ 
tive of this town, who was long in 
the service of the Hon. East Tadia 
Company, died lately, and in his 
repositories has been ^ found ample 
evidence that he was the ^nevo- 
lent gentleman to whose IroeVaKty 
these publioinstitutions have been so 
higjily indebted. As tKe reasons of 
rtecrecy must have died with the do¬ 
nor, we think it a tribute due to de¬ 
parted Worth to record thus publicly 
the fintne of him who, white living, 
was So sacred an observer of our Sa¬ 
viour’s rule—** Take heed that ye do 


not your alms before men, to be seen 
of them.**

Agricultural Report. -The 

genial showers of the beginning of 
last month have brought the corn of 
every description to a state of fulness 
and maturity rarely seen in the kind¬ 
est season of th^ climate, probably 
from the rains being accompanied 
with violent gusts of wind, that may 
have prevented the atmosphere from 
being disposed to mildew, a malady 
so injurious to com in this country, 
and which is generally preceded by 
showery weather. T he ears of wheat 
arc extremely large and productive, 
many of them xrontaining twenty-five 
clevels on an car, and eami clevcl from 
four to five and six corns. The straw 
is bright, even on low and swampy 
round. Barley is a full crop and 
right, except in those situations 
where it has been thrown down with 
the heavy raigs, and where k is con¬ 
siderably hedge.grown, Oats rise 
heavy on the land, and promise to be 
an averse crop, even upon the up¬ 
lands. The fens and low situations 
will be extremely productive. Peas 
and vetches, where they hav^ beeft, 
well harvested, yield great producey^ 
and the quality is fine. Beans ^ are 
not large on the halm, but are wtU 
podded. Potatoes are a large crop, 
and the quality excellent. Turnips, 
cabbage, coles, and all the brassica 
species, promiseamost luxuriant crop. 


SEPTEMBER. 

On Sunday, the 2d instant, Mr 
Jackson, of Dewsbury, druggist, 
paid % visit to a friend in Rothwell 
gaol. There he thoughtlessly indul¬ 
ged too freely over the bottle, and 
on his setting out to return home, in 
a state of intoxication, he had to pass 
near a Methodist meeting-house. The 
people being engaged in their reli¬ 
gious service, he judged _it a fine 
frolic to ride up to the pulpit and 
disturb the congregation ; for which 
act he was taken into custody, and 
carried to prison, where he was kept 
in confinement during the night. Ha- 
ving appointed to meet Mrs Jackson 
(who was on her return from the 
funeral of a sister,) at Wakefield that 
evening, to go home with her to 
Dewsbury, he scrawled a note to her* 
which was unfortunately not deliver¬ 
ed tiU next morning. SoVow for the 
loss of her sister, and alarm at the 
non-appearance of her husband, prey¬ 
ed upon her mind during the whole 
. night, nor was her anxiety alleviated 
by the receipt of his letter. In this 
stat|;of mindfshe proceeded in a chaise 
for Dewsbury on Monday morning, 
where she arrived in a wretched situa¬ 
tion, and was soon seized with the 
pains of premature labour. For se¬ 
veral hours she was left alone in the 
house, where she delivered herself, and 
in this terrible state, weltering in her 
bipod, was found in 1;he evening, 
altnost in a state of exhaustion by her 
wretched hu{A>aqd. All means tried 
to save her proved ineffectual; shelan- 
guiAhe4 then ex¬ 

pired. TW'Bielancholy eveflt d<>pfivcd 
tier husband of biasenses, and dci-ange- 
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merit w;is soon accompanied by a vio¬ 
lent fever, which put a period to his 
existence on the following Thursday. 

During a rowing match yesterday 
at Rotherhithe, a lamentable accident 
•occurred. A number of persons had 
assembled on a platform, erected for 
the purpf)se of repairing a shipoff St 
•James's Stairs, and owing to the great 
pressure aliout 20 of„ them were 
preciliitated into the river, and G of 
them drowned. A poor woman was 
discovered with an infant ohild in 
her arms, and every assistance af¬ 
forded to them : The woman was 
saved, hut unfortunately the child was 
drowned. 

A law for the suppressing of 
duelling has passed in the Illinois 
territory, in America, founded on 
the Virginia code. The punishment 
of the surviving duellist (if his anta¬ 
gonist die within three months) the 
aiders, abettors, and counsellors there¬ 
of, to suffer death by banging. The 
challctiger, or person accepting a 
challeiigp, .15 declared incapable for 
ever of holding or being elected to any 
office of profit or trust, civil or mili¬ 
tary, within the territory. Persons 
when entering upon the duties of 
office are to swear or affirm, that they 
have never been engaged in a'duel, 
either directly Of indirectly, in any 
wise whatever. 

Yesterday, Valentine Thomas, the 
unfortunate youth convicted at the 
last Guildford assfzes, before tlie 
Lord Chief Baron M^flonald, of for¬ 
ging a fcltetk for 4001. on tWe *hoUBe 
of Smith, Sityne, and Smith, bankers, 
was executed, pursuant* to'his sen- 
tetree', at th1c top of the gaol in Horse- 
nwffiger-lahe. There was a propen¬ 
sity ifl this bnfortuhate youth towards 
the of crime lo i*hich he has 

fallen an Victin* peculiarly re¬ 
markable.' He vras the son of a re- 
, 9 


spcctable tradesman in the city of 
London. At the age of sixteen, he 
was placed in the counting-house of 
an opulent bargemaster, near Black- ' 
friars j upon v^ose bankers he for¬ 
ged a check, in the name of the firm, 
for lOOOl., and obtained the money. 
The fact was discovered ; but his 
employers, in pity to his youth, and 
from respect to his family, refrained 
from prosecuting, in consideration of 
being reimbursed the lOOOl., and the 
youth being sent out of the country. 
The money was paid by his father, 
who sent him down to Portsmouth, 
and entered him on board a ship of 
war, then bound for the West Indies, 
He went the voyage, and on his re¬ 
turn to England deserted his ship and 
came up to London, where he return¬ 
ed to his former habits; aiid through 
his knowledge of several trading 
houses, and the bankers with whom 
they kept cash, obtained in their name 
blank checks, and committed forge¬ 
ries to a considerable extent, for which 
no less than thirteen indictments were 
still pending against him at the time 
of his conviction. From that mo¬ 
ment until Saturday last, notwith¬ 
standing the zealous exhortations of 
thechapla^., who daily attended him, 
he couKl ^ctrcely be roused from an 
apathetic indifference tto his fate, or 
to a penitent sense of the crime for 
which he was to suffer. On Sunday 
he attended divine service in the 
chapel of the gaol, where near 300 
persons of respectable appearance 
were also present, most of whom ap¬ 
pealed to be more deeply affected by 
the situation of the prisoner than he 
hirrtsclf. He was attireij in a fashion¬ 
able and gentlemanly style. His dresa 
was a blue coat with gilt buttons, 
lined through with Black silk, white 
waistcoat, with black silk b’ eccbea, 
and stockings; hb hair unpow^deredi 
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and his upper lip adorried with Hussar 
mustachius. His coffin, covered with 
black, was placed before him, and 
when, the chaplain came to state to 
the auditory that the unfortunate 
youth, who had now but a few hours 
to live, was a veteran in the species 
of crime for which he stood convict¬ 
ed, althouj^h he had not yet com¬ 
pleted his nineteenth year, the whol6 
• auditory were dissolved in tears, not 
excepting the gaoler, who sat by himrf 
though lamiliar with such scenes; 
while the youth himself maintained a 
pensive firmness, and was the only 
person present who seemed indif¬ 
ferent to his fate. His xiress at the 
place of execution* w^ the same aa 
already described, and he met his un¬ 
happy doom with decorous,resigna¬ 
tion. 

Yesterday, at two o’clock, the an¬ 
cient carnival of Bartholomew fair^ 
in Smithfield, was opened with the 
usual proclamation and solemnities by 
the Lord Mayw, 

A French gentleman was charged 
by a Mr Jackson, a printer from 
Lichfield, with having been a prisoner 
at large on his parole in that town< 
and having broken .his parole and 
made his esctipe. Mr Ja<^son said^ 
that he had no^knowledce gf the list 
of prisoners at Lichfield, but knew 
the person at the bar as having been 
one of the French prisoners on parole 
there, and, understanding that he had 
made his escape, he met him this 
morning in St Paul’s Church-ya^,'J 
iind felt it his duty to take him ibto 
Custody, altlwugh he had no instnic-. 
tions, warranty or other special autht)* 
rity for that purpose. 

The prisoner on his part acknowi 
led^d that he wad a prisoner, and 
had broken his parole,, lyhich he 
would have felt himself bouud in 
honour not to have done had he been 
voi.. Ill, part if. 


taken as an officer in either the army 
or favy of France. He had been^ 
however, in no military capacity 
whatever, although he was taken in 
a ship under French colours. He 
had been six years a prisoner at Lich¬ 
field, <yit off from all connection with 
his family and friends, who are in 
France. He had lost his mother 
during the period of his imprisonment. 
His father, an ageal gentleman, his 
relatives, all the objects of his affec¬ 
tion, his fortune and future hopes of 
existence. Were in France; and he 
hoped it was not altogether criminal 
to endeavour to return .to his friehda 
and coOntry. He had never becn^ 
nor ever would be, guilty of any act 
which he conceived personally disho¬ 
nourable. A Frencli gentleman, who 
had lived many years in England, had 
encouraged him to quit Lichfield and 
come up to London, with a view of 
procuring his return to his own coun¬ 
try, but could not give him the means 
for that purpose. Thu? destitute^ 
without friends or money, lie obtain¬ 
ed a situation to earn his bread ho¬ 
nestly in a house in Bucklcrsbury, and 
coming through St Paul’s Cburch- 
-yard this moEuing on the business of 
that house, Mr Jackson met him, and 
thought proper, to take him up. 

The magistrate told him,' that he 
felt considerably for the situation in 
which he was now involved". He cast 
no censure upon him fpr the feelings 
he professed, of for his anxiety to 
return t<A his country and friends, 
.as be. was. aware, that many English 

f gentlemen, prisoners in France, must 
eei eintiW anxiety for restoration t6 
their country and friends. But as, by 
, his acknowledgment, he was a 
prisohef on parole, and had 

broken that parqjie, no other discre¬ 
tion remained for him, the, magistrate^ 
than to send him in custody to theil 
h 
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transport board, which he did, char¬ 
ging the officers at the same tinx.* to 
treat him with every respect due to 
a ^ntlernan.

All 
the warrant officers that are old, dis** 
abled, and otherwise unfit for sea- 
service, are to be invalided j the 
others, with their’wi^s and families, 
have a ship allotted them to live in, 
till vacancies fall out. , 

The passengers through Piccadilly, 
and many of the inhabitants, were 
thrown into great consternation on 
Sunday night, between ten and ele¬ 
ven o’clock, by the escape of a leo¬ 
pard from a caravan which was con¬ 
veying it to Bartholomew fair. The 
animal ran into the lower part of one 
of the houses which are re-building 
on the south side of the street be¬ 
tween the church and the Haytaar- 
ket. The keeper, who 8o<jn discover¬ 
ed the escape ()f the animal, fan about 
in great agonj', calling for a *blaaket 
ana some ropes ; but when the peo¬ 
ple heard the purpose for which they 
were wanted, they retreated from the 
spot with the utmost precipitation. 
Two monkies escaped at the 
time, one of which was taken an ' 
oyster shop, on the spot, the keeper 
of which closed his door immediat»y, 
lest the monkey might be followed 
a more formidabk visitor. 

The leopard, we are sorry to find, 
was not taken' without injury to one 
of the men v^ho were el^Ioyed on 
that hazardous service. The animal 


bit him so severely that the poor 
mail was obliged to be taken to St 
George's Hospital. The way in 
which the animal was secured, was by 
placing a den before the door of the 
cellar in which he had sheltered him¬ 
self, |j|ut it was with no small difficul¬ 
ty that he was induced to enter it. 
The accident arose, it seems, from 
the horses which drew the caravan 
having taken fright, run off full speed, 
and overthrown it; the cage which 
contained the leopard was thrown 
out, and so shattered in the fall, that 
the animal easily escaped. 

An instance of penury, connoted 
wkh circumstances of great atrocity, 
occurred at the last Cork assizes. 

One Daniel Driscoll, a common 
farmer, living near the sea-coast of 
the w'est of that county, was found 
dead at the foot of a cliff, a short 
distance from his house. Some cir¬ 
cumstances which came to the know¬ 
ledge of Mr Townsend and of Mr 
Sommer ville, two of the^neighbour- 
ing magistrates, induced them to sup¬ 
pose that Driscoll's wife knew some¬ 
thing of the manner at least of his 
death, and they had her brought be- 
'{<XK them. t)n her examination on 
oatl^ she stated that one Cornelius 
Suluvan, a person who was said to 
have paid a marked attention to her, 
had called at her hoiise about supper 
time, on the 12th or 13th July last, 
and told her husband that there was 
a large wreck ilUck at the foot of the 
her husband went out with 
and in a short time returned 
aad told her that the stick wasa veiy 
large one t that SuUivan called agJin 
early the morning, and he and 

after, Sullivan called 
on her in bed, and then 

declared, that He had destroyed 
her husband, by throwing him over 
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the clifF 1 and that she was prevented 
from making any alarm, or jjivingjin- 
formation, for fear of Sullivan. In 
consequence of this information, Sul¬ 
livan was taken and committed to 
gaol; and on the 1 st inst. his trial 
for the murder of Driscoll came on 
before the Chief Baron, when the 
widow, M. Driscoll, was sworn as a 
tdtness. She pointed out1;heprisoner, 
and said she had k^iown him before 
her marriage, and for five or six years 
past. She denied the prisoner’s ha- 
▼ln|f called on her husband at night, 
or in the ihorning ; and said that her 
husbUnd did not go out with Sullivan, 
to her knowledge ; she denied liis ha¬ 
ving told her that he had destroyed 
her husband by throwing him over 
a cHff, or that he had a conversation 
with the deceased a little before his 
death ; and she swore that she never 
had any conversation with Sullivan 
about ber husband’s- death. There 
being no other evidence, Sullivan was 
of course acquitted of the murder, 
the juBge ordered him to find 
•uiScient sureties for his future good 
behaviour. He also ordered Mary 
Driscoll to be indicted for perjury, 
in the gross contradiction between 
what she had sworn before the magi- 
ttrate, and her swearing on the table ; 
nnd she was on Monday tried and 
K^ntented for transportation. It was 
jnentipned in court, after the trial, 
that ,the wretched man (Sullivan) 
was stun^ with remorse, that he 
bad nia^ no less than three jlt^empts 
on bis own Bfe, taid had endeavoured 
tp pttt a deriod to' a wretched exi$-

creants convicted at Clerkenwell ses¬ 
sions last Saturday of detestable prac¬ 
tices, were exhibited on the pulory 
in the Haymarket, opposite to Pan¬ 
ton-street. Such was the degree of 
popular indignation excited against 
those wretches, and such the general 
eagerness to witness their punishment, 
that, by ten in the morning, the chief 
avenues, from Clerkenwell prison and 
Newgate to the place of punishment, 
were crowded with people ; and the 
multitude assembled in the Hay ^mar¬ 
ket, and all its immediate vicinity, 
was so great, as to render the streets 
impassable. 

The sherifis, attended by the two 
city marshalls, with* an immense num¬ 
ber of constables, accompanied the 
procession of the prisoners from New¬ 
gate, whence they set out in the trans¬ 
port caravan, and proceeded through 
Fleet-street and the Strand ; and the 
prisoners were hooted and pelted the 
whole way by the populace. At one 
o’clock, four of the culprits were fix¬ 
ed in the pillory, erected for the oc¬ 
casion, with two additional wings, one 
being allotted for each criminal; and 
immediately a new torrent of popular 
vengeance poured upon them from all 
sides. The^day being fine, the streets 
were dry and fr e from mud, but the 
defect was speedily and amply supli- 
ed by the butchers of St James’s mar¬ 
ket ; numerous escorts of w’hom con¬ 
stantly supplied the party of attack, 
chiefly consisting of women, with 
tubs of blood, garbage, and ordure 
, from their slaughter-houses; and with 
this ammunition, plentifully diversifi¬ 
ed Vith dead cats, turnips, potatoes, 
addled eggs, and other missiles, the 
criitiinals were incessantly pelted to 
the last moment. They .wmked per-' 
petually round during their hour > 
and although from the four wings of 
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ihe machine they had some little shel¬ 
ter, they were completely incrusled 
with Bith. 

Two r.in^ of the pillory were 
then taken on, to place Cooke and 
Amos in the two remaining ones; and 
altliough they came in only for the 
second conrscy they had no reason to 
complain of short allowance, for they 
received even a more sevcie discipline 
than their predecessors. On their be- 
•ing taken down and replaced in the 
caravan, they lay flat in the vehicle ; 
but the vengeance of the crowd Still 
pursued them back to Newgate, and 
tlie caravan was so filled with mud 
and ordure, as completely to cover 
them. • 

No interference from the sheriffs 
and police officers could refrain the 
popular rage; but, notwithstanding 
the immensity of the multitude, no ac* 
cident of any note occurred. 

PiLLOHY.-r-Yesterday, Joseph Vi- 

f uers, who was convicted at the last 
.ondon sessions'of an attempt to com¬ 
mit an unnatural crime, stood on the 
pillory at the top of Princess-street, 
opposite the Mansion-house. He was 
conveyed from Newgate about twelve 
o*clock in an open cart, ifhmediattly 
on his entering which hewras assail¬ 
ed by the female part of thp mob 
with rotten eggs and mud, and who 
accompanied him in great numbers to 
the place appointed for his exhibition, 
pelting him the whole of the way with 
consi(&rable effect, as from the 
ntense crowd the officers were eiu^fed 
to proceed but slowly. As soon aslie • 
was placed on the platform, he was $x- 
luted with a general volley of egg% 
and mud, which continued without 
intermission during the whole of the 
timealloted forhis punishment. When 
taken down he i^aSTcne complete plasr, 
ter of mud and filth, and when lifted 
into the cart he fell to the bottom ap¬ 


parently lifeless. The concourse of 
people assembled was so great, that 
no person could approach the Man¬ 
sion-house by any of the avenues for 
above 150 yards. We are sorry to 
add, that from the extreme pressure 
of th9 crowd, who, in despite of the 
efforts of the officers, had got pos¬ 
session of tlie steps leading up the 
grand entrance of tlie Mansion-house, 
the whole of the balustrades on the 
west side of the entrance suddenly 
gave way, and descended with the per¬ 
sons on them, and those that were 
nearest to the edge, upon the crowd 
beneath. By this accident one wo¬ 
man had both her thighs broken, and 
seven men had either thoir arms or 
legs broken, and were otherwise dread¬ 
fully bruised, particularly one person, 
who was conveyed away without the 
least signs of life. 

The unfortunate sufferers were ta¬ 
ken into the Mansion-house by the 
lord mayor’s private door,jivhere they 
received personally from his lordship 
every kind attention and accommoda¬ 
tion that their distressed situation re¬ 
quired, and that humanity could af- 
iord, and were afterwards conveyed 
to St Bartholomew’s Hospital. It 
is uaaccountable that the recorder 
should have fixed on a thoroughfare 
so inconvenient las the Mansipn-housC'^ 
street for thi&shorrible exhibition.

Cakajckpergl/.s Assizes.—Mur- 
DER A>il> CoKSPlRACY TO MirRDRR. 
—Gharles Underwood and John 
Cherry were this day brought to 
trial. Underwood stood indicted for 
the murder t>f John M‘Clure, near 
Aghohill. Cherry was indicted for 
conspiring, hiding, abetting, and as¬ 
sisting in effecting said murder. This 
dreadful ng^urdcr took place so far 
back as October last, and w^as only 
brought to light in a most miraculous 
manner in July last. Two law-suits 
had taken place betwixt John Cherry 
and John M‘Clure, in which Cherry 
had fraudulently altered a bond of 
McClure’s, and McClure had brought 
an action against Cherry for mis 
forgery, and was going to Dublin, 
Jn November, to give his evidence 
against Cherry, who, on that account, 
determined to have 1^ assassinated. 
Cherry i^reed with Charl^ Under¬ 
wood td Mve him twohundd^g^iui^as 
for mardwng M'Clure. John pal-* 
J^way turned king’s evidence,, and 
, «»rore that Cherry ha& protnisM the 
imsiORer Charles UnderwooiJ# . that if 
be, couM «t any person wb4 a^uld 
murdf^ M*Clure, be wobid giye'XJn- 
derwqod ^the half •of Braid . farm, 
he purchased b'om M^Clnre 


for one thousand pounds, and would 
also give him his daughter in mar¬ 
riage ; and he promised the witness 
Galloway, that he would lend him 
two hundred pounds, if he would as¬ 
sist in getting M*Cluro murdered, 
wbich must be done before the term 
in Dublin, cw he would be ruined for 
ever. The conspirators at first pro¬ 
posed to poison M'Clure, but this 
was not done. Charles Underwood 
and Jv)hn Underwood then appointed* 
M'Ciure to meet them at Balleymena, 
to pay him the money that was due 
to him by Cherry. M*Clure came ac¬ 
cordingly, when they murdered him. 
Charles Underwood afterwards came 
to Cherry’s house, and told him and 
the witness, that Courtney, M*CIure, 
and C. Underwood, proceeded along 
the road till they came to the side of 
a moss, where they murdered M*Clure, 
and buried liis body j that next moni- 
ing he, C. Underwood, returned to 
the spot, where he sunk the body 
deeper, and having fbund M‘Clure’s 
staff lying there, lie carried it home 
with him. Some time after this, wit¬ 
ness went to C. Underwood’s house, 
where Underwood shewed him a black 
dbket-book witb papers in it, which 
e read, fctui they appeared to have 
belonged lo M*Ciure^ for they all re¬ 
lated to the law-suit with Cherry. 
He also shewed him M'Clure’s staff, 
which he knew ; he burned each of 
the papers as he read them, saying to 
^wjj^ness, that he did so, because if 
they were found they might hang 
• him. Witness then wrote a letter 
b^ore leaving Charles's house, which 
fetter John Cherry had ordered them 
to write when they were last in his 
house. After the letter was written, 
C- Underwood took it to put it into 
the post-office at Randalstown. The 
reason of writing this letter was, that 
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before M*Clure wa« murdered he had 
told C. Underwood that he had eipfht 
guineas lying in the hands of Mr 
M‘M38ter,po8t.ma8terofBalIeymena. 
C. Underwood having informed Cher¬ 
ry of this circumstance, Cherry im¬ 
mediately Suggested to them, that if 
they would write a letter in the name 
of John M*Clurc, dated at Uublin, 
and directed to his cousin John 
M*Clure, directing him to get that 
money from Mr M*Ma6ter, and as 
much more as he could obtain, and 
send it to him at a particular house 
in Dublin, he. Cherry, would have 
a person there ready to get the mo¬ 
ney when it was sent, which was done 
acctordingly : thiy jfterwards pre¬ 
tended that M‘Clure had been mur¬ 
dered in Dublin. The above evi¬ 
dence was corroborated by other wit¬ 
nesses, and no suspicion was enter¬ 
tained of the real murder till July, 
when Cherry .was tried in Dublin for 
horse-stealing, along with another 
man ; they were born acj^uilted, but 
ordered to be detained m jail until 
they found bail. Cherry accordingly 
procured bail, and obtained his libe¬ 
ration, but left his companion behind 
him without using any means .for 
his release. During tn^ir conhn'e- 
ment it appears that Cherry had made 
this man so much his C(rnfidant, that 
be had imparted to him the secret of 
M‘Clurc*8 murder. The circumstance 
of his neglecting this man after effect¬ 
ing his own liberation, bad so opera¬ 
ted upon his mind, that he detennifi^ 
to reveal what Cherry had commtmi-. 
cated to him. He accordingly di(f 
so to a proper person in Dublin, uf^n 
which a man was sent from Dublin 
to discover Galloway, and converse 
with him on the subject.—The man 
having obtained a confirmation of the 
facts,, prevailed on Galloway to iur- 
company him to Dublin, where ha¬ 


ving arrived, he immediately turned 
approver, and warrants were issued, 
upon which Cherry and Charles Un¬ 
derwood were apprehended. The 
other two, Courtney and John Un¬ 
derwood, who were implicated, made 
their escape. Persons were then sent 
to sefrch for the body of M‘Clure, 
which they lound buried in the field 
belonging t6 Charles Underwood, as 
described by the witness Galloway. 

It appeared in evidence that M‘Clure 
had given a bond to Cherry payable 
in the year 1811. This Cherry alter¬ 
ed so as to make it payable in 1807> 
and as McClure could not pay the 
bond, (not expecting it was due till 
1811) Cherry put him in prison; 
upon McClure’s representing the case 
to a rtfspectable attorney, he got him 
liberated, and it was to prove this 
forgery that M‘Clure was going tO 
Dublin, wlien Cherry got him mur¬ 
dered. Cherry had the impudence 
to go to Dublin after the murder, and 
to claim M'Clure^s estate, as Cherry 
asserted he had not been able to prove 
the forgery ; and he had therefore 
forfeited his estate to him, not having 
paid the bond in 1807, when it was 
due! 

After a very ®ble charge from the 
jud^e, the jury having retired, in a 
short time returned a verdict, finding 
Charles Underwood Guilty t both of 
the murder and of the conspiracy to 
murder, and. finding John Cherry 
Not Guilty of the murder, but Guilty 
of th^Vonspiracy to murder. The 
iudge then addressed the prisoners 
itt a Vefy pathetic mannef, and pro- 
ifdunced the sentence of the law, ap- 
pbihti)Q^ both the prisoners to be 
Fi^ay next, and the body 
df to be dissected. He 

wisoftiihiniefruptedby Cherry, who, 
in the tfiOst haraened and audacious 
manner, denied his .guilt. He seem-

ed to be of opinion, that if he did not 
actually commit the murder, he should 
not be hanged ; but the judge in¬ 
formed him, that he was as guilty as 
the actual murderers, or rather more 
80 , having been the cause of the whole 
dreadfv.] conspiracy. 

Before the prisoners were relhoved 
Bom the dock, Underwood mention¬ 
ed to several people, that he was 
brought into this situation by the 
instigation of Cherry, and that John 
Courtney, John Underwood, Gallo¬ 
way, and* himself, were all present 
when M*Clure waS murdered. This 
humble coufeseion excited the com- 
xnisei'ation and pity of all who heard 
him. Cherry, though asked by se¬ 
veral of the people to make a frank 
acknowledgment, still persisted in de¬ 
nying that he had any concern with 
it, and repeated what he had formerly 
expressed, that he would deny it on 
the gallpws tree. 

Cherry, by his own account, is 71 
ears of age, and in the course of 
is lile has'been tried for various of¬ 
fences. 

Execution op Cherry and Un¬ 
der wooD.-On the24thult. the dread¬ 
ful sentence of the law was put in 
execution. The prisoners were es¬

contrary, however, was the deport¬ 
ment or the young man-—he listened 
with the most respectful attention, 
joined in prayer, and shewed njarks 
of penitence not to be mistaken*— 
In the presence of Mr Aiken, the 
magistrate, the Rev. Dr. Henry, 
and one or two others, he made a full 
and ample confession of his guilt* 
While Underwood was in one 
apartment, the old man was in an¬ 
other, wherCjhe was exhorted in the 
most earnest manner by the Rev. Mr 
Pratt, vicar of the parish, and by Mr 
Fulton, the sub-sheriff, to acknow.^ 
ledge the justice of his sentence, and 
to confess hio guilt; but, sheltering 
himself under tlje casuistry, that “'not 
having struck a blow, he was not cri¬ 
minal,** he persisted in continuing 
deaf to every argument, sitting with 
his legs across, and taking snuff in 
quantities and with the most harden? 
ed composure. On the arrival at the 
fatal tree, the Rev. Dr. Henry of¬ 
fered up an energetic prayer, to which 
the youth paid the utmost attention ; 
but the aged criminal seemed stupidly 
obdurate. 

Underwood was a fine erect youth, 
of ^bout six fci't high, light hair and 
complexioq, lung visage, and had a 
very sensible and rather a good coun¬ 
tenance. Cherry w^as a set old man, 
about five feet seven inches high, with 
a weather-beaten countenance, cx- 

f ifessive of low cunning and assurance. 

le could neither read nor write. 

‘ €l>erry being asked whether he 
.believed in the'existence of a God, 
and in a future state of rewards and 
puftishments; he answered, that he 
supposed he believed in a God, but: 
could not say piuch about a future 
.state. It was noticed at the place 
of execution, that when Underwood 
WHS exhorting Christy to tonfesf hit| 
crimes, though bis sops were pesNr 
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him at the time, none of them joined 
in that request, but preserved an ex¬ 
pressive silence. Cherry has left 
seven freehold properties, worth from 
eight to ten thousand pounds. 

The bodies were suspended about 
35 minutes, and after being taken 
down, that of Underwood was con¬ 
veyed to the county infirmary, at 
Lisburn, for dissection ; but, on ac¬ 
count of the contrition he had mani¬ 
fested, it was given to his father-in- 
law and his other friends, who appli¬ 
ed for it. The body of Cherry was 
delivered to his sons, who took it 
away on a car j on their way home 
they got drunk, and had a violent 
quarrel about the*division of their fa¬ 
ther’s property. 

William Treble, who some time 
since put a period to his existence 
(see p. 139.) in Horsham gaol, was 
formerly a clerk in a very respectable 
city banking-house ; but unfortunate¬ 
ly getting introduced into what is 
calledj^i/i cowtpant/, he neglected his 
business, and was obliged to leave his 
situation ; and for these 25 years past 
he has been known at all the poUce- 
offices, as one of the mc»t systematic 
depredators on the town, constE^tly 
associating with all tlje principsu 
thieves of the metropolis* A short 
time ago he stole from a jnail-coach 
a considerable quantity of provincial 
notes, to negociate which, in conse* 
quence of Uie failure of Bloxam’s 
house, he was obliged to commit a 
forgery. At the spring assizes he^as 
convicted, but his case was resetved, 
for the opinion of the judges, who 
gave judgment against him. H^as 
a very respectable-looking man about 
56 years of age, of good natural abi¬ 
lities and some education ; and it is 
conjectured he has left considerable 
property behind him, the fruits of his 
knaveries, ,

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The two unfortunate malefactors, 
Wilson and Langley, left at the flast 
assizes (together with the suicide 
Treble) for execution, were on Sa¬ 
turday last, at a quarter before twelve 
o'clock, taken out of the gaol of 
Horsham, to receive the dreadful sen¬ 
tence of the law. In the caH, on 
the way to the place of execution, 
they bi»th appealed verjf attentive to 
their books, and on their arrival at 
the fatal ti ee spent half an hour in 
fervent prayer with the clergyman 
who atteilded them ; they both ap¬ 
peared truly penitent, and conducted 
themselves with manly fortitude. 

Langley, the horse-stealer, said a 
few words; he observed, that his on¬ 
ly trouble was his wife end children, 
and that the offence for which he was 
about to suffer w'as the (irst he had 
ever committed. They both forgave 
their prosecutors, and said they died 
in peace with all the world. As soon 
as the clergyman left them, the caps 
were pulled, over their faces, when 
they again prayed most fervently ; af¬ 
ter which Wilson said to Langley, 
** Are you ready ?*' to which he repli¬ 
ed, ** Yes, when you like.*' Wilson 
then dropped a handkerchief from his 
hand, as a signal to the executioner, 
at the same time throwing hinfself, 
alUn^ in the cart, which moved off im- 
inediately.

At a quarter 
past four o’clock in the afternoon, the 
balloo'n was observed to descend with 
astonishing precipitancy into the sea, 
six miles fi om Ly mouth, on the; North 
Devon coast, ^nd a boat was jimmcf 
diatcly sent off to its assistance. The 
voyagers were brought to shore in a 
state ofextremefatigue, and Mr Sad¬ 
ler was unable to stand from b^ving * 
been some time in the water before, 
the boat could reach the balloon. 
The distance they travelled, Mr Sai¬ 
ler says, could not be less than ewe 
hundred miles ; and tliis was perform¬ 
ed in , the surprising short space of 
three hours only ! Their perUous si¬ 
tuation may be in some degree ima¬ 
gined, having discharged all tjaeir 
ballast, flung out their great coats, 
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and every thing else in live balloon, 
including a fdi'ourite barometer given 
to Mr 8adler by tlic famous Dr .lohu- 
8011 , for which he has been oll'.iod 
two hundred guineas. It was by 
mere accident the balloon was obter- 
ved to fall into the sea ; and hacUt not 
been a^-emarkably serene evening, the 
parties must inevitably have perished. 
The gas was ^so expended, that the 
balloon could not have floated au hour 
in the water. 

The greatest praise is due to Mr 
Clayfield, for the magiiauimity and 
fortitude he displayed ; and it is in 
some measure owing to this gcntlc- 
man’sperseveringexertionsand adroit¬ 
ness that Mr Sadler attributes tlieir 
preservation. 

Mr Sadler and Mr Clayfield, we 
are glad to say, were.in good health 
on Tuesday morning, and after break¬ 
fast embarked with their balloon in 
a boat for Bristol.

It appears from the evidence 
you have heard, that seneschals of 
the borough have been hitherto per¬ 
sons of high respectability, yet they 
always considered it necessary to have 
the assistance of counsel; and I can¬ 
not avoid mentioning particularly the 
situation of the defendant, a common 
working slater, a mechanic, known 
as such to every one in town, emer¬ 
ging at once from obscurity, and pla- 
cina himself in a situation f^or which 


I 
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.he* was unfit and unqualified, either 
from habit or education. Stepping 
into the place, and assuming iii an 
instant the consequence of a judge, 
he presides at die election, when he 
*^was sworn to act honestly and impar- 
* tially, takes upon him such unheard- 
of authortty, and trampk’s under his 
feet the very appearance of justice ; 
yet this man, so unqualified, untutor- 
■ ed, and debased, still continued in 
the judicial office, and has even been 
rewarded with a revenue eniploynicnt. 
Far be it from me even to hint at any 
imputation to a man rising from ob- 
scurit y by honest means and honest 
ambition to the highest offices of the 
state, if by education and previous 
habits he is qualified ; but here this 
man, ignorant and illiterate, Kepping 
at once into the seat of judgment, de¬ 
cides on the most sacred rights of 
man. He must have been conscious 
of his own unfitness; yet, being a 
most active partizan, with an igno¬ 
rant mind influenced with party pre¬ 
judice, he takes the* situation, and 
decides at once upon the law. If he 
was actuated by honest motives, w'ould 
he not have sought for the assistance 
of counsel ?—Gentlemen, the plaui- 
tiff^s case is in a narrow compass j he 
is a catholic, <igd the legislature re¬ 
quires him to take certain oaths, and 
to produce a certificate to qualify 
him to vote. He produces one sign¬ 
ed by the proper officer, the clerk .of 
the peace, hut it is objected that it 
was insufficient; Craig produces tlie 
opinion of Colonel Gilfard to sustain 
tlie objection, and to influence this 
wretched creature’s decision, he hiA- 
self having actually ad visc'dhim against 
having counsel. Defendant says he 
would be governed by his own con¬ 
science, and rejects the vote. Are 
these the acta of an honest man ?

In a little time herown 
sensations increased, and she ihuiight 
she felt they had reached her back¬ 
bone. Shortly afterwards the prisoner 
retiiruedsfcand she asked her if slie had 
put any thing into the tea, and if she 
had, to acknowledge it immediately, 
as she could get something from the 
chemist’s to bring up what she had 
swallowed, and there shtmld be no 
more said about it. The p^^isoner 
positively denied that she had. The 
prosecutrix then said, she hoped the 
prisoner had not been playing any 
tricks with the parcel fromMr - 

ly’s ; this she also denied, apd uda; 
her, if she would look at t|fe paicel 
she would find it just as thti gentle- 
man l'*ad given it to her. The proi 
|ccutrix then went aifd examined the 
parcel, and was couvhiced it remained 
just in the same state she had recei¬ 
ved it. But still pirceiving the symp¬ 
toms increase, and being seized with 
a tremor, she saidjthere was no time 
to be lost, and she took the parcel 


and set out for Mr Mldgely’a, but 
was taken so ill on her way that she 
was afraid of dying before she could 
get there, and chat the children at 
home would als(i die, and no one ever 
discover the cause. SJie, however, 
with great difficulty, reached Mr 
Midgely’s, and shew^ed him the par¬ 
cel, Icfid him what had happened, ami 
he made up ‘>ome nu-dici;n-, which he 
immediately administered to the chil¬ 
dren, and they soon recovered ; she 
herself also look some medicine, but 
a foitnight elapsed before she qu’tc 
recovered. 

Mr Midgcly stated, that in conse¬ 
quence of tne note from Mrs Parker, 
and the desire of the prisoner that he 
should send more p».nson than he had 
sent oil a former occasion, he pa Led 
up two ounces and gave it to her ; 
and on examining the parcel returned 
by the prosecutrix, he found it con¬ 
tained less by a quarter of an ounce, 
and that it had been opened, and not 
tied up in the way in which he had 
tied it. He was convinced that the 
symptomsapparen" on tlie prosecutrix 
and (he children, v.’^ere the consequen¬ 
ces of swallowing mineral poison, and 
SKch as arsenic vould produce. He 
examinedthe tea in the pot—-it had a 
metallic tur.c. He, procured some 
more of tlic tea, which was no"' Chi¬ 
nese, but British herb tea. He infu¬ 
sed it with some arsenic in water, and 
found it had tlie same taste and ap¬ 
pearance with that in the tea-pot of 
Mrs Parker. 

The prisoner said nothing in her de¬ 
fence. 

• • Mr J nslice Heath summed up for 
the jury, who found the prisoner Gw//- 
ty. The prosecutrix, however, recom¬ 
mended her to mercy, as did the jury, 
on account of her youth.

The 
poor woman has left a husband and 
two other small children to regret 
her loss. Coroner’s verdict— Lunacy. 

The rector of St Giles’s, Cripple- 
gate, has long given notice that he 
should claim the sum of 2s. 9d. in the 
pound of the inhabitants, for tith'es,' 
to which he was entitled b^law. Ap¬ 
plication was Accordingly made for 
this sum, but the payment* was refu¬ 
sed. After this, letters were sent by 
the rector’s solicitors, demanding the 
aforesaid payment; but scarcely any** 
of the parishioners complied with 
demand. Circular letters were thensent 
to each house-keeper, convening a ge¬ 
neral meeting to consider of the bijsi- 
11 css.

It 
consisted of a common wheel car, ha¬ 
ving on it a kish, or a creel, on which 
a gentleman sat driving a pair of asses 
tanderHf and occassionally blowing a 
horn ; he was preceded by a servant 
on a pon^y, and followed by two 
others, mounted on sorry jades of car 
horses, making altogether, if not as 
grand art appearance, certainly more 
noise than any other retinue at the 
course. 

A few days since, as a child was go¬ 
ing from Pentlow to Cavendishi she 
was attacked by three swine, and so 
severely liiCerated, that had not time¬ 
ly assistance arrived, it is probable idle 
would have lost her life. 

« On the 31st ult. J^liza Haf^ock,

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|■•Dne of the most usefnl and respect¬ 
able of our charitable institutions, the 
Foundling Hospital,! owes its esta¬ 
blishment. Mr Coram is as well known 
for the neatness of his taste, as he was 
remarkable for his general knowledge 
and curious collection of the works of 
the graphic art; awakened in the dead 
of night by the ravages 6f a destruc¬ 
tive element, he was utterly unable 
to save even a single article, and un¬ 
fortunately was not insured. 

RELjiir OF Shipwrecked Mari¬ 
ners. —On Thursday, the 27th Sep¬ 
tember, were exhibited at Yarmouth, 
before Rear-Admiral Lord Gardner, 
for his report thereon, j( ordered by 
the Lords Commissioners of the Ad¬ 
miralty,) two boats,* with a prompt 
method of getting them from a beach 
in a gale of wind, previou^ to their 
being sent to the island of Anholt, 
with a complete set of apparatus for 
saving shipwrecked mariners. The 
first boat was a small one, 15 feet 
keel, 7 feet beam, and weighed 14? 
cwt. It had two extended billage 
boards, of equal depth with the keel, 
to keep it in an upright position, for 
the advantages of launching, beach¬ 
ing, and to resist upsetting, with a' 
broad fender of cork surrounding fhe 
upper work, to prevent thft possibili¬ 
ty of being stirve ; it was filled with 
water, but the buoyant properties of 
the air, (secured in boxes,) kept it so 
much above the water’s edge, tiiat the 
men rowed it about with the utmost*" 
apparent ease, and declared it was ^n^ 
that state able to perform any service 
that could be required. The next 
was a man of war’s jolly boat, fitted 
up with empty oil casks lashed with¬ 
in it to give it buoyancy, the bil¬ 
lage boards , as before described to 
keep it in an upright position, with a 
stout projecting .rope going round its 
gunwale, served as a fender to pre¬ 


vent it being stove ; the whole ex- 
peace of thus fitting up dui not ex- 
ced 31., and it could be put together 
in a few minutes. The advantagen of 
this method of giving the properties 
of preservation to any boat, may be 
considered of great importance to a 
marititne and commercial country, as 
many a brave fellow who falls over¬ 
board at seiff and perishes in a gale 
of wind from the boat swamping, 
which prevents the possibility of go¬ 
ing to his assistance, may thus be sa¬ 
ved ; likewise the boats around the 
coast may be enabled, at a very small 
cxpence, to be thus converted .into 
efficient life-boats, by which nume¬ 
rous lives and immense property will 
be annually saved, particularly since 
the Lords Commissioners of tlie Ad¬ 
miralty have liberally signiJicd llicir 
intention of providing the full means 
of security against distress of ship¬ 
wreck at the different signal-stations 
along the coasts of these kingdoms. 
Similar experiments with t^iose lately 
made at Cromer and Lowostoft then 
took place, by means of two anchors 
being laid out, with a stout rope sus¬ 
pended between them, at the distance 
of 150 yards from the jetty end. The 
shot was of a new construction, adapt¬ 
ed to*give the greatest possible range, 
and wa 9 found impossible to be dis- 
engaged by accident when once it had 
caught the rope j the rope projected 
the patent Sunderland manu¬ 
facture'^ of strength equal to any two- 
inch rope in use.—The foul-weather 
flag was flying at the time, but the 
'surf was not sufficiently high to shew 
the power that ban be acquired by this 
simple, effectivl, and certain means ; 
however, there was nqt the least 
doubt entertained, from the result of 
the experiment, that whenever its 
use is called forth,’ it could haul any 
weight that a two-inch rope can sus-

ry possible means, and to punish 
, those persons who kept open licen¬ 
tious and disorderly houses. ^ 

.Westmikster Session.s. -^The 

adjourned quarter-sessions for the ci¬ 
ty and liberties of Westminster com¬ 
menced yesterday at the new sessions 
Westminster, before William 
Main waring, J^sq., and a bench of 
magistrates. 

A •nttmber of assault cases wore 
tried, none of which p(:}88eBaed the 
emaUest interest. . 

Bills of hsdictment had been pre¬ 
ferred by the overseers of tlic parish 
of St Martin in-the-fields, on the in - 
formation of a number of the inhabi¬ 
tants in the courts and Ian- leading 
from Chandos-atreet to the Strand, 
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and St IVIartin’s Church, against the 
occupiers of a row of houvses situr.ted 
behind the key, in Chandos-street, 
and running jjarallcl with that street, 
called Vine street, charging the dif¬ 
ferent parties complained of with 
keepimf bawdy-houses, or as guilty 
of nuisances, in permitting vvoiiihless 
persons of both sexes to meet tliere, 
and behave themselves ifc an improper 
manner. Several of these cases were 
tried to-day, and tliough the evidence 
did not ^ the length of supporting 
the principal charge, the fact of the 
nuisance was sworn- to by several of 
the lu'iglibours. 

Mr Alley, for the defendants, ar¬ 
gued, that the present prosecutions 
were an unnecessary waste of the 
funds of the parish, and from the suc¬ 
cess of whieli more real injury must 
arise to the morals of people through¬ 
out Westminster in general, than pos¬ 
sibly could have arisen by suffeiing 
the unfortunate wretches who oc¬ 
cupied tlie ^miserable abodes in this 
wretched and unfrequented street to 
remain there in tlie undisturbed pos¬ 
session of a covering over their heads. 
So long as human nature continued, 
the same women of their unfortunate 
description must iind an abode some¬ 
where, and it was surely bettes to 
suffer them to remain in a bye-lane 
or htijeet, where they had already 
taken root, than, by removing them, 
from that spot, to send them ^j^h 
to cojitiimiaate various^other p^rts of 
the city* 3uch conduct on the part 
of ditt^ctors of this parish seemed 
fur> the moj;e extraordinary, and to 
his^mind utterly inexcusable, when it 
was observed, tnat whilS these wretch¬ 
ed hovels of indigence, removed as 
they- were hy their situation from the 
publici€ye, were brought forward to 
the cognisance of‘justice, a grand 
receptacle apd encourager of vice, in 


the immediate neighbourhood, whicw 
no modest person could pass along 
Chandos-street without observing, 
(he need hardly state that he meant 
the key) was suffered to pass by un¬ 
punished and uncomplained of. In-, 
dependantly of these considerations, 
he submitted that the evidence was 
by no means explicit, and was the less 
to be relied on, as being given by 
persons whose property might be 
rendered more valuable by the remo¬ 
val tif tlic persons now complained of. 

The chairman observed, that the 
greater part of what had fallen from 
the learned counsel, might with more 
propriety be iiddresst d to a legislative 
assembly than to tl»e jury, who were 
here bound to "decide agreeably to 
the existing law, which declared that 
the suffering persons to associate in 
any house where they behaved them¬ 
selves in an improper manner, so as 
to annoy the neighbours or the pub¬ 
lic, was a nuisance on the part of the 
keeper or occupier of such house. 

The jury accordingly, in the case 
of a person of the name of Shepherd, 
where, evidence to this effect was ad¬ 
duced, andinother similar cases, found 
the defendants Guilti/. 

^^ATiO'.vL Improvements_ 

The three Vrxisting bridges over the 
Thames at London pr9seiit already a 
feature that no other capital offers. 
Acts of parliament have been passed 
for the erection of two more, and 
notice is given of application for an¬ 
other, which will, it agreed to, make 
no less than six bridges in the metro- 
'polis, over the metropolitan river ; 
besides, various applications are to 
be made to add to the present num¬ 
ber of dodks and cands; so that, 
speaking hyperbolically, one might 
almost say, that the land is to be in¬ 
undated and the river covered. And 
all these great works, none of th^m 
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**finwoi*thy of the proudest times of 
Roman grejitness, to say the least, 
equal in utility, if not in pomp, arc 
the undertakings of individual sub¬ 
scriptions, growing out of the grow- 
• ing wants of communication and fa¬ 
cility for increased trade and com¬ 
merce, and augmented population. 
None of these are the works of go¬ 
vernment, paid for from the national 
purse, either with the false view of 
forcing trade, or of shedding lustre 
oh a reign. The same remant is ap¬ 
plicable, with very few exceptions 
indeed, to the road, and canal, and 
dock, and pier bills, which have, in 
such multiplicity, parsed of late 
years ; and of which^the number ap¬ 
plied for increases in an astonishing 
degree. If a yearly statement of 
these matters were made in Ais coun¬ 
try at the end or the beginning of a 
parliamentary session, how trifling 
would the details of the French Ex¬ 
poses appear, in which such subjects 
are so pompously detailed. If to 
them we were to add the number and 
variety of discoveries and improve¬ 
ments, the new institutions of charity 
schools, of modesof public education, 
of systems of relief for age, and po¬ 
verty, and accident, and disease, | sQl 
of which come into the report of the 
French horned minister,) now much 
superior would this nation appear, in 
all that displays a nation’s worth and 
greatness! All this may consist with 
the state of a falling country ; but 
it goes hard with one’s convietijuif 
in spite of acknowledged imjperfec-^ 
tions, to discover in .auch things as* 
these the mere humotiia of a corigiipt 
habit, or the remna^t only of those 
splen^d energies that sometimes ac¬ 
company tlie decadency of a great 
state. 

4th.—-A ccidest at the West 
India Docks.— The Coffre-dam at 


the Limehouse entrance of the West 
India docks, erected for the purpose 
of keeping out the water, while the 
building of the wing-wall of the lock 
was going on, gave way on Wednes¬ 
day. At nearly high water in the 
afternoon, the workmen emplqj'ed in 
excavating the earth for the founda¬ 
tion, having observed the water to 
burst underneath the piles, wcreordcr- 
ed to remove immediately from the 
dam. The confidence, however, re¬ 
posed in its security, fro^fe the im¬ 
mense strength of the braces, &c. 
was still such, that hopey were en¬ 
tertained that it would not entirely 
give way. But in a few minutes, 
the piles (which were upwards of 
thirty-feet long) w'ere forced perpen¬ 
dicularly into the air j the water of 
course fllled the dam, and the effects 
were immediately felt in the basoii, 
though not to the extent that might 
have been expected. Fortunately no 
lives were lost. 

The situation of the d®™ was so 
much exposed, that not less than from 
thirty to forty vessels passed every 
tide. Many of these, in passing, 
(notwithstanding every exertion on 
the part of the dock master.) came 
with a severe crash against the dam, 
and*from this circumstance, and the 
pressure of about fifteen hundred 
thousand tons of water, the blowing 
up of the whole was not to be won- 
de.<d At. 

IllPRISONAfQjSrT IN A MaD-HoUSE, 
—William Elliot, his wife, and two 
other‘persons who did not appear, 
were indicted for conspiring together 
to imprison Mary Dantry, in a pri¬ 
vate mad'housC, under pretence of 
her being insane. From the evidence 
of the prosecutrix, a woman about 
fifty years of age, it appeared, that 
in 1806 her husband died, leaving 
considerable property, and an only 
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Bos^ about I4f years of a^e, and ap- 
pomtiog ber, by hi# will, sole cxvcu. 
trist. The two defendants who ap¬ 
peared, Elliot and his wife, who were 
tbfcprost'cutiix’s nephew and niece, 
Boon after her hnsbund’s death, per- 
auade^ lior to remove to their house, 
to live there, promising to d» every 
tldng in their power to render her 
comfortable. She wds induced to 
do 60 ; but after she had removed to 
their house, their behaviour immedi¬ 
ately became the direct contrary of 
what they had professed. They 
treated her with great cruelty, and 
were continually insulting her; and 
on one occasion the defendant Elliot 
held her hands, whilst his wife struck 
her several violent blows in the face. 
JMot content with treating her<in this 
snanner, they encouraged her son to 
use her ill on every occasion. When 
yhehadbeen in their house near twelve 
months, she was sitting one evening, 
in ihemonthof November, about six 
o’clock, at apartment, 

when Elliot, the defendant, came in, 
followed by two women, strangers to 
her, who she afterwards discovered 
were servants belonging to Mr Bo¬ 
roughs’ private maa-house at Hox- 
ton s one of the,women produced a 
atrait, waistcoat^. and was proceed¬ 
ing to put it upon the prosecutrbe, 
bi^ sh^ resisted} upon which theotjh^ 
woman, named Luxton, seiaed.Her 
by her hair, and polled her dowiwon 
when, with asaistamijfS 
Eliabhl|l^<j| ^the. bthei; woman,, diey 
ih putmg the wa&stcoat 
ipoa her feth^ then to^.Jher. up, 
.women by her ayrns n^ rElHot

soon afterwards, she discovered sher*- 
was at the gate of Boroughs* mad¬ 
house at Hoxton, and she told them 
so, on which they confessed she was 
right. On her way from her own 
house to the mad-house, she had fre-»- 
qucntly attempted to speak and tell , 
Elliot she knew w'hat property she 
had left behind, but was continually 
prevented by his putting a handker¬ 
chief before her mouth. On their 
arrival at the mad-house, she was ta- , 
ken into a parlour, where Mrs Bo¬ 
roughs, the mistress of the house, 
came soon afterwards. Luxton came 
and took from her her keys, money, 
and whatever else she liad in her 
pocket. She watf then taken up 
stairs to her bed, which was extreme¬ 
ly narrow and uncomfortable. She 
b^ged io have the waistcoat taken 
on7 but was told she must wear it du¬ 
ring the night, such being the cus¬ 
tom of the house; and accordingly, 
after she was undressed, the waist¬ 
coat was again buckled on, and kept 
on during the night* It was, how’’. 
ever, taken off next piorning, and not 
put on any more during the time she 
was in the house. She told Mrs Bo¬ 
roughs frequently whilst in the house, , 
and represented to her how ill she 
had been treated, and begged to -be 
liberated, but was conftantly refused. 
She was kept there fifteen weeks, 
when she by chance made her situa¬ 
tion known to a friend, who, by her 
exertions, obtained her liberation. 
When she was taken to the'mad- 
^ house by ElHot, she left upwards of 
20L in cash in. her .apartment, and se- 
vergil other things, none of which 
were to be fodiid on her return there. 

Mrs Bailey, the friexu^ who dis¬ 
covered that the prosecutrix was con¬ 
fined in Boroughs’ house, stated, that 
riie passed by the house accidentally, 
when she heard befself called by some 
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one whom she could not sCe, but on 
looking up perceived a hand waving 
out of one of the upper windows. She 
inquired who it was, when the prose¬ 
cutrix told her; and on the witness 
inquiring how she came there, she 
said her wicked nephew and niece 
had placed her there. ,The witness 
went to see the prosecutrix next day, 
and obtained an interview with her, 
when it was agreed she should inform 
■oine of her friends of her situation. 
She did 80 , and by that means the 
prosecutrix obtained her liberty. 

Several witnesses were called, who 
stated that they had known the pro¬ 
secutrix for years, and that she had 
never to their knowledge been other¬ 
wise than in her perfect senses. 

The defence aUemptec| to be set 
up was, that the prosecutrix had been 
deranged, and tnat it was necessary 
to confine her, to prevent her doing 
herself an injury. Several witnesses 
were called to prove this fact, but 
their testimony was extremely vague 
and contradictory. 

It appeared, however,that although 
Mrs Elliot had been guilty of cruel¬ 
ty and ingratitude towards the prose¬ 
cutrix, yet that she had not taken an 
active part in conveying her to the 
mad-house, or acconipanied her in 
the coach wrfien she wentthere. The 
j^ury therefore acquitted her, but 
found her husband guilty. Judgment 
was deferred till tne last day“of the 
sessions. 

Sampfoud Ghost.— —The Rliiy. 
Mr Colton, of Tiverton, who'^fit^ 
proclaimed himself the champion'of 
the Sampford gKosty has jxist replied 
to the editor of theTatinton Coi^rfer, 
In an appendix to his former narrative, 
and states as his creed concerning 
this mystery, ** that he belieyes in 
nothing but the difficulty of detect¬ 
ing it*’’ So far from tninktng that 


the editor of the Taunton 
ha8 solved the mystery, he contro¬ 
verts almost every one of the alleged 
facts whiclv form the basis of i^at 
statement. He asserts, tliat MrChave 
farms 1001- a year, and is a man of 
most respectable familyand character, 
who Steeps a large shop on the pre¬ 
mises in que^^ion; that extraordinary 
sights had been seen there before Mr 
Chaveoccupied the house; that Sally, 
instead of being about 18, was only 
16 years of age, and did not appear 
to be more than 13; and that Taylor, 
instead of 25, was' only 20. As a 
proof that the extraordinary itoises, 
&c. have not ceased, Mr Sully, an 
excise officer in that neighbourhood, 
has recently made an affidavit, that 
on Friday, Sept. 14, he went, about 
ten at night, into a chamber, descri¬ 
bed as having a large modern window 
in it; “ that he desired Mr Chave 
and Mr Taylor to walk up with him, 
and to place themselves at the win¬ 
dow, and on no account to move from 
it; that Mr Sully then h^ld the door 
in his hand that leads from the larger 
into the lesser room, in which lesser 
room a single woman only slept; that 
Sally wa^ confined with Mrs Chave 
during the whole of that time in an¬ 
other apartmenti at Mr Sully’s re¬ 
quest. While Sully held this door 
nfdf Open in his hand, which door 
is about three feet from the foot 
of' the bed in which this single wo¬ 
man slept, h* clearly and distinctly 
hear4 something coming up the Btairs, 
he heard it pminly cross the anti- 
chambe*'» imd come up«n the bed in 
which this wpman was. It immedi¬ 
ately beat her violently, principal!j', 
as Mr Sully could perceive by the 
sounds, over the hips and Icg«. In 
the midst of these blows, while they 
were in the greatest height, be instan¬ 
taneously drew the door fully open.

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The moon tihone very bright directly 
into the apartment; had any thing 
material attempted to escape, he at* 
firms he must have sven or heard it, 
as the window'’ is very large (occupy¬ 
ing two-thirds of the breadth of the 
whole-room.) He is quite positive 
that he heard and saw nothing escape, 
and that Mr Taylor a%d Mr Chave 
kept their position at the window.” 

The following affidavit closes this 
extraordinary story : 

« Thnrcl.iy, Sept. 27tb, 1810, John 
Chave, William 'I'aylor, Janies Dodge, 
and Sally Ca^ic, voluntarily make oath 
this du} ns {ollows :--Thiit tliey are en¬ 
tirely igii'irant ot the cause of all those 
extraonlinarv circumstances that have 
and aie occuiring at the house of Mr 
Chave, in the parish of Sampford. Also, 
that they have never made in or o'u any 
part of the prcmihcs any sounds or noises, 
by day o'* niglit, !>y blows or knockings, 
either with or without an instrument, in 
order to induce any one human being 
wliatever to believe, or even to think, 
that there any thing unaccoimtable 
Of supernatural in the house. Also, that 
they have never requested any one other 
person 80 to do, and that they firmly be¬ 
lieve no such attempts have been mode 
by others. Also, that if such attempts 
have been made, it was without their 
knowledge or consent. Also, that they 
liave repeatedly heard in mid-day most 
violent end loud noises in their house, 
when niunerous persons have becn.^fiis- 
senibl^l, some in the upper, and some 
in the lower apartndents, at the s^e 
timei and all of them anxious and e^Tcr 
to discover the cause. '^Also, that the 
marks «« the ceiling have been made 
by persons trying, but in vain, fo imi. 
tajiB the same sounds. Also, that to 
thflk best of tlieir knowledge and belief 
there are no subterranefius passages in 
or about that house.

24^A.-r-Thc recentoruptionwill 
make the year 1810 aa epoch in the 


annals of Vesuvius, on account of the 
manner in which it began, and the 
disasters it has produced. 

It is considered as a very extraor- 
dihary circumstance, that this eruption 
was not preceded by the usual indi« * 
cations; every convulsion of Vesu¬ 
vius being previously anounced by 
the drying up of the wells ot Naples. 
This phenomenon did not take place 
on this occasion, and, to the great 
surprise of the inhabitants, Vesuvius 
began to emit flames on the night ot 
the lOth of September. 

On the morning of the 11th, the 
flames became more intense, and the 
lava began to •'flow from tlie cast and 
south-east sides of thV mountain. T*'*- 
wards evening the conflagration in¬ 
creased, a£id about twilight two pjrand 
streams of fire were seen to flow down 
the ridge of the volcano j night produ¬ 
ced no change in this state of things. 

On the morning of the 12th, a hol¬ 
low sound was heard, and has always 
been increasing ; the fire and smoke 
have equally augmented in intensi¬ 
ty ; and towards evening the horizon 
was obscured. Tlie breeze, usual in 
these parts, having blown from the 
soulh-east, dissipated the accumula¬ 
ted clouds.^ "1. he mountain continu- 
ed to vomit lava and a dense smoke, 
which even at a distance was strong¬ 
ly sulphureous; the hollow noise in 
the sides of the mountain continued 
to increase. 

Curious to witness as near as pos¬ 
sible one of the most astonishing 
^phenomena of nature, and forgetting 
the misfortune of Pliny, I (says the 
writer of this article) set out from 
Naples, and at eight in the evening 
I reached Portici, From thence to 
the summit of the mountain the road 
is long and difficult. About half 
way ther^ is a hermitage, which has 
long served for refuge and shelter to 
the traveller; a good hermit has there 


I 




furnish, for a moderate sum, refresh¬ 
ments, which to tlie fatigued traveller 
are worth their weight in gold. The 
environs of this hermitage produce 
^he famous wine called Lachrynia 
[' Chi-isti. From the hermitage to the 
foot of thucave, there is a long quarter 
of a league of road, tolerably good ; 
but in order to reach from thence to 
. the crater, it is necessary to climb a 
mountain of cinders, where at every 
step yon sink up to the mid-leg. It 
took my companions, myself, and our 
guides, two hours to make this as-' 
cent; and it was already midnight 
wlien we reached the crater. 

The fire of th^vojpano served ns 
for a torch ; the noise had totally 
ceased for two hours; the fl^mc liad 
also considerably decreased; these cir¬ 
cumstances augmented our curiosi¬ 
ty, and supplied us with the necessary 
confidence in traversing such danger¬ 
ous ground. We approached as near 
as the heat would permit, and we 
set fire to the sticks of our guides in 
the lava, which slowly rim through 
the hollows of the crater. The sur- 
.face of this inflamed matter nearly 
resembles metal in a state of fusion ; 
but as it flows it carries a kind of 
scum, which hardens as it cools, and 
then forms masses of scoria, which 
dash against each other, and roll all 
on fire, with noise, to the foot of the 


tatefl a moment in embracing a re¬ 
treat, and in five minutes we cleared 
in our descent a space of ground 
which we had taken two hours to 
climb. 

We had not reached the hermi¬ 
tage, before a noise more frightful 
than ever was heard ; and the volca¬ 
no, in all its fury, began to launch a 
mass equal to some thousand cart¬ 
loads of stones, and fragments of burn¬ 
ing rocks, witli a projectile force 
which it would be difficult to calcu¬ 
late. As the projection wa5 vertical, 
almost the whole of this burning 
mass fell back again into the month 
of the volcano, which vomited it forth 
anew to receive it again, with the ex¬ 
ception of some fragments which flew 
off, to fall at a distance, and alarm 
the inquisitive spectator, who avoid¬ 
ed them, as, on public f&tes, we 
avoid the handle of the rockets in 
our fire-works. 

The 13th commenced viith nearly 
the same appearances as thBse of the 
preceding day. The volcano was 
tranquil, and the lava ran slowly in 
the channels which it had formed du¬ 
ring the niglit; but at four in the 
afternoon, a frightful and continued 
noised accompanied with frequent ex¬ 
plosions, announced a new eruption ; 
the shocks of the volcano were so 
violent, that at Fort de L*CEuf,

On the 12th, at mid-day, a 
holluw-K'mbling sound was heard, 
the cloifds gathered, and the wind 
was hushed into silence; the rocking 
returned, and in a few minutes after 
the village of Cozas, situated on a 
plain, comprising 22 houses,was swal¬ 
lowed up, and in the spot where it had 
stood a lake of boiling water pushed 
forth. Many of the unfortunate in¬ 
habitants, who had previously retired 
to the elevated ground, beheld the 
sight with a degree of horror end 
amaz^eut wliich eaebained all their 
faculties I' their whole property swept

City Gaols. —^Mr BeB, of^ Wal- 
brook Ward, moved to take into con¬ 
sideration the report, which had been 
printed, respecting the state of the 
several prisons in this cityi agreeably 
to the notice given in the summoua. 
He entered fully into this mtererting 
Subject, with a degree of perspieuity 
and /eeling which seemed to' make 
a deep impression upon the conrt; 
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^ «xplainin|^ distinctly the 'grounds of 
each motion as he proceeded in his 
argument, and referring to the report 
'which had been adopted by the court 
for the truth and justice of his reason* 
ing. After which he brought for¬ 
ward the following resolutions, which 
were discussed separately, and adopt¬ 
ed ;— 

Ist. Resolved, That tfaeprhon of New¬ 
gate is inadequate to the Bccoinmudation 
required for the average number of [U’i- 
soners usually confined therein, jairticu- 
larly far female priboners. 

i2d. Resolved, That it is expedient, 
and would be iiighlybcneficiahto separate 
pri<5oners conimittod foe trial irotn con¬ 
victed felons. • ^ 

Sd. Resolved, That it is expedient, 
and would be highly beneficial, to remove 
prisoners for debt from NowgHte to sonic 
other place of confinement, there being 
nearly 200 debtors confined in ti spice 
calculated to receive only 110; whose 
removal would affbi d greater accommo¬ 
dation to criminal prisoners. 

4th Resolved, That the lei^th of time 
which prisoners arc detainetl in Newgate, 
(in some instances 12 months) after be¬ 
ing sentenced to transportation, is one 
of the ^reat causes of the crowded state 
of the jail. 

6th. Resolved, That the evil q^ects 
arising from the crowdod« state of tlic 
jails would be greatly obviated by erecting 
a house of correction, for the reception 
of the minor classes of ofivnders; a mea¬ 
sure which has been found liighly bene¬ 
ficial to ^e administration of criminal 
justice in various parts of the krugdora, 
and tortile moral reform of tlic ofieaders. 

^th. Resolved, That the confinement 
of lunaMcS in Newgate, and atiovijiig 
them to mix with other prisoners, is re* 
pugnant to every |i^itudple of humetuty, 
and oQ^t to be discontinued. 

7th. Resolved, Tha[t irons oug^t in aR 
oases of (Kmnnitment to bexif the light¬ 
est kind, consistent with safe custedy, 
and thu the keepers should in no instance 
^ 4oul^ iron that description of persons, 
'«xcc|it in eases of outwge, or % order

One of the flags taken on board the 
St Joseph, in the memorable battle of 
St Vincent, by his heroic valour after 
boarding, was displayed from the 
flig-staff, under the British flag, with 
a disdharge of guns at the dedication, 
when «* To the memory of the glo¬ 
rious hero,*' was drunk, with many 
other appropriate naval toasts. 

The above tower is, with the great- 
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est propriety, this day dedicated to 
the memory of the heroic Nelson, by 
Mr Cuninghame of Auchenharvie ; 
from its local situation, upon a high, 
summit neanthe harbour of SMteoats 
overlooking an extensive range of sea- 
coast, the mth of Clyde, the bay of 
Ayr, and the noble harbour of Troon, 
erecting by his Grace the Duke of 
Portland^ and so hir completed as to 
•have already admitted a snip of about 
300 tons, discharging a cargo of tim¬ 
ber from America, 'within the pier¬ 
head, andalongside the harbourbreast, 
in about three fathoms of water at 
low ebb, completely sheltered from 
all winds, in smooth water, with 
clean holding ancKomge, and an ex¬ 
cellent and safe entrance.

WuRTZBUKO, 11.—The/ol- 
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lowing are the details of the unfor¬ 
tunate catEBtrophe which happened 
in the city of EiBtiaCh ;—- 

Ahuiit half-past eight o’clock, on 
the evening of itie 1st'of September, 
M French waggon, drawn by horses, 
Sind loaded with l-f cases of powder, 
c^rtriclges, and grenades, arrived at 
the gates of this city, and entered it: 
ia spite of the d'fficulties which arose, 
the waggons continued their route, 
although it was remarked that one of 
them^anuiked ; it hardly anived at 
the marktl place, oppodte one of the 
inpA, when it caught fire, with so 
gr^t an explosion, that it was heard 
at Erfurt, 12 leagues distant. In 
a mhmeiit the neighbouring houses 
were on fire ; every person who was 
near them was shattered to pieces. 
The limbs of seven cannoniers, who 
escorted the waggon, and of the 
horses, were scattered in the streets. 
Two young married people, who 
were sititing in front or their house, 
were cruthv d to pieces by an enor¬ 
mous fri*e»stone, which the explosion 
hurled Upon thi>m. M. Counsellor 
Dorr has been burnt, and seven per¬ 
sons have been found dead in his 
house. / Capt. Schenk occupied the 
second ifloor of this house ; he was at 
the tiini? in his room, with his ^ife, 
children, and a very interesting per¬ 
son, di^ughter of liichell, minister of 
finance ; when the captain perceived 
thecorjflagration, he precipitated Him¬ 
self iqto the street, afld was saved ; 
his family and Miss Sophia Eicheil 
fell a irictim to the flames. In aflotk , 
hous& Sellett, an,advocate, married 
abijuti three weeks, was sitting at the 
side qf bis yoimg wife, on a couch 
near the windows which looked into 
the slreet; the explosion struck the 
wail Jiiid the top of the house, and, 
by J miraculous phenomenon, the 

couQii fell from the second floor into 


the street, and the married .^tmple 
were quite free fropi danger, h^l all 
the others perished in the 
The conflagration lasted until the af¬ 
ternoon *'or the next day, although 
there were more than an hundred 
pbmps at work, and a prodigious 
number of persons assembled from 
all points to render assistance*'There 
are about forty houses burnt* Tht 
windows in all the houses of the city • 
have been broken ; and there are very 
few bouses where the hangings of thn* 
rooms have not been damaged* The., 
number of persons killed are already 
known to amount to more than fifty. 
It is presumed there are more than 
eighty persons iwortally wounded, or 
very much maimed. Some people 
have alsy been killed in endeavouring 
to extinguish the flames. The man 
who had the care of the castle called 
Wartburgh,having drawn away abo^t 
forty balls filled with combustibles, 
one of them, being too hot, burst and 
killed him. At a short distance front' 
the waggon which caused so much 
distress, there was a second following 
it, equally loaded with powder ; but 
just before the explosion it fell back, 
A little further there were six others 
of fhe same j'-ukI ; if they bad imme¬ 
diately folii>wed, as is customary, all 
the city would have been in one heap 
of ruins. Ji is impossible to paint ' 
the consternation amongst the inha¬ 
bitants. The number of Families who 
have lost their houses and their for- ;;

nourishment but one pint of beer ex¬ 
cept water, of which it is stated he 
drank plentifully during twelve days 
of the time he was in prison.

On Saturday, Mr Boncey, farmer 
of Saint Sebastians, observed a gol¬ 
den eagle, which, coming from the 
north, alighted in a field belonging to 
Mrs Bason, of Nash, near Margate ; 
but 'slMst he went home for his gun, 
to arrest its further progress, the 
royal bird had plumed his lofty pi¬ 
nions, and soared nmjestically away 
amidst a tremendous storm of wind 
to the southward, which vainly en¬ 
deavoured to impede it in its*8tately 
course. The migration of the eagle 
is thought by the natives of Thanet 
to br ominous, and to portend some 
extraordinary convulsion in therociai 
v'orld; and a battle between the 
hostile armies is confidently expected 
by our ancient seers, to hkve taken 
place iftPortugal on the day of this 
‘ bird's appearance^on the shores of 
Thanet. 

Extraordinary Accident.--—. 
Died, at Kilearn, StiriKngshire, on 
the 20th instant, George M‘Adam, 
weaver. His death was occasioned 
by the insufficiency of the dock of an 
old gun. Upon the 19th of Septem¬ 


ber last, hi; went to shoot at a covey 
of partridges, which he had seen alight. 
He fired at them, but tho shot, in¬ 
stead of going forwards, expelled 
backwards the dock of the piece, 
which had a long prong, through his 
forehead into his bvain, a little above 
the nasal process, in the Une of the 
frontal suture, where it remained im¬ 
moveable. He himself tugged it, 
from side to sidej till he got it ex- 
ti-acied, and then ran home, a distance 
of nearly a quarter of a mile. He 
sent for a person to dress it, who per¬ 
ceiving some brain upon the dock, 
and the pulsation of the brain through 
the aperture, thought it prudent to 
send for asurgeon todress the wound. 
Thougli the wound was so bad, yet 
the patient never fainted, but conti¬ 
nued sensible till within two days of 
his death, and used, contrary to all 
advice, to rise and sit up, without 
any assistance. His pulse was, during 
his illness, generally low, being sel¬ 
dom higher than 65 pulsations in the 
minute. On the 29th of September, 
two small splinters of the outer table 
of the skull came away witli the 
dressing. On the 1st of October, 
rile surgeon tMik out a fractured piece 
of the ofitci table of the frontal bone, 
about th> size of a: sixpence. The 
brain began to obtrude itself on the 
2d, and, on the 14th, a portion of it, 
about an inch in diameter, and two in¬ 
ches long, came away with the dress¬ 
ing, to the innermost part of which 
a piece of the inner table of the fron¬ 
tal bone was attached, about the "size 
of that formerly taken out. On Tues¬ 
day, the 16th, thepatient became very 
restless, and much pabed, his puhe 
72, and a considerable quantity of 
the brain continued to force itself 
outwards, mingled with blood. He 
became totaUyinsenribleon Thursday 
morning, |he' 26th, and was seized 
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. witha^uivcnng tlirouglioiit^iswhole 
framei biit more paruc|ilarly about 
his lips and left eye*lid^» which con¬ 
tinued till his death. His pulse had 
risen to 120. He died ih very in¬ 
digent circumstances, aged S5 years, 
having nothing to support hhn in his 
distress, but what he retcived from 
the hunianc.aroa»d his cabin, and he 
has left a widowand three small chil¬ 
dren to bewail his'loss. 

Shipwrecks, ako MAin>rERS ba- 
ved.-^A more orcadful storm has 
not visited the coast of IjJprfolk for 
a length of time, than the ^e which 
continued blowing from early on Fri¬ 
day morniug last* atjd the following 
day, nor one that has exhibited more 
melancholy proofs of its devastation 
on lives and property. Early in the 
morning of the former day, a small 
vessel was discovered to be on shore 
near Trimmingham ; Lieut. Infield, 
commanding tlie signal station, in¬ 
stantly dispatched a messenger to 
Cromar, for Captain Manbyfs appa¬ 
ratus, which is placed there. By the 
very prompt zeal of Mr Sandford, 
(one of the managers of the Cromar 
life-boat) the mortar and all the ne¬ 
cessary stores were sent, by wliibh 
the crew, four in number, trere saved 
just before the vessel went into a 
thousand atoms. One of them had 
suffered so much from bis perishing 
situation, and falling with the main¬ 
mast, that the means recommended 
by the Royal Humane Society Were 
obliged to be bad recourse to, to re¬ 
store suspended animation ; but it af¬ 
fords happiness to say the man lives 
to bless Lieut. In£kud*s humanity. 
At the samc'.tiine a large brig was 
discovered on shore at Mundsby, 
having ten persons on board ; Mr 
Wheatley of that place,'with the 
same alacrity that has on so mafiy 
sunilar eccadoos distinguiihed him. 


and who, knowing well how to feel 
for the distresses of others, having 
been three timesshipwrecked himself 
sent off for the apparatus lodged at 
Happisburgh, as every other means 
of saving the crew appeared ,to be 
impracticable, nor could communica- 
tion be effected, and from the sea run¬ 
ning so higfi, it was impossible to get 
a boat to her without such aid ; but, 
distressing to relate, on its arrival the 
vessel had gone to pieces,^and every 
soul perished. In the course of the 
the day, a vessel was driven on the 
beach at Horsey, keel uppermost; 
and at Yarmouth and Galstone pier, 
four other vessels came on shore, from 
which all the hands were saved. Near 
the haven's mouth, on the follow¬ 
ing morning, the Elliott, bound to 
Shields, was stranded ; Capt. Manby, 
who was there, with a mortar all 
ready, no sooner was it declared that 
it was impossible to save the men 
without his invention, fired»a three 
inch ropeover the vessel, thafbrought 
them all, seven in number, in safety 
to land in a few minutes. The shot 
that was used was of a new construc¬ 
tion, and carried this heavy rope to 
‘a distance tKat excited the astonish¬ 
ment tif all present; and so firmly did 
it hold on the rigging, that it was im¬ 
possible to be disengaged until a per¬ 
son went on board, on the storm sub* 
siding, and then with much difficulty. 
The numerous proofs of success that 
has attended this simple and certain 
method of saving shipwrecked mari¬ 
ners, and the mjiny melanoholy cases 
that have occur^;pd from the want oi 
such effective means, will, we trust, 
point out the necessity of having 
them placed near each other on all 
the dangerous parts of the coast. 1 o 
the honour of the Lords of the Admi¬ 
ralty, they have stated an intention 
of providing all the signal 
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with them j but it is earnestly rt) be 
hoped that every parish on the sea 
coast will adopt the same, and that 
the inhabitants will cheerfully con¬ 
tribute to so benevolent a purpose ; 
the cpstof which, to save the lives of 
persons from stranded vesselss or for 
saving the lives and jjroperty in ves¬ 
sels at a distance from the shore, by 
enabling a boat to go from a beach 
to their assistance, will not exceed 
201 .. ^ 

30th.-— -Middlesex Sessions, 

Clerkenwell. -James Tedder, a 

young man, eighteen years old, was 
indicted for writing letters to a Mr 
Simmons, a diamond-merchant, on 
the 22d of August last, threatening 
to proHccnte him upon a charge of an 
abominable offence, for the purpose 
of extorting from him the sum of 
5001. 

Mr Simmons is an Armenian, of 
the Jewish persuasion, and a diamond- 
merchant, living in Sydney-street, 
GoswcU-street j and the prisoner is 
an apprentice to a tinman, at Isling¬ 
ton, with whom the prosecutor had 
dealt for some small articles in his 
line of business. On the day above- 
stated, the prosecutor received a tet¬ 
ter, signed in the prisoner’s name, de¬ 
manding the ,500i*, which it alleged 
he had promised him ; and threaten¬ 
ing, in failure of performance of the 
pretended promise, to prosecute him 
for the alleged crinv. The prosecu¬ 
tor* astonished at such a letter, went 
immediately to the Police* bffice, at 
Hatton-garden, stated the circum- 
.^tance, and asked ^advice how he 
should proceed. It was advised that 
he should answer the prisoner’s let¬ 
ter, and appoint an interview; which 
he accordingly did, and the prisoner in 
coftseqtience promised by another note 
to come to his house on the morning 
of the 27th, at vi'hich time Handcock, 


the police officer, attended, and was 
within hearing in an adjacent rboip, 
while the prosecutor entered into 
conversation with the prisoner, and 
elicited from him a distinct explana¬ 
tion of his object and intention ; im- 
mediately after which the prisoner 
was taken into custody, and the let¬ 
ter of Mr Simmons was found in his 
possession. His own two letters to 
Mr Simmons were also produced in 
evidence, and proved by a little boy, 
his fellow-apprentice, to be his hand¬ 
writing,,and that this witness left 
them at Mr Simmons’s house by his 
desii-e. .. 

A number gf witnesses attended 
on behalf of the prisoner, and gave 
him a most excellent character ; but 
the jury found him guilty, and he 
was sentenced by the court to seven 
years* iransportation.

Ist.— COUHTESS ANNESLEY.-Wgd- 
nesday, came on the trial *f'Sophia, 
Countess Anne^ley, on a charge of bi¬ 
gamy. The court was uncommonly 
crowded, and a iireater degree of pub¬ 
lic interest we have seldd^ witnessed. 
Her ladyship, attended by Mr Lees, 
his brother, and several other gentle¬ 
men, sat in the trax^rser’s bar. She 
was dressed in a pimn muslin gowtr; 
wore a deep black veil and turban, 
and looked exceedingly well. * 
Mr M'Nally was the only lawyer 
for the prosecution. He opened tlte 
case with great delicacy and csuidour; 
went through his brief, without ma¬ 
lting any harah observations, and con- 
iduded ^ speech which 4i4 P»och cre¬ 


dit^ to his feelings and understanding, 
by hoping that the Countess Annes- 
ley would be honourably acquitted. 

Mrs Irwin McVeigh was the first wit¬ 
ness colled. She do{K>sed to the man-l- 
age of tlm prisoner, then Miss Kelly, 
with Mr Mtchncl Connor; said the was 
preseift when a Roman Catholic clergy- 
man CdebratetVthe rtuptnds, on a Shrove 
Tuesday night, in his own bouse; thut 
she saw him make a registry of same iu 
a book; that she subsequently saw Lady 
Annesley in Dublin; that she was mar¬ 
ried to her late lord, her fr.'st husband 
being still alive. 

On a most able and ingenious cross- 
examination by Mr Goold, siie said it 
was love of justice only that induced her 
to institute this prosecution; that sJie was 
swayed by no other earthly inotixe ; that 
it was .true she attended the Court oi' 
King's Bench while Mr Jeffery’s affair 
was under discussion; that she was indu¬ 
ced thereto by motives of curiosity only; 
that she had never previously been in the 
habit of attending the court, but upon that 
occasion she went from day to day, until 
the Criminal information was*obtained 
against Mr Jeffery for a conspiracy; that 
she heard tliat Mr Jeffery accused his mo¬ 
ther of murder; thatshedid notknoxv whe¬ 
ther to believe it or not, alrluuigh she was 
present during the whole time the matter 
was before tlic court; ht might and might 
not be guilty ; tiiat it was an atrocious 
crime to be charged with—but that Mr 
Jefieij? wns an honourable man; did not 
know Mr Jefiery more than a few montlis;' 
did notknow him when she met him by an 
accident on the quays; saw him, however, 
for six days repeatedly in the courts; did 
not know him when she met him in tlie 
street, until he bad introduced himself as 
•Mr Jefiery, knew him then; acknowled- 
^ rii it she had been the iflstrument of 
Mr Jeffery on this octaision, but persists 
that it was from sheer love oRjustice she 
became the prosecutor; swore that no¬ 
thing particular occurred between herseh 
and Jefibi^; there mght% and theremt^ht 
not; mpt hint according to appomtiuent 
in HoUes-street; had some conversation 
with jUiro iqjon tlie subject of the present 
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prosmition; does not know whether 
Jeffery' is the friend or the enenri of La¬ 
dy Annesiey; he mu hi, uhd he nuf^ht 
not ; did hear that he accused her lady- 
sHt* and his own niotlier with tlie crime 
of murder, for the purpose of extracting 
money or property from the latter ; docs 
not know wliether he did bO, although 
she attended the conrt during the<inves¬ 
tigation, merely otit of curiosity; does 
»ot know that a criminal prosecution is 
pending against Mr Jeffery at the suit of 
Lady Annesley; heard it; believes it; is 
certain that Jhere is; does not knoW tltat 
Mr Jeffery aecu Bed I^tly Annesley of mur¬ 
der ; heard it: believes it; is certain of it; 
does not think, however, that Mr Jeffery 
is an enemy or a friend of her ladyship; 
heard it ; he might and he might not ; 
believes it natural; is not certain ; thinks 
it likely or not. Does not know Richard 
Annesley, calling himself Lord Anueslcy; 
heard that he has an interest in thiii 
cause; does not know ; cannot tell; be¬ 
lieves that he has; he might or he might 
not ; knows Richard Annesley n little, 
he met her one day ; came to her house; 
asked about the death of her husband; 
she declaoed herhusband, according to the 
best of her*belief, was murdered; Mr An¬ 
nesley, or Rord Annesley, thought not; he 
yreA found dead one day ; was a respecta¬ 
ble inan, could read and write; saw him 
write, knew his writing; never saw Lord 
Annesley before or after; beard of a 
Chancery suit, which would very much 
depend upon tlie issue of the preseift bu¬ 
siness ; do^ not know whether Richard 
Lord Annesley is interested in the event; 
cannot account why a great man, a repu¬ 
ted earl, a commissioner of the revenue, 
and a chairman of a certain other great 
committee, should call lipon such a low¬ 
ly woman as herself, on the sut^ect of 
ber husband’s death, who never yet told . 
a lie, nor yf&a guilty of a crime. Her 
bashed was |;n% 9 ent at^ the marria^ of 
Miss Kelly with Mr Connor; never heard 
that he iiad given an oath on account 
of this affair quite the reverse of what 
she had then sworn. On a paper being 
presented to her, she said she could not 
read writing; a book was then given in, 
when she declared she could not read 


print; could neither read print nor wri¬ 
ting; and with respect to the r^stry 
which the clergyman who married the 
prisoner made of the affair in a book, and 
which she swore to in the early part of 
her testimony, she said, that she sujiposed 
it was an m^ry of the marriage which tlie 
priest made; it might and it might not 
was not drunl( on the night of the marri¬ 
age, nor evem'ng; shemight and the might 
not ; there was punch; it was on Shrove 
Tuesday they were married; does not 
know wnetber there was panc^es; there 
might and there might not ; and as to 
brandy, there might and there might not 
be brandy in the pancakes; neither lovck 
nor hates Lady Annesley. When asked 
whether she disliked her ladyship, she 
answered, she heither bears her love or 
hatred ; bad no dislike; conceived that 
she was injured by Lady Amieslev; con¬ 
ceived it in her heart; did not feel any 
enmity to her ladyship; her susnidons 
are not yet removed, still bears ner no 
ill will, neither loves her or hates her; 
is indifferent to the event of the trial; a 
pure and abstract love of justice alone 
influenced her conduct. Iler husband 
was an honest man, road-measurer, lived 
at the gate-house of Sir Edward Newn- 
hain—she now lived at North Strand, 
independent, upon her own hot tom ; 
bears, and always did bear, a most re¬ 
spectable character; supports herself by 
lodgers; has flve rooms in her house 
and two lof’gcm}; never Was dependant 
on any ont:; was waite([. on by Mr Fur¬ 
long, Loru Annesley’s agent, concerning 
her testimony. Did not know Mr Hin- 
chy. 

This witness’s testimony was the 
most singular tissue of prevarication 
and contradiction ever exhibited in a 
court of justice. The foregoing out¬ 
line will only afford the reader an ob¬ 
scure idea of the sinspdariliies of the 
depositions, and of Ipe extreme acu¬ 
men and spirit of Mt Goold’s oross-^ 
examination. 

Marcus Annesleyi Esq. was theoi 
cabled, and that gen^kman notunnut- 
dktely appearings the judgerittb«4 
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for upwards of an hour and a half. Mr 
■Jeffery during this absence was re- 
peatedly called upon to produce Mr 
M. Annesley ; he mentioned that he 
had sent repeated mesaagcsi but that 
Mr Annesley could not be found. 
The judges having returned to court, 
Mr Justice Daly intimated that if 
there was any hope of Mr Annesley’s 
coming forth, he would adjottrn the 
(teurt for a few hours- Mr Jeffiery 
declared there was none ^ when it 
being intimated that they expected 
Mr A nnesley would prove the second 
msuriage of her ladyship, the coun¬ 
tess herself rose up and declared that 
she was married to the date Earl An> 
nesley. The judgec, however, would 
not receive the declaration, as her la¬ 
dyship was criminally indicted. Af¬ 
ter a few words from the judge, who 
animadverted on deficiency of evi¬ 
dence, the jury instantly pronounced 
a sentence of nol guilty. The ac¬ 
quittal was hailed with the most en- 
Ausiastic plaudits by the auditory ; 
the clapping and huzzaing continued 
for some time, until the judge (Os¬ 
borne) ordered a gentleman who was 
sitting with the high sheriff in his box 
into custody. 

2d.—O lU Bailey.— -William' 
Trueman and Joseph Holhrook were 
capitally indidled for robbing Mary 
Jackson, on Sunday evening, the 2Sa 
of September, about half-past six o’¬ 
clock, of a watch aud seal. 

The prosecutrix deposed^ that she was 
returning home at the above hour, through 
BardioIOinew Ho^tal, when Trueman,^ 
in company the pther prisoner, and 
several othftcs, tset her, and ouide a blow 
at her face, which she guarded off^ he 
then struck her a violent blow on the 
bosom, and snatched her watdi from her 
side. She immediately gave the edarm, 
and attempted to pursue, but was pre¬ 
vented by H61bnK)k, who held her arms; 


-she, however, rescued lierself from him, 
and never lost sight of I'rueiuan until 
he was taken. 

James Lloyd stated, tliat as he was 
passing through the hospital, at the ijnie 
mentioned, he heard the cry of stop thief, 
when he saw Trueman run; hciinniiHliiiti-- 
iypursufxl, and never imitted M'ghtof the 
pnsongr until he took him in Sinlthficld. 
lie conveyed him into the George Inu ; 
in a few minutes the prosecuiix an-ivud, 
and recognized him-to be the man wlui 
had robb^ her; a person likewise eanic 
in, and produced the watch, which the 
prisoner .was seen to throwtiway during 
the pursuit, at the corner of Ilosier-lauc. 
A constable was sent for, utui iJujd us- 
sisCetl him to convey the prisoner to the 
Poidtiy Compter. They had not proceede d 
fiutitcr than Hosier-lane, when they were 
attacked by a gang of villains, iiiiiiiuntiog 
to about thirty, with sticks anil knives; 
and the prisoner gave Lloyd a violent 
blow on the face, kicked up his heels, 
and both fell on the pavement. The 
gang immediately set upon them, but 
Lloyd kept his bold, and was draggeil 
to tbc shcep-pens, where several of the 
ruffians beat lirm with sticks, brandished 
their knives, and cried out, “ /lain-sti ing 

him, cut off his b-y arms, murder 

Iiim.” The prisoner also called out to 
the gang, to ham-string him. Finding 
Lloyd continue resolute in holding the 
prisoner, they attempted to cut off the 
prisoner’s c(®tt, which was proiluced in 
court in a most mutilated slate. After 
much difficulty, Lloyd and the constable 
succeeded in getting him back to the 
George Inn. Some of the gang had the 
audacity to follow, and treated the prisoner 
with ale. A reinforcement of constables 
was procured, and a coach got, into which 
the prisoner was forced, after lying his 
arms. * The party then set ofl‘ for the 
Poultry Compter. On coming out of 
the yard, they were again assailed by 
the gang, the ^ch-door openeil, and’se- 
vcral attempts made to get the prisoner 
out. They proceeded m this manner 
until they got into Newgatc-streot. when 
the villains cut tfie reins and tracts, and 
at length completely cut through the 
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muin-sprinM of the coach, when the body 
fell upon the carriage. Here they again 
made a mobt de^rate attempt to rescue 
the prisonfer^ but through the dotermined 
catttage of Lloyd were prevented. The 
officers quitted tlie coarfi, and proceeded 
to the Compter for assistance. In a few 
niiiiutci^ Taunton arrived witfi a brace of 
loaded pistiils, and declared he *tvould 
sl)Oot the first man that pflercd to pre¬ 
vent tile prisoner being carried to the 
Compter j notwithstanding this they per¬ 
sisted, and threatened to murder him ; 
tliey hmiidrshed their knives, and cried 
out, “•Cut Irini down.” One of the offi- 
eeris was cut in his hand, and his ann 
nearly broken as be was fighting out at 
the coaeli-wiiulow. Several coachmen 
were applied to while they remained in 
this situation, hut all refused to take 
them ; at length Taunton procured one, 
and the prisoner was put into it,, after 
Taunton had threatened to Shoot him, if 
he made the least resistance; they then 
succeeded in conveying him to Giltspur- 
street Compter, as it was found impracti¬ 
cable to get him to the Poultry, in con¬ 
sequence of the determined. conduct of 
the gang, y^hich by this tunc had consi¬ 
derably increased- 

This statement was fully confirmed 
by Taunton and the other officers ; 
who also stated, that it took from 
half-past six until half-past nine to 
convey him from Smithfield to the 
Compter. ‘ 

Holbrook proved an ali6if as it 
clearly appeared he Was Seen by a 
post-boy beyond Brentwood, in Es¬ 
sex, at four o*clock the same after¬ 
noon, andthe Harwich mail coachman 
brought him to town, and set him 
down at the Spread £^le, in Oracc- 
chiirch-street, at half^ast nine at 
ni^t. 

The learned judge ahmraed up the 
evidence, and in Lis address to the 
jur^y observed, that this was one of the 
most abominable and shameful out¬ 
rages committed in the heart of the 
t ity he ever remembered. 
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The jury found Trueman giiilty ; 
and acquitted Holbrook. - * • 

The judge then advised the prisoner 
to make the best of his time, as he 
might rest assured on no mercy being 
extended to him j he is 23 years of 
age. 

During the trial, three of the above 
desperate gang were recognited in 
the gallery of the court, and were 
immediately apprehended. They un¬ 
derwent an examination at the sessions 
house before Sir W. Curtis, and were 
committed for a further hearing. 

About ten o’clock on Saturday 
night, the 3d inst., an explosion was 
heard in the quarter of St Barry’s, 
Cork, 60 loud and hnexpected as to 
produce the greatest alarm. It was 
soon discovered that three houses in 
Brandy-lane had been blown up, ap¬ 
parently by gpinpowder 5 that the ad¬ 
jacent houses were inflames; andfrom 
the sad testimony of facts, it was clear 
that many unfortunate creatures had 
been the victims of instantaneous de¬ 
struction. The two houses immedi¬ 
ately ai^oining the conflagration were 
almost instantly pulled down, and the 
rest were saved from destruction. 

The causes of this dreadful cir- 
cunfatance jrc pot perfectly known ; 
but so far could be collected irom 
the melauciioly survivors, it appeared 
that a person of the name of EUard, 
who lived in one of the ruined houses, 
had been employed in the powder- 
works at BallWolUg. 11 is suspect* 
ed this man contrived to evade dc- 
tectkni in bringing out, from time to 
*time, quantitiea of gunpowder, for' 
which he in general found iustomera 
among the quarry-men employed in 
the neighbouringquarries about Cork. 
It is supposed that his wifis and others 
of his family were employed in dry¬ 
ing this powder, and had» while so en¬ 
gaged, brought a candle too close to . 
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itt which caused the terrible explosion 
that took place, and as a gfreat many 
poor families lodged in that and the 
neighbouring houses, occasioned the 
loss of so many lives, . 

Of those who are known to have 
perished, the names are as follow: 
Mary Mahony, a widow John Cor- 
kerao, a child ; Thomas Ellard, the 
supposed cause of the calamity, had 
one of his thighs tom oif in a dreadful 
manner, and died as he reached the 
South Infirmary j Mary, his wife ; 
Florence Sullivan, a mason,Catherine, 
his wife, and Edward, his son, aged 
20 ; Mary Egan, sen.,and Mary E^n, 
iin. ; Daniel Daly, a c6oper, Mary, 
lis wife; Mary Conher, a child; John 
Twomey, a labourer, Ellin or, his wife, 
Honora, his child ; Denis Twomey, 
his brother; Ellinor Daly, a servant; 
and John M‘Carty, a labourer. There 
are three others in tlic infirmary, of 
whose recovery scarcely any hopes are 
entertained. 

The bodies of those unfortunate 
people exhibited a dreadful sight. 
The five which were in the house 
with Twomey, the labourer, were 
mangled and mutilated in a woeful 
manner, their limbs being strewed 
about the place j and sevval of tne 
women who su^ered, still to add to 
the misfortune, were with child. There 
was nothing wanting to ei.hance the 
misery of this most shocking event, 
which, as far as it.extended, was cora- 

f )lete in destruction, eighteen persons 
laving been literally lumost torn to 
piecps,and the remaiiiing three hourly 
expected to be releaai^d from torture. 
Three houaeS weire blown to ruiaa, 
and several others extremely injured. 

Sd.—D ea^m of the Paihoiess 
Amelia.^ —^The melancholy event so 
long has at len^K taken 

place.. Her Royal Highness’s suffer- 
mgs terminated about one o’clock in 


the litemoon of yesterday. The in¬ 
telligence did not transpire at Wind¬ 
sor until three o’clock, when a mes¬ 
senger was sent off to I.ondon with 
letters to the Princess of Wales, tlic 
Duchess of Brunswick, and others, 
communicating this afflicting occur¬ 
rence, "Her Royal Highness had com¬ 
pleted her 27th year on the 7th of 
August. Throughout a long and se¬ 
vere illness she manifested a patience 
and resignation, of which suffering 
mortality-has furnished few’examplcs. 

Her Royal Highness from early 
youth was of a very tender and deli¬ 
cate constitution, being frequently 
attacked with severe indispositions. 
In her person she was tall and slender, 
and her airgraceful and prepossessing. 
Illness 7iad impressed its mark on her 
countenance, and scattered lilies over 
her cheeks. In her manners she was 
80 mild, elegant, and affable, as to win 
every heart. The frequency of her 
indispositions prevented her from 
studying as deeply as her eldijt' sisters, 
yet she cultivated the fine arts with 
great success. In music and painting 
she was a proficient. She met with, 
few rivals on the piano-forte, and dis¬ 
played a classical taste both in her se¬ 
lection and execution of pictures. A 
model of filial piety, her love for her 
father was revealed in all her actions, 
and was so tenderly expressed, a few 
days before her death, as to occasion 
that shock to Ids feelings which has 
produced the uflfortunate illness un¬ 
der which his Majesty still continues 
.to labour. Dignified, though conde¬ 
scending ; benevolent, wittiout osten¬ 
tation ; lively, though a prey to siclf- 
ness, which usually quenches the spirits 
as well as the health of youth, she wax 
beloved by all those who lived with¬ 
in the sphere of her virtues. Some 
symptoms of the illness which termi¬ 
nated her existence having revealed 
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themselves early, her Ropl Highness 
tried the effects of sea bathing, and 
derived much benefit from that prac¬ 
tice. Her favourite amusement was 
riding, in which she was conspicuous 
for her elegance and skill. Exercise, 
howev/?r, and all the resources of the 
medical art, could but delay the fatal 
hour. Her disorder began to gain 
ground in an alarming manner up¬ 
wards of two years ago, and when 
the first jubilee of his Majesty was 
celebrated^ she was lying on the bed 
of sickness, with but little hopes of 
her recovery. Towards the middle 
of last summer, how'cver, she regain¬ 
ed strength enough to sit up in her 
apartment, and to take a short walk 
into the garden. About a month ago, 
her Royal Highness was attacked 
with St Antony’s fire, which brought 
on a relapse, under which she had 
afforded to her an opportunity of dis¬ 
playing the noblest Christian faith 
and fortitude, during weeks of pro¬ 
longed agony, uncheered by any ray 
of hope. * During the last few days 
her strength had been rapidly wasting 
ayvay, and she closed her eyes, we are 
informed, as in a kindly sleep, to awa¬ 
ken clad in the glory of the just. 

The Prince of Wsdes and the Duke 
of Cambridge are the* exccutofs of 
the will of her Royal Highness, which 
was opened on Sunday at Windsor. 

Mr M^Bean is the undertaker at 
Windsor, who is employed to manage 
the funeral. On Saturday he put her 
remains iptos-a cofiin ; and afterwards 
Mr Cu^r, their Majesties’ pfumber,, 
at Windsor) put' the wood coffin in- 
to»a leaden one. 

Sir Isaac Heard, principal King- 
ah’Srms, wiaited yesterday upon Lord 
^ohu Thy-one, the Vice-Chamberlain, 
at thf^cwdChamberlain’s-Office, to 
r^ljl^^Dijtructions to prepare the in¬ 


scription for the plate of the state 
coffin. The funcrid, and every thing 
relative to it, is to be arranged in the 
manner directed by his Majesty pre¬ 
vious to his indisposition, and which 
was taken down in Writing. Accord¬ 
ing to this arrangement. Lords St 
Helens, Rivers, Arden, and Boston, 
four of the Lords of hia Majesty’s 
Bed-chamber, and all the Ring’s, 
Queen’s, Royal Dukes, and Prin¬ 
cesses’s Pages, arc to attend the fu¬ 
neral. 

The tolling of the great bell of 
St Paul’s Cathedral, on Sunday after¬ 
noon, gave a most serious alarm to 
the metropolis, for the object of it 
was misapprehended. No one could 
believe that it was for the Princess 
A melia two days after the melancholy 
event. This solemnity, of Roman Ca- 
thobc institution, usually takes place 
on the moment of death, and the ob¬ 
ject of the knell was to announce that 
the soul of a Christian had just parted 
from the body, in order that all who 
beard the holy sound, might kneel and 
pray for its admission to Paradise. 

The state coffin employs several 
branches of trade.—Mr France, of 
Pall-Mall, covers and completes the 
oniaments,.—Mr Russel, the king’a 
caipenter, made the coffin, which it 
of mahogaiw. It was completed last 
night at Mr France’s, and covered. 
with the best Genoa velvet. The or¬ 
naments, which are cast brass, dou¬ 
ble plated with silver, were design¬ 
ed, cast, and plated^ and completely- 
executed by mr Holmes, of Castle- 
court, Strand. The engraving is by 
MrFry,of Round-court,iiithe Strana. 
The following is a description of th# 
ornaments• 

Eight thousand nail^^ix thou¬ 
sand small, and two thousand large. 
Eight large plates and handles, re- 
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sembllng the Tuscan order. A coro- 
iiet at the top. Two palm branches, 
in a cross saltier, under the coronet, 
with P. A. (the initials of her Royal 
Highness.) They are very massy, 
and are executed in a highly finished 
style. Forty-eight plates, with a co¬ 
ronet, two palm branches in cross sal¬ 
tier, with the Princess's ’coronet at 
top. Eight bevildouble cornerplates, 
with the same ornaments inscribed, 
and one at each comer of the cover. 

A large solid silver plate has been 
engraved by Mr Gilbert, the king's 
gold and silver-smith.

The 
Eadies attendants, were in the. seat 
below the stalls on the^north side 
nearest the altar ; the Grooms of 
the Bed-chamber, Phyakdane, Rector 
and Curate of Windsor, Surgeon, 
Apothecary, and Solicitor of her late 
Royal Highness, in the seat below 
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the stalls on the south side, nearest 
the altar ; the equerries, and the 
Queen’s and Princess’s other attend¬ 
ants, in the front seats on either side; 
the pages were arranged below the 
altar. 

The part of the service before the 
interment, and the antheip, being per¬ 
formed, the -procession moved out of 
the choir in the order in which it had 
entered, and proceeded up the north 
aisle of the clmir, flanKed by ihe 
Roval Horse Guards, blue, to the 
place of burial behind the altar. 

The body being deposited in the 
vault, and the service concluded, Sir 
Isaac Heard Garter, ^after a short 
pause, pronounced near the grave, 
the style of her late Royal Highness, 
as follows 

Thus it hath pleased Almighty 
God to take out of this transitory 
life unto his Divine Mercy, the late 
Most Illustrious Princess Amelia, 
6t]i and youngest Daughter of his 
Most Excellent Majesty George the 
Third, by the Grace of God, of the 
United kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, King, Defender of the 
Faith ; whom God bless and preserve 
with long life, health, and honour, 
and all worldly happiness*” 

After whicQ, the Royal Princes, 
the Nobility and others, who had 
composed the procession, jreturned, 
having witnessed that every part of 
this mournful and afflicting ceremony 
had been conducted with great regu¬ 
larity, decorum, and solemnity. 

During the whole day, the shops, 
and houses in'Windsor and Eton were 
shut close, bn account of the fiuiiprsl 
of the Princess Amelia. 

The room in which the remains of 
her Royal Highness lay was hung 
with black, as was also St Get^ge’s 
chaj^l, where the funeral cerm<)&y 
took place. 


St Paul’s great bell was tolled at 
seven o’clock yesterday evening, as 
were also the bells of several churches 
in the metropolis. 

M-aySOOTH College—T he fol¬ 
lowing occurctice (as we have been 
informed) has taken place wjtlpn this 
fortnight at Maynooth College :

A few days after. Dr Everard order¬ 
ed all the students to assemble at a 
very early hour in the hall, where 
he repaired to meet them, aad having 
lock^ the doors upon Jthem, he went 
with his assistants to their several 
chambers, and examined their drawers 
and boxes, and found a number of the 
most seditious books and writings in 
the posscssipn of eighteen of the stu¬ 
dents, all of whom he has punished 
by expoisioD. This conduct of Dr 
Everard deserves every praise and 
commejulation ; and we rejoice that 
a gentleman of his firmness and loyal¬ 
ty has been pat at the head of the 
Mappbth-ests iblishment.— Patriot . 

The ‘Dublin Evening Post, and 
ether^rints, contradict %he statement 
as to the cau^e of tRe students’ ex¬ 
pulsion from Maynooth College ; it 
was for, reading irreligious bqoks; 
there was nothing disloyal in the af- 
iWr. - 

On the first day of this term, the 
^bler of Enniskillen appeared in the 
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Four Courts, Dublin, with fourteen 
insolvent debtors, w'hom he brought 
up from prison, for the determination 
of their respective cases. Such has 
been this worthy gaoler’s humanity 
and meritorioiiB coiuluet to all the un- 
happy prisoners vvhose misfortunes 
had throw'i) them into confinement, 
and such a feeling of grateful hones- 
ty did it incite in their bosoms, that 
the whole fourteen accompanied him 
to Dublin without any other guard 
than^theirJowm honour. They were 
seen atteiicUim him closely in theliall, 
and not one ^ong them would quit 
him for a moment in a crowded place, 
where escape could not have been 
prevented. 

A general complaint has been lately 
made by the surgeons, of a combina¬ 
tion among the resurrection men, alias 
the church-yard robbers, to increase 
the profits of their trade. It appears 
that the members of this honourable 
profession have uniformly received 
llirec guineas for every subject deli¬ 
vered to their employers j but at a re¬ 
cent meeting convened in resurrection- 
hall, they resolved, after grave deli¬ 
beration, not to take a body of any 
description from coffin, vault, or 
earth, for less than four guineas. 
This resolution was carried by a large 
majority, and several expert profes¬ 
sors have lately been at the trouble of 
taking back their goods, rather than 
defiver them for less than the market 
price, , 

Fjraud.— srA fellow, about five feet 
eight indbes in height, of sallow com- 
pkxton, an4 ^tige whiskers, has late- 
1)^succeeded in obtaining money from 
teveral unprotected women, by pre- 
tendi^ to be a sherilPs officer, and 
tidctnUf^ thein temporarily into custo- 
dy, by presenting a fictitious writ. A 
hudj residing in Di^e-street, Ox- 
fora-stict!^, wag visited by this assu¬ 


med officer on Friday evening, aodhe 
took her into custody for a debt of 
251. which she really did owe. . It 
was eleven o’clock at aight, and the 
supposed officer expressed regret at 
being obliged to take a lady from her 
home ; but although lie was disposed 
to accommodate her,, he, could not 
think of taking her word ber ap¬ 
pearance the next day,- without a , 
pledge. The fellow gave the address 
of p real officer in the neighbourhood 
of’^Chancery-lane, and left his card^; 
and he was then put in possession of 
about 51. worth of jewellery, and 
clothes of the same value ; and he has 
not since been heard of. Another 
lady, of the nami 6f Smith, in Mar- 
garet-street, was defrauded on Mon¬ 
day of 101. worth of clothing, by the 
same plan; and there were yesterday 
two other complaints of a similar na¬ 
ture preferred at the Marlborough- 
strect office. 

New Species of Forgery. —Some 
fellows w’ere apprehended at Kentisb- 
town and Highgate on Thursday, in 
conset^uence of having sold several 
forgeries of a pawnbroker’s duplicates 
for w atches, gold chains, silver spoons, 
and other valuable articles, whicli, 
wHert pre^fftted by the purchasers to 
release their bargains^ led to a disco¬ 
very that no such articles had been 
paw'ned. This fraud originated in a 
theft of some shai’pers, from the pawn¬ 
broker’s window, of a considerable 
number of blank dupl^cate^ which the 
thieves filled up at discretion, and 
which their accomplices have been 
selling about town ever since, to per- 
soys who were simpk i^ugb to pur¬ 
chase them. „ r ... 

Mr Maurice MargariSt, one of the 
delegates from the,^Dodbn Corres¬ 
ponding Society to the British Con¬ 
vention, held in Edinbuigku m tl^ 
year 1794, arrived in Sl^ffield, on 

5 
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Tuesday last. He has suffered the 
sentence of the High Court of Jus- 
ticiafy, viz. fourteen years banishment 
to New^ South Wales, for uttering 
seditious expressions, and beingghilty 
of seditious practices, and returned 
to this country only a few weeks ago. 
About the same year, Mossjs Skir- 
ving, Gerald, Palmer, and Muir, re¬ 
ceived similar sentences. Margaret 
is the only survivor, the other four 
having long since been relieved from 
their sufferings by the hand of death. 
He left Sheffield on Thursday even¬ 
ing for London. It is a fact, from 
which the moralist may learn an use¬ 
ful lesson, that ^ Mr "Margarot, his 
wife, and a favourlle cat, which they 
took along with them, are now the 
'«xonly living objects of all tlPos .’ tliat 
sailed in the vessel from this coun¬ 
try. T he cat is blind, grown grey 
in the service of his master, and is 
permitted to repose itself on a bed of 
wool. 

Extract of a letter dated Charlotte¬ 
town, Prince Edward’s Island, Sept. 
20, 1810. 

“ We have had four out of the five 
vessels from Scotland, with emigrants, 
already arrived ; and, for the sake of 
humanity, I hope the fiftlf may not j 
as, independent of the late period at 
which they must arrive, if they do 
come, the scantiness of our crops, 
arising from a long continuance of 
dry hot weather, will render it a very 
difficult matter for them to make out 
sufficient sustenance for the winter.

The poor 
ignorant wretches are deluded, by 
false and exaggerated accounts of the 
island* to quit, perhaps/comfortable 
situations at home, and cofne here, 
paying for the least child l(j4. ster¬ 
ling ; and such as have not the money 
to pay down, are induced to give

tljeir obligations (notes), payable on 
demand, which have been pul into 
the hands of an attorney the d ly af¬ 
ter they hav(' landed ; and tlms!, who 
have no friends to advance the money, 
or to go bail for them, aic cast into 
prison, ihougb they declare tWal tiicy 
vvcr<^solemnly promised they .shonUl 
not be caIlet?on until il waspcrfeaiy 
convenient for them to pay. Add 
to this, they are turned out on a 
beach, without a plac^ to shelter 
tliemselves in, except an old*wind- 
mill, which is used by government as 
a tclcgrajih, and is pervious to every 
blast! They have all this year em¬ 
barked from Oban ; and it is most 
fortunate for the person who has thus 
freighted them, that he did not airive 
with his cargo, for I believe it would 
not have been in the power of the 
civil magistrate, had he the vnclinu- 
lion, to prevent a portion of summary 
justice being executed upon him, at 
least as far as a good ducking would 


go.” 

The Queen of France’s Fune¬ 
ral. —At nine o’clock, on Monday 
morning, the service for the dead be¬ 
gan at tlie Roman Catholic Chapel, 
King-street, Portman-square. The 
Freijch ‘Princes arrived at ten, the 
Foreign Ambassadors between eleven 
and twelve. 

* The coffin was placed in the mid¬ 
dle of the chapel, covered with crim¬ 
son velvet, and highly ornamented ; 
in an escutcheon were the arms of 
Fianccand Savoy, and the crown of 
•France was placed at the head j it 
was surrounded with fivty lighted to¬ 
pers. At the h5ad of the coffin stood 
the Duke d’Avray, as having the 
charge of the crown ; and neat him 
Pere Elisee, as Surgeon to lu r Ma¬ 
jesty } at the foot, next to the altar, 
stood the Compte de la Chatre, as 
Commissary of the King of France, 


j* 
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and near liim the Compte de Nantou- 
illet, as Master of the Cerejnonies. 
On the right, on a row of raised seats, 
were the French Princes, Monsieur, 
the Duke d’Angoulemc, tlie Duke 
de Berry, the Prince de Conde, and 
the Duke de Bourbon ; and ^elow 
them their respective officers, Mr 
de Broval, as representative of the 
Duke of Orleans, sat on the left of 
the Princes. On the left of the cof¬ 
fin, aj^d opflositc the French Princes, 
was another row of seats for the 
Foreign Ambassadors. Below them 
were the great dignitaries of the an¬ 
cient French military and chivalric 
orders. 

The service w'as performed by Mr 
Dalbignac, Bishop of Angouleme; 
there were also present the Archbi¬ 
shop of Rheims, the Bishops of 
Sisteron, Digue, Nantes, Tarbes, 
Rhode?:, Aire, Usez, Blois, and 
Montpellier. 

The :;ard8 of admission for the 
Abbey vfeve simply for “ The fune¬ 
ral of the Comptesse de Lille.” From 
the chapel to the hearse, the coffin 
was borne by twelve Knights of St 
Louis, and the pall supported by four 
Dames tPhonneur. The procession 
then began in the following order ;— 

Thirteen men on horseback ; a 
mute with feathers on horseback ; a 
coach and six with the four Dames 
cf’Aonwc'wr.—Mesdames la Duchesse 
de Pienne, la Duchease de Coigny, la 
Comptesse de Narbonne, and Comp¬ 
tesse de Mesnard. 

Anotlieiwcoach and six, with per- 
••na of the hftusehol^. 

Gardes de Corm on foot, headed 
t>y one of their omcers. 

A mourner on a fully caparisoned 
horse, carrying on a cushion the 
crown of France, covered with black 
cr»e. 

The hearse, drawn by six horses, 


and adorned with a profusion of 
plumes 

In the Chapel, the same ceremo¬ 
nial was observed as at St Denis, and 
the cards of admission were for “ The 
funeral of the Queen of France.** 

Then followed the French Princes 
in mourning coaches and six, follovr- 
ed by the principal French Nobility* 

After the mourning coaches, came 
that of hia Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales, drawn by six horses, and 
conducted by his Highnc8s*8 state 
coacliman, with three footmen and 
two pages; the coaches of all the 
Royal Dukes, followed, according to 
their seniority ; afld also two coaches 
and six of the Marquis of Bucking¬ 
ham ; those of the Marquis Welles¬ 
ley, of Mr Perceval, and all the mi¬ 
nisters j those of the Foreign Am¬ 
bassadors, and of several English No¬ 
blemen and Gentlemen. 

The Dean of Westminster, at the 
head of the Chapter, received the 
body at the entrance of the church ; 
the avenues and the aisles being guard¬ 
ed and lined by the battalion of Vo¬ 
lunteers of St John and St Marga- 
ret*6, commanded by Major Jones. 
A’requiem was sung by the full choir, 
accompanied by the organ ; and after 
the ceremony, the Remains of the 
Princess were deposited in the same 
vault with those of the Duke of 
Montpensier, on the south-west side 
of King Henry VII*s Chapel. 

Coining.— —Robert Butt, Mary 
Walton, alias Butt, Thomas Walton, 
Joseph Cope, and Sarah Slater were 
indicted for high treason, under the 
statute of Edward the III., in coin¬ 
ing or counterfeiting the current coin 
of the realm, denotnuiated shiUings 
and sixpences. 

William Stafford, an accomplice, 
and the police officers, Vickery, Arm¬ 
strong, 6cc., proved the fact of coin-

ing by the whole of the prisoners, in 
which they carried on a wholesale 
trade, the plates, consisting of a com¬ 
position in which there wag a small 
proportion of silver, being furnished 
by Joseph Cope to Robert Butt, by 
the latter of whom the blanks, of the 
sizes of sliiUings and sixpences, or, as 
they were scientifically denominated, 
bobs and tanners-, were cut out, by 
means of a cutting engine j in this 
state they were delivered to Cope, by 
whom and by Sarah Slater the blanks 
were rounded in the edges with a file, 
and were coloured and finished off till 
they were in a state fit for circula¬ 
tion, In the hous^ of Butt was found 
a cut^ng engine mounted, and a cut¬ 
ter in it of the size of a sixpence; un¬ 
der the engine was found a blank of a 
sixpence corresponding with the cut¬ 
ter in the engine, and a quantity of 
Bcissile, or remains of the plates out 
of which blanks, both of shillings and 
sixpences, had been cut. Here, how¬ 
ever, no shillings or sixpences were 
found in a finished state. In Cope’s 
apartments there were found a great 
quantity of counterfeit shillings and 
sixpences, some in a finished state, 
and some not; there were also found 
clothes, which, though th^ had been 
washed, retained the appearance, of 
having been covered with aquafortis, 
a composition used by counterfeiters 
of money; the hands of Cope and 
Sarah Slater, when apprehended, also 
appeared discoloured, as if wdth aqua¬ 
fortis } there were the appearance of 
filings of metal about the room, and 
the remains of cream of tartar, which 
is also used in disguising base fiio- 
ney. 

Lord EUenbdrough doubted, how¬ 
ever clear it might be that these per¬ 
sons carried on a most nefarious trade, 
whethw the charge could be support¬ 
ed, as laid under the present indict¬ 


ment. By the statute of the 8th and 
9th of William the Third, itwasren- 
dered apparent that the act of Edward 
the Third applied only to total and 
complete participation in the whole 
process of coining. It did not ap« 
pear^in proof, however, that'thc shil¬ 
lings and sixuences found in a finish¬ 
ed state in Cope’s house must have 
formed part of the blanks cut by the 
engine found in the apartment of 
Butt, or that Cope had^a participa¬ 
tion in this oi'iginal operation. 

The jury accordingly found the 
prisoners —Not Guilty. 

Robert Butt was tlien indicted un¬ 
der the act of the 8th and 9th of 
William the Third, for having in his 
possession a machine, or engine, cal¬ 
culated to cut flatted bars of silver or 
gold to the similitude of the current 
coin of the realm, he not being in the 
employment of the Lords of the 
Treasury, or of the Mint, without 
lawful authority or excuse.* 

On this charge the evidence was 
again adduced, and the fact being 
clearly proved, the prisoner was found 
Guilty — Death. 

Joseph Cope and Sarah Slater were 
indicted under the same statute, for 
colouring certain pieces of counter¬ 
feit metd to the similitude of shil¬ 
lings and sixpences. 

The proof was confined to one six¬ 
pence ; but it not being satisfactorily 
made out that this piece had been co¬ 
loured at the moment, or if it had 
been sd coloured by both the prisoii- 
' era, and if not by both, Jay which of 
the two the individual sixpence Ivid 
been so coloured ; the jury found 
both prisoners Not Guilty. 

1.5th.-— Melancholy Accident. 
—•Paisley.—A few days ago a tr.uk» 
boat, from Paisley to Johnstun, was 
launched, and daily since it has been 
. filled with parties of pleasure. The 
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following extract of a letter from it he 
spot contains the particulars of the 
the accident alluded to. “ To-day 
is a fair with us, and cvei'y lad and 
lass who could muster eieht-pcnce 
must have a sail. About an hour ago, 
the bcfdt landed at the basin, opposite 
Mr Barclay’s, with nearly llK) on 
board (for slic is 60 feet in length,) 
and as many were on the breast an¬ 
xious to replace them ; and who, in 
spite of air remonstrances, pressed in 
before she was cleared of the former 
load ; jn consequence of which she 
upset, and plunged the whole, men, 
women, and children, into the basin, 
which is seven or eight feet deep of 
water. The scene to those who saw it 
was awful. Numbers, no doub^t, were 
taken up; buinumberji, too, perished. 
A gentleman present tarried till he 
saw forty, all corpses to appearance ; 
and it is said that fifty-one in all have 
been dragged out, few of whom, it 
is drea^Jed, will recover. The sur¬ 
geons are doing what they can, and 
every apartment in Mr Barclay’s 
house contains some unhappy victim. 
The neighbouring Jiouses have been 
tlirown open ; every one wears the 
countenance of dismay, afraid to in¬ 
quire, lest some relative may, have 
perished, 

“ Alady, who vvasone of three cabin 
passengers (all of whom escaped mosl 
narrowly,) de.scribe3 the fatal busi¬ 
ness as resulting entirely from the 
temerity of the crowd who pressed 
on boaro* « 

“ The immber who lost their lives 
ijf 84, viz* 52 males ahd 32 females.” 

., Daeaoful Stor'm.s —On Satur¬ 
day morning last, about seven o’¬ 
clock^ it began to rain at Button, 
Lincolnshire, and continued to do so 
throughout the day. The wind ac¬ 
companied the rjdn impetuously fiom 


E. S. E. and gradually increased in, 
roughness ; from eleven o’clock in the 
day till six in the evening, it blew 
extremely hard, and from that hour 
till nine, a perfect hurricane. The 
consequence of this continued gale 
for 80 many hours in one point was, 
tliat the tide in the evening came in 
with great rapidity, and rose, half 
an hour before the expected time of 
full flood, to a height exceeding by 
four inches what it is recorded to 
have attained on any occasion preced¬ 
ing. What is called a good tide” 
was expected ; but the consternation 
produced by the rise of the water 
several feet above i,ts usual level, may 
well be imagined to have been exces¬ 
sive. Houses which on no occasion 
whatever before had been invaded by 
the tide, were now, by its overpeering 
all probable bounds, filled to a great 
depth with the water, which rushed 
into kitchens and cellars, and inunda¬ 
ted every apartiueut until it found its 
level. Wliole strcet.s were thus cir¬ 
cumstanced ; and some were for two 
or three hours inaccessible but to 
those who had resolution enough to 
wade up to the kness. Witham-place, 
Wormgate, and all the stucts and 
houses near the river, were in the lat¬ 
ter prcdic.iment j and as it was night, 
(seven o clock) and rained heavily, 
the situation of the inhabitants was 
most distressing. 

It was an extraordinary thing, that 
the tide, when it had flowed to its 
highest, did not perceptibly subside 
for more than an hour. To those 
who had any knowledge of the way 
ill which such an effect could alone 
be produced, tliis was a sure prog¬ 
nostication of an extensive calami¬ 
ty ; to them it was Hear that the sea-^ 
banks had broken, or were over¬ 
flowed > and fortunately for the tow* 
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.of Boston, (but most miserably un¬ 
fortunate for the surrounding coun¬ 
try,) was it, that this thing had hap¬ 
pened ; forbad not this tide found an¬ 
other and less straitened course, but 
flowed till it had spent itself in its 
accustomed channel, it would have 
risen in all probability even some feet 
higher than it did in the town, and 
have swept almost every thing before 
it. As it happened, the town was 
saved, and the neighbouring country 
deluged. Friskney new sea-bank is 
broken by the tide in two or three 
places; Liverton new sca-bank, the 
same ; of Frieston new hank, scarcely 
a vestige is left; old bank also in 
that parish is broken in many places, 
as is Boston East old bank, and the 
banks at Skirbeck Quarter, Wyber- 
ton, Frampton, and Fosdykr. It may 
be well to observe, that the new banks 
are tliosc lately made on the enclosure 
of the marches from the sea, but are 
not relied upon for the defence of 
the country at large. The old sea- 
banks, unhappily for the country, 
have proved insufficient in height, as 
the surge passed over them almost 
along the whole line; and this was 
the cause of the breaches;^ the over¬ 
flow having first scoured away the 
banks, from tlft- summit to the base, 
on the land side. The situation of 
the country in consequence, from 
Wainfleet almost to Spalding, a dis¬ 
tance' of 30 miles, is such as exceeds 
all powers of description. 

The calamity has been naturally 
more severe in the low districts of 
the country, wliich with difficulty 
find an outial for their drmnage; and 
the tide havin;^ once broken into 
them, pursues its course irresistibly 
for miles.' All the fine pastures, the 
pride of this neighbourhood, have in 
«ne night'been laid under water $ and 


sorfle thousands of sheep and other 
cattle haw been drowned. The ruin 
came so rapidly and unexpecteoly, 
that the farmers had no time to save 
their cattle, had the thing been prac¬ 
ticable ; but in some instaucesthe in- 
habittgiLs of farm-houses have had 
difficulty in saving their own lives ; 
and one instance is mentioned inwdiich 
two persons at Fosdyke perished by 
the flood, which compl^ely swept 
away tlieir dwelling-hous^ 

At Fishtoft, Mr Smith Jessop, 
(formerly in trade as a grocer at Bos¬ 
ton, ) lost his life in endeavouring to 
rescue some of his father’s sheep. 
On Saturday night an old gentleman, 
Mr Jessop, accideqtly looking out of 
lus house, and mistaking the approach¬ 
ing deluge for a fall of snow on the 
ground, exclaimed to his son, that care 
should be taken of some sheep on his 
pastures. The deceased immediately 
went forth, and before be recovered 
from the astonishment excited by the 
scene, walked through the Ivater, in 
his way to the sheep, into a pit, where 
he was drowned, before any assistance 
could be rendered. 

The hotel (Plummer’s,) at Fries¬ 
ton shore, was for some hours in dan¬ 
ger X)f being quite washed down ; 
the great bow-window of the dining¬ 
room, although a considerable height 
from the ground, was forced from 
the building by the water, and car¬ 
ried to the distiuicc of several fields. 

Some few farmers are said to have 
lost neirly all the stock upon their 
*land8, Great^ difficulty jwill be ex¬ 
perienced in sqpportiifg such cattle 
as may not have perished on the in¬ 
undated farms; all the ditches, ponds, 
and wells in many parishes being fill¬ 
ed with salt water, which it will take 
some time to g^t rid of. The ap¬ 
pearance of the country from the top 
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of Boston steeple is melancholy in the 
extreme. At the seventh mile-stone 
towards Spalding, the water runs over 
the road, and the country looks like 
a sea. From the hour of three on 
Friday morning last till five, it light¬ 
ened as ^ividly and repeatedly as 
common in the season wdien we most 
look for such phenomena. 

Yesterday afternoon, about three 
o’clock, at Margate, the w'ind having 
blo\yn duririg the day violently from 
the north-east, suddenly veered round 
to the south-west, and a tremendous 
hurricane from that quarter cairicd 
before it the whole of the remaining 
houses in Hazardous-row, which ha¬ 
ving been long in a ruinous and dila¬ 
pidated state, fell with a most aJarm- 
jmg and ten ible crash into the foam¬ 
ing ocean. The back of the basket 
maker’s work-shop, and of Mr Sim¬ 
mons, the coal meter’s house, were 
both uncovered, but providentially no 
lives w'ene lost, or personal injury 
»Ustdined by this accident. The rains 
tvhich have fallen incessantly for seve¬ 
ral days past, have caused the river 
Stour to overflow its banks ; and the 
levels of SaiTC Minster and Monkton 
are completely flooded, so that the 
road over Sarre Wall is in many places 
several feet Under water, and renders 
all the care and diligence of the coach¬ 
men and post boys necessary to pass 
it in safety. 

A very heavy rain, commenced in 
the neighbourhood of Exeter yester-- 
day se’nmght, which continued with¬ 
out intermisiion until ten o’clock the 
<ucceedh)g ni^t, accompanied by a 
strong gale of wind; tlie waters rose 
ab rapidly, that all the low grounds 
wbre pi^ently deluged. The flood 
was thr^ iuches hi^er on the Exe¬ 
ter quay , than ever known before. 
Three vessbls» of large burden, were 
thrown completely on the quay, and 


with much trouble anddangcr launch* 
ed into the river a day afterwards; 
many walls were entirely throwndown 
or carried away ; several out-hoosea 
totally destroyed; the Monmouth¬ 
shire regiment of militia, in coming 
from Honiton, were obliged to wade 
through the water up to their uccks. 

The Clarence coach, from Ply¬ 
mouth, was entirely stopped on this 
side of Alphington, about half a mile 
from Exct-cr. There were live gentle¬ 
men inside, three men and the coach¬ 
man on the outside. This coach was 
drawn by six horses, with a post-boy ; 
the waters being higher than the hor¬ 
ses, they all swaip.with the coach 
against a strong current, but the pos¬ 
tillion losing his seat, clambered up a 
hedge ; the two leading liorses im¬ 
mediately began to turn, which the 
coachman perceiving, descended from 
his seat and cut off the harness, being 
up to his chin in the water ; four of 
the horses swam off, but the other 
two were drowned. Six passengers, 
after struggling in the water, got on 
a hedge, and from thence reached a 
neighbouring house, the inhabitants 
of which immediately gave the dis- 
treeeed travellers an asylum for the 
night. Aifiother passenger, a stout 
man, havl- g taken a d-ifferent course, 
remained under a high hedge nine 
or ten hours, till he was released the 
next morning. The empty coach was 
carried back a considerable distance 
by the stream, and stuck in a hedge. 

At Dawlish, nine or ten new 
houses,' with their furniture, were 
nearly demolished, and one swept into 
thd ocean j the water coming down 
the hills, burst forth witlrsuim force 
that nothing could withstand its fury, 
Mr Tapper, of that place, was awa¬ 
kened by hearing the water' running 
through his house, but not considering 
his danger, remained within till 4^74 
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light on Saturday morning, when, at 
tlie persuasion of the neighbours, he, 
with his wife and child, quitted the 
premises, w^hich they had scarcely left 
wdien the roof fell in, and the whole 
house was drifted into the sea, with 
the furniture, and not an article was 
saved. The alms-hous}; adjoining, 
which had stood the brunt of many 
a storm and tempest xipwards of 100 
years, was likewise demolisheti. 

The beautiful canal at Dawlish, 
with the bridges, arc so entirely de¬ 
stroyed, that not the smallest resem¬ 
blance of its original form can be per¬ 
ceived. The damages sustained by 
one gentleman that* place is esti¬ 
mated at not less tlian 10,0001. 

About nine o’clock, on Saturday 
morning, the Hood bioke ■in upon 
Budleigh Salteaton with a violence 
undcBciibable, and in the course of 
an hour swept completely into the 
sea two handsome houses, near the 
beach, together with a great part of 
the furniture. The force of the wa¬ 
ter was BO prodigious, as to make a 
channel of about 60 feet wide and 12 
deep. 

Suicide.— Early yesterday morn- 
ing, a sheriff’s officer of the name of. 
Beard, accompanied by Ms follower, 
went to Slaughter’s Coffee-house, St 
Martin’S'lane, into which they had 
watched a gentleman, against whom 
they had a writ for a considerable 
sum, on the preceding night. The 
officer sent up to the gentleman, and 
he. informed the follower that if he 
would take some refreshment in the 
coffee-room, he would soon be down ; 
but having waited his dressing 
himself some time, ^e officer went 
up, and the gentleman swallowed a 
cup of arsenic in his presence. He 
died in half an iiour: the surgeon 
who attended pronounced the arsenic 
to have been a second dose. 


poRONER’s Inquest.— An inqui¬ 
sition was taken yesterday at the 
Nag’s Head, in Orange-court, on the 
body of an Irish gentleman of the 
name of ,lohn Dolan Burke, Esq. 
He had married into an Irish family 
of consequence, and had lodgsd three 
months at Slaughter’s. It turned out, 
by the evidence of Mr Spencer, sur¬ 
geon in New-street, that the deceased 
had taken poison several hours pre¬ 
vious to this latter draJjght, taken 
when he was arrested by the ofiiCer, 
and that he obstinately refused to 
.take any medicine. He said “ he 
had done the deed, and would not 
take that which would frustrate his 
design.” He at length grew insen¬ 
sible, and he was drenched with an 
emetic when too late. His attor¬ 
ney stated to the jury, that he had^ 
not been sober one minute these four 
years, wffiich he attributed to his em¬ 
barrassments, and he considered him 
a maniac. Two of the y.iry cor¬ 
roborated this fact. Verdict— Insa- 
nity. 

A cliild, named Rannard, was poi- 
sonedat Horncastle last week,through 
the mixed indiscretion (as the story 
is related) of two or three persons. 
Th^ mother had applied to an apo¬ 
thecary, who “ kee^s the markeiy ' 
for something to relieve her little girl 
from an indisposition under which 
she laboured, and which the itinerant 
son of Galen declared to proceed 
from worms. *A packet was to be 
sent from the medical man’s dispen- 
»sary in another town, to the house- 
of-call at Horncastle^k ^1^^ relief 
of the child. 'The mother called a 
day or two afterwards, and the only 
packet which had arrived was given 
to her. No direction was upon it; 
but the woman took the packet, and 
thoughtlessly administered a large 
part of the contents, which proved to 
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be opium. The child died in conse¬ 
quence in a few hours. Verdict 
Accidental Death.

TTTe Britannia sloop, on her pas¬ 
sage from London to Bosto1fi,oo Fri¬ 
day night,the I9th instant, struck on. 
a sunken wreck, near the Shipwash 
Sand (between Harwich and Orford- 
ncss,) and immediately afterwards 
went down in deep water. The^vessel 
^struck with sncli violence as to tear 
away the whole of her stern frame, 
and the consequence was, that she 
filled and sunk with such rapidity as 
scarcely to allow the master and mate 
time to gain the top-mast head for 
safety ; the remainder of the crew, 
consisting of three boys, were wash¬ 
ed from the shrouds by the violence 
of the waves, and perished. The 
master and mate happily succeeded 
in lashing themselves to the top-mast 
with the pennant halyards, and in lhat 
situation were preserved, the vessel 
grounding in such a depth of water 
as at low mark just washed the cross- 
trees ; and upon these, at such times, 
they supported themselves by stand¬ 
ing, but were driven to the top-mast 
headagftip on the return of high-water. 
Having‘Continued in this wretched 
sityation kix»-a»d.thirty hours, (from 
eight o’clock on Friday night till the 
hqur.on Sunday morning,) they 
were, then providentially relieved by 
a ship pasting* and were landed at 
Yariyioacjh. 

(jA, funeral of a very extraordinary 
||M^ately took place at Lome Fur¬ 


nace. A man of the name of Wilson 
Hooper directed by his will, that he 
should be buried in a suit of his best 
clothes, with his hat, boots, &c. All 
this was strictly attended to, with a 
trivial exception. The boots being 
new, could not, for an obvious rea¬ 
son, be put .upon his legs ; and as it 
was not deemed proper that they 
should be anywise cot, or that he 
should go without them, it was re¬ 
solved to throw I hem into the coffin 
above him, winch was accoidingly 
done. 

17th. - M Kr.ANt IIoI.Y C A TASTR O- 

PIIE. —The following most lamentable 
accident happi-ued-in the neighbour¬ 
hood of Perth, on Sunday morning, 
about nine o’clock. The Hon. Capt. 
Francis *Hay Drummond, of Crom- 
lix, brother to the Karl of Kinnoul, 
in crossing the Earn, by a ford which 
the water had deepened owing to the 
rain of the preceding evening, waa 
thrown from his horse into the river, 
where he perished. It is conjectu¬ 
red, from the report of a boy who 
was in the neighbourhood, that the 
liorse having got beyond his depth. 
Captain Drummond kept his back 
while he swam across, but was un¬ 
seated in t’n violent struggles of the 
terrified i^uimal to g«5t up the bank 
at a steep and unfovourable place. 
Captain Drummond had spent the 
preceding day with Lord Ruthven 
at his seat of Freeland, and was pre¬ 
vented by the badness of the evening 
from returning, as he intended, to 
’ Dupplin Castfe, where he had lately- 
arrived on a visit to his brother, after* 
escaping the daggers of war both in 
Walcheren and Portugah In the 
morning he had expressed himself 
anxious to get home betimes, that 
he might accompany his brother to 
church. Captain Drummond was in 
lus twenty-fourth year. 
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Thus perished in the prime of life 
a brave young officer, and a gentle¬ 
man esteemed and beloved as exten¬ 
sively as he was known. He pos¬ 
sessed considerable estates iudepciui- 
ent of the earl his brother j and, du¬ 
ring the short period of his majority, 
his large revenues had been applied 
by his directions to purposes equally 
beneficial to society, and honourable 
to himself. Devoted to the service 
of his country, he lived the life of a 
soldier, and he had conducted him¬ 
self, in repeated instances, while with 
the troops in Portugal, with that 
union of coolness and Ijiravcry which 
characterises his ^dlant countryman 
the hero of Barosa, to whom he was 
well known. 

He tvas the only brother of Lord 
Kinnoul: The entire cordiality of 
friendship and aflection subsisting be¬ 
twixt the brothers, strengthened per¬ 
haps by the similarity of their ages 
and pursuits, had been throughout 
their lives unvarying and remarkable. 
The distressed situation of his lord- 
ship, therefore, on hearing of the ac¬ 
cident, may be conceived, but cannot 
be described. The body of Captain 
Drummond was found too late "for. 
hope ; and was consigned A the tomb 
amidst as general and sincere a mourn¬ 
ing as ever followed the obsequies of 
a gallant youth so sadly and prema¬ 
turely lost to society.

An application had been made last 
week to the magistrates of the Police- 
office, Duke-street, by the Riglit 
Hon. Earl Annesley, for u warrant 
against Sophia Connor, coitmionly 
c^lecf the Countess of Annesley, or 
Lady Ansjeslcy Lees,and some otiier 
persons, on a charge of a conspiracy 
against him, and Monday:, 12th iiist. 
was appointed for the iarventigatmn 
of the complaint. At the time* ap¬ 
pointed, Earl Annesley appeared in 
the office, accompanied by tlie Earl of 
Howth, his law agent Mr FirJong, 
and Mr Furlong the barri .cer, and sta¬ 
ted to tlio magistrate the grounds on 
\irhiclt,he claimed their interposition. 
He declared that he came forward ^ 
from no other motive than a desire to 
vindicate liia character from a foul as¬ 
persion, which had been cast upon it 
with all the appearance of systematir; 
contrivance : that it was cojamenced 
in the distribution of luind-bilU, an¬ 
nouncing the loss of a boy, called 
therein “ the Earl Annesley and 
that the tendency of those hand-bills 
was soon after manifested by the in¬ 
sinuations which had fallen from the 
woman^s counsel, on her late trial, of 
his lordship having been concerned 
in the disappearance of the boy. He 
then stated that her counsel had also 
insinuated that his lordship influenced 
Mr Marcus Aqneslcy, who had been 
summoned to give evidence on the 
trial of Mrs Connor, commonly call- 
*ed Lady Annesley Lees^ not to ap¬ 
pear in court, when in«fact it was in¬ 
disputably proved since, by the affi¬ 
davit of the said Mr Marcus Annes¬ 
ley, that he had been purposely kept 
out of the way by Mr Jefferys, the 
prosecutor. 

Mr Furlong addressed the magi- 
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stnites, and contended in point of l 4 ,w, 
as Mrs Connor, otherwise Lady An- 
nevley Lees, had not appeared, that 
a warrant should be issued for her 
apprehension. He then read, as the 
grounds for such a proceeding, the 
JoUowiftg aflidavits:

Deponent since heard, and does believe, 
that the same person Lady ArmeJoy 
called Miss Kelly was young Lord Ati- 
ncbley; and tliat the said Lady Anne>- 
le}' promised (hponciitj that if he parried 
on the business she would procaire him a 
sittiation in the [loet-ollicc ; that the said 
person so given in cluirgc to deponemt 
was disguised as a female, and lauly An- 
nesley went into the coiicli to him, and 
gave him a handkerchief to tie about his 
neck. '

tine alwir ■■ said to me, and others, and 
wi otc to .,w an (Lord A-——'s friend) tJiat 
she was certain he was safe, and had re¬ 
turned to school. 

I recollect the night I went to town 
that she told me, on one point, J must be 
secret, I paid no attention to her re¬ 
mark then ; but it now appears, it was 
the circumstance of the child’s absence, 
and this was the last thing I would sus¬ 
pect, being aware that (She had gone over 
on puipose for him; her reasons for 
c^nging^her mind Were a wisli to put 
off her trial j first, beoekise .... 
and secondly, because Kelly, her father,, 
could not come up; and this was na¬ 
tural cnoiigb. { am sorrj' the matter 
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-ever occurred; she was badly advised; 
and if she was well, I would nave cen¬ 
sured and disapproved of the proceed in c, 
had I been in town; she was therefore 
afraid to tell me of the business. I nin 
satisfied it was a sudden thoujxbt orist- 
natin" with herself, from fear, on the eve 
of her trial, and woman like, wi‘jl)in<i to 
put pff the evil day as ioug as she could. 

Lord Anneiley then, by way of 
compromise, consented, on the prof¬ 
fered condition of proceeding in the 
suit without delay, to w’ithdraw, for 
the present, his application for a war¬ 
rant against the lady, and t6 take no 
further steps in the intended prosecu¬ 
tion for a conspiracy against his lord¬ 
ship. 

Mr J. Lees (on behalf of his bro¬ 
ther, to whom the lady is nfarried) 
disavowed all knowledgeof the shame¬ 
ful trick that had thus been brought 
to light ; this disavowal was received 
by the ready assent of Lord Annes- 
ley, and indeed it was evident that a 
similar impression had been made up¬ 
on every person present. 

The alFair concluded by a hand¬ 
some panegyric pronounced by Mr 
Guiness on the high character of the 
Earl Annesley. • 

So far back as the yeaf- 180.^, a 
suit by ejectmeiTt had been commen¬ 
ced, on behalf of the boy, (4t'clared 
in the hand-bills to have been stolen 
from his mother,) for the purpose of 
establisiiing his claim to the estates 
and title of the late Earl Annesley, 
It was therefore proposed by the law 
agent of Mrs Connor, in her name 
and by her instructions, to proceed 
in the ejectment-cause without dela^, 
for the purpose of proving the legi¬ 
timacy of the boy, and his right to 
the earldom, provided Earl Annes¬ 
ley would not press his complaint. 

Wednesday the 14th inst, was ex¬ 
ecuted on a moor near Fochabers, 


Alexander Gillan, pursuant to his 
sentence at the last Circuit Court 
of Justiciary at Inverness, for a rape 
and barbarous murder on the body of 
Elspet Lamb, a girl only ten years 
old. - He was a good-looking young 
man, not quite nineteen years of age, 
and seemed very penitent, and deeply 
affected with a sense of his enormous 

g uilt. Several clergymen attended 
im to the place of execution, and as¬ 
sisted him in his devotions, during 
which he appeared to be much agita¬ 
ted. Prayers being ended, he ascend¬ 
ed the cart in which he had been con¬ 
veyed from Elgin, and read some lines 
of a speech he had written when in 
prison, but with which he was not 
able to.procecd. From what he de¬ 
livered, however, he acknowledged 
the justice of his sentence. Having 
concluded this part of his address to 
the people, he was soon afterwards 
launched into eternity, amidst several 
thousands of spectators, assembled 
from the surrounding country to wit¬ 
ness tlie awful spectacle. The body, 
after being suspended an hour, wag 
taken down, and afterwards hung in 
chains, agreeably to the sentence. 

- Thefollowingsimple remedy against 
the dspredations of mice in corn stacks 
has lately been recommended for its 
undoubted efficacy: Sprinkle from 
four to six bushels of dry white sand 
upon the roof of the stack before the 
thatch is put on. The sand is no de¬ 
triment to the corn, and stacks thus 
dressed have remained without injury. 
So very effective is the rqjnedy, that 
nests of dead young imee have bcuii 
found where the sand has been used, 
but not a live mouse could be seen. 

The horse-chesnut has lately been 
substituted for soap in Paris. A 
public jouriial gives the following di¬ 
rection for employing it:—When it 
is ripe, and drops from the tree, take 
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off the trown husk, and pound 'ihc 
fruit in a large mortar ; apply the 
farino thus obtained to the spots on 
the linen and wash it. All the spots 
•will disappear, and more readily than 
by_ means of soap. 

.lunoK JKFFiafi.s.—The woj-kmen 
employed to repair the, church of St 
Man-, Aldcrmanbury, discovered a 
few days since the remains of the no¬ 
torious Chqficellor Jeffries. A large 
fai^j^onc \v*as removed near the com¬ 
munion-table, and in a vault under¬ 
neath the men found a leaden coffin, 
containing the body. The coffin did 
not appear to have suffered much de¬ 
cay'. It was closed, and a plate re¬ 
mained on it, inscribed vvitli the name 
of Chancellor Jeffries. His son and 
daughter are alst) buried in the same 
vault. After the k'gal murders at 
Taunton, which Jeffries managed 
with so much address, he "returned to 
London, and to avoid the popular 
fury excited by his infamous conduct, 
distruised "himself in the habit of a fo- 
xeign sailor, with intention to escape 
to Hamburgh ; but licing discovered 
a» he was looking out of a window in 
a house at Wapping, where he had 
concealed himself, he was seized by 
the mob and almost killed. He was 
fually lodged in tlie Tower by the 
populace, in order that he might be 
brought to justice ; but he died soon 
after, in consequence of the blows and 
bruises }ic had receivud. He had pre¬ 
viously resided in Aldcrmanbury, and 
his body was privately interred by^ 
his family.. *The coffin was not open-’ 
aftef publig curiosity had 
b^n gratified, it was replaced in the 
vault, and the stone fastened over it. 

Efotn t^e very extraordinary pro¬ 
duce of one potatoe planted whole, 
eyi^nt that the cultivation of 
useful jroot in this country is 
ifterely in its infancy. In the latter 


end of June last, a gentleman, rest-*, 
ding in Sloanc-sqiiare, planted in hi* 
garden a new species of potatoe, 
which he brought last spring from 
the AUbeghany mountains of North 
America j and by a peculiar mode of 
cultivation, there grew from the ori¬ 
ginal parent upwards of one hundred 
stems, each measuring in length about 
six feet six inches. Three day's ago 
these stems were dug, when the pro¬ 
duce weighed 2Slb. whereas the seed 
potat'.i'‘ did not weigh quite two 
ounce:.. Each of the potatoes on an 
average measured six inclies in length, 
and the same ,in circumferenee. The 
potatoe is of a colour, and re¬ 
markably dry and mealy. 

On 'J’hursday a meeting of the 
Middlesex magistrates took place, 
for the purpose of electing a gover¬ 
nor of the House of Correction, va¬ 
cant by the dismissal of Mr Aris, in 
consequence of the escape of'Robert# 
while under his care. 

The candidates were— 

Adkins, the ofTici r of Row-street; 
Hamilton, the officer of Marlborough- 
street; 

Mr Dean, a magistrate for the county; 
Mr Wild, the late higli constable for the 
comity*; 

Mr Dalton ; :>iid • 

Aris, who agrtin offered himself. 

The candidates were all called in 
before the magistrates, their age# 
&c. taken down in writing, and then 
withdrew. 

After considerable deliberation^, 
the candidates were informed that 
the election was posponed till Thurs- 
da*y se*nnight. Mr Pean, the ma- 
istrate ; Mr Wild, tKe high consta- 
^ le ; and Mr Dalton.^ declined stand¬ 
ing the election, ' THc candidate* . 
now of course are, Adkins, Hamil¬ 
ton, and Aris. 

A gentleman of Bristol has propdi 
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fed a new method of preserving the 
lives of persons shipwrecked, princi¬ 
pally by having the matresses used in 
ships formed of cork shavings. ’ He 
suggests, that if each matress was 
filled with the above, in a proportion 
equal to the support of a single man, 
a mass of them thrown overboard, 
linked together by lies at each corner, 
would form an extensive raft, capa- 
ble of sustaining a number of men, 
and conveying them to the rock or 
sb ore, witli far more safety than com¬ 
mon rafts, which are frequently dis¬ 
joined by the blows they receive. 

24tb.—CouuT Of King’s Bench. 
»—The Hottentot VENut;.— The 
Attorney'General* rose, -to apply to 
the court on behalf of this unfortunate 
female, who was exhibited to the pub¬ 
lic under circumstances of peculiar 
disgrace to a civilized country. But 
it was to the honour of public feeling, 
that there arc those among us v. ho 
could not see this violation of public 
decorum, and this insult to human na¬ 
ture, without taking every stop in 
their power to put an end to both. It 
■was by the instruction of a society of 
benevolent and highly respectable gen¬ 
tlemen that he made the application. 
They had every reason to believe that 
the unfortunatejemale in question was 
brought away from her own country 
without her consent; was kept here 
for exhibition without her consent; 
and that the appearance of compliance 
which she evinced was the result of 
menaces and ill treatment. The ob¬ 
ject of those most humane and re¬ 
spectable gentlemen was to release 
her from confinement, put her under 
proper protection while she remained 
here, and restore her. to her country 
W the first conveyance that offered. 
The Attbraey^General said, his ulti¬ 
mate object was a Habeas Corpus to 
bring up the body of this female. But 


he jv'ould at present only move for a 
rule to shew cause why a writ of Ha¬ 
beas Corpus shouhl not issue to her 
keeper ; and also a rule to shew cause 
why the keeper should not allow per¬ 
sons who understood her language to 
speak to her when he was not pre¬ 
sent. • The motion was grounded on 
the affidavits which he, the Attorney. 
General, would now produce to the 
court. The first was from Mr Bul¬ 
lock of the Liverpool M’useum. It 
stated, that some months since ft’Mr 
Alexander Dunlap, who, he believed, 
was a surgeon in the army, came to 
him to sell the skin t)f a camelopard, 
w'hich he had brought from the Cape 
of Good Hope. Mr Bullock refused 
to buy the skin, fiom the high price 
set upon it. Some time after, this 
Dutilop again called on Mr Bullock, 
and told him, that he had then, oit 
her way from the Cape, a female 
Hottentot, of very singular appear¬ 
ance j that she would make the for- 
tune t)f any person who shewed her 
in London ; and that he, (Dunlop) 
was under an engagement to send lier 
back in two years ; he wlulied to dis. 
pose of the camelopard’s skin and the 
Hottentot together,and pressed them 
on Mr Builoik. “ This,” said the 
Attorney-General, shewed, that lie 
felt himself as having the property.** 
Subsequently to this, Mr Bullock 
bought the akin, and Dunlop told him 
that he had disposed of the Hotten¬ 
tot to Hcnd CCzar ; he also express¬ 
ed gre«v^ regret at his having so totally 
• surrendered his right in the profits oi 
the exhibhioni ** If,” Saia the At- 
torney-GeneraH ** any thing furtfici 
need be added to impress the court 
with an idea of the onensive and in¬ 
decorous nature of the exhibition, 
there were affidavits of persons who 
had visited the unfortunate woman. 
But the details would not be fit for 
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the court. The only application at 
present was, to give her liberty to say 
whether she was exhibited by her own 
consent.” 

Mr Justice Le Blanc.— -“The other 
part of the statement, I mean the in¬ 
decency, would be ground for a cri¬ 
minal prosecution.” " 

The Attorney-GeiTeral then read 
the affidavit of Mr M‘Cartney, the 
secretary to the African Association, 
It stated, t'tiat the deponent had gone 
to'the exhibition ; that he there found 
a stage raised about three feet from 
the floor, with a cage, or enclosed 
place at the end of it ; that the Hot¬ 
tentot was within the cage ; that on 
being ordered by her keeper, she came 
out, and that her appearance was 
highly offensive to delicacy. Hend 
Cezar, on being questioned by the de¬ 
ponent, said, he had got her from the 
Dutch Boors, who brought her from 
the interior to the Cape ; and that he 
had agreed with the governor of the 
Cape to exhibit her for two years in 
this country. For this, he said, he 
had a permission in writing. Depo¬ 
nent not conceiving that Lord Cale¬ 
don would grant such a permission, 
and being in the habit of correspond¬ 
ing with his lordship, desired to see 
the writing, which Cezar refused. 
The Hottentot was produced like a 
wild beafet, and ordered to move back¬ 
wards and forwards, and come one 
and go into her cage, more like a bear 
in n chain than a human being. De- 
ponc;nt was confident, from every ap¬ 
pearance, that she was totally under 
restraint ; bufcfrom his not being able 
to converse with her, bould only judge 
£nom appearances. Those appear¬ 
ances, however,wcreconvincing. She 
frec^uently h^ved deep sighs; seemed 
anxious, and uneasy ; and ctcw sullen 
when she was ordered to play on some 
rude iiutrument of music. Two gen¬ 


tlemen, one a native of Holland, were 
sent there to converse with her j and 
being told that she could speak Dutch, 
they asked her if she had any relations 
at the Cape ; if she felt herself com¬ 
fortable ; if she wished to return to 
her own country ; but to these ques¬ 
tions, the most interesting that Could 
have been asked of a creature in her 
situation, she returned no answer. 

Lord Ellenborough.—“ Is it as¬ 
certained that she speaks Dutch 

Mr Attorney-General.-“ Yes ; 

the keeper spoke Dutch to her. And 
one time, when she refused for a mo¬ 
ment to come out of her cage, the 
keeper let down tjjp curtain, went be¬ 
hind, and was seen to hold up his hand 
to her in a menacing posture j she then 
came forward at his call, and was 
perfectly obedient. The object of 
the motion was not to take her out 
of the hands of the keeper, not to put 
her into the confinement and power of 
other persons, but to give her the 
means of expressing her own feeling 
of the state in which she was. For 
that purpose it was to be submitted 
to the court, that persons should have 
access to her who understood her 
language, and to whom she might ex¬ 
press herSelf, unrestrainedby the pre¬ 
sence of C^/ar.** 

Lord Ellenborough.—** That con¬ 
versation must be in the presence of 
some one on the part of Cezar, to 
check the examination. But does not 
the affidavit talk of indecency V* 

Mr Attorney-GeneraL—“ My lord, 
she is dressed in a cdlouras nearly re¬ 
sembling her skin as possible. The 
diess is contrived to exhibit Ifhe en¬ 
tire frame of her body, and the spec¬ 
tators are even invited to examine the 
peculiarities of her fbrnj.” 

Lord EUenborongh.—The ob¬ 
ject of the court is, of course, not to 
call forth any statement, inconsistent 
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with delicacy, but to ascertain how 
far the exhibition gives her pain as a 
sentient being,*' 

After some further observations 
from the court, on the necessity of 
accurately ascertaining her feelings, 
the rule was granted. 

Prospective Sportinq, —No less 
than twenty-six subscriptions of 200 
guineas each have been made for a 
' race to be run at the Craven meeting 
of 1815 ; the horses for which race 
are not only not yet born, but not 
yet begotten ! 

Mutiny at Senegal. —^We are 
concerned to state, that a mutiny of 
a most alarming nature, and attended 
with the most melancholy results, 
took place a few weeks since at this 
settlement. The troops stationed 
there consist of a detachment of'the 
Royal African corps, a regiment com¬ 
posed chiefly of convicts. Early in 
June last, some symptoms of a muti¬ 
nous disposition were observed, but 
it was lortunately quelled without 
any measures of severity. In Sep¬ 
tember, information was received of a 
conspiracy for seizing the fort, and 
wresting the command from the offi¬ 
cer. Lieul.-Col. Maxwell, the com¬ 
mandant, an active and inftritorious 
officer, forthwith assembled a court 
martial at the drum head on tbp chief 
mutineers, when their guilt being ful¬ 
ly established, twenty-five were con¬ 
demned to be shot immediately, and 
twenty-five more to be banished to the 
colony of Sierra Leone, After a so¬ 
lemn exhortation from the colonel, 
and having been invited publicly to 
recount any supposed grievances ef 
which they mi^t have to complain, 
tliese unhappy nien declared that they 
had not any thing to» allege against 
their officers, but that they did not 
like to be detained in Africa all their 
. hves. They all, with the exception 


of ope man, snfiered the dreadful sen¬ 
tence in penitence and prayer. 

RonBEUY OF THE CoRK Malt, 
Coach. —It is with no small indigna¬ 
tion that it falls to our duty to relate 
one of those acts of lawless miscois. 
duct, which, from their frequenay, are 
becom? almost too familiar in Ireland 
to be thought Beyond tlie class of or¬ 
dinary events. The mail coach from 
Cork, which left that city on Friday 
last for the metropolis, was proceed¬ 
ing with its customary expeditioti'UnR 
security, when upon its arrival at the 
Gi*ange turnpike, three miles on the 
Dublin road from Cashel, the gate 
of the turnpike was found to be clo¬ 
sed. The horses* heads had nearly 
touched the gate, before it was ob¬ 
served that the persons who were on 
the opposite side made no effort to 
open it, which induced the coachman 
to call out to that effect. The reply 
that was instantly returned was— 
“ You shall not pass till you^ deliver 
up your arms ; those we must have. 
If you give them up quietly, you shall 
pass without a hair of your heads be¬ 
ing hurt, if you resist, we will take 
your lives.’* All this was pronoun¬ 
ced in a tone and manner the most 
decisive ; but which however did not 
intimidate the guards of the coach, 
both of whom made instant prepara¬ 
tion for the must determined resist¬ 
ance, and retorted upon the persons 
who spoke from the other side of the 
gate defiance in* the boldest terms. 
When alie guards stood up to fire 
their blunderbusses, they discovered 
by tlie light of'the mocyii* which was 
peculiarly brighf, that theiropponeiiM 
were completely protected from their 
fire. Two large piers to the turnpike 
gate extended ample protection to 
those miscreants, and a uumbei ot 
voices from a long bam, which ex¬ 
tended iu the line of the gate, and 
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flanked the road, indicated VC 17 plain¬ 
ly the inequality there was between 
the parties opposed. Tlic station 
eeemed to be selected with military 
sagacity; a stiong party pobse.sscd 
the gate prot< cted by the piers and 
adjacent walls ; the barn was full of 
men, who seemed to speak tlirough 
loopholes made for tlie occasion, and 
at the end of the barn a man stood 
with a imisket in his hand, ready to 
shoot any'person who might attempt 
^f) fly, and leturn towards Cashel to 
give the alarm. Indeed, upon one of 
the passengers appearingto make such 
an attempt, this man not only levelled 
his piece, but four other muskets 
were distinctly heard to be cocked, 
while he was called to return at once, 
or that he would be shot instantly. 
On ea<. Ii side of the road were deep 
dikes and extensive bogs ; and as the 
coach was stopped on a small bridge 
with a low parapet on each side, it 
was impossible to t urn to either the 
right O*!' left, to go backwards or for- 
watds. The coach was full, but none 
of the passengers w-ere armed, or in 
the smallest degree able to support 
the courageous and firm deportment 
of the guards. In a short time it 
was very clear that resistance was 
wholly out of the question. A par. 
ley took place, which lasted near 
three quarters of an hour, occasionally 
interrupted by the firm declarations 
of the guards on one side, and b ^ the 
calm but stern denvmciations of the 
attacking party on the othqr.—The 
passengers interfered sti'enuously U) 
persuade the guards to avert the con- 
dequences of fruitless resistance, by 
complying with the conditions upon 
which safety was' promised ; but it 
was not until this purpose was long 
and Cogently urged, and a shot fired 
by an unseen hand at the guards, that 
those firm and faithful men could be 


prevailed upon to deliveriip their arms, 
which they did with tears of indigna¬ 
tion. As soon as the arms were laid 
on the ground, according to stipula¬ 
tion, the turnpike gate, wdiich liad 
been fastened with ropes, was opened, 
and fifteen men advanced, and drew 
up, nine on one side of the coach, 
and six oh the other. They were all 
young fellows, completely armed — 
slightly clothed, notwithstanding the 
coldness of the night, and equally 
hardy, intrepid, and daring in their 
apj'tMrancc. Their arms consisted of 
short pieces, which they carried in 
the manner of rifles at supported 
arms, some blunderbusses and car¬ 
bines ; the latt(?f in a bright and 
perfect state, and apparently yeo¬ 
manry, arms, As soon as the coach 
capitulated, one of the party obser¬ 
ved—“ Now, do not say to-morrow 
that we robbed you; not a piids 
worth shall you lose, nor a hair of 
your heads be touched. If this coach 
was full of money, we should care 
nothing about it—arms we want, and 
arms wc will have—go about your 
business now in safety.”—The coach 
proceeded onwards, and not a shout 
was given, or a shot fired. When the 
gate wa%pa'.,.<'d, tlie number of this 
f’'ec'bootei;s might be seen 
in a gcnciul way, though it was im¬ 
possible to reckon them. 'I'hcy could 
not have been less than thirty from 
all appearance, and from the number 
of voices that spoke from the long 
barn. 

When the coach arrived at Little¬ 
ton, the alarm was given, and a sub¬ 
item officer of the Wexford, militia 
instantly left his bed, inclement as 
the night was, and .wentforthwith to 
a neiglibouring magistrate, to sum¬ 
mon his attendance to pursue the 
gang. 

A Hoax.-—T his very malignant 
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. gpecies of wit was yesterday most 
successfully practised at the house of 
Mrs T. a lady of fortune, at No. 54*. 
Beniers-street,' which was beset by 
dozens of trades-people at a time, 
with their various commodities, and 
from the confusion altogether such 
crowds collected at length as to ren¬ 
der the street impassable. Waggons 
laden with coals from the Padding¬ 
ton wharfs, upholsterers* goods in 
cart-loads, organs, piano-fortes, linen, 
jeivellery, and every other description 
of furniture, was lodged as near as 
possible to the door of No. 5 t, with 
anxious trades-pcople aijd a laughing 
mob About this time the Lord 
Mayor arrived in his carriage, but his 
lordship’s stay was short, and he 
was driven to Marlborough'-street, 
police Office. At the office his 
lordship informed the sitting magis¬ 
trate, that he had received a note pur¬ 
porting to have come from Mrs T., 
which stated that she had been sum¬ 
monsed lo appear before him, but 
that she was confined to her room by 
sickness, and requested his lordship 
would do her the favour, to call on 
her. Berners-street at this time was 
in the greatest confusion, by the mul¬ 
tiplicity of trades-people frbo were 
returning with tkeir goods, and spec¬ 
tators laughing at them. The offi¬ 
cers belonging to M’arlborough-street 
office were immediately ordered out 
to keep order, but it was impossible 
for a short time. The first thing 
witnessed by the officers was six sfoiit 
men bearing an br^it, surrounded 
by wine.por^S'wiiffi permits, bar¬ 
bers with wig^ mantua-makers' wiilv 
band-boxeSi optimisms with their va¬ 
rious articles of trade ; and such was 
the pressure o^'trc^es-peoplc who 
bad dupedi that at 4> o’clock all' 
was still in confusion. Every officer 
that could be mustered was enlisted 
to disperse the people, and they were - 
w. part It; 


placed at the cornerof Berners-street, 
to prevent trades-people from advan¬ 
cing towards the house with goods. 
The street was not cleared at a late 
hour, as servants of every denomina¬ 
tion, wantingplacesibegan to assemble 
at five^’clock. It turned out that let¬ 
ters had been jvritten to the different 
trades-people, which stated recom¬ 
mendations from persons of quality. 
This hoax exceeded by fiar that in 
Bedford-street, a few months since;; 
for besides a coffisi, which was brought 
to Mrs T.’s house, made to measure 
agreeable to letter, five feet six by six¬ 
teen, there were accoucheurs, tooth- 
drawers, miniature-painters, and ar¬ 
tists of eveiy description. 

Mr J. Wharton, of Appleby Carr 
Side, in the county of Lincoln, who 
died on Wednesday se’iinight at the 
age of SL when only 18 years of age 
weighed 18 stone, and continued to in¬ 
crease in weight a stone each year, till 
he was 30 years old. His coffin, resem¬ 
bling a large trough, was socapacious, 
that a of the house was taken 
down to permit its egress. Mr Whar- 
ton,though acon^iderableTarmer, had 
not a waggon wide enough to hold 
this immense repository, which was 
' six feet broad at the shoulders.

DECEMDCR. 

1 #t. I {Cl j N D A T ION. —Abou t one 
o’clock in the inoniinjrof the ult., 
the* Uriggle reservoir, at the top of 
Stanedge, in Marsdon, about nine 
miles west of Huddersfield, burst, 
and the water flowing in an easterly 
direction, inundated the whole of 
the adjoining valley. This reservoir, 
formed for the purpose of supplying 
the Huddersfield canal, covered about 
2H acres of land ; and such was the 
destructive impetuosity of the flood, 
that it swept away a cottage, occupi¬ 
ed by James SchoHit ld, standing on 
the declivity of the hill, and his wife 
and four children perished in the flood.' 
Rushing forward in its fatal course, 
the water advanced to the mill of 
Messrs Horsfall, and so completely 
inundated the house of the miller, that 
himself and his wife were floated out 
of their bed ; he seized .the stone¬ 
work in the window, and for some 
time held his wife in his embrace ; 
but she was at length forced from 
him, and her lifeless body was tnkeo 
up the next morning at a place called 
the Paddock, twolmiles from Hud¬ 
dersfield ; the husband, howler, kept 
his htdd of the window till tfee water 
subsided, «nd by that means preser¬ 
ved his life. Besides these fatal ac¬ 
cidents, in which six lives were lost, 
many other of less consequence oc¬ 
curred the soil, from the top to tlie 
bottom of the hill, and extending a 
considerable distance along the valley, 
is completely washed away, and the 


surface exhibits all the appearance of 
the bed of a river. Some idea may 
be formed of the rapidity and force 
of this immense body of water, when 
it is stated that a stone, of an oblong 
form, weighing fifteen tons, was car¬ 
ried from the summit of the hill, and 
lodged in .tlie mill-race of Messrs 
Horsfall, a distance of two miles. 

Sunday last, a wolf and a racoon, 
belonging to an itinerant showman, 
of the name of Perkins, who was oa 
his way from Stamford lo Leicester, 
broke out of his caravan at Emping- 
ham, in Rutlandshire, where he had 
put up for the night. It is supposed 
they escaped*through a door that was 
not propifrly secured. The racoon 
has not yet been heard of, but the 
wolf Ifiis been seen in Burley wood ; 
all endeavours to take him have as 
yet been ineffectual. Several sheep 
have been missing since the escape of 
these voracious animals. 

A singular accident occured to his 
majesty’s sloop Podargus, on the 2d 
instant:—While on her station in 
Boulogne Bay, a large Dutch boat 
was discovered swamped near her, 
which on being towed alongside, up- 
sejt, and was ultimately hoisted in bot¬ 
tom upwisrds. To the astonishment 
of every one on boajxi th? Podargus, 
thirteeii guineas, four half-guineas, 
some French crowns, and other silver 
pieces, were found in her ; and there 
can be no doubt much more would 
have been saved had she not unfortu¬ 
nately capsized. Her lashings, which 
had been cut, were in her, and every 
thing else indicated her having been 
got off some vessel’s deck in a great 
hurry. Three of the half-guineas 
were quite new, 

3d.—ORLSA)^s,'i-*-Ther/e has lately 
been witnessed here'a phenomenon 
not uncommon of late ; namely, a fall 
of atmospheric stones. 
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0«i the 23d November* about one 
o’clock p. m. a very loud report was 
heard at Source* like the ex.piosiou of 
a gunpowder magazine, or the firing 
of several cannon of large calibre. 
All Orleans heard and noticed the 
report, which occasioned a number of 
false conjectures ; but a. report was 
soon spread, that some stones had 
fallen in the commune of Charson- 
viUe, and canton of Meung. A me¬ 
moir has since been read on the sub¬ 
ject by M. Pellier, ph)siciau, at 
Benugency, before the Physical So¬ 
ciety at Orleans, and the prefect has 
caused the most exact accounts to be 
taken of the phenomenon. From 
these we learn, tllat there appeared 
in the commune of Charsonvilic a 
brilliant bi^l of fire, which bufst with 
a tremendous explosion, and let fall 
three large stones, accompanied with 
smoke, and darted with such force 
that they entered the earth to the 
depth of near SO centimeters. One 
of these is covered with a crust of 
greyish black, while tlio inside is more 
clear. It is very compact, and hard 
enough to cut glass. It appears to 
contain globules of iron, pretty large 
and brilliant. ^ 

I^ast week,as Sarah Plowright, cook 
to a gentleman Lynn, Norfolk,was 

going along the Custom house quay 
into Purfieet, she fell off, and sunk so 
deep into the mud as to be unable to 
extricate herself. The wind blew a 
hurricane at the time, so that her cries 
were not heard.' ] n this horrible si¬ 
tuation she remained fivchours, amidst 
the darkness of the night, the roaring 
of the wind, and the dashing of t\}e 
waves, till the tide flowed, and put an 
end to her miseries. 

The Duke of Argyle was formally 
married on Thursday last, at Edin¬ 
burgh, to Lady Paget, the cf ^svant 


spopse of Lord Paget. From this 
circumstance, wt» musi presume that 
the marriage beiwi-en Lord and Lady 
Paget has been dissoivt-diu ihc Scotch 
courts. The marriage ceremony was 
performed after the rites of the kirk 
of Scotland, by the Rev. Sir Henry 
Mmicfiefte, Bart. 

Eastern J%: vjloi;.sy.——A letter 
from Travancore, dated Maicli 4, 
states the following tragical occur¬ 
rence. “A shock of an earthquake 
being experienced duriug the ni^^hl 
at one oi the small lull forts, owing 
to which some houses were thrown 
down, nearly at the same moment a 
fire uuforlunately broke out, which 
so much alarmed the people, that 
numbers left the place and sought 
safety ni the open country. Among 
the fugitives verc several females, 
who, under the impulse of terror, had 
fled (lalf naked from the rajah’s ze¬ 
nana. The natives, pitying their con¬ 
dition, took them in, and the next 
morning conducted them hade to the 
fort, when their jealous lynint order¬ 
ed eight of them to be inunediatdy 
decapitated, for havingexpo sed tliein- 
selves to the observation of men ; and 
sentenced five of their innocent coii- 
'ductors to have their eyes put out, 
for having had an opportuujty of ga¬ 
zing upon their persona.” 

Saturday morning, about three o’¬ 
clock, an alarming fire broke out in 
Liale-street, Leicester-square, in the 
extensive premiJes occupied by Mr 
Simeon,as the Mexican coffee-house 
and American hotel. We regret to 
state, that Mr.Simeon atid his wife 
perished in the flames; and a boy vv,-?s 
60 dreadfully burnt, that hu. recove ry 
is doubtful. Some lodgers who « ere 
in the house, together witii the wait¬ 
ers and female servants, almost iviih- 
out clothing, escaped partly by the 
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roof, and partljf’ by the street-door, 
upon the alarm being given by the 
watchman. The fire broke out in 
the lower part of the premises ; but 
how it originated is not yet ascertain¬ 
ed. In less than an hour after the 
alarm was given, the whole premises 
were completely destroyed. * The 
head waiter, who narfowly escaped 
with his life from the conflagration, 
on hearing ^that his master and mis¬ 
tress were missing, rushed back into 
the house, but was met on the stair¬ 
case by such a volume of smoke and 
flame, that he could not effect his 
praise-worthy object. A servant boy, 
who leapt into the street from a win¬ 
dow, is much hurt, but not danger¬ 
ously. Mr Simeon, who unfortunate¬ 
ly perished, was an old and faithful 
domestic to the late Duke of Port¬ 
land, and attended his grace at his 
deadi. He afterwards took the house 
in question, which was fitted up in a 
superior style of elegance as a hotel 
and coflee-house. The unfortunate 
couple were but recently married, 
and had no children. From the heat 
of the ruins, it was impossible to make 
any effectual search on Saturday for 
the bodies of those who perished in 
the conflagration, notwithstaijding 
the fire was completely extinguished 
by the evening- The fire, we under¬ 
stand, broke out in Mr Simeon’s betl- 
room, which was at the back of the 
house on the first floor. 

The coach with the London mail 
arrived at Milford on Thursday with¬ 
out coachman or guard. It appears 
they got ddw^ about two miles dis¬ 
tant, in order to light one of the coach 
lamps, which had blown out, when 
the horses took fright, and could not 
be overtaken; and although they 
came in at full gallop, readied the 
Nelson hotel in safety, without co¬ 
ming in contact with the corner in 


getting into the yard. A gentle¬ 
man, who was in the coach, leaped 
out on its approaching the church. 

The wolf V'hicb escaped a few days 
since in Rutlandshire is still at large, 
and has baffled all the efforts which 
have been made to take him. In ad¬ 
dition to a great number of sheep that 
have been destroyed by this ferocious 
animal, a fine filly foai was found, on 
Friday morning, so- torn and lacera¬ 
ted as to preclude all possibility of 
her recovery. 

5th.—CouKTOF Kinc’sBench— 

DahouM V. Beresford. -Mr Jekyll, 

addressing the jury, said it would be 
necessary for'him,Jo consume some 
time in a detail of the very singular 
transaction which gave rise to the 
present action, by which the plaintiff 
had suffered not only violent and out¬ 
rageous invasion of nis property, but 
the total demolition of it. For an 
injury of this kind the plaintiff now 
came to ask redress and reparation at 
the hands of a British jury, and he 
was sure he would not ask it with 
less success, because he was a fo¬ 
reigner, and an artist of celebrity in 
his own country, now, by the cala¬ 
mitous state of the rest of the world, 
driven to g»‘ck protection in this land, 
of libertv. After the plaintiff had 
been some time resident in this coun¬ 
try'-, he framed an exhibition of vari¬ 
ous pictures, xn different branches of 
the art, painted by himself, to be 
shewn to the public at Pall-Mall. 
One qf these was the representation, 
of a much.famed story, with which 
we must all have been acipiainted in 
our youth, termed by tne French 
“ La, Belled le or, as it was. 

expressed in our own language, the 
story of“ Beauty and the Beast.” The 
merit of this composition was admit¬ 
ted, by evfrry person who had, seen it*, 
to be very great.- 
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One of the figures in this piece 
was of great beauty, and the other, 
as might be supposed, the reverse; 
and the whole was executed in a most 
masterly manner. The exhibition 
had gone on with great success for 
«ome weeks, when the transaction, to 
which the learned counsel must im¬ 
mediately call the attention of the 
jury, took place. It was now neces- 
eary, however, that he should give 
some account of the gentleman who 
was the defendant in this case, who 
was no less a person than the son of 
the Archbishop of Tuam, and, the 
learned counsel was sorry to say, him¬ 
self in holy orders^ On the 20th of 
July last, about eleven o’clock in the 
forenoon, the defendant came to the 
place of exhibition, only the plaintiff 
and one or two others being present, 
and while a person was procuring 
change for him, a loud ciy was heard 
of “ Gddd God, he is cutting and 
tearing the picture to pieces !’* On 
running to the place where the pic¬ 
ture in question stood, there was this 
reverend Vandal seen engaged w'ith 
bis knife in defacing the picture, and 
cutting it in pieces. On the person 
coming up to him, he turned aboift, 
and, with the knife in his band, 
threatened to seAe in the same man¬ 
ner he was doing the picture, any 
person who should endeavour to pre¬ 
vent him. As to the value of the 
picture so destroyed by the defen¬ 
dant, it was estimated by the defen¬ 
dant himself at lOOOl. lie knew he 
could not give this in evidence, but 
he should bring eminent painters and 
patrons of the fine arts who had seed 
this picture, and who would state it 
to be of great value and merit. There 
was^ however, in this case another 
criteridn by which they might judge 
of the loss sustained by the present 
plaintifi'. The picture in question 


wa*s at the time in the course of being 
exhibited by the pluintiff. Befoie it 
was publicly known with what mor¬ 
sels of beauty this small collection 
W'as ornamented, (he assimd his 
learned friend he did not allude to 
the picture of Beauty and the Beast 
alone,) the rcxrcipts had been com¬ 
paratively small, amounting to 21. or 
3l. a day; but when the collection 
came to be known, the influx was so 
great as to amount to 10 or 12 guineas 
per diem, so as to promise him the 
prospect, by the exhibition, of rca- 
lizing a little fortune. He should 
now name no specific sum, but should 
leave it to the discretion of the jury. 
The plaintiff was a foreigner, an art¬ 
ist of oelebrity and great merit, and 
the jury would not fail to mark the 
contrast, that the defendant was a 
man, from his profession, who, above 
all others, ought to have abstained 
from so outrageous a violation of pri¬ 
vate property. • 

Frauds Bousqnet stated, that lie was 
standing at the door leading to the ex¬ 
hibition room, being himself engaged to 
keep the door of the exhibition next to 
it, when the defendant rushed past liim 
like a flash of Ijghtning. Some minutes 
after the defendant had rushed in, an 
alarm was given, in consequence of which 
the witness went to an opening in the 
gallery above, which communicated with 
the plaintiff’s exhibition room. By this 
time the job was done, and two frames 
were lying against* the wall without the 
pictures. There were some other persons 
at the opfeniug above where the witness 
was standing, and the defendant called 
u(. to them not tef be afraid, Imt for tbi^ 
rascal who painted the picture, he ought to 

be . . . . The witness could not make 

"out the remainder of the sentence. He 
did not sec the defendant cut the picture, 
nor did' he see him with a knife in hm 
band. 

Charles Sonarat was at the door, and 
received from the defendant a five ghil- 
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ling piece to diange, whidi ho gave Imn 
in a few niinuteF< aftt rwanls When tlie 
■witwsft was ii' the dcm iO<>ni, a poison 
callofJ out to Imii, rhai a goiitlenmn was 
cUstroyiiig a pu-tuio, «ni wliioli he went 
up to the pietine m <|Uostion, and saw 
the de^biulurit sttinding bv it, with a knife 
in one hand and a stick, in till otlier. 
The deiemiant put himself in a threaten¬ 
ing posture, if the witness should endea¬ 
vour to come lU'ar him. The witness 
iintnediati-iy told tlio plamlitt n<»t to come 
.in, thinking that the detendnut intended 
to murder him, and himself run directly 
for a constable. He went to several 
different place'-, hut returned without 
gelling one, .after being absent nearly 
three quarters of an houi. When Jie re¬ 
turned. the defendant was still there, 
and the picture was completely deytioyed 
and cut to pieces, lie thinks .ithis was 
done oy the defendant, but did not see 
ibini cut it. 

Lord £llc*nl)orough—Was it in a diffe¬ 
rent stale when you returned, from what 
it was when you went away ^ A. It hail 
fab« 11 down when I went uwii}, but was 
not cih.; but when 1 roturmHl I found it 
in three pieces. Itwnsciit witli a kndc: 
it hanging in its p’ace when the tie 
fciicant came into tlie room, and had 
not then been damaged. He did not 
know rile amount of the profits derived 
from tlie cxliibition. 

Cross examined by tlie Attorney-Ge¬ 
neral, said thej'e were not many visitors 
at first, but Q great maiu afit'rwards. 

Q. Was this not .inoJd strange soM of 
a fiietiire f A. Il wa'- a beuutitul picture. 

Q. Yca, it was tJie picture of the Beau 
ty and the Beast; was it very iikc : A. 
i do not know w'hat likeness yon mean. 

Q, Upon your oath, was nojt the Beast 
meant to be a likeness of 7 v.t Hope ? A. 
1 have hedni a whispering in the room 
'that the Be^st was' Itke Mr Hope. 

Q And that the Beauty was Mrs 
Hope i A. No, theysttid it was not like. 
' Q Did y oil ever see the picture the 
lasntift’drewof IVVs and for which 

e received 400 guineas i A. Yc^, 1 have 
seen it, 

Q, And although he has not been so 


happy ill the portrait of the Beauty as he 
was in that he formerly painted of Mrs 
Hope, stiil the Beauty is painted in the 
suiiu* dress as that worn by Mrs Hone in 
her portrait ? A Yes, though 1 cannot 
say it is exactly the same. 

The witness w'as then asked, if he did 
not know that tliere was a remarkable 
room in Mrllope’s house called the Star 
room, and if there w'as not such a ceiling 
to the room in which Beauty and the , 
Beast were represented to bci But to 
tb'-sc questions hecoulii give no answer, 
c.oi being aware tliat the fails were so. 

Q. Which did Mr Dabonst liiinsclf 
think most like, Beauly to Mrs Hojiri, or 
the Beast to Mr Hope? A, He never 
saitl. 

Q This Beast Wlfs hideous ami offen¬ 
sive to the eye. was it not? A. No, I do 
not thipk It was. 

Q Then p'obably some {lersor.s could 
not il'stinguish which wa.< tlie Beast? A. 

1 euiuior answ'er that; a beauty is hand¬ 
somer thai' a beast 

Q. Ye.s. 'f bis is so in the abstr.'ict; but 
1 a.«ked you if this is the '.asi' a> the [iic- 
tnre ? A, 'I'he Beauty is the liandsoiner of 
the two. 

Q- 'flicn the beast is not very ugly ? 
A. He is vi ry gooil-naturcd. 

Q. 1.S he painted naked ? is he witli- 
ont clothes ? A. He has hair. 

, Has he any othei ciutfics but what 
a bear w*.. s ? and is he uglier or hand¬ 
somer 'I ,/111 a bear?. A. I cannot sar 
that. 

Q. There was not then a pin's differ¬ 
ence between them ? A, Different beasts 
have difftg^ent appearances, and this beast 
is Iiaudsomcr than a hear., 

Q, Was be not adorned witli long hairy 
ears?, A. Yes. 

Q. W’as there not before him a chest 
with money and jewels, and is he not 
^offering them to her, if she will accept 
ol‘ him ? A. Yes; t^t is the subject of 
the story. 

Q. And is she not wringing her hands 
in agony, that site should be exposed to 
such a beast? A. Yes, she iscUstresspd. 

Q. At beipg exposed tp such a beast, 
as the picture represents Mr Hope to be, 
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who, to induce her, offers her riches ? A. 
That is only the subject of the >)torj'. 

Q. Have you not told persons who 
visited the exhibition, that the %ures 
were like Mr and Mrs Hope? A. Per¬ 
haps I may hate said tliat I was told the 
one figure was like Mr Hope. 

Q. Have you not sidd that it was meant 
by the plaintiff to represent Mr Hope i 
A. I do not remenilicr; I may ha\e said 
that It was like Mr Hope, but not that it 
was Mr Daboust’sintention that it should 
be like. 

, Q That, then, be never told you ? A. 
That is another thing; he told me it was 
Beauty and the Beast; that somebody 
had told him the Beast was tike Mr Hope; 
but that -it was not his intention in l>egin- 
ning the picture to represent Mr Hope. 
The picture was not'paioted like him on 
piiqiose. 

Q. That was lieforo it was &iishcd ; 
will you say that he did not tell you iliar 
after he h.nl been so tohl that the Beast 
wa.s like Mr Hope, he did not go on and 
finish it u[i to tiic complete likeness ? 
A. I think he did. 

C). lifu'e yon not heard him say, that 
the figure of Beanly was taken from the 
portrait he himself’ had drawn of Mrs 
Hope ? A. No, sir. 

Q- C’orae, take time. A. Now I do 
remember hi^ sayingtliat he did not know 
where to look for a beaufy more cxijui- 
site thnn Mr.s Hope, or onetiuit be eo«ld 
take better suited to rcpreseflt tlie cha¬ 
racter. • 

Q. And so he determined to finish up 
his Bi'Huty from the reprcsenlation of 
Mrs Hope ? A, Yes. 

Q. From what representation did he 
take the lines, which in the picture the 
Beast was supposed to be uttering, and 
whicii appearetl on a scroll—" 1 am sen¬ 
sible that 1 am a most horrible beast, 
and tliat yon can have no thoughts of me; 
but if you will accept of me slid! 
have all these riches at your disposal r' 
A, These are the wonJ^ of the fable. 

Q. Now these are the words spoken 
by the figure which is tike Mr Hofie to 
me figure which is tike Mrs Uoj^, in 
short, by Mr fic^e to Mrs f A. I 
cannot say. 


0, Have you not heard Mr D;iboiist 
20 different times say, that he wuuld be 
revenged on Mr Hope, liecuusc Ih> bad 
displeased him ? A. I heard l\ini 
say he was displeasc-d witli Mi Hope. 

Q,. -'\nd was it not for this that hc 
publishcd this picture ? A. 1 bclic\e so. 

Q. Is not the dcr’endant Mrs Hope’s 
brotlic^ and did he nor. tell you that he 
destroyed the ^ciure because it was a 
vile slander on nis sister ? A. He was in 
a great passion, and spoke so fast that 1 
could not understand what he said. 

Loni Ellenboroiigh—Was this at the 
time of destroying the picture r 

Mr Attorney General—Yes, my lord, 
at the very moment. 

Mr Louis Odekay, who collected the 
admission money at the plaintiff’s exhi¬ 
bition, stated the daily receipts to be at 
first about 31. or 4l. I hey rose, as the 
exhil)iti«n was lietter known, to to, 15, 
aixi even to I9l. a day. After the de¬ 
struction of the picture in question, the 
receipts fell off greatly. Several persons, 
when they understoiKl that picture was 
gone, would not go in. 

Cro&s-cxauiimxl by Mr Attorney-Ge¬ 
neral—He said the daily reccipA after¬ 
wards fell down to alioiit 2 I., but that 
many jK-ople who went away witfiout go¬ 
ing in, offered to jxiy for tlie sight of the 
fr.igiuentB that rcimuned of the.repicscn- 
tations of Mr and Mr.s ilope. 

Mr Huet Vdlicis said, he had been 
a paii^ter ail his lifetime, and had known 
the plaintiff for ten years. The plmntiff 
hatl always been esteemed a cclebrattid 
artist both in France and in this country. 
He (witness) had examined the fragments 
of the painting in question, and if the 
totality was equaj to the fragments, it 
must liave been u fine picture. In its 
present state, however, he could not 
judge of its value. 

Mr Strellot, historical niHatcr to tlie 
Prince of Wales,, thougln the pfaintifl' 
when be came to this amntry one of the 
first artists he ever knew. He thought 
the picture in question e well pamicd 
picture.. He baa not examined it atten¬ 
tively when be saw it at the exhibition; 
but he had examined the fragmciiCs, and 
a person could judge of the merit of the 
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picture from them as well as if it [md 
been entire. Judging of the ternjs of 
the artist, and of the size and merit of 
the picture, he thouglit its value must 
have been about bOO or 600 guineas. 

Mr Jekyll .said, that was his case. 

The Attorney-General, for the de¬ 
fendant, said, this was the mcyit im¬ 
pudent appeal by a ft^eigner to the 
justice of a British court of judica¬ 
ture he had ever witnessed, and he 
trusted he* should never see such an- 
oth^. His learned friend had said, 
that a British jury would never be 
alow to afford protection to a foreign¬ 
er appealing to their justice. He 
trusted they never would. But then 
it was incumbent on that foreigner 
to sec that he himself had not viola¬ 
ted those laws, to the protection of 
which he appealed ; for to be entit¬ 
led to the protection of the laws, he 
should have deserved it. ' What, 
however, was the injury for which 
the plaintiff in this case now impu¬ 
dently nsks reparation ?—see what 
his own conduct has been—what he 
has done—and from whom it is that 
he asks reparation. The learned 
counsel for the plaintiff had told the 
jury that the plaintiff had been exhi¬ 
biting a picture by which he was 
realising considerable sums of mcfney, 
and from which he expected still 
greater advantages ; and that it was 
for the demohuon of this picture that 
he now asked for compensation. The 
learned counsel had tulsc told, that 
merit.fn this country was always cer¬ 
tain to meet its reward. Th^ plain¬ 
tiff himself lyid fully experienced the * 
truth of this assertion.* In a period 
of distress he had come to this coun¬ 
try* seeking for patronage and en- 
CQuragement in the line of his profes¬ 
sion i atid he had not sought for it 
in vain. He had found it in Mr Hope, 
in whom merit ia distress had always 


found a patron and benefactor. He 
had come to tliis gentleman with all ‘ 
the wealth he haa, which consisted 
in one picture, for which Mr Hope 
had given him 8001. Not only so, 
but as an additional encouragement 
to him* to improve his talents, he 
employs him to paint the portrait of 
his wife, for which he bargains tO 
give him 400 guineas, the one half 
of which he actually paid before the 
portrait was begun, and the remain¬ 
der before it was finished. 

The plaintiff, who was in court, 
said he could shew this to be false. 

The Attorney-General said, he 
knew what he stated to be true ; but 
he was really astonished to think that 
a plaintiff in such a cause as this could 
have been so insensible to every feel¬ 
ing of delicacy and propriety, as to 
be present in court whilst it was try¬ 
ing. He was not accustomed to use 
such language, but his indignation 
was so roused that he could not sup¬ 
press his feelings at the conduct of 
one, who, in his representation of a 
beast, had so truly described himself. 
This plaintiff had been received into 
the bouse of Mr Hope, and had avail¬ 
ed himself of that opportunity to 
paiht the ^icturf in question j and 
because Mr Ho,v would not submit 
to his unreasonable demands, and at 
lengtn held his hand, the defendant 
had taKcn this way of revenge to at¬ 
tack his benefactor in the most sensi¬ 
ble point, by holding out-to ridicule 
himself and the wife whom beloved, in 
the exptictation that Mr Hope would 
still buy him off Foiled in this ex¬ 
pectation, he was not, however, diff- 
cofnfited, but thought that, by the 
terror of the present action, his pur¬ 
pose might still be effected, supposing 
that Mr Hope would yield to his de¬ 
mands, rather than allovy the present 
deitadant, ahigh-miodedmanj^ound* 
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cd alm«8t to death on account of hi$ 

■ sister* and who, on the impulse of the 
moment, had himself cut in pieces the 
infamous publication by which she 
was traduced, to appear in the pre¬ 
sent action. Could the plaintiff ever 
hope, by a verdict of twelve honest 
Englishmen, to effect his object ? No, 
he never could j but he did nope that 
tlie parties would have yielded, ra¬ 
ther than try the present action. 
Did the jury pot think that this la¬ 
dy’s family, writhing almost to ago¬ 
ny, felt the-ridicule tp which she 
was exposed ? for unfortunately this 
was one of the effects of judicial pro¬ 
ceedings, that the verdict did not 
cause the pain ariWng from an injury 
of the kind immediately to cease. 
This great object, therefore,the plain¬ 
tiff had gained, so far had his malc<- 
volence succeeded ; but farther it 
could not go. Should he not, the 
Attorney-General aske4» if a map 
held a sword to his throat, beat it 
down ? Sliould he not, if held up to 
ridicule in a caricature, which copld 
not be regarded as an exhibition of 
art, feel himself entitled to cut in 
pieces the infamous exhibition, by 
which he was attempted to he loaded 
with disgrace ? Under pfetence'of 
this story of Beauty and the Beasts 
Mr Hope had been exhibited in a 
most disgraceful point of view, re¬ 
presenting himself as a stupid and 
disgusting monster, who had nothing 
but his riches to offer tp his wife, as 
an inducement to accept of him as a 
husbaftjd ; while she, on the other 
hand,. was repre8ente4 as having ac- 
cepted of such a monster, merefy on 
account of his riches, Mrs Hope,*it 
was well known, had no occasion to 
6V|bmit to suph a sacrihee. She was 
not in a situation to require it. To 
form a proper idea of the gentleman 
and lady isp grossly ca^itmniateds it 


was only necessary to see them in 
the*r domestic circle suiTOunded by 
their family and friends, he a husband 
and she a wife, of whom it was to be 
regretted there were sb few examples. 
And was it nothing that, by such a 
ruffian as this plaintiff, a man jike Mr 
Hopi^was to be held up as a mon¬ 
ster, and a \uoman like Mrs Hope 
to be represented as n sacrifice to 
brutality, merely'on account of sor¬ 
did lucre ? At first, it a*ppeared in 
evidence, that this exhibition of the 
plaintiff’s yielded very little emolu¬ 
ment ; but when it was told at every 
corner of thp streets, that there Mr 
Hope might be seen exhibited as a 
iponster, it got up to 201. per diem; 
it could not be surprising that the 
knowledge of such an exhibition 
should reach the relations of the lady. 
It did reach her brother, the present 
defendant; and for annihilating this 
infamous libel on his sister and her 
husband, he was now called on to 
defend the present action. The plain¬ 
tiff now sat in court to hear the pre- 
sent action tried; but if Mr Hope 
had taken his (the Attorney-Gene- 
ral^s) advice, that would have been 
out of his power. Still, however, it 
was ip the option of Mr Hope to 
bring him before in jury of his country, 
for the infamous exposure of which 
he had been guilty. Mr Hope pro¬ 
bably did well to spare such a reptile 
for a time, but now, after the length 
he had gone, the Attorney-General 
trusted Mr Hope wpuld at length 
follow His advic^. He trusted, there¬ 
fore, the jury, would b%-of opinion 
that in such a pjtse the plaintiff couid 
recover nothing- 

Lord EUtfiU>Ofough said, in this 
case no 'justijficatlon had been plead¬ 
ed, as if the picture had been destroy¬ 
ed as a nuisance, but the only plea 
was one of dot guilty. There could 
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be little doubt, however, that the,de¬ 
molition of the picture bad been com¬ 
mitted by the defendant, indeed it 
was hardly denied. The mannei and 
purport of the exhibition were per¬ 
fectly char. At first the exhibition 
yielded only two or three pounds a 
day, but by the publicity of riiis re¬ 
semblance to Mr the euiolu- 

]meiits had been raised to 20l. The 
motive of the exhibition was equally 
clear, it appearing in evidence that 
the plaintiff published it because Mr 
Hope had displeased him, and that 
he finished it up to his resemblance. 
7'hat he took the other figure from 
the portrait of Mrs Hope was also 
clear, all the spe-etaf ors being impress¬ 
ed with that conviction. It was then 
charged, that the plaintiff haS dtme 
aU this from unworthy motives. They 
were not, how'ever, here to consider 
whether, the plaintiff was an ungrate¬ 
ful man j but, if he had been abusing 
this public exhibition to give the ac- 
cutest jftiin to a family. The person 
demolishing the picture was the bro 
ther of the lady abused, but lie had 
pleaded no justific-atJon. The mate¬ 
rial question, therefore, was, as to 
the value, of the thing destroyed ; 
and if it was valuable only as a cari¬ 
cature, in that light having no right 
to exhibit it, it could never become 
valuable in his hands, and it was a 
species of property which he could 
not make available. If application 
had j^eu made to the Lord Chancel¬ 
lor, ^ewopld not have suffered it to 
be ejthii?ited even for a moment. Not, 
only woul^die have prevented it frdm 
bluing publicty exhibited, but from 
^being shewn in any manner. What 
then was the value of .it ? No more 
than, the value of the chpvas, colour, 
&'c. which constituted iits component 
parts } as a picture it ivas of no va- 
hie. As an instrument ol punishment 


against the person who had used it, 
it would be advisable as soon as pos¬ 
sible to reduce it to ks own original 
value of paint, canvas, and colour. 
The jury would give that and no 
more. 

Verdict for the plaintiff—Damages 
five pounds. 

There were present on the Bench, 
among other eminent characters, the 
Marquis of lleadfort, Earls Carlisle, 
Egremont, Sefton, Lord Ossulston, 
&c. 

CoouT OF King’s Bekch.—£x- 
eentors of Johnson, v Tierney, Esq, 
—Mr Park stated, that this was an 
action brought by the representatives 
of the late keeper of the Circus cof- 
fee.house,for'meat and drink furnish¬ 
ed to the order of the Right Hoii. 
George Tierney. Mr Tietiuy was 
now a member of parliament, and had 
once been member for Southwark. 
He was however member no longer ; 
if he were, the court would priibably 
have heard nothing of bills ol this de¬ 
grading and disgraceful nature; it 
was probable Mr Tierney would have 
paid his bills ; but his connection with 
Southwark was at an end, he was no 
longer member ; and the represt nta- 
tives of a coffe- -house, who had sup¬ 
plied him at his owp distinct order 
with meat and drink during his elec¬ 
tion, were actually obliged to bring 
an action against Mr Tierney for the 
amount of a bill, the most moderate 
that, perhaps, had been charged at 
an election within the knowledge of 
any man conversant in those things. 
For the breakfasts, dinners, suppers, 
and occasional refreshment of twelve 
or fourteen of Mr Tierney’s clerks, 
for nearly three weeks, the whole 
charge was only 4*7l. 6s. 0|d. The 
jui^ would be surprised to hear that 
this charge included caudles and sta¬ 
tionary, to the vidue of nearly 31. \ for 
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•which, money was given out of John¬ 
son’s, the coffee-house-keeper’s, poc* 
ket. It was really shameful that 
such an action should be defended. 
For this paltry sum, fairly due, due 
by his direct desire, and for his own 
immediate purposes, Mr Tirrney bore 
to be dunned for the last-sevei^ years. 
He offered, in truth, 251, by way of 
paying it. The jury would be-sur¬ 
prised to hear the circumstances un¬ 
der winch the bill was run up. It 
was not for feeding voters, but for 
the necessary objects of the election. 
Mr Johnson’s house was respectable, 
and out of the way of the tuniult 
which naturally sexurred at an elec¬ 
tion. Mr Johnsim was in Mr Tier¬ 
ney’s interest, and that right^honour- 
able gentleman applied to him for the 
use of his apartments. Johnson re¬ 
fused, as not 'Wishing to have his 
house the scene of riot, which a house 
for voters generally is. Mr Tierney 
particularly requested of him to give 
up a few rooms, for the mere accom¬ 
modation of a few clerks, necessary 
for carrying on the business of the 
election. Those clerkc* staid in the 
house frequently all ilay and all night, 
eating and drinking ou the order of 
Mr Tierney ; and after ^11, Johnson 
was moderate %;flough to restrict him¬ 
self to W charge by which any man 
might see that it was next to impos¬ 
sible he could make the ordinary pro¬ 
fit of his business. Mr Tierney con¬ 
trived to resist the application for se¬ 
ven years, and the action was now 
brought to make him pay his bill,. 

The waiter, and a female, belong¬ 
ing to the Circus or Equestrian «of- 
fee-house* prayed the cheapness of 
the items in the bill, and their deli¬ 
very to the order of Mr Tie^ey . 

Mr Russel, one of the jifmcipal 
poll clerks on tbe election, gave'evi- 
dence, that the order for supplying 


the'clerks had been given by Mr AL 
cock, the principal n\anager for Mr 
Tierney ; that Mr Alcock and wit¬ 
ness had dim d with tlu- clerks o* par¬ 
ticular days, when they all had wine 
furnished by Johnson ; that one even¬ 
ing Mr Tierney, with some‘of his 
committee and witness, drank tea in 
the coffee-housej that noone attempt¬ 
ed to pay, and that the charge was 
added to the bill, as by r^guLr cus¬ 
tom. Witness was a clerk, but never 
paid for any thing which he got m 
the Circus coffee-house, he fully un¬ 
derstanding that it was to be patdfor 
by Mr Alcock, on Mr Tierney’s ac¬ 
count. Mr Alcock had the manage¬ 
ment of liis own parish, and witness 
that qf St George’s, during the elec¬ 
tion. The clerks commenced their 
operations at Johnson’s three days be¬ 
fore the election, aitd coiitiiiu- ilthem 
for some days after ; the election was 
in 180t^. An order was hung up in 
some of the houses where the voters 
were, to allow of no scores being run. 
But Johnson’s house had nothing to 
do with the voters, tliough, as John¬ 
son was the friend of Mr Tierney, 
he allowed the clerks to have the use 
of his house, and fgr their particular 
puiiposes threw three of his apart¬ 
ments into one. The bill was ex¬ 
tremely moderate for the eating and 
drinking, without taking in the at¬ 
tendance and the rooms. 

Benjamin Wilmot applied to Mr 
Alcock for payment or the bill; Mr 
Alcoak said, he would see it settled. 
The bill was so moderate that he 
(witness J toM Mrs JqWhson he would 
pay it lumself, rather than a wiSow 
should lose her money. Her very 
charge for the rooms ought to have 
risen to the full amount of the bill. 

Mr Jekyll, for the defendant, said 
’ he "was instructed, that he had a wit¬ 
ness who would negative all that'l^as

said ;d>out a general order being given 
for the feeding of the clerks. That 
witness had been called, but he did 
not appear. The cause must then 
be g ivew up. 

Lord Ellenborough, after some 
brief wmarks on the nature of the 
charges, directed the jury to l^^id for 
the mil demand—'i/l.^s.

7th.— Court of Common Pleas. 
•^Price and Thompsoiiy v, Gynn .— 
This was an action brought by the 
plaintiffs, surgeons and apothecaries, 
for 21. 1 r., being the amount of a bill 
for medicines and attendance on the 
defendant, a pork-butcher, and his 
daughter, during their conlmement. 
It appeared, that the defendant had 
got a soi-c toe, and his daughter a 
aore finger ; in order to cure which, 
the plaintiffs had been called in. The 
demand for both cures was 31. lls., 
of which 11. lOs. was paid. Against 
the remaining 21. Is. the defendant 
demurre^d at first ; but on hearing 
that a writ was taken out against 
him for the money, he went to Mr 
Benjamin Bishop, the attorney em¬ 
ployed, in order to discharge it. He 
was there informed that the costs of 
the writ amounted to 21, more ; upon 
which he refused payment altogeUier. 

Mary Gynn, daughter of the de¬ 
fendant remembered her father's bad 
toe. The plaintiffs attended him ; 
nbe saw Thompson there three time*-; 
might be more. Her father often 
went to their shop himself, and got 
advice and medicines. The soreness 
of the toe was merely occasioned by 
a'^^ht shoej* ind was not in a state 
of ;Wortificatk)n at all.* She thought 
niach more about her own finger than 
abbut the toe. Different medicines 
were' brought for both complaints 
from ^ejpuuntiffs* sbbp^ She used 
a lotion; for, her finger, and was or¬ 
dered to keep it conStwtly wet. She 


shewed the finger to a lady, a friepd- 
of her's, who bid her never mind their 
stuff, but put on a poultice of bread 
and milk, and she would soon get 
well: she did so, and recovered. She 
took an opening draught also. 11. 
lOs. had been paid, and 21. Is. w^as 
still demanded by the apothecaries as 
due. 

Charles Barry, a surgeon and apo¬ 
thecary, had the bill shewn him, and 
considered the charges reasonable. 
He knew Messrs Price and Thomp¬ 
son ; they were practising surgeons, 

Richard Harden, also an apothe¬ 
cary, thought^thc charges reasonable. 
He knew apothecanes, as apotheca¬ 
ries merely, had no right to demand 
payment for attendance. 

Sir James Mansfield.—” I think 
it's a very terrible thing that an apo¬ 
thecary cannot charge attendance un¬ 
less he gives physic, whether it's 
wanted or not.” 

The plaintiffs' case being closed 
here, Mr Seijcant Shepherd contend¬ 
ed for the defendant's readiness to 
pay the bill, even though he thouglit 
it exorbitant, until he was attempt¬ 
ed to be saddled with additional law 
expences. The bill itself he depreca¬ 
ted as mosf iinlair, and the quantity 
ofmediciner most unnecessary. ** See, 
gentlemen,” said he, ** bedkuee this 
poor young lady happens to get a 
scratch on the top of her finger, she 
is most unconscionably condemned to 
an opening draught! Take care of 
our fingers, gentlemen, or the Lord 
ave mercy on your bowels ! The 
family, indeed, seemed to be victims 
to opening medicines of various kinds; 
for It appeared that after his unfortu¬ 
nate client had been' mercilessly do¬ 
sed by the medical physidan, he round 
the legal doctor prepar^ Wth a fresh 
prescription ! Under Such circum- 
stasees, his only remedy was to put' 
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himself under the protection of the 
jury. 

James Baylis, a surgeon and apo¬ 
thecary, on being shewn tlie bill, 
thought some of the charges more 
than u^ual. The lotion, which was 
charged 6s. 6d., he thought' might 
have been made for 3s. 6d.; certainly, 

. if spirituous ingredients were mixed 
with it, it might come to more.—- 
Plaintiffs* nonsuited. . 

8th.— Middlesex Sessions. —Pa¬ 
trick and Elizabeth M‘Coy, Michael 
Martin, Owen Bradley, Michael Mo* 

ram, —- - Fitzgerald, Cornelius 

Ahern, and Mary Cunningham, were 
charged with a riot, amd assaulting 
several watchmen <Jf St Gile8*s parish 
in the execution of their duty. 

Mr Gurney stated that thc^efend- 
ants were eight out of sixteen, against 
whom a bill had been found for a 
most serious riot ; the other eight did 
not 'choose to appear to take their 
trials at the present sessions. The 
jury were, some of them, perhaps ac¬ 
quainted with what a riot amongst the 
lower order of Irish was. He, in the 
course of his profession, had known 
something of the subject, but nothing 
that ever came near the present; and 
it W’as owing to a merciful Providence 
only that the ijefendants, instead of 
standing where they then did, were 
not standing at the bar of the Old. 
Bailey to take their trials on an in¬ 
dictment for murder. The d^end- 
ants formed part of the inhabitantis of 
a court,' called LaScelles-couft,. in 
Broad Saint Giles’s, which, it seem¬ 
ed, was not»ed as a place of terror, to 
all peaceable persons} so had was jt, 
that even watchmCn dreaded to en¬ 
ter it, and whenever a occurred, 
there, which was hot unfreq^ent, the 
patrole al«yays> mustered as strong a 
force as th^ could before,they wji- 
turedte On the meat 


tioqed in the indictment, a cliristen- 
ing had taken place at one of the 
houses ; a ceremony which, like fune¬ 
rals amongst this class, was always 
kept up with great spirit, and fre¬ 
quently ended in mischief. Such had 
been the case on this occasion,«whcn, 
though there had been a plentiful 
share of spiritsf yet the mischief pre¬ 
dominated. The company did not 
part till 12 o'clock, when some of 
them determined to visit a Ifriend who 
lodged in the court, at the house of k 
woman named Murphy j M‘Coy and 
Ahern, accordingly, stopped at MrS 
Murphy’s, and knocking at her win¬ 
dow, inquired for her lodger. Mrs 
Murphy asked what they wanted at 
that late hour j when one of them re¬ 
plied, ** Let the w—-e come out, and 
we will shew her.” Mrs Murphy’s 
ire being roused by this attack upoit 
her chastity, did open the door, but 
it was only to throw a wet cloth in - 
M*Coy*s face, who in return, broke 
her windows ; and some of die glass 
flying in Mrs Murphy’s face, cut her 
in a dreadful manner. She upon this 
hailed the watch, and Roberta and the 
other three came to her assistance ; 
. and she poioting out M‘Coy as the 
man who Iiad assaulted her, they 
were*about to take him to the watdi- 
house, when several who stood roupdj, 
amongst whom were the defendants, 
drawing large bludgeons which they 
had concealed under their coats, at¬ 
tacked the watdimen, who springing 
their cattles for further assistance, a 
.dreadful riot ensued, which lasted 
, near, an hour.. Oram^ar patrole,.re- 
cei.ved a severe £ut on the head, afld 
another on bis aim., Roberts, also 
Itpatrole^ was shut ipto a room in one 
of the houses, where he was beaten 
in a moat dreadful ‘manner about the 
head and body, and his nose was near¬ 
ly severed from his face by a blow 
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from a fire-shovel, the women hav>ing 
taken an active part in heating him 
when on the floor, and he was ulti¬ 
mately left for dead. After the 
riot was quelled, he was found in that 
rituatioij by some of the watchmen, 
These^circurnstances he would prove, 
and it would then be for the j^ry to 
say whether any or all*of the defend¬ 
ants were guilty. 

These ^cts vrvre proved in evi¬ 
dence, and the jury found all the de¬ 
fendants guilty except Owen Bradley. 

Consistory Court of Doctors' 
Commons. —Cox v Goodday .—This 
was a question as to the admissibility 
of criminal articles exhibited by Miss 
Hannah Cox, of Terling, iti Essex, 
against the Reverend V/illiam Good- 
day, vicar of that parish, for 'brawl- 
ingin the church. 

The prosecutioR was founded upon 
the statute of Edward VI., and the 
complaint contained in the articles 
was, that Mr Goodday, in the midst 
of the 'church service, without any 
cause, addressed Miss Cox, stating 
that he had observed the most inde¬ 
cent behaviour in her at church for 
some time; that if she continued in 
it, he would order the sexton to turn 
her out; and if that would not do, 
he would put her in, the spintilal 
court; upon which Miss Cox, much 
hurt at finding that this rebuke, 
though undeserved, had drawn upon 
her the eyes of the congregation, 
retired with her sister ; and as they 
werfe leaving the church, Mr^ Good- 
day excMm^d “ Let them go to the. 
play-houSc,«a}jd act their acts there," 

. • It was contended, by the counsel 
for the reverend gentleman, that the 
words were only those of dignified 
rcj^roof, which he was justified in 
using towards any person interrupt¬ 
ing we "solemn dtservance of religi¬ 
ous duties; that as they bore this 


construction, no evidence could be 
adduced of their having been utter¬ 
ed with any other view j and that^ 
therefore, it would not only be irre¬ 
levant to admit the articles to proof, 
but would be establishing a danger¬ 
ous precedent, to prevent clergymen 
from preserving decorum in the per¬ 
formance of religious duties. 

Miss Cox's counsel put a totally 
different construction upon the words, 
and contended, that if nothing but a 
rppr<H>f was intended, it was unne¬ 
cessary to add the exprmions, as 
they were leaving the church, of, “ let 
them them go to a play-house, and 
act their actsthere and to include 
Mias C.'s sister, w'fio was an unoffen- 
ing party, in them; andtheinsinuation 
conveyed in them, that the circum- 
stanceof MissC- having that morning 
received the sacrament from the hands 
of the reverend gentleman himself, 
must strongly repel the presumption 
of his having considered ner conduct 
such as to merit his reproof, and that 
therefore the words appeared to have 
been uttered solely for the gratifica¬ 
tion of private malice, a feeling un¬ 
worthy of the sacred character in 
which the reverend gentleman was 
then officip.tirg. 

The leaned judgf. Sir William 
Scott, concurred in this construction 
of the words, and therefore admitted 
the articles; at the same time obser¬ 
ving, that the reverend gentleman 
would be thereby better enabled, if 
he thought primer, to repri, by evi¬ 
dence of Miss C's conduct, Ac., the 
presumption of his not having acted 
from tlte unworthy motives ascribed 
to him. 

A severe hail-storm took place in 
Bengal on the 16th of March. At 
Garden Reach, near Calcutta, many 
of the hail-stones were of an enormous 
size; one in particular measured 6v 
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inches in circmference ; and at Burd- 
"wan, one was weighed of ounces. 
One of these enormous pieces of ice 
fell on a man’s head, and killed him 
on th.* spot. Numbers of cattle and 
birds also perished. 

The following instance of the ex¬ 
treme inconvenieuce of Plymouth, as 
a packet station, is communicated to 
to - us by a most respectable mer¬ 
chant. If the post-masters-general 
do not think proper to concede so 
far to the wishes of the mercantile 
interest as to restore this establish- 
men' to Falmouth, it is to be hoped 
that they will give orders that letters 
sent to that port may be forwarded 
whenever the pact^cts are obliged to 
take shelter there, as will often hap¬ 
pen :-«.-Last month, when the pack¬ 
et sailed from Plymouth, and put into 
Falmouth, letters were sent to the 
latter port to be forwarded by them, 
but were refused to be received, the 
post-office having ordered that the 
packets should not take any letters 
at Falmouth ; so that, notwithstand¬ 
ing the last month’s packets remained 
in England, one fourteen days, and 
the others a week after their sailing 
from Plymouth, the merchants were 
denied the means of sending lettevs’by 
them, and obliged to wait for the next 
month’s mail. 

A vein of fine coal, of the kipd 
called Kendal coal, has been found 
on the banks of the stream dividing 
Heathfield and Waldron parishes in 
Sussex. The vein extends without 
interruption for about a quarter of a 
mile in lengtll; is in strata from, two 
to ten inches thick j lies near the sur¬ 
face, at the bottom of Geer’s wood, 
and on the skirts of Tilmoor ; and is 
declared by persons conversant in the 
trade, to have every favourable indi¬ 
cation of quantity and quality. Si- 


rail^r appearances of coal are found 
in other parts of the above parishes,. 

Lately died, at Seville, a servant in 
the house of Don Fernandez Gar¬ 
cia, aged 106. During the epidemic 
which raged with great vioJence in 
Seville in 1800, he was supposed to 
be dead, but at the moment ot his in¬ 
terment, somcKsigns of life appi aring 
to those who carri'fd him, he was re¬ 
called to sensation by pouring a small 
quantity of wine- down his throat. 
He has had five masters iti the coarsw; 
of his long service in the house of 
Garcia. 

There is a very extraordinary man 
now living in Constantinople, who is 
generally known under the name of 
** Soli man, the eater of sublimate.’* 
He is *106 years of age, aud has seen 
the following succession of sultans: 
Achmet III., Osman, Mahmoud, 
Mustapha III., Abdul Hamed, Se¬ 
lim III., and the present sovereign. 
This man, when young, accustomed 
himself, as the Turks do, to-swallow 
opium ; but having taken by degrees 
a large quantity without producing 
the desired effect, he adopted the use 
of sublimate, and, for upwards of 
thirty years,, has taken a drachm, or 
sixty grains a day, He would some¬ 
time^ go to the shop of a Turkish 
Jew, and call for a drachm of subli¬ 
mate, which he mixed in a glass of 
water, apd drank it up immediately. 
The first time the apothecary was 
very much alarmed, for fear he should 
he charged with poisoning the Turk ; 
but he was struck with amazement 
when he saw tjie same again, on 
the next day, who called for another 
dose. Lord Elgin, Mr Smith, and 
several gentlemen now in England, 
have met this extraordinary man, and 
have heard him say, that tlie sensa¬ 
tion he experienced after having drank 
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that extrmely active poison, wa^the 
most iiel^puijhf ever enjoyed. Sudh 
is force-of habit! It is generally 
thought, that? since the days of MhlU 
ridates, no ctfie had ever made con* 
fftant use of such a substance.

A competition was excited among 
the bidders, by the auctioneer sta¬ 
ting that the animal had at different 
times saved three persons from being 
drowned. 

The tow'll and vicinity of Ports¬ 
mouth were visited on Friday, the 11'th, 
by that phenomenon of nature, a tor- 
- nado. It passed in the direction of 
W. S. W, to N. E. and did very con¬ 
siderable local damage. Among the 
new buildings at Southsea Common, 
its ravages are most to be seen, where 
there are no less than four houses com¬ 
pletely dow'ii, four others so much 
damaged that bhey must be taken 
dowp,apd about thirty more unroofed, 
.and otterwise considerably damaged. 
Most providepCially thq #all of these 
buildings was not attended with dtafh 
to any one j a bricklayer’s lad was 
very severely bruised, but his life is 
not in danger. At Haslar plospitaJ, 
a chimney fell into tlie roof and broke 
some beds, which were to be shortly 
occupied; at the Royal Marine Bar^ 
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racks similaraccidentshappened; and, 
on the lines of the town, a tough elm 
tree, which has borne many a pitiless 
pelting of storms, was torn from its 
roots, and laid prostrateonthe ground. 
The inhabitants of the houses facing 
the Grand Parade had not less than 
one hundred panes of glass bAken. 
The government house and chapel 
were partly unroofed; and the lead 
on the top of the bank of Messrs 
Qodwin and Co., which was of very 
great weight, was, by its irresistible 
power, blown from its situation, and 
rolled up like a piece of canvas. Be¬ 
sides these instances of its mighty 
power, there are many which we can¬ 
not enumerate. That such ruinous 
effects should be so instantaijeously 
produced, (for it did not appear to 
last above two minutes) is truly asto¬ 
nishing ; and the best consolation we 
have is, that we have not heard that 
any lives were suddenly taken away 
by it ii^ any part of the neighbour¬ 
hood. 

About half past three o’clock in 
the afternoon of Thursday, the village 
of Seddlescomb was alarmed by the 
appearance of a phenomenon rarely 
observed on land, but well known at 
sea by the denomination of a water¬ 
spout. A cloud was observed to 
ascend with rapid whirls to' a consi¬ 
derable height, and there burst, with 
a tremendous but peculiarly sounding 
Crash, totally dissimilar from the usuu 
noise of thunder. I^e explosion was 
followed by the fall of several pieces 
of earth, ^ heavy shower of hail, and 

the awfiJl«8cenery bf a storm. 

Westminsteje A'bbey.— This ve- 
ttcrable pile will be restored to all its 
former grandeur. Mr Wyatt, the 
azxrhitect, has undertaken to put the 
walls and ornaments in a complete 
state of durability, without doing the 
least injury to the monuments. A 


drawing of^he original structure has 
been found, in a vase taken from the 
Court of Records, in a. high state of 
preservation. From this the artist will 
be enabled to produce all the minute 
ornaments which time has destroyed. 
The saints which stood in the niches 
are to reappear. 

Wednesday,thel9thinstant, an in¬ 
quest was held by James Grigg, Esq., 
coroner, on the body of Thomas 
Bailey, an ^ed convict, at Langstone 
harbour. This is the only death that 
has occurred on board the Portland 
convict-ship for the last fourteen 
months, which is the more remarka¬ 
ble when we consider the description 
of men confined on board the hulks, 
aged from 14 to 80, and of depraved 
and vicious habits, with broken con¬ 
stitutions before they are sent on 
board. The mortality eight or ten 
ears agfo was dreadful, nearly two 
undred having died in two years. 

LossofthePallasanoNymphe 
Frigates. —Extract of a letter from 
an officer of the Royals to a gentle¬ 
man in Edinburgh, dated Dunbar, 
Dec. 19. 

‘‘ Our coast presents a dreadful 
spectacle of the wrecks of two fine 
frigates Pallas, of 32 guns, and 
the Nyn phe, of 36$ the one a mile 
below Dunbar, and the other three 
miles further. Coming up the firth 
at half-past ten last night, when at 
the rate of ten knots an hour, they 
both ran aground on the rocks, and 
exhibited a total wreck, the coast all 
strewed with beams, planks, casks, 
See. Fortunately only seven or ei^t 
men have lost their lives in both, who 
were brought ashore, and every means 
tried in vain for their recovery. Saw 
the first lieutenant brought out, ap- 
arently dead, but after an hour and 
alf, was so far recovered as to be 
removed to the.Duchess of Rox- 
9 
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burgh’s—-now well. If was 11 this 
moniing before a boat could go to 
their assistance, although within a 
cable’s length of the shore ; and the 
life’4}oat upset with 40 men in it— 
luckily only one was drowned. Most 
of our regiment have been there all 
day guarding w'recks, .and assisting 
as far as they could. The miserable 
appearances of the half-drowned sea¬ 
men, as they were carried ashore, 
was truly deplorable. We have in¬ 
vited the officers to come to the bar¬ 
racks. None of them would dine to¬ 
day, but have promised to-morrow. 
Although they had a j)ilot on board, 
they mistook a lime-kiln, burning at 
Broxmouth, for the May-light, and 
the May-light for the Bell-rpck.” 

The Packets. —The removal of 
the packet station from Falmouth to 
Plymouth, is already severely felt by 
the inhabitants of the first of these 
places ; the prosperity of which town 
depended, in a great measure, upon 
its being the centre of the packet in 
tcrcourse. The offence, which oc¬ 
casioned the removal of the packets, 
was the result of momentary irrita¬ 
tion, and had scarcely been commit¬ 
ted when atonement was made. ‘It 
appears, that on the 24tli of Octo¬ 
ber, just as two of the packets were 
about to sail, they were boarded by 
the acting ^de-surveyor, and his 
boat’s crew, who proceeding to search 
the vessels, broke open the seamen’s 
chests, and took therefrom the lit¬ 
tle adventures which they contained. 
The privilege, either recognised or 
connived at, of carrying out these ad¬ 
ventures, free of duty, was a strong 
inducement to the seamen to engage 
in this service, who, in consei^uence 
of this abatement of peri^uisite, re¬ 
fused to take the packets to sea. 
Within four days after, however, they 
returned to their duty, and theiacon- 


v&nience of forwarding the mails did 
not continue longer than a few hours, 
two packets having been expediced 
on the 25th and ^Jne on the 27th. 
This is the extent of the oifonce 
which has brought down this official 
visitation upon the town of Falmouth; 
for the rumoiirs of the towns-people 
having made common cause with the 
packets-men, and of their being aid¬ 
ed and abetted by thousdnds of Cor¬ 
nish miners, are pixived to have boon 
wholly unfounded. Such being the 
case, it is to be hoped that govern¬ 
ment will not persevere in rendering 
the packet cfitablishment permanent 
at Plymouth, but restore it immedi¬ 
ately to its former channel. But it 
is not.alone upon the ground of the 
punishment exceeding the offence, 
and of the disadvantages which Fal¬ 
mouth is likely to incur, that the re¬ 
vocation of the order of removal is 
recommended ; Plymouth does not 
afford the same convenience as a 
packet station that Falmouth pic- 
senls. An instance, in proof, oc¬ 
curred to ihc packets wnich saiLd 
from the former port last month, and 
put into Fajmouth ; from whence 
they sailed on the 2Tth nit. The 
Jamaica packet left Plymouth on the 
13th, so that 14‘ days’ letters werelett 
behind, which would have gone by 
that packet had they been sent as here¬ 
tofore to Falmouth ; and the packets 
for Lisbon, C^dix, and Surinam, 
would also, from Falmoutli, have 
taken a week’s letters more. There 
18 reason to believe that ^e postmas- 
ters-general thVmselve^ aie sensible 
that Falmouth is the most convenient 
station for the packets; but having 

yielded t.o theraisrep^esentation which 

induced them to order the removal, 
they feel, perhaps, a delicacy m re¬ 
voking their order, unless the 
vance to the commercial interest is 
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made apparent to them. If the mer¬ 
chants of London feel those ineon- 
veniencTCS from the new arrangement, 
which wc have reason to suppose they 
do, they will not lose much lime in 
furnishing the postmasters-general 
with grounds for re-establishing the 
packet station where it has contfmued 
for 80 many years. 

Tiir Hottentot Venus. —Mr 
Gazely shtvAf-d cause against the rule 
obtained in the case of this person. 
T’hat rule was for a Habeas Corpus, 
to deliver her out of the restraint in 
which she was supposed to be, and 
to allow certain persons speaking her 
ow'n language to I'xamuie her. The 
court would be informed that Cezar, 
tlie person alluded to in Mr Bullock's 
affidavit, had been removed some time 
since* from the cait* of the Hottentot. 
If the court should still think that 
this woman was treated with any 
thing like cruelty, his clients were 
willnig to give hei up at once. She 
was actually to receive a share of the 
exhibition money, and those who 
slu'wed lur were perfectly willing 
that the African Institution should 
appoint any sufficient person as trus¬ 
tee, to take care of the property w'hich 
was to he raised for her use. ^s to 
the indecency of her appearance, the 
court would hear that she was cloth¬ 
ed in a dress of cloth as well as silk. 
Yesterday an examination had taken 
place before an attorney and corouf.r 
of the court. This examination took 
Up almost three houiL; the questions 
were pur by persons who spoke Dutch^ 
9 nd lu^ pcfAifli immediately connected 
with the exhibition w as present. The 
Hottentot said, she had left her own 
jEXSuntry when extremely young. She 
was brought down to the Cape by 
fhe Dutch farmers, and served Peter 
Cezar. She then agreed with Hen- 
^rich Cezar to come over to Eng* 


land for six years. She appeared be¬ 
fore the governor at the Cape^ and 
got his permission. Mr Dunlop pro¬ 
mised to send her back ,rich. She 
was under no restraint. She was 
happy in England. Siie did not want 
to go hack, nor to Bee her two bro¬ 
thers and three sisters, for she admi¬ 
red this country. She went out in 
a coach on Sunday for two or three 
hours together. Her father was a 
drover of cattle, and in going up the 
count! y was killed by the Bashmen. 
Slu had a child by a drummer at the 
Cape, where she lived two years. 'I’he 
child was dead. She had two black 
boys to attend her, and would like 
warmer clothes, 'f'he man who shews 
her never comes till she is just dress¬ 
ed, and'rhen only ties a ribbond round 
her waist. 

To this the affidavit of a notary 
was added, who had read the agree¬ 
ment to her in Dutch, and thought 
she seemed perfectly to understand 
it, and be pleased with the prospect 
of getting half the profits. 

The Attorney-General said, that 
the rule could not be sustained after 
those affidavits. This woman was 
pUinly not under restraint, and the 
only efleet of taking her frtim her 
keepers wo ihl be tQ let her loose to 
go back again. As to Lord Cale¬ 
don’s permission, it would have been 
wrong in his lordship to have given 
it. But It should be known, that 
the Hottentots were suppoBed to be 
incapable of managing their own con¬ 
cerns ; that no contract among them 
was valid unless it was made before 

magistrate. This contract between 
the Hottctitot and Cezar was made 
as usual; but when Lord Caledon 
discovered for what purpose, he was 
much displeased, and would have stop¬ 
ped the parties if they had been then 
in his power. 
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Lord Ellenborough.—The rule 
cannot be sustained. If there be any 
offence to decency in the exhibition, 
that comes on another way :—that 
may be tlie ground of a prosecution.” 

Rule discharged. 

About a fortnight ago, as the mail, 
on its way from Prcstoirto M uiches- 
ter, was changing horses at vJhorley, 
at 12 at night, tlic fresh horses ha¬ 
ving been put to, the coachman went 
to fetch soirte straw to sit upon, when 
the hor<<ea set off, in sight of the 
coachman, guard, and three passen 
gers ; the coachman followed on foot, 
and the guard and passengers in a 
post-chaise. The»horses steadily pur¬ 
sued their course until they arrived 
at Redbauk Brow, one mile from 
Chorley, where they stopped, as is 
usual, while one of the wheels i^s lock¬ 
ed. Here a countryman on the road 
called out to be taken up, and think¬ 
ing the coachman was inside, seated 
Iiimsclf in the guard’s rostrum, and 
crying “ go on !” off went the horses 
again down hill at full speed, never 
stopping until they arrived at the 
Elephant and Castle, four miles fur¬ 
ther, where the coach has constantly 
occasion to stay a shor^ time ;• the 
countryman then alighted and pro¬ 
ceeded to in^^te the coachman to a 
glass, when all he found inside was 
the fourth passenger, who had been 
asleep all the time. The animals had 
passed several carts and waggons on 
the way. > 

Oh Saturday night, or early yes¬ 
terday morning, St Paul’s Cathedral’ 
was robbed of the whole of the church 
service of plate, of considerable‘va¬ 
lue. The difficulties and ingenuity 
required to get at the property, prove 
the villains to have been complete 
masters of their profession. 

The plate carried off consists of a 
Urge waiter of singular workmahship^ 


weighing 128 ounces ; the hack of a 
large Bible and Prayer-book, (Mlver) 
2'M ounces ; two silver salvers, luar- 
ly 20() ounces ; othL'i- wauers, and 
two large silver candlesticks, 
ounces ; two other candlesticks, ^(K) 
ounegs ; four fl iggons, 4f0() ounces ; 
t o chalices,*&c 112 ounces; two 
smaller ditto, 30 ounces. Tle'se .ir- 
ticles, or most of them, were used on 
Friday last, at a private orUirtation, by 
the Bishop of Lincoln ; and after 
they were done with, they were lock¬ 
ed up in the plate-room, immediately 
over the vestry, in iron chests, which 
had on them padlocks as well as other 
locks. There were two doors to the 
room, an inner and an outer one ; the 
former* was entirely iron, the other 
plated and of uncommon strength. 
To these principal doors there are se¬ 
veral passages leading, all of which 
have doOrs always locked, through 
which persons must pass before they 
reach the plate-rooms, and it is only 
known to few persons to what apart¬ 
ment they lead. All these doors re¬ 
mained locked, and it was not until 
yesterday morning, when the plate 
was wanted for the church service, 
that the robbery was discovered. The 
person who had the plate under his 
care opened the passage doors with 
the keys belonging to them as usual, 
but the lock of the main door he 
could not open until he had procured 
the master-key. He there found the 
chests containing the plate had been 
brokeft open with an iron crow, or 
some such instrument, after having 
opened the padlock iif the usual v^i }. 
Notice was iitunediately given to tin- 
magistrates at Bow-street, and tlie 
other offices. Mr Read, the princi¬ 
pal magistrate at the former office, 
and Mr Stafford, the chief clerk, in¬ 
spected the apartments, &c. in the 
afternoon, and the most vigilant means 
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are using to detect the villains guilty 
of this sacrilege. 

A female, named Ramsay, vidio had 
for some time past obtained a living 
by begging in the streets, died on Fri¬ 
day in St Thomas’s Hospital, leaving 
by will afi annuity of <K)h per annum, 
and about 701. in cash to a relative. 

Letters from Smyrna mention, that 
one of the western cai-avans, in pas¬ 
sing through the desart of Syria in 
September last, was overtaken near 
the Karteron mountains by a dread¬ 
ful whirlwind, which putting in mo¬ 
tion the sandy soil, rolled it along 
like the waves of the sea. The cara¬ 
van consisted of nearly eight hun¬ 
dred persons, comprising merchants, 
pilgrims, &c,, who were, with their 
camels, spread along a line of nearly 
three miles in extent. To this fortu¬ 
nate circumstance the preservation of 
the advanced guard is attributed, 
w'hich obtained shelter on the south¬ 
ern side of the mountainous chain of 
ICarteroh, wliile the remainder of the 
caravan, 650 souls, were buried be¬ 
neath the sandy mass. 

Letters from Teneriffe ofthe 16th 
November were yesterday received, 
stating that the yellow fever had 
broken out in the town of Santa C^uz, 
in that island ; that about 300 per¬ 
sons had died in the course of one 
month; 5000 were afflicted with it 
at the above date, and from 25 to 35 
died every 24? hours. All communi* 
cation with the said town was cut off, 
and it had not made its app^rance 
elsewhere. Several persons had had 
the fever and bgd recovered. In ge- 
nei^l the poor people "died for want 
of assistance, and there was a great 
scarcity of medicines of every descrip¬ 
tion in the island. We understand 
that a vessel is actually in the river 
which left Santa Cruz between the 
16th October and the Ist November. 


1 he disease had then raged a fort¬ 
night. No doubt government has 
taken proper precautions on this ha¬ 
zardous occasion. 

Lucien Buonaparte, his family, and 
suite, landed at the Victualling office, 
Plymouth, on Tuesday, having been 
brought from the President frigate in 
the admiral’s cutter, and proceeded 
to the King’s Arms in carriages, ac¬ 
companied by Sir Robert Calder (the 
. Port Admiral,) General England, 
Lord Borringdon, and several other 
naval and military officers. Lucien 
appears about fifty years of age, about 
five feet seven inches high, of a sallow 
complexion, ancl thip. visage Madam 
Buonaparte is a stout, handsome wo¬ 
man. The children consist of five 
daughters and two sons; the eldest is 
about 17 years of age, and very hand¬ 
some, so are her sisters ; the boys 
are verv young, the eldest not being 
more than eleven years old. 

The baggage of Lucien Buona¬ 
parte and his attendants is stated to 
weigh 33 tons. There was a perfect 
squabble among the innkeepers of 
Plymouth and Dock, to know which 
of them should have the honour of 
lodging these persons under his roof. 
Lucien studiously avoids all pomp 
and ostentatiun. His# eldest son, a 
fine youth ot 11 years of age, was on 
Tuesday taken through the dock¬ 
yard, accompanied by Captain War¬ 
ren, who brought them to England. 

Pugilism. —The great b^de be¬ 
tween Crib, the renowried champion, 

• and MoHneux, the Anoericim B«ck, 
took place yesterday, on Copthall 
Common, near East Grinstead. 

Round 1. Molineux hit Crib slightly 
on the breast after some cautious spi*- 
ring, which was returned by hits on the 
h«id and bofly, and Crib threw his man. 

2. A most determined and desperate 
rally, in which Molineux liit Crib on tlic 
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mouthy which produced first bloody and 
several hard blows were exchanged to 
the advantage of Crib, 

S. Molineiix commenced a rallyy in 
which Crib doubled him up by a blow in 
the body, but the Black immediately got 
on bis tegs. 

4. A smart rally was commenced by 
the Blacky and a sharp contest ensued, 
in which the Black was again knocked 
down. 

5. This was, perhaps, one of the most 
severe rounds ever recorded. In a most 
desjicrate and courageous rallyy in which 
blows were exchanged to the ailvantagc 
of each, Moiineux was again knocked 
down, or he fell from the wetnCss of the 
ground. 

6. The Black hit his adversary in the 
commencement of a rally, and Crib slip¬ 
ped in his efforts to return it, but fie re¬ 
covered and knocked down his Adversary. 

7. Crib hit his adversary down in a 
rally. Five to one on Crib. 

8. 7’his round was contested with cou¬ 
rage, and to the spectator Crib beat his 
adversary apparently senseless, after a 
very severe round. 

0. Moiineux, with true courage, com¬ 
menced another rally, and both men 
stood and hit until Crib fell by accident. 

10. Another round, in which the Black 
shewed superiority in strength. For two 
minutes hits were exchanged to the dis¬ 
advantage of Crib, wh^ ha^ manifested' 
weakness, but the Black was down. 

11. This rouxTd was courageously main- 
lained by the Black, who hit down his man. 

12. Crib hit his adversai^ a dread- 
fid body blow, but Moiineux returned it 
on the head. The fight continued until 
the 30th round in favour of Moiineux, 
inasmuch as he had shewn himself su¬ 
perior in stren^h to his adverB^y, 'and. 
had bored on htin with that sort of coo-* 
rage which beat down science by hitting. 
In the 30th round the Black again* be¬ 
came weak, and he seized the ropes of 
the ring for support, and held Crib there. 
The outer ring for a short ^me wus bro¬ 
ken, but the fight was renewed Crib 
was weak but courteous, and the Black 
determined. Crib had attempted to beat 
this man, who was esteemed a novice of 


hand, but in this he was deceived. Crib 
finding he could not beat his man by gaioty 
of fighting, resorted to his safe mode, tliat 
of milling on a retreat, and it was perhaps 
by that Moiineux, who is as good a man 
as ever entered a ring, lost his battle. If 
Crib had superior science, Moiineux ImJ 
courage equal; and it was Crib’s liouoni 
wliitTi broiiglij the contest in his favour 
at last, as two to one was betted in fa¬ 
vour of Moiineux in the 30th tound of 
the battle. , . 

The battle lasted fifty-five minutes, 
in which rounds took place, and 
it was all liard fighting. Both the 
combatants were dreaiBully beaten ; 
and thev were almost deprived of 
sight. They were so much exhaust¬ 
ed, that even the victor could not 
have .stood five minutes longer. The 
Black gave in rather from weakness 
than want of courage. He is cer¬ 
tainly one of the most promising pu¬ 
gilists that has appeared. 

Notwithstanding the rain came down 
in torrents for several hours before 
the fight commenced, and continued 
throughout the whole of it, it was 
witnessed by several thousands of 
^ectators, composed of all classes, 
from the peerage down to the light- 
fingered corps.—^The following epis¬ 
tle ^as since been indited.

Csib *fjas accepted the cha%nge 
from Mobneux. The. match was 
made up on 7'hursday night, at the 
house of Gulley, in Rupert-strect, 
for 250 giitneas a side, and a sub¬ 
scription purse of 100 guineas for the 
winner.

Fifty guineas 
of the stake are the actual property 
of Molineux, whose fi lends came for¬ 
ward with the remainder. 

Yesterday, 2^^d, at half past three 
o’clock in the afternoon, died, at his 
house in Piccadilly, in the eighty- 
sixth year of his age, the Duke of 
Queensberr)'. His grace had been 
for some days afflicted with a severe 
ilux, which all the powers of medi¬ 
cine could not check. His gi-ace dy¬ 
ing without issue, the title of Duke 
of Queensberry is extinct ; but hia 
other titles descend, and his immense 
estates are divided. He is supposed 
to have died worth near two millions 
in ready money. 

The Earldom of Quieensberry‘de¬ 
scends to Sir Charles Douglas, of Kel- 
head, who married one of the daugh¬ 
ters of the Duke of Bucclcuch, with 
estates amounting to about 12,000). 
a-year. • 

The Duke of Buccleuch succeeds 
to the estates of Drumlanrig, and 
to the title of Earl of Drumlanrig. 

Lonl Douses succeeds to estates 
of less consideration* amounting, 
however, to between 6 and 7000 
a-year. 

"The late duke has been more gene¬ 
rally known, and for a much longer 
jicrioJ, than any of his contempora- 
lii s; ar 4 d though he has not display¬ 


ed those talents which naturally at¬ 
tract the attention of mankind, he 
has never ceased, from his first ap¬ 
pearance in the world to the moment 
when he left it for ever, to be an ob¬ 
ject of comparative notoriety. There 
nab been no interval in the public 
course of his •existence. 

His first distinction was that of 
the turf, his knowledge of which, 
both in theory and practice, was con- 
•sidered equal, if not superior, to 
the most acknowledged adepts of 
Newmarket. He rode himself in all 
his principal matches, and was the 
rival, ill that branch of equitation, of 
the most eminciiL professional jockies. 
Hi.s famous match with the Duke of 
Hamilt<|>), the father of the last noble¬ 
man of that title, and that of the ma¬ 
chine, which bore his own name, were 
long distinguished articles in the an¬ 
nals of Newmarket, and are not yet 
forgotten. 

lie blended, however, bis pursuits 
of the turf with the more elegant at¬ 
tainments of high life, and was long 
considered, as tne first figure in the 
brilliant circles of fashion. ' He was 
the model in dress, equipage, and 
manfiers, fpij* all those who aspired to 
superiority u; exterior appearances. 

After he had quitted the turf, and 
had succeeded to the Queensberry 
titles and estates, his life has been 
distinguished by little but hie enjoy¬ 
ments, in which he continued to in¬ 
dulge himself while the.facxdties of 
receiving gratification-from them re¬ 
mained. His constant residence, and 
th c scene of his pleasure, was Lon¬ 
don or its vicinity. Scotland he sel¬ 
dom, if ever, visited. His house at 
Amesbury, in Wiltshire, the work of 
Inigo Jones, and the classical man¬ 
sion of a former period, he has let, if 
it be not sold^*; and his country plea¬ 
sures were found in his villa at Rich- 
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niond, which he had fitted up in a 
style of superior elegance. I'here he 
occasionally lived in aplenduur, till 
the folly of the inliabitants, by ma¬ 
king a vexatious claim at law to a 
few yards of ground, which, uncon¬ 
scious of any invasion of parochial 
rights, he had taken into his enclo¬ 
sure, determined him to quit a place 
where he considered himself as having 
been grossly insulted, and to which, 
in various ways, he had been an ample 
benefactor. Latterly, he lived alto¬ 
gether in Piccadilly, where his figure 
was daily visible in his balcony, and 
had become fanniliar to every one who 
was in the habit ofi passing through 
that great metropolitan thoroughfare. 

He was appointed Lord rf the 
Bedchamber to his Majesty on his co¬ 
ming to the throne ; but in conse¬ 
quence of the part he took in the 
question of the regency, in 1789, his 
name is not to be been in the royal 
household after that period. He was 
in vested* with th.^ Green Ribbon in 
the year 1764, and at the time of his 
death was the senior Knight of the 
order of the Thistle. He was never 
married. In the early part of his life 
he proposed marriage to j^iss Pel¬ 
ham, the daughter of Mr Pelham, 
then Secretary oT State, and the niece 
of tlie Duke of Newcastle, then first 
I^ord of the Treasury ; but v6>hether 
his fortune was not at that time 
thought sufficient, or his general ha¬ 
bits aisap|>roved, hifr suit was reject¬ 
ed. Tlie circumstances of this pro> 
posal and rejection were^ at the time, 
a very gen«^ and interesting topic 
of conaderatkm among the higndlr 
circles. The lady preened her lover 
but a few years, and Unmarried, to 
that state where there is neither mar¬ 
ry ing nor giving in marriage. 

Tne Duke of Queensberry has ob¬ 
viously been for many years a sub¬ 


ject of continual remark. Anecdotes, 
without end, have* bei'ti disseminating 
about him, many of which are false, 
and most of them exaggerated ; but 
no man ever contrived to make so 
much of life as he appears to have 
done. .When his eye, for he had but 
one, was grow* dim, and his hearing 
almost gone, he did not lose his spi¬ 
rits, or fail in making efforts to enjoy 
what little was left him. ’ He had 
long lived secundum artem ; and the 
prolongation of his life may be attri¬ 
buted to the precautionary practice. 

The predominant feature of the 
Dukeof Queensberry’scharacterwas, 
to use a common phrase, to do what 
he liked, without caring who was 
pleased* or displeased at it. His 
wealth was enormous and accumula¬ 
ting ; but little is known of any pri¬ 
vate disposition of it. His charities 
at Richmond were indeed consider¬ 
able, and his occasional contributions 
for national purposes were noble ones; 
and that is all we have heard of his 
private or public benevolence. We 
can, therefore, conclude this article 
.with no other observation, than that 
he reached an age beyond the com¬ 
mon allotmeni of man, and was one 
of tlae most wealthy subjects of the 
British empire. 

The following narrative of the dis¬ 
astrous fate of the Elizabeth is copied 
from the French papers :—

“ Dunkirk, Dec, 1810. 

^^MONSElGNEyR,—“ f liave tlic ho¬ 
nour to inform your exceHency of u dis¬ 
astrous event which took place yobterday 
in Dunkirk Roads. 

The English East India Compasy’s 
ship the Elizabeth, oi'650 tons, continntid- 
ed by Captain Hubert William hastnic k, 
on its passage from London to join the 
fleet at Porlsinouth, and having in con* 
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sequence of bad weather put in at Cork, 
in Ireland, from whence she taiJcd nine 
days since for Madras anti Bengal, with 
a cai'go of iron, copper, lead, beer, glass¬ 
ware, hats, clothes, .-md other merchan¬ 
dize, wfth a crew of 100 men, including 
the cantnin, besides 30 white f^sengers, 
and G?*0 lascnrs, sent to Bengal^ by the 
IndiiiCompanv, after beinc buffeted about 
by the gales of wind which constantly 
suet t'eded each other since its departure 
from (,'ork, was yesterday in the night 
driven in among the sands of these roads, 
about 3 leagues to the N. E. of the port; 
soon after she struck upon the Breehaiik, 
At day-break she was perceived making 
signals of distress, and firing cannon, be¬ 
ing armed with ten sixteen-pounders. 
W. Dclacoste imnietliately took measures 
for conveying assistance to the ship; but 
all his endeavours were useless, wind 
blowing furiously from the N. N. E. and 
the sea being dreadful. A hope was en¬ 
tertained, that when the tide flowed, an 
attempt miglu be successfully made ; 
vain hope ! it was absolutely impossible 
to launch any boat in spite of all the ex¬ 
ertions that were made. The schooner 
La Victoire, which Captain Ciaspard Malo 
went on bourti of, and who exhibited the 
greatest proofs of zeal, as well as other 
sailors and pilots of this [wrt, was drag¬ 
ged by main force along the jetty; but 
the ca|itain seeing his schooner absolnte- 
Jy buried in tlic waves, which broke over 
it with fury, and not being able to bear 
against them, was forced to give up his 
enteiyrise after running the greatest risks, 

“ In the mean time, the vessel was 
dismasted of its niizen and main-mast, 
and soon disappeared, leaving only its 
foremast in view, whietf was covered with 
people; three boats were seen making 
for the coast, but only two were able tq 
make land ne^ji Fort Ris|?an, and brought 
oa shore twertty-two persons, with the 


assistance of tlie garrison and the cus¬ 
tom-house officers, who lined the coast; 
tlie third was sunk. The sea was for a 
while covered with wrecks of all kinds, 
which successively reached the coast, as 
well as some dead bodies. 

“ The persons saved are the captain, 
the 1 St mate, the 2d mate, an officer of 
the English 'army in Bengal, two passen¬ 
gers, and 16 iascars; all the rest perished. 
The night has been more horrible than 
the day, and this morning the wind con- 
tiuiu’s to blow with violence from the 
N. N. E., accompanied with rain, snow, 
and hail. 

Our first care lias been to give these 
unfortunate people the succour which 
they stood in need of.

Pompee, Fort Royal Bay, Marti¬ 
nique, 12th December, 1809. 

Sir,—T he e'iciosed copy ot a letter 
from Captain Cameron of his Majesty's 
sloop Hazard, adilrcssed to Commodore 
Faille, in my absence, 1 request you to 
lay before the Lords ConunisRioners of 
tlic Admiralty; the total destruction of 
tlie scliooncr privateer mentioned there¬ 
in, and the silencing of the battery un¬ 
der wliich she was moored, was accom¬ 
plished, under circumstances of consider¬ 
able difficulty, in the face of a formidable 
force, and is highly honouraUle to the 
parties employed. • , 

Our loss in this little dash has, I am 
sorry to say, been severe. I b'lve, See. 
(Signed) Alex. Cochrane. 

Hi« Majesty'* sloop Haaard, off St 
Mary’s, Guadaloupe, Oct. 17,1809. 

Sir,—C ruising on my station hlo^a- 
ding Point>a-Petre, Pelorus in company, 
at day-light this morning I observed a 
privateer schooner, moored under thq 
battery of St Mary. I immediately de¬ 
termined on the capture or destruction of 
her. Both ships stood in sufficiently 
close to silence the battery effectually, 
and cover our boats, which were dispatch¬ 
ed under the order of Lieutenants Ro¬ 
bertson and Fiinn, first of their respective 


ships, and I am happy to say they suc¬ 
ceeded in boarding her; but as she was 
moored to the shore with a cliain from 
the in:iRt-head and each quarter, finding 
it impossible to bring her out, they short¬ 
ly after blew her up. 

In justice to the officers and men em¬ 
ployed on this service, I cannot omit par- 
ticularizmg the very gallant manner in 
which they ajiproached the Hcliooner, un¬ 
der a very heavy fire of grape from the 
battery, until it was silenced by the 
ships, and of grape and musketry fr«»in the 
privateer, until they were nearly along¬ 
side, when the enemy quitted her, and 
joined a long line of musketry on the 
beach, and two field pieces, to the fire 
of which they were exposed during the 
whole time they were preparing to blow 
her up, at a distance of nut more than 
ten yards. 

- The privateer had one long cighteen- 
poundpr on a circular carriage, and two 
swivels, about one hundred tons, and ap¬ 
peared to have from eighty to one hun¬ 
dred men ; she was coppered and appeiir- 
efl new, and left Point-a-Petre yesterday 
on a cruise. Our joint loss has been 
fifteen killed and wounded ; that of the 
enemy must have been very considcralilc, 
as the sliorc was completely liner! wii h 
lAu^ketry, exposed to a heavy cannoUiUle 
from both snips; as welU%s froni the 
small arms in the boats.

His Majesty’s ship Thetis, off N. W. 
part of Guadalowpe, Dec J R09. 

Sir,—1 have tin- honour to acquaint 
you, that the brig you directed me to re¬ 
connoitre at the llayes, proved to he tin 
French national corveUc I.e Nisu.s. com¬ 
manded by Mens. Le i'^etvek capiiainc 
dc frigate, brought out of that'port yesj- 
terday evening. The gallantry displayed 
by Captain EHiott, of the Pultudi, who 
headed the marine.s of this ship, the Pul- 
tusk, Achates, and Bacchus, with a party 
of 75 seamen, secured the possession of 
this vessel, and the destruction of every 
defence at tlie port of the Hayes. The 
difficulties they had to encounter in find¬ 
ing their way through thick woods, over 


a high hill, without any path or guide, 
adds an instance to the perseverance and 
intrepidity of British seamen and marines. 
It was dark before this gallant party found 
their way to the fort. Their chairge made 
up!»n it was iiresistable; tlic enemy 
(amounting, liy the account of one of the 
prisoners, to men) fled after a slight 
re-istnnee, and the brig surremlcjeil im¬ 
mediately upon the guns of the fort hc- 
iiig turned upon her, and was bi'oU'j;ht 
out by Captain Elliott, who left Lieute¬ 
nant Belehier, first of this ship, in charge 
of the destruction of the baltcry. winch 
he com{<t('tclv effected, setting fire i of he 
buildings, sjiiking the guns, and throwing 
the carriages and amrminitii'n over the 
cliff; I slionid bo deficient in <luti- not 
to report the i:eal aSal abilitv displayed by 
that officer in the performance of this 
service^ as well as the assistor.ce his abi¬ 
lities have afforded me whcriever called 
upon; and the credit Lieutenant t'arr 
has added to his character, and the gal¬ 
lantry of the Attentive, in keeping up n 
fire on the battery and brig fur iqiwards 
of six hours, a considerable part of the 
time within range of gr;i|je. 

Conceiving it of much importance to 
prevent the enemy getting guns mounted 
again at the fort, and cutting off’ tc-cu- 
forcements from Basseterre, which the 
prisoners rcfxnt were expected, I have 
thpught it my dut^ to remain off rhe 
Hayes in« hopes ,if uccomplisbing tliat 
object, and prci . nrnig any vesseis get¬ 
ting into thitt -lort, or their getting round 
the cargo of Lo Nisu.s, which I under¬ 
stand to be a supply of provisions, and i.s 
in the tow'n; mo-.t of her crew got on 
shoiefrom her after sinrendcringshe 
sailed from L’Orient.on the 30th Octo¬ 
ber, and arrived at the Ilayos the lat of 
this month, and was ready again for sea, 
laden with coffee. I am happy to add, 
that not a man has been lost,; the boat¬ 
swain’s mate and one seaman on board 
the Attentive, one marine and one sea¬ 
man belonging to this ship, wounded on 
shore.

Sir,— I have tlie honour to acquaint 
you, his Majp'-ty's ship under my com¬ 
mand captured this day, after a chase of 
twenty-eight liours, LcBcarnais,aFrcnch 
brig corvette, of 16 24 poumlcr cari'on- 
ades, and 109 -neri, luelinbiig 30 sol- 
tlier.s, commanded by Monsieur Mont- 
hii/en, Lieutenant do Vaissoau; she is 
jcrfcctly new laden with flour iflul war- 
ike stores, from Bayonne to C/iiailfi- 
Joiipe ; she hud one mun.killed and some 
wounded, and wounded two of ours be¬ 
fore she struck; part of the cargo was 
thrown overboard during the chase.

1 inynediately proceeded In the direction 
pointed out. and at noon was fortuiiate 
enough to get sight of her, and, alter a 
chase of .33 hours, she feurrondored to 
his Majesty’s sloop under my command, 
close in with Santa Cruz. She is the 
national brig Le Papillon, connnaiided 
by Monsieur De la Genetiere, capitamc 
defng^e, mounting 14 24-pounder caron- 
ades, and two long sixes, with 110 men 
on board, 30 of whom arc troops. She 
was from Bourdcaux, bound to (juada- 
loupc, and had been 33 da/s out, with 
300 barrels of flour on board, 80 of which 
she threw-overboard during the chase. 
'Pbe papillon is a vessel of large dimen¬ 
sions, two years-old, sails fast, and ap¬ 
pears to me to be well calculated, in every 
point, f<)r his Majesty’s service.

Sin,—Being at unoh.ir in Fort lioyal 
Bay, Martinique, on the 16th instant, a 
man of wai- brig, tar in the olBng to lee¬ 
ward, tipiieared with u Mgnal flying tliat 
she had been chased by tlie enemy’s fri¬ 
gates ; I immediately mailc the signal to 
the Perlen,tlien on her w ay towanls Gna- 
daloope.to speak tlu* brig, and Ui proceed 
according to tlie inteliigeucc she might 
obtain; the Alcmcnc was ordered to 
weigli and follow, and the Sceptre, Al¬ 
fred, and Freija, which had at ttiat mo¬ 
ment joined me, were not allowed toan- 
clmr, hut to leave their flat boats, and 
proceed also. 

So soon as I h^ard from CapLuin Wca- 
thcrail of t he Ohservatcur, the l)i ig which 
made the signal, that the enemy’.- fri- 
•gates, four in number, had captured and 
burnt his Majesty's ship innoii (belong- 
iiig to the Halifajc squadron) about ifne 
himdred and fifty miles to windward of 
Guadaioupc, and thatthe Oliscrvateiir had 
escaped by superior sailing, J proceed¬ 
ed to sea witli this ship and the Aber¬ 
crombie, and arrived off the Siiint.s curly 
in the morning of the 18th; and about 
noon, I was informed by Captain ElUott^ 
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of Ilia Majesty’s stoop Pultusk, that two 
of the eneH>y*B frigates were at anclior 
about three leagues to the northward and 
westward of the town of Basseterre; i 
then directed Cajitain l’ahie,oftlu‘ Aber- 
croinbie, to remain and guard Point-a- 
Petre, and Captain Watson, of the Alfred, 
to guard Basseterre, and made all sail in 
this sliip with an intention of attacking 
tile enemy ; but on apflkoacbing nearer, 
1 discovered the Scejitre of the line, tJie 
Blonde, Thetis, Preija, and Castor frigates, 
and Cygnet, Hazard,and Ringdove sloops, 
and Ehziibeth schooner, ready to com* 
mence the attack ; I therefore did not in¬ 
terfere with the judicious arrangements 
of Captain Bullard of the Sceptre, the 
senior captain, and had only an opfxir- 
tunity of witnessing the engagement. 
BalHing and light winds prevented the 
Pompee from getting W'itning gun shot 
until the action had ccascf!, and the two 
frig.ites and batteries which defended the 
anchorage were completely destroy ed. 

The Blonde, Thetis, Cygnet, Hazard, 
and Ringdove, bore the brunt of the ac¬ 
tion from their being a-head of the other 
ships, and by tiic animated fire kept up 
from them, one of the enemy's frigates 
was very ooon diamasicd, when the men 
began to desert their ships, and soon 
after set fire to them. Upon this Captain 
('aineron, of tlie Hazard, with the boats 
of the squadron, gallantly landed and 
stormed the batteries, which were still 
annoying our ships both with cannon and 
musketry, and in the act of hauling down 
the enemy’s colours, he fell by a 8|rivel 
shot. In him the service has lost a brave 
and distinguished officer, and who, with 
IdcMtenunl Jenkins, first of the Blumie, 
also killed, have each left a widow and 
family to lament their loss. 

The names of tbefiigates destroyed 
arc, 1 understand, the Loire and Seine,' 
pierced for 40^ns each; but had none 
mounted on their quarter-decks or fore¬ 
castles; they were moored in a strong 
position in Ance La Barque, with tlieir 
broad-sides towards the entrance, which 
was defended by a lieavy battery, now 
demolished, and the magazines blown up. 

I am informed by the seven prisoners 
brought off Irom the shore, tlmt these 


ships had not their full complement of 
seamen; but they had 400 troops on 
board and 50 artillery men, which all 
escaped, with the exception of the above 
seven, and 20 others taken in a recap¬ 
tured vessel; but all the warlike stores 
and provisions, intended for the garrison 
of Guadaloupe, were blown up in the 
frigates. 

1 enclose a return of killed and wound¬ 
ed ; the Blonde’s loss is rather severe, 
and so is, I have reason to believe, the 
enemy’s, who had time to save nothing 
but their clothes. 

1 had every reason to be liighly plea¬ 
sed in witnessing the einulatiou and bra¬ 
very displayed by the several ships, in 
closing with the enemy; and I request 
you to make the same known to the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty'; 
also Captain Ballard’s report, which is 
sent herewith. 

I have not yet been able to fall in with 
the other two legates ; but 1 am in great 
liopcs of preventing their arrival at Gua¬ 
daloupe.

Sir,—T he moment 1 took charge of the 
sijuadron you did me the lionour to place 
under my command, 1 that instant reject¬ 
ed •the enemy’s truce, conceiving it a 
mere French finesse, to procrastinate our 
attack on tl eir frigates,* at an anchor in 
Port a la Ouche. 

The captains of the squadron most 
ivadily entered into my plans, which, and 
that ready zeal manifested tliroughout 
the squadron, claims my mcMt'grateful 
thanks. To Captains Ballard apd Miller 
all possible praise is due tbr ao Judicious* 
iy placing their ships, in a situation nearly 
aunihilatiug the enemy’s two fri|ates, of 
4Q guns each: the outer ships most 
gone and on fire, by the time this ship, 
and the rest of the squadron, from baf¬ 
fling winds, could render assii^ce. 

I lament tliat this little nfiair has not 
been atchieved without bloodshed To 
that gallant officer. Captain Cameron, 1 
gave discTCtionary orders wifh other 
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cominanders, aided by the armed boats, 
to act {gainst the batteries ; and, while 
in possession of the northemniost fort, 
which we bad before silenced, he recei¬ 
ved. a wound from a musket ball, and 
afterwards his mortal wound from a swi¬ 
vel shot. In him the service has lost a 
most meritorious and good officer. I 
grieve to find he has left.a widow to 
mourn his loss.

Pole. Admiral Bertie’s letter, dated 
on board La Bourbonaisc, Tabic Bay, 
Nov. 16, 1809, contains the following 
dispatches;— 

Raisonable, St Paul’* Road, 
Sept 29, 1809. 

Sm,—Having acquainted you, by my 
letter of the 28th August, \yth the fea- 
son which induced me to request the as¬ 
sistance of Lieut^CoI. Keating, comman¬ 
ding the troops at Roderique, to co-ope¬ 
rate with his Mmesty’s ships iu an attack 
on St Paul’s, I have now further to ac¬ 
quaint ypu, that being joined by the Ne- 
reide, Qtte^, and Wasp schooner, having 
on board a detachment of the 56th regi¬ 
ment, an^ cif the ^8d regiment native in¬ 
fantry, amc^ting in the whole to 3^ 
men, under the command of Lieut.-Col. 
Keating, and the Sirius having joined, 
we proceeded at dusk on the evening of 
the Stlth for the Isle of Bourbon; the 
force intended to be landed were the de¬ 
tachment of his Majesty’s and Compa¬ 
ny’s troops, reinforced by the marines 
of the sqii^ron, and a pity of about 
100 seam^from this ship and the Ot- 


greatest celerity, without any .ilarm being 
given to the tMiemy, and proceeilcd to¬ 
wards the batteries, which were succes¬ 
sively stormed and carried with the 
greatest gallantly, and several of the guns 
pointed on the ships in the roads.

shipping were in possession of his Ma- 
jesto’s troops and squadron. 

The squadron having anchored in the 
roads close oft the town of St Paul’s, im- 
mtidiate exertions were made to secure 
La Caroline and the rest of the shipping, 
'whose <»bles being cut bad drifted on 
on shore, and they wereiiftve olF witlibut 
material injury. '• 

The guns and mortars at the dlfllerent 
batteries and on the beach being spiked, 
their carriages burnt or desti-oved, and 
magazines blown up, under the diicctions 
of Captain Willougliby, the whole ot the 
troops, marines and seamen were embark- 
od soon after dark on board of the dif- 
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fercntships. Thus, sir, have wecoiupjete- 
ly succeeded in the objects of tfic expedi¬ 
tion, by the capture of the enemy's 9hii>

I itpderstand, by the 
exertions of Captains Sutherland and 
Mathewson, the regiment was formed, 
and prepaid to advance in tlie morning, 
to carry into effect your excellency's 
plan of^cing the passes of the bridge, 
to the success of which you were an'eye¬ 
witness. 

I have sincerely to regret the lots of 
many brave officers and soldiers, killi^ 
and wounded; the return of whidi, as 
far aS can at present be collected, '! have 
the honour to enclose.—I have Ihe ho¬ 
nour to be, &d. ‘ .

Ibispatches have been received at tlic 
office of the Earl of Lrver[)ooJ from 
Licutcnant-Ocneral Sir John Stuart, 
dated Mo??9ina, y4th April, 1810, trans¬ 
mitting the copy of a dispatch and 
enclosure from Brigadier-General Os¬ 
wald, of which the enclosed arc copies. 

Head-quarters, Camp before St 
Maura, Marchs'!, 1810. 

Sin,—I have the honour to report to 
your excellency, that the troops, with 
the naval forces under the orders of Cajit. 
Eyre, his Majesty’s ship Magnificent, as 
per margin’*', sailed froiii Zantc on the 
inornuig of the Jilst, and reached the is¬ 
land of St Maura the same evening. 
Early the next day, the army disembark¬ 
ed to the southward of the town. The 
enemy retiring from the batteries, on 
the approach of lus Majesty’s sliip Imo- 
gene and gun boats, the troops immedi¬ 
ately moved forward, Lieut.-Col. Lowe 
conimundiiig the ailvance, a portion of 
which (Greek light infhntry,) under Major 
Church, was kept upon the flank, and 
, drove a party of Albanians from the ad¬ 
jacent heights. The town was found to 
be evacuated; Genend Camus having 
with hia whole forces (amounting to al>ove 
one thousand, men) retired into the fort- 
'resB and atroftg field-works contiguous 
thereto, at the same time acij^uainting the 
civil a^mlnlstratiou wkth his inability any 
longcr-to protect tlicm.

Upon ft narrow sandy isthmus, of three ' 
iniles in kh|^, which joins it to the is- 
' land, and it has,, befudes, a direct com- 
mnnication with th? tdwn, by a singularly 
narrow causeway, nearlvi mile in length. 
The neck of eland is defended by two 
strong redoubts, i..and an . intreuchment, 
regularlyeonatruCted, apdj^^hle of such 
ft resistftooe^ led the'ei^i^'hp declare 


they would arrest our progress for a 
month at least. Licut.-Col. Lowe being 
left to watch the enemy’s movements 
from the town, supported by Colonel 
Wilde and two liattalions, I proccetled, 
with a portion of light infnntrjs to recon¬ 
noitre the isthmus, ’liajor Church, I 
found, had tdready, with four companies 
of the Greek light infantry, gallantly car¬ 
ried the first redoubt, the enemy retiring 
upon his next intrenchments, where he 
remained in force, assiduously employed 
in completing its defence. It was obvi¬ 
ous that no time ought to be lost in carry¬ 
ing t.bis work ; accordingly the battalion 
ofdctachrncnts, iiiider Major Clarke, 35th 
regiment, was called from the town to 
support the attack, which previous suc¬ 
cess and the best* afiparent disjiosition 
induced me to confide to the Greek light 
iulanlry. Captain Eyre, who did me the 
honour to land with the troops, directed 
his Majesty’s shin Leonidas to be placed 
so as to favour the assault. Capt. Bris¬ 
bane, R. N., who was also on shore, con¬ 
veyed this order and our intentions ‘to 
Capt. Griffiths. 

TJie line to be attacked extended from 
scu to sea, mounted with four pieces of 
cannon, well flanked; had a wet tiitch 
and abbattis in front, manned by about 
500 infantry; and was so defiled from 
the sea as to render it almost secure from 
tl*e fire of the shipping. His Majesty’s 
ship t«o«ida? tame to anchor as close 
as the water wouid^ admit of; mean¬ 
while the troops formed in colbmhs, ap¬ 
proached, and were to a certain distance 
covered by the ground. On opening the 
front of the work they became exposed 
to a heavy and well-directed fire of grape 
and musketry. The Gr<fek^ resorted to 
their accustomed, and, in many situa¬ 
tions, appropriate mode offighting;'iior 
could the most gallant efforts of M^or 
Churcl), Captnfiv .Tuffin (itijfpegtor), and 
others of their officerst, rhake them ad¬ 
vance with that celerity which, on simi¬ 
lar occasions, usilally cxnhmands botii 
safety and success.— -I am unequal to do 
jiistice to the exertions of tny staff, to 
the officers of tho rq^ kttiHery' ami^

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engineers) '(rbo accompanieil me 
upon this trying <)C(*asion. Captains 
Eyrp anil Stephens of the roval navy* 
wci'e amongst the most animated in the 
combat* and were Imth wounded m tlie 
dts{iluy of pj'ofessionQl chnriicteristic va¬ 
lour. U|K)n finding the head of the co¬ 
lumn could not be brought to the assault, 
I immediately directed Major Clarke to 
bring up the battalion of detachments, 
consisting of two companies of the royal 
marines, iinderCaptains Snow and Stuart, 
two companies of the Hotls, under Ma¬ 
jor de Bosbot, and two companies Cala¬ 
brian free corps* under Major Oswald. 
The royal marines, led by Major Clarke, 
and headed by their officers, broke through 
tho ablnittis and charged into the intretich- 
ments; they were nobly supported by 
the liolls, under Major Bosset; amino 
delicacy can prevent rnc from ^noticing 
the gallant exertion of Major Oswald, in 
bringing fcn’ward his corps. The contest 
was not of long durutioir; the enemy fled 
at all points, pursued with the bayonet 
from work to work; and such was his 
precipitation, that lie not only abandoned 
the camp and cannon of the attacked 
line, but left his remaining strong posi¬ 
tion, followed by Major Clarke’s com¬ 
mand even to the gates of the fortress. 
His flight was accelerated by a previously 
concerted and extremely well executed 
movement of Lieutenar.t-Colonel Lowe, 
with, the rifles of his corps, s^pporteil by 
a,company of the 35tb, and two conma- * 
iiieSjps jthe Royat Corsican Rangers. The 
party headed by the lieutenant-colonel 
pushed along the narrow and perfectly 
exposed causeway which connects the 
town with the fortress.—This unexpect¬ 
ed advance, Jed u|K)n the enemy’s rear, 
and contributed to his sq, quickly abandon¬ 
ing the strong redoubts, which a front 
attack .alone could with, difficulty ef^t. 
The lieutenant cohn^. iq this report 
speaks hl|gl?ly of conduct of the 

officers and men, and states that Lieut. 
Boccheclarape stngularly distiu^uislied 
himself by remaioing* after reemvipg a 
severe wound, to cover the w a 

part, 9 f the ^flemen,.whoni tiiaenemy’s 
nre cbtnnciled to retire; some dlT whom, 
driven mom die dike into the water, 
vere missing. Thus concluded success* 


felly operations of the highesit import to 
our future progre s in the ibUmd ; and I 
trubt that the condia-t of tlio tro4{)s in 
storming the works will be deemed worthy 
of your excellency’s approbation. These 
advantages have not been cheaplv o min¬ 
ed, for I have been deprived of the id of 
some of the most distmguished amongst 
us, Captain Wynyard* assustant-adjuiant- 
general; Major' Church, assistant-qimr- 
ter-master-general* siijjerintendant of the 
Greek light infantry; Major Oswald, of 
the CalabrebC division ; Captain ,Vin- 
ceusMJ, of the same corps; and Captain 
Parkrr, of the royal engineers; all most 
meritorious and valuable officers, sure 
amongst the wounded. With heartfelt 
pleasure, I state their wounds to he 
of a nature to give hopes that they will 
soon return to their respective stations. 
Upon the whole, excepting Captain Vi- 
cenzo* with whose merits your excellency 
is well Bcqiiaintcd. our wounded of i.ll 
ranks promise speedy recovery and no 
permanent ii^iry. 

The anxiety of Mr Gunning, surgeon 
to the forces,’to lend his immediate aid, 
placed him in the situation to become 
iiimself a sufferer; fortunately not so 
much so as to prevent him from perform¬ 
ing the functions he so diligently and 
ably discharges. 

It would exceed the bounds of a dis¬ 
patch to enumerate the merits of indivi¬ 
duals. but I am hound to notice the 
promptness i*ith which, at the moat cri¬ 
tical moment, my orders were conveyed 
to Major Clarke by Lieutenant Hatzen- 
biihler, of tbe'Royal Corsican Rangers, 
my aid-de-camp, an pld and deserving 
officer; and which affijrdcd the major 
an immediate O|^)ortunity of greatly con- 
trihutinw to the Success of the day. Mr 
^Forcsti gave me essential aid during the 
march, and in the attack was one. of 
the foremost in manifestCng the zeaWmd 
courage with whiSh Ws Majesty’s seivicc 
upon all occa^fbiw ihspires him. 

The enemy is rthw pent up within hi# 
walls, and one of the [josts wc gained 
from lutn J» favourably pluc-al for com- 
mencinglsittrBpproaches, wbkl), howcyci, 
the uarro'^hess of thfe ground renders 
difficult and laborious. Herewith | trans¬ 
mit to your excellency returns of our 
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killed, wounded, and missinfi, together 
with lists the cajitured ordnance.

Camp oflTSt Maura, April 17. 
Sir,—I' havt' e\tr«'i!io satishtcrion in 
announcing to your excellency, thol the 
fortrcMS of St Maura surrendered to bis 
Majesty’s arms on the 16th instant, nine 
days after batteries, consisting of two 32‘< 
pounders, nine tB-pounders, four how¬ 
itzers, and six mortars, were opened 
against it; a portion of this artillery, 
however, had only been tlircc days in 
action. 

The place was perfectly provided in 
ca8en)ates, and, I am free to confess, its 
Bituation and defences oflTered greater 
obstacles than 1 appreliended we should 
have had to contend with. 

The sketch 1 had the honour to for¬ 
ward with my last dispatch, will shew to 
your excellency the narrqjpr and exposed 
front we had to work upon; and likewise, 
that a due consideration for the inhabi¬ 
tants compelled me to construct the bat¬ 
teries of support at rather too great a dis¬ 
tance from the work. 

The ample supplies which your excel¬ 
lent} promptly aisfiatched, enabled us to 
support so ncavy a cannonade and bom¬ 
bardment, as to render it unnecessary to 
resort to a breaching battery, a measure 
in contemplation, which the skill and 
resources at all times displayed by Cap¬ 
tain Thackeray, would 1 doubr not have 
iiappily accomplished. Ute enemy’s ar¬ 
tillery and interior of' the fortress have 
greatly suffered; but its walls remain 
tmimpaired. • 

The troops have performed the hazar¬ 
dous and arduous labtiurs of the siege, 
with charaeterlgric intrepidity and perse- 
yemme. , ^ 

During the operations, one or two 
night attacks upon the enemy’s oiit-[)osts 
affoixled a display of that high degree of 
j^ltfpltne and gallantry which such e£brts 

SPpon the Evening of tbe lSth, Cant. 
^fPackeray^ dosii’fng to peoqipjoitre the 
approach ground for the breaching 


battery, then in agitation, it became ne¬ 
cessary to drive t ic enemy from an iii- 
trenchment lie held wiUiin 300 ptu^s of' 
his rampart. The service was intrusted to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Moore, of the .35th 
regiment, who led the grenadiers of that 
regiment, light company of Roll’s, and 
subalterns’ detachments of the Corsican 


Rifles, and. royal marines.—Tliis corps, 
pusliing undauntedly through a heavy fire 
of grape and musketry, carried the ene¬ 
my’s line at the point of the bayont:t. 
Upon the lieutenant-colonel, and Capt. 
Tmickeray reporting to me, that it was 
practicable to cstabusli our troo{>s there, 
the driaclunentwasdirecU'd to standfast, 
and by incessant and judicious labour 
during the night, the intrenchment was 
converted into a second [lai'allel, from 
whence the fire of the enemy, however 
severe, could not dislodge it. 

Our sliarpshooters and infantry from 
thence greatly distressed the ojiposing 
artillery; and f am convinced ljastci7'’d 
the enemy’s decision to surrender. 

In the course of these operations, it 
has afforded me infinite suti-sfaction to

I am happy to say, that, upon the 
whole, our loss has tieen inconsiderable; 
remarkably so, when the circumstances 
of the sieg^^are taken into consideration. 

The sqiuwlron lias given the most 
powerful aid ; il furnisilicd ampiuuitlon 
and cannon iin the batteries, with iptel- 
iigent officers anti brave seamen to fight 
them ; tlieir fire was most destructive. 


The motives which indimed me to pro- 

{ lose this enterprise to your cxcellenc}’, 
lave acquired strength aslbpc^e more 
acquainted with tlie local pbsition and 
the military epd pplitical remtions of tbe 
island. i. i . 

The eneiiijr, our landii^ had 
1600 regular and irregular troops i a force 
he could augment at pleasure, mid easily 
bring to act against the adjacent and least 
protected of wie Iib6rateid .isiqs.

His Majesty’s ship Arethusa, off 
Bermeo, July 11, 1«10. 

My Lord, —After a consultation with 
the junta of Asturias on the 24th ult., 

I consented to receive on board of the 
s<jnatbon jour lordship has been pleased 
to place under my comman«l, the Spanish 
Brigadier-General Porlier, anti five hun¬ 
dred of his soldiers, with the intention of 
heating i>n the enemy’s quartei-s along 
the coast of Cantabria and Biscay, in 
order to make a diversion of his troops 
towards the sea-ports in his possession, 
and tImS afford an opportunity for a com¬ 
bined movement of the Spanish armies 
in Asturias, by comjielling the enemy to 
detach more of his forces to oppose us, 
and thereby weaken the interior of that 
province and St Andero, or to suffer his 
seu-defences to be destroyed, and his sup¬ 
plies coast-wise cut off the oue or the 
other alternative appearing to me an ine¬ 
vitable result of sueli movements. I have 
now the pleasure of informing your lord¬ 
ship, that we have completely succ’eeded 
in the maritime part of the expeditiou 
without the loss of a single man, having 
destroyed ail tbi. batteries (with the ex¬ 
ception of Cristro) from St Seh^tiaA to 
St Andero, on which were found about 
one hundred pieces of heavy cannon al- 
logether, and laid that whole extent of 
scu'Coast entirely bare of defence. 

CommunicatioDS are thus opened with 
these provinces, and the oesdoiis attach¬ 
ment of the inhabitants to tbeindepend- 
' ence of their qpuntiy aispertained, should 
it hereafter ^ deemed expi^ieht to act 
on it, / . 

The Strang port Santone, and the 
numerous battmes round Bermeo, being 
dismantled, oiir ships will have in future 
two good anebom^s on. fhe coast in 
westerly gales, as u will be a work of, 
considerable 6me and labcw td re-inotmO’ 
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Iieavy cannon on the various eminences 
of ttose places, which must all be con- 
veiyed hy sea, tlie country being so ex¬ 
tremely iQountiiiuoiis, anil tiie roads so 
bail, tliat land carriage is almost imprac- 
tjcalilc. 

The brigade of seamen and marines 
from the squadron, being commanded by 
the Honourable Captain Aylmer, of tlie 
Narcissus, bis letter to me, of the l>th in¬ 
stant, will inform your lordship of the 
events which took place on their landing 
at Santona, and during the short time 
they occupied it. To the *eal and ability' 
of that excellent officer I am much indebt¬ 
ed, as well as to that of Captain Howies, 
of the Medusa, who most anxiously soli¬ 
cited to be attached to the brigade, and 
acted as second in command; Mr Hugh 
Pearson, my first lieutenant, and Lieut. 
Dcbbrisay, coinraantling tho i]jiarines, 
distingtiished themselves by their exem¬ 
plary conduct, as, in short, did all the 
other officers and men com[»05ii>g the 
brigade. 

'I'hc disposition of the boats made by 
Captain Galway, of the Dryad, assisted 
by (JapLain Joyce, of the Amazon, at onr 
different landings, was so judicious as to 
prevent either confusion or loss where 
the surf was frequently extremely dan-, 
gerous to approach ; nor were the servi¬ 
ces of Caplin Digby, of the Cossack, 
less important in forwarding every jiart 
of the vm'ious duties going oq both ni^lit 
anti day; and I have only to regret that 
the efirly refreat^f the (memy on thcZtli 
deprives me of an opj^rtunit^ of announ- 
cin'i to your lordship his entire defeat 
and surrender. 

Having by our landing at Santona in¬ 
ti ucetl the enemy to rjjandon several po- 
sitions in the interiol*, as well as on the 
sea-const, in order to collect a sufficient 
Ibiice to present tiiur cokl^iiuibg in pos¬ 
session of tShiSt placi^ t shall Se happy 
to find that the arinies of Aifturias and 
of the monntaiQs of iLhdero have 
been pat in motion duidng the absence 
ot the French, whieh was the prindpte 
agreed ttpoh'between the junta of Astu¬ 
rias anil myself; bat as yet I hwendin- 
forinal^oD on'that head. ' ' v < 


d^his expedition has however cost the 
enemy upwards of two Imndrod men, 
besides an infinity of trouble and nmreh^ 
ing, and added nigh 300 volunteers to 
General Porliei's little army.

Sir,—H erein I beg leave to detail tlie 
proceedings of the tottalion of seamen 
and royal marines which you did me the 
honour to place under my command, act¬ 
ing in Conjunction with, and under the 
orders of, Brig.-Gen. Porlier. 

On the morning of the 5th instant, we 
landed with the Spanish force on the 
beach to the westward of Santona, ami 
immediately Went forward to the town, 
which We entered without any loss, the 
Frencli retiring across the river; our ad¬ 
vanced guard, under Lieutenant Desbri- 
say, of the marines of the Amazon, with 
the Spanish tirailleurs, succeeded in stop¬ 
ping a part of the rear-guard of the 
French, after killing two, and wounding 
,a few m5re, and taking some prisoner^j: 
in the course pf the dav, Brigadier-fic- 
jieral Porlier sent off some of his man on 
tim road to St itndero, and Lieutenant 
Pearimn of the Arethusa, was detached 
with a party of Seanien to destroy tlie 
guns in the forts, which was completely 
effected. 

The 6th was employed in c-xaminuig 
the place, in case of being attacked by 
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tlie French, •wlioni we had reason i.o 
expect would advance in force from St 
Andqro. 

On the morning of the 7th, wc placed 
the boats’ catTuiuKlcs on a lull which 
comrttanded the Jstlmius lending to the 
town, and p^htc'il the iiicu along the 
hedges and vineynnls in front of the po¬ 
sition; the Spaniards on the righttjn a 
s«od-J)ill, and the British, with the Spanish 
tirpilleiirs, in the centre and left. At 
about 11 o'clock A. M. a firing was 
beard, and onr advanced parties r^ired, 
closely followed by the French. The 
marines, eom[>osii>g our outpost, under 
Lieutenant Fennel, of the Arethnsa, re¬ 
tired in the most perfect order. Very 
shortly the enemy was observed advan¬ 
cing rapidly in three columns, one mak¬ 
ing for the right, the other lor the left, 
keeping the third iu reserve; their prin- 
cif>al ot^ect appeared the right, 'where 
the Spaniards were posted, hut they were 
almost iininediutcJy ciiecked hy thestca- 
ilincss of the reception they there met 
with, and a few shot being fired from our 
battery; tl>e other column on our left 
scarcely advanced, but fired at a distance; 
finding, probably, our preparations made 
with more strength than they imagined, 
they faced about and retired, leaving se¬ 
veral killed and wounded. 

The enemy’s force appeared to consist 
of bctvv een seven and 800 men, and I 
have only to regret that they did not ad¬ 
vance nearer, for had they done so, I 
am convinced a most complete and entire 
destruction of their whole force would 
have taken place* 

, Brigadier-General Porlier detached his 
alini'psbootei's to harass their rear; they 
fiucceoded ha Jcdlmg and*wounding ;icv’e- 
ral, and making some prisoners; on the 
wlmle, J conceive the loss of tlie French in 
tlie.three several days, in killed, wound-' 
«d, and prt!^e^, aniounb to abont one 
hundred and. fifty men.* 

Tli^ wln^e of the gl>n$, See. in Santona 
and- Laredo arc destroy^, consisting of 
twenty-two 34-pounders, and four 13-iuch 
brass . 

On the 8th, in the m^orning, according 
tt) your directions, I withdrew the guns 


and ammunition, &c., and rc-embarked 
with the people, without any loss; the 
Spaniards only having seven men wound¬ 
ed. 

I have now to acknowledge the obli¬ 
gation 1 am under to C’aptain Bowles, of 
the Medusa, for his indefatigable activity 
in getting every thing aiTanged, and ha¬ 
ving the men in sucli perfect order when 
the enemy advanced, as w'ell as to express 
the great satisfaction I felt at the steadi¬ 
ness and firmness with which the men 
awaited the attack. Lieutenant Rees, 
of the Dryud, who did the dut> of adju¬ 
tant to the battalion, has aho iny sincere 
thanks for the assistance he gave me in 
the different directions, and for his nnre- 
mitted nttenCion to the oriler of the 
whole. The only officers who had the 
least oppoitmiity tA distinguish tliem- 
selves, were Lieutenant Desbriaay and 
Fennel,’of the marines, who commanded 
the advanced guards during the two little 
affairs.

Sir,—'I n conseqncnce of a rei)ort re¬ 
ceived fjoiii the Faro telcijrapii on the 
evening of the 9th instant, that a convoy 
of enemy’hj veshcis were in sight oif Cape 
Vaticano, steering (or Bagn.ii*:!, I have 
the honour to infonn yoiir excellency, 
that 1 got the flotilla under weigh, assist¬ 
ed hyCaptain Robiupon,Lieutenants Bass 
and Thame, and stood direct for Bagiinra, 
accomiianicd by a tlivision of hu Sicilian 
Mrije ty'.-s flotilla, under the ilircction of 
Captain Vatoli. 

At d.iyliglit the following morning we 
fortunately fell in with the enemy close 
to tile Miinfca, betwixt Bagnaraand Pul- 
mi; we attacked them instantly, and 1 
have great sati&fact^pn in saying, that we 
succeeded m rapturing fourteen large 
boat!?, three of which are regular gun¬ 
boats, each carrying a long 18-pounder; 
the remainder are store-boat.s, laden with 
field-pieces,ammunition,;ind provisions; 
eight gun-boats that were placed in front 
of Bagnara, at a distance of 100 yards 
fioin (Mch other, for the protection of 
the l.oafs that were drawn up on siiore, 
were sunk In the heavy and well-directed 
fire of (inr flotiLa. 

I l»eg to lepoit the good conduct of 
the officers atid men, British and Sicili¬ 
ans ; they have behaved with a degree of 
coolness that does them great credij. 

Our loss is trifling, coiV'Ulering wc 
were obliged to make the attack within 
grape-shot distance of tliree butteries ; it 
consists in one man wounded, and one 
ecainpavia sunk, the crew savetl. 

During the- engagement one of the 
Sicilian gun-boats, (which iiad got on 
shore at the Faro Point early in the 
morning, in endeavouring to join us,) was 
attacked off Sicy Ha hy three French scam- 
pavias, and 1 am som.to say was cap¬ 
tured without the siiudiesi resistance. ' 

^I'he convoy, which consisted of four 
gunrboats and forty store-boats, were 
twenty-five days from ]^apie».

Sir, —I enclose herewith, for the in- 
forfnation of the Lords Commissioner* 
of the Admiralty, a 'copy of a ietter'f'rom 
Captain Brentou, of the Spartan, giving 
an account of a very gallant action fought 
by tliat ship against a aipmdron of the 
enemy in the Bay of Naples on the 2kl 
ultimo. Any comment of mine upon 
this occasion would be superfluous, aL 
ter the clear and distinct account given 
by Captain Brenton of the action, and 
the manner in whieli he enticed the ene¬ 
my out ; I have, however, to laumnt a 
severe wound this gallant officer has re¬ 
ceived by a grape-shot, though f trust not 
dangerous. 

1 have no doubt titeir lord.siiips will 
duly appreciate the conduct of i,ientenant 
Wdles, first of the Spartan who fought 
theahip after (lupiain Brentotvsvns Wound¬ 
ed.

Spartan, off the Day of Naples, 
May 3, 1«10. 

Sir,—F rom the 1st instant hia Ma¬ 
jesty’s ships Spartan and Success chased 
the French squadron, consisting of one 
frigate of 42 guns and S50 men, one cor¬ 
vette of 28 guns and 200 men, one brig 
of 8 guns'and 98 men, one cutter of 10 
guns and 80 men ; they succeeded in 
getting into the^oie of Na[)les, favoured 
by light and partial breezes. As 1 was sen¬ 
sible tli^ would never leave that place of 
refuge wiiilst two British frigiites wese in 
the bay, I diracl^ Capmin Ayscougii to 
lamain on my rendezvous, from five to 
ten leagues sotith west of the island of 
Capri, ctHitinffing with tlie .Spartan hi 
the boy of Naples. 

At daydight this morning we liad rbe 
pleasure of seeing tlie enemysquaui-ou

as before-mentioned, rc-enforccfl by ciftlit 
euTi-boats, standing towards ns in a cJosc 
line. The action began at fifty-six mi¬ 
nutes after seven with the enemy's fri¬ 
gate, exchanging broadside^' when within 
pistol-shot, passing along their line and 
cutting off their cutter and gun-boats 
from the'body of the squadron. The 
enemy was under the necessity of wear¬ 
ing to renew his junction, but was pre¬ 
vented, by the Spartan taking her station 
on their weather beam; o close and ob¬ 
stinate contest ensued; light and variable 
winds led iis near the batteries of Bala; 
the enemy’s frigate making all sail to take 
advantage of their shelter. The crippled 
state of the Spartan not allowing her to 
follow, we bore up, raking the frigate and 
corvette as we passed them, and succeed¬ 
ed in cutting off the brig. The corvette, 
having lost her foretopmast, effecjted her 
escajje with the assistance of the gun¬ 
boats ; the latter hail, iluring the action, 
galled us excessively by lying on our 
quarter, and the severity of our loss, ha¬ 
ving ten killed and nineteen Wounded, 
may in some measure be attributed to 
this cireumstancc. I was myself wounded 
about the middle ol the action, vd^liich 
lasted two hours; but iiiy place was most 
ably supplied Mr Willes. Captain 
Horte, of the royal engineers, had been 
sCftt with me for the purpose of recon¬ 
noitring the enemy’s position on the 
const. Upon this occasion I requested 
him to take the command of the quarter¬ 
deck guns, foreseeing that the whole at¬ 
tention of the first lieutenant and myself 
w^ould be required in manoeuvring the 
ehip during the variety of service we were 
likely to expect. 

To the light and fluefuating winds, to 
the enemy being so near their owji shores, 
which is lined with batteries, they are« 
indt^ted foe tim safety of tlteir whole 
eqodl^n, whicn at a.gi'eater distance 
iftom the shore, 1 do not hesitate in say- 
^ mbst ^ave fallen in^ onr hands.

Sm,—1 lx‘g leave to acquaint you, that 
on the 4th instant, while running along 
the coast of Calai>ria, at i P. M. and 
ubrea.st of Castiglionc, I oliscrved tJiree 
vessels cm the beach, and men loading 
them. ^ I thought it an object worth 
while to attempt their destruction, ns 
they appeared to me capable of cai rying 
one hundred and fifty men each ; 1 im¬ 
mediately dispatched the boats of this 
ship, with volunteers, under the command 
of Mr George Rose Sartorius. the third 
lieutenant, accompanied by the boats of 
the Espiir, under the command of Lieu¬ 
tenant Robert Oliver, the Success and 
Espoir covering their landing. 

I am sorry to say, that when about 
musket-shot from the shore, three boats 
swam{)ed, having struck on a sunken reef, 
by which imsfortune two seamen belong¬ 
ing to the Eeposr were drowned: all their 
ammunition ijoing wet,'the officers and 
men swaui to the beach with cutlasses in 
their mouths, when the enemy fired upon 
them from two long six-pounders, and 
tour wall pieces; thqy being secreted be¬ 
hind the rocks, were not perceived until 
the Imats grounded* 

The enemy’s, fiire served only to in¬ 
crease the t>f the ptuty, aud their 
perseverance so hl^'iiiuiated tkrti enemy 
that tliey deserted their guns, emd retreat¬ 
ed po the houses lyhich wei'e near, keep¬ 
ing up a heavy fire of muaNtry faom the 
windows; but b^ng «l^ duilo^ed from 
them they fied to tl^ ip^ux^jus.

X thought it necessary to accompany the 
generid, in order to facilitate such suj)- 
plies and co-operatious from the ships 
as the cii'cumstaiices of the moment 
might make necessary. When we reach- 
«) the northern shore, it was discovered 
that the enemy had constnicted two 
strong redoubts upon the neck of land, 
a considerable distance in advance of tlie 
citadel, and which it was necessary to 
«lrive turn from, before any thing could 
be undertaken against the principal work. 
A battery of two guns, still further in 
advance, the enemy had been forced to 
abatuioH by a detachment of troops uri- 
the command of Major Church. I'he 
Leonidas was then only u few miles from 
the shore, and the weather being fine, 
it was judged a favourable opportuni¬ 
ty to nme an immediate and joint at¬ 
tack npon the first redoubt. Captain 
Brisbane, who was with me, ever anxious 
to render himself of use, volunteered to 
take any orders to the Leonidas, and I 
tbtirefore sent directions by him to Cap¬ 
tain Ciiffitbs to anchor as near to the 
redoubt as possible and cannonade it, 
which was executed with his usual promp¬ 
titude. The troops^,at the same time, 
with tire general at their head, advanced 
under a very heavy fire of grape and 
musketry to the assault, drove the enemy 
from bis ^entrenchraeutf at the point of - 
the bayonet, and followeii him so close 
tliUD he had not time to rally a% the se-, 
coad redoubt,, but fled through it without 
atoffurig, and vAs pureued close to the 
walls of the dtiidel. The acquisition of 
these <p 9 its, wliich fiom that moment we 
retained possession of, w^.of ttie great¬ 
est rhiportttnee txfthe future operations. 

Being wounded in tlie head, I 

waauudet ldhe, necessity, for a few days, 
of giving up ithe naval'artangemenls to 
Ca|)taiA Brhihaine, to whose ar¬ 


dour, whatever service he is employed 
upon, it is impossible for me to do suffi¬ 
cient justice. . ^ r 

On the 25th, finding myself able to 
give tdl such dircctums as could be ne¬ 
cessary for the service going forward, 
and that it was very csseotia) to increase 
the force on tlie northern side of the 
island, I directed Captain Brisbane to 
proceed there in the fielle Pouie, taking 
with him the imogene and gun-lioats. 

Captain Stephens had been wounded 
in the fiiot at the storming of the re¬ 
doubts, but too zealous to allow it to 
interfere with his |)ersonal exertions. I 
am sorry to say he still bufi'ers from it 
very consideralily. 

Ten of the Magnificent’s guns were 
landed, and 150 seamen, under the com¬ 
mand of Lieutenant Astley, whose assi¬ 
duous attention and activity iu perform¬ 
ing even duty intrusted to him, the ge¬ 
neral speaks of ill strong terms, of appro¬ 
bation. 

On the 30th the Montagu joined me. 
Captain Mowbray by the greatest exer¬ 
tions tiad re-hung his rudder at Zunte, 
and lost not a moment afterwards in fol¬ 
lowing us. On her arrival two of her 
lower-deck guns were landed, and 100 of 
her seamen, to do duty on shore. I at 
the same time directed. Captain Mpwbray 
to superintend all tlie o^rations that 
were going forward, that no assistance 
which the, ships could give might be 
omitted. 

On the 7th of ApriPI left the trans¬ 
ports umier the care of the Montagu, 
and proceeded to tlie opposite side of 
the island, where our batteries opened 
the IbJlowing morning. The scainen of 
the Magnificent, in consequence of tlie 
ship going to sea, were withdrawn from 
tiic shore, and an additional number, sent 
from the Montagu, whole being then 
under the comn^nd of Lieutenant; Lyons 
of that ship. . 

I'he only way that the citadel could 
now 'be approached with-^nubn bejng 
by a narrow neck of land;, itnd which is 
composed principally of a loose gravel 
thrown ,«p by, too aeopr >tkc di^p^Ities 
in erecting our b^iObs^il^ 6ad been*.wry 
^eat, buube ardour and coerces 
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soldiers and sailors, animated in every 
tJangcr and every fatigue by the conti¬ 
nual presence of’General Oswald, rose in 
pro^rtion as the obstacles presented 
themselves. 

Captains Brisbane and Griffiths, with 
the masters of their ships, took great 
pain.s to sound about the citadel, but it 
was found impracticable to carry the 
ships nearer than a mile. On tlie 5th 
the Kingsfisher joined from Malta, and 
infbnnntton having been received that 
the enemy had made great preparations 
at Corfu and Parga to throw in supplies 
to St Maura, I directed Captain Tritton 
iQ keep under weigh at a snort distance 
in the offing, and Captain Stephens to 
anchor in the Itnogcne just out of gun¬ 
shot of the enemy’g works. The vigilant 
attention paid by those officers to that 
important piece of duty is higljy cretlit- 
able to them, and 1 believe not a boat 
made its way. The citadel kept np a 
spirited fire till the night of the 15th, 
when a detachment of troops, under the 
command of Col. Moore, drove the enemy 
from an advanced intrenchment, and lod¬ 
ged itself in their place. A very heavy 
fire of grape and musketry continued for 
many hours, but the enemy finding that 
the Britisli troops were immoveable, and 
that his own men were picket! off in the 
embrazures, he sent a flag of truce to pro- 
ose terms ofcapitulation. CaptainJVfow- 
ray and Colonel Lowe wore authorized, 
by the general and myself to treat with 
the governor, and in a short time the 
terms which 1 have the honour to enclose 
were agreed ujxm, And that night the 
gates put into our posscfesion. 

I transmit herewith' the dtpitiilation 
si^ed by General Camus, es also returns 
of the artillery and ordnance stores taken 
in the dtaiiel and advanced batteries, and 
returns of the killed and wounded belong¬ 
ing td hi4 Majesfy^s sh^s imder my pr- 
ders.

His Majesty’s ship Alceste, off 
Frejus Bay, May 2(5, IBIO. 

Sir,—I l)eg leave to niionii you, that 
having chased several ofthe enemy's ves¬ 
sels into the Bay of i^aye, which ie 
protected by two batteries, one on each 
side the entrance, 1 deterinine4} after a 
good reconnoitre, to attempt carn’iug 
them by storm, as their beiglit gave in* m 
too great an aclvantagc over the ship. 

On the night of the 22d two strong 
parties were landed; and the one on the 
right of the bay having to marcli through 
a very thick wood, to get in the rear of 
the iort, were attacked in the midst of 
it by one of tin* enemy's piquets, when 
the marines, under the command of Lieu¬ 
tenants Loyd and Hawkey, ufiened a fire 
that very soon*dislodged them, but, uii- 
ibitiinateiy, the guide, taking advantage 
of the tiring, xvent off* and left the party, 
which compiled Mr Wilson, liie senior 
lieutenant, to igelinquish the entt^pnze, 
dind to- re-embi^k die people, which, 1 
am happy to Bay, lie effected without the 
smallest loss. 

The party on the left, under tJie com- 
mand* of Mf Henry Bell, the ma-xter, 
were so fortunate as to get close in die 
rear bf the battery untlistovered, whtcli 
tliey attadted and carried in the most

fipirite4 rnaoner, spiked the puns, t»^o 
twpnty-rpui'a, broke , their carriages, de- 
8troyw^..the noagaziftes, and threw the 
abjpit into the sm ; but as Uic other side 
were obiiged to come ofl’with- 
pittt the vessels, whicJi we conti* 

nued to watch, and finding they would 
not move whilst we kept dose in, I last 
n^ht sent the barge and yawl, unddr Mr 
Beil. accompanied by Mr Day, master’s 
:^te, and 1^- Adair, midshipman, to lie 
in a littie cuyc we bad discovered near 
the har{x>ur’s nrouth, whilst the sliip 
Stood some distance in the offing. The 
Frenchmen, though so noted for cunning, 
•wallowed the bait, and came out this 
morning quite boldly. You n)ny con¬ 
ceive, sir, their a-stonislmifi t, when our 
two boats, armed with n 12-pound t^r- 
ronade and 4-pQund field-piece, made 
their unexpected appearance amongst 
them; they captured four felticcns, two 
of which were armed, one with six and 
the other four guns, besides small arms; 
<lrove two upon tlie rocks, and the rest 
back into the liarbour, though complete¬ 
ly exposed to the fire of the lotteries, 
a great number of soldiers on tlic beach, 
and two armed vessels besides those 
taken, that were in the convoy, Mr 
Bell speaks in the highest commenda¬ 
tion ot every one with him, and states, 
that alter he nod Mr Day had Imarded 
and carried the vessels, Mr Adair, with 
only two or three men in the bai ge, made 
such excellent use of the enrronude, that 
their retreat was cov'ered, and the prizes 
brought out, without a man being hurt 
on our side, which made their success 
doubly gratifying.

till the 3let instate:, when tlie enemy 
obliged it to retire towards Almeida, aii^ 
tlic fort La Conception was destrqyeA' 
From the 31st till yesterday 
Brigatlier-General Craufurd continued to 
occupy a position near Almeida, with his 
left within 8(X) yards of the forL and 
his right extending towards Junca^ The 
enemy attacked him in this position yes¬ 
terday morning, shortly after day-light, 
witli a very large body of infantry and 
cavalry, and the brigadier-general retired 
across the bridge over the Coa. 

In this operation I am sorry to say that 
the troops under his comtiiand suffered 
considerable loss. 

The enemy afterwards made three ef¬ 
forts to stoi in the bridge over the Coa, in 
all of which they were repulsed.

A dispatch, of which the following is 
an extract, was on Sunday morning recei¬ 
ved at Lord Liverpool’s office, address¬ 
ed to his lordship bv Lieutenant-Oencrul 
Lord Wellington, k. B. &c., dated Ce- 
lerico, 29tli of August, 1810. 

* The enemy opened tlieir fire upon 
xneula late on »aturtlay*night, or qprjy 
OB SiiBdayinorniifgjthe 26 tli instant, and 
I am concerned to odd, that they obtain¬ 
ed possession of the place in the course 
of the night of the 97th. I have no in- 
tdMgenc^j upon which I can rely of the 
cause of its surrender. An explosion 
had been heard at our advanced posts, 
and I observed on Monday, that''tlie 
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steeple of the church was destroj'cd, hnd 
many tiouaes of the town unroofed. I 
had a telegraphic communication with 
tlie governor, but unfortunately the wca* 
ther did not idlow of our using it on Sun¬ 
day, or during a great part of Monday, 
and when tiiu weather cleared on that 
day, it ^as obvious that the governor 
was in coininunjcation with tiie enemy. 

After I was certain of the fall of the 
place, I moved the infantry of the army 
ngain into the valley of the Mondego, 
keeping n division upon Guarda, and the 
outposts of the atvstlry at Alverca. The 
enemy attacked our piquets twice yes¬ 
terday in the morning, but feebly, and 
tl)ey were repulsed; in the afternoon, 
however, they obliged Sir Stapleton C’ot- 
ton to draw in his [)Osts to the side of 
Fraxedras. Captain Legon, of the 16th 
light dragoons, was wounded in tlie morn¬ 
ing, and two men of the royal dragoons 
were wounded in the afternoon. 

A pifjnet of this regiment made a gal¬ 
lant and successful charge ujxin a party 
of the eneinv’s infantry and cavalry, atid 
took some prisoners. 

The second corps, under General Reg- 
nier, lias made no n»ovement of any im¬ 
portance since I had the honour of address- 
ing your ionlship last. A patrole, how¬ 
ever, belonging to this corf)s fell in with 
a squiulrt>u of dragoons, consisting of one 
troop of the J3th British, and one troop 
of the 4th Portuguese, belonging to 
Lieutenant General HilPs corps, under 
the command of Captain White, of the 
13th, and the whole of tliem w'cre taken, 
with the' exception of the c'aptain and 
one man, wuo, 1 since understand, have 
been killed. I enclose tlie copy of Brig- 
mh'cf-Gencral Fane’s report to Lieut.- 
Gcneral Hill of this .tffair, whj[ch it ap- 
fK>ar.i was highly creditable to Captaiii 
>\Miite, and th^allied troops engaged. 

No movement has bfcn made, and no- 
t]nng of any importance has occurred in 
Extremadura since I addressed youi- lord- 
ship Itist* . .' .

The expedition 
returned into Cadiz yesterday with a few 
prisoners, and some volunteers for the 
Spanish army, liaving driven the enemy 
from Moguer and the affioining coa^t 
with considerable loss* and about forty, 
killed and wounded on the part of our^ 
ally. 

t have received, ^r, through his Ma¬ 
jesty’s minister at tins place, the co^ of

Sir,—I have the honour to Infortit you, 
that, in pursuance to your orders, I sailed 
from Cadiz on the night of the 22d cur¬ 
rent, with the vessels and boats you were 
pleased to place under ray cotmnaiid, for 
the purpose of co-operating with the 
Spanish armament, under the orders of 
General Lascy. On the night of the 
23d, being alJout four leagUiis to the 
Routhwaril of the entrance of this river, 

1 received intimation from the general 
that he wished to kind witlioiit further 
loss of time on the coast then abreast of 
ns, as it would enable him to get to Mo¬ 
guer (where the French army was sup¬ 
posed to be) considerably sooner than he 
could do by water } the whole fleet, |»eing 
accordingly directed to anchor as l^lose 
to the shore as they could with safety, i 
begun about ten o’clock to disembark the 
ti'oops, and the whole of them, os well as 
tlieir horses, &c. bein^ safely landed be¬ 
tween one and two o’clock, the general 
commenced his march, kcepin.!’ along the 
beach, and being attendeil by eleven of 
our flat boats (under Lieutenant West- 
plial, of the Implacable,) for the purpose 
of transporting the army across u large 
branch of the niver, which (after our 
landing) we we/e informed iuter^ecteil 
the way t* Moguer, and extended a very 
-Considerable distance into the connin'. 
-Tbis precautiofl having,•however, pro- 
vented their being* delayed in the slight¬ 
est d^ee, the ariny got to Moguer (a 
distance of twenty-two miles fioin the 
point of debarkarion) about eleven o’- 
doiA yesterday morning, and tlic French 
arfiny oein^ there (according to he iii- 
fomiatiOD,) the Spaniards forgot iheir fa¬ 
tigues, and proceeded immctliatcly to at¬ 
tack them. The FrentI), not being pre- 
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pared for such a visit, were soon driven 
from the town; but havinp collected 
and rallied in the neiplibonrhood, they 
attempted to regain what tlicy liad lost, 
and in their turn made several desperate 
attacks on the Spanish advanced line.; 
but being worsted in every attempt by 
the valoui'and steadiness o f the Spanish 
troops, they retreated at the dole of 
day, and will, I fear, owing to their being 
principally cavalry, succeed in getting to 
Seville. (Icneral Lascy will however, I 
believe, follow them as long as he sees 
any chance of destroying them ; and on 
his return from pursuing them, will re- 
embark and return to Cadiz, or St Lucar, 
as circumstances may authorise. 

The loss of the Spaniards during )'es- 
terday wa.s but trifling; that of the French 
has not yet been ascertained; but I saw 
several of them lying dead on the field, 
and about twelve of them were taken 
risoner-s, who s/iy they were about eleven 
undred strong. 

The cheerfulness with which the Spa¬ 
nish troops bore the fatigue of marching 
twenty-two miles, after being without rest 
for three successive nights, and steadiness 
and valour they vlisplaycd in the action 
that ensiK.'d, ha^ excited ii<} highest a<!- 
mirntioii, and mude mo iiiorc sanguine 
tlian ever in the hope, that such peo])le 
in such a cause must be ultimately suc¬ 
cessful.

tion of the French usurpation. I cannot, 
sir, close this account oT the transactions 
of the Spanish army without jiaying my 
humble but sincere tribute of admiration 
to Gencnd. Lascy, who ha.s proved liim- 
self .worthy of comn^anding such men, 
and appears, by his coolness, judgment, 
and active bravery, to be peculiarly adapt¬ 
ed, fur 9 ucb services us tliat on which he 
jsfttiw employed,

Sir, —^Having chased a Dutch nlan of 
war brig during the whole of the ist day 
of March, wc dbscrvetl her take refuge 
in a small bay on the north side of the 
island of Amblaw, and as the wind was 
light and variable, and night af^roaching, 
I sent the yawl, cutter, and jolly boat, un¬ 
der the command of Lieutenant Peachy, 
assisted by Mr Garland, master, and Mr 
Sanderson, mnstcr’s-mato, to bring her 
orti After a fatiguing pull the whole 
night, they found themselves at day-light 
dose to her, when she was boarded in 
31 most gallant manner in the face of a 
lieavy^ fire of grape and musketry, and 
defendal bravely by pikes and swords. 
In u few moments she was carried, and 

J iroved to be the Dutch national corvette 
ilargaretta, mounting 8 guns, but pierced 
for 14, and having on board 40 men. 

She had left Souroubof a nine days, 
having between 20 and 30,000 dollars on 
board forAmboyna, and suppllet of all 
kintls for Tdrnatte.

Sir,—S tanding out from this bav this 
morning, for the purpose of reconnoitring 
the Loire, I observed a division of an ene¬ 
my’s convoy take advantage and run from 
the Morbilian to the southward, which 1 
instantly chaced ; a part were driven back, 
and a brig sought protection immediately 
under the rocks, and between the batte¬ 
ries of Ht Gtiild.as and St Jacques. 

Notwithstanding the protection so afi« 
forded, in addition to the fire from sol¬ 
diers placed within the caverns, and sup¬ 
ported by ficld-pieccs, the persevering 
gallantry of Lieutenants the Honourable 
James Arbuthnut, and Mr John Illing¬ 
worth, master’s-mate, in the gig, (supphtt- 
cd by the other boats and officers as per 
margin *) succeeded in carrying her, when 
lier cables and hawsers were cut by the 
crew of the gig, and she was brought out, 
1 am most happy to say, without any loss. 
But, sir, to this (brtunate circumstance I 
feci considerably.indebted to the zeal and 
determination of Lieutenant Stokes, of 
the Constant, who, with admirable tdcill 
and judgment, pushed his brig in lietween 
the rocks and sfir-als of St Guildas and, 
by a well-direr sfJ fire, kept the enemy 
close within their holes and caves among 
the rocks. She w'as on this service ne¬ 
cessarily exposed to show’ers of crape, 
but a few through her sails and bulwark 
comprises the extent of the injury re¬ 
ceived.

arrival on this station. 

On leaving this Iwiy the day before, I 
had reconnoitred anti observed the work 
and guaril-house were completed, and 
one a4-poumler mounted; there w'cre 
some coasters in the river, so that 1 deem¬ 
ed the attempt justifiable. 

Two boats were therefore dispatched, 
under the command of Mr John Illing¬ 
worth, and, from the judicious arrange¬ 
ment made bv that officer, (although the 
dawn of day nad unfortunately commen¬ 
ced) the enemy^s guhrd were first decoy¬ 
ed from tiicir battery and then driven 
from the beach, when himself and com¬ 
panions immediately pushed for and made 
themselves masters of the battery and 
guard-house; having spiked the gun, a 
quantity of gunpowder, taken for the pur¬ 
pose^ was 80 excellently well disposed of, 
that in a few moments the whole was 
level witli the ground and in flames. 

The return was effected in the same 
cool and deliberate manner, and, although 
opposed by nearly double their force, and 
exposed to a fire from the opposite side, 

I am happy to say, that not a man of our 
party was hurt. • 

Thus, sir, in less than fi^e mintitcs», 
the laliour of some months was rendered 
useless, and I only regret the previous 
dejiarture of the vessels prevented the 
boats’ crews reaping the expected ad- 
vantu^. 

It however enables me to repeat Mr 
Illingworth’s report of t!ie good conduct 
of Mr John Kingdom, and Mr Hector 
Rose, midshipmen, to whose names I add > 
thoseof Corp^l Johnson of the marinfe;^ 
and Peter War, gutmer’s-inate.

On tlie J2th, ill latitude 4,'5, 29, N- 
long, 30, 40, W., at 11 o’clock, saw a 
ship standing towards us, and when about 
nine miles otti wore and matle sail from 
ns; after a chace of thirteen hours, we 
captured Lc Pheenix ship priyatcer, of 
Bourck^iux, last from Passage, pierced for 
20 guns, carrying 18 British lU-ponnder 
enrrunadcs, and a complement of 129 
men, burtlicn about 220 tons (French 
measurement,) commanded by Monsieur 
Jacques Perrond; out fifty days. 

The capture of this privateer is of great 
importance to the British trade; she has 
the liest crew I ever saw, comfiosed of 
strong, healthy, active, stout young sea¬ 
men, and her commander a very clever 
experienced officer, a Lieutenant dc Vais- 
seau, brought up'in the French navy prior 
to the revolution, and received the order 
of the Legion of Honour from Buonaparte, 
for the havoc he mode in the East Indies, 
being captain of the Bellonu privateer 
upwards of nine years, and came to Eu¬ 
rope captain of tlic Cannoniere; he tried 
us on every point of sailing, but thanks 
to a gale of wind we cauglit her, having 
run 1S4 miles in thirteen hours. She is 
a very superior sailer, and has headed the 
Aigle ever since her capture; W'a#'chared 
by four different vessels, but left tU; at 
with the greatest ease; she is nearly new, 
strong built, and copper-fastened. Cap¬ 
tured on tl(e 14th August the British 
brig Unity, from Newfoundland, bound 
to Lisbon, loaded with fish; and on the 
S4th the American bark Agenoria, from 
New-Orlemas, bound to Liverpool, loaded 
with cotton, &c.

and Sheerwater, who were obliged to 
0*035 their headmost ships, and the wind 
rather failing them, whilst the enemy 
preserved it so entirely as to render the 
eapUire of the Sheerwater certain, if not 
that of the Euryaius. 

It became a matter imperatively neces¬ 
sary that I should ris^t an action, though 
at the door of the enemy, and with a force 
so superior; a step which, without such 
an object, I should not have considered 
myself authorized in taking, particularly 
as you had been unavoidably blown ofi’ 
and out of sight by the late heavy ^ee. 

I therefore brought to, with the don« 
queror and Ajax astern of me, in such a 
)osition as evinced my determination to 
)rotect the frigate and brig, and I am 
lappy to inform you, that the result has 
proved as creditable to the British flag as 
I could have wished or expected; for, al¬ 
though the enemy appeared equally as 
decided to endeavour to cut them ofl* as 
we were to defend ihcm, the moment they 
came within rea.ii of our fire, they hauled 
up in succession tireir headmost ships, 
giving uS their broadsides, aud then tack¬ 
ed, m which we followed their example, 
by also tacking; a movement for which 
1 am entirely indebted to Captain Otway’s 
promptness and goodjudgment, who being 
the sternmost ship in our line, and per¬ 
ceiving the enemy l^gtm to retreat, be¬ 
came the more anxious fo.ehddavour to 
^disable them, wfiefi, a^er a fow more 
shots passing, and we had fonie time pre¬ 
vious to this movement Sifkmred re¬ 
treat oFtbe Euryahis and and 

the wind rather falling nqd 

stood a little aWa^y totheisd^^t^iild, which 
the enemy most po]j||dy us to 
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<]0 unhurt and unmolested, at a time too 
when they had it fully in their power to 
bring us to a decisive action, under cir> 
cumstances as highly udvantagco\ts to 
them as they were the reverse to us; 
tlieir conduct therefore puts in a flatter¬ 
ing and clear point of view the respect 
in whicli they hold the British navy; 
and from the determined conduct of the 
squadron you did me the honour to place 
under my command,^ I am fully persuad¬ 
ed, had the ambition of the enemy per¬ 
mitted him to make a bolder attack, the 
result would have been still more honour¬ 
able to his Majesty’s arms. 

And I trust it cannot escape your no¬ 
tice, that, although the disparity of force 
was conspicuously encouraging to the 
enemy, yet from the moment that the 
situation of the Euryahis and Sheerwater 
became doubtful, and for a long time 
after, we never declined an action, but, 
on the contrary, lay-to to receive them for 
more than an hour and an half. I have 
now, sir, to pci'forin a task most grutefui 
to my feelings, whici) is that of nmurting 
to you, tliat in proportion us dimciilties 
and dangers presented tlieinselves, the 
patient, active, and undaunted conduct 
of the .squadron was such as to merit my 
warmest approbation, aiid I feel most 
particularly sensible of the exertions of 
Captains Otway and Fellowes, in preser¬ 
ving such compact order, which evidestly 
deterred the enemy from niakii^ a further 
atti.’ck. , 

The' Honourable Captain Dundas, of 
the Eurynlus, and Captain Sibley, in the 
Sheerwater, situated as they were, did 
every thing I could either wish or expect ; 
the fatter I dispatched by signal to apprize 
you of our situation. 

To the officers and crew i»f this ship I 
shall ever feel much indebted, for their 
steady and active couduct, but part^^lafn* 
ly to Lieutehknt Callovi^y, frewn 
judgment, zeal, aiui activity, as well as 
that of Mr Bowen, the master, 1 derived 
a most e&sential md* 

Captains Qtwa^«nd Fellowes have also 
reporWi that the same coomess 

and activity^'^nif^ed itself in all ranka 
in their respective ships j and that they 


fe^ equally sensible of the assistanODi 
they received from tl»^ first lunitejjaitts,' 
Messrs Lowry and Fitzmaunce.

Oouv^a, September 5 
My Lord, —I enclose a hitter from 
Colonel Cox, late governor of Almeida, 
to Marsliiil fiert^&lord, containing a copy 
of the capitulation of Almeida, and an 
account of the circmiKstanc’es which oc¬ 
casioned the early surrender of tiiat place. 

It was imjKiBsible to expect that Col. 
Cox should continue the defence of the 
place after the unfortunate occurrence 
wiiich he mentions; and I am happy to 
iidtl, that all the accounts which I have 
received from officers and so!dierj|j-of the 
militia, who have come into the ihteri<'- 
undcr the capitulation, concur in appliur - 
ing the conduct of the governor through¬ 
out the siege, and in the unfortunate 
_ situation in which lie was placed towards 
' its close. It *18 certain, that till the ex¬ 
plosion of the ma^zine of the place, the 
garrison had sustained but little loss, and 
were in the highest spirits ; and, encou¬ 
raged by the example of the governor, 
and the confidenge they had in him, were 
determined to hold out till the last mo¬ 
ment. • 

j • I hgve honour to enclose the copy 
■ of a letter which I rcccivoil from Mai^ll d 
\1^resford, in which hlfeenclosed the lelter 
from Colonel Cox, to which 1 have lo 
add* tliat the two officers mentioned in 
that letter, the Tpnentc del Rey. rnul the 
major of the artillery, have entered the 
service’df France, aoS timt the K'ttcr nas 
. bceit pl^moted to the rank of r'liiooel. I 
' am also informed, that when i-.t la out by 
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the governor to the enemy’s lines to 
negociate the capitulation, and after he 
had infonned the enemy of the unfortu¬ 
nate situation of the garrison, he did not 
return to the place wlien hostilities re¬ 
commenced, but fontiuued in the eiic- 
iny’s lin<^> I have the honour to be, &c.

Extract of a letter from Marshal Be- 
resfbrd to Viscount Wellington, dated 
Moiiuento du Serra, 4th September, 
lUIO. 

I have the honour to transmit to your 
lordship a copy of a letter I have recei\ cd 
from Colonel Cox, late governor of Al¬ 
meida, and a copy of the capitulation of 
that place. 

W ith whatever regret itwas we witness¬ 
ed the unexpected fall of that place, un¬ 
informed as we then were of the cause, 
I think the circumstance related in the 
governor’s letter, of the unfortunate loss 
of his entire amraunition, and the injury 
sustained by tlie town and works, and 
loss to the garrison by the effects of the 
explosion, will ^)rovc sufficiently the im¬ 
practicability of a protracted defence; 
and I regret to say tlie conduct of the 
Lieutenant-Governor (Tenente del Rcy) 
Erancisco Bernanlo da Costae Almeida, 
and of Major, commanding the artillciy, 
Eortunato Joye Barreros, incieased the 
difficulties occasioned by the explosion. 
The former had, until the commencement 
of the enemy’s fire, acted with much zeal 
and proprie^,but on that comm cueing, he 
shut himselfup in Iminb-proofs; and after 
the explosion, from personal fear, and to 
avoid any further firing, took ^vantage 
of the consternation an»t confusion v'hich 
must be ever attendant in such a case, to 
couotorROt the governor’s attempt to hold 
at least some short time longer. Thb 
maipr of ortilliry, it appears, had acted 
vfeli during the sie^,but after the explo¬ 
sion he appears to have added treachery 
tu cowardice, and, to gain favour with 
the enemy, communicated to him the real 
state of tpe garrison, and that it had uo 
ammunition whatever left, which caused 
Marshal Massena to refuse the terms de¬ 
manded by the governor. 

Until the unfbrtiujate accident of the 


explosion of the magazine, the garrJsoa 
appears to have been m the highest spirits, 
and in the best possible disposition and 
resolution to defend the town, and which, 
they ununimoiibly state, their governor’s 
conduct inspired them with, as every 
officer and man gives the highest applause 
to his unremitting zeal and activity, en¬ 
couraging all by his own example. 

Your lordship will see that it was of 
very little conscciuenoe what capitulation 
tlie garrison had got, as it is obvious the 
enemy would not have observed it, where 
it was liis interest to break it, and which 
will be witnessed by his having detained 
by force, and c’ontrary to the terms of 
the capitulation, seven officers and 200 
men from each of the three regiments of 
militia tlmt were in the garrison, and this 
with the object of forming them into a 
pioneer corps. 

The officers and soldiers of the militia 
regiments, to a man, continued to refuse 
to enter voluntarily into the service of 
the enemy, and the seven officers aad 200 
men of each regiment were detained for¬ 
cibly. Such are the circumstances which 
have come to my knowledge of the con¬ 
duct of the garrison of Almeida,and which 
1 think it necessary to communicate to 
your lordship. 

Aldea del Obispo, Aug. 30, 1810. 

Sin, —The painful task has fallen to 
my lot of acquainting your excellency, 
that I was reduced to the necessity of 
surrenderi.Ji,' the fortress of Almeida, 
which I had the honour to command, on 
the 97th instant, at ten o’clock at night, 
in consequence of the unfortunate explo¬ 
sion of the great magazine of powder in 
the castle, and the small magazines con¬ 
tiguous to it, by wliicU d;readftil accident 
I was deprived of the whole of ra^ artil¬ 
lery mid musket amffiunitiqo, with the 
exception of a few made-iip cartridges 
which remained in some of the expense 
magazines on the ramparts, and 39 barrels 
of [lovvdcr, which were deposited in the 
La^ratory. ^ ' 

Upwards of half the detainment of or- 
tillcry, and a great numlitarof infantry 
soldiers, besides $everai bf theinhabitant^ 
were destroyed by the e^ct ©f this terri- 
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ble explosion. Many of the guns were 
dismounted upon the ramparts, the works 
were materially injuredy and a general dis< 
may spread amongst the troops andinhabi* 
tants of tl)e place. 

rt this distressing situation I received 
a letter from the commander*in>c'hicf of 
the French army of Portugal, pro[K>sing 
to me that I should surrender the pinco 
to the French army uuder bis comimituly 
upon honourable terms, which, he said, 
he was ready to grant. I answered, that 
1 wished to know the terms which lie 
proposed; ui>da which the articles, of 
which I have the honour to send your 
excellency a copy, were transmitted to 
me, and which, after using every effort 
in my power to obtain more favourable 
terms, 1 accepted, with an exception in 
favour of the militia regiments. I hope 
my conduct in this tiying occasion will 
meet your excellency’s approbation, and 
that 1 shall remain justified by the cir< 
cutnstanccs in the eyes of my country. 

The Prince of Esling has been good 
enough to allow me to return to England 
on tny parole, accompanied by Major 
Hewitt and Captain Foley, of the 24th 
rcginjent, and we are now on our way to 
France, to embark thence for a British 
port.

Capitidation for the surrender of the 
fortress of Almeida.* 

Art. I. Tile garrison shall be prisoners 
of war, with the lionours of war; tlrnt is 
to say, they shall march out with tlieir 
arms, which they shall deposit on the 
glacis of the place. 

Answer—Accepted; except that the 
militia, being only few, shall return to 
tlieir homes, after having deposited their* 
arms; they are not to serve during the 
present war against France or her .allies.. 

Art. IE The officers, of every descrip¬ 
tion, and tlie soldiers, shall retain, the 
former their,stvords and ba^age, and the 
latter their baggage only. 

Art. III. The inhabitants shall retain 
their pppej^ and slialt not be disturbed 
f<fr their opiums. 

Art. IV. Tbe^iUtaryji^es and artil¬ 


lery shall remiun at the disposal of the 
French army, and shall be given up to the 
commander of artillery'. 

Art. V. The maenzines, chests, &c. 
shall be given up to French commissaries 
appointetl for that eflect. 

Art. VI. The plans and niepiorials of 
the foftress siiail be given up to the com- 
iniindant of engineers of the French ar¬ 
my. 

Art. VII. The sick of the British and 
of the Portugueze army shall be taken 
care of and maintained at the exi>ence of 
the French array, and on their recovery 
shall follow the dastinution of the garri..

Caledonia, in Basque Roada, 
September 28, 

My Lord, — Since my letter of the 
22th instant, detailieg the capture and 


* Caledonia, Valiant, and Armid'' 
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destruction of three of the enemy's ()ri;^fs 
on the cast couat of this road, the ainail 
vesflels, with tiie boats of the Caledonia 
and Valiant, have been smx'Cssiidly em¬ 
ployed in stoiming the coasting trade be¬ 
tween Rochelle and the Isle (jf Aix, l>ut 
wore particularly in bloc kading three of 
the enemy’s brigs that liad sought pro¬ 
tection under the battery innm Point du 
Cbe,> and forming part of a convoy to 
which the former vessels bc'longed, the 
whole of them laden with timber and 
roviaions on account of governnient. 
have now the honour to inform your 
lordship, that the tide being sniTtcieiidy 
high, and the nights dark, I judged d 
practicable to e/lect cither the captiue 
or destruction of these vessels; but as 
the enemy had strengthened liis position 
with four field-pieces, and their aitiiic'iy- 
wen ppsted upon the beach, and on a 
low point situated under the huttery, 
with a strong dc'lachinelit of foot and 
horse in the adjoining village of Angolin, 
it was obvious we could only succeed, 
with the means we possessei) in cllect- 
ing this object, by a coup-dc-main, and 
with a force ade<inate to the resistance 
that was likely to be iunnediately oppo¬ 
sed to us, hi consequence of this p(‘i- 
suasion I directed liJO marines, from the 
Caledonia and Valiant, to be embarked 
in the boats of their respectiv'c ships, 
under the dinx'tion of Captain Slierman, 
of the royal marines of this ship, for the 
purpose of landing under Point du Che, 
to carry the battery and field-pieces by 
assault, and to spike the guns, allotting 
to the other boats of the squadron tlv‘ 
capture or destruction of the brigs. I 
have the satisfaction, to acquaint your 
Jordsiiips, that this force proceeded last 
night, agreeably to the arran^incnt 1 iiad 
previously matle, under tlie command of 
Lieutenant Ilfimiitou, of this shqi, with 
tlfe other lieutenants of the squadron, 
who also volunteered their services in the 
^cotumand of the ilifierent boats upon 
this occasion, the whole acting with that 
degree of zeal, regularity, and attention 
1 bad every reufion to expect, and which 
so much contributes to the success of an 
undertaking. 

'i'he luadues were landed at the place 


appointed about half past two o’clock in 
the morning, but notwithstanding the near 
approach of t!>e boats before they were 
discovered, the alarm vs’as giv^n frpm the 
brigs, and an ineffectual ^re was, imme¬ 
diately opened upon them from the ene¬ 
my’s guns. Lieutenant Little, ol the 
royal marine artillery, immediately on 
landing pushed forward with the bayonet 
to the assault, supported by Captain 
M'LaucIdin’s division, with Lieutenant 
Coulter, both of the royal inaiiucs of the 
Valiant, anil Lieutenant Goiiche, of this 
slap, with a separate detuchment, and 
Kuecceded in cirrying the battery and 
spiking all the guiiM. Licutt'nant Little, 
ill a (ler.MUial contention with one of t’le 
eiifiny, whi n ia tin: act ol'wresting his 
imisket from him,,received the contents 
in hi,s hand, wliich was so much shatter¬ 
ed in consequence as to render amputa¬ 
tion nec(!t.jary. Captain Sherman at the 
same titne uiok post with liis division 
upon the main road by the sea side, with 
Ins front to the village, and an eighteen- 
pound carronade on his right in one of 
the launches. In a few minutes a coUsi- 
ilcrahle body of men advanced from the 
village, ami were instantly checked in 
their approach by a warm fire from the 
mariiiei. and tlie boat; at this period the 
enemy had succeeded, under cover of the 
night, in bringing a field-piece to flank 
tbc line, wiueb the piquet immediately 
charged witli flic bayonet and took from 
him, putting '.he men to flight. The ob¬ 
ject of t) -ervicc being now executed 
by the c-pture of two of the brigs, and 
the destruction of the other by fire, the 
marines w'cre immediately re-embarked 
in the most perfect order, without the 
los.s of a r^ingie man, and only one bther 
person, a private belonging to the Valiant, 
wounded. 

The ciu mv had 14 men killed in de¬ 
fence of UiL* battery upon Point du Che; 
w hat loss he sustained by the fire from 
Captam Sherman’s division, and from 
the iauncli, it is impossible to say; but 
he must have 8uflcrt>d considerably, as 
his line was much expOi^d and com¬ 
pletely kept in check. • 

I have felt it to be my duty to be thus 
particular in the det$ii of circumstances

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upon this oceasipn^ for althongh the scr- 
v«:« perform^ is ia jtseif of little u»por- 
taOCi;^ yet it required the promptitude 
and)e&prtion pf the officers and men, 
cmplpyi^ U{Km it that lieqiieutJy is not

magnitude t and I am solicitous to do 
justice ifo tl)e merits of all tlie officers 
and men employed upon this service. 1 
must boa iu particular to call your atten¬ 
tion to the conduct pf.Liootenant Little, 
wlio was mo^ materially engaged upon 
this occasion, and whose loss of his rigfit 
liand will be severely fplt, in the hope 
that the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty will take into consideration 
the injury he has sustained.

. AU the roads to Coimbra from the 
eastward, lead over one or the otlier of 
thesa Sierras. They arc very difficult for 
the „pa$satfe of an army, the approach to 
the top or tlw ridge: on both sides* being 
.mountainous. As the enemy’s whole 
army was on the ridge of the Mondego, 
and as it was evident that he intended 
to force our position, Lieutenant-General 
Hill crossed that river, by a short inove- 
, went to his left, on the morning of the 
' 26th| leaving Colonel le Cor with his 
brigade on the Sierra de Marcella, to 
cover the right of the army, and Major- 
General Pane, with his division of Por¬ 
tuguese cavalry, and the Itftb light dra¬ 
goons in front of the Alva, to observe and 
check the movements of the enemy’s 
cavalrj' on the Mondego. With this ex¬ 
ception, the whole uriny was collected 
u{K)ii the Sierra de Busaco, with the Bri- 
.tish cavalry observing the plain in tlic 
rear of its left, and tlie road leading from 
Mortogoa to Oporto, through the moun¬ 
tainous tract which connects the Sierra 
de Busaco with the Sierra de Cnramnla. 

The 8th corps wined tlie enemy in our 
front on the ;t6tn, but he did not make 
any serious attai^ on that day. The 
light troops on both sides were engaged 
throughout the line. 

At six in the morning of the 27tb,the 
enemy made two des|)eratc attacks upon 
our position, tJie one on the right, the 
other on the left of the highest point of

My Lono,-->I have tlu> to 

State to you, his. Majesty's sloop you 
did me the honour to place under my 
corii(uand,fell in with an cueniy’s schoon¬ 
er at noon on tlic 14th iust. eighty miles 
W. ht S. of Horn Keef, and after an an¬ 
xious chase of eiglit hours, we succeeded 
in hringing her to action, which she main¬ 
tained with determined desperation for 
an hour, most part of the time the %cssels 
touching. indei-d the severe loss on both 
sides speaks for itself, the enemy before 
he surrendered having eight men kiiletl 
and nineteen wounded, and I lament to 
flay, four men have been killed and eleven 
badly wounded, on jauard the Briseis. 

It js the pleasantest part of my duty 
to state to your lordship, that the whole 
of the officers and sloop’s company be¬ 
haved in such a manner as to merit my 
warmest approbation. 

The prize, whicli has arrivetl in these 
roads with me, proves to be the French 
privateer Mhooner ^ans Souci, of ten 12- 
pounders and four two-pounders, com¬ 
manded by Jules Jacobs, with a comple¬ 
ment of 55 men; she sailed from Am¬ 
sterdam two days previous to luy falling 
in with her, in company with another 
vessel of the same class, for the purpose 
of cruizing on the Dogger Bank against 
our trade.—I have, &c.

(]iicst of the Inland of Bourbon, m nved 
at llodcriguez on the 20th of June, at 
which time I wasalisenton the im()(>rt!int 
duly which has already been ilptaikil, for 
the information of bis lordship, in my 
letter of (he I6th of same month. T)ie 
intelligence which I then obtained enabled 
me at once to decide upon a plan of attack. 
On the 24th June, Commodore Rowley, 
commanding the blockading squadron be¬ 
fore the Isles of France and l5uona|)artc, 
anchored iti his Majesty’s ship Bouilieea 
off Fort Duncan, in the Island of Rode- 
riguez. No time was lost in making the 
iiecessarv arrange me uts for the rediietion 
of this island, as well as for carrying into 
effect the ulterior object of the expedi¬ 
tion. From the unfavourable state of the 
weather, wc were delayed at Roderigucs 
until the morning of the 3d instant, when 
we weighed anchor and procccsled to the 
point of rendezvous, fifty miles to wind¬ 
ward of the Island of Buonaparte, which 
point we reached at four o’clock on the 
evening of the 6th, when, in consequence 
i>f the judicious arrangements inuile by 
Commodore Rowley, and the indefatigu- 
f)le zeal and exertions of Captains Pym, 
of the Sirius, Lamliert, of the Iphigcnia, 
Curti".,oftIie Magicieunc, Willoughbv, of 
the Nereide, and Lieutenant liobli, fii at 
of the Boudicea, the whole of the troops 
were removed from the transports and 
embarked in the frigates, which immedi¬ 
ately stoinl in for the points of debark¬ 
ation. 

It will appear by the disposition made 
in the plan of atl^ick, for staking th.'e (irnt 
blow at the et\einy’8 capital, that theie 
Were iwopbjccts in view; first, to pre¬ 
vent a protracted warfare in the mtenm- 
of a Country ahftost inacqpssible to an In¬ 
vading army; ami i^’ondly, to t'nsurc 
the final rctluction of the KlamI in i!?e 
shortest time possible, by securing the 
principal garrison, and the governor and 
commandeMn-cln'efl whom 1 knew tube 
at St Denis. The Ist brigade, composed 
df his Majesty’s 86th regiment, the Ist 
battalion dth regiment of Maiini.', naiive 
infantry, and a small detail of artillery 
and pioneers, commanded by Lieutenant- 
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Colonel Fraser, vras ordered to land at 
Grand Cha1ou|)e, and to proceed by the 
mountains direct a^iainst the west side of 
the enemy’s capita]; whiJat the Sd, 3d, 
and 4th brigades were to land al Riviere 
ties Pluics, and to force tlie lines of de- 
i'eocsB extending from the Biitor redoubt, 
on the north or sea side, to the redt nbt 
No, 11, on the south, and frtmi Ihcnce 
to cross the rear of the town to the river 
St Denis. 

About two o’clock p. tn, on the 7 th, 
the several ships having reached their sta¬ 
tions ; the beach from St Marie, to within 
gun-shot of the Imperial battery, was re¬ 
connoitred by Cmjtnin Willoughby, of tbe 
royal navy, and Lieut-Cul. Campbell, of 
his Majesty’s S3d regiment, commanding 
the 4th brigade, or the advance. The 
weather being then moderate, and the 
enemy not appearing in strength. It was 
determined to debark the troops. Ac¬ 
cordingly, Lient.-Col. Campbell, with l.'iO 
light troops of his brigade, and Captain 
Willoughby, of the royal navy, command¬ 
ing u party of seamen, and appointed 
to superintend tbe landing, imm^iately 
pushed otf, and landed their men about 
four o’clock. Lieut'Colonci Macleod, of 
bis Majesty’s 69th regiment, command¬ 
ing the 3d brigade, with 150 men, cijfected 
a landing nearly at the same time. But 
«t this moment the wind increasing with 
much violence^ raised the surf to an un¬ 
expected height, and several lioats being 
stove on the beacli, tbe lauding of more 
troops that evening became impracticable. 
This important object was not, however, 
gi^tt up, until an experiment, concerted 
with Commodore Rowley, was put m 
ci^ecution. A small transport (the Dd- 
uey) was run upon the beach, in hopes 
that the troops m^ht l>c enabled to land 
ovec her stern or under tier lee. This * 
service was peffprmed by Lieutenant 
Lloyd, 3d of theBoadieba, with the usual 
intrepittity wliich distinguishes our navy; 
bqt we violence of tbe weatbgr, §nd na¬ 
tural difficulties of the Bitualjon, were 
such 'Ws to fru^ratc^ Um intention projx}- 
scd. It now became necessary, if possi¬ 
ble, to communicate with Lieutenant-rCo- 
iunci Maclcodi the s^ipr officer witii the 
dctachnjcnt on shore, which in landing 


had the whole of their ac^unitlon da¬ 
maged, and had lost a considerable nu<n-. 
ber of tlieir arms. Lieut, Foulstc^ 
his Majesty’s 69tb regifucrit, in the. most' 
handsome manner volunteeruig jto swim 
through the surfi his services were im¬ 
mediately accepted, and that ofiicer ac¬ 
cordingly conveyed ray oidera to the 
lieutenant-colonel to take possession of, 
and occupy St Marie for the night This 
service was performed by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Macleud in a masterly and offi¬ 
cer-like manner. 

I felt much anxiety for this detachment 
during the tiight; and as the practicabi¬ 
lity of disembarking more troops Ui wind¬ 
ward appeared to Commodore Itowley, 
as well as myself, ver)' uncertain, the 
Magicienne, having on board the 3d bri¬ 
gade, was dispatched about teu o’clock 

vh to Grand Cbaloupe, to which place 
it was determined that the Boadicca, 
with such transports as had military stores 
on board, should follow in the morning. 
According to this arrangement, Captain 
Lambert, of the Iphigenia, being left with 
directions from Commodore Rowley lb, 
seize the first moment of moderate wea¬ 
ther to debark that part of the 3d brigade 
then on board of his ship ; I proceeded, 
with the commodore in the Boadicca, on 
the morning of the 8tb, with the remain¬ 
der of the 3d and 4tl) brigades, and ef¬ 
fected a landing to leeward, at Grand 
Clmioupe, atiouf eleven o’clock a. m, 

• With this face under my immediate 
command, I instantly moved forward by 
the mountains; at two o’clock a. m.

the royal marines and seamen, conducted 
themselves with that courage and energy* 
so truly characteristic of British soldiers. 

I have only to regret, that the nature of 
the service was such as to preclude the' 
pa:gsibiJity of equally employing all the 
troops, as I am well assured«tliat, under 
any tfiroumstance of service, their gallan¬ 
try and gbod conduct would be conspi¬ 
cuous. 

On the 9th, agreeable to his lordship's 
orders, Mr Parquhai^ was sworn in gover¬ 
nor of this colony and its dependencies, 
at which ceremony Commodore Rowley 
and myself attended. 

I am fully satisfied that the mild and 
conciliatory manners of Mr Farquliar, 
added to the protection wiiich British 
laws afford equally to aji, will speedily 
have tjie effect of placing this island in 
the most flourishing condition, by shew¬ 
ing to the inhabitants the difi^rence be¬ 
tween a just government, and that tyran¬ 
ny and oppression from which they have 
been relieved. 

Lieut.-Col. Campbell, with the flank 
brigade, was dispatched on the lOth for 
St PauFs, which place he immediately 
occupied, causing 1500 of the enemy, 
composed of troops of tl)c line, CJardc 
Nationale, Creole militia, dec. to surren¬ 
der their arms. 

I have deemed it proper, for the jira-

Maifstv tile Hmperor of France, King 
of Italy, &c. on the one hand; and 
Comniockirc RowUy, commanding his 
Brit.-nmic Majesty’s sqmulron, Lieut.- 
Col. Keating, commanding his Britan¬ 
nic Majesty’s and the lion. Company’s 
land forres, and R. J. Farquhar, Esq, 
on the <nher. 

The whole of the Island of Buonaparte 
shall be delivered up to his Britannic 
Majesty; the city of St Denis at 12 o’¬ 
clock to-morrow, the yth of July, and 
the other inilitarv stations in succession, 
as t;arly as intefligonce of the present 
capitulation can lie communicated. 

At 12 o’clock to-morrow, the French 
troops which occupy the arsenal and 
Imperial battery, shall evacuate their 
po^t; and the grenadier company of his 
Majesty's Btith regiment, ana tlie grenjy- 
dicr conijiany of the 6th Madras native 
regiment, will take possession of them, 
wljeii the French flag will be struck and 
that of his Britannic Majesty displayed. 

The 'troops of the line and Garde 
Nalionnle shall be allowed all the honours 
of war; they shall march out of the city 
with their arms and baggage, drums boat¬ 
ing, matches lighted, together with fhe ir 
lit% artilleiy; they a«; to lay down their 
arms on the sea-face, in front of the Im- 
imi'ial battery ; the troops of*thc line ai-e 
to surrender themselves jtriscmersof wilr, 
rfnd to be arahftrked as such for tlie Cai>e 
of*Good Hope, or for Britain, 

In consideratioii of the distinguished 
cbgracter of Colonel St Susanne and his 
'ofheers, and of their giiHant delence of 
the place, the officers of all ranks are al¬ 
lowed to preserve tlieir swords and mili¬ 
tary decorations; tliev are to continue- 
prisoners of war,' an<I to embark for the 
Cape of Good Hope or for Britain. Col. 


St Susanne and his family shall be allow¬ 
ed a passage to the Isle of France, or to 
France, upon his giving his parole of ho¬ 
nour not to serve during the war, or 
he shall be regularly exchanged. 

Funeral honours shall be paid to the 
French officers who have fallen in the 
battle, according to their respective ranks. 

An inventory shall be made of proper¬ 
ty of all descriptions belonging to the 
state, which shall be delivered over to 
the person appointed by the English go¬ 
vernment to receive it. 

All warlike stores, magazines, provi¬ 
sions, charts, plans, and arcliives, arc in¬ 
cluded in this article. 

The laws, customs, and religion of the 
inhabUants, as well as their private pio- 
pertv of all dcncriptions, shall Iki respect¬ 
ed and insured to them.

Sift, —By my dispatch addressed to 
you on the I2th ultimo, for the informa¬ 
tion of their lordsliips, and forw ardeil to 
Brit^inbj' the Hoo. Company’s slu'p Sarah 
Christina, I had the lionouor to communi¬ 
cate the advices I bad received from the 
government of India, of the force then 
proceeding to the Island of Eoderigues, 
for the redaction ^the Isle of Bourbon, 
and of the ulteriord^edts in contempla¬ 
tion } it is with peculiar si^’sfaction that 
I am now to acquaint vou, that by the 
arrival of the ewnt^ snip the Anna, at 
this anchorage, on the 24th instant, I 
have received from Captain Rowley the 
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ilispatcl)> of which the accompanying is 
a copy, annouDctug the surrender of tiie 
Isle of Bourbon to Iiis Mdjestv*5 arms, 
by capitulation, on the 9th of' July. 

The proceedings of the squadron in 
conjunction with the military ibree, under 
the command of Lieut.-Col. Keating, are 
so fully detailed in Captain Rowley’s 
said letter, with its accoinpaniments» that 
it remains only for me to congratulate 
their lordships on the successful issue 
of this first step towards the extermina¬ 
tion of the eociuy’b possessions in this 
quarter. 

Lieutenant Robb, of the Boadicea, 
W'ho A as the hearer of these dispatches 
from Captain Rowley, w'hose honourable 
testimony of his zeal and merits is con¬ 
firmed by long experience, I beg to re¬ 
commend to their lorilehijis’ notice, and 
have intrusted him with my present com¬ 
munications, referring them to him for 
any further information.—I have the ho¬ 
nour to be, &c.

Sir, —I feel ihuch satisfaction in an¬ 
nouncing to you the surrerulcr of the Isle 
of Bourbon to his IVIajcsty’s arms. Ac¬ 
cording to the communication 1 had the 
honour to make to you on the Hth ult. 
I proceeded to the Isle of Rodci igue'z, 
where having joined the transports from 
India, and in concert with Lieutenant- 
Colonel Keating made the necessary ar- 
rangeijurnts lelative to the troops, and 
emboiked on board the Boadicea and 
NercUlc as many as they could stow, we 
proceeded to join theships, of the squadron 
which 1 had left off the Lie of Fintice, 
under the orders oCChptain Pyi^ block¬ 
ading thd three frigates of 
then in pprt, having previously delachiEid 
a light transport to them of C(Uj: 

sailing. W#, jotibod them at the appoint.* 
ed rcuddzvbtjs, between the Isfes^ of 
France and Bo«rbou». on the dtH^arul ha¬ 
ving embarked on board tlid frigates Jlic. 
remainder of tiie Ruropeap- and pan ;of 
the native twps, 'fni«|e wl sail jin the 
evening towards tha pbiriti' of attack, it 
being intended to posh on shore the 


greatest part of the force with all possible 
celerity, for which purpose each ship was 
provided with additional boats taken from 
the transfiorts. 

While the main force drew the atten¬ 
tion of the enemy off St Marie, about 
two icaguob to tht; eastward of the town 
of St^Oems, Ciqitain Pyro, with his usual 
skill and activity, effected a landing about 
two P. M. from the Sirius, of all the 
troops emliarked on hoard of her, at a 
part of the beach called Grande Clia- 
loupe, six milds to the westward of the 
town, wliere the enemy, were totally un- 
pr^.ared for an attack. 

The Riviere des Phiies, about three 
miles to the east of St Denis, was intend¬ 
ed for the other point of descent. 

The remaining four frigates (when it 
was supposed the first landing was se¬ 
cured) miiiiediately pushed for the an¬ 
chorage, and were foflowtN.1 by the trans¬ 
ports as they arrived. The weather, 
which till now had been favourable, be¬ 
gan to change; the iieach on tin's side 
of the island being steep, and composed 
of large shingles, is generally of difficult 
access, but it was supposed, on recon¬ 
noitring it, that the landing was practi¬ 
cable; and Captain Willoughby, who 
undertdok to superintend it, pushed oft' 
in a small prize schooner, captured by 
the Nercide, with a party of seamen and 
a detachment of light troops, and with 
some of the Iwats which followed, effected 
a partial landing; but the surf still in¬ 
creasing, several were stoVe on the beach; 
if; being, however, codlidered by Ltcut.- 
Col. Keating of much inqmrtance tocffect 
the landing on this point,a light transport 
was placed witl^ great judgment by Lieut. 
Lloyd, of‘the Boadicea, in order to act as 
a break-^vater; but the stern cubic part¬ 
ing, she only formed a momentary eowr, 
for 4 few bdats, ond^ notwithstamiiiig 
evefy exertion ofithb skill and expePiem e 
of Captain Willoyghby, the olncer» an I 
seamen, it was found necessary, on ihe 
close of the day, to rel}nqu!;’h any further 
attempts at tins point for the present. 1 
am conCerncfl to state, that two seamen 
and two soldiers were drowned on this 
cccasion j the party, however, maintained 
their ground, and took possesbiou qf the 
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battery andi {)o8t ef St Marie during ihc 
iiigtit. 

The Magicieone, with two transports, 
weye now detached to support the brigade 
landed at Grande Chaloupe; but CapL 
Curtis ulone gained the anchorage, and 
Itiptled the troops embarked in her. In 
the- inwnibg of the 8th, the beach still 
^pehring unfavourable, 1 weighed,the 
• jCKjaircof Lieutenant-Colonel Keating, and 
nroceeiled to the anchorage oif Grandp 
Chaloupe, where we landed the remainder 
of the troops, guns, &c. The transports 
bad been left in charge of the Iphigenia, 
and Captain Lambert, with much activity 
and exertion, landed the troops embarked 
in her. • 

I directed Captain Pym to proceed with 
the Sirius and Magicienne, to be ready to 
act with tlie troops off St Denis; when 
at 10 P. M. I received a message from 
Lieutenant-Colonel Keating, that he had 
entered into a capitulation with the ene¬ 
my, and at his desire landed next morning 
in company with Mi* Farquhar, appointed 
to the government of the island, (who had 
done me the honour to embark in the 
Boadicea) when we signed the annexed 
terms of capitulation.'^ 

I had previously directed Captain Pym 
by signal to take possession of the ship¬ 
ping at St Pimrs; in eflecting which 
Lieiitenuht Norman, in the barge of tile 
Sirius, captiircd a French brig (that hail 
hailed with dispatches for the Isle of 
France) in p s^fe which does that officer 
much credit. I Wgieave lo transmitCapt. 
Pym’s report of me affair. 

For a detail of the operations of the 
troops on shore, which led to the surreti'- 
«ler of the island, I beg leave to refc. to

Sir, —In putting your order in force 
to knehor at St Paul’s, I was fired at by 
all the batteries; and on shewing a truce^ 
they repeated it with many shells; how¬ 
ever, during my stay in the bay, I clearly 
saw that a brig was getfing ready to sail 
that night. 

At eleven o’clock I dispatched Lieuh 
Norman, in the barge, to bring lier out or 
cut her off j he found, by boarding the 
other vessels in the bay, that she' sailed 
about nine o’clock; he pushed*on, and, 
after a liard row of nearly twelve hours, 
came up with, and, in a most gallant 
manner, rowed through her fire, boaiided 
and'took her. She is tlie Fdvvard, of 
Npntz, pierceil for 16 guns, has only four 
I8-poundc'■^ and 30 men on board, was 
charged w*iri {lispatches for the Isle of 
France. 1 am happy to say, we have 
only three men wounded, and not dan- 
gerouslj. 1 am, &c.

My Lord,—‘I have the honour to in¬ 
form you, tliat at seven this morning, in 
]at. .54. 47. N. and tong. 2. 45. E. saw a 
schooner in the S. W. under easy sail, 
standing towards us, and soon afterwards 
perceived her to be an enemy; as she 
appeared to take the Caliope for a mer¬ 
chant brig, I judged it most prudent not 
to make any sail until she found out her 
mi,stake, which was at the distance of 
about three miles, when she bore up and 
made all sail; at half past 8 made idl 
eaii in chase; at half past ten was within 
reach of sliot, firing the bow guns occa¬ 
sionally; at H'within reach of musket- 
shot, but keeping upon my lee bow, could 
not get the great guns to bear; the whole 
of toe marines and smalbarm men kept 
up a constant and well directed fire, 
which was returned with great spirit; at 
htdf past 11 got the great guns to bear 
with round and grape, and most of the 
time within pistohshot; and as there was 
BO little difference in sailing, my great 
ol^^ct was to disable her in her sails and 
rigging as soon as possible, and which 
appeared to be his grand object likewise. 

At twelve his maiii-inast went over- 
lioartl, and the rest of bis sails and rig¬ 
ging being all cut to pieces, he bailed, and 
told me he had struck. 

She proved to be La Comtesse d*Hara- 
iMurg, of 14 guns, eight of which are 
twelve-pounders, and six eight-pounders, 
and 51 men, from Dunkirk, out eight 
tlays, but had taken nothing. 

1 am extremely happy our loss has befen

Sir,— -In consequence of your order* 
to proceed with the first diviwoo of the 
fic^llwto tlif» westward, in search of the 
enemy’s privateers, I left Gibraltar on the 
26th, and having previously reconnoitred 
the enemy’s force at Barbc^ I judged an 
attempt practicable, which was put in 
execution on tiie night of the 28tn, No, 
14. being tlie only boat in qpmpany. I 
accordingly landetl with part of her crew, 
that of the Rambler, and tlie marines and 
seamen of the Topaze, in all thirty, mid, 
crossing the sand hills, reached tlie ene¬ 
my’s quarter, three miles up the river of 
Barbet, under which lay a privateer pro¬ 
tected by two six-pounders, her own crew 
and thirty French dragoons; after some 
sharp firing, in wliich our men displayed 
much steadiness, tlie enemy retreated, 
with the loss of five dragoons, seven 
horses, and two of the privateer’s crew, 
which was immediately carried, our peo¬ 
ple Bwimniing off to her in a most deter¬ 
mined manner. After the guns were 
spiked, we embarked, with uie loss of 
one marine killed, and one wounded. 
The conduct of all employed with me on 
this service was admirable; Lieutenant 
Seagrove, commanding No. 14, gave 
proofs of much skill and bravery, and 
the marines of the Topaze, under Lieu- 
tetiant Halstcd, did 6very creilit to the 
character of their corps; the seamen of 
that ship, who, with ours, had been con¬ 
stantly* for 20 hours, at the sweeps, 
landed in a heavy suif with an alacrity 
that insured success. The capture of this 
privateer^ust a^rd much satisfaction, 
*as her properties, of sailing and sweeping 
rendered her particularly offensive un- 
prqt|;cted vessels^ the Streight.

Sm,—I have the honour to i'e|M>rt to 
yon the dfipture of La Jciinc Lo^iise, a 
•very fine French piivateer schooner, of 
fourteen and thiity-five men, which 

■was very gallantly attacked and carried 
last night, in the Vlie Strooiu, by a p'arty 
of volunteers, in three boats, from the 
Quebec, under the command of the first 
lieutenant, Stephen Popliam, seconded 
byL ieiitenaiit Kiehard AngUhtus Yates. 

And to do ju.-itice to tlic distinguished 
gallantry of Lieutenant Pophain, and the 
officers'and men employed on this ser¬ 
vice, I must state to you, sir, that in run¬ 
ning'past the Vlic and Schelling. yester¬ 
day evening, to resume our station be¬ 
fore the 'J cxel, the schooner was disco¬ 
vered at anchor within, and Lieutenant 
Pophain immediately oflered his services 
to make an attempt upon her. Accord¬ 
ingly the frigate was brought to without 
the sands in sight of the enemy, and the 
bout j immediately dispatched ; and al¬ 
though we saw the engagement at lialf- 
past nine o’clock, it was not till after a 
long and anxious night that we had the 
extreme joy of seeing the schooner beat¬ 
ing out of tlvG enemy’s harbour, througii

His M.ije.sty’s ship Diana, at anchor 
off JLa Hogue, Nov. 16, IHIO. 

Sir,—I hav*' the honour to inform you, 
that thuiigh tiic wind wfib strong from 
noi-rfi-ejisc and north-cast by nortli, on 
Moudiiy evening the 12th inst., with a 
very heavy sea, I thoiiffht it probable 
the enemy’s frigates iniglit endeavour to 
piiisli out; I therefore plated the ships 
in the best position 1 could suppose, and 
at half-past twelve ou Tuesday morning 
we were fortunate enough to see and 
found ourselves in shore of them ; the 
wimi having backed to north by east, 
threw them considerably to windward of 
as, but prevented their getting round 
Barflour; we were so near as to fire two 
broailsMcs at them before they got under 
the batteries of Marcon. At this time 
C*a()tain Luring, in the Niohe, had pushed 
ill shore, in hopes of cutting off the stern- 
inost ship, which he had nearly effected, 
but the wind blowing fresh from the 
northward and eastward, with a iieavy 
sea, and the flood tide about to mak^, wc 
could not prevent their getting through 
the narrow passage on the west side of 
Marcou.—On 'J’uesdm forerition they 
weighed, and remainbtl nndf't i-ail close 
under the batteries of Marcon for seve¬ 
ral hours, and in the evening got into La 
Hogue roads, we having been driven to 
the north of Barflour by the ebb tide, the 
wind easterly. On the Wednesday morn¬ 
ing 1 sent Captain Loritig, in the Niobe, 
to give Captain Malcdlni, in the Donegal, 
information of the situation of the. Ene¬ 
my’s ships, ahtl made all soil in this ship 
to the anchorage of La Uo^ue, and, on 
my approaching it,had th^^aotiafaction to 
see one of the enemy^'e ir^tes ttm on 
shore. 1 anchored at one P. M. arid 
contiribed so rifitlt tnornirig^ when 1 per*‘ 
ceived that the other of the enemy's fri- 


gukes seemed to be in a poatiion where 
she might beattackc*l; I weiglu d on the 
first of the flood and made sail for her, 
but the enemy, on observing^our inten¬ 
tions, weigbed and went close inio the 
shoal of St V last, and immediately be¬ 
tween the batteries of.La Hogue am! 
Tatiliou. I dcternu'netl, hovupvcr, to go 
as clrjee to her a.s I could, without getting 
on shore, in hopes something might be 
done; but after twice .slamling in dose 
alongside of her, sustaining the fire of 
two batteries, together with that of the 
frigate, vvhicli by this time had received 
consideruble rc-enforeemcuts of men from 
the shore, I found the fire so very heavy, 
that 1 saw no hope of doing any thing 
effectual against her. 

At this time Captain Malcolm, of the 
Donegal, arrived with the Revenge and 
Niobe, and the attack was renewed by 
the fodr ships, who continued going in 
alternately, and made every exertion so 
long as the tide would permit tJmni to 
do so; and I have no doubt the frigate 
must have received very great inji, y 
from it. I am sure I need not tell you 
how very mortificil ail on board the Diana 
and Niobe arc, tliat, after our anxious 
blockade, wc have not been able to do 
more; but I trust you wall believe, that 
every thing has been done that was ib 
our power to get possession of the fri¬ 
gates ; and it is some consolation to be 
,able to say, tlj.it one of thenf is on the 
rocks of Saint Vaast, on her !>eani ends, 
and last night fell over on her larboard 
side, having licen before on her starboard, 
and the other lying apparently on the 
shoal near the fort, and, I trust, not In 
a state to go to sea for a corisidcrdble 
length of time. • 

It now remains for trie to say, that no¬ 
rthing could exccctl the steady behaviour 
of niy officers anti men of the Diana; arid 
to Mr Rowe, the first Meutenant, I Tfecl 
particularly indefitQtl for bis assisrtante 
and exertion. Captain l.oi'ing ‘.peaks in 
the WghMttenns of Iiis officers and men, 
particularly Lieutenant Jlimpsou. 

1 am' happy to say, that thongli we 
were a long time ondcr 'so heavy a fire, 
we have only one marine slightly w'ound- 
cre^ but the ship has suffered very consi- 
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dcraltly in her masts, sails, hull, ami fig^- 
in». Unless tliey dismantle the enemy't- 
frigate, I shall continue on ni> present 
station until I have the iwinour to receive 
your orders. 

I have to beg your forgiveness for the 
letigtli of tlMs, but ho[)e that the variety 
of oecumcnces necessary to be stated 
will plead luy excuse. ^

Next morning, in company with the 
Revenge, I joincil the Diana off'La Hogue, 
and observed one of the enemy’s frigates 
aground near to St Vaast, (the day be¬ 
fore she had been driven from her an¬ 
chors in the gale from the southward,) 
the otlier anchored ver}' near to the 
bliore, lietwecn the forts of la, llc^ue 
and latiliou; it was impossible to ap¬ 
proach her but untler the fire of her guns 
and those of two batteries, which are

We tacked three times near to her, 
firing our brpadiddes whilst ping about; 
the Revenp, Diana, and Niobe did the 
same ; ana it is with pleasure I infonn 
you, that die 6ld{» >vere manoeuvred with 
the greatest nrccwion, although the shot 
and shells fell in^bundence around them, 
and guns could only he brought to 
bear when head b? wind.

As they wore how perfectly protected 
by the batteries, it did not appear to me 
that any further attempt could be mado 
to destroy them; I therefore resumed 
ray station with the Revenge, leaving the 
Diana and Niobe to watch the port of 
La Ilogue. 

Captain Grant will have detailed to 
you the partii ulars respecting his own 
ship and the Niobe; I have only to say, 
tliat tlie conduct of both, whilst acting 
with me, was such as was to he expected 
from well ap[)uinted British ft igates. 

One of the frigates I consider to be 
lost; she was first on her starboard beam 
ends, and when raised by the tide, fell 
over on it, leaving her on her larboard 
side ; the other must have suffered very 
considerable loss from onr shot, and where 
she is aground is exposed to the east 
winds.

a French lugger privateer, which led us 
close under Calais, and so near in shore, 
that I was obliged, although firing grape 
shot into her, to give up the chase. 

As we saw, while chasing her, two 
ether luggers lying to windward, I thought, 
by beating up in shore of them, we might 
escape their notice, until far enough to 
fetch them. 'J'his charge was readily un¬ 
dertaken by Mr Richard Sickett, the pi¬ 
lot, and pierformed much to my satisfac¬ 
tion. About five o’clock iii the morning 
•we had the pleasure of getting close to 
one of thdm, when an action conimen- 
ccd. The enemy, for a quarter of an 
liour, kept up an incessant fire of mus- 
ketty. As I perceived his determination 
•was to run on shore, and we were then 
©nly in fathoms water, the only pros- 
lect of capturing her was to lay her on 
>onrd. This was done, and, under the 
fire of our broadside, Lieutenant Robert 
U'lyon, assisted by Mr Wright, master’s 
mate, and Mr Geddes, boatswain, in a 
most gallant manner headed the party of 
boarders, when the enemy, in a few lui- 
mites, surrendered. She proved to be 
Le Barbier de Seville, a perfect new ves¬ 
sel, had been out two da)'9 from Bou¬ 
logne, but had not made any capture;

passage. We did not get oft’ (and that 
with wonderful exertion) until eight o’¬ 
clock next inornjngi At noon on the 
jl9d the Inhigenia and Magicienne came 
' Jn sight} tne enemy having moved further 
' in, and makiim several batteries, as also 
manning the East India ship, and taking 
many men on board the frigates, 1 called 
them to assist jn the attack; having all 
the captaina^a^ pilot on board, and be¬ 
ing assutctl we Were past all danjjer and 
could rue direct for theenemy’s line, we 
got under weigh, irod pushed for our 
stations, viz. Sirius atongside the BelJona, 
Nereide between her and the Victor, 
Iphigenia ^on^'de La Minerva, and 
Ma^cienne betwemi her and the East 
Ind^ ship; .»nd just aS their.shot began 
to pass ug, sad to say, Sirius ground¬ 
ed on ft ftmaU t«nk, not known; Captain 
l^bett joined his post,'and hftd hardly 
givin the tbinPbroad^dc before ills op¬ 
ponent cut her cable; Magicienne, efb^e . 
to Ipbigenia, run on a bank, whicb < 
Rented her bringing more fWi six rans 
to bonrj poor Nereide nearlygained her 
post, and did in the most pliant manner 
maintain that and the one Intended for.

I must now inform you, that the mo¬ 
ment we took the ground, every possible 
exertion was made to get the snip off, by 
carrying our stream and kedge anchors, 
but botli anchors came home together. I 
then got a whole bower cable and anchor 
hauled out, (not a common exertion for 
a frigate) as also the stream, and although 
having the one with the capstan, and the 
other with purchase on purchase, we oould 
not move her one inen, from the nature 
of the ground, and the very heavy squalls 
at that time. We continued lightening 
ever)’thing from forward, and made many 
severe but ffuitlesa attempts to heave the 
ship <^‘ before daylight, but all to no 
efibet. At that time the Nereide was a 
perfect wreck, Magicienne in as bad a 
situation os Sirius, no possibility pf |phi- 
genia dosing with the enemy, ^ w^e 
of the enemy on shore in a heap. We 
then tried tlie last resource, by warping 
the Ipbigenia to heave us but could 
Dot get iicr in a proper situation until 
the 35th in the forenbon.

an huop. My ship being burnt, I have 
given up the ewnmand to Capt. Lambert, 
and have recommended his su|^ortmg 
and protecting this island with hia ship 
and ships* companies of Sirius and Ma- 
gicienne. Provisions and water will be 
immediately wanted.

My Lord, —The detachment of the 
enemy’s troops, commanded by General 
Gardanne, which had relurnOT to So- 
breira Formosa, have' continued ^heir 
match to the frontier, and by the last 
accounts bud entered Spaiix 


*1 have not heard that this detachment 
had any ^otnmunicution with the enemy’s 
troops <m the left of the Zczere, ftom 
whom thiT Were di-stant about three 
leagues. I understand that, having lost 
some prisoners taken by a patrols and 
by a party of the Ordenamm, which ac¬ 
companied tlie Honourable»Licutenant- 
CkiliAcl l*onsonby on a reconnoissance 
from Abrantes to the nver Codes, they 
made vciy particular inquiries respecting 
the position of Lieutenaiit-Ocner^ Hill’s 
coiqis, and the means which the allies 
possessed of crossing the I'agus at Abran- 
tes; and having commenced their march 
from Cardigos towards tlie Codes in the 
moitiing, they retiretl about eleven witli 
great precipitation, and continued theic 
retreat in the same manner till they 
reached the frontier. 

They were followed by the Ordenan- 
za, who did tlicm nnich mischief on the 
march, and took much boggagefrom them. 
The enemy destroyed many horses and 
mules wliicli could not keep up with 
them; and this march, if it was ordered 
by superior authority, and is connected 
with any other arrangement, had every 
appearance, and was attended by all the 
consequences of a precipitato and forced 
retreat. 

No alteration of any importance has 
been made m the position of the eiicmy^t 
troops since 1 addressed your lordship.

W t: concJndcfl our last year’s dra¬ 
matic article with the adjustment of 
the extraordinary contest, between 
the public and the pj-oprietors of 
Covent-Garden theatre, concerning 
the prices of admission, when the 
concessions enforced by the commit¬ 
tee at the Crown and Anchor tavern 
Were reported to the audience by Mr 
Kemble ; and after some Htile fur¬ 
ther explanations and promises, they 
declared themselves satisfied, and suf¬ 
fered the business of the theatre to 
proceed as usual. The delay, cxpcnce, 
and difficulties, however, in which 
tliis disgraceful agitation had involved 
the concern, has proved a considerable 
hinderance to the production of no¬ 
velties, and we shall have but little to 
notice, which, either from its origi¬ 
nality or merit, deserves mor^ thaii 
the passing recoiwl of the Jiiirnai 
prints, and shall proceed to touch 
upon such things only as, from their 
peculiar features, may serve best to 
'designate the ^amatit genius and 
public taste of the pines. 

The most remarkablecircumstai>ce 
in the beginning of the present year, 
was a dinner given at the Crown and 
Anchor tavern to about 800 persons,!^ 
oi||||rened by advertisement from the 
^mhnittec for managing the late O. 
f^Tfund, Mr ClifTot'd to the chair. 


These =!elf established conductoi uid 
protectors of the public conccins 
au^d interest, were avowedly the same 
persons who managed the subsciip- 
tion for defraying the expeneco of Sir 
Francis Burdott’s election for West¬ 
minster. Thifi dinner they termed, 
by way v)f disliiiciion, a “ heennd- 
lint ion Dinner and to this (f 
amity were invited, Mr K( rablc, and 
Mr Henry Harris, son to tlie vp- 
tcran proprietor of Covei t.Gaiden 
theatre. This was the young man 
who, in the heat of thooC times of 
fury and danger, wc mentioned in our 
Itrst year^^s Register as having been 
weak enough to introduce boxers and 
blackp..jids into the theatre, to quell 
the tumult by their pugilistic prow¬ 
ess, and who, in the same spirit of 
folly, vainly endeavoured to terrify 
an angry multitude by the introduc¬ 
tion of fire-engines upon the stage, 
and by setting open all the trap-doors 
in the formidable array of pitfalls, in 
case of an assault from the audience ; 
thus contributing, with foolish inso¬ 
lence, to fan the name which had been 
at first Ttohappily lighted. From such 
a specimen of tlie policy and taste of 
the young manager, we cannot augur 
very favourably of the future character 
of this theatre, when it shall become 
entirely abandoned to his regulation. 
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I n perfect unian with the charac¬ 
ter or this reconciliattng assembly, 
the following are a few of the toasts 
which were given from the chair - 
“ The voice of the people.*^ 

** The ancient and unalienable ju¬ 
dicature of the pit.’* 

And, in allusion to the venerable 
law chief "" who tried the cause of 
Clifford V. Brandon, for false im¬ 
prisonment, in which the jury gave 
the plaliiliff y/w paundSf 

“ May a browbeating judge ever 
be opposed by an enlightened and 
impartial jury.” This toast, say the 
papers, was drank with clieers, and 
with unbounded enthusiasini. 

“ The Bill of Rights; anfl may 
condign punishment await those ma¬ 
gistrates who dare to infringe it, by 
demanding excessive bail.” 

A Mr Bonner, formerly the depu- 
ty-controllf-r of the general post-of¬ 
fice, endeavoured, in the course of 
the evening, to avail liirnself of the 
profeSvsed spirit of this peace-making 
dinner, and intei'ccdcd with them in 
behalf of poor Brandon, who, in the 
exercise of his duty, had been, by 
their influence, discharged freyn hi§ 
situation ; but Mr Bonner was in- 
slautly stopped by the ferocious up- 
roai of this amicable assembly, and 
assured that the gentkmtn who had 
formed the comijiittee and called this 
meeting, had voted it improper that 
any tlimg of the nature now pro¬ 
posed should be bfought forward 
on the present occasion. Mr Bran¬ 
don apjp^caled, however, from these 
gentle delegates to the public at large, 
through the medium of the daily prints, 
and, by an apologetical but manly 
letter, effected his peace with them, 
and his restoration to office. 

From this time to the close of the 


season in July, and the re*opening of 
the theatre in September, nothing 
more of a riotous disposition was dis¬ 
played, when, from an injudicious 
attempt, upon the part of the pro¬ 
prietors, to depart froiji the terms of 
tha compact mutually agreed upon, 
we shall have to register a renewal 
of the public anger, and a very narrow 
escape from those consequeneesof po¬ 
pular fury, which had been so lately 
and with so i^iich difficulty eluded. 

Ill the mean time, of new produc¬ 
tions we have but few to mention, 
and those but of light regard, and of 
new performers none. One or,two, 
indeed, have been transplanted from 
the provincial nurseries of the king¬ 
dom ; hut they wei e, such as were 
merely necessary to fill up vacancies 
ill the common piodiictiuns of the 
gaidcri, and have taken their place 
among them, claiming neither pecu- 
care nor notice from tlieir excel¬ 
lence or rarity. 

But about this time that extraordi¬ 
nary phenomenon in the art, Cooke, 
exhibited ficsh instances of those ec¬ 
centric irregularities which even yet 
have not weighed down tlie favour of 
the public, created by his uncommon 
abilities, and presented himself before 
the audience, as Horatius, in the Ro- 
maii Father, in a state of utter intoxi¬ 
cation. After a few vain efforts af 
intelligible articulation, he made lus 
exit as he made his entrance, red¬ 
ing, and amidst the loud and gene¬ 
ral expression of severest displeasuic. 
A few nights after^he again disap¬ 
pointed the hoilse by not ajipearuig 
at all, as he had been announced, in 
the character of Shylock; the play, 
however, w'as not changed, and an op¬ 
portunity* was given to Mr Charles 
Kemble, who supplied his place, to

Hie concludirtg part of the sentence 
was lost amidst an tmivcfsal burst of 
appknsff, and gcitcron* outcry o^ar- 
don. The social aberrations ot the 
private man, which have yet left unim¬ 
paired the public abilities of the ac¬ 
tor, were instantly forgotten,—re¬ 
membrance alone of the delight he 
had 80 often imparted, and e^ecta- 
tion of the evening’s renewal of it, re¬ 
mained, and Mr Cooke retired to await 
the moment of his re-entrance in cha¬ 
racter, completely restored to favour 
and fo^veness. 

We OTould scarcely deem it fair to 
perpetuate such defections in our re¬ 
cord*, and were they accidental and 
of rare occurrence there cotild be no 
lea imagined for the mention of them; 
ut in the present instance, they are in 
a manner embodied with the very fame 
and existence of the actor? nay, some 
have gone' so far as to assert, tliat hia 
bacchanalian eccentricity forms one 
of the principal sources of his re¬ 
putation, In this, as in most asser¬ 
tions of the kind, there is a mixture 
of fact and f)*ncy j but tme it is, that 
Mr Cooke altogether presents so sin¬

'Xt9 success was by no means une- 
(;^uiyocaI jit abounded with the attrac¬ 
tive magnificence of spectacle, and was 
aided by some very pleasing music* 
frpm the pen of Mazxinghi. which 
bore it with tolerable safety through 
the depressing tendency of a great 
deal of vapid, and tedious, and flip¬ 
pant writing. The long part allotted 
to Mr Young (the Abbot of Cor- 
bey ) was frequently as distressing to 
the audience, as it must have been to 
him. condemned to degrade liis best 
powers, and waste his excellent acting 
upon inflated weakness, straining at 
tragic importance. He. however, gave 
it considerable effect by his abilily* 
to which, and to the natural tendency 
of an audience to take part with the 
slightest indication of concealed vir¬ 
tue traversing the schenaes of injus¬ 
tice . and iniquity, it w'as indebted, 
much more than to Mr Reynolda’a 
skill in composition. Much as it has 
been the fashion to decry the come¬ 
dies of this gentleman, as light and 
ephemeral, and however he may have 
exhausted himaelf in the r^ietition 
of his. peculiar delineation of the ^ 
shmnable fpUies and* hafaits.nf the 
characters ,pf the present day ; much 
as he,must have suffered Co the Jos# 
of. excellent.actor, whose etbe- 
rial yivacAty ga^ briffiaucy.po^nan- 
cyi an^ Uttracrion to nonsense itself; 
lye wou^^/or our part, rather see him 
revert^, to, Ihis old walk of dramatic

of Terror, Tekelis. and Sieges of 9t ' 
Qufiitin. are all his equals, and often 
his superiors; but in the composition 
of modern comedy (with the excep¬ 
tion of his friend Morton.) he has no 
competitor. It, is true that his come¬ 
dies are not productions of profound 
literature, extensive observation, or 
creative genius, nor of very classical 
execution; but, such as they are, they 
are of their own kind, the result 
of a mind selecting its own objects 
from life, representing them in, its 
own way, and borrowing little or 
no aid from the characters of long- 
established imitation in former plays, 
nor assuming tlie prescriptive style 
and dnnt of any former dramatic lan¬ 
guage. They really are reflections of 
the peculiarities of the fashions and 
tastes of the time, caught with quick 
observance, and delineated with consi¬ 
derable dexterity ; and that they are 
not mom inirinMcolly solid and valu¬ 
able as dramatic writings, may per¬ 
haps in part be attributed, to the na-. 
ture of those timeSf in imitatioii of .' 
which they have originated, and which ., 
have bestowed the sanction of ap¬ 
plaud upon thdf claims to truth of 
representation, apd their conformity 
to public taste. As such reflectioQs. 
we priKu them more than the chaster 
re-productions, (as they may caU- 
edfl executed common-place 
routine of scholastic ooibpositioni by 
minds which breathe the atmosphere 
of learning instead of bfe, ju^ as we 
wpuld prize ^ portrait of sonit, elm- ^ 
racter of the past age,, piuhtedby tlm 
meanest powers in the baldest man-' 
ner, from the life, before the high¬ 
est finished production, of, the most.' 
skilful artrat, painted without the au-^ 
thority of nature,, an4 , whose only 
merit was the tau^t ^Uity of peii- 
cilUng. We, 4o imt thipk thsit Mr 
]^yig>148*8 p0i:t3^|* .,^ ,of th#f SO- 
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Jid and fakaUii kind* ^ber in sub¬ 
ject or manner, to live long in tbife 
mouths or minds of ij^cn ^ but, u^on 
the ground we have sjtated, we tbmk 
them likely to be of more* service to 
future aearchers into records of the 
tastes, tempers, and pursuits of the 
age gone by, than is generally ima* 
^gined, and to be of equal worth with 
^any comedies of our older writm 
so prized by antiquaries} notbingex- 
ceeding, in our estimation, the Dra¬ 
matist, Natoriety, Chea^ Living, 
Laugh when you Can, roily as it 
Flies, and rhany more, either in va¬ 
riety or entertainment of incident, or 
in sprightly aud satirical imitatioji of 
fashionable foibles aud reigning pe¬ 
culiarities. We have ventured to say 
thus much for Mr Reynolds, because 
we do not hold it fair that a writer 
who has contributed so long, so large¬ 
ly, and 90 successfully, to the amuse¬ 
ment* of the public, should have that 
•amusement which he has contrived 
so harshly aud so unjustly abused, 
without a word in its defence} and we 
feel assured, that when the cant of con^ 
temporary prejudice has passed away, 
and when that baby malignity and 
fickleness of spirit wiall have subsi¬ 
ded, which dashes in pieces the toy 
that delights it, of which it perceives 
not the ingenuity nor comprehends 
the construction, Mr Reynolds will 
be allowed to have been an acute and 
extensive, though perhaps a .hasty and 
superficial observer; a lively, gooNd 
humoured, and faithful though not si 
profound, a leami^, ih* poetical, re- 
presehtaiqr of the world isrftire him}' 
chu&ing his owii ol^ect^ and using 
his own colourt,-—a caricaturist, per¬ 
haps, feather than Sthumprist, mbt'e en- 
tertaiqing than ulstimctiTO; witho^ 
muth^eiffKt,,;yet hot destitute of 
Value; pno Whose' works, if they can¬ 
not cliiim fbr hari the praise of Wfihe 


or highly-gifted wsiter, give him tlw 
justest right to the character of an 
acute observer ®nd;*a gfdod man. 

On the 16th Fjsjbruairy* a ludicrous 
and toler2d>^ succeaaftd farce, called 
a Budget w Hunders, was produced 
at thismouse; it is unnecessary oc¬ 
cupy SO’much of o^r apace as it would 
require, to unra^l' its flimsy intrica¬ 
cy, and detail the plot of this whim- 
acal piece. The title is a sufficient 
indication that the present taste of 
farce-writinghas been complied with, 
in a daring violation of all probabili¬ 
ty of incident, and extreme exagge¬ 
ration of burlesque situation. The 
author has performed his task with 
dexterity; the persevering grimace* 
of Munden, aud the quaint quietude 
of Liston's irresistible comic talent, 
(whosepersonal peculiarities and od¬ 
dity of execution have given the fea¬ 
ture to the farcical compositions of the 
day) were exerted with very strong 
effect; and, notwithstanding the false 
and vicious spirit of caricature enfor¬ 
ced some disapprobation towards the 
conclusion, theenergy'of the perforra- 
ers, and the gencj^ preponderance 
.of successful, mirth it had afforded, 
protected and supported it through 
a considerable run. It should be 
mentioned, that the author to whom 
it Was ascribed (Mr Greffulhe, a 
commercial gentleman) appropriates 
the profits of Ids dramatic writings 
to the fund for the maintenance of 
decjtyed ajtofs,—-a liberality which 
m^ht confer merit On much worse 
artemi^a than Mr Gre^ulhe's. - * 

Soon after folldWed an unsuccess¬ 
ful attempt at ^ comedy, under the 
title of How to Tease abd HoW to 
Pl^se,- compounded of stale and ni- 
satitv* upon matrimonial dis- 
a|C¥^ement, a dull and gentle display 
of meekness and forbear- 

aifitis, aisdf'eome mawkish atKl seiiti* 
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mental affectation about filial piety 
and true love. The displeasure of 
the .audience began as early as the 
and, notwithstanding the 
anxious and able efforts,of the per¬ 
formers, it increased so furiously to¬ 
wards the end, that none of fhe last 
^enes were heard. Mr Young was 
violently opposed in the announce¬ 
ment of a second representation, and 
after a third performance, it was en¬ 
tirely withdrawn. 

Still more unsuccessful (if possible) 
was The Widow’s only Son, another 
expiring effort of the muse of Cum- 
berlai.d— 

ijiupcriliious the veteran on the stage ; 

and we cannot but regret, that the au¬ 
thor of the Brothers, the West Indian, 
the Wheel of Fortune, should in hia 
** vale of years** be compelled by 
necessity so frequently to expose the 
decay of his talents, and to exhibit 
so many vapid specimens of the me¬ 
chanical garrulity of a superannuated 
dramatist. Jts chief defect (and ra¬ 
ther an important one) was want of 
•plot, uncompensated by any novelty 
of character, effect of incident, or 
interest of situation ; it was sombre, 
sentimental, and didactic} the lan¬ 
guage was Chaste and elegant, (for 
the classic pcii of Cumberland never 
wrote any other) but the sentiments 
were trite and ctgnmon, attractive 
neither by novelty of position, nor 
brilliancy of expression. The moral 
may b« said to. be good, because is 
itht bad I it is supinely virtuous, and 
udt' thie j^allest particle of invention 
or itfigoiir is displayed by the writer, 
whicn ^ght awaken in the cause of 
ihoirali^ renovated atten* 

J ^Tnef estlesaquerulousness which 
|ed the literary lifo of Cumber- 
Riev^'left him. In this play he 
es Ids ** heartfolC' advice to an 


author, « not to think of wriluig for 
bread till he had learned to live 
without it a sentence in which it 
is not easy to discover any thing hut 
a spirit of dissatisfaction, and in which 
antithesis strives in vain to give point 
and meaning to absurdity. The piece 
was not heard to the conclusion with¬ 
out the strongest manifestations of 
impatience and disapprobation, and 
was withdrawn after the first night. 

The season was extended so late 
as July the 6th, when it concluded 
with Hamlet and the Waterman j Mr 
Kemble came forward at the end of 
the tragedy to make an address, part 
of ^which, from its nature, it is ne¬ 
cessary to notice. After the usual ex¬ 
pressions of gratitude for public par 
tronage, and assurances of exertion 
to merit its continuance, he observed 
there was a point of interest to the 
establishment, on wliich he was most 
anxious to occupy the. attention of 
the audience. 

** It is known to you/* said Mr Kem¬ 
ble, " that in consequence of the uufa|v 
tunme circamstauces which occurred at 
the opening of the season, and to secure 
trabquilHry, the proprietors entered into a 
treaty with the public, relative to the num¬ 
ber of private boxes winch it might be pro¬ 
per to mai'.itain after the prejient season; 
and we stand engageil to reduce them to 
the same immber whidi existed ip the 
year 1802, that isi, three on eacli side. I 
was on that occasion the agent for the 
proprietors; I made the treaty, and I here 
declare myself itnd tliem, if nicli be your 
pleoiare, willing tdoxecutc it to thelast 
pofot^ notwithfitandiog the yciry.;heavy 
loss It . nmst bring ,uppn ;U8.— 1^ iaio^ 
rice.to ourselves,. I Deleave resqpectwlly 
to state to you, that sinc^ thatperik^ an 
act. of parliament has been obfoined for 
rdipUding Drury-Lane Theatre, which 
had been j^estroyed s^in^.mislbr- 
tune as qyr ow%,«k 1 that act Ims given 
to the proprietors of that theatre an un- 
Hmiteu power of extending the number 
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^ tlittir private boxes; end here, Latlies 
aiul Gentlcinen, it is, that we humbly 
presume to asfc for your indulgent as¬ 
sistance, t‘»place ns u^n an equtugroninl 
of competition with the other theatre; 
w'c formerly sustained a fair and honour¬ 
able rivalry with that establishment, and, 
by your permission, hope still to do so; 
for, and I s{)Cak if with sincerity, it is my 
own opinion, that to have one good then?- 
tre in London, you must have another 
'‘to keep it in order, but here is no c)»ance 
for us of an equal struggle; for the law 
lias awarded as a right to Drury Lane, an 
advantage, wliicli wc only venture to en¬ 
treat, and shall be most proud to receive 
as a boon from your indulgence and libe¬ 
rality.” 

Mr Kemble was here saluted ^ ith 
great applause, mingled with very 
loud tokens of disapprobation ; pau¬ 
sing for a h*w moments, he then, ap¬ 
parently in considerable agitation, 
said, 

** We cannot resist the full demand 
which you arc empowered to make upon 
,iis for the rigid observance of our agree¬ 
ment, but will you put us at once below 
the rival tlieatre ?”—[Here mingled voci¬ 
ferations were heard of No, no, no,’* 
and ** Wait till it is built.”] “ladies and 
(rentlemen,” continued Mr Kemble,“^we 
wish to press nothing new upon you/in- 
dulgence, we only wish to stahd, with re¬ 
spect to private boxes, in the same situa¬ 
tion in which we were before the fire, 
IHear, hear!] And nov^inequivocally 
state, that, if such be yourpormission, 
the whole middle part of the circle of the 
private boxes, with the two cotridots, 
and the splendid saloon, will be opeii for 
the public fhnn thecommehcement of the 
next season- A stone staircase shall -be 
substituted for tlie present one of wood ; 
t^ deH^ of the middle galleiy sitall be 
ramed, efrery tbing which our own 
observation shall point out^ or the audi¬ 
ence may demand, as requisite for then 
aecomm^tion and plesscne, shall 
execntdl’ «s fast at our Iteal nr <nir 
meitns %iS 'ttnoWt-^Ladles dud Gentle¬ 
men, I now fadreWy

with unfeigned humility and gratitude, for 
the indulgent attention with which vou 
have honoured roe.' 

Mr Kemble, then bowed respect¬ 
fully and retired, and,his addivss was 
received with great and general ap¬ 
plause. On the 10th of^he follow¬ 
ing September, this house rc-opeu- 
ed with the Beggar’s Opera, and 
the farce of Raising the Wind ; and 
if he had flattered himself, that by 
the appeal he had made to the pub¬ 
lic at the close of the season, he had 
succeeded in gaining their consent 
to any modification of the conti-act 
betwixt them and the proprietors, 
he was quickly undeceived. Taking 
for granted that the applause with 
which he was dismissed on the de¬ 
livery of the above address was a 
consent, on the part of the audience, 
to extend the stipulated number of six 
private boxes, as they stood in lb02, 
to fourteen, as they stood previous¬ 
ly to the fire in the former theatre, 
the proprietors had made their altera¬ 
tions accordingly, and this evening 
exliibited to the public view the front 
boxes only of the private circle thrown 
open, with a magnificent saloon at¬ 
tached to them, and seven still of these 
obnoxious places remaining on each 
side of the house. At an early hour 
it overflowed, and before the curtain 
rose, symptoms of dissatisfaction w'ere 
perceivable. No sooner was the per¬ 
formance begun' than the ominous 
sounds of the O. P. tumult were again 
Vadsed, an.d» cries of « No private ' 
boxes,” ** The whole,^ntract,” ren¬ 
dered ft impo%slbl4 l^p^ear the pe*r- 
fbrmances on the At the dose 
of the first act Mr I&mble came for¬ 
ward, when a combination of nofset 
burdt fotth, baffling all attempt at 
j^scrijptioa. The anger of the great- 
e«(t portion of.the,populace raved ia 
una|ip«as(^le uproar, the 
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who were more noxious to hear him, 
marred <iwn putposc by their 
incessaoct vo^erationa for silence. At 
lengthy however, he took advantage 
of a lucid interval and began-— 

Ladic^ and Gentlemen,—I had 
the honour of addressing myself cto you 
oil die last night of the season; the pro¬ 
position I at time made in the name 

• of the proprietors for the arransement of 

the interior of the theatre was tnen recei¬ 
ved-” 

Here, as if anticipating the asser¬ 
tion of their consent having been ob¬ 
tained, the audience redoubled their 
fury and indignation, and amid the 
tremendous ragings of the universal 
storm, the cries of ** No, No,^^ and 
** Yes, Yes,’’ from the opposite par- 
, ties, and ** No private boxes” from 
both, were sometimes audible. After 
patiently soliciting attention for some 
time in vain, he at length spoke amidst 
a confused noise, and with frequent 
and violent interruptions, admitting 
the existence and rbree of tibue con¬ 
tract, disclaiming all intention, on the 
' part of the proprietors, to violate it ei¬ 
ther in spirit or letter, and endeavour¬ 
ing to press upon them the circum- 
stfmee of Drury Lane being placed 
by law in a better situation tiian Co- 
vent Garden, for which, upon a fair 
and candid statemeut, they conceived 
themselves justihed in hoping from 
the public a relaxation in their favour 
from the severity of* the original con¬ 
tract, Mfhich nevertheless they admit- 

• ted, and mere ready, if insisted upon, 

td abide by^ Last hei^d, he 

. Ibu tumour of laying the state- 
naeut befiom the housp, and, in theliitt 
con6d|eii^^ the genmons and unani- 
aaamif.^ then given to their re- 
the pfoprietors had incurred 
yeryii^Eyii^ fhtj bna l eKpencea for the 
pubhc acomiamp^ioo; and he ^ere- 


fore submitted it <mce more to the 
generosity and honour of the Britkh 
public, whether that assent was to be 
retracted, and the proprietors sub¬ 
jected to grievous disappointments 
and the most 'serious involvements.— 
After this speech, of wliich the sub¬ 
stance was with difficulty collected 
amid the interruptions and clamour 
which it raised, Mr Kemble with¬ 
drew, followed by shoutings, ap¬ 
plauses, yells, and execrations: the 
expences alleged to have been in¬ 
curred by the proprietors, the popu¬ 
lace retorted, was their own fault, 
and their additional disappointments 
might have been avoided by adhe¬ 
ring to the contract, instead or acting 
upon a supposititious assent of the 
public to recede from any part of it. 
The O. P. dance was nbw renewed 
under the name of the Contract dance, 
and the opera proceeded almost un¬ 
heard and unnoticed, amidst the most 
horrible complication of sounds that 
were ever uttered. Incledon’s stento¬ 
rian melody of voice sometimes rose, 
ascending over the bois>terous and disr 
sonant sounds before the curtain, and, 
strange to say, in consequence of an 
enhre, he sung again— 

How hp.pny could I be with either, 

YTcre t ‘'^iher dear charmer away, 

though npt without much interrup¬ 
tion ; but the greatest part was redu¬ 
ced to dumb show, and the singing of 
Mrs Dichons and Mrs Charles Kem- 
ffie.was'completelylostin the mewtngs 
and mock amging in the pit and up¬ 
per boxe^ A patty had poascNHion 
of the eentte of the pit, who sto<M 
up during the performance with their 
hats on^ al was the pistom during 
the foitner O. P. riot* and who, when 
the act w^ enddd, \quietly msumed 
their tqolt da their hats. 
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The afterpiece was totally unheard, 
and the curtain finally draped at a 
quartcir past ten. Mr Kemble not 
seeming incimed again to come for¬ 
ward, three groans were gi«en for 
him from the pit and upper toxcs $ a 
calm succeeded the storm, and the 
house was quickly cleared. 

The play bills of the following 
day were accotripanied by the follow¬ 
ing notice 

To THE Public. 

“ With the utmost conbem the pro¬ 
prietors feel themselves compelled to 
make this address to the justice of the 
public. 

“ In an appeal to the town at tlw; close 
of last season, a full and distinct descrip¬ 
tion was given of the alterations propo¬ 
sed to be made in tlie new theatre. This 
appeal was honoured with the general 
approbation of a very crowded auoicncc; 
and the proprietors, on the faith of this 
approbation, at a heavy additional ex- 
ence (which they could but ill afiord) 
ave completed iliose alterations. 

“ Tlie new theatre (with much more 
space in the public boxes, and general 
accommodation in every respect impro¬ 
ved) is now restm’ed to the same arrange¬ 
ment with tha#: of the old theatiy be¬ 
fore the fire. And the public certainly - 
will not desire, that the proprietors, with 
all their additional heavy incumbrances, 
ahould be reduced to a more disadvanta¬ 
geous situation than they stood in before 
that afSicting calamity. There is not one 
more annual box now than there was in 
the old the^re, and to tint number for 
many years tliere never was heard the 
slightest (Ejection. 

** The (iropnetors throw thomtelyee on 
tiiftcimra<:teiistic,h^cstiee and liberality of 
Englishmen, wad, In return for the er^ 
mruety, eXpeiice,aad re^nsibil^ f^ich 
they have cheerfully encounter^ in or¬ 
der to contnbute on an exte^ve scale 
to the theatrical estertainments of the 
they respectfidly solidt the 
pabbnage aitd support of rtifi publfo.” 


• 

This respectful appeal, however, to 
the liberahty of the audience, proved 
to be ill-timed and ineffectual; a ri- 
^d determination to have the contract 
Fulfilled to the very letter sutimatetl 
tlie public beyond the hope of relax- 
atio^ and«'tlw oppo4lfou increased 
nightly in powerand in tumult. H orua, 
rattles, placards, and caricaturea, be¬ 
came more abundant than ever ; and 
every individual of the Kemble family 
was made the signal and object for 
the concentrated force of in^gnaut 
vituperation. Mr Kemble each night 
made various attempts to addresn and 
appease the fury of the mob, but 
never w'ith good^ and sometimes with 
most unlucky effect. The evening 
subsequent to tlie publication of the 
above address, having, in the charac¬ 
ter of Penruddock, with difficulty 
obtained a pause of attention, he be- 

f an by saying, that he felt a great 
eal of unaffected apprehension that 
his addressing the audience so often 
would be deemed an intrusion j and, 
after being assured to the contrary, 
proceeded,— 

“Ladies AND Gentlemen,— Since i 
came to the theatre, and wliilst preparing 
for the character in which I am now ap¬ 
pearing, I was informed that a report liad 
been circulated, that it was intended to 
convert two of the upper-boxes, (jiigeon 
holes) which have been shut up, into pi i- 
vate boxes; I assure you that there u no 
truth in the report, and tliat tlie only rea¬ 
son they were shut up, was for the puipose 
of* more e^ecttuiUi/ventiiutingthe house.” 

A general burst of laughter and hiss¬ 
ing at this unfortohlrte piece oF in¬ 
formation prisvented his proceeding, 
and heightened the indignant spirit 
which before prevailed too strongly. 
After'a few more abortive efforts t<5 
asi^t« them that the proprietors had 
no iatentioa of incrensmgthe nunabei 
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of private voice became 

lost amid the umveml shouts of “ No 
Jesuits;’* tfte “Contract, Contract :** 
he bowed, and the play went on, or 
rather "s^'med to go on; for this ad- 
dreas,; instead of tranquillizing, in- 
Orea'^ed the discord to an incontrolla* 
bJe pitch for the remainder of the 
night. The unlucky ej^cuse of ven* 
Illation, was considered in the light 
of a trick and evasion, and the plea 
regarded as a ItofiXf and an inanlt to 
the feelings of the public. 

After a few evenings more, the 
settled and organized system of op¬ 
position leaving tlie proprietors no 
hope of preserving their encroach¬ 
ment upon the contract, and finding 
themselves roundly accused of a sub¬ 
tle and dishonourable breach of it, 
they issued the following address, to 
the comproinisingmoderation of which 
they trusted there would be no ob¬ 
jection ;— 

Tin: Pi oprictors of tiie Theatre-Royal 
Covent-Garden, in justification of them¬ 
selves, do .solemnly disavow any intention 
' of rioiatiii" the contract made last season 
with rcfjTfrri to tht; annual boxes. 

** Sr.ine ti.nc before the close of the sea¬ 
son, they cidied on such gentlemen as 
they knew of the committee, with whom 
, the a' j-eemait, specifying that only three 
annual boxes on each side of the third 
circle of the theatre were to benrtained, 
was made, and distinctly inff>rmed thenr 
that the> were ready to carry that agree¬ 
ment, if insisted on, stl'ictly inta 
tvm; but, at the same time, told them, 
fts the k’gislnture, m the act foe rebuilding 
Dfury-LMe Tli^atre, hod recognized tlie 
right of; letting bpxcs, and as, by 

the agreement, jyeiy j^rKit loss would hie 
^uficre^l I'y the proprielcfrs, with scarcely 
any g^ineck to the general ac- 

cPi^hrtKKldtl’CMi bf 'the town, that tht^ 
hopffri, on tt fitir »ftd open appeal to the 
libenditr of the public, the ri^dperforai- 
tnce ofT- dwt Wefitjf WQuld be dispensed 


with. The proprietors accordingly, on 
the concluding night of the season, niade 
this appeal. They acknowledge the 
contract which they had formed; but 
solicited, as a boon from the public, to 
be relieved from the weight of some |)art 
of it, and to retain the same number of 
annual lioxes as was' in the old theatre 
before the fire. The general sentiment 
of the whole audience, expressed in loud 
applauses and acclamations, granted this 
boon. On the faith of that sentiment in 
the public, so expressed, the proprietors 
employed the whole summer in making 
very ^.xpeusive alterations in the theatre; 
on rile fmth of that sentiment,y;hey let the 
eight annual boxes in question for the pre¬ 
sent season, and immediately applied the 
rent received for them to the payment of 
part of the heavy debt theyjiad incurred, 
in consequence of their zeal and exertions 
in erecting for the metropolis of their 
country confessedly the finest theatre in 
Europe. 

“ The proprietors could not foresee nor 
imagine that, at the opening of the thea¬ 
tre, another audience would demand the 
reversal of the grant unanimously con¬ 
ferred iqion riiem by a farmer one. Most 
sincerely they regret their unfortunate 
mistake. No consideration, however, of 
emolument will induce them to risk the 

f ieace of the theatre and of the metropo^ 
i.s. They therefore do explicitly declare, 
that bext seaso>: (when they will again 
have returned mto their possession) me 
eight annua: boxes shall be given up, and 
let out to the public at large as n^tly 
boxes. And the proprietors request thus 
much indulgence of the public, as the 
only means of extricating them from their 
present embarrassed situation.” 

In coBsequenceof this address there 
was a general expectation that sonie 
explanation, relative to the existing 
dispute, would take place, and thatmi 
amicable a^ustment might be the re¬ 
sult ; but this modification was as un¬ 
acceptable, and as unsatitfactory to 
the Shylocks of the. pit, ae tl^ for- 
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——By Jiay soul I swear, 

There is no power in the tongue of man 
To alter iner^I auy here on mj bond,” 

was the favourite placard of tlie even¬ 
ing, and formed the banner round 
which they fought with unanimous 
and determined spirit for their rigltts 
and liberties. 

On the rising of the curtain^ the 
business commenced with the eonti- 
^ nued cries of Kemble, Kemble, 
Manager, Kemble,” and not a word 
Xof the Suspicious Husband was to 
be lieard. A gentleman in the second 
circle of boxes pinned a placard on 
* the front of them^ inscribed, “ We 
demand nothing but the contract,” 
which was hailed with enthusiastic 
cheers; and a person in the thim cir¬ 
cle, who had just before rendered him¬ 
self conspicuous by quarreling with 
several gentlemen in an adjoining box 
who had called for Kemble, descend¬ 
ed to the box where the placard had 
been fixed; but it having, in, the 
■ mean time, been thrown into the pit, 
he, in the most fearless and extraordi¬ 
nary manner, climbed over the front 
of the box, lowered himself by aid 
of the lustre and the pillar of the 
box below, jumped into the* pit, 
obtained possession of the placard, 
marched off with it in triumph out 
of the pit door, and returned to hia 
former situation in the thii d circle of 
boxes. 

The cry was still for Kemble, and 
Kemble not appearing, it was deter¬ 
mined no other person on the stage 
should be heard. At last, after 
^osse qf the fourth act, Mr. K^ble 
aid c<mie} ^ the wild,and deafening yeU 
of battle was instantly changed to 
one as deafening for mlence; silence 
obtained, 'Mf Kemble began by say¬ 
ing*;^, 

“ IiAOIBS AKD CENTIJaS^JiT,— It waS 


hoped bv the proprietors, that tljc address 
which they had the honour of making to 
the pulilic this vlay would have been docm- 
cd satisfactory”— 

Loud clamours ensued, and a efe- 
mand to know what was meant by the 
term ‘^nightly boxes,T^^Obtaining 
another little pause of attention,— 

“ The boxes,” sakl Mr Kemble, “ which 
after tlie present season”—— 

Again the clamour rose, and out¬ 
cries of “ Explain, explain,” “ No 
shuffling,” ** No prevented 

for some time all possibility of Mr 
Kemble^s proceeding j he at length 
caught an opportunity of directly 

statingr— 

“ What is meant by the term is, that 
they will be thrown open to the public, 
the same as the otlier boxes.” 

This unequivocal explanation was 
received with loud applauses. A gen¬ 
tleman in the pit, who had been ac¬ 
tive in requiring it, again addressed 
Mr Kemble } the substance of his 
speech, collected amid the noise aiul 
interrhptions in which it was deliver¬ 
ed, was, that as a given time was 
now fixed by the proprietors for 
their performance of the contract 
'with the public, and as the additional 
price of admission to the boxes had 
been conceded by the public upon 
the express condition that the private 
boxes should be thrown open, the 
proprietors had no right to demand 
that additional'price, until such time 
as they had fulfilled the other part of 
the contmet; therefore it was now 
demanded of them, that they should , 
again reduce the.jirioe of admission 
to the boxes tq six shillings, until they 
threw open to the public the lull 
number of boxes stipulated in the 
contract.** A tremendous noise loU 
lowed this address, and Yes, yc'i,’* 

No, no,** and applauses and iiisses 
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were so that it was im¬ 

possible to aacert^ritl the real opinion 
of the mmority. Mr Kemble, in an 
interval of dlence obtained with great 
and by long patience, again 
proceed,-"- 

“ LA-diks And Okotlemen,—I have 
now to entreat fwtn your candour a pa-' 
tient hearing. Some persons who now 
compose part of the present audience, 
were proljn)>Iy present on the hist night 
of t)ic late season when I addressed 
the house; 1 hod then tlie honour to 
state”- 

Here the uproar was renewed with 
redoubled violence j ** Off, off, off,** 
w'as reiterated with unabating fury, 
and Mr Kemble, finding his efforts 
ineffectual and hopeless, bowed and 
retired. 

The uproar of uproars succeeded. 
The pit, which formerly had been the 
point of popular strength, was now 
joined by the boxes and the galleries $ 
the entire* house was one universal 
scene of infuriate opposition ; unlike 
aU ftirmer nights, no ^ause was given 
to the ribt j~shrieking, screanMiig, 
bellowing,—every horrid and mfes»al 
sound, vocal and instrumental, which 
ingenuity could devise to exalt the 
power or noise, and render dissonance 
demoniacally dreadful, was exerted 
without the smallest intermission; 
** Contract, contract,** was heard con¬ 
tinually resounding anudst the din, 
and the dance was peiformed with fu¬ 
rious gesticulations. Placards were 
incessantly elevated, amongLwbich the 
following were cheered wi^ the most 
fcarpdous s^is^action

“A public contract made with a pri¬ 
vate determination not to fulfil it.” 

^‘What do ye want?* Answer, Six 
private boxes instead of fourteen.” 

About twenty minutes after ten o’¬ 
clock the curtain dropped; the first 
of the above placards was again hoist¬ 
ed-—** God save the King” sung— 
cheers and groans given for the respec¬ 
tive parties—^tbe contract again dan¬ 
ced,—after which the organised and 
detprmined populace separated quiet¬ 
ly, promising to be at their post again 
on tlie following evening j but the pro¬ 
prietors, seeiog the impossibility of re¬ 
sistance, yielded very wisely to a pub¬ 
lic, who, by the manner in which they 
fought the battle, showed their deter¬ 
mination to be satisfied with nothing 
less than a decisive and complete victo¬ 
ry ; they conceded thepoint in dispute, 
and instantly restored that tranquilli- 
ty 8« essential to their own inuiest. 
On Tuesday, the Ibth September, a 
notice wa:: issued that the theatre 
would be shut for the remainder of 
the week, in. order to make the ne- 
ressary alterations for the immediate 
fulfilment of the contract, and that 
on Monday the 24>th,. it would be 
re-opent^ with the retention of only 
three private or annual boxes on each 
side, ;

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On Monday the 244hf accordingly, 
the house was re-opened j the obnoai> 
ous boxes were all removed, and every 
denuuidof the public strictly complied 
with. The theatre was crowded long 
before the commencement of the play. 
On the rising of the stage lamps, a 
peal of applause arose, ana ** God save 
the King*' was called for and played, 
the audience standing and uncovered ; 
and when the curtain was drawn up, a 
shout of amity and approbation was 
given, as loud as any of the angry ones 
of former nights. The performers were 
greeted at their lespecftive entrances 
with three times three, as if fuUy to 
ratify the peace thus happily conclu¬ 
ded, after which the entertainments 
proceeded, f^thout any interruption 
but what arose from appropriate ap¬ 
plause. 

During the performance of the 
opeia, which was the Exile, a few 
characteristic applications of the text 
of the play to their own feelings were 
made by the audience ; and especially 
where Blanchard, as the Governor of 
Siberia, asked, ** Did I ever say a thing 
^ould be done, that it was not al¬ 
most immediately performed i** and 
asserted, “ that he carried hft point 
always by being noisy, active, and 
clamorous t tluit mild milk and water 
fcJbws could never succeed} but that 
he got on by uproar, as he made 
those he had to deal with‘give any 
thing to stop his noise,the house 
was convulse with laughter. 

The throwing open the right box¬ 
es ihtide anii^rovement which could 
scarcely be imagined by those who 
had not seen it j instead of the long 
row of private boxes, either empty 
or thinly attended, and spreading a 
dieary uitsadai aspect over that part 
<^rth^ house, they wfuscnam crowded 
si^ilhr;,fa8hioaable eonaptlny, and add¬ 
ed most powerfully to the animation 


and brilliancy of the magnificent centp 
d*ceil presented by an extensive and 
crowded theatre. 

Tl^ finely terminated this long- 
protracted contest, of which the por¬ 
tion we have just recorded certainly 
involves the propriety in a <U»grce 
of *blame which did not attach to 
them in the former part, mentioned 
in our last year’s Register. We cer¬ 
tainly wished that the remuneration 
for their enormous expenditure (just 
and moderate as it did, and does yet, 
appear to us,) should have been attain¬ 
ed, and by no means allow the right 
or justice of the power claimed by 
the public, to enforce their own re- 
gitlattone of the prices to be paid for 
a thing of optional, and not neces¬ 
sary purchase; but after the proprie¬ 
tors had admitted this power, and 
subscribed to a contract with them, 
the imprudence betrayed in endea¬ 
vouring to infringe it, or in soliciting 
a relaxation of its terms, could not 
hope for approbation or support. 
That such scenes may never be re¬ 
peated, w« heartily hope ; but as, 
from the pi*c3ent termination of them, 
there seems to be no hindcrance to 
their reftowal on any fancy of the 
people, we cannot help expressing our 
Opinion that the subject is worth the 
serious consideration of persuns qua¬ 
lified by their talents and ■profession 
to discover the most likely effectual 
preventive of such mischief. If sucli 
voluntary exercise of turbulent power 
be inseparablf connected w'itn tliu 
people when forming an audience iu 
ft theatre, the.propriety of sAffering 
theatres to,exist may be question¬ 
ed ; for there can be little doubt that 
such a power, abstractly considered, 
is contrary to all law and justice, and 
pregnant with importaot and danger¬ 
ous conte^quencefl. If it be found 
that theatres must exist, stnd tlmt so- 
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ciety in its present state cannot do 
without euchtestabiishtnents, itis sure¬ 
ly worth the while of government to 
examine the, possibility of enforcing 
the mSihItenance of good order, and 
of cctf^fiping the expression of popu¬ 
lar,.opimoii, an^l the exercise of popu- 
larjudgmcnt, cxclusivelv to the enfer- 
taiiuncots exhibited in them; of devi- 
aipg; some coercive authority, which 
should be acknowledged and could be 
executed, by which popular interfe¬ 
rence on other points mightl>ein6tant- 
ly suppre8se.d, and punished as une¬ 
quivocal and tangible violations of the 
law; and, in short, of leaving no 
ower of jurisdiction to the people, 
ut merely over the merits of the plays 
and the abilities of the actors. 

It may perhaps be remarked here, 
that nothing can more forcibly sug¬ 
gest the necessity of extending tne 
number of theatres than the late ri¬ 
ots. There are several things, the 
very names of which operate upon 
English minds as watch-words to 
alarm and opposition; sucli as Li¬ 
berty,*’ “ Reform,” ** Monopoly,” 
&c., the last of which, the people ima¬ 
gined, w’as actuating the proprietors of 
Coveiit-Garden Theatre, and that an 
unfair advantage was taken of the cir¬ 
cumstance of its being the only thea¬ 
tre, to jraise their demands: this no¬ 
tion was sufficient to ioAapie the in¬ 
dignant spirit of the mob. Had there 
been fortmiately another theatre at 
the former prices, to w'hich they, 
might have Resorted, neglect, gind not

A new and unsuccessful afterpiece, 
called The Bridal Riug,^ was produ¬ 
ced on the l6th of October, The 
plot is founded upon the story of the 
two Emilys, in Miss Lee^s Canter¬ 
bury Tales, but ill executed, both in 
the conduct and the dialogue. Some 
very showy scenery, a dance, and two 
or three melo-dramatic kind of situa. 
tions, could not save it from that fate 
which it merited, for its general va¬ 
pidity and dulness. Mr Young and 
Mrs Charles Kemble contrived, by 
llieir excellent acting, to keep the au¬ 
dience in a patient humour to the con¬ 
clusion, when, in spite of a very strong 
stand made in its favour by the au¬ 
thor’s ,friends, it was most roughly 
handled, and in a very few nights it 
finally expired. 

About this period the theatre sus¬ 
tained a very important loss, by the 
emigration of Cooke to America, 
and his departure was marked by 
circumstances sufficiently singular to 
coincide with the general eccentri¬ 
city of his character. Mr Cooke, 
just previous to his leaving this coun¬ 
try, was at Liverpool, fulfilling a 
summer engagement with the mana¬ 
gers of that theatre, and under con¬ 
ditions of returt' to Covent Garden 
at the conclusiuu of it. Mr Coo pa:, 
the Philadelphia manager, however^, 
happening to be at Liverpool at the 
same time, and very justly supposing 
that so extraordinarily popukr aa 
actoi would prove an excellent spe¬ 
culation for hts trutsatlantic concern, 
resolved, if possible, to iUl his own > 
pockets, and , to treat the theatrical ’ 
critics of the new world with a'sight' ,” 
of those talents which had i^^ved.ao", 
exalted a fame from those''bf thebldi 
and accordingly did, iti'wuy or ' 
other, coatriye to cai;ii7,Jhisi.4etermU*< 
nation into execution ; .fqr, upon, ,a;.;

vailed with Mr Cooke to quit England, 
when he was prevented by ebriety from 
exerting his judgment and free will upou 
the occasion. It is possible that this 
Blander may reach London, and as Mr 
Cooke is an object of considerable public 
interest, may nnd its way into the jour¬ 
nals. I assure, you on nw word of honour, 
that this is an absolute fksehood, that tlie 
negociation for the engagement ^under 
which Mr Cooke has embarked, was com-. 
menced about the 6th of August last, 
and was completed on Uie sd iust, in the 
moments of perfect si^rie^ and entire 
understanding of all tbp arraagements. 
That the secresy timt af^nded the rapde 
of embackation, was only to prevent the 
solicitation of his friends in Liverpool, 
which might distr^s him, and which he 
detmnin^ to avoid, as he was resolved 
upon tfie At^ he waft about to take.

It is strange, notwithstanding, that 
the fbllowtng letter, d«tcd September 
SOth, containing statements totally 
irreconcileable with the integrity and 
validity of the above, was transmit¬ 
ted by Mr Cooke tO Mr Henry Har¬ 
ris.* Where the fault lies, we pretend 
not to develop? j we merely give the 
documents that came before the pub¬ 
lic, which show plainly enough that 
a breach of good faith and commer¬ 
cial rcgponsibility took place some¬ 
where, unless there is any other me¬ 
thod of accounting for Mr Cooke's 
writing on the 30th of September to 
announce the intention of fulfilling a 
compact, which he must have been 
conscious he was meditating to evade 
altogether, by his American treaty.

ThesucceAsofCooke in America has 
been the saihe which has ever attend- 
' ed his efforts in all parts of the world i 
and his Richard, his Sir PertittW, 
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lago.' and Si*" Qverreach, Stc. 
produced the same astonishment and 
appUt^,, and attracted as large au¬ 
diences had done in England. 
The ev^h^ricity. too, nf his cha¬ 
racter has been exhibited to theni., 
thot^ never, that we tiave hehrd, 
to the fuh extent of disappointing 
the house by his incapability of per¬ 
forming. In two instances he gave 
the Americans a sample of his na¬ 
tionality, as well as, the energy of 
his character j for upon some late 
occasion, when the politicid dissatis¬ 
faction of that country exhibited it¬ 
self, in making the playing ** God 
save the King’' a point of contest in 
the theatre, Ac sturdy actor refused 
to appear till the tube-had b(^n per¬ 
formed, and exclaimed, in his pecu¬ 
liar and forceful manner, ♦* By G—d, 
the Americans sha’ii’t sefe Georjge 
Cooke till they pLy God save great 
George our king and upon some 
subscription for charitable purpost*?, 
amidst the suint^ which appeared to 
the name's of their own countrymen, 
he placed opposite to the liberal do¬ 
nation of two hundred dollars the 
name of ** George Cooke, the Eng¬ 
lishman.*' It is uncertain when lie 
intends to i-esume his popularity in 
bis native country. 

On llic 17th October, Mrs Siddons 
made her appearance for the Sea¬ 
son, in the character of Lady Mac¬ 
beth, and exhibited all her well-^owm 
powers in their usual stnd ui?paraUel- 
ed perfection.' AfUr performing se- 
verahotbw'ofhi^ characters, of v^ich 
a repcMti^ of'notice would be a re. 
petition ,^ jMCaise incapable of exalta- 
tiem, the tbeWre closed, from the 3d 
to the tSth' of November inclusive,

On the ^h, ^staves Vasa, au 
historical opera, was presented; it 


was said that the arrival of GustaVus, 
King of Sweden, (incog, as Count 
Gottorp^ was the occasion of this 
piece being brought forward. It is 
merely a conversion of Mr Dimond’s 
play of the Hero of the North into 
an opera,-—a dawdling lazy opera¬ 
tion executed by the author himself> 
by which what was before effemi¬ 
nate, is now emasculated, and the non¬ 
sensical affectation of the Della Crus- 
can poetaster added to the sickly and 
inflated trash of a girlish novel writer. 
The music was by Kelly, and no ex¬ 
pence was spared on the scenery and 
decorations; aided by .these attrac;- 
tionsj^it ran (to use the theatrical 
phrase) for several nights. 

On December Im, a new farce, 
from the pen of Mr Colmaii, was 
brought forward, under the whimsical 
title of X. Y. Z., the plot of which 
is principally dependant upon a dou¬ 
ble equivoque, a source of dramatic 
humour which this author, inheriting 
perhaps in some degree from his fa¬ 
ther, manages with uncommon skill 
and neatness. The equivoque ari¬ 
ses from two advertisements, suppo¬ 
sed to have been inserted in the Morn¬ 
ing Herald and the Morning jPos*. 
under the rignature which gives the 
title to the ptete ; one is nom AU- 
dross, rile manager of the Philadel¬ 
phia theatre, (Faiivcett) who wishes 
to engage a female perjformer.jinithe 
other from Nbddy Bray, (Liston) a 
booby country squire, who wishes ri> 
engage a wife. By a course of cross 
purposes, the manager is tntnoduee^ 
to Gnibbleton, an attorney, who mis¬ 
takes liim for Neddy Bray, con¬ 
sents, upon certain conditions^ to give 
him for a wife his wardl 5 
Neddy gets introduced to Dora Mum- 
well, a fat aiid tragic heroine, (Mrs 
Davenport) who mistakes him for 
the manager. These cross-grained 
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interviews are productive} as may be 
supposed) of considerable point and 
much merriment—the whole intent 
of the piece; it is slightly woven up¬ 
on a slight and common-place love 
story, and aims neither at good wri¬ 
ting or novelty of story. The author 
vpi^ed only to shew his skill in rai¬ 
sing laughter; and the inordinate 
pe^s which attended the ealubition 
of his farce, proved his skill supreme. 
\ After the second night of this farce, 
injunction was obtained in the 
Court of Chancery agaiiist the fur- 
^ ther performance of it. The applica¬ 
tion was made by Mr Morris, one of 
the proprietors of the Hay-Market 
Theatre, on the ground of a contract; 
by which it was stated that Mr Col- 
man, Uie author of the piece, w^as 
bound to give to that theatre the ad¬ 
vantage of every new dramatic pro¬ 
duction of his pen. It was answered, 
on the part of the proprietors of Co- 
vent-Garden Theatre, that they liad 
* bespoke and paid for the piece, and 
that they bad no concern with any 
private agreement between Mr Col- 
man and the proprietors of another 
theatre; nor were they served ydth 
notice of such contract till after they 
had advanced 2001. to Mr Colman, 
and made preparations for the per¬ 
formance of tlie farce. 

Since the departure of Cooke, his 
characters hadremame 4 unattempted; 
no new adventurers came to try their 
strength in the parts that he had 
left unoccupied, and Kemble only 
revived the Merchant of Venice, and 
appeared in Shylock, while Ids sis¬ 
ter supported the character of Por¬ 
tia. The shadowy graces, and the 
pleasing levities of airy colloquy, ne¬ 
ver were esteemed very suitable to 
the. grand and. majestic nature of Mrs 
Siddohs*# powers, and Portia has un¬ 
fortunately a considerable portion of 


these to display j in tliese passages, 
therefore, an actress more calculated 
to display the flexible manners of le-^ 
gitimate comedy, may be conceived 
and found; hut in the celebrated judg¬ 
ment scene she puts to^ silence the 
cavila of criticism, and st^ds subl^c 
upon her solitary eminence of excel¬ 
lence. The enunciadon of the apos¬ 
trophe to Mercy, is a masterpiece of 
declamation. 

Mr lCemble*s Shylock, arduous and 
mjnutely laboured, yet fails to pro¬ 
duce the effect which his rival always 
produced. The character is not quite 
congenial to tlie peculiarities of Mr 
Kemble's excellencies ; there is no 
display to be made of the refinement 
of metaphysical research, i» oppor¬ 
tunity of embodying abstract enormi¬ 
ties, and giving form and life to ex- 
tra-natUrafandexaggerated grandeur. 
Shylock is a character of common 
life, acted upon by the harshest pas¬ 
sions in their harshest state, and the 
recollection of Cooke, whose iron ma¬ 
lignity of features and rigorous ex¬ 
pression were in this instance so sub¬ 
servient to the poet’s fancy, contri¬ 
buted to operate against the impres¬ 
sion of Kemble’s .lew. The applause, 
however, which he received was not 
more than adequate to his deserts, 
and nothing could evince more clearly 
how patiently and profoundly Mr 
Ketnlfle studies his art., than his ex¬ 
hibition of Bucfi a portrait under so 
mi^ disadvantages, 

TWs, vfith a uew pantomime for 
the Christmas holidays, is all of 410 - 
veky worthy notice wfthin the year.

tie perfection of all the mechanical 
appMatus of the stage department of 
the present theatre, however, removes 
overy obstacle to the execution of the 
most wanton invention of the panto¬ 
mime makers. The Scenery was mag¬ 
nificent and romantic in the extreme ; 
and a bull-fight at Cadiz, with real 
dogs, but a most wonderfully decep- 
tive piece of mechanism to represent 
the bull, and the launch of a first-rate 
ship of war, with all the attendant 
crowds and circumstances of such 
events, was exhibited' with a truth 
that would be thought impracticable 
by such as never witnessed them, and 
produced a powerful and unabating 
effect dating its course of representa¬ 
tion.

exposes his real and^ villainous cha¬ 
racter. In Massinger, the excess of 
Luke's humility gives us the first sus¬ 
picion of his hypocrisy, and renders 
our doubts a source of deep interest; 
and though, until the last disclosure, 
out confirmed knowledge of the cha¬ 
racter is suspended, yet it is done 
with so much art, and our anxiety 
kept alive by such frequent little 
lights, which gldnce at.the truth, and ‘ 
ate closed again, that the catastrophe 
which relieves us from our uncertain¬ 
ty has double the effect of the hald» 
unconnected, apd incredible change 
from honesty to villainy, in which 
Sir James Bland Burgess has chosen 
to exhibit the originally masterly de¬ 
lineation of Luke Frugal. 

It did not succeed $ Tor, in addition 
to its beii^ badly altered, it was badl^ 
acted. Mr Raymond was the hero of 
the piece* and Mrs Edwin, whose abi¬ 
lities are not of the first rate, bad a 
part which did not suit even those 
abilities. ' 

A miserable and almost unintelli¬ 
gible farce, called Hit or Miss, wa« 
produced on tlic 26th February. It 
IS unnecessary, as well as difficult, .to 
describe these common-place messes 
of imbecility and nonsense. T|ie only, 
thing productive of momentary epter?? 
tainment, was a part allotted to M?-, 
thews, in which the raging,,foUy .of 
coach-driving, and the,.abai^ditiqs pz 
the whip-club, were pipperly carica¬ 
tured.

stances of mediocrity, we shall pass 
over without further notice the gen- 
' tic plagiary of Sir James Bland 
IfSjBurgt'ss,, called Tricks upon Travel¬ 
lers } the abominable Bartholpmcw- 
fair trash uUruded upon the public, 
(in spite of their dislike and indig¬ 
nation,) under the title of Jack the 
Giant-killer ; a very Inferior and com¬ 
paratively unsuccessful opera, •Oh 
this Love, fro.n the pen of Ken- 
ny, who once gave good hopes of 
better things ; another amphibious 
production (nut easily to be classed 
under tragedy, comedy, farce, or pan¬ 
tomime,) of that amphibious artist 
Mr Pocnck, who divides his time, 
•it seems, between making pictures 
and two-act pieces for the Lyce¬ 
um^—we sincerely hope his paint¬ 
ings are better tluiu liis farces. Nei¬ 
ther the merits of the piece, nor the 
limits allotted to the present article, 
will suffer us to do more than notice 
that another English opera, called 
Plots, or the North To\v\.*r^ from 
the rapid manufactory of Mr Arnold, 
was performed, J^eptember Jld,—a 
compound of baby romance, babyish¬ 
ly told, with all the stale incidents of 
castles, barons, towers, trap-doors, 
murdering of brothers, and strang¬ 
ling of cniliJren, which are collected 
without tnd and without meaning,, 
by our present dramatists, from the 
shelves of Mr Lane in Leadenhall* 
street.

at Locksmiths, and several other pie¬ 
ces of the like nature, done to exhi¬ 
bit the versatility of to 

whose quicL and perfect assumption 
of various characters it was chtefty 
indebted for the success it met with. 

The second season of the Lyceum 
Opera company closed upon the I5th 
September, with a long address from 
Mr Raymond, the acting manager, 
which, as it contains the nature and 
intention of the institution, it is but 
fair to give in his own words ;—

“ In a period of thirteen weeks, three 
new operas, three new musical entertuiii- 
uicnts, and two revived pieces, liave re¬ 
ceived the stamp of your approliaiiun; 
an exertion, coiHideriug the expence and 
mental labour necessary to render them 
worthy of your applause, which other 
theatre in this metropolis has at any time 
paralleled. 

" This, Ladies and Gentlemen, has been, 
done to fulfil the paomises held forth at 
the close of last season, * that every ex¬ 
ertion should he made to render the 
English Opcfti worthy the prpteetiun of 
the English nation.’ You huve honuurcii 
those exertions witi) y 4 >ur Applause, and 
the proprietors are^ttsfied and giatefuK 

<‘rtt one particular, whicli relates to 
the English Opera, I wish to fje cleariy 
and df.<«tinct.iy understood. It is the de¬ 
sire of the proprietors to crnolaio and 
fxc.J, not injure, any other estaldish- 
inent of tlie.siune Ibrm; and while they 
tlius candidly tleclare their intentions, 
5? c 
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they respcctfijlly solicit your fiitiin' snp- 
j)ort. A national inst(tiilion,Mii/t'/i Ijoldh 
forth promises of protiTtion, lewnrd, and 
encouragement to nationnl talent, imjst 
be fully supported by a national feeling ; 
and ifa tithe-pnrt of that patronage w hich 

bestowed ^n a foreign estoblishtnent, 
by the wealthy part of this proud and 
htiftpy country, slundrl ever be extended 
to our native opera, then is there every 
fair promise that Engl.’sli talent shall not 
only eijual, but excel, that which, at so 
cnoniioiisau expenee, is yearly imported 
from a foreign land. 

“ Satisliiid with the encouragement 
which your liberality has bestowed on 
the exertions already made, tiie proprie¬ 
tors plcilge thc/useJves tocontiiiiic those 
exertions, and that no expt'iiec shall be 
spared to procure and cherish talent, 
wherever it may he found ; and they 
have no iloiibt but that, where honour¬ 
able emulation shal) prevail, and where 
a desire to please is seen by^ou to exist 
in proprietors, as well as , performers, 
your future encouragement will be such 
ns to enable them to make the English 
o{Jtra a national ornament. 

“ In the name of the proprietors, I..a- 
dics and Gentlemen, and of the perfonn- 
tTa, who, individually, have requested me 
to return their sincere thanks for the kimi 
avtteution and applause with wlu'ch you 
have honoured their labours, I respect¬ 
fully bid you farewell.’^ 

On the 20th September, the Drury- 
Lane company, which had ceased in 
June, recommenced their operations 
at this house, with tlic Hypocrite 
and Mayor of G^ratt, for the ■ ‘.'- 
inainder of the year ; and it may be 
recorded, as a veiy unusual if not an 
unprecedented cij-cumstancc, that for 
two night#* September 18thand IPth, 
not Ik single theatre. was open in Lon¬ 
don or Westminster. 


Hay-Mahket. 

This theatre opened the Ilth June 


with the Bold Stroke for a Wife, 
My Grandmother, and The Children 
in th(‘ Wood,—-performances which 
exhibited Mr Bannister in his best 
strengtli ; and the list of the compa¬ 
ny w^as further adorned by the names 
or Mathews, Liston, Chailes Kem- 
blt’i and .Jones ; Mrs Glover, and 
Mrs Gibbs, with several fresh acces¬ 
sions from different pwvincial thea¬ 
tres. Miss H. Kelly, from the Soutli- 
amptoivtheat re, appeared on that even, 
ing as Florella, in My Grandmother, 
and evinced abilities, both as a singer 
and an actress, that have progressively 
exalted her in reputat ion, and conlir ru¬ 
ed her a considerable favourite W'itlv 
thg towm. 

A Mr Stapleton, from the coun¬ 
try, on the 12th, tried his powers m 
the part of Dennis Bnilgruddery, in 
.Tohn Bull. He met with that degree 
of success whicli mere moderate and 
inoffensive abilities cannot fail of com¬ 
manding in a character so calculated 
of itself to produce effect, and to en¬ 
gage the favour of an audience ; but 
he only added another instance of the 
almost hopeless difficulty of supply¬ 
ing a representative of Irishmen, when 
tlfe public shall be deprived oi the 
inimitable bea.-ty and perfection of 
Johnstone's 'lilineations. 

A new pidy, called The Doubtful 
.'Ion, or The Secrets of a Palace, from 
rhe pen of Mr Dimond, was brought 
forward on the 3d of July. Mr Di¬ 
mond, in his preface, with conceit at 
least equal to his abilities, tells us that 
he thinks it a good play. We are not 
altogether of his opinion ; its only 
merit, in our estimation, is a tolera¬ 
ble dexterity of arrangement in the 
incidents to produce theatrical effect. 
This is an art of which this w'ritcr has 
given proofs upon many occasions ; 
but neither in his incidents nor his 
characters, is there any thing of no- 
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velty Of genius;—a Spanish plot, 
French story-telling and love-ma¬ 
king, with a few German agonies 
and German sentiments,—a second 
and worse edition of his Marquis, his 
Young Gentleman and Lady, Cham¬ 
ber-maid and Bertrand, m the Found¬ 
ling of the Forest, with the addition 
of a villainous Portugueze secretary, 
make up a play, of which, after all, 
Mr Dimond is little more than the 
iranslntor. For the approbation it 
met with, it was greatly indebted to 
the acting. Mr Charles Kemble and 
M rs Glover, in the Marquis and Mar¬ 
chioness, and Mr 13anni*fer, in a part 
far below his talents, exerted them¬ 
selves with the greatest energy <»od 
the happiest success. In the Secre¬ 
tary Malvogli, a Mr Sowerby was 
intii>dueed for the first time to a I^on- 
don audience. He had made an iin- 
Buccesaful round through most of the 
provincial theatres, and from his not 
ha viiig Keen heard of since, we sup¬ 
pose he found the oft-repeated sen¬ 
tence of dislike, passed upon him 
thfoiigh the country, confirmed in 
town. We are given to understand 
he was one of the stage-struck gen¬ 
tlemen who love to wear fine cloth'es 
and speak fine speeches, and who, as 
he received no profit from his labours, 
committed no very great injustice in 
imparting no pleasure by th .m to the 
public. We have heard he has siwee 
wisely withdl^wn himself to act his 
proper part, the gentleman in private 
life. 

The next new piece was a comedy, 
called High Life in the City, by 
Mr Eyre, of this theatre, whose only 
claim to praise for his attempt, is up¬ 
on the ground of the purity and uac- 
fulncss of his moral in struct ion,‘which 
is to exhibit the ruinous consequen- 
cea that attend the absurd attempts 
to rival the splendour and expence of 


those wdio are pUcod above our own 
sphere by biilfi and fortiiM . The 
play itself, however, by lius 

lesson is conveyed, is noi i mlod 
to much comineiidation, cubi-i for 
originality or good writing. In tlie 
first place, it is stolen without any 
modesty from a great variety of pie¬ 
ces still before the public. Dujil'x 
the pawn-broker, and his vulgar 
daughter, are a mere transcript of 
Toby and Clementina Allspice, in 
Morton’s Way to get Married ; Cap¬ 
tain Frazer is Captain Milviile, m 
the Man of the World ; and L:'(ly Ja¬ 
net is a miserable appropriatiop to a 
most miserable purpose, or ratlu r to 
no purpose, of Lady Rodolplia, * i the 
same play. Indeed, we could disco¬ 
ver no reason whatever why Lady 
Janet’s changing her Eiiglisii dialect 
to the Scottish should plap,ue her hus¬ 
band, or why siie should talk Scotch 
at all, except to bring in the Irish¬ 
man’s joke of her shooting with a 
doubled-barrelled gun.” As fov'tlu* 
Irishman, he is a laborious copy of 
every Irishinan we remember, i'-aving 
out Irish fiumour arid Iris!) w:t. Tiie 
only character in which an atU'n<pt 
-at novelty wtis any way successful, 
was Crastinus, an absent man, nho, 
by putting every thing olf till to¬ 
morrow, involves himself in engage¬ 
ments which he cannot fitifi], contra¬ 
dictions which he cannot reconcile, and 
difficulties that he cannot escape from j 
the effects were often very ludicrous 
and well brodght out. The recep; ion 
of the piece the first night upon 
whole was unfavourable,"but it was 
afterwards repeated several times with 
moderate approbation. 

August 7th, a new burlesque tra¬ 
gic opera in one act, entitled liombas- 
tes Furioso, was performed, in which 
the irresistible comic power of Liston 
in the mock heroic had full icope to 
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display it self. Mathews and Taylor, 
though by no meaiii* equal to him, 
gave excellent cllect lo their parts ; 
Misfi H. Kelly was the only female 
performer. The music is an adapta¬ 
tion of some of the favourite and fa* 
slljonable iiirs to burlesque parodies 
of favourite songs. J.iston imitated 
a highly celebrated female singer 
with great comic effect, and a trio be¬ 
tween him, Mathews, and Miss Kelly, 
to the tune of “Oh Lady Eair,** gave 
great delight, and was repeated amidst 
universal laughter. The geueml 
whimsicality of the piece was always 
highly relished throughout its fre¬ 


quent repetitions for the l emaindtM ot 
the season. 

On September the l.'ith, this thea¬ 
tre closed with an address from Mr 
Charles Kemble, stating, that al¬ 
though an extension of one month 
had been recently added to the annu¬ 
al licence, many obstacles prevented 
them from now enjoying the advan¬ 
tage of the grant, and therefore the 
present season must terminate this 
evening; returning thanks in the name 
of the proprietors and performers, he 
withdrew, and with the evening’s per¬ 
formances the season accordingly con¬ 
cluded. 


SCOTTISH DRAMA. 


Wr: litive little to select for par¬ 
ticular notice in this yeai’s account 
of our own theatre, but must not 
omit to pay the tribute of general 
praise to Mr Siddons, for his steady 
perseverance in tlic syste m of proprie¬ 
ty, coi rectness, and liberal variety, 
with which he began Ins managerial 
career. To an established company, 
more numerous than any other thea¬ 
tre possesses out of London, were 
added, in continual succession, per¬ 
former-. of c minence from the mtiro- 
pohfi { and the scerfery and dcci .aiioiis 
of every new pio-'o that was adopted 
from London, (for we had none, du- 
ling the season, of northern original) 
were fn theKitmpst degree tasteful and 
inagijificcnt.* ^ 

Among the performers who ap¬ 
peared Tor the first time before the 
Edinburgh public^ Mr Braham was 


the most conspicuous, The wide¬ 
spread and pre-eminent fame of his 
abilities, had a most powerful effect 
upon our minds j and the crowd to wit¬ 
ness his first appearance was, at least, 
as great as any we ever remember up¬ 
on a similar occasion. It was scarcely 
jfossible tha*^ any positive merit could 
in experi* fulfil the demands of the 
fervid expectation excited by the re¬ 
port of fiis excellence, and consequent¬ 
ly, notwitlistanding his undoubted su¬ 
periority, some sensation of disap¬ 
pointment was certainly felt at his 
general performance of the Seraskier, 
in the Siege of Belgrade. The sen¬ 
sation, however, was short-lived, and 
not at all detrimental to his subse¬ 
quent perfect success; for it arose, not 
from his deficiencies, but from the 
vague and unbounded ardour of our 
imagihatious. Disappointment soon

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siibsideiJ, and the sweetness and sci- 
C‘iK:e,the power, the tast^j and the exe¬ 
cution of Mr Braham’s singing, left us 
astonished and enchanted. He played 
ly nights, during which he sung the 
greatest part of his favourite songs ; 
and those wdiich had been most pro¬ 
ductive of delight elsewhere, were of 
course, from the operation of the 
same general causes, most successful 
liere. The rapturous feelings produ¬ 
ced by his ornate ballads, such as 
** My heart with Ijove is beating,” 
** Fair Ellen,” “ The bewildered 
Maid,” “ Young Henry,” &c. cer¬ 
tainly could not be exceeded in any 
audience ; neither could the beauty 
of his celebrated Polacea, “ SaiH a 
smile to a Tear,” and many of his 
more elaborate pieces, be more keen¬ 
ly relished, or more justly apprecia¬ 
ted.—Mr Braham opened with the 
Scraskicr, on Saturday the L5lh of 
Decenvber; and closed with a kind 
.of nieffnigc, on Saturday the 12th of 
January. 

Afteran interval of^hout ten years, 
we had again the pleasure of behold- 
ingMr Jolui Kemble and it is equal¬ 
ly honourable to the taste of this cUVj 
and to the high-toned and classic 
grandeur of Mr Kemble’s powers, 
that at no pei iud of his life, ip no thea¬ 
tre whatever, has his rec ’j'Viou been 
more ardent, or his succer.s more com¬ 
plete and conetant. It is decidedly our 
opinion, that in no one iosiance is his 
excellence abated ; on the contrary, 
in those characlers where his excel¬ 
lence peculiarly consists, we perceive 
the mellowness, the refiuement, the' 
conUniially nearer approach to perfec¬ 
tion, vvhicli time always enables genius 
that never sleeps in its exertions to ac¬ 
complish, until arrested by natural de¬ 
cay. 01* this Ml' Kemble exhibits not 
the slightest symptom ; his.figureis as 
fii.e as ever, and its action as firm ; and

the general Impression of his appear¬ 
ance, altogether as vigorous as in his 
earlier years. It is unnecessary, after 
what we have already said of him iu 
other places, to enter farther into au 
analysis of his abilities ; tlieir strength 
and their weakness have been sullici- 
ently'canvasscd. Common Nature, in 
her common walks, afTords Kemble’s 
talents no opportunities of happy ex¬ 
ertion ; she must be enlarged, or 
perhaps rather distorted, and delight 
to rove mysteriously through all the 
w’lld, unfrequented, and entangled 
paths of feeling and iinderstandiiig, 
before lie will deign to accompany 
her. It is therefore needleso to ob¬ 
serve, that his most powerful effoits 
were shown in the stern and affected 
philosophy, and the bublirne, rigid, 
and sclf-devt)ted patriotism of the sto¬ 
ic and republican Cato ; in the hypo¬ 
chondriac and sullen suvag'nicss, the 
morbid and mistaken grandeur of re¬ 
venge, of Zanga ; in the beart-stnciL- 
eii and seclpded, but virtuous mis¬ 
anthrope Penruddock ; and in that 
highly-wrc*ught poetical compound 
of kingly aftibitiou and domestic ten¬ 
derness, of grandeur, of uv-ssi, 
and of wickedness, that slave ol hu¬ 
man influence, and victim of unearth¬ 
ly agencies, Macbeth. 

In his Hamlet, liowtvcr, we think 
he has a competitor who bears away 
the palm. Mr JCcmble is prnict'Jy, 
is magnificent, is metaphysical ; but 
the morbidness of Hamlet is the mor¬ 
bidness pro*diiccd by a too acute per¬ 
ception of human misery, and a too fl> 
licate and curious ttindeticy of itives- 
tigation into human motives and cau¬ 
ses, acting upon a disposition of un¬ 
commonly amiable tenderness and sn - 
ceplihility; and of tenderness actual¬ 
ly exhibited as a constitutional tha- 
ractpristic, Mr Kemble can never 
give a good delineation. He some-

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it is true, melts lis into soft¬ 
ness, l)y gleams of hun.aii sfiih/oiluy 
struggling through the steruaud lof¬ 
ty abstractions wliicli he so jiowx’r- 
fuUy pourtrays ; and their eflect is 
the stronger, as iliey st em to brihg 
back the met.ifthysical moiislor to 

the feelin-rs from wliieh he has estran-

ged himself, and to ally liim once 
more to our sympathies. But the 
feting'-., th'-’ tendenicsr, of Hamlet, 
are n.Vvr out of sight; his human 
afieetioiis never quit him ; and this 
child of i'lorb flly acute, but natural 
sensi’ ihty, is mueli more truly, fill- 
ly, and pleasingly represented by Mr 
Young. We confess we never saw 
any other Hamlet fur and with whom 
we felt so strongly ; for whose vveak- 
I'cs-es we chenslu'cl biich unmixed 
pity ; whose suflcnngs w'e w'ept over 
so frequently, and whose death wc 
lamentt'd with grief so like tlic grief 
of brotherly affection. But Mr Young 
is an artist of a high class, and to true 
genius in liis a:t, he adds an unremil- 
ting eiier.iy of exertion, and a biicccss- 
ful activity of ..tudy, w hich must raise 
him to the summit of hiiTprolession. 

The season, after a short interme¬ 
diate vacation or two, linallv closed 
■with one of those gross violations of 
good taste, whicl. Mr Siddons, as pro¬ 
vider of the public entertainments, 
must, in compliance with the gene¬ 
ral taste of the ti^nrs, however r.-- 
pugnant to his ow'ii feelings and un¬ 
derstanding, sometimes be forced to 
commit ;—we mean the equestrian 
eathibitions, by which our dramatic 
theatres ha^^e lately been degraded. 
We believe, howevev, that in the Lon¬ 
don bouses they did keep the subor¬ 
dinate situation of an appendage to the 
jgJIay, but here they entirely usurped 
place; and the Russian Impostor, 
Oscar and Malvina, and Timour the 
Tartar, were exalted into dramas, for 


tlv> purpose of introducing the stable 
and Its inhabitants, human and brutal, 
before a wondering audience. Were 
this rage general, Dibdiids High- 
met thxl Racer wmiild be an excellent 
subject to dramati'^e, and make a kmd 
of equestrian domestic tragedy ; while 
the EppingHiint and the Whip Club 
might put to shame the rattling come¬ 
dies of Morton and Revnolds. We 
must, however, do Edinburgh the 
justsec to say, that it did not cncou- 
rai t ilicse ** next'and(’rjxestriaji mc- 
lo drnmafic spectacles ” “ these diead- 
ful combats xeiih 7'eal horsesj* and Mx 
Daxds's “ xt'iniderfid xvar horse ndinse, 
brenth 'inn flames, ami otve/uped in 
Jire\' J J” but treated them with the 
neglect which such misplaced exhibi¬ 
tions should always meet with. 

Before closing this article, we must 
not omit to notice the complete refor¬ 
mation which has taken place in that 
department of the theatre of which 
we censured the conduct somewhat 
severely at the conclusion of our last 
year’s record ; but if «ur censure was 
then severe, it is but just that our 
praise should thivS year be proportion¬ 
ally high. The orchestra of onr thea¬ 
tre may no\»/ be deemed one of its 
principal si.urces of enjoyment. 'The 
various ]) ■; IS are fitted with the ut¬ 
most propriety and liberality ; and 
the superiority of the taste and skill 
of the leader, Mr W. Peneon, is made 
manifest, by the excellence and varie¬ 
ty of the music wdiich he selects, and 
the style in which he executes and 
conduct! the performance of it. On 
this point we therefore feel not mere¬ 
ly satisfied, but greatly delighted; nor 
is there indeed any circumstance in 
the general conduct and management 
of the theatre, but what demands, 
and receives, our most decided appro¬ 
bation. , 
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'FHOUGHtlu' discoveries and hnprove- 
incuts in science which we huve to 
notice in onr present volume, arc in¬ 
ferior in some respects to those which 
occupied our attention in that of last 
year, still they arc of considerable 
importance, and do honour both to 
the sat^acity and the industry of tlmsc 
jihilosophers, who have not been de- 
lerrcd^by the badness of tiie times 
from devoliug^ tin Ir attention to the 
improvement of rise sciences. Jn oi;r 
hist volume, we confined ourselves 
chiefly to the scientific discoveries 
made in Great Britain ; but in this, 
in order in some measure to baltiiicc 
accounts, we shall take a pretty ac¬ 
curate view of the recent labours of 
men of science on the continent ; not 
neglerting, however, the improve¬ 
ments which may have been made in 
our own country. Our topics will 
be various, and by no means closely 
connected ^with each other. But that 
is the unavoidable consequence of the 
nature of our subject. We shall be¬ 
gin with chemistry, the science which 
at present is making the greatest 
progress, and which, on that account, 
IS the most interesting. 

1. CHEMisriiY, 

1. In our last volume we gave an 


account of Mr Davy’s great disco¬ 
very of the decomposition of the tix- 
ed alkabes, and of the properties of 
the vei-y singular metallit’ i.odics winch 
constitute their bases. 8mce the’piib- 
lieation of Mr Davy’s papers, a very 
hib(/noiis set ofexpcrirnents have hecn 
made upon the subject by 'rheuard 
andCi^iv Liissac. ’rhese experiments 
seem to have been undertaken at the 
suggestion of Buonaparte, who took 
it ill that the Freneh clicmists shonl|i 
be eclipsed by the discoveries of the 
British philosophers. Hi furnished 
the money requisite for the appara¬ 
tus, and is even said to have schooled 
Thenard and Gay Lnssac upon the 
subject of their experiments. Tliis, 
in some measure, accounts for the 
style in which their book upon the 
subject, entitled Rcchrrches Physiw- 
CJiirniquca, has been drawn up. A 
pompous list of*their own discoveries 
ib held up to view, and they are at 
great painij to point out their supe¬ 
riority over Mr Davy in a number of 
minute particularay of fery little con¬ 
sequence, and respecting whn-h the 
original discoverer was very likely to 
give results not altogether correct. 
Their work, however, contain-s many 
very important particulars; and we 
shall deduce from it a more accurate 
account of the propeitica of potasst- 
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iim anti sodium, than wc gave in our 

last volume. 

Rotasmum, obtained by heating 
iron-turnings and potash in a coated 
gun-bsirrel, (a process liiscoveted by 
rhenard and Gav Liissac,) is a solid 
metallic body, having the brilliancy 
and tile coloui of silver ; but spev'diJy 
tarnishing and changing into potash 
when exposed to the open air. At 
the temperature of 80'’ Fahrenheit, 
its spei-lic gravity is 0.SG5. * It 
melts wiien b.eated to the temperature 
of The jKitassumi examined 

by I^av^ , ^vhjch lused at :i much low¬ 
er ten.peratuie, coiitaimd a mixture 
of f.oGium. 

Sodium may be obtained by the 
samc'jiroccss as potassium ; but il is 
moie difTicult to succeed. In colour 
it ri - enibles h ad ; rt the temperature 
of ()0° its specific gravity is (>.9722. 
It nicks when heated to the tompe- 
Tature of 194". 

Potassium and sodium unite with 
epch othirr in any proportion, and 
form allots always more fusible than 
sodium, and sometimes even more 
60 than potassium. Three parts of 
s>odium and one part of potassium 
form an alloy which remains fluid at 
82" ; but at —4° cryetallizcs into a 
brittle metal. By increasing the pi o- 

J iortion of sodium, the alloy becomes 
ess and less fusible; though it al¬ 
ways continues more fusible than pm .■ 
sodium, and its colour likewise ap¬ 
proaches to that of silver. By increa¬ 
sing the proportion of putaTosium, the 
alloy becomes more and more fusible, 
retains that property till the pro¬ 
portion csf potassium* is very great. 
An alloy of thirty parts of potassium 


and one of sodium, melts at a tempe¬ 
rature beiweeii 55% and 64°4* 

Potassium and sodium arc capable 
of combining with three different pro¬ 
portions of oxygen, and of forming 
three different oxides, wliich deserve 
to be particulaily described. The 
pro/nx/<?(.'of potassium may be obtain¬ 
ed by keeping the metal for some time 
in a small phial, the mouth of which 
is stopped v/ith a cork stopper. It 
dcn.es Its oxygen partly from tVie aii 
in lire phial, and partly from the wa¬ 
ter which that air contains ; both of 
vvhicli are continually and slowly re¬ 
newed through the pores of the cork. 
'Phe pi'ftoxide of potassium is bluish 
grey, very brittle, and so combustible, 
that It often takes fire of its own ac¬ 
cord on simph exposure t(i the air. 
Il generally takes lire, when put into 
oxygen gas, at the temperature of be¬ 
tween TO" and 80". It decomposes 
water with great rapidity, and is con- 
vcited into potash. 

The dvuloxide of potassium is ob¬ 
tained by exposing the metal to the 
action of water. This oxide is the 
well.known substance called potas/j, 
which need not be described here. 
The peroxide, c,i fjih’d oxide of potas¬ 
sium, was di covered by Thcnard-and 
Gay Luss^l j and it is the greatest 
discovery which they made upon the 
subject. It had been observed in¬ 
deed by Mr Davy, but lie considered 
it .IS a profoxide, and under that title 
we described it in our last volume. 
It may be formed by burning potas¬ 
sium in oxygen gas. The oxygen 
w’hich it absorbs, seems to be about 
doubl the quantity which is requi¬ 
site to convert potassium into poti^. 


* This is heavier than Mr Davy found it. But he detennioed its specific gravity 
when in a state of fnsjon, when it nuist be considcrubiy jighter than at tJtetcmpei'a- 
ture of 60". 
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The peroxide of potassium is yellow. 
Heat melts it, but with more diffi¬ 
culty than potash, and it crystalli/.os 
ill plates oil cooling. When thrown in¬ 
to water, a violent effervescence takes 
place, the excess of oxygen is emit¬ 
ted, and the oxide is changed into 
potash. When heated along with 
combustible substances, it is decom¬ 
posed, and the combustible is very fre- 
<]uently set on Hre. This happens 
with phosphorus, sulphur, charcoal, 
potassium, tin, antimon}^ arsenic, 
zinc, and copper. Sometimes the 
combustible unites with the e xcess of 
oxygen of the peroxide, without oc¬ 
casioning any combustion. This is 
the case with bismuth, lead, irofl, and 
liydrogen_ gas. The peroxide of pbt- 
assiurn is decomposed also when heat¬ 
ed in contact wuth ammonia, muwatic 
acid, carbonic acid, sulphurous acid, 
aod nitrous oxide. 

Sodium forms three oxides as well 
as potassium. They possess similar 
properties, and may be obtained in 
the same manner as the oxides of 
potassium. 

From the most exact experiments 
hitherto made, the composition gf the 
oxides of potassium is as follows 

Potass. Oxygen. 

100 + 10/25 protoxide. 

100 -j- 20.50 * deutoxide orpotash. 
100 -j- 41.00 peroxide. 

The composition of the oxides of 
sodium is as follows 

Sodium. Oxygen. 

100 + 17.3 protoxide.

100 -k peroxide. 


The rate at wdilch the oxygen in¬ 
creases in these oxides is worthy of 
remark. If we represent the quan¬ 
tity of oxygen which unites with 1(X) 
parts of potassium to form the pro¬ 
toxide by ff, then the q^iantity neces. 
sary for the deutoxide is and the 
quaftlity for the peroxide 1* a. But 
the numbers which represent the quan¬ 
tities of oxygen necessary to consti¬ 
tute the respective oxides of sodium, 
are a, 2 a, li a. If \vc represent the 
weight of an atom of oxygen by T.-o, 
then the weight of an atom of potas¬ 
sium will be 7.‘1, and that of an atom 
of sodium 43.3. The oxides of pot¬ 
assium and sodium are composed as 
follows, (supposing o to denote an 
atom of oxygen, and p and .v an atom 
of potassium and sodium respective¬ 
ly:)

2. In our last volume we gave an 
account of the experiments of The- 
nard and Gay Lussac on muriatic 
acid gas, and .the conclusions which 
they drew from them, that this gas 
contained about-^th of its weight of 
water, \vhich was essential to its ex¬ 
istence in the gaseous state, and of 
which, of course? it could not be de¬ 
prived w'ithoul losing its elastic form.

By Davy to aecortain whether oxy- 
munatic acid contained oxypjen ; the 
failure of all the suj)potied proofs 
of the existence of oxygen in that 
body f and the infi-rcnce which that 
sagaetbos exp^Huienter drew, namely, 
that oxymiinatic acid is a simple sub¬ 
stance, and tlu.t muriatic acid fli a 
compound of that body and hydro- 

f eh, nearly in equal bulks, supposing 
olh constituents in the gaseous state. 
This was tlie oiuniou which had been 
entertained by behede, the original 
discoverer of oxyrnuriatic acid, and 
which was conceived to have been 
overturned by tlie exjxriments of 
Bertfiollct in 1785. Davy, in conse¬ 
quence of adopting this theory, found 
it nccessiuy to change the name of 
oxymuriatic acid. He invented for 
it the term chlorine., in consequence 
of its green colour ; and this is the 
name by which we shall henceforth 
distinguish it. 

Chlorine, like oxygen, is a sup¬ 
porter of combustion ; and, like oxy¬ 
gen, it has the property of combining 
with the greater number of the sim¬ 
ple bodies. With some it unites only 
in one proportion ; with others in 
two ; while with some, charcoal for 
example, it does not combine at all. 
Such is a sketch of the theory of 
Davy, which was attended with some 
difficulties when originally proposed 
But these difficulties h^ve been gradu- 
allv I'cmoved by the subsequent experi- 
mentsof Davyandhisbrother. In this 
country, Davy’s theory of tfiie nature 
of chlorine and muriatic acid has been 
opposed by Mr'Ddllon and Mr Mur¬ 
ray. All our other chemical philo¬ 
sophers have acceded to it, or at least 
have not opedly opposed it. Mr Dal¬ 
ton's opposition 18 founded entirely 
upon hypothetical grounds, and will 
probably be laid aside upon more 
careful examination. He had formed 


an opinion that muriatic acid is a com¬ 
pound of 1 atom of hydrogen, and % 
atoms of oxygen ; and chlorine, of 1 
atom of hydrogen, and 4 of oxygen. 
Davy’s theory clashed with this hy¬ 
pothesis, which was a favourite with 
Mr Dalton, and induced him to re¬ 
ject the theory altogether. 

MrMurray’sopposirion was found¬ 
ed upon different principles. He en¬ 
deavoured by direct experiment to 
demoiistraxe the existrnco of oxygen 
as a constituent of chlorine. His ex¬ 
periments were objected to b)'^ Mr 
.fohii Davy. A controversy took 
place between these two gentlemen, 
which was earned on with consider¬ 
able keenness on both sides. The su¬ 
periority, in point of style and per¬ 
spicuity, was on the side of Mr Mur¬ 
ray j«but in point of accuracy and ex¬ 
perimental ingenuity, it was on the 
side of Mr John Davy. Mr Murray 
made a mixture of carbonic oxidc^ hy¬ 
drogen, and chloric gas, and fired it 
by electricity^. He obtained a quan¬ 
tity of carbonic acid gas ; the oxygen 
in this gas he conceived to be derived 
from the chloric gas, and hence infer¬ 
red that it existed a.s a constituent of 
that gas. Th*‘se and some other cir¬ 
cumstances, which appeared at first 
sight of uifficult explanation, and 
pcarcely reconcileahle to Davy’s the¬ 
ory, were obviated by the discovery 
of two new gases, made by Messrs 
Davy during the course of their ex¬ 
periments. Of these two gases we 
shall now endeavour to give an ac¬ 
count. 

3. The first of these gases is a com¬ 
pound of chlorine and oxygen. It 
was discovered by Mr Davy, and may 
be obtained by pouring some very di¬ 
lute muriatic acid upon the hyper- 
ox y muriate of potash, and then ap¬ 
plying a low heat. The gas is to be 
received over mercury, and ought 
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never to be collected in large quanti¬ 
ties at a time. At first it is always 
mixed with chloric gas; but this 
latter gas is gradually absorbed by 
the mercury, and the new gas remains 
in a state of tolerable punty. Mr 
Davy has given it the name of euchlo- 
ric gas. 

Euchloric gas has a bright yellow¬ 
ish green colour, much more intense 
than that of chlorine. Water absorbs 
about ten times its bulk of it. Its 
specific gravity is nearly 2.61. When 
exposed to a moderate heat, it is de¬ 
composed with an explosion, and con¬ 
verted into a mixture of chlorine and 
oxygen gas, in the proportion of two 
measures of the former to orietif the 
latter ; or by weight, of 32.9 chlorine 
and 7.5 of oxygen. 50 parts of cu- 
chloric gas, when decomposed in this 
manner, expand so as to become 60 
parts. 

EpHchloric gas has a smell some¬ 
what similar to that of burnt sugar. 
Water impregnated with it acquires 
an orange colour. When this gas is 
detonated with hydrogen, there is a 
great absorption to more than yd, and 
solution of muriatic acid is formed. 
When the explosive gas is in excess, 
oxygen is always expelled ; a fact de¬ 
monstrating the stronger, affinity of 
hydrogen for chlorine *^han for oxy¬ 
gen. When phosphorus was intro¬ 
duced into euchloric gas, an explo¬ 
sion took place, and pTiosphoric acid 
and phosphorane (compound of phos¬ 
phorus and chlorine), were formed. 
Sulphur produced a similar effect, 
though not so rapidly. It hardly 
acts upon the metals till it has under¬ 
gone decomposition, when the chlo¬ 
rine evolved exhibits its usual effects 
upon these bodies. 

Euchlorine exhibits a phenomenon 
peculiar to itself, and scarcely recon¬ 
cilable to the presently received doc¬ 


trines respecting heat and light. When 
exposed to a very modcraie heat, it is 
decomposed, and its bulk increases 
about one fifth part ; yet, at the same 
time, there is a considerable evolution, 
of heat and light- In^dl other cases 
of similar evolutions, the body giving 
ouf heat and light undergoes a con¬ 
densation instead of an expansion, and 
the evolution is explained *l>y means 
of the condensation. Now, in the 
present case, buch an explanation fails 
entirely. 

4. The second gas is a compound 
of chlorine and carbonic oxidt. It 
was discovered by Mr John Davy, 
during his repetition of the experi¬ 
ments of Mr Murray, and accouiite 
for some of the results obtained by 
that chemist, which appeared at first 
biglit ineonsistent with Mr Davy's 
theory of the nature of muriatic acid. 
It is formed by mixing together 
equal bulks of dry chloric gas and 
carbonic oxide gas over inercury, 
and exposing the mixture either to 
sunshine, or to the strong light of 
day. The two elastic iluids combine 
and form a colourless gas, equal in 
bulk to one half of the two gases, 
before combination ; that is to say,, 
that 100 cubic inches of chlorine, 
and 1(X) cubic inches of carbonic 
oxide, when united together, form 
100 cubic inches of the new gas. 
Hence its specific gravity must be 
3.669, and 100 cubic inches of it 
must weigh H 1.91 grains. Tt is, 
therefore, by far the heaviest ol all 
the gases with which we are acqiiaint- 
ed. • • 

When thif^gas comes in contact with 
water, it decomposes that liquid, and 
is converted into muriatic and carbo¬ 
nic acids. But when m a dry state, 
it has the property of combining with 
the different bases, and seems to poe- 
«es8 the characters of an acid. Mr 
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John Davy has drawn up an interest¬ 
ing account of this gas, which lias 
been read before the Royal Society, 
and will bo publislied in tlie next vo¬ 
lume of ithe Philosophical Transac¬ 
tions* 

;5. 'Hydrogen gas has the property 
of uniting in two proportiemswithfcar- 
bon, and of foi-ining two gaseous coin- 
. pounds, 'listjnguished by the names 
of carbureted hi/drogeUi and ohjiani 
gas. An account of the properties 
and constituents of the*oe extseonii bo- 
dies, by Dr 'J'homson, has been pub¬ 
lished in the first volume of the Wer¬ 
nerian Society Memoirs. 

Carbureted hydrogen has not yet 
been formed artificially by chemists; 
but it exhales spontaneously in great 
abundance from stagnant water du¬ 
ring the summer months. It is co¬ 
lourless and transparent, and has no 
sensible taste or smell. Its specific 
gravity is 0.5551*. It burns with a 
yellow flame, and gives out a great 
deal of heat and light. It detonates, 
when mi'xcd with oxygen gas, by 
mtfans of an electric spark. The pro- 
du.cta are carbonic acid and water. 
Carbureted hydrogc.i requires twice 
its bulk of oxygen gas for complete 
combustion, and exactly its bulk of 
carbonic acid gas is formed ; or 100 
cubic inches of carbureted h-ydrogen, 
when burnt, unite with 300 cubic 
inches of oxygen gas, pnd 100 cubic 
>; inciies of ctu bonic acid are formed,

obtained by heating a mixture of *4 
parts of sulphuric acid, and Epaytof 
alcohol. It is colourless and trans¬ 
parent, and destitute - of taste and 
smell. I ts specific gravity is 0.f)7-i.5- 
It burns witn a clear white flame, and 
gives out more light than any oiiier 
ga‘5. During its combustion, it unites 
witii three times its bulk of oxygen 
gas, end forms twice its bulk of car¬ 
bonic acid .^ns ; or 100 cubic inches 
of ol. fiant combiiic with 300 cu¬ 
bic inches of oxygen gaa, and form 
200 cubic inches of carbonic acid. 
It unites with chlorine, and condenses 
with it into an opake white liquid, 
having somewhat the appearance of 
an oil. It was on this account that 
the term olejiant gas wai given to it. 
This substance, nowever, which is a 
compound of the gas and chlorine, 
possesses properties quite different 
from those of an oil. It has a sweet 
and cooling taste, and makes a sl.-ong 
though not unpleasant impression on 
the palate. It is heavier than water, 
and dissolves slowly .in that liquid, 
communicating to it its own peculiar 
flavour. It dissolves in alcohol, ether, 
and nitric acid, but not in oil of tur¬ 
pentine, In sidphurip acid, it effer¬ 
vesces, and c/tJuric acid is emitted un¬ 
altered.

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the opuiiony that oxygen was one of 
its constituents ; and of the siugulai- 
amalgam discovered by Berzelius, by 
passing a current of electricity, by 
means of a galvanic battery, through 
a globule of mercury in contact with 
an ammoniacal salt. The form.ntion of 
this atnalgam seemed to demonstrate 
the metallic nature of the basis of am¬ 
monia, and therefore gave a strong 
probability to Davyds opinion. But 
the inconsistency of the two sets of 
experiments left an uncertainty hang¬ 
ing over the subject, which tlie cxer- 
tionsof subsequentexperimentershave 
not been able to remove. Thenard 
and Oay Lussac have paid a great 
deal of attention to tlie subject) and 
have endeavoured to prove, by an ela¬ 
borate set of experiments, that the al¬ 
loy in question is a compound of'hy¬ 
drogen and mercury. Were we to 
suppose their experiments rigidly ac¬ 
curate, there can be no doubt that 
they have established their position. 
But as their reasoning depends on 
aupposing that their alloy was perfect¬ 
ly free from water, a supposition not 
susceptible of proof, their opinion 
must be still considered as hypotheti¬ 
cal. Analogy is certainly hostile to 
it. Hydrogen, indeed) is supposed to 
be capable, like the other simple com¬ 
bustibles) of uniting to metals ; but 
the compounds which it forms with 
them are very different in their ap- 

J iearance and properties from metal- 
ic alloys j whereas the amalgam of 
Berzelius is a soft ductile substance, 
and possesses the metallic lustre in 
perfection. 

On the hther hdnd) Berzelius con¬ 
siders the formation of the amalgam 
as a demonstration that the base of 
ammonia i«r a metal, and that ammo¬ 
nia, like tlie other idkalies, is a metal¬ 
lic oxide^ He even deduces, by means 
of a chemical law which we shall no¬ 


tice afterwards, that ammonia is com¬ 
posed of

But this conclusion i8j;oo inconsistent, 
with the results obtained by Thenard 
an*d Gay Lussac to be admitted. Per¬ 
haps the complete solution of the dif¬ 
ficulty would be, to admit the metal¬ 
lic nature of some one of the consti¬ 
tuents- of ammonia. For example, if 
hydrogen were conceived to be a me¬ 
tal in the gaseous state, all difficul¬ 
ties would vanish, and the experiments 
of the French chemistJ might be re¬ 
conciled with those of Berzelius, and 
with chemical analogy in general. 

7. Gold, though perhaps known 
and valued for a longer period than 
any of the other metals, yet, in a che¬ 
mical point of view, we have less pre¬ 
cise knowledge respecting it than any 
of the others. This is owing to pe¬ 
culiar properties which its oxides pos¬ 
sess, which renders it more difficult 
to examine them than those of any 
other metal. Vauquelin has b-, eu 
lately induced to turn his attention 
to this difficult subject, in conse¬ 
quence of the introduction of prepa¬ 
rations of gold into medicine. This 
has been done by M. Chretien, a phy¬ 
sician of Montpelier, who has employ¬ 
ed the preparations of this metal with 
great siiccesa in syphilitic and scrofu¬ 
lous complaints, and has found them 
not at|ended with those diaagreeahh* 
symptoms which so frequently follow 
the liberal administration of morcurial 
medicines. We sfiall here state the 
facts whiclf Vauquelin has ascertain- 
ed. 

The aqua regia best suited for dis¬ 
solving gold, is composed of two 
parts muriatic acid, and one part ni¬ 
tric acid. The solution is red> with 
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a shadf of yellow, and yields, when 
evaporated, deliquescent prisms of a 
yellow colour, the exact shape of 
which has not been ascertained. Pot¬ 
ash and soda, poured cold into this 
eolution^ occasions no precipitate, but 
gives the liquid a red colour ol great 
intensity. But if, after having satu¬ 
rated the acid with potash, tlie solu¬ 
tion be heated, a red matter precipi¬ 
tates in very bulky flocks. An ex¬ 
cess of alkali occasions a considera¬ 
ble diminution in the quantity of pre¬ 
cipitate obtained. Carbonate of pot¬ 
ash may be employed for the same 
purpose, with this advantage, that, 
though added in excess, it occasions 
scarcely any diminution in the quan¬ 
tity of precipitate obtained. This 
red matter is an oxide of gold. It 
diminishes very much in bulk by dry¬ 
ing j its colour becomes very intense ; 
it has an astringent and metallic taste, 
and when taken into the mouth oc¬ 
casions a very copious flow of saliva. 
It is slightly soluble in water, and 
very easily parts with its oxygen. 
The whole of the gold is not preci¬ 
pitated from its solution by alkalies : 
about one third of the whole still re¬ 
mains in solution, and cannot be preci¬ 
pitated by alkaline bodies; tlie reason 
is, that the muriates of gdld and pot¬ 
ash combine together, and constitute 
a triple salt. ' It is well known that 
such salts cannot be decomposed in 
the usual way. Hcucci to obtain as 
much oxide of gold as possible, the 
solution should be, as nearly possi¬ 
ble, deprived of all excess of acid be¬ 
fore the alkali is added. 

8. Nickld,.since it pointed out 

by Cronstedt, as a pecultar metal, in 
1751, has occupied the attention of 
some of the moat skilful chemists 
that Europe has produced. To 
Richter we were indebted for the 
most accurate account of its proper¬ 


ties ; but Taputi has lately published 
a more complete dissertation on the 
same subject, in which he has cor¬ 
rected some of the inaccuracies into 
which Richter had fallen, who does 
not seem to have been able to free 
his nickel, from all the metallic bo¬ 
dies with which it is usually contami¬ 
nated. 

Taputi’s method of obtaining the 
metal in a state of purity w’as this ; 
the ore of nickel, known in Germany 
under the name ol sjH'isXy was dissol¬ 
ved in nitric acid, and the solution se¬ 
parated from the earthy residue, and 
from a portion of sulphur, wliich had 
deposited itself. By concentrating 
the nitric solution, a considerable por¬ 
tion of* white oxide of arsenic is de¬ 
posited in crystals. Into the hot li¬ 
quid, separated by filtration from 
these crystals, carbonate of soda of 
commerce was cautiously added, in or¬ 
der to precipitate the different arseni- 
ates which were known to be helfi in 
solution. These are the arseniates 
of iron (yellowish wliite), of cobalt 
(red), of copper, and of manganese. 
The addition of soda is to be conti¬ 
nued till the matter thrown down 
begins *to assume a green colour, in¬ 
dicating that portion of the arse- 
niate of nickfi is beginning to fall; 
the liquid is then filtered, and a cur¬ 
rent of sulphuretcd hydrogen is made 
to pass through it, till all the arsenic 
is precipitated in the form of sulphu- 
ret. The filtered liquor now contains 
nothing but nitrate of nickel. Tht 
oxide is thrown down by an alkali, 
w’ashed, dried, mixed with charcoal, 
placed in a charcoal crdcible, and 
exposed to a heat raised to 160* 
Wedge wood. The oxide is reduced 
and melted into a button of metal. 

Nirkcl thus obtained is of a colour 
between that of silver and steel. Itt 
specific gravity at the temperature of 
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55®» is 8.380; but when well ham¬ 
mered, it becomes as hi^h as 8.820. 
It is malleable and ductile, but can¬ 
not be hammered out into very thin 
plates. It breaks with a fibrous frac¬ 
ture, and is rather less magnetic than 
iron. Like iron it has the property 
of combining with carbon ; and, on 
that account, has never yet been ob¬ 
tained in a state of absolute purity. 
Even its mtillcabiliiy and ductility 
vary w'ith the propoition of carbon 
wdiicli It contains, being inversely as 
that j)orlion. Nickel combines rea¬ 
dily with sulpluir, and forms a com¬ 
pound resembling martial pyrites. 
The mineral, distinguished by the 
name of capillcrij pyrites^ has been 
lately cxamirK'd by Klaproth? and 
found to be in r.-ality a sulpliuret of 
nickel. 

Nickel combines with two doses of 
oxygen ; the protoxide may be obtain¬ 
ed by dissolving nickel in nitric acid, 
and precipitating by means of an al¬ 
kali. Its colour IS blackish ash grey ; 
it has no taste, is not magnetic, is so¬ 
luble in acids, and insoluble iu the 
fixed alkalies. It is composed, ac¬ 
cording to Taputi, of 100 parts of 
nickel, and 27 of oxygen ; Tlys ox¬ 
ide combines with water, and forms a 
hydrate, first noticed by Proust, 
composed of 3 parts oxide and 1 
part water. Its colour ir light green. 
It may be obtained in cr^'stals. It 
has hardly any taste ; is slightly so¬ 
luble iu water, and very soluble in 
acids. The peroxide of nickd was 
discovered by Thenard, and may be 
obtained by passing a current of chlo¬ 
ric gas thrcfugh protoxide recently 
precipitated and still moist. 

Diluted sulphuric acid dissolves 
nickel with facility. The solution, 
when concentrated, yields crystals of 
stdphateof nickel in rectangular four¬ 
sided prisms, terminated by four¬ 


sided pyramids, the faces of which 
make angles of 12(1” with the adja¬ 
cent sides of the prism. 'Fhis sulphate 
has an emerald green colour, a sw'oet 
and astringent taste, leaving an acrid 
and metallic impression in the month. 
At the temperature of 55°, it dissol¬ 
ves in three times its weight of water. 
When exposed to the air, it effloresces 
and becomes white. It is insoluble 
in alcohol and ether. It is compo¬ 
sed of

Nitric acid dissolves nickel with 
facility; the nitrate crystalli/.es in 
eight-sided prisms. It has a green 
coloui, with a sliglit shade of blue; 
its taste is similar to that of the sul¬ 
phate of uickcl. It dissolves in twice 
its weight of cold watei, and, when 
exposed to the air, deliquesces or ef¬ 
floresces according to the state of 
the atmosphere. 

Muriatic acid dissolves nickel with 
facility, w'hen assisted by heat; the 
muriate has an apple-green colour, 
a taste similar to tfve sulphate, crys¬ 
tallizes confusedly, dissolves in twice 
its weight of cold water, and deliques¬ 
ces or effloresces according to the 
state of the atmosphere. Alcohol dis¬ 
solves it with difficulty, especially 
when deprived of its water of crystal¬ 
lization. 

Piiosphate oLnickel is easily foi m- 
cd, by iftixing together the solutions 
of subphosphate of Bodn and sulphate 
of nickel. Thck insoluble phosphate 
precipitates. • It is greenish white, 
tasteless, insoluble in water, but so¬ 
luble in sulphuric, nitric, and muria¬ 
tic acids. 

The borate may be obtained by a 
similar decomposition; it is whitish 
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green, tasteless, insoluble in water, 
but soluble in the three mineral acids. 
The carbonate of' nickel may be ob¬ 
tained by a similar process; it has 
similar'properties, and is soluble in an 
excess bf jdfcaline carbonate. 

Thi? arseniate of nickel is of an 
appie-green colour, has a metallic 
taste, 18 insoluble in water, but sfolu- 
ble in the three mineral acids. The 
chromate of nickel is of a reddish 
brown colour, and very deliquescent; 
ft does not crystallize. 

Neither oxalic acid, nor any of the 
vegetable acids, attack nickel in the 
metallic state; but the oxalate of 
nickel may be obtained by boiling 
oxalic acid on the hydrate or carbo¬ 
nate of nickeh It is in flocks of a 
greenish white colour, has little taste, 
is insoluble in wafer, but soluble in 
the three mineral acids when diluted. 
The tartrate of nickel resembles the 
oxalate; but il soluble in an excess 
of its own, or any other vegetable 
acid, which is not the case with the 
oxalate. The citrate of nickel resem¬ 
bles the tartrate in its properties. 

The acetate of nickel may be ob¬ 
tained by dissolving the carbonate in 
acetic acid. It crystallizes confused¬ 
ly, has a chr^^soprase green colour, a 
eweet taste, dissolves in six times its 
■weight of cold water, is insoluble in 
alcohol, and slightly deliquesces when 
exposed to the open air. 

The o.xide of nicke\, has the p:o- 
perty of entering into a great many 
triple combinations. • The most rc- 
xninriMible of the triple salts ^hich it 
form^ai'c the following- 
Sulphate of pbtash-and-nickel. 
fiulphite of ammonia*and-nicke!.

0. Manganese is another metal 
with which we are still but imper¬ 
fectly acquainted. We therefore lio 
under considerable obligations, to Dr 
John, of Berlin, for a set of accurate 
experiments w'hich he has made upon 
it, and shall here state the new results 
wliich he obtained. 

Manganese, when recently obtain¬ 
ed in the metallic state, has the co¬ 
lour of cast iron. Its specific gravi¬ 
ty is 8.013. It is softer than cast 
iron, and may be filed. When per¬ 
fect!/free from iron, it is not attract¬ 
ed by the magnet; but a very small 
portion of that'jnetal renders it mag¬ 
netic. When exposed to the air, it 
speedily loses its metallic lustre, and be¬ 
comes oxidated. According to John, 
it forms three oxides j the green, the 
brown, and the black. The green ox¬ 
ide is formed by mixing manganese 
with water. The water is decompo¬ 
sed, and its oxygen converts the man¬ 
ganese into protoxide, or green ox¬ 
ide. .When the green oxide is expo¬ 
sed to the air. it absorbs an addition¬ 
al dose of o <} gen, and becomes br'own 
oxide. T[ iie black oxide is obtained 
l>y dissolving manganescin nitric acid, 
and evaporating to dryness. Accord¬ 
ing to John, these oxides are compo¬ 
sed as follows :— 

Protoxide, 100 metal -f- 15oxygcn 
Brown oxide, 100 4* 25 

Peroxide, 100 -1-40 

But these numbers, not being mul¬ 
tiples of each other, are obviously 
wrong. Were the proportion of oxy¬ 
gen in the protoxide stated at 13 in¬ 
stead of 15, the anomaly would be 
removed. 

By dissolving' carhon&te of man- 
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ixilnitric acid, evapora* 
tipg aiutip|ialy^, thji niitrate of maa- 
gaoese taikjwi optaioed needleform 
prisms; it UfM^a colour, i« semi- 
transparenti^of &' sh^rp bitter taate, 
deliquesce^dt^ ibe air, and is soluble 
in alcobol, an^ ^he alcohol burns with' 
a green-coloured flame. 

Acede acid dissolves mangaoeffl 
and its carbonate very slowly. The 
solution readily crystaTJizos m rhom- 
boidal tables; they have a r^d co¬ 
lour, 84 e transparent, not altered by 
exposure to the mr : theu taste is as¬ 
tringent and metallic. They dissolve 
in ak )hol, and it}3 ^ times then weight 
of cold water. They arc canapos^ 
of 30 parts oxide, and 70 p3Urta«alDid , 
and water. , 

Tungstic acid and watery boiled ota 
po .vdercd manganese, convert it into 
a wUtte powder, as they do also the 
carbonate of manganese. Tungstate 
of ma^anese may be obtained by 
dropping tnngstate of potash into a 
solution of manganese. It is a white 
tasteless powder, insoluble in water, 
and not altered by expoaure to the 
air. When hrated, it becomes hrst 
yellow, and then btpwn, and doea not 
melt. 

Benzoic acid ditsolves manganese 
and its carbonate slowly^ solu- 
tkm yields thin prismatic ‘crystals, 
colourless, transparent, npt ^ered 
in the air, and having a sweetifh asr 
tring^nt taste, which leaves a hitter 
impression in the mouth. It dis, 
solrea m dO tiroes its weight of W«itet 
at 66°, It dissolves liiiewW in al¬ 
cohol.

10. The number of metals has in¬ 
creased so much withm these few 
years, that the chemical world lie 
under considerable obhgations to Dr 
Wollaston, foi having shown that co* 
luntdtum, the metal discovered by Mr 
Hatcliett, and tafUalum^ the metal 
discovered by Mr Ekeberg, possess 
' exactly the same characters^and there¬ 
fore constitute in realUy butunemetak 
/rhe punde of this metil i« whh%,and 
nearly insoluble in sidphurtc, rntric, 
and muriatic acids,but dissolves readi<* 
!y in oxalic, tartaric, and citric acids,

IS. The first accurgte’^attetnpt to 
determine the ultimate constituents 
of animal and vegetable sabatances 
was made by Lavoi 8 iel’» in his ^eR 
known esperimenta on Slcohol and 
oils. Since that period other chemists 
have followed his footsteps. But the 
processes employed were so compli¬ 
cated, that much precision could 
hardly be expected. Tfaenard, and 
Gay jLussac nave lately proposed a 
new method of analysing these bodies, 
which they affirm to be very fiasy, * 
and perfectly accurate. 

The substances to be analysed are 
dried by a boilmg water heat, redu* 
ced to powder, and intimately mixed 
with three or four times then weight 
of hepOMxymunate of potash, which 
. has Men previously accurately analy¬ 
sed. This mixture is made up into 
small balls, by means of a little wa¬ 
ter, and then thoroughly dried in a 
boiliug-watCr heat. A Ibng stout 
glass tube, shut at one end, is fitted 
at the other with altop-cocfc. On one 
side of which is made a hollow capa¬ 
ble of holding one of these balls} so 
that when the stop-cock is turned 
round, the ball tUay be made to 4 top 
into the tube, without openfug any 
communication With the externa! air. 
From the side of this glass tufiCi to¬ 


wards the upper end, a bent tube 
passes, and terminates m a mercurial 
trough. Over the extremity of this 
tube, glass vessels are placed to receive 
the gases extricated during the pro¬ 
cess. The analysis is* conducted m 
the following manner• 

The lower extremity of the glass 
tube IB heated nearly to redness by 
means of a sbint lamp. The balls 
are then .made to drop successively 
upon this extremity. They imme¬ 
diately burn with brilliancy; the ani¬ 
mal or vegetable substance is com¬ 
pletely decomposed, and converted 
into carbonic acid gfas, water, and 
azotic gas, if any be present. When 
a sufficient number of balls have been 
biirn^ to expel all the common air, 
then a certain number of balls is to 
be weighed and careimlly burnt in the 
same manner ; and the gases extrica¬ 
ted during the combustion are to be 
measured and accurately analysed in 
order to determine their nature. The 
weight of the substance consumed 
being known, and the proportion of 
oxygen gas furnished by tpe salt be¬ 
lt^ also known, an exact knowledge 
ot the i^uantity and nature of the gas¬ 
es extricated gives the data necessary 
for determining the constituents of 
the animal or vegetable substances un- 
der ezSmination. The following ta¬ 
ble exhibits the constil^uents of au the 
substances hitherto analysed by this

These analyses are certainly inte¬ 
resting, and do credit both to the in¬ 
dustry and ingenuity of the 
chemists that made them. But im¬ 
plicit reliance cannot be put in them 
till the}” be repeated. We Are afraid 
that the method of analysing gaseous 
substances his not yet reached that 
degree of perfection which would he 
requisite to render the analysis of ve- 
gct.'ible and animal bodies suaceptibie 
of complete accuracy. 

14. It is w^l known that a con¬ 
siderable quantity of alcohol mAy be 
obtained by distilling wine, and that 
the spirit known by the name of bran¬ 
dy is procured in this manner- The 
original opinion entertained by che-^ 
mists was, that this spirit existed re^y' 
formed in the wine, and that it was 
merely separated from the watery part 
by di^nilatian. But Fabroni, having 
shown by experiment that no.alcohm 
could be separated from wine* by sa¬ 
turating it with dry carbonate pf pot¬ 


ash, announced as his opinion, that the 
alcohol does not exist in wine ready 
formed, but that it is formed by a 
double decomposition, which takes 
place during the distillation. This 
opinion was generally acceded to by 
chemists. But Mr Bntnde has lately 
endeavoured to revive the old one. 
He accounts for the impossibility of 
separating alcohol from wine by car¬ 
bonate of potash, by the presence of 
a mucilaginous colouring matter | and 
shows that, even when alcohol is add¬ 
ed to wine on purpose, it cannot be 
separated from it by means of carbo¬ 
nate of potash. If Mr Brande has 
not succeeded in demonstrating the 
existence of alcohol in wine, he has 
at least overturned the experiments 
of Fabroni, and shown that no con¬ 
clusion, against the presence of alco¬ 
hol in wine can be deduced from these 
experiment?. The following table ex¬ 
hibits quantity of alcohol of the 
specific gravity 0.825, which Mr 
Brande obtained from different kinds 
of wine and some other liquids :—

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15. Fermentation is one of the pro¬ 
cesses with which chemists arc still 
but imperfectly acquainted, it was 
conceived to be occasioned by the 
mutual action of a saccharine matter 
and a ferment (yeast for cxanaple) 
upon each other. It was known that 
if solution of sugar and yeast of beer 
be mut'd together in close vessels, fer¬ 
mentation goes on without the con¬ 
tact «xf air. From these facts it was 
concluded that the ferment was always 
identic, and that fermentation goes 
on independent of the contact of air. 
But Gay Lunsac has lately discover¬ 
ed that this opinion is inaccurate, as 
far as the must of grapes and the 
Juice of currants is concerned. Th ese 
liquids never begin to ferment iinleHs 
they be in contact with common air 
or oxygen g.'is. But when the fer¬ 
mentation is once begun, it goes on 
of its own accord. This discovery 
was made by accident. M. Appert, 
a FreiT^iman, has lately proposed a 
method of preserving must, milk, 
meat, and many other substances, any 
length of time fresh. His method is 
to eimlose them m a bottle, expose 
them in that state to the heat of boil¬ 
ing water, and then to cork thi’m up 
io tight as to shut out all communi¬ 
cation with the externa! atr. By this 
means must of grapes preservid 
quite fresh for a year, But if you 
pour it from one vessi 1 < o anothci, 
fermentation speedily e«.«n.-s on, and 
the must is converted into wine. T!. 
nard found that if this transvasatio 
was conducted in such a maimer that 
all contact of external air was pre¬ 
vented, no fermentation took place ; 
but fermentation began immediately 
if a little bjtygen gas was let up to it. 
Hence it follows, that, as far as must 
and the juice of currans is concerned, 
idle presence of oxygen gas is essfjn- 


tial for the commencement of fermen¬ 
tation. 

Gay Lussac found likewise that 
tbe putrefaction of animal subhtances, 
such as milk, wine, beef, mutton, &c., 
is equally dependent upon the pre¬ 
sence of oxygen gas,.and that these 
substances may be kept in close ves¬ 
sels* for any length or time witliout 
decomposition ; but upon letting up 
to them oxygen gas or common an, 
the decomposition immediately be¬

%l. The insects called cantharidcs 
have been long employed in medicine, 
and are remarkable for their w^ell- 
kflowil blistering property, and for 
the powerful action which they have 
on tbe'urinary organs. Various at¬ 
tempts have been made by chemists 
to determine the peculiar copiitituent 
of caiithandes to which the blistering 
property IB owing; but these attempts 
till lately were not attended with suc¬ 
cess. At last Robiquet has bten so 
fortunate as to show that canthandes 
contains a pecuHaraubstanceto which 
they owe thi» propeity. This sub¬ 
stance he has distinguished by the 
name of the bluleiing ptinaple. He 
obtained it in the following manner. 
Canthatides, slightly bruincd, were 
boiled successively m distilled water, 
till that liquid ceased to act upon 
tliem. The residue being heated with 
alcohol yieldi d a green coloured oil, 
destitute of the pioperty of blistering. 
The decoction was evaporated to the 
c'onsistenceof a soft extract, and then 
treated successively with considerable 
quaattties of well rectified boiling al¬ 
cohol, till that -liquid ceased to ac¬ 
quire any colpur. The whole blister¬ 
ing jproperty was C6n6ned to a yel¬ 
low diatt^r which the alcohol had ta- 
keh the insoluble black residue 
bteiiig quite i«ert,» This yelloAv mat¬ 
ter was lUtroddCed into a flask with 
Bin^huric ether, and the flabk, being 
hiwmeticaUy sealed, was agitated for 
seireral hours.

Edinburgh. Urider the receiver of aw 
air*pump he places a flat glass-vessel,

IS consistent with the plan of our 
work. Let us now turn our ntten* 
tion Ito the kindred science of mine- 
in which the discoveries* from 
the nature of the subject* cannot be 
expected to be so numerous. 

1. There is no metal which occurs 
in such abundance on the surface of 
the earth as iron. Hence probably 
the reason of the great variety of states 
in which It presents itself. Strictly 
speaking* indeed, the iron always is 
found in one of three states* namely* 
metallic^ protoxidct and peroxide. 
But It 16 mixed or combined with such 
a variety of foreign bodies as to make 
it put on many various appearances. 
No fewer than 40 iron ores have been 
described by mitierai(»gista. These 
numerous ores are far from being at 
present well arranged by mmeralo* 
gists. The criterion hitlierto adopud 
by the German school* is the colour 
of the oies* which is less exception* 


able thun the attempt of Hauy* to be 
guided by the compositiont as he hat 
been obbged* in consequence of our 
limited knowledge of the constituents 
of the ores of iron* to leave out of view 
thegffeater numb«Tof them altogether. 
Siiu»* he has arranged' all the ores of 
irot^ Under nine species. On this ac* 
count we consider a dissertation lately 
published by 0*Aubui8SOD, pointing 
out a species of iron ore not hitherto 
noticed by the French mineralogists, 
as of considerable value. To this new 
species he gives the name of hifdrate 
of iron. He shows that it consista 
essentially of peroxide of iron and wa¬ 
ter united together, in the proportion 
of 85 parts peroxide* and 15 parts 
water. He arranges under this spe¬ 
cies five diderent subspecies* which 
we shall give* both with the titles bv 
which he distinguishes them* and with 
the names by which they are known 
in the miueralogtcal system of Wer* 
ner:

Hauy embraced the theory sketthed 
by Bergman, and made it the founda* 
tion of his system of mineralogy. The 
subject has be^n carried so hx, that 
we are now ablp to detemoine the 
speeies <tf a great nmnberof crystals* 
simply by asoevtauimg the exact shape 
ol the crystals, lienee a method of 
mcaauring the^glesof crystals with 
preraskm comes to be an object of 
grsnksmportanoe m inineralogy. The 
insflitfiseDts called, iomometets, for¬ 
merly used by l>e Lisle and Hauy* 
were not shsceptibte of much precx<> 
lion*, and couw *har«iljr ever hw dfcv 
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pended upon neafef than two or three 
4 e)^ptee«, a dX&rcncc greater than, m 
more instances than one, is to be found 
between tho angies of crystals be- 
longtiig to diflPerent species. Hence 
the instrument could not be depended 
on,' and was, d6mparatively speaking, 
•f Jitt^ use. But Dr WoHaatpi} has 
lately invented one ii|K>n optical prin¬ 
ciples, the accuracy of which may be 
depended on within five minutes. In- 
deM,'by' making it a repeater, which 
k quite pQSsibie, the precision m iy 
become still greater, if requisite. To 
Dr Wollaston we are indebtetl, by 
means of this instrument, for several 
curious and important mineralogical 
facts. The following may serve as a 
specimen. 

There are three nvinerals, namely, 
ealcnreom apart bitter <s;Mr, and spar¬ 
ry iron ore, whkh are quite difie- 
rent, as far as the constituents are 
concerned ; the first being composed 
of carbtinatc. of lime, the second of 
carbonates of lime and magnesia, and 
the third of carbonate of iron. The 
external characters of these three mi- 
nerala differ alaO so much, that Wer¬ 
ner had made three distinct species of 
them. But as far as the measurement 
of the crystals of each went, by means 
of the old goniometer, the forms were 
libsolutety the same. Accordingly, 
Hatty placed them as varieties of the 
same apedies, and considered them all 
as having the rhomboidal form, wbteh 
constitutes the primitive crystal of 
calcareous spar. But Dr Wollaston 
bus found that each of these minerals 
imaopHtfjitive fomr of its own, differ¬ 
ing sOmearhat from that of the others. 
The au^ of calcareous spar is lO.'i* 
the ailgle of bitter spar, 106* 
15*1 and ^'^asigk of ^arry iron, 
dre,i<)7*. * 

3. In a coltectlemof mioeraU found 
on bpard a Danifdt prhHb wbseh was 


exposed to sale «t Leitlii and par- 
chased by Mr Alkn and Colonel Im- 
rie, there, were two minersds, which 
seemed) from tbeir appearance, to be 
dift'ciynt' frortt' every other hitherto 
observed by mineralogists. Mr Allan 
put these minerals into the bands of 
Dr Thomson, who ascertained their 
composition, and found them entitled 
tn rank as two new species. To the 
first and most remarkable, he gave 
the name of AUanite, in honour of 
Mr Allan ; the second, from llw most 
im.iortant of as constituents,he called 
Soduiite. AUanite is an ore of that 
hitherto scarce metallic substance call¬ 
ed cerium. Us composition is as fol-

4. The mineral at presttntdesenbeff 
HI Rystccris of miuet^Ogy under the 
name of native unagitesfdt brat d»seo«f 
▼ered in Germany by Dr Mitchell,> if. 
in reality an anhydrous eetbottadtt of 
wagaeeia, ought therefore to be 
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placed amang the saline bodies. But 
pure native nia^nesia has lately been 
discovcredin North America. Itoujrbt 
therefore to constitute a new species 
of mineral, and to take the place of 
the present improperly named native 
mairriesia in sybtemii of mineraln<;y. 

!y. Intimately connected with and 
dependent upon mineraUifjy, is the 
science called ^cojrnusy, or the scieii' 
tiiic description of the position of the 
different rocks w'hich constitute the 
surface of the earth, Si'veral addi¬ 
tions have lately been made to our 
knowledrfO of the order of these 
rocks, which it wdll be proper to men¬ 
tion fie re. 

The first four rocks in the stwk's, , 
are granite, gneiss, mica slate, clay 
slate. Professor Jameson has obser¬ 
ved, that in some yilacefc these four 
mck'-, or foi mations, as tlicy are call¬ 
ed, are repcaUil. 'f'he lowest rock 
IS granite^ then comes gneiss, then 
rrnca slate, then clay slate. In some 
places over tins clay slate comes an¬ 
other foi mat ion of granite, over the 
granite gnei-'S, tli ii mica slate, and 
last of all clay slate ; two senes of 
each of these formatioua appearing in 
the vS.ime place. 

\’on ilneh, in his travels through 
Norway, has observed granite among 
the transition formations. Professor 
.Tameson has done the Brnn. thing in 
Galloway. It is even probable that 
granite exists among the Hoetz for¬ 
mation, though this has not yet been 
made out by observations that are 
quite unexceptionable. 

Geognosy, jLill lately, has hardly 
been cultivated in Britain ; but within 
these few* years, iio less than three bo- 
cieties have b^eii established for pro- 
moting it. The first formed of tlwse 
IB the Wernerian Society, established 
in Edinburgh about four years ago» 
and- embracing as its objects all the

branches of natural history, hut chief- 
ly gevgnosy. Thn> socirty has pub* 
lished the first volume of tlunr Irans- 
actioiiR, contalmug many papers of 
very cmisiderdblc value. The vo¬ 
lume embraces every department uf 
natural history ; even^stime disseru- 
tioiij upon subjects of clv'inistry have 
found a place in it. The principal 
geognostical papers are a description 
of the formations observed, during a 
■|ourney through the Highlands of 
Scotland, by Dr Macknight. .The 
paper is very interesting. 'Phe for¬ 
mations arc almost all primitive. Ben 
Nevis, the highest point of Great Bri¬ 
tain, It appears, consists (the fiiimmit 
at least) of a kind of felspar ruck, 
con’U’cttd with the sii iiile, of which 
the base of that mountain is compo¬ 
sed, Colonel Jmrie has given a cu¬ 
rious paper, desci ibing a conglomerate 
lock, which stretches along the south 
Iront of the Grampian Mount ains. Dr 
Ogilby has given two papers, drawn 
up in a manner that docs him great 
credit; thefirstoutlu tranailioHffrevum 
stortcoi rassuey, East Lothian. This 
rock is the more important, because 
it was confounded with granite by 
Dr Hutton and Professor Playfair, 
and even adduced in support of the 
liuttoi iantheory. DrUgilby*BOther 
paper is an account of the veins which 
occur in the newL-st iKietx, trap for¬ 
mation in East Lothian. Mr Bald 
has given a description of the coal 
formation of Allpa, and Mr Mac¬ 
kenzie of the coal formation of Dur- 
i.on. To the Reverend Mr FJernmg 
.vi‘ are indebted fqr ^ mineralog'ical 
description of I^apa Stour, one of the 
Zetland islauils. 

The aecoud . British society was 
formed in London, for the exprrf* 
purpose of promoting geogpiontical 
investigationst under the title of the 
Gtological Sociely* and appeari^ to, 
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owe its orij^in to the prev.ous foiina- 
tioii of the Wcrncriiiii S-ic;i-'t y. Thi;- 
soci'-ty has hk^-wisc puhlt ,heci a vo- 
luincof tranftactu). <.oni.oi.i:ig rmich 
curious and valiialjlc iiilormatioii re¬ 
specting the coiistitut'on of various 
chstriels of Gr^al Britain, and utliei 
countries lonnecled with the Britisii 
CHipire. We eainiot with pronnety 
riU(.f I'rto any particular details rc- 
sprcLin^ lie eoijleuti. of this volume, 
as ..ir dusertat lons lun most d them 
to a eonsiderahle length, and aie of 
such a iialiife as not to he \ei) sns- 
ccjitihlc of ahndgnirni. 

Tlie th )d soeiel y has been very 
lati ly instil at'd at D.ihlni, midei the 
name of the Kirumiin)! Sorirti/. We 
are not ye: aeipianited with iti, pro- 
fessed objects, though th' y are pro¬ 
bably the same with those of the two 
oth'T socu'tivs, which have been al¬ 
ready specified. 

III.' Ei.i''.r i'ui( iTY. 

7'lu nii,d and Gay Lussac made a 
si't of exj'crimenis, in oidcr to deter¬ 
mine what proportion the increase of 
energy in their galvanic battery bore 
to the increase of the burfacc of tlic 
battery, Miiiposing every thing else 
the same. They deleiniiti-jd tlie ener¬ 
gy of their battery hy the quantity 
of gas which it w^as capable of extri¬ 
cating fioin water ih a given ♦ uie. 
The result of the vyliole was, that the 
energy increased n.-arly a.s« the cube 
root of the suriace of the battery. 

But there ,miist have been some 
mistake in their experiments. Indeed 
their battery was of* .so bad a con- 
gtruciion, that it is not difficult to 
sec a .source of inaccuracy sufficient 
to account for the erroneous results 
which they obtained. Wilkinson had 


published a set of experiments on the 
same ••ubject several years before. He 
determined the power of his battery 
by ihe length of wire of a given size 
which it w'as capable of burning. He 
lound the energy to increase as the 
square of the surface. M' Daw, in 
his experiments, came to the .^aim re¬ 
sult. We may therefore con.sider this 
as the tine rate, according to winch 
the energy of the galvanic battery 
ineti uses. 

I'om ihi' experiments of'^Phenard 
an ! vi.iy L.ii.i^ac, it .ippears that acids 
are betti t eonduetors of electricity 
than alkalies, and alkalies better than 
sails. 


IV. Oj'Tks. 

Mains, a very u'ger.ious I'reuch 
phdosophei, wlio, mitoitunatcly for 
the progress of ins favounU' science, 
IS huely dead, made a curlou.i disco¬ 
very re-^peetuig a p'operty of light, 
for which he was presented 'vilh the 
Rumtord medal by the Royal Socie¬ 
ty. 1 f a ray of light fall perpendi- 
eul.irly upon a rhomboid of Iceland 
ctyiftal, it is dividtd into twr ^..-ncils, 
one of whn- > pioceed.s in the direc¬ 
tion of l’.' liicijcnt ray, w’liile tlie 
other m; .es with it an angle of some 
degrees The first of these is sub¬ 
jected to ordinary refraction, theother 
to extraordinary refraction. If we 
cover this rhomboid with another, ei¬ 
ther of the same or of a different sub¬ 
stance, these two pencils will not be 
found to undergo any farther altera¬ 
tion. The pem il refracted by the 
ordinary law by the first will he so 
also by the second, and the same will 
hold with the extraordinary refracted 
ray. If, while the first crystal re- 
maios imiDoveable, the other be turn-

ed slowly, 80 that the lace of inci¬ 
dence remain'i parallel to itscU, each 
of the two pencils produced by the 
refraction of the first crystal will be- 
g’in lo nnder^i) a similar jefraction, 
and to divide ^self into two pencils, 
which produce four images of the 
obi eet. After a fourth part of a re¬ 
volution, the whole of the pencil re¬ 
fracted in the ordinary way by the 
tirsi < rystal will be refracted in the 
extraordinary way by tiie second ; 
and reciprocally the pencil refracted 
ill the extraordinary way by the hist 
will be wholly refracted in the ordi¬ 
nary way by the second, so that the 
images will be again reduced to two. 
This curious proper'y, whicli, was. 
discovered by Huygoiis, is not pecu¬ 
liar to Iceland crystal, but holds witli 
all double refracting crystals. 

In order to explain these .singu¬ 
lar phenomena, Huygens maintained 
that the iy*;ipieni uiuiulation.sof light, 
which, in traversing all common snb- 
staiiccR, are of a spherical form, pro¬ 
ceed in Icfland crystal as if they were 
portions of an oblate spheriod, whose 
axis is pandlel to the short diagonal 
of an equilateral piece of the crystal, 
and its centre the point of incidence 
of the ray. 

In consequence of a great coinci¬ 
dence liv'tvveeti this theory and some 
accurate observations of Pi- Wollas¬ 
ton on Iceland spar, this philosopher 
has maintained, that Sih h a coinci¬ 
dence is greater than whai could well 
happen to a false theory ; that it is a 
strong con hrmation of H uygen s’ t heo- 
ry of light; a/id that the oblique re¬ 
fraction, when considered alone, seems 
nearly as well explained as any other 
optical phenomeoa. Dr Wollaston, 
however, admits that it affords no ex¬ 
planation of the two refractions at the 
same time, or of their interchange 
with each other, when the ordinary 


and extraordinaiy rays ar,' icceived 
upon a see oml piece of sp.i! situated 
transveiscly to the lirst. The coinci¬ 
dence remarked by Dr Wollastfin ap¬ 
pears to U3 no explanation iu all of 
the oblique refraction alone, foi it 
obviously proves noftiiii^^ but that 
the^blique refraction lobows a et,- 
tain law ; and that, upon the t-uppo- 
sition that light consists of undula¬ 
tions, the oblique refraction is nearly 
the same as it these undulations were 
of a spheroidal form. 

A great deal of light has been 
thrown ujion this interesting subject 
by the investigation of Malus, wlio 
has discovered, that not only all crys¬ 
tals which give double image.-; arc ca¬ 
pable of giving light the faculty of 
being refracted in pencils, or in 
one only, according to the jjosition of 
tin u fracimg crystal ; but that all 
transparent bodies, whether solid or 
liquid, anil even opaque bodies them- 
si-ives, can imp less on the luminous par¬ 
ticles that singular disposition which 
seemed to be only one of the eflects 
of double refraction. 

When a ray of light, for example, 
is reflected from the siiiface of wati'r 
at an angle of incKlence of 
it possesses all the cliaiacters of utte 
of the pencils produced by tlu- double 
refraction of Iceland cry.sral, the prin¬ 
cipal section of w'liich is parallel oi 
perpemlicuidr to the plane (called the 
pUiveof reJlecfiun)\\\'A\ pancestlirough 
ih. incident and Uie reflected ray. 

If the fay thus n fleeted i8 recei^eil 
on any crystal that has the faculty ol 
duubhng images, *an(k tlie print ijia! 
section of which is paralUi *<> the 
plauc of reflection, it will noi be d' 
dived into two pencils, a.; a ray of dt 
rect light would have been, but it 
will be refracted rulin’, (urnnfin}; 
the ordinary lutny m the same maniiei 
as if the crystal i'ad lost it?- 'piality 
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of doubling images. On the con¬ 
trary', if tVie principal sections of tlie 
crystal be perpendicular to the plane 
of reflection, the reflected lay vill be 
jcfracted entire, acronling to the ex- 
traordtnar^ faj^v. In all mtermedtate 
positions, it will be divided into two 
pencils, according to the same law, and 
in the same proportion, as if it liad 
acquired its new character from the 
double refraction. Hence the ray re¬ 
flected from the fluid surface at an 
angle of ‘lo', ba» all the charac¬ 
ters of an orchuary ray feumed by 
a crystal, whose piiuctjial seelion is 
peipeudieular to the plane of reflec¬ 
tion. 

The angltf of incidence at which 
light expel icnces this remarkable tno- 
diflcation, when reflt'clcd from the 
^uiface of transparent bodies, is i ot 
the same in all ; but, in general, it in- 
creabcs with ihtir refractive penver. 
At angles cbfl'ereut from this particti- 
lar angle, a pait of the ray is more or 
les.s niodilied, and in a n.annei analo¬ 
gous to wh.ct takes place between 
two crystals whose principal sections 
are not parallel or perpendicular. 

A puicil of light undergoes the 
same inculiHcation, but at a d fferent 
angle, when reflected in the interior 
of bodies at the svirhiec of eir.ei gcnce ; 
and the sine of the first ai gle is to 
the sine of tins angle, as the sine ef 
incidence is to the sine of refiac'ioi'. 

Rays that are reflected in^^ riorly 
at the second surface of double re- 
fractiiigcrystals,exhibit peculiar phe- 
lumieiia, which depend both upon the 
refractive power'and upon tlie new 
properly ot reflected light. 

When a yrencil of lays has been 
<iivided into two parts at the litst sur¬ 
face of Iceland crystal, llK,se two ray s 
emerge from the second surface in 
tW'O pencils parallel to the incident 
ray. fjut this is not the case w'itli 


r< fljcted light. Though the ray rc- 
fi acted ordinarily at tlie first surface 
is refi ucti-d ordinarily at the second, 
yet it u. leflected at this surface in two 
jM'ucils, one ordinary and the other 
exlraordinarv. In bhe manner, the 
ray refracted extraoidinarily is re¬ 
flected in tw'o others ; so that there 
are four leflecud rayt, and only two 
emergent ones. Wlien these four ray'S 
return tti the fust iacc of the crystal, 
they issue out in four parallel pencils, 
v'hich make, with this face, the same 
anjrle as the iiuid'jnt rav, but in a

contrary direction, and are parallel to 
the plane of incidence. 

In examining tlu light which pro¬ 
ceeds from the partial reflection of 
opaque bodies, as Idack marble, ebony', 
3iC., M. Mains also found an angle at 
whitli this light obtains the piopcr- 
Ites of that which has iuiffered a dou¬ 
ble refraction, rohshed metals, how¬ 
ever, wire not c.ipable trC producing 
this phenomenon, but they did not 
alti r this diMposition in the rays when 
they had already acquired it from an¬ 
other substance. 

When a luminous ray was divided 
intp an ordniaiy and extraordinary 
poition by double refractutu, M. Ma¬ 
ins receiv- •: the two pencil.-' on a sur- 
fice ot ■ Jter at an angle of .'.2® 

'I’he orOinary r.iy was partly refracted 
and partly reflected, like any other 
pencil of direct light; but the extra¬ 
ordinary ray' penetrated theJluid en¬ 
tire, and none of Hu paritcles escaped 
refraction. On the other hand, w-hen 
the principal section of the cry'stal 
w'as perpendicular to the plane of in¬ 
cidence, the exlraordinaty'ray produ¬ 
ced alone a partial leflection, while 
the ordinary lay wtis refracted entire. 

If tv^o glasses are inclined to eacli 
other at an angle of 70® 22', and if 
wv conceive between ihcsetwoglas.'-es 
a line making with each an angle of 
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35“ 2.V, every ray reflected by one of 
the glasses parallel to this line will 
not be rcftccied anew by the second, 
but will penetrate it entirely, w itliout 
having a single particle rt fleeted. 

V. Astronomy. 

Most of our readers are accpiaint- 
ed with the celebrated set of obser¬ 
vations made by Dr M.e-kelyne, to 
ascertain the attraction of Schehal- 
hen, a mountain in IVrthsliu'c, in or¬ 
der to determuK' the density of the 
earth ; and with tlie elaborate calen- 
latioiis made by Dr Hutton, from 
which be deduced lint the density of. 
the earth w'as 4.4S1. One of the 
fundamental points of this, calculation 
depended njion the density of llie 
mountain .Scliehallien itself, which 
Dr Hutton estimated at ‘2.5. bi me 
time ago Playfair made a careful 
survey ot this mountain, in oider 
to determine the naUu*e and density 
of the minerals of w'hich it is compo¬ 
sed. It consists of granular quartz, 
mica slate, and limestone. The speci¬ 
fic gravity of the quartz is 
and the mean specific gravity of' the 
mica slate and Imu'Stone is ‘2.Sli)33 
both hlghcM-thaw the specific graviry 
taken by Dr Hutton as tlie founda¬ 
tion of liis calculation. Ml Playfair 
has on that account gone over tlic 
calculation again, substituting the 
real density of the mountain for the 
supposed density employed by Dr 
Hutton. If the granular quartz go 
to the bottom,of the mountain, the 
density of the earth is 4.55886. But 
if, as is most probable, the whole bot¬ 
tom of the mountain be composed of 


limestone and mica slate, then the 
density of the carih is Mr 

Cavendish m.tdc the density of the 
Ciirth by his experiment 5.VS. Tt it 
not improbable tliat it will turn out 
about 5. 


VI. Botany. 

No branch of science has received 
of late years grealci or more import¬ 
ant additions tiian botany ; and Gn-at 
Britain, from her great maritime pow- 
oi,and from lier cumiection with v.iii- 
ou). countriea at a gicat dwtance from 
Europe, and .ibouiuling in new and 
unknown plants, lias bad it in her 
power to make many and splendul 
avlditioiis to the catalogue of plants. 
VVe have at present to notice a very 
valuable work on botany, published 
by Ml Robert Brown, giving an ac¬ 
count of a great number of plants, 
chiefly new, collected by him in New 
Holland and New Zealand. H** iiaa 
in his Piodromus arranged them ac¬ 
cording to the metlind of .lassitu. 
Tlie skill, the accuracy, a.id the clce.r- 
ncss of his generic distinctions, are en- 
titled to the greatest praise, anti jilace* 
him in the very first rank of botani¬ 
cal writers. It would be improjier 
to pass by unnoticed a moat valuable 
dissertation, by tlic same author, on 
the 2\sclepiadeye, a natural ord'U- of 
plants, separated from tfie Apoi.inex 
of .lu.ssieu, piiblinhed in the first vo¬ 
lume of the Memoirs of the W'erne- 
riiiii Society. This dissertation la 
replete with the ruo.sUimpojt.mr in¬ 
formation, and.cxhibits the hagacity 
of the author in the most favourable 
point of view.

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DlViMON OI AbTRONOAlK'/iJ. J - 
.STJa-'MKNTS, 

In the Hifitory of the Useful Arts 
for 1809, ve inserted a brief notice 
of the new method of dividing astro- 
nomieal instrunients, invented by the 
eeltJ-raa'd Mr Edward Troughtoii. 
The great inconvenience which at¬ 
tended the coinniun method divi¬ 
ding, by means of compasses, arose 
from the danger of enlarging, displa¬ 
cing, or deforming the jHiinta or divi- 
ttioi.s, by putting the pioiiit of the com¬ 
passes into them ; and fiom the dif 
Jiculty of placing that point nuidwav 
betw'een two points very nea; lacli 
other, without its. slipping towards 
one of them. In order to remedy 
this incon> enienee in the old method, 
Henry Cavendisli^ Esq. F. R. S. has 
proposed to employ ^ pair of beam 
compasses with only one point, and a 
microscope instead of the otlier, and 
he has suggested a method of using 
this instrument, in which there is ne¬ 
ver any occasion of setting the point 
of the compasses into a division. Al¬ 


though this suggcptio,! of Mr Ca* 
vendi^h is certainly an improvement 
upon the old method, yet we do not 
think that it will ever be .?^opted in 
preference to the very mgeriious me¬ 
thod of Mr Troughtoii, which has 
alivady been employed with so much 
success in the finest astronomical in- 
stnunents which art now in use. The 
opinion entertained by the Royal 
Society of I^ondon of M>- '!'rough- 
ton’s metl' d has been ver) unequi¬ 
vocally pressed, by their adjudg¬ 
ing to ,inn the Copleyan medal fm 
J S09. 

The subject of dividing astronomi¬ 
cal instruments has also attracted the 
attention of the ReVt William Lax, 
A.M. F. R.S. and Lowndes profes¬ 
sor of astronomy in the university of 
Cambridge. I’lus gentleman proceeds 
upon the principle, that every method 
of dividing circular instruments is lia¬ 
ble to considerable errors ; and he 
therefore proposes that every practi¬ 
cal astronomer shall examine, by' a 
particular method, the accuracy of 
each division ; that the artist shall 
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nierdv sft Jowti a pftint at the eiul of 
cverv five or ten minuteti, and tlial 
tlie observe!, \vh<j wtll be I be vttrn.xl 
divuler of lns own instrument, .shall 
determine tlie diatauee of these points 
from zero, and enter them in liis 
' book, to l»c rchTred lowlirn wanteii. 
"Mr Lax irsjintanis, that the error of 
eitaniination (which lu a circle of two 
feet diameter will never exceed b.bd 
aei oiulrt, and in one six feet diameter, 
S.'Jl seconds) bears hut a •.mull pro¬ 
portion to the accuimilated error? in 
the division of tlie nnstninient, and 
that the errors of exainiiiarion may he 
diminished .is muLli as we ph‘a>e by 
taking a mean of dillrrent examina¬ 
tions. Jn du ixltng the whole 
into arcs of 1,>'^ each, M* measure¬ 
ments must be performed ; and in 
examining every point in each uic of 
15°, 1()1 measurenieiits will he n qui- 
red, making m all df-Kf-S inea..;trc- 
ments. ]iy allowing a immite and a 
half for each measurement, the time 
necessary for completing the whole 
examinations will be 5b6ii inmute.s, 
or nearly IW hours. Mr Lax consi¬ 
ders the method which he pn^po-ves 
as not merely a security against the 
errors of division, hnt also against 
those which arise from bad centering; 
and from the miperfect figure of the 
circle. J-fe conceives that it may 
be particularly useful n: guarding 
against tlie effects of unequal expnn- 
sion, or contraction, in the metal, and 
that it gives us all the advantages of 
the French circle of repetition, with¬ 
out the inconvenience of turning the 
instrument, and moving the telescope 
so many timei in the cour.se of the 
observation. It may bo proper to 
remark, that Mrl«ax*s paper, though 
published in the same volume of the 
Philosophical Transactions with Mr 
Troughton’s paper, was written be¬ 
fore he was acquainted with the latter 


method. His remaiki, thereftire.have 
a particular letueme t.> tie* old me¬ 
thods of dividing, and li.id he been 
uvvaie tlidt Mr I rougbvDn phin was 
I .ip.^b1i’ of such aceiir.i'\, m n, pui- 
bahlo that he would not hate so much 
ovtir.ited the errors ibT ditisiou.

aci iiraey, there is a great risk of 
error, ariiang from a t haiige of form, 
protluced i-ilhei iiy an iiieipialily of 
teinpi'iatun', 01 by any utcidental in- 
(ijry wfiich the in.stniuient may suffer. 
When this change of form does take 
plaet, (whnf) was tfie case with the 
gnat inm.il quadrant at (jteeiiW'icb) 
the iMi.tMimeiU may he * onsidered as 
insel'.since equal arches on the limb 
will not corn ;.po»id tvitli equal angles 
at the ciiitre.

Pur.PAHATiON OF A KlND OF HeMF 

rnoM Bkan Stalks. 

The Rev, James Hall, of Waltham¬ 
stow, has received the silver medal of 
the Society of Arts, for a coinmuiu- 
catiun on the preparation of a fibrous 
ftubstanee frum bean stalks, which is 
applicable to the iises for which hemp 
is employed. According to its si/e, 
every bean plant contains from 20 to 
35 filaments, or fibres, running up 
on the outside, under a thm mem¬ 
brane, from tlie root to the top all 
around, the filament at eac fi of the 
four corners being ratiier thicker and 
stronger than the rest. After the 
plant h:ii> been steeped 10 or 12 days 
in w'ater, and is in a state approach¬ 
ing to fermentation, the tilarnentb may 
be easily separated from the strawy 
part, by beating, rubbing, and sha¬ 
king. Wasiimg andputtingit through 
hackles, or iron combs, of difi^'iei.l 
degrees of fineness, has been found 
by Mr Hall to he. the easiest way of 
separating the filament frc,jn the thin 
membrane which surrounds it: He 
found also that thjere are at a medium 
about two hundred weight of these 
filaraeots .iw every acre, which he 
thinks may upt only be employed in 
the manufacture of numerous articles 
where strength and durability are re¬ 
quisite, but may also, with a little 
preparation^ be coQvcfi!ted tuto paper 


of all kinds, even that of the most 
delicate texture- Sir H. Davy, to 
whom a specimen of this hemp was 
sent for examination, remarks, that 
it seems to bear bleaching very well, 
and, as to chemical propruies, differs 
very little from hemp." Mr Joseph 
Home, who al.io bleached a portion 
of n, observes, “ that the texture 
and strength were not in ifie 1-ast 
degree impair, d by blcachiu;!-, and 
that he did not find more diflit uitY

in accomplishing the bleaching of tin* 
lluui of other vcg.’tsbb.s.” 'I'he wri¬ 
ter of this artule ha-. ni his possession 
specimens of tln\ licinp, both in its 
bleached and unbleached state ; but 
.as fitf as he can judge, without any 
accurate experiments, the filaments 
do not appear to have that degree of 
strength .\hicii lias been ascribed to 
them. Mr Hall's communication will 
he found in the 'J'ntnsnc(/(‘/i:s of iJiff 
Sni /til/ for Lhi’Encdiirn^ci^t'id of ArlSt 
AJn/nt/tuiures., tmd I'.onimerce^ for 
liS(>9, and in the Philosophical lila- 
gazinCy vol. XXXV. p. 180. 

New Cupping Instrument. 

A new incthod of performing the 
operatir’' of cupping, without the as- 
sistanc of a syringe, has been invent¬ 
ed by Robert Healy, M. b., Dub¬ 
lin. The instrument consists of a 
hollow vessel with a slop cOck, con¬ 
taining about half a pint of water* and 
made of thin sheet copper or tin, 
and of a cupping glass made in the 
usual way, and adapted , to the stop 
cock with a coarse-thrjbaded screw. 
The stop cock should i^xteud half an 
inch within the first, mentioned ves¬ 
sel. After unscrewing the cupping 
glass from the vessel, a little air is to 
be drawn from the latter by the mouth 
of the operator* and the cock i&thco 
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to be turned to prevent the ingress 
of tlip cxi/rml aiF, The mouth of 
the stop cot k »s then to be inserted 
into a glass of Ethei, or spiitts, so 
that by iviriung the cm k about, a 
dram of either of ih«'ne fluids may be 
drawn nj). The \t ssi'l n, then lieal- 
■ed, so ar> to cuj'vt'rl the l.tjiiid into 
vapour ; ‘and as soon .is the vessel is 
filled with it, a vacinim i-. produced 
bv t.drigi rating 1 he \e^st 1 l;. cold wa¬ 
ter. Th* cupping gbiB' IS then screw - 
e.i to the stop cock, and placed ovir 
the wound made b\ the lancet or 
leacli, and the flow of blood may be 
adjusted by turm; g the cock. 

Ca Mr.itA Lccida. 

A ve’‘v ingenious instrument, call¬ 
ed till Cftmeru Liuidn, has been in¬ 
vent* d b\ W. H. U ol'K-.ton, M. !>., 

for the ;.iij;pose of eii.ibhng tijose wiio 
have nt) k. <nvl, uge of the art of draVt- 
iiig to take ‘ketciius cither of natural 
or artifn. lal objects As ibis instrn- 
meiit IS ofexiensive use, its inventor 
has very properly t.ecurcd the exclu¬ 
sive sale of it by patent. '^I'be fol¬ 
lowing brief account of tin invention 
will convey some idea of it ouf 
readers 

“ While I look directly down at a 
sheet of paper,” says Ur WollastOr, 
*‘oo.my table, if I bold between iny 
eye and the paper a piece of plain 
glass, mclined fnim me downwards, 
at an angle of I see by refl"Ction 
the view that is before me in the same 
direction that I see my paper through 
the glass. I might then take a sketch 
of it, btitthe position of the obj'*ct 
would be reveitled. To obtain a di¬ 
rect view it is ticeessary to have two 
reflectors. I’be transparent glass 
must for this purpose be inclined to 
the parpcndtcular line of sight only 


the half of 4.5®, that it may reflect 
tlie view a second tmu* isom a piece 
of looking-glass plac. d litueath it, 
and inclined upw ards at an equal an¬ 
gle. The objects now 'appea'- as if 
seen through the pa pci ui the same 
place as b' fore ; butethty me dnret 
instead of being inverted, a id they 
ma*y be diaeerned in thi i maiumt sidli- 
CKMitly well for dciermiiiing the piiu- 
cijial positions, 'i’he pencil, how¬ 
ever, anil any tdiject wlneh it is to 
trace, cannot both be seen disiiuctly 
in the same state of the eye, on a< « 
count of tile diffi rence of their d.s- 
tanceB ; and the ifloits of successive 
adaptation of the eye to one or to the 
other, would become painful if fre¬ 
quently repealed. In wrder to ivnn- 
dy this inconvenience, the paper ai.il 
p'Micil may be viewed tliroiigh a con- 
VI X lens, of such a focus as to r -qu.ic 
no more effoit than i» necosrtfy fe.r 
seeing the dntatit objects distincllv. 
The-.e will tlien appear to coi respond 
with the paper in disliinic as well aa 
in direction, and may be drawn with 
facility and with any desired ilegi^c 
of precision. In some cas* s a diflc- 
rent construction will be preferable. 
Those eyes which, without assisiaiice, 
are adapted to seeing near objects 
alone, will not admit the use of acim- 
vex elaSK, but will, on the contrary, 
require one that is concave to be pla¬ 
ced in front, to render the di^Uint ob¬ 
jects distinct. I’he instrument which 
i' actually used .differs in other re¬ 
spect* fnotn the foregoing, whicli I 
have chosen to describe, just because 
the action of the jrefl^'ctors there s'ln- 
ployed would,be more genoMby un- 
demoeid. But those wtio are cor- 
ver-tant Hvith the scicncf* of opttes, 
will perceive the advantage that may 
be derived in this instance from pns- 
matic reflection; for when a ray 'of 
ligltt hiM entered a solid pteee of 
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glasD, and falls from within upon any 
siirlaCL'yat an inclination of only twen¬ 
ty or twenty-three degrees, as above 
supposed, the relracnve power of 
the glasb 16 such as to suffer none of 
that light to pass out, and the surface 
bec^nnes in tlns'Vase the most brilliant 
refleetorthat can be employed. There 
is another circumstance in this con- 
StrncL'oii neces sary to he attended to, 
and winch ictnams to be explained. 
Whc'c the reflection was j>rodiiccd 
by a piece of plain glas», it is obvious 
that any object behind the glass, if 
sufficiently illnnnnated, miglit be seen 
through tlie glass as well as the re¬ 
flected image. But when the prisma¬ 
tic reflector isemployed, since no light 
can be transmitted directly throiigli 
it, the eye must be so placed that only 
a part of its pupil may be intercepted 
by the edge of the prism. The dis¬ 
tant objects will then be seen by this 
portion of tlic eye, while the paper 
and pencil are seen past the edge of 
the pi ism by the remainder of the pu¬ 
pil. Though the original disign, and 
principal use of this iiistrunicnc, is to 
facilitate the delineation of objects in 
true perspective, yet this is by no 
means the sole purpose to which it is 
adapted ; for the same arrangement 
of u-flectovs may be employed with 
equal advantage for copying w’hat 
has been already drawn, and may th-.., 
assist a learner in acqiming at lc,ist a 
correct outline of any subject. For 
this purpose, the drawing to be co¬ 
pied should be placed as 'nearly as 
mayjbe at the same distance before 
the instrument <‘hat. the paper is be¬ 
neath the eye-hoh' j (or in that case 
the size will be thv' same, and no lens 
will be necessary either to the object 
or to the pencil. By a proper use 
of the )>amc instrument, every purpose 
of the pentagrsph may alsi^ b- an- 
sweit:d, as a painting may be reduced 


in any proportion required, by pla¬ 
cing it at a distance in due propor¬ 
tion greater than that of the paper 
from the instrument. In this case a 
Icus becomes requisite for enabling 
the ey'c to see at tw'o unequal distan¬ 
ces with equal distinctness; and in 
order that one lens may bint for all 
these uiiiqioses, there is an advantage 
in cariyingthe height of the stand 
according to the proportion in which 
ihe reduction is to be affected. Since 
tt.e primary intention of this instru¬ 
ment is already in bome nteaeiire an¬ 
swered b\ the Camera Obscina, a 
comparison will naturally be made 
between them. The objections to 
the Camera Obscura are, 

“ 1. That it IS too large to be ear¬ 
ned about with convenience. 

“ The Camera Eucida is as small 
and portable as can be wisliod. 

2. In the former, all objects that 
are not situated near the centre of 
view, are more or l -ss distorted. 

“ In this, there is no distortion ; so 
that everv line, even the most remote 
from the centre of view, i.s as straight 
as those through the centre. 

“ 3. In that the field of view does 
not extend beyond tiO®, or at most 
with .'jstinctnesa. 

“ Br' :n the Camera Lucida, as 
nnichaj 70® or 80® might be included 
in one view'.’* 

It is obvious that the preceding 
ingenious contrivance of Dr Wollas¬ 
ton may be applied to a telescope, 
for the purpose of taking sketches of 
the different objects that may be 
contained within the field of view ; 
but as it is only a small portion of a 
landscape, or of any large object that 
can be seen at once through a teles¬ 
cope, it would be desireable to have 
some contrivance by which the ob¬ 
jects seen in different fields of view. 
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*nd sketched upon the same piece of 
papet", niighi be all connected with 
each other into one landscape This 
object has been accomplished to a 
certain extent by a new cotitnvance, 
which u. described in the Edinburgh 
EnvifJopif'dia^ under Camkua Liri'i- 
Ua, and winch cmnsisisol a telescope 
fixed upon a stand in such a manner, 
that the centre of motion may be pla¬ 
ced in djfiTerent positions between tlu; 
eye-piece and the object-glass, by 
which means the observer may vary 
the distance of the paper from his 
eye, in order to have Ins drawing on 
a large or a small scale. By this in- 
tttriimcnt, we may take a connected 
panoramic view' ol any horizontai/one. 
of a landscape, whose breadth does 
not exceed the field of view of the 
telescope. I’he objects comprehend¬ 
ed in the diftcrent fields of view will 
be ananged in a circle, w’hosc diame¬ 
ter is ccjijji) to the distance of the 
eye from the centre of motion. 'I’his 
instrument is particularly adapted for 
taking a correct outline of the visible 
liun/.ou, witli all tiie various inden¬ 
tations with which that line is gene¬ 
rally broken by the intervonlion of 
valley sand mountains. Unless the ho¬ 
rizon is extremely and unusually con* 
tracted, the field of view of a com¬ 
mon telescope will contain a zone 
which will easily comprehend every 
depression and elevation, and even 
wdien the place of the observer is cjh- 
bosomed in an araphitheiitreof moun¬ 
tains, which rise around him with va¬ 
rious elevations, the field of view may 
be enlarged l^y diminishing the mag¬ 
nifying power of the telescope. 

Effect of Light on the Propa¬ 
gation OP Sound. 

A series of experiments on the in¬ 


fluence of light upon the propaga- 
tioii of sound have been recently made 
by M. Modc'ilr Parolcue. In order 
to measure the vari.ilion ui sihuuIh, be 
employed a phonometer of llie follow¬ 
ing construction. He took two ^ood 
violins, with well •chosen ISiplea 
8tryig<i, and had the pegs made ivith 
copper screws, in order that he might 
produce the tones witli pn-cisiou. 11c 

f ilaccd these two violins horr/.ontal- 
y on a plank ten feet long, and eight 
uiciies wide, and wiien thev were both 
tuned to the Paris diapason, h pla¬ 
ced a bit of paper on tie- second 
string of one of them, to serve as an 
index in the course of his experiments. 
The violin which had the piece of pa¬ 
per upon its second string, was fix¬ 
ed, and the other, which was move- 
able, was placed upon a little wood¬ 
en table, held on the plank by two 
grooves, and by means of a screw in 
tfic end oi the plank he could siule 
this table, with the violin on it, back- 
wardi- or lorwards. An opening in 
the table, parallel with the second 
string, enabled him to mark on tiie 
plank the difierent positiutis of the 
moveable violin. While his other lin¬ 
gers rested on the neck of the instru¬ 
ment, he pri'ssed w'lth his foit-fin- 
ger the second string till it touched 
the third, and then let it go instanta¬ 
neously. This fingering, which was 
done at a place marked on the table, 
and was always uniform, produced 
tin oscillatory motion, wdiich was 
heard on<he corresponding string of 
t he other violin ; The small piece ol 
paper pointed out t 9 Wm at a dis¬ 
tance the vlbjtit.ion of this string, 
when he separated the two violins, 
till the vibration of the paper became 
almost null, and at length ceased. 
This point, which was that of the 
limit of the vibration, was marked on 
the Uble that served to support the 
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apparatus, an^ was numbered 100. 
T. he space between the two strings 
which were parallel to each other, 
was 7 feet in daylight, and was divi¬ 
ded into 1(K) equal parts or degrees, 
each of which was about H lines. Af¬ 
ter a number v>f experiments made 
with this phonometer in the dark, 
M. Parolette found, thiit the mean 
term of the degrees of propagatioji of 
flound witliout li'^^ht, was, in three dif¬ 
ferent trials, 0-98 ; or the difference 
betwten the propagation of sound that 
took place during night, and that m 
daybght, amounted to 10 lines. 


Propagation or Sound in Gaser 
AND Solids. 

M. Modcste Parolette, whom we 
have mentioned in the preceding ar¬ 
ticle, made also a number of experi¬ 
ments on the transmission of sound 
through difl'erc’iit gases. He placed 
an alarm watch in a jar filled succes¬ 
sively with different gases, and retired 
gradually from the apparatus, till he 
found the place where the sound cea¬ 
sed to be audible. The following 
were the robults which he obtained t

From these results it appears, that 
the jiropogation of sound is not in the 
ratio of the density of the medium. 
Oxygen appears to be better adapt¬ 
ed than any of the gases for transmit¬ 
ting the vibrations of sonorous bodies, 
and the < quality of effect obtained 
with nitrous gas, which coiuains 0.5() 
of oxygen, induced M. Parolette to 
believe that the increase of the propa¬ 
gation of sound has a determinate 
measure, and that a given quantity 
fif oxygen gas diffustd in the atmo.- 
phere, is sufficient to carry it to its 
maximum. r

Manometer. 

A now manometer,' for ascertain¬ 
ing the changes which take place in 
the elasticity and in the composition 
of a determinate volume of air has 
been invented by M C. L. Bertliol- 
let. This invenMon is an extension 
of Saussure^s manometer, whicii con¬ 
sisted of a barometer, whose bulb 
was contained in a bell-glass barme— 
tically closed, into wliicli the sub¬ 
stances that might affect the clasti- 
cuy of the air w'erc introduced by 
an aperture in the neck of the bell- 
glass. '^rhis instrument has been 
. adapted by BerthoUet to the o\>aer- 
vation of the phenomena wlii.'h take 
place during vegetation, and in ge¬ 
neral to those which animal and ve¬ 
getable substances present during life, 
or after death, relative to tlic atmos¬ 
phere with which they arc surround¬ 
ed. A full account of this instrument, 
which cannot rightly be described 
without figures, will he found in the 
Memoircs de la Soeicte lY ArcueiU 
tom, i. p. and in the Philosophi¬ 
cal MagUzinCi vol. xxxvi. p. 458. 
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Experiments on Heat pRontrcEO 
BY Co.MI'UESMON. 

A set of very curious experiment* 
on the quantity of heat evolved by 
compression were made by M. Ber- 
thullet, with the asHi^Vaiitv of Messr* 
Bint and Pictet. The comprcssioii 
was produced by a fiy press belong¬ 
ing to the mint, and the metals tried 
were copper, silver, and gold. In 
order to mcasim* the heat which the 
pieces of metal acquired by the shock 
of the fl}' press, a thermometer placed ’ 
horizontally was first used, but it was 
afterwards found preferable to throw 
the piece of mi'tal into a quantity of 
water suflicii'iit to cover it. Having 
ascertained, by preliminary experi¬ 
ments, the relation which exists be¬ 
tween the heat acquired by a certain 
weight of water and the tempera¬ 
ture of a given weight of each metal 
immersed in it, they were thus ena¬ 
bled to estimate, from the beat ac¬ 
quired by the water, the temperature 
to wliich the metal had been raised. 
After the piece (»f metal had received 
the first shock, and its heat had been 
determined, it was allowed to icturn 
^ to a teniperat^ure -imilar to that of the 
fly pri'Sh ; it was then subjected to a 
new shock, ai.d a third operation was 
performed with the same precautions, 
'rhe following experiments were made 
with two picc<;s of copper ;—

Froin these results M. Berthollet 
concludes, that the heat which is pro¬ 
duced by compression, in bodies that 
do not suffer any chemical change, is 
owing solely to the changes of di- 
measuni which these bodies undergo, 
and when the dimensions can no long¬ 
er be diinimshed, the most violent 
shock does not cause any heat.

From a series of very delicate ob» 
servations made on a number of cir¬ 
cumpolar stars, Mr Groonibridge, of 
Biackheath, has found much more 
accurate results tlian have yet been 
obtained. The results of his obser¬

Dr Brinkley, professor of astronomy in the university of Dublin, has 
given the following formula for refraction, altered from Bradley, so as to 
suit his observations

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Parallax of the fixed Stars. 

Astronom<.'ri have for a long time 
laboured in vain to detect the paral¬ 
lax of the earth’s annual orbit. Dr 
Brinkley, however, who observes w ith 
a very large circle, eight feet in dia¬ 
meter, thinks that he has discovered 
the magnitude of that important quan¬ 
tity. “ My observations,” says he, 
in a.Ietter to the late Dr Maskelyne, 

on a Lyric, for tin* jjurpose ol dis¬ 
covering an annual parallax, now 
amount to 47 ui number ; viz. 22 
near opposition, and 25 near conjunc¬ 
tion, and the mean <.>1 these gives a 
result of 2".52, a.s the parallax of the 
annual orbit for that star, and I nave 
no doubt that ii ei.cceds 2".” 

With all dcfereiue to this lespect- 
abU ahtnuiomcr, w<‘are confident that 
some laliacy will be found in his ob- 
sen'aiions ;^and vve are not speaking 
at random when we .suy, that, even iji 
the present state of astronomical iii- 
atniinents, we believe that the annual 
parallax is not a measurable quantity. 
Mr Groombridge’s observations on « 
Lyrae, with whicli we have been fa¬ 
voured by that distinguished astrono¬ 
mer, does not authorize us to think 
that that star has even a parallax of 
1 second. 


Frerzi.no of Quicksilver. 

The frigorific process, of which 
we have given some account in page 
430 of this yo^fime, has been brought 
to such a degree of perfection, that 
Mr Leslie has actually succeeded in 
freezing mercury, Tlic air-pump 
withcwoicb this experiment wa« per- 
forated was constructed by Mr Adie, 
of Edinburgh, for Adam Anderson, 
Esq. Rector of the academy of Perth. 


Mr Leslie having alwayefailed wiili his 
own air-puiup, made the experiment 
with the present one, in Mr Adie’s 
shop, before the write rol tho present 
article. Having coated the buTb of 
a thermometer witli ice, and .suspend¬ 
ed It in the receiver abbve the ‘lulphu- 
nc acid, the air was gradually ex¬ 
hausted, till the barometer connected 
with it stood at a height within 
of an inch of the height of the de¬ 
tached barometer. At the instant 
of congelation, the coating of ice 
suddenly cracked, and the mercury 
sunk w'lth a leap about 10 degrees. 
Tile thermometer being quickly taken 
out of the receiver and btokeii, the 
. solid mass of mercury fell from the 
bulb i but when it had 8carc*-ly recei¬ 
ved one or two blows with the ham¬ 
mer, It returned into its fluid state. By 
mcaini of a spirit of wine tliennome- 
ter, Mr Adie procured a degree of 
cold equal to —70 of Fahrenheit. 

As soon afi Mr Anderson received 
his new air-pump, which is perhaps 
one of the best, and at the samr time 
the most simple, that has ever been 
constructed, he succeeded ii. I'lcezuig 
mercury more rapidly, and by a more 
simple and effectual process. Ha¬ 
ving formed a’cup of ice, he poured 
into it a small quantity of mercury, 
which was also covered with a stra¬ 
tum of ice. This cup being sus¬ 
pended above the .sulphuric acid, the 
receiver was exhausted, and in lest 
than ten ininutei>. the mercury was 
frozen. After being taken out of 
the cup of ice, it was struck repjcat- 
ediy with a hammer till it was com¬ 
pletely ilattene^. 

New GoNio.MXTERt. 

We have already stated, in page 
jl31 of tlu5 volume, that a new re- 
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flective pooioftiuster, of great utiKty 
in mineralogy, haS' been invented by 
Dr Wollastou, upon optical princi¬ 
ples*. It may be ptopcr here to state, 
that loJog betore Dr Wollaston’s in- 
vetition was mudc public, a refljrcting 
g 9 piU>metcr, upbn optical principles, 
was invcMtod and constructed by D*" 
Brewster, with the view oT obtaining 
a kpore accurate nieusurc of the angles 
of crystals. In Dr Wollaston^s in¬ 
strument the crystal is moved in a 
plane perpendicular to the coaitnoii 
section or its two surfaces, and the 
eye of the observer, which is fixed 
in the same plane, observes the arch 
which IB described, while the image 
of a fixed luminouB obji. et is seen by 
reflection from both surfaces. From 
this aieh the angle of the plane is 
readily found upon a giadimted head. 
In Dr Brewster’s instrument, the 
crystal has also a motion in a plane 
perpendicular to the common section 
of its two surfaces j but the eye of 
the observer is placed lu a plane pa^ 
raUsl to this common section, and 
observes wheu a fixed straight line is 
pcrpeudiciilar to each of the surfaces 
of the crystal, winch is knowm by 
the coincidence of its direct and re- 
fli'cted images. When the fixed 
straight line is attached to the instrn- 
nK>ut» it is complete of itself, and 
tufty be used even when held in the 
hand of the observer. This instru- 
meut, the property of which, ahng 
wuh smiilftr instJ uments, is secured 
by jttfttcutj is made and sotd by Mr 
High Holbom« London.

IS will no doubt have' 
heard of the celebrated hurtling mir-; 
ror with which Archimedes 'Sftt fire;

tance, in imitation of the Syrticusa# 
geometer. The principal defect, 
ever, in the burning

plain mirrors, is theextrentt difficulty

perpttidfcu'lftt'to the stltilghl

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which joins the mirror and the focus 
of the paraboloid. The jjtropek- ad* 
justment might easily be given to all 
the dementary mirrors^ by attaching 
each of them to a machine resembling 
the heliostata of Gravesende ; but the 
expansion and contraction of its parts^ 
and the shaking to which it would 
infallibly be exposed* might occasion 
an amtation in the dilferent images* 
which would greatly diminish the 
power of the instrument. The only 
methodi therefore, of combining plain 
mifrors, is to confide each of them to 
an individual properly instructed to 
keep it in such a position as to reHect 
the solar rays to a determinate point* 
and to vary this position acc^^ing 
to the motion of the sun. But thougn 
this might be easily done by three or 
fonr persons, yet if 100 or 200 i-idi- 
viduaJs were thus employed* none of 
them could distinguish the image of 
his own mirror from that of the rest { 
and therefore if a single image were re- 
’ moved from the focus, each of the 
mirroir.holders would naturally wish 
to know if it were his* and a general 
agitation and confusion of the images 
would be the inevitable result. In 
order to remedy this inconvenience* 
M. Peyrard, professor of mathetna* 
tics in the Bonaparte Lyceum* has 
proposed to furnish each mirror with 
a suitable apparatus* so that when 
it is oobe directed to the point where 
the images are to be concentrated* 
the individual who has the manage* 
asent of it can always adjust it to ^e 
hwtion o| the sun, without looking 
at a^pa^VB itself, and can thu* 
direct thbrays upon a 
either in oe at rest.

In the article whieff we have now 
quoted the^ is described a Burning 
Lens* on a new construction* and a new 
Burning Sphere* as proposed by Dr 
Brewster. The Burning Lens consists 
of several concentric zones and seg* 
ments of zones, which are placed iil 
such a manner as to refract the inci* 
dent rays to one focus. By this com¬ 
bination of segments a very large len« 
will be formed* possessing the same 
• properties as if it Consisted of solid 
glass. The advantages of this con¬ 
struction are* 

1. The difiiculty of procuring a 
mass of flint glass proper for a solid 
lens* is in this construction completely 
removed. 

2. If impurities exist in the glaaa 
of any of the spherical segments* or 
if an accident happens to any of them^ 
it can easily be rralabed at a very 
trifling expence. Hence the yihen- 
cal segments may be made of glass 
much more pure and free from fiaiVt 
and veins than the corresponding por¬ 
tions of a solid lens. 

5. From the spheric^ aberration 
of a convex lens, the focus of the 
outer portion is nearer the lens than 
the focus of the central parts, and 
therefore the solar light is not cen- 
centrated ih the same point of the axis. 
This evil may, in a.gt«at measUrav be 
remedied, by; placing* the different 
aones In iUeika manner Ibit their foci 
may ctuncid^ 

4, Aleifiiof thMcotistructtonmay 
be fonsed by degrees* accordhig to 
the convenience and means of the aif * 
isU One zone* or even one segment, 
may be added after another* and aff 
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every step the instrument may be used 
as if it were ciimplcte. 

5. If it should be thought advise- 
able to grind the segments separately, 
or\wo hy two, a nuich smaller tool 
wUl be necessary than if thc^ formed 
one continuous lens. But if it should 
be reckoned more accurate to grind 
each zone by itself, then the various 
segments may be easily held together 
by a Arm cement. 

G, Each zone may have a different 
focal length ; and it may' therefore be 
placed at different distances from the 
focal point, if it is thought' proper. 

The Sphere is composed 

of a number of lenses and mirrors, so 
combined that all their foci coincide 
in one point, and that all the lenses 
may be in the surface of the same 
sphere. The solar rays arc reflected 
by means of a mirror, so as to fall in a 
perpendicular direction upon eveiy 
lens except the one whicli is directly 
exposed to the sun ; and therefore a 
column of light, nearly equal in dia¬ 
meter to that of the sphere, is collect¬ 
ed in one point. The following com¬ 
parison has been made between the 
effects of this instrument and those 
of a solid lens:— 

1. In the burning sphere almost 
the only diminution of light is that 
which arises from reflection by the 
plane mirrors, and which may be es¬ 
timated pretty accurately at one half 
of the incident light; but thi: idss 
can be amply compensated by adding 
a few more lenses. 

3. In the solid lens a great dimi- 
nutitm of ligliit arises from the thick¬ 
ness of the central portions, and from 
the ohiiquily of the parts at the cir¬ 
cumference, which it is conceived will 
be fully equal to the light lost by re¬ 
flection in the burning sphere. 

Ik In the burning sphere the lenses 
may be obtained of much purer glass 


than can be got for a solid lens; and, 
therefore, cateris paribus^ they will 
transmit more light. 

•1. Owing to the small size of each 
lens in the burning sphere, the dimi¬ 
nution of effect, arising both from 
spherical aberration, and from the 
aberration of colour, will be very much 
less than in the solid lens. 

5. In the burning sphere the effect 
is greatly increased, inconsequence of 
the shortness of the focal length of 
ca(Ji lens, and the greater concentra¬ 
tion of the incident light. 

6. In the burning sphere all kinds 
of lenses may be combined. They 
may be made of any kind of glass, of 
any (diameter, and of any focailength; 
and the lenses belonging to different 
individuals may be combined for any 
occasional experiment in which a great 
intensity of heat is requisite.

New Camp Telegraph. 

A new camp telegraph has been 
invented by Knight Spencer, Esq., 
secretary to the Surry Institution. In 
the working of this telegraph, which 
is numerical, the director of each sta¬ 
tion must be asaistej by three privates, 
or others, to be called signal-men. One 
of these is furnished with a staff thir¬ 
teen or fourteen feet high, on whicli 
are mounted two flexible balls, about 
three feet in diameter. This is. called 
the centre point. The other two sig¬ 
nal-men are each furnished with a 
staff ten feet high, mounted with one 
flexible ball. The signal^ an^ made 
by one or both of the tonsil men ta¬ 
king an ordered nqinbef*^ paces to 
tfe right or left of the cchtre point 
in the rear uf which the director takea 
hiii ^Snd daring the time of leaking 
communications. All signi^S 
by order of the director of the’Aatioh'' 
10 
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who gives the word for the necessary 
number of paces. These are taken 
by the sigual-men in double quick times 
carrying their flexible balls at the 
trail } and when they have reached 
the point, or points ordered, the balls 
are instantly elevated. All signals arc 
repeated by the corresponding sta¬ 
tion ; and when the director of the sta¬ 
tion from which the communication 
is made observes that this is done, he 
gives the word Doivtis and his signal¬ 
men then retire in double quick time to 
the rear of the centre point, carrying 
their flexible balls at the trail. The 
word Do'vin is likewise given by the 
director of the station at which the 
communication is received, the instant 
that he observes the signal-men of the 
corresponding station begin to retire. 

The flexible balls are thus con¬ 
structed. Take ah ash or deal staff 
of the required length, and the sub¬ 
stance of a stout pike. Tlikc twelve 
•whalebones, four feet six inches long, 
and fix them at nine inches from tiie 
top of the staff, in the same manner 
that the whalebones of umbrellas are 
fixed.

Method op PunipYivd Olive Oil 
POR Chkonometer.s. 

In the application of oil to the pivots 
of chronometers, it has always been 
found that it loses its fluidity after a 
long voyage, and then adheres to the 
parts and obstructs their motion. In 
.order to obtain oil better fitted for 
tbc.se delicate purposes, Mr Ezekiel 
Walker endeavoured to separate from 
it some of those impurities which it 
is known to contain, and he succeed¬ 
ed in separating an opake whitish mu¬ 
cilage, iieavier than oil, but lighter 
than water. The oil, when freed from 
this substance, was tried by M. P. 
Barraud, and by the late Mr John 
Brockbank, and was always found to 
b«; in excellent condition after a long 
voyage, Mr Walker gives the fol¬ 
lowing method of obtaining the pure 
oil ;— 

Put a quantity of the beet olive oil 
into a phial with two or three timee 
as mticn water, so that the phial niay 
be about half full. Shake the phial 
briskly for a little time, turn the cork 
downwards, and let, most part of the 
water flow»out between tlie side of 
the cork and the neck of the phial. 
The oil must then r^ashed five or 
six times, the list quantity of 

water lias drawn off, what re¬ 

mains is a mixture of water, oil, and 
mucilage. iTo separate these from 
each o^er, puttheplual into hot wa¬ 
ter foe three or finir minutcj-, and 
most part of the water wilt fall to the " 
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bottom, which be drawn of as 
before. The oil must then be poured 
into a smaller phial, which, being 
nearly fhH, most be well corked, set 
11 ^ a cool place, and suffered to stand 
tltidfsturbed for three or four months, 
or until all the water shall have sub¬ 
sided, with the mucilage on th^ top 
of it, and the oil, perfectly transpa¬ 
rent, swimming on tne top ot the nux- 
cilage. When time has thus comple¬ 
ted the operation, tlie pure oil must 
be poured off into very small phials, 
and kept in a cool place, well coiked, 
to preserve it from the air. 

Aerial Navigation. 

We alluded in our last volume for 
1809, to the method of flying which 
hatl been put in practice by one De¬ 
gen, a watchmaker in Vienna.

In the 7th experiment, a rubber of 
• steel, cut so as to resemble a bastard 
file, was made to rub against the sur¬ 
face of the brass cylindrr with a force 
equal to 44lbs. The temperature of 
the water in the space of GfJ minutes 
rose only from 57' .2 to The 

cylinder had lost 4-6'3 grains of its 
weight. 

In the 8tb experiment, the appara¬ 
tus was placed in a deal box, in which 
it was kept from every side by pieces 
of wood half chan-ed. The interval 
between the two boxes was filled with 
small coal, forming a stratum on all 
sides neaily four inches thick. The 
brass cylinder and rubber were em¬ 
ployed as in experiment 1st, and at 
the end of every 30 minutes, the tem¬ 
perature of the water was pretty re¬ 
gularly 5®.4. 

In experiment 9th, the apparatus 
was insulated, by placing it in a box 
of very dry deal, coated with resin, 
from every side of which it was kept 
at the distance of 3.p inches, by pieces 
of wood baked in an oven^. and im¬ 
mersed while hot into boiling gum 
lac. *rhe whole being placed upon an 
insulating stool with glass feet, th,e 
water acquired 10'*.H‘of heal in 60*, 
from which it would appear, that in¬ 
sulation, either by noncduductors of 


electricity, or by bad conductors of 
heat, diminishes the quantity of heat 
produced by friction. 


Hygrometer for Gases. 

A new hygrometer, for ascertain¬ 
ing the dryness of gases, has been in¬ 
vented by M. Guyton Morveau. As 
this instrument is intended to be in- 
troduerd, very accurately closed, un¬ 
der a receiver, the mouth of which is 
immersed in mercury j the metallic 
parts arc constructed of iron. It con¬ 
sists of a glass bottle, the stopper of 
which can be taken out and replaced 
•by means of a small lever acting upon 
a binged cover, to which the stopper 
is cemented. After the bottle lias 
been accurately weighed, it is filled 
with dry pulverized niuriate of lime 
that has been in fusion, which must 
likewise be^. weighed ; the bottle is 
then introduced under the receiver, 
and the cover raised. The weight 
acquired by the muriate of lime will 
indicate the quantity of water absorb¬ 
ed. 


ImPROVEMEN'i on the Hydraueic 
Ram.

New Heliostata. 


M. M. Berthollet and Mains have 
lately invented a new Heliostata, 
the object of which is to give such a 
motion to a plane reflecting mirror, 
directed to the sun, that the reflected 
rays inay always be projected on the 
same spot during the diurnal motion 
of that luminary. This instrument i$ 
founded on the principle that i line* 
perpendicular to the plane of the mir¬ 
ror describes an oblique <»)ne, whose 
base iscircular andparalleltotheequa- 
tor, while the sun describes a circle of 
decliuation. As we have not seen any 
description of this invention, we can¬ 
not determine the advantages which 
it possesses over the instrument of the 
same name which was long ago in¬ 
vented by the learned Gravesende.

In this table Dr Wollaston has not 
measured the refractive powers of 
Benzoin, opium, sugar, and pitch ; 
but the substances are arranged in 
the order of their refractive powers. 

Dr Brewster's determination of 
the refractive power of phosphorus, 
f.o very different from that of Dr 
Wollaston's, confirms the beautiful 


and sagacious conjecture of Sir Isaac 
Newton, that the refractive power of 
bodies increases vrith their inflamma- 
bility. Carbon, phosphorus, and suU 
hur, being the only three simple in- 
ammable substances, have actually 
their refractive powers in the very 
order of their inflammability. 

In the experiments on solids, a me¬ 
thod was employed by which the re¬ 
fractive powers could be obtained 
merely by using irreguhr chips of the 
transparent solid, without any part 
of the surface being ground or po¬ 
lished. 

The same gentleman is engaged in 
a set of experiments on dispersive 
powers, which are measured by means 
*of a i7ew instrument for that purpose; 
and he has found that oil of cinnamon 
is the best fluid for achromatic fluid 
object glasses. It requires more than 
prisms of crown glass to correct 
the colour of one prism of oil of cin¬ 
namon. ,

.5. All instrument for measuring 
the angle at which rain falls. The 
ram is not always inclined to the 
quarter of the heavens to which the 
wind blows. If the lower stratum of 
air is moving slowly in one direction, 
and the upper stratum w'ith a greater 
velocity in the opposite direction, the 
rain may be inclined to the quarter 
of the heavens from which the lower 
stratum of air blows. 

(>. A method of measuring the 
density of fogs and mists. This may 
be done by ascertaining the distance 
at which objects cease to become vi¬ 
sible.

ted M. Saussure. • 

8. A Cyanomkter, forfheasuring 
the blue colour of the sky. This in- 
atrument was invented by M. Saus¬ 
sure, who employed,blue circles of 
paper, with different depths of colour. 
A much better inscritment might be 
made, by eocloatng a blue fluid be¬ 
tween two plates m glass inclined to 
each other, so that the depth of co¬ 
lour at the places where the glasses 

we separated to the greatest distance,

may always exceed a little the great¬ 
est blueness of the sky. A screw, car¬ 
rying a small circular opening aK«ug 
a seme, would then indicate tne blue 
colour of the sky at any instant. 

9. The form, altitude, and c.olour 
of the clouds ought to be carefully 
ascertained. Mr Howard, Dr Bos- 
lock, and Mr Forster, have proposed 
different appellations for clouds, of 
different forms. Some fixed uomcn- 
clature should be established. 

10 . The size and appearance of 
halos, the Iteight of meteorx, the au¬ 
rora borealis, and other phenomena 
of a temporary kind, should be well 
observed.

scAattonS) as well as for various other 
p^urposeS) to which it is appficabic. 
JBut, even among men of science) there 
is a prejudice against new inventions) 
which nothing nut time and necessu 
ty can overcome. The instruments 
whicfi are at present employed for 
asccitaining the humidity oT the at¬ 
mosphere) are completely fallacious) 
and ought long ago to have been su¬ 
perseded hy the ingenious hygrome¬ 
ter with which Mr Leslie has enrich¬ 
ed philosophy and the arts. 
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METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS, &c. 


FOR THE YEAR 1810. 

f ( 


January. 

The mild weather which prevailed 
during the tnonjth of December, 1809, 
continued till ,the i^th of January. 
WallfloweryChrifitmaBrosea, and poly* 
authuseH, had been out for a fortnight 
before thib date; Indian roses and car- 
nations have continued in flower all 
Winter, in the open borders against 
south walls. The shoots of bryony, 
which did not usually appear till 
April, were already two inches above 
ground on the ISthof January, The 
anow-drop was then comhig into flow¬ 
er, and the winter aconite ready to ex¬ 
pand. The fruit of a jargonelle pear- 
tree, near Newhaven, ni^ich showed 
some blossom abopt the middle of No- 
vcml?er, was now fairly set, or had be¬ 
gun to swelL 

Af sharp frost put an end to this 
vnuWal weather mi the 14th, a</d it 
vras followed by a heavy of snow. 

Op the morning of the 16th, the 
•now lay tea inchys deep round Edin¬ 
burgh, ,aod it is s imposed that, since 
the severe winter or 1795, such alarge 

a uantity of snow has not fallen in so 
lort a space of time. The snow 
extended only a little beyond Dunbar, 
on the great London road, and waibut 
alight at Glasgow. 


On the 20th of the month, a very 
dense frosty mist hung over Edin- 
burgh ; The whole spray of the trees 
and fhruba were elegantly beset with 
crystals* 

A thaw prevailed between the 24th 
and the 27th, and almost completely 
removed the snow. 

On Tuesday, the 30th of thismonth, 
there was a (all of mctecffic stones in 
Caswell county, in the United States. 
They fell about two oVlock, P. M.: 
Their descent was seen for a consider¬ 
able distance round, and two reports 
were distinctly heard at Hillsborough, 
a distance of 30 miles. A fragment of 
a dark brown colour and porous, and 
weighing a p- iind and three quartsrs, 
struck a ttic where icme wood-cut¬ 
ters wcr> at work. The men fan 
home in great terror, but, encouraged 
by a woman, they returned with her 
to the place, and brought away the 
stone, which was still hot. 

February. 

From the 27tK of last month to 
the 8th of February, ihf weather has 
been mild and pleasant. The crocus 
is now coming into £ower; the flow¬ 
ers of the.white coltsfoot (tussiiago 
fdba) are expanded: the hazchreehas 
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,«hown its catkins, and hepaticas arc 
Eowcriiig. 

• On the 11th, the wind turned sud¬ 
denly to the east, and the mercury in 
the barOirifter fell a whole inch. 

On the ijjth, a gr«Jt deal of snow 
fell, and an intense frost succeeded. 

On the evening of the l^th, the 
meiciiry in the thermometer fell to 
IG®, which was lower than it has 
been since the severe cold in Januai-y, 

A thaw began on the 17th, and 
after the snow' and ice had been gra¬ 
dually dissolved, the weather became 
favourable for agricultural operations. 


March. • 

The weather during this month 
has been in general favourable for the 
operations of agriciilture, but the 
frosts during the nights have consi- 
ably cWcKcd vegetation.

On the 5th oi this month, between 
four and five o’clock in the afternoon, 
a most severe thunderstorm, attended 
with torrents of rain and hail, passed 
over Edinburgh, but fortunately no 
injury was done either in the city or 
tne neighbourhood. A farm-house 
near Mid Calder w'as, however, burnt 
down i and at Glasgow, whcfe tlie 
storm commenced about an hour ear¬ 
lier, the lightning struck the fine 
monument erected to the memory of 
Lord Nelson, and considerably inju¬ 
red it. A thunderstorm prevailed 
also on the same day at London, 
York, and various parts of England ; 
but it does not seem to have extend¬ 
ed to the norih of Scotland. 

On the 28th, a very brilliant me¬ 
teor appeared here in the south-west, 
a little after twelve o’clock at night. 
It moved rapidly in a north-easterly 
directipn, but was attended with no 
noisCi It resembled a large tun, or 
hogshead, in and shape, and along 
its sides appeared stripes or bands of 
bright light, wldch continued a short 
way beyond tlie ball, and formed a 
sort of fringed tail. 

On the. evening of the 31st, from 
8 o’clock till 12, incessant flashes of 
lightning appeared in the south and 
south-east parts of the horizon : Sud¬ 
den falls of rain took place, hut no 
thunder was heard. On tile same 
day, there was *a dreadful tlfunder- 
storm in various parts of England. 
It began in London at about half 
past two o'clock* in the morning, and 
.as it was perlyips thC most violent and 
awful ever experienced in this coun- 
trff we shall give a very full account 
of it, as.descnbed by an eye witness, 
(Sir H. C. Eiigleneld, Bart,} who 
was pear the spot where it fell and did 
mischief* 
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** I was with three fne''ds in a 
coach, standing ^t a h(ri|i|e where we 
bad supped. The house door was 
atill open, and there was a strong light 
from a large lustre in the hall, Full on 
the edne'h, and two very bright lamps 
at the door of the house. This cir- 
cumstaijce was m favour of our seeing 
the nature of the light distinctly ; for 
had we been in the dark, its excessive 
bHghiness would have so dazzled our 
eyes, as to prevent all distinct vision. 
Ah we got iiuo the coach, there was 
a small mizzling rain, and a very 
strong flash of distant lightning in 
the N. E., but no thunder that vc 
could hear. The servants at the door 
said, t herehadheen much distant light¬ 
ning for ah Hour or two. The sky 
over head appeared aery dark, but 
the lights prevented accurate obser¬ 
vation of it. We were just seated in 
the caniagi*, and my eyes were direct¬ 
ed out of the front window, nearly 
tow'ards the tree which was struck, 
but which, however, I could not sec. 
Two of iny companions were look¬ 
ing out of the window, towards the 
house door, from which we were dis¬ 
tant live or six feet. We were at 
once enveloped by an excessively 
bright diffused blue light, of more 
than Instantaneous duration, which 
appeared to explode into sparks mo- 
yiUg in zigzag lines in all directions. 
My friends saw them between the car- 
jjnd the door, and their motion 
WUS so sit ohg,* as to make the pillars 
of horch dppear to vibratf. The 
tvhbl^^ad ^^ery inu''h the effect of 
fn attiflcial ^e-works, is called 
k iM^obn,'Vhifcln ds it'bursts, throws 
bin» fi oifi'lts'lurttindus^bbutre, squibs 
fo all 'directions.

violent. The explosion seemed quite op 
the ground, and was accompanied by a 
sensation of a dull concussion, as if a 
vast weight had fallen from a great 
height on the soft earth close by.us. 
The sound rose in the air, rolling and 
echoing for a very long time, much 
like common thunder. 

“ Astonishment and terror kept , us 
siletit for a little while; we then 
agreed to quit the coach, and take 
shelter in the house, the door of which 
remained open- A few heavy drops 
of ram then fell. On re-entering the 
hall, we found the sci vants scandihg 
aghast at the stroke, which had seetU* 
.ed to them to threaten to crush the 
whole* building. A ve^ heavy tain 
now came on, w'hich lasted for a few 
niinutcb. We were all in fearful ex¬ 
pectation of another explosion, but 
nothing followed. I'he rain ceased, 
and we set out.

The preceding account, which we 
have taken withoift alteration from 
th^ J<mmal de Physiquct gives a 
great degree of confirmation to the 
theory of meteoric stones which^ wa« 
lately proposed by Dr Brewster, 
namely* that they are tlie lesser frag¬ 
ments of a large planet which once 
existed between Mars and Jupiter* 
and of which Ceres, Pallas* Juno* and 
Vftta, are the larger fragments. That 
these four planets arc the remains of 
* a larger body* is almost capable of 
demonstration ; and it is surely not 
improbable* thA the iSesser fragments 
would fall upon the earth* when Mars 
was in the opposite part of the eclip¬ 
tic.

T li L evening of the 21th of December, 

1808, terminated the active and con¬ 
spicuous life of Dr Beddoes, of Clif¬ 
ton . His biogra|Jhy has been written 
in an elaborate form by Dr Stock, of 
Bristol, from whose able work several 
of the following incidents arc taken. 

Dr Beddoes was descended from 
part of a respectable Welsh family 
which had settled in Shropshire ; he 
was bom at Shiffnall, a stnall town 
in that county, on the 13th of April, 
'llTSO. A fon^ess for hooka, in pre- 
^ ference to the common amusements 
of childhood, was very early noticed 
in him $ at five years old he read well, 
and this love for study, and a remark- 
aide promise of talent, led his grand¬ 
father, ladio, although an unlearned, 
was a shrewd and discerning man, to 
relinquish the original plan of bring¬ 
ing him upas a tahitcr, the family 
trade, ^d to fit him, by a liberal and 
university education^ for one of the 
learned professioas.

Samuel Dickenst; ^ rec¬ 
tor of Plymhill, in Staff' ' dsl.’.T, un¬ 
der whose care he applied with great 
assiduity to the improvemeijJ, of hia 
classical knowledge; his play houra 
were commonly employed ui reading 
reviews. Mr Dickenson, speaking of 
his mind as it appeared at this lime, 
describes him as rema kable for soli¬ 
dity of judgement, unenlivened by any 
hriiiiancc of fancy ^ curious fact, 
when it is known how this latter fa¬ 
culty put forth and «itpanded in after 
life. From tlie hod^ bf Mr Dicken¬ 
son he was removed to Oxford, and 
was entered at Pembroke, College in 
the year 1776, at sixteen years of 
age the aame habits of stucliousness 
followed him here for which he had 
been remarkable throughout his in¬ 
fancy and boyhood; he avoided tlie 
idle breakfast parties, and the convi¬ 
vial meetings of the students; the- 
Icctures of the college tutor were'" 
attended by him as a duty, but 
they wet'e attended regularly, and the 
strength of his understanding, and his 
tmuKital knowledge of the classical 
languages, speedily made their way 
into canspicuousuess through the un¬ 
couthness of his appearance, ujid the 
awkwardness of his manners. * Soon 
after entering the university, he began 
to study the nmdern languages with 
*)is customary avidity; in two months 
fic learned to* read French fluently, 
without theassistance of a master; and 
Italian and German afterwards yield¬ 
ed to biauncommon powers of acqui¬ 
sition..; Beddoes, however, liad a mind 
whiuH was not likely to be contented 
by tJie stndy of language*. Dr Black, 
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by his celebrated experiments'on mag¬ 
nesia, had some time before drawn the 
attention of philosophers to the study 
of chemistry, and the interest on this 
subject had been kept'up and height¬ 
ened by the la':e discoveries of Dr 
Priestley. Beddoes was one among 
the many who, about this time, cntca- 
ed eagerly into the study of this im- 
rbving science; and during one of 
is college vacations, which he spent 
at Cheney Longville, in Shropshire, 
where part of his family still resided, 
he amused his friends by a short course 
of lectures, in which he explained the 
late discoveries in chemistry, and il¬ 
lustrated his exjplanations by experi¬ 
ments. During these vacations his 
favourite ampsemcDts were shooting 
and whist; and^ he is said, at this 
time of his life, to have been one of 
the best whist players in England. 

About the twenty-first year of his 
age he took the degree oi Bachelor 
ot Arts ; he now ceased to reside re¬ 
gularly at the university, and came to 
London, where he attended lectures 
on anatomy, physiology, and medi- 
• cine, See, Physiology, which lets 
loose the thinking powers in a greater 
degree than any other department of 
modical study, became his favourite 
subject. The dissertations of Spid- 
lanzaci were at this time little knowm 
^n England ; Beddoes, who was inti¬ 
mately familiar with the Italian lan¬ 
guage translated them into English, 
added a short account of tlic literar 
life of author, and publtsticd them 
in 1784, when he was twenty-four 
years old., •

ties. In the discussions, the speeches 
of Beddoes are said to have been short, 
and never remarkable for any of the 
graces of delivery; he was felt, how- 
.ever, to be a man of weight in them, 
for his remarks were always applica¬ 
ble, clear, and forcible, cmaiiticswhich 
are somewhat rare in tne extempbre 
effusions of these societies. 

In the year 1786, the third and 
last w'inter of his residence in Bdin- 
bureh, his medical studios were in- 
terniptedby a short visit to Oxford, 
for the purpose of rccetri«gf, hla'de¬ 
gree of iyoctor of Medtchiei -but he 
returned immediately ajftfetwlfcrds to 
Edinburgh.

In the year 1790 the pditkal chan¬ 
ges which were takh)^ p^c in France 
bad already excited the strongest it^- 
tevest in this country- I’he revolu¬ 
tion had occuracd, tho ^vernment 
was new modelled, aitd the most ex¬ 
traordinary experim«at8 were going 
on* on the coostitiitip^n t)f human so- 
ciety. The eyes of all England* and 
almost of all the world^:were turned 
towards France ; the minds of men 
were withdrawn front'every other to¬ 
pic of thought, and every other de¬ 
partment of study, by an unexampled 
intensity of interest iii politic^ sub¬ 
jects ; throughout Engird the hour 
of news was marked by circles of po¬ 
liticians of ail ranka awaiting with 
eager fii|pes the arrival of information | ** 
at the debating club* thedinn«'pfirty* 
and the alc-hobse* notliing W^s to be 
heard but political dfscussioiis ( and 
whilst one party was led to advocate 
the conduct of France, Iijr the pros¬ 
pect of the do wnfall of despotism* the 
correction of abusbs* the fidlevmlion of 
human wroi^* and the genetaixliffu- 
sion human happinli^. t}»e omit 
grants* who had soogntiTefogc in every 
psut ofEngliadrhadl^ by the relation 
oftbdir woea*\itirr«d op in many 
best feelingfoorriiaturcv pitothr 
bhcereat animosity iwaiuit thminenda 
and Chotfrecidotn of Fraocau <|kdd<}eN 
had<' 9riiun|i which- was te 

mma^tmipoeed amid thttintbiileddh 
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of human fcelinge; heenliated among 
the frienda of liberty with his accuato- 
med zealj butalthoughhchaduiUnut- 
terred hia political aetitimenis with hia 
ueual point and energy of expression, 
it waa some time be tore they attract¬ 
ed the full attentifm of the public in a 
printed forip. An advcrtiaemeni had 
appeared in the iShropshire newspa¬ 
per* soliciting relief tor the French 
emigi^iit clergy, but conveying at the 
same time the feelings of the church 
and state party, with all tlie vehe¬ 
mence of tliosc times. Beddoes cir¬ 
culated a printed handbill m reply 
to this advertisement, in which •he 
contiadictcd some of its statements, 
assailed the emijrt ant clergy in a body,* 
attempted to ,pwiate the oioody enor¬ 
mities of thewarolutionary actors, ar¬ 
gued against the principle on which 
relief had been solicited for the emi¬ 
grant ckrty, and glanced with an eye 
of ill will on our own ecclesiastical 
institutions. This handbill, as may 
easily be supposed, inliicted a serious 
injury on his public character ; for it 
is impossible for any man to make 
war on the feelings of the widest and 
the wealthiest class of society, with¬ 
out injury to. his temporal interests ; 
it excited strong disapprobation in 
the neighbourhood in which it was 
circulated, and wtaen he returned to 
Oxford, he perceived many an eye 
turned on him with-an altered ex pres- 
•ion. This occurrence seems to have 
accelAated his resignation of the 
chemical lectureship. Some monihs 
before* this, be had given notice to 
the vice chancellor ot his intended re¬ 
tirement, and h!td«t 4hat time been 
f requested,ntone whose setentihe name 
' would have much weight, to draw up 
a memorial to the secretary of siate, 
soliciting'the annexation of a salary 
to the office of lecturer on chemistry. 
The memorhd was preparedand trans¬ 


mitted through the chancdlor to Mr 
Dundas ;• be-rore, however, it had any y 
effect, this unlucky handbill appear*' 
ed, and effectually destroyed its effi- 
ciwy, 

Jttst'befoee'his retirement from the 
university, he completed the compo* 
sitiun of two works, which had for 
Some time occupied him ; one, “ Ob¬ 
servations on the Nature of Demon¬ 
strative Evidence, with Rt flc-'Ctums 
upon Language the other “ Ob¬ 
servations on the Nature and Cure 
of Calculus, Sea Scurvy, Consump¬ 
tion,” See. Both are tlw production* 
of a strong mind, and serve to exem- I 
plify not only the diversity of his ac¬ 
quirements, but that acuteness and 
fatce^n the reasoning power, in which 
he excelled all his professional, con¬ 
temporaries, Darwin only excepted ;. 
who, making all due allowance for the 
unsatisfactonness of many of his opi¬ 
nions, and after granting that iq all 
his professional writings he displays 
more of the thinking t^o ol/th^ ob¬ 
serving faculty, (a description4^oihid 
perhaps biisuitahle to m^atcaisci;^IK^,) 
probably brought to bear pq

4»e dre»v up hls justly admired talc 
of Isaac Jenkins, and maturec^ his 
plan of founding an institution for 
breathing artihciril airs* to wliicU be 
had been led by the foregoing theo¬ 
ry. The plan was expensive, and 
Beddoes tcitified the disinterested¬ 
ness of his 7,eal, by tlic amount of 
his own contributions to it. Mr1<.ey- 
nolds, his brother Mr Joseph Rey¬ 
nolds, and Mr Yonge, each contribu¬ 
ted two hundred poiuids, to Avbich 
Beddoes added a similar sum, together 
with all the, fees whrcK he might re¬ 
ceive, pending the issue of the ex¬ 
periment,” which are said to have 
been Considerable.

1 n the mean time* his little work on 
Calculus and Consumption was sel¬ 
ling rapidly. The striung ingenuity 
of nis thebry, the novelty and pro- 
mistngoesa of his rcihedtes* the lively 
interest which evecyidriDg relating to 
pulmonary cousuittm^n excites in an 
Sffgltsfa pubHcy^s^ ilia high charac¬ 


ter for science and intellect which Iw 
had earned, even before his medical 
publication, supplied bis want of pri¬ 
vate coimections : his book excited 
an unusual portion of attention, and 
the eyes of the public were early tuni- 
ed on him. At BFisiol he soon be¬ 
came intimate with Mr Edgeworth 
and his family, and shortly |fterwards 
was received as the avowed and ac? 
cepted lover of one of his dauj^ten.. 

At the institution for breathing the 
artificial airs, the hrst experiments 
vi'cre made on animals. It was found, 
that a kitten* wdiich had been breath¬ 
ing an air containing a large propor¬ 
tion of oxygen, was drowned w'ith 
’maredifficiilty* and restored withmoi-e 
ease* than one which .hsd breathed 
only the common atmosphere. This 
fact Br Brddocs had anttt’ipated ; for 
in a published letter, uddressed to Dr 
Darwin, he remarked, that’if the flo¬ 
rid complexion of a coifsnmptive pa¬ 
tient arose from the presence of a 
super-oxygciiaicd stale of the blood, 
such a person would require a j(onger 
time than another for drowning; Dr 
Beddoes himself, whose natural com¬ 
plexion was sallow and dingy, found 
it very mucli improvcd|jhy breathing 
a litghiy oxygenated atmosphere, and 
hints, that, if used with caution, it 
might be safely employedas a cosmetic. 

In 1794, before he had adminir.ter- 
ed the artificial gases to any patient 
of his own, he publishedAppendix 
t 0 his former “ Observations,’! con¬ 
sisting principally of cases in which 
they had been employed by several re¬ 
spectable physicians in different parti 
0l the kingdom, andTaonong others by 
Dr Withering, byDrEivazi, of Bath, 
and Dr Parry ; ^ese cases, however, 
prove little tnat is satisfactory. 

The rise of his reputation, and the 
extension of his practice, did not abate 
his activity as ^an author. He pub- 
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lishcd a letter to Dr Darsvin, explain* 
Jbg hi» theory and his treatment of 
C0ii6nmp]:.icu}} a supplement to his 
Observations, which, besides letters 
from Withering, Ewart, and Parry, 
alrettdy alluded lu, contained an ana* 
of a paper, by Lavoisier, on the 
ot crowded assemblies, and ano¬ 
ther, by V|iuqiii.'lin, on the liver oi the 
^ate ; he sent a piiper to the fourth 
volufTli. of the Medical Facts and Ob¬ 
servations, in which a case of phleg¬ 
monous ipBammatioo leads to some 
reasonliigs on the influence of heat 
and cold on the living systero, and he 
kept tip a frequent and interesthig 
ebrrespondence with Darwin on sub¬ 
jects of gcbiqgy, and particularly ou' 
^onie parts, ot ihe Zoonomi^t which 
was then pripil^g. Darwin had sta¬ 
ted, (Zoono'i^ia, vol. i. sect. 11>. p. 
151. 8Vo edif.) that “when the idea 
of solidity is excited, a part of the ex> 
tensive organ of touch is compressed 
by some external body, and this, part 
of the sensorluni so compressed, exact¬ 
ly rcseihbles in figure the figure of 
the body that compressed it; hence 
when we acquire the idea of solidity, 
we acquire at the same time the idea 
of figure; aq^ this idea of figure, or 
this motion of a part of tlic organ 
of touch, exactly resembles in its fi¬ 
gure, the figure of the body that oc¬ 
casions if, and tints exai^ly acquaints 
vs with this property of the external 
world.’* Against this account of the 
origi# of our ideas, Beddocscontci'd* 
ed with much clearness and acuteness. 
(•‘If I'press my finger (says he in his 
letter to “gainst the edge of

I ,am equally unable to comprehend 
how the stimulated part, of the retina 
can exactly resemble the visible fi-" 
gure of the whole tree in miniature;

this Darwin repbed, “ If you allow 
an idea of perception to be a jiart of 
the extremity of the nerve of touch 
or eight stimulated into action, that 
part must have tire, and that figure 
must rcbomble the figure; of the body 
acting on it.

nor ihdirect sensible knowledge; &om 
the fibrous structure of the redna, I 
should conjecture that' th^ 'eifimt of 
the stimulus extended beyond the por¬ 
tion of the organ of > sense 
it is applied.”

which he always Wt to put the pub¬ 
lic in possession of the means of avoid- 
.ing disease, and exemplifies the felici¬ 
ty* with which he could convey the 
most unfamiliar knowledge to the 
minds* of his readers.

child of Chance,” la ihany ojf these 
rcmaHcs, there is more of wit and ift- 
nature than of truth; it is easy to 
conceive, that a man may ]^ye nei-r 
ther the time nor the peculiar.^^cn^s 
for forming new coiitnvances, yet 
possess a remarkable felicity in the 
application of old ones, A physician 
may never have made any “ as'<ign- 
abU improvement in physic,** and yeti

to observe by what alight motives ma¬ 
ny of these^arc guided in the clioice 
oi a phyaician ; sucli }X‘i's<nis natu¬ 
rally resort to tliose w hose aamea per¬ 
petually strike their eye or ear, whose 
lectures are advertised in the newspa- 
pers* whose publications arc exposed 
at the windows of the booksellers, 
and are read and discussed by half li¬ 
terary invalids. Whilst this edition 
of Brown was preparing, Beddoes 
published an account of his pneuma¬ 
tic scheme, under the title ol “ Pro¬ 
posals for the J inj>rovement of Medi¬ 
cine,** and the first and second ^rt 
of his Considerations on the Mcaici- 
nal Use and Production of Factitious 
Airs. 

The edition cf Brot^in’s works was 
no sooner published, than it was fol¬ 
lowed by a translation fi om the Spa¬ 
nish of Gimbernat*s New Method of 
Operating for Femoral Hernia, with 
an appendix, in w hich the inoculation 
of the small-pox is advised to be per- 
formedwithmatter diluted with water, 
as a means of procuring a mild dis¬ 
ease. Boon after this, lie published 
a third part of his Considerations on 
Factitious Airs, consisting chiefly of 
eases in which they had been em¬ 
ployed by his professional correspon¬ 
dents. Practice seems now to liave 
been coming in i apidly, for in a let¬ 
ter written about this time, he com- 
laii'S that las leisure was interrupted 
y a/concourse of patients. Th-. >c 
new V occupations, however,* dul not 
give sTn entire- rcpobc to his restless 
pen. Wordswpii^i, Coleridge, and 
Southey* had attr^ted the public at¬ 
tention by the powers and the pe¬ 
culiarities df their poetical writings, 
and had endeavourt^ to excite the 
iroagination and feelings by incidents 
more familiar and homely than those 
which had been cojQmonly employ¬ 
ed by former poets. Xhese novel¬ 


ties produced differeut cfEects on dif¬ 
ferent minds. Objects of taste re* 
quire to be frequently presented tO’ 
the mind before they acquire the 
povreriof exciting tlurir peculiar plea¬ 
sures ;(an infant will nduse the finest 
wines laat could be presented to the 
palate, and the niind must undergo a 
sort of education before it is capable 
of feeling the pleasures of poetry, 
painting, and music ; the humour of' 
a familiar wag has more power over 
•our risibility than the jokes of a strzin- 
gcr, and an old and favourite tune 
strikes us with more instantaneous 
delight, than one with which we are 
unacquainted. Feelingsof pleasure re¬ 
quire time before they attach them¬ 
selves to new objects, and this time 
varies with different dispositions. Bed- 
does was not pleased with these no¬ 
velties of composition, and attempted 
to i-idicule their style by a parody, 
which was inserted in the Annual An¬ 
thology* without the editors being at 
all aware of the intention o( its au¬ 
thor. As soon, however, as it> was 
known,' revenge was meditated* ancj 
the thought was so well codcptycd 
tliat it is a pity it waa nevt 5 li:;.#iRefl>- ' 
ted.

At the latter end of 1796, 'Dr Bcd- 
docs published the fourth and fifth 
part's of his' “ Con.siderations on Fac¬ 
titious Airs," which,besidemuch tnis- 
cellancous matter, not -directly con¬ 
nected with the main topic of the 
book, contained the first proposal 
made in England for curing syphilis 
with nitric acid. The efficacy of mer¬ 
cury in this disease was believed to 
depend on the oxygen with wliich it 
was combined, and it was siipjJoscd 
. that any othei'substance, which would 
part with oxygen as readily to the 
constitution, would be equally service¬ 
able. ‘With tilts view, tlUMiitnc acid 
was exhibited by Mr S»ott, of Bom¬ 
bay, whose rcpttrt^, containing an ac¬ 
count of the first experimental at¬ 
tempt to realise this idea, were inclu¬ 
ded in the Con Btdc rat ions on Facti¬ 
tious: Airs. The remedy cxbited much 
etfpectation, but its more extended 
tm(tpl<y^ent has shown its feeble and 
itfip^rlect viitues. 

Notwithstanding Beddoes had writ¬ 
ten so much on the employment of 
artificial gases in disease, he had-made 
but little u.sji of them in his ow j* prac¬ 
tice. Patients had never yet been 
admitted at the Pneumatic Instito-' 
tion, owing to the dsficiency of the 
subscriptions ^ and, in order to acce¬ 
lerate the fulAlment of the scheme, 
he published, early in 1797, sugges¬ 
tions toward setting on foot tilie pro¬ 
jected establishment for aso^rtainsng 
the powers of factitious airs in me¬ 
dicine. The subsc^ptfon, however, 
woidd have beea >itSu inadequate to 
fUpurp<oie»if Wedge- 


wood had not offered 10001. to se¬ 
cure the immediate execution of the 
plan, wisely observing, that ” jt was 
worth while to expt'ud the sum sub¬ 
scribed, in ordei* to assure us that 
elastic fluids would not be serviceable 
as medicines," This liberal offer re¬ 
moved all pt*cuniiiry obstacles, and in 
1798 the institution was opened for 
the reception of patients. Dr Bed« 
does, however, found that he reljuired 
some assisuince in the preparation of 
the airs. His friend Mr Giddy had 
become acquainted with a young man 
who was educating as a country sur¬ 
geon in Cornwall, and whose talents 
and scientific /.cal had attracted the 
notice of ilu* neighbourhood. Mr 
Giddy was delighted vTith the mo¬ 
desty and geritus of ^his young ac¬ 
quaintance, and persuaded him to 
transmit to Dr Beddoes a letter con¬ 
taining some thoughts on tKe French 
theory of caloric, and some experi¬ 
ments which he had made, proving 
that heat was not a suhstancc. Bed- 
docs instantly saw the merits of the 
mind which was presented to his no¬ 
tice, and he invited him to become his 
assistant at the Pneumatic Institution* 
The invitation was accepted, and Mr 
Davy removed to Bristol. ’’I'he cor¬ 
rect diBcriminatiou displayed in this 
early appreciation of Mr Davy’s ge¬ 
nius, has since been abundantly pro¬ 
ved by the discoveries which he has 
achieved, and the /ame which he has 
won,—discoveries so brilliantA and 
fyme so fnily enviable, as to haw af¬ 
forded a n'asonable ground for the 
Ureas tic observation^ that the best 
discovery Dr Beddoes ever made was 
Da^. 

The trials of the artificial airs at 
the Pneumatic Institution led to the 
following results:—Priestly had satd^ 
that breathing pure oxygen air made 
him feel and cheenul.

Foirncroy, on the contrary, 
fouijdthat it increased the fever and 
arti^nal action, and was highly i’ljii- 
ri&as,, Dt Ewart, oi‘ Bath, caused 
tWc? Consumptive patients to breathe 
aft atmospiiere which contained a 
i^uantit^ of carbonic acid gas with 
Cbnsiclerahle advantage. Pilatre de 
Rosier himself breathed hydrogen or 
iiidamtnable air, and as he was ex¬ 
piring it from his mouth set it on fire, 
so as to exhibit a specimen of a live 
gas lamp. A mixture of oxygen and 
hydrogen, wlicu set on fire, is well; 
ktiow'n by chemists to explode with 
considerawc^ violence ; nevertheless 
thtsfearl^s p^bsopheV inhaled a mix* 
t\ire of these ifirs'; and set fire to them 
as they issued from his mouth ; the 
explosion was violent, and he thought 
bird knocked out his teetli. It may 
be breathed during several inspira¬ 
tions without injury', and is returned 
from the lungs nearly unchanged. 
Such Wa's the state of knowledge con- 
. corning the influence of artificial airs 
. when taken into the lungs, before the 
foundation of the Pneumatic Insti¬ 
tution ( here it w'as found that an 
atmosphere containing an additivmal 
quantity of oxygen in some instances

tarrh, phthisis, and sometimes in asth¬ 
ma ; it appeal^ also tO be in some 
degree an anodyne. The most power- ' 
' fill artificial air, however, that has yet 
been respired, is made by a mixture of 
Varbonic and hydrogen gas, (ihr hy¬ 
dro carbonate;) Mr Davy ventur^to 
inhale it in its pure undiluted sdlte : . 

The first inspiration produced a sort 
of numbness and loss of feelingiri the 
chest and about the pectoral muHclcs;

The meUicitud effi¬ 
cacy of the niti'piJB oxyd,^the intoxi¬ 
cating gas, became lite subject of ex¬ 
periment i it th said to have produced 
some astonishing cures in palsy* un¬ 
connected with Fttluess of tJie blood¬ 
vessels of the head, to have been a 
apecihc in cases of simple debility, 
and in many casas to have been a 
most triumphant remedy. Such was 
the result of the trials made at the 
Pneumati* Institution. After a tirpe 


able of all his publications* It is true, 
they have not kd to tint diiicovery 
of a specific for t’u; cure of thi'i fear¬ 
ful malady, but an oil .t rvcf such as 
Btddoes, (for a want of i\k- talent 
for observation was not thi' vice of 
liis mind,) could not mark, ili*- pro- 
#gre*8 of this disease in so many in¬ 
stances, and for so mimy years of iho 
most watchfulatteiuion, without gaiii- 
iiig a mass of informaUQU, wlio^o va¬ 
lue cannot be appreciateil from any 
single spccitncii of it. Fifty tliou- 
sand is said to be a low computation 
^ of the victims to consumption in our 
island. In one of his pnhltcations, tni-

become mo|;e quiet in a warm apart*, 
meet, but are re*excued by the celd 
air of a staircase } that they Sre of¬ 
ten less troublesome dunng the night, 
when the door of the apartment is 
* shut and the curtains drawn dose 
.around the bed, than dunng the day, 
when the puitient tats m a large room 
and 16 exposed to fresh cold air in a 
variety of ways ; that consumptimi is 
alleviated by the warmth of.summer, 
and sometimes cured by resorting to 
a warm climate. The chief object of 
tbiji <eWSiy« therefore, was to lecom- 
m^thf^Ql^ufnptive patients should 
dulrti% the cold part of the 
year in an aitihcial temperature, equal 
to that of a warm climate { it con¬ 
tained several cases of consun'ption, 
in the treatment of which this was 
chiefly relied on. In some instances, 
the patients were kept m apanments 
secured ^.by double dbors and double 
Windows against the outward air, and 
warmth thi^ghout by stores ( m 
others, they were 4ept sa apaftmwnts 
With cows; the bodies and thp breath 
of the snunals comnatfm'catdd a con¬ 
siderable warmth to the mrs which 
was ^creased by the aid of ttoves.

On the poor \ulgaiv 
It operated diiferently ; thr^ imagin¬ 
ed that the cows would imbibe suiAc- 
thing unhealthy from the p&tiQiits and 
impart it to the tmlk, and ihut they 
and their children would thus swal- 
low consumption m their morning 
mess. They once actually collected 
in considerable crowds, and when the 
cows approached whicli were going 
on this extraordinary duty, endea¬ 
voured to frighten them away by loud \ 
screaming ai^ shouCs^ 7 t 

This book has had a slow but a 
considci able influcMice on the practice 
of the profession, and few now of our 
ablest physicians Condnet the treat¬ 
ment of a consumptive case without 
very considerable attention to artifi¬ 
cial warmth. Consumptive patients 
vs ho are not confined to their apart¬ 
ments dunng the cold seasons expot 
nence numbeiless injuries from tJie, 
outward air; a*brcize of wind will* 
lufHe and agitate them, and produce 
a feverish flush of some continuance ; 
every chill from the air is foilossed 
by heat and perspiration, constituting 
sliprt fever fits, which slowly mar 
away all the strength; the cold air 
renders tlie cough more frequent; and 
thus, by producing a perpetual kgita- 
tiOR i/f the lungs^ prevents the hcaJiog 
of their ulceratoa pprtiotis, enlarges 
fheir magnstuBet'and gives greater 
rapidity and certainty Co the fatal ter- 
minatido. A practice oi a snmkir na¬ 
ture seems to have been long practised 
m the West Indies, tinke (Medici«^ 
mscbeGeogntphie Ersta Band, 4^4ii^} 
says, «that the negroes whoarrcisp* 
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iidered, (^pnaumptive lAtc sent into the 
sugar Houses to Breathe the warm va¬ 
pour, which^rjses in such ch>ud;i from 
the pans as to darken the work rooms, 
and that in two months they com¬ 
monly recover/’ It is an important 
fact, that the atiemlants in these warm 
apartments of Dr BeJdues, who were 
jfrequeittly parsing from the heated 
in{o the ‘'oM .nr, were not particular¬ 
ly liable to <-atch cold, and that the 
patients themselves, on leaving their 
roomis to go abroad, seemed to have 
lost for a time their sensibility to the 
chilliness of the atmosphere. There 
are many other analogous facts which 
render it probshlo that we overrate 
the injtiriousncss of variations of tem¬ 
perature. A native of a tropical cli- 
.mate bears his Yirst winter in Eu¬ 
rope be tter than his subsequent ones. 
Tlip work-nen in the manufactories of 
crown glass, who are perpetually pass¬ 
ing from the outward air into a tem- 
penitme much above JOJ®, arc not 
pariiculaily subject to pulmonary dis- 
ca.se ; nor the Rusnaii boor, who 
parses from his winter hut, w'hich, 

• from heal and moii.tiirc, resembles a 
'^ \apour bath, into an air many de¬ 
grees below zero. It is probable that 
the prt'valenceof consumption in Eng- 
l.md is attributable much less to va¬ 
rieties of temperature, and much mere 
to deficiencies of clothing, than.is 
commonly Mist'ccted; thusthe Scotch 
' have become fiir mote liable to it since 
they left off the warm woollen plaid 
.,^pr uie cotton dresses of modern 
times ; and the Dutch, notwithstand¬ 
ing the inqlemevicy of their climate 
and the coldness of their apartments, 
scai'ccly know'what it is,—an envi¬ 
able ignorance', attributable to the iin- 
wieldTy .waimth of their clothing: 
consumption is ho ivhere so preva¬ 
lent as amoT'g'the ScdCc'h, English, 


trad French, the worst clad of all the 
})eople of Europe, but enjoying a ch- 
mate comparatively temperate^ 

There is a curious piece of private 
Mstoty connected with the printing 
of this volume, which deserves to be 
known, because it throws enonnous 
light on the structure of Dr Bed- 
does* mind. When the manuscript 
was first sent to the press, the title 
of the book was, “ A speedy and cer¬ 
tain Cure for Pulmonary Consump¬ 
tion as the printing proceeded, be 
came to a more sober estimate of the 
value of the new remedy, and order¬ 
ed the title to be ahered to “ Speedy 
. Relief, and jprobable Cpre for Con¬ 
sumption.’* It was subsequently chftn- 
ed to ** Probable Relief, and possi- 
le Cure,” &c., and at last shrunk 
into its present modesty of expressiem. 

Soon afterthe publication of thisvo- 
lumc. Dr Beddops began the publica¬ 
tion of his popular Essayson Health ; 
one appeared every month, and they 
amounted in all to eleven in number. 
Then- Olriect is not that of a domestic 
system of medicine’, that is, to teach un¬ 
professional persons how to cure dis¬ 
eases, but to expose to theuninsitruct- 
ed public the v.rious unsuspecti (4 
sources of dange. to the 5 

to show then* how disease advanbes 
with a slow and muffled step, for 
wet ks and months and years, and to 
teii' hthc mto avert what human know¬ 
ledge is unable to cure. This is the 
most voluminous of all the publica¬ 
tions oi Dr Beddoes, and that too in 
which the poivers of his mindiare per¬ 
haps best eicposCd in aU their variety 
and richness; but itis impusbtblehere 
to "foHjitV him through ita multifa¬ 
rious tqpics.' 

Durfftg thfef year 1803, Dr Joseph 
Frank, of Vienna, who was onjt tour 
through sevcrtili^rts of Etitope^^ a»U- 
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td on Dr Beddoes at Clifton. Tlie 
account which he gives of the inter¬ 
view is amusing. “ After visiting the 
infirmary^ 1 .was desirous of seeing the 
Pneumatic Institution. This institu¬ 
tion was, several years ago, establnih- 
ed by subscription ; aa, at that time, 
a dattaring idea 'prevailed, that the 
appiicatiun of various gases affot^cd 
particular remedies, especially in af> 
fectiona of the chest. Since that hope 
has been (at least to a considerable 
eatent) disappointed, it is simply em¬ 
ployed as a dispensary. From time 
to time, however, some pneumatic ex¬ 
periments are still made there. The 
celebrated Dr Beddoes presides over 
this institution with considerable zoal: 
indeed it is indebted to him* for its 
origin. I was very anxious to become 
personally acquainted with a physi¬ 
cian of whom such various upiuiuns 
are entertained both abroad and at 
home. With this view 1 had pro¬ 
cured several letters of introduction 
to him : amongst others, I was favour¬ 
ed with one from his fatUcr-in-law, 
Mr Edgeworth, w'ith whom, and with 
his interesting family, I became ac¬ 
quainted at the house of Madame Ea- 
.yptrier-in. Paris. Dr Beddoes docs 
prpperly live in Bristol, but in 
the ibdjoimng village of Clifton. All 
his acquaintance had told me before 
hand, that I should find in Dr Bed- 
does a maj], w'huse premier abotd was 
rather repulsive. On entering his 
.house, 1 gave the servant my intro¬ 
ductory letters, thsft his master might 
be somewhat prepared, and not taken 
by surprise After w'aiting about 
half a quarter of an hour. Dr Bed- 
dpes appeat^ed with several bqoks un¬ 
der his arm. The tirst wo^d* that he 
addressed to me were, * Whidh Dr 
Frqnk are you ? .^or there are a great 
owny ef you.* I Cpuld an¬ 


swer liim, he laid before me, in, a r<>w, 
several books, all written b]^‘Franks*, 
constantly asking as he turned tlitin 
over, « Is that you ? Is that you i* 
The first that met my eye, was a Ma¬ 
teria Medica, by Solomon Frank, t 
protested againft this being mine, 
rheu followed some of the works 
which I had written in elucidation of 
the Brunonian system. Having now 
recognised me, Brown beClarae the 
lirst topic of our copversatioa, AVe 
were soon agreed upon what was wor¬ 
thy of praise and what of censure in 
that system. The coiiversatiou short- 
fy after turned inpon foreign medical 
literature, when I soon found that Dr 
Beddoes reads German as well as ha 
does English, and is intimately ac¬ 
quainted with all (Our best authors. 
Among all the theories applied at 
present to the practice of nicdicuie, 
that of Reill pleases hirh best. Dr 
Beddoes, in his cun vernation, which 
grew every moment more interesting, 
showed ihe same fire and animation 
that are observable in his writings.^* 
In 1«S0H he set on foot a course of 
popular lectures ou anatomy. Mr 
Davy, as was to be expected, had re¬ 
moved to Dondbn, and a Mr Alcoclt 
had succeeded him. By this gentle¬ 
man the principal part of the discourse 
was delivered, but the introductory 
lecture was written by Dr Beddoes. 
It is printed in Dr ytock*s account 
of his life, and qontains some remark¬ 
able instances of las powers of expo- 
aitiou.* A 

He wa? now arrived at the Iffith 
year of his agfe i many persons of 
consequence*solicited liim to re¬ 
move to London, and the wide Held 
which this wealthy and immense me¬ 
tropolis held out to his ambition at 
last induced him to take their advice, 
aod to make arrangements for his^rc- 
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inoval^. vl»i th»|8ttmB»er erf 1806, how¬ 
ever, hrf ihad hi^eo MiEed witli »ymp-, 
torn? of wate>^iin the chest. He was 
attended, iby (Dr Stock and Dr Crau- 
fuirdi.. As soonas he w'aa aware of the 
oatiurejiof bis complaint, for at first: 
heohltinately denied it, he gave him- 
self.mp as a lost man. With aottie 
diiShcblty hw medical friends pnpvaiC* 
ed*OQ him to consent to the appUca* 
tiott of b'uiftng-Uot water, as a nrieans 
of raising a blister more sure and ra¬ 
pid than the Spanish fly t the symp¬ 
toms, particularly the diiSculty of 
breathing, had become so urgent as 
to render them unwilling to rely on 
fio tardy and uncertain a remedy as 
thelatter» “A napkin well heated was 
rolled up and forced into a pint cup, 
which it coiK^{d(t^ly flUtd, leaving a 
convex surface rising about hair au 
inch above the top. Boiling water 
was then poured on the napkiu till it 
was thoroughly wetted { it was then 
hastily inverted, and held for exactly 
thirty seconds to the side.’* This 
application relieved him, and he be¬ 
gan slowly to recover; but the attack 
seems, to have somewhat diminished 
hi^ activity,and he resolved to defer his 
removal to London, at least until the 
complete iTstoration of his strength. 

, Hr Beddoes had, since his illness 
of ISiOfj, recovered to an uncommon¬ 
ly good state of health, which .last¬ 
ed uninterruptedly till, the autumn of 
18U8, vrlien he was attacked-by symp¬ 
toms very similar CQ.hb former ones. 
Thosa-wliich indicated disorder of the 
livfr .pai'ticularly attracted the atten¬ 
tion pirhis medica^attendanta and hint-

slow and fonnal approacliea. 

Perhaps the mind of Dr Beddoes 
was not exactly suited to the profies- 
siofl iti which he was cast. Many of 
hisextnvordinary powers, which would 
have been eminently serviceable if he 
had been thrown into a different thea» 
tre of exertion, were thoroughly use¬ 
less in the pursuits to which he was de¬ 
dicated : his fancy served only to give 
liveliness to his writings, not correct¬ 
ness to his opinions ; and his intellect 
was far more comprehensive than his 
usual subjects demanded. Mcdicalrea- 
sonings consist of short and simple 
trains of thought, and do not require 
that commanding power of reasoning 
which display* ^self iif passing skil¬ 
fully through all the turnings and 
windings of a long and intricate ar- 
gument, and which is in its true ele¬ 
ment when engaged in the subtilties 
of metaphysics, or the complexities of 
politics. I'he proper faculty for the 
physician is that of obst'rvation ; that 
of perceiving, as Beddoes himself has 
well said, not merely where the hour- 
hand of nature's church-clock points, 
but also the run of her second and 
third hands. Beddoes was an admira¬ 
ble observer; his defect, as a medical 
writer, consisted in an over expectan¬ 
cy of disposition, but this very defect 
was probably the cause of one of his 
greatest merits.—-his vast and pcipe- 
tual activity, which enabled him to 
comjJrebejid within the term of his 
«wn life the exertion of many com¬ 
mon lives. From 1V84, the date of his 
first publication, to tfic period of liis 
death, a term of 24 years, there were 
only five years in which his pen was 
lUipi-oductive ; but the fruitfulness of 
the others made up amply for this dc- 
lict. This perpetual activity would 
probably not have existed, if it had 


not been for this over expectancy of 
disposition which we have remarked ; 
he would not have hunted so keenly, 
if the game had not been valued so 
highly. 

As a medical practitioner, Dr Bed* 
does is said to have been eminently 
successful. In the common forma.of 
disease, of which the nature is clear 
and the remedies notorious and effi¬ 
cacious, the difference between such* 
man as Dr Beddoes and an ordinary 
physician is not felt; but in obscure 
cases, where the symptoms are nu¬ 
merous, indistinct, and, contradicto¬ 
ry, when the medical observer is at 
sea, without the chart .and compass 
of nosology, the extraordinary resour¬ 
ces of a superior mind must in¬ 
finite value ; in cases of this descrip¬ 
tion, therefore, it is said that his suc¬ 
cess was extraordinary. He was re¬ 
markably attentive, and patient' in 
inquiring after symptoms, and in the 
investigation and treatment of the 
disease, displayed the same earnest¬ 
ness and zeal in the chamber of the 
sick, which appear so conspicuously 
in ins w’ritings. 

The impression which’Dr Bedii^^s 
made on the contiguous public 
which lie b'cd, was always, 
degree, ;.ut very different in kind. 
Those who had employed him long 
enough to sound the depth of liis va¬ 
lue, almost worshipped him ; his ap> 

f earance, however, was uncouth, and 
is mauners to strangers cold and re¬ 
pulsive N('tWithstanding, therefore, 
that his abilities and learning were, np- 
toriotis, and that the'unpleasingness 
of bis first appearance soon yidldedto 
a great and visible earnestness for the 
welfare of his patients, he is said ne¬ 
ver to have been a popular practition¬ 
er,* or at least that the superiority of 
his talents did not produce a com¬ 
mensurate superiority of popularity. 
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This, however, is not to be wondered 
nt; whenever we desire to win others, 
we always employ those means which 
we observe to have an influence on 
ourselves; the art of ^persuasiveness 
always begins with self-observation, 
and the consequence of this ‘is, that 
the nearer our own feelings resemble 
those of the world in general, the 
grrater is the chance that our infer¬ 
ences will be correct, and our mea¬ 
sures effectual. It is easy therefore to 
see why a man of genius, whose men¬ 
tal habits have led him away from po¬ 
pular sympathy, should insensibly ne¬ 
glect the employment of a multitude 
of trifles, w^ich have no power over, 
him, but which greatly interest aflid 
affect the generality of mankind. Be¬ 
side this, the talents of Beddocs, like 
those of every cxtraordinarj’ mind, 
were too large to be measured by the 
multitude ; they never perceive the 
.difference between those minds which 
are a little above them, and those 
which are much above them ; just as 
travellers in the valley suppe^e all the 
mountains above them of nearly an 
equal height, nor can they perceive, 
they have ascended the tops of 
^SblBe, l^e greater height and vaster 
mjwnitade’of others. 

ijr Beddoes disliked general visit¬ 
ing ; when in the company of intelli¬ 
gent strangers, in whose society he 
delighted, he w’as habitually silent, 
and was always more anxious to gain 
knowledge from others than to make 
a parade of his ovfn ; with all his 
powers and his knowledge, he never 
< aimed at becoming a conversationist, 
a character for v^ch he wus unfit¬ 


ted by his shyness and reserve. A large 
mixed party was not the theatre m 
which he shone; it was only in a 
small circle of literary friends that he 
enjoyed sufficient unreservedness of 
feeling, to make a full display of hia 
powers. He was fond of the society 
o^ccomplishcd women, among whom 
he would often unbend and indulge in 
sallies of great wit and liveliness, in 
the relations of domestic lifci^is con¬ 
duct was irreproachable ; he never 
suffered his literary pursuits to exclude 
his family from his apartments. Many 
of his most celebrated publications 
were composed whilst his wife was 
conversing with u friend on one side, 
and his infant daughter was playing 
tricks and making noises on the other. 
There is a silTgular story told of him, 
which strikingly shows how little he 
thought about many things which are 
the most interesting to the gciierality 
of mankind. He had been absent iu 
Wales for two-or three weeks with¬ 
out having inentioued to his family 
the object of his journey ; on his re¬ 
turn, a gentleman called on him, and 
finding that he was not at home, re- . 
quested to see Mrs Beddoes. After a ^ 
little common 'conversation, he con¬ 
gratulated her on the late accession 
to her fortune, at which she express¬ 
ed surprise and ignorance : the fact 
-was, that the doctor had been down 
into Wales to attend on his dying fa¬ 
ther, who had bequeathed to him a 
fortune of very considerable amount, 
'Without mentioning to Mrs BAJdof-a 
either the cause or the result ol his 
journey. 
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A SINGULAR WOODEN COFFIN. 


On the May laM,* a discovciy 
of .iiJ nature was made 

ill an fiiclitsiiit' called the Laavxparkt 
on the farm of Mill of Willi3m$ton, 
in the parish of Culsamond, Aber- 
dcen'ihiic. In pteparnig the field for 
potatucb, the plough (at a spot from 
which a iaigo cairn of stones had been 
removed about 30 y(;ars a^o,) strurk 
against something which impeded it» 
progress. On examinatiorii this pro¬ 
ved to be a wooden coffin, of un¬ 
common sire and shape, and of the 
rudest conceivable workmaniphrp. It 
had been made from the trunk of a 
' tree of black oak, divided into three 
parts of unequal lengths, each of 
which had been split through the 
middle with wedges ; idle whole con- 
aisting of six parts, and resembling' 
the body and shafts of a cart. The 
sides had been ‘>unk into the ground 
about TS or 14 inches, andabout the 
middle of them, grooves made, 
On which the bottom reaped. The 
bottom was laid ui> a bed ^ fine blue 
clav, about 3^ hneher thi^k. The 
gabel pieces were sunk i^o large 
holes, tilled w ith hue blue san^ brought 
from a distance; the whole i^rround- 
ed with a double row of and 


carefully covered over with an lu. 
mense quantity of moss, also brought 
(torn a distance. The cbffin was laid 
due cast and west, the head of it east; 
and what appears very curious^ the 
projecting parts of the sides rested on 
an oval hard substance, composed of 
earth and clay, in which too was a 
considerable mixture of ashes, and 
which evidently had unSergonc the 
action of a very strong fire. This 
can be accounted foi in no other way, 
but by 'supposing that on this part 
of the grave the mneral pile had been 
erected. In a corner of the inside 
of the coffin, towards the hea 4 ^ ^^9 
had been placed >m urn, 
broken in the digging out. Ifs con¬ 
tents, which,' u mg to this, were mix¬ 
ed with the surrounding earth, had 
;;iiti<ioubtedly been the bones and ashes 
’ of seme person whosy dead body had 
, been burnt and deposited there. The 
um had been fofm^d of a mixture of 
<%y and sand, narrow at the bottom, 
vory wide at the top, and abdutflO 
oT'J I incites deep. There was a large 
rpl^tnd hole at one^if the cxtr^itics 
ofjCtt^h.of the 6 id<^, but not the least 
, appearance of any iron tool on an} 
pa^ coffin. I 
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This discovery furnishes a curious 
unbject of speculation for ihose anti¬ 
quaries who deal in 

graves, and worms, and epitaphs, 
•And tliat small portion of the barren earth, 
That serves as p.i.>te and cover to our 

bones. 

Aujid the many hundn'd barrbws, 
sluniuli, and cairns, which have been 
opern'J, either ill the course of anti¬ 
quarian research, or for other puj'^m- 
6es, we are not aware that any wood¬ 
en tofiiiis have ever been discovrred. 
'J'iieir content;; usually are urns, either 
deposited in Iittlerompartmeiils farm¬ 
ed of upright stones in the centre of 
the banow, or the stoiiecoffins known , 
by the name of Kist-Vaen, or Crom¬ 
lechs. But w“ have/mt iound an iii- 
Rtance during llie age ot barrows, that 
is, during the four or five first centa- 
rtes, ot woi'd btnng etnpliryed in form¬ 
ing a receptacle for the reliques of 
the dead. So much with n spect to 
the actual txp^rtetice of moderH an- 
tiqu ’.rio ; but even the records of an¬ 
cient disc')verics help us only to two 
iftstanC' P, and in each case they refer¬ 
red to perbims of tire highest import¬ 
ance. 

Most readers will rrmembiir, if not 
from Leland or Canulen, at least from 
the beaulilul poem of Warton, enti¬ 
tled The t.iravc of King Arthur,*' 
the romantic discovery of the tomb of 
that prince, by Henry IT., in the ab¬ 
bey of Gluston^iiry. Tl:c bod) was 
feund, according to GiKildus Cau.- 
brensih, at the depth of IG feet from 
the suifacc, enclosed in the hollowed 
trank of an oaV ^\\*^itercu caveta,says 


Giraldus, though Leland supposes the 
wood in have been ,alder, as better 
calculated to resist wet. 

Chiflet, an accurate antiquary, who 
Avas present at the openi.ig of the 
tombpl Childeric, Kingof the Franks, 
is inclined to believe, from the frag¬ 
ment;; there discovered, that the roy¬ 
al coffin had been composed of oak 
planks, hooped together with band* 
ut iron. 

Tlu'se are the only two instance* 
we luc e found of wooden coffins, at 
th'.' very early period to which, con¬ 
sidering its contents and construction, 
we must ncce&sanly refer that found 
in the Laav-pa? k. The name of the 
pla<pe affords but little ground for 
further conjecture ; it is pronounced 
Liav, like the double LI of the Welch, 
or the Italiiin and may be the 
same word with the Gaelic Uamh^ 
signifying a hand, ft may have been 
the gr%ve of a chicfta'ln, beanng the 
cpitiiet of red hand, strong-hand, fair- 
hand, or the like, though the adjective 
has been lost through time ; l^luinh- 
drar^, or the like, being a natural ap- 
pelldUve of an ancient chieftain; The 
division in the coffia was 
tended to sepnrate the ■ Ae 

chief from those of hift of 

the victim , uhich were often sacrifi¬ 
ced at the funeral of such a personage. 

But without wearying our readers 
with farther conjecture, we have only 
to add, that the historical antiquary 
owes the preservation of this very 
curious relique to the care of the 
Reverend Mr EUjs, muiistcr of the 
gospel at Culeainoiid,

A great stir was occasioned in 
Peru by this account. The Marquis 
de Canete, then vi?ert>y, was solicit¬ 
ed to Si nd out an expedition for the

country of those turbulent spirits, 
from whom new rebellions were else 
to be apprehended.

The miser¬ 
able fate of Gonzalo Pizarro's army 
had warned Orsua against attempt- 
ing to proceed by land ; he fixed 
upon a new settlentcnt, called Santa 
Cruz dc CBpocoba,-|- as the place of 
rendezvous for his followers, and 
there upon the Rio de los Motiloncs 
began to build two brigantines and 
nine flat-bottomed barks, each capa¬ 
ble of carrying two hundred men and 
forty horse. This river, which rises 
iit the back of Tamay-bamba, in the 
province of Guanuco, w'as so called 
from a tribe wlio, contrary to the 


ordinary fashion of the Indians, wore 
the hair cut short. The tribe siill 
exists, but the river is no longer 
know'n by this name,—it is one of 
the sources of the GuaUaga.:J; The 
force which was raised" consisted of 
three hundred Spaniards, .ibout forty 
of whom were men of rank,, and an 
hundred mestizos.

The 
thing itself, he said, was wrong ; it 
was an ill example for his people, and 
might dn|w after it worse consequen¬ 
ces than he could suppose; and he 
offered to provide a proper situation 
for her, and to manage the business 
so that she should not suppose it was 
by Orsua’s will that she was left be¬ 
hind.* His advice was given in vain ; 
Orsua inde^ sent back Don Martin,. 
but he persevered in his intentioy t>f 
taking ines with him, and refumed 
no answer to Linasco’s letter. 

In other respects Orsua proceeded 
with great prudence. While the bri¬ 
gantines and other vessels were on the 
stocks, he sent forward his friend and 
confidant Garcia de Arze with thirty 
men, ordering him to proceed about 
twenty leagues down to thejirovince 
of the Caperuzo6,or hooded Indians, 
tbiQite to collect what provisions he 
tp^'.and wait for Juau de Vargas j 
with him to the river Co- 
ittid there remain, laying in 
wmttever stores that part of the coun¬ 
try could supply, till the rest of the 
expedition joined them. lo&teaduf 
adhering to these instructions, Arze 
vent above two hundred leagues 
down, past the mouth of the Coca- 
sift, and of many other streams, and 
then landed on an island of the ri¬ 
ver, which Was called Garcias after 
his name. His men ■ arrived here, 
hungry and half-starved,—^they had 
been glad to eat caymans upon the 
way, which he killed with his harque* 
buss, for he was famous for his skill 
as a marksman. Here they fortified 


tlicmsolves with p.iUsade, and the 
natives, after suffering sevi'i ■cly ill re¬ 
peated attacks, scut a pariy uffli a 
present of provisions, at. a pui<-c-of- 
fering. Tbese adventurers tiKvavs 
suspected trcacl^iy, because- Uiev 
were always ready to periietiatc- it 
tkemaelves : they got these unaugpi- 
cious Indians into a hut, fell upon 
them, and massacred abovjL> foity. 
This act of cruelty terrified tlic 
whole country j all who thought 
themselves within reach of the Spani¬ 
ards abandoned their dwelbi.g-places, 
Md Arze was thus enabled to pro- 
Are subsistence for his people for 
three months, till Orsua joined him 
here.f 

Vargas and his detachment set out 
in one of the*'briganfine8 as soon as it 
was completed, and in canoes. Dis¬ 
appointed of meeting Ar/ge, they ad¬ 
vanced tutheCocama, and there, pur¬ 
suant to his instructions, their leader, ■ 
leaving the less able hands in the bri¬ 
gantine, turned up that river to seek 
for provisions. He rowed up two- 
and'twenty days, without finding any¬ 
thing more than suificedfor immediate 
use; then somebetter settlements were, 
found, where ,th^t'e was abundance of 
maize. Vargas took all that could 
be embarked in all the canoes he 
could find, carried off as many of the 
inhabitants as he could, both male 
and female, for the use, as it \va- 
called, of the expedition ! and tlien 
returned to the brigantine, where in 
the m&n time three Spaniards and 
many Indians had died of hunger 
and the unwholesonp; climate. They 
femaraed two Ion jr month** expecting 
Orsua : the patience of the men was 
worn out; some proposed to kill Var¬ 
gas, apd fflidee their way up the Co- 
cama to Peru, others thought it better 
to leave him there, and go on to make

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disct>vtrics, for they were more than 
a hundred, and thought them!.elves 
strong tjnough. But iio bolder spirit 
took the lead among them, and their 
plans of mutiny and murder proceed¬ 
ed no farther.* *> 

Or«ua meantime liad so won the 
aettlcrs at Santa Cruz by his gene¬ 
rous qualities, that they one and all 
consented to abandon the settlement, 
and share his fortunes. But when 
his vessels were launched and loaded, 
six of his new flat-bottomed barks 

t )rovcd useless ; the wood had not 
>oen seasoned, indeed in that wift 
country it had not been possible to 
season it ; it was brittle also, and 
when the barks were hauled ashore 
to be repaired, they cracked in such 
a manner as to render any repair hope¬ 
less, To remain was ruinous, when 
every day’s delay woidd consume pro¬ 
visions which could not be replaced. 
They were compelled therefore to 
leave behind great part of their bag¬ 
gage and most of their live stock, 
and of three hundred horses could 
only embark forty ; the rest ivere 
abiindoned there to run wild. The 
‘ men clamoured loudly at thus losing 
the little property they possessed, 
and insisted upon rather reluming tO 
Peru. Orsua, however, thn*aiening 
some and soothing others, flattered 
them all with hopes of the glorious 
ctmquests they were about to make ; 
and added, that the loss was his, not 
theirs ; inasmuch as lie, bej^ig their 
1084(4, was bound to satisfy them 
amply for all, whep it should please 
God to eondtick then^ to that nappy 
land of which they were in quest.f 
These representatioua succeeded so 


wtII, tliat not a single man desetted 
him. 

They departed from the now for¬ 
saken settlement on the 26th of Sep¬ 
tember, 1560, and on the second day 
left the mountains behind them, and 
entered the flat country. On the 
third the brigantine touched upon a 
shoal, and a piece of its keel was bro¬ 
ken off. The crew were left to re¬ 
pair the damage how they could, and 
Orsua proceeded to the province of * 
the Caperuzos, wliere he had sent 
Zalduendo a few days before him to 
collect provisions. Two days after¬ 
wards the brijrantine arrived ; it was 
' then thorou^ly repaired, and sent 
forward to join Vargas at the Coca- 
ma, for Orsua apprehended that the 
men there would be discontented at 
his long tarriance. He with the small¬ 
er vessels proceeded more leisurely, 
landing every night and sleeping on 
shore, becausi" of the danger there 
w'as from shallows and sunken trees 
in the darkness. A hundred and fifty 
leagues below the place of his embar¬ 
kation, the Guallaga | falls into the 
river of the Bracamoros, as it 
then called, the Nuevo of 

the present maps. These 8t}iem|8 
in the same pnwince, an^ 
distance from each other; but let¬ 
ter takes a wide sweep in its course, 
auu is as broad again as the Guallaga 
where it receives it. Here Orsua 
halted, and sent a parly up the stream 
in search of food; but the country 
was uninhabitedas far as they thought 
it prudent to ascend.^ A bttodred 
leagues farther on they reached Var¬ 
gas, whose people, since the arrival of 
the brigantine, had been joyfully ex-

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peeling this junction. The Cocama 
of that day must be the Pegueno.* 
From thence they proceeded in great 
alarm for the safety of Arze, of whom 
neither party as yet knew any thing-1 
By this time Vargas’s brigantine 
was rotten, so utterly unserviceable 
was the timber of’ that country, and 
they had scarcely renewed their voy¬ 
age before it was found necessary to 
abandon Iter* and distribute the crew 
and cargo among the other boats. 
They past the mouth of the Ucayali, 
and eight days aftefr their departure 
from the Cocama reached the island 
where Arze and his companions liad 
quartered themselves, to the equal joy 
of both parlies. These were the hi%t * 
habitations which they had seen ^nce 
they left tlie Capenizo Indians. The 
natives iiere were a strong and well- 
made race. They wore a single gar¬ 
ment of cotton ; its texture was good, 
and it was^jpainted with many co¬ 
lours. Then- principal food was fish, 
maize, and mandioc, of which they 
made their banqueting drink; they 
liad potatoes also, and other roots and 
pulse. Their dwellings were large 
aud 8<|^uare i theirweapon, the wooden 
ahd growing stick. Papa was 
their chief. Here Orsua 
iQOVe canoes for his people to sup- 
fhe Insa of the brigantine. Here 
too, finding it impossible to attend to 
the whole Command of such an srma- 
ment bim8<^f, he named Vargas to be 
his Ixeutenant^enci-al, and D. Fer¬ 


nando de Guzman to be alfercz.ge¬ 
neral, or chief standard-bearer, and 
they once more set forth, the whole 
armament being now reassembled.^. 

A little below Garcia’s Island the 
Napo falls in, by which Orellana 
entered the great »strcam. The neigh¬ 
bouring settlements were all deserted, 
in consequence of Arze’a i-ruclty ; 
food however was found in the fields 
which they cultivated, and*poultry 
which they had left in their flight,— 
among these latter were European 
fowls. After some days tliey came 
to a settlement called Carari, on the 
southern bank. Here also the na¬ 
tives fled, but some of them only kept 
aloof iu their canoes watching tne 
strangers, and a cazique came to 
them, after tlirec ordbur days, w-ith a 
present of provisions j beads, knives, 
and looking-glasses were given him 
iu return, and trade was presently ea- 
tablisht’d. Orsua, w'cll knowing of 
w'hat importance it was tliat the na¬ 
tives should be their friends, and how 
probable it was that his own men 
would soon make them enemies by 
their misconduct, gave orders that no 
man upon pain of death should c-arry 
on any traffic with the Indians ex-' 
'cept in his presence, and through lus 
hands, for by this means he would see 
that all parties were satisfied, and that 
roviHjons should be properly distri- 
uted to those who were most neces¬ 
sitous. Notwiths^^andiiig these orders, 
some of his people took by violence

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wUat they could find ; and during 
the whole of their voyage through 
this province, the inhabitanfs n ver 
remained confidently in their habita' 
tiors, but removed their wives and 
children, and then, came off to them 
in canoes.* 

Here Oraiia thought it best to haji 
and scud a party into the country for 
a* few d^^s, in hope of hearing some 
tidings iti that direction of the golden 
kingdom which he sought, .Pedro 
Galeas had the command of tliis dt - 
tachment. They went along the 81101*04 
of a lake which communicated w^h 
the river, and found a path leading 
ihrougli the woods, where, just when , 
t!ie time allotted for advancing was 
at an end, they spied some Indians 
laden with provisions. These people 
instantly upon seeing them threw 
down theif burthens and fled, and the 
Spaniards could only catch one wo¬ 
man, whose appearance and language 
denoted that she was not of any tribe 
which they had seen before. They 
understood from her signs, that her 
conn try was five days journey dis¬ 
tant, and they took her with them to 
Oi Tua. That commander had by this 
time begun to perceive what a set of 
desperate w-vetches he had collected 
together. The first indication of dis¬ 
content came from a man named 
Alonso de Montoya j it was disco¬ 
vered that he had laid a plot to steal 
some of the canoes^ and stores for lus 
purposi-, and make his way with his 
accoMPiplices back to Peru." Orsua 
inflicted no heavier chastisement upon 
him than to sgeure him for a time 
with an iion collar.* His mode of 
punishing other offences was to make 
the offenders pnll at the oar for cer¬ 
tain days,—.n labour whjch was proba¬ 
bly always at other times performed 
by the unfortunate Indians. This ill

effectfollowed, that the other soldiers, 
some perhaps in mere mockery, and 
others with a worse intent, taunted 
them at their toil, asking what they 
were better thpn galley-slaves. Ga- 
leas bad brought no intelligence to 
induce them to rtrike inland, nor 
could any thing be learnt from the 
Indians whom they had yet seen con¬ 
cert.ing the golden land of the Oma- 
guas. Nothing therefore was to be 
dotie btJt to proceed down the river , 
on the '■ sf-arcu, after a longer tarriance 
than had been intended, because here 
their last wretched brigantine went 
to the bottom, and they were obli¬ 
ged to collect more canoes. The 
peypled country continued from the 
time Aieyreachrfit at Garcia’s Island, 
about a hundred and fifty leagues ac¬ 
cording to their computation, w'hicb 
track they supposed to consist of the 
provinces called Caricuri and Mani- 
curi. Having Come from Peru, they 
did not recoiTcct that this country 
was too savage to have any division 
of provinces j these were the names 
of settlements or of chiefs, and all 
the inhabitants were of the same tr0>e. 
Their villages were some ftwir m*': six 
leagues apart, and the 
tion was not thought to 
thousand.

'.lutely for them it was but little, and 
their country afforded no temptation 
to detain these adventurers. The 
plague of insects was very great : 
gnats of eveiy kind in innumerable 
swarms' torfnented the Spaniards.f 
Improvidently Orsua left this peo¬ 
pled country without inquiring where 
It ended, or how long the desert con¬ 
tinued through which he was to c^s. 
For nine days, therefore, they suffered 
severely for want of provisions, ha¬ 
ving only what fish they could catch.

They knew tiie country, and, taking 
a sliorter channel than was known to 
their cnentiea, got befure them, and 
thus cut off their retreat. The Ca- 
raties prepared confidently for battle 
till they perceived'* the Spaniards j 
then they made signs of peace, re¬ 
minding their fonnerguests that there 
was uo enmity between them, and 
that they did not expect hostility at 
their hands. A discharge of mus- 
quetry was the reply wliich they re¬ 
ceived, and they had no alternative 
but to leave their canoes, and strike 
into the woods, where the SpaniarSa 
supposed they would all perish for 
hunger before tliey could reach their 
own country.* 

Great carp had been taken to 
furnish this expedition with guides. 
There went in it some of the Brazili¬ 
ans upon whose information it had 
been undertaken ; one of the Portu- 
gueze who hadbeen with them in their 
long ti-avola, and even one or two of 
OreUaoa*8 companions ; all, however, 
were at a loss ; the latter, because it 
was now so long since their first voy¬ 
age, and of so long a voyage under 
' such circumstances it was not possible 
that any distinct local recollections 
conld be preserved ; the former, be¬ 
cause they could not verify the false 
accounts which they had given ; all 
they could say was, that they spppo* 
eed the country of the Qmaguas was- 
■tear. This, as they had now advan¬ 
ced mfiTC than seven hundred kagucs, 
Orsua thought probable, and belie¬ 
ving lumsd? near bis own govern¬ 
ment, he deemed k adnsable, now 
while there was leisure for such regu¬ 
lations, to settle the few arrangetnents 
which still remained incomplete. Of 
these the most important was what 
related to spiritual affairs : the cler¬ 


gy of the expedition did not agree 
with each other ; the best way to re¬ 
medy this discord, he thought, would 
be to put an end to that equality 
among them which was the cause ; 
and holding himself to be the repre- 
seniativo of the king, and therefore 
authoii/.ed to conter ecclesiasticul 
dignities, he appointed Alonso He- 
nao to be Sujmior Proidsort Ci&a 
and Vicarto of the expedition. The 
first act of the new superior was, to 
pronounce excommunication against 
all persons who might have appiopri- 
ated to themselves any of the artalcs 
of traffic belonging to the govennir, 
and by him piuvided ior the public 
u&c. This measure occasioned great 
muftnurs ; it was said publicly that 
Orsua had given the priest his pow- 
('rs for no other puipose, and that 
he had no authority to confer any ec¬ 
clesiastical office. Murmurs icach¬ 
ed his ears, as, it was di^i^igned they 
should do ; he, however, gave no 
heed to them, and the Provisor conti¬ 
nued to exercise his functions. Ano¬ 
ther cause of discontent arose front 
the conduct of the soldiers toward 
the natives ; for the Indianst^lwrnp^ 
ed at the consumption mad^Jbr 
long-sdiiding guests, seCK(^ tMr 
fooa; and the adventui^ers^ fearing 
another track of desert country, were 
not contented with feeding well while 
they stayed, but each ^d violent 
hands on all the provisions he could 
find, to lay up store for himself. 
Some of offenders Orsua put in 
confinement ; among them was a 
mestizo servant of Guzman, fais al- 
ferez.f 

The length of way which they had 
voyaged without hearing any tidings 
of £1 Dorado, had, by this time, 
deadened the hopes of the most ar¬ 
dent, and murmurs went abroad that

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it was better to return, and make 
their way back to Peru, lest they 
should ail perish. These murmurs 
were instigated by a party, whose ob¬ 
ject ill first joining the expedition 
was to turn back, under Orsua or 
any other leader, and attempt the 
conquest of Peru, like Gonxiilo Pi- 
zarro, and Francisco Hernandez Gi¬ 
ron, that the old days of anarchy and 
the sword might be renewed. Zal- 
duendo, Aguirre, Vandera, and Cha¬ 
ves, the men of whom Orsua had been 
especially warned by his friend Linas- 
CO, were among the foremost of this 
party. Concealing their own. idews, 
they laboured to indispose others to 
the service j and Orsua, percciv^ii|j 
the growing disaifection, thoug^Kt it 
advisable to call together those who 
seemed most averse to proceeding, 
and set before them the disgrace and 
ignominy of thus lightly abandoning 
the enterprise in whicli they had em¬ 
barked. “ What province of the In¬ 
dies,” said he, “has ever been conquer¬ 
ed without labour, and difhcqlty, and 
long patience ? Even if the youngest 
of us were to grow grey upon this 
adventure before it be completed, the 
ionaetise liches which we shall obtain 
would be'-uw ample recompence for 
alM** Hi* fcarlew confidence persua¬ 
ded those who had not other purposes 
in view, and the agitators, therefore, 
now resolves! upon his murder. 

Zalduendo and VaUdera had both 
set their eyes upon Orsua^s mistress, 
a mischief which Lmasco had fore-* 
seen, and against which he had pro-"' 
pheticaily watned hb iU-fimed friend. 
One of the complaints urged with 
most effect against him was, that he 
doted upon this woman as though she 
had bewitched him ; that die, not Or¬ 
sua, commanded the army ; that the 
men were condemned to the oar for 


t he slightest ofl’enceslike galley-slaves, 
only that they might row her canoe j 
that Orsua ii'as dallying with her 
when he should be providing fur the 
weal of the expedition ; and that, in- 
stead of lodging in the midst of the 
army as behoved him, he always look 
up his quarters apait, that he mighi 
not be disturbeil in his dalliance. A 
strong party of conspirators wtn 
formed ; they were all of low birth 
and situation, and a leader was want¬ 
ing respectable enough in both to give 
some show of authority to their pro¬ 
ceedings ; but the men of rank were 
personally attached to their general. 
The arrest of Guzman’s mestizo ser¬ 
vant afforded a pretext for sounding 
his master. D. Fernando dc Guz¬ 
man was a iiative of Seville, and of 
good family ; he was in his twenty- 
sixth year ; his person wa^ fine, his 
manners good, his nature not evil 
but bis want of principle and intellect 
made him first ine tool, and then the 
victim of worse men than hims'^lf. 
The conspirators began with him by 
affecting zeal for the king’s service, 
and the good of the expedition, which, 
they said, was likely to be destroyed 
by Orsua’s misconduct; they dwelt 
upon the general’s severity, and espe¬ 
cially the arrest of Guzman’s mestizo, 
without any consideration of the rank 
and authonty of his master ; and they 
won over theweak young man to their 
wishes. A council was then held ; 
Guzman and his friends proposed to 
leave OVsua here, continue their way 
down the river, and then return to 
Peru by the usiiaTroyfite } Zalduendo 
ahd Aguiirc vvere^for putting Orsua 
and Vargas, his lieutenant, to death ; 
and returning, not merely for the 
sake of rdtvyhning, but to seize the 
country, and make Guzman its lord. 
He had neither virtue nor understand- 
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ing to take the alarm at this cV- jpc*. 
rate pn*pi>sal { vlrmik witli i-.nbiuoi), 
he coi.i'.'Mtcff to'the mr 2 '.,u»cn vhich 
the,sc wretches advised ; the sentence 
of (leatlt was past, and they determi¬ 
ned that, tm the fir«Jt opportunity, it 
ehould be executed.* 

These tiling; eould not be carried 
on 80 secretly as not to excite fiome 
suspicion in tiie general’s friends, 
thouglf none could Misp''ct the ex¬ 
tent of the trirson \%h*ch was medi¬ 
tated. They waniecl iiim that there 
was mischief afoot, and besought 
him ahvay.s to have a guaid oi those 
in wiiom he could confide about fits 
person ; but to have his friends al-, 
ways abotit liim would prevent him 
from being alone with Donna Ines, 
and he would gNc no hPed to this ad¬ 
vice. It was needless, he said; there 
were so many men of Biscay and Na¬ 
varre in the army, that he had only 
to speak a word in Basque and he 
was safe.-j- A more awiul warning 
tvas given him, had it but reached his 
eai. duan Gomez de Guevara, a Co- 
mendador of the order of Alcanta¬ 
ra, who waa an elderly man of high 
character, and one of his best friends, 
was at a late hour enjoying the fresh- 
iieas of the night air before his lod- 
giug, which was next to the gene¬ 
ral’s, when a figure past him in the 
shade, and presently he heard a voice 
exclaim, ** 1‘edro de Oraua, Governor 
of Oniagua and El Dorado, God hn vf 
intTcy upoiitJioei” Guevara followed 
the figure, but it was gone ;*he sup- 

{ )oscd it to be supernatural, and when 
xe con^municatpd* this warning to 
some of Orsua’s Mends, they, having 
the same belief, agreed not to men¬ 
tion it to him, because he was at thdt 
time indisposed. It waj on the night 


alter the murder had been resolved 
that the voice was heard ; most pro¬ 
bably one of the conspirators, start¬ 
led at being hurried beyond the li¬ 
mits of guilt which be had proposed 
to hxmself, thought thus to alamx the 
general; and put him bn his guard.:|: 

While they remained at Machifa- 
ro, the conspirators could find no op¬ 
portunity for effecting their purpose. 
The day after Chiistmas they de¬ 
parted, and the same night reached 
another village of the same name, 
about eight leagues distant : the in¬ 
habitants had fursalten it, they there¬ 
fore took possession and quartet od 
themaclves there ; and ^.Oraua again 
^bnt a detachment to explore the 
coun\!ry, under Sancho Pizanro. He 
had chosen a body of trusty men 
for this service, and gave the com¬ 
mand to one of his friends ; these, 
therefore, were so many opponents 
out of the conspirator"’ way, and 
they resolved not to let the occasion 
pass. The night of New-year’s-day 
was fixfd upon for the murder, be¬ 
cause that being a festival, it was 
thought there would be less guard 
than usual, little as there was at any 
time. His good angel ma^ one ef¬ 
fort more to Rave him. 'j, A negro of 
Vandera*a lUfcovered what had been 
determined ; and, at the risk of his 
own life, found means to go to Or- 
Bu i’s lodging, to tell him of his dan¬ 
ger. Orsua had brought his banc 
with him in that unhappy woman ; 
he was alone xHth her \v hen the ne- 
CTO arrived; even on such an errand 
me man could not obtain admittance; 
he dared not tarry, and therefore 
imparted his intelligence to a black 
slave of the general’s j and the slave, 
being perhaps in the conspiracy, or, 
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it may bC] hating his master, never 
delivered the important charge with 
which he had been intrusted. When 
it was night, the chief conspirators 
assembled, and sent a mestizo, in 
Guzman’s name, to beg a little oil at 
Orsua’s ; a pretext this for discover¬ 
ing whether he wab alone. At a late 
hour they sallied out; Montoya and 
Ch'avcs, ei^er to be the murderers, 
got before the' rest, and found Or- 
sua in his hammock, talking with a 
page. He asked hem what they 
wanted at such an hour, and they ran 
him through. Wounded as he was, 
he rose to take his sliield and sword, 
but by this time the others entered, 
and lie had scarcely cried out vainly, 
Confession! confession! andexcldiftn* 
ed. Miserere met Deits ! God have 
mercy upon me ! before he was slain. 
The murderers immediately sallied 
out, crying Liberty ! liberty Long 
live the Kit|g ! thr; tyrant is slain! 
Awakened by the cry, Vargas put 
on his arms, and went out towards 
Orsua’s lodging, with his sword and 
shield, and the ineffectual wand of 
authority in his hand. The conspi¬ 
rators, who were now in search of 
him, their victim, and surround¬ 
ed him ; bjs weapons were taken 
from him, 4nd they disarmed him ; 
the armour was hardly off when Mar¬ 
tin Perez stabbed him with such vio¬ 
lence in th^ ribs, that the sword, pass¬ 
ing clean through, wounded the man 
severely who was disarming him on 
the other side.* « 

'Phis done, the murderers returned 
to the governor’s quarters, where by 
this time the rest of tlieir party had 
. as.^miblcd. Hero also all uu: others 
wiio iicaid the uproar hastened, with 
intent to stand by Orsua, but, as they 
arrived singly and iMtlxout order, they

were forced into the ranks of the fnu- 
tineers, no man daring to resist, be¬ 
cause each felt bimself alone. When 
the greater part of the army wci-e 
thus coQected, some of the nnglead- 
ers sallied out with a suffirient body 
in search of the rest, vviio still remain¬ 
ed at their quarters ; and drawing out 
some by threats, some by promises, 
and finding others ready enough to 
join, brought them ali to thtf gover¬ 
nor’s house to behold hia dead nody, 
and implicate themselves in the gmlt 
by assisting in burying ii, u hich was 
done with no othei ceremony than 
tltat of digging a hole iri the hut 
where he iiad been murdered, and 
laying his corpse and his lieutenant’s 
one upon the other. The chn fs of 
the mutiny then nominated Guzman 
to be their gcmeral, and Aguine his 
master of the camp ; they fdlod up 
no other offices, because, lliey baid, 
the next bubiness was to kill Orsua’s 
friends and favourites. This Guz¬ 
man forbade ; he thought it well to 
begin with affecting clemency, and 
his nature was not bad enough to 
delight in inflicting deatii. Order, 
however, was given, that no man 
.should speak.in a low voice on pain* 
of death, lest a plot should be laid 
for taking vingcancc, and the men 
were not allowed to separate that 
nig^t. The little store of wine was 
brought out which Orsua had taken 
with him for his own use and for 
the sacrament, anil it was distributed 
amung«them, that,they might^raakc 
merry after their work, of murder : 
11 US passed this miserable night. In 
iffic momttig they*pA)ceeded to make 
their new arrangements. Vandcra 
was made captain of the guard ; Vil- 
lena, chief standard bearer ; .i^aldu- 
eudo, a cap’tain of infantry ; offices

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were created for the most respectable 
of Orsua’s friends, which they dared 
not refuse } 'but Diego dc Valcayar, 
when he was appointed /w.'/n'/a mayor 
of the camp, as he accepted the wand 
of office, protested that he received 
it in the name of liis lord K, Philip, 
atid of no otlier. One danger yet re¬ 
mained to be avoided j Saneno Pi- 
5^arro was not returned from his cx- 
peditioi. ; watch was set that none 
might carry tidings to him, lest ho 
and Ills paiiy should come with an 
intention of revenging Orsua, and be 
joined by those wJiose assent to the 
measures of the mutineers was cau&d 
br compulsion. Their precaution 
succeeded ; Pizarrowas surprised and 
surrounded on his return ; he was told 
that the office sargettio mayor had 
been reserved for him, and saw no al¬ 
ternative but to accept it with feign¬ 
ed satisfaction. He had d'seovert'd 
nothing but two deserted villages in 
the woods, beyond which there was 
no track of man.* 

Guzman next assembled the chief 
persons of the army to deliberate up¬ 
on their future proceedings. He de¬ 
livered it as his own opinion, that 
they should prosecute the discovery 
and conquestof El Dorado; and thet\, 
if they succeeded, the king would, 
easily pardon what they had done; 
and he advised that a paper should 
be drawm up in their justificatior., 
containing a statement and evide’see 
that Orsua was ruining the expedi¬ 
tion ^y his sloth and negligence, and 
that the only way to prevent the ai-- 
my fixmi torning * back in disgust, 
had been to ioffict upon him and hts 
lieutenant their merited punishment; 
and this, he said, should be signed 
by every man in the camp. Vandcra 
and Montoya approved* of this mea-

sure ; Aguirre remained silent, and 
they wdio were of his faction imita¬ 
ted him ; the process, therefore, was 
framed, and the army assembled to 
affix their signatures, Guzman be¬ 
gan as general; the pen was then gi¬ 
ven to the master of the camp as se¬ 
cond in rank, and he signed himself 
Lope de Aguirre, Traitor. As soon 
as this was seen, a general murmur 
arose, for the boldest wete astonish¬ 
ed; there were sonic who remonstra¬ 
ted vv'th him, but he turned to the 
assembly, and said, “Cavaliers, w'hat 
folly is this, as if what w-c have done 
w'erc mere pastime, and not the ac¬ 
tion of resolute and sober men ! 
Have w'e not put to deafh the' king’s 
gt/vewior, one who represented his 
person, and had with him full pow¬ 
ers and authority, and are w'c now 
to pretend to acquit ourselves of all 
fault by means of papers and processes 
which we ourselves have drawn up, 
as if the king* and his judges would 
not understand how such processes 
are made ? We have all been conceni- 
ed in killing the governor, and have 
all rejoiced;in his death; if it bfe other¬ 
wise, let any tme lay his hand upon 
his heart ana j;.?v so ; we, therefore, 
have all been ts aitors. Suppose, then, 
wc were to find this Und of which 
wc are in search, and were to con¬ 
quer it and settle it, and it were to 
be ten times richer than Peru, and 
to be better settled tjian New Spain, 
and the king were to derive greater 
profit from it than from all the rest 
of the Indies,—-the first bachelor 
and lawyeriidg + who, should arrive 
with a commission from his majesty 
to make inquiry.into our conduct, 
would cut off all our heads : this 
would be the reward we should reap 
for our services. My advice, there- 
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iore, is, tKat as our lives are forfeited, 
we should sell them dearly, and be 
beforehand with those who wpuid de¬ 
stroy us, by going to a good land, 
which we all well know, and where 
we have friends enough, who, when 
they see with what intent we have 
returned, will receive us with open 
arm>, and join with us, and stand by 
113 to die in«oiir defence. This is the 
course whicli it behoves us to take, 
and for this reason have I signed my¬ 
self Traitor.*' As soon as Aguirre 
iiad ended his speech, Villena rose to 
applaud It; and he added, that who¬ 
soever gave otlicr advice to the ge¬ 
neral, could ffivc it witli no other in-^ 
tent than that of ruining him.^ Jljt 
was not possible that Vandera could 
■licar this in silence. He immediately 
replied, that it was no treason to kill 
Orsua^ because it had been for the 
public good, and for the service of 
the king ; aut^so it wbuW be acknow¬ 
ledged after they should have happily 
accomplished the expedition, which, 
under his misconduct, would liave 
been frustrated. The king,** said he, 
“ will not onlypass over this necessary 
action, but will even reward us with 
his royal bounty : this is my opinion, 
and it any one says I am a traitor 
for holding it, that man is a liar, and 
I will fight him to the utterance up¬ 
on this quanreL** At this Aguirre 
and lus partiifluis were greatly moved, 
and some tumult*would hayc ensued 
if Guzman and others had not inter¬ 
fered. Vandera, however, when the 
.uproar had subsided, added, ** Deter¬ 
mine on what coarse you will, but 
let no man suppose that wbat 1 have 
said has been from any fear of death ( 

1 shall do as the rest do, that you 
may know 1 have as good a neck for 
the gallows as the beet of ye.*** Here 


the conference ended, and the meet¬ 
ing was broken up with^iut coming 
to any resolution. 

Five days after the murder, they set 
forth on their way, as if to accom¬ 
plish the object ofcthe expedition in 
obedkmce to Guzman’s will. Aguirre 
made no opposition, for the course 
which he designed to take was down 
the river; but he contrived tp sink* 
one of their fiat-boltoined boats be¬ 
fore they set out, aiul another when 
they anchored at night, before a de¬ 
serted village. This made it abso- 
lut^y necessary to build new vessels, 
and here they halted for that pur¬ 
pose. Every thing had been remo¬ 
ved from the village, sothSt not even 
pots were to be found for dressing 
their food. <5n the Opposite side of 
tlie river, which was here a league 
across, the mandioc grew wild; 
tliis they were obliged to dig them¬ 
selves and prepai-c, for by this time 
almost all the Indians of Doth sexes, 
whom they had brought from Peru, 
or seized upon the way, were dead, 
killed by bard labour and want of 
sufficient food. They were not skil¬ 
ful enough to qatch any quantity of 
flslK, or perhaps fish were not to be 
caught in that part of the river; wild 
fruits, such, says Pedro Simon, as are 
rather monkey’s food than man’s, 
were their chief subsistence, when 
they had devoured tlieir dogs, horses, 
and the poultry which had been, 
brought put to stock the new pro¬ 
vinces, Aguirre and his party enf ou- 
raged the people tp consume them, 
thit any plan of poii^tiest might thus 
be rendered impracticable. IIcr« thia 
monster, who had hitherto only kept 
pace with many others in guilt, be¬ 
gan to display bis apjwiite for blood. 
Arze was his first victim, merely be- 
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cause he had been a friend of Orsua’s. 
Aguirre ordered him to be strangled, 
telling Guzman that it waa for the 
good of the army. Valcagar was the 
next on whom he laid hands; the 
loyal protestation fvhich he had made 
when he accepted the wand of jus¬ 
tice was well remembered, though 
it had not been openly noticed at the 
iime. ,He was seized in his bed, but, 
as they were leading him to execu¬ 
tion, he broke from them, and, in 
the hope of at least exciting tumult 
enough tofavoiir his escape, cried out. 
Long live the King ! Long live <^he 
King ! There was none to join him ; 
the ^w who were loyal in their hearts 
were completely subjected by terror, 
and, as his only chance, he ran into 
the river. Search was made for him in 
the morning, and, as Guzman caused 
it to be proclaimed that he should 
not be injured, he came from his hid- 
ingplace, thusfor the time escaping.* 
The work of retribution was now 
beginning. Tw'O of the wretches who 
had bci-n among the foremost instiga¬ 
tors of Orsua’s murder, were put to 
death by Aguirre on a mere report 
. that they were conspiringagainst Guz* 
man. Disputes arose between him 
and Vandera concerning their respec¬ 
tive offices, which was the highest; 
the general, who favouied Vandera, 
thought to determine it by making 
him camp-master also, and appoi;n.mg 
his rival to the infi rior rank of cap¬ 
tain oT cavalry, making Zalduendo at 
the Same time captain of the guard. 
There were not ,wanting men who 
told him that Ajjuii^ was not to be 
offended with impunity, however lie 
might dissemble his resentment, and 
they offered to prevent all farther 
miscliief by killing him 4 but Guzman 
thought to conciliate him, and there¬ 


fore contracted that his brother, D. 
Martin de Guzman, who was left in 
Peru, should marry a mestiza daugh¬ 
ter whom Aguirre had brought with 
him. A large robe of rich silk, which 
had been Orsua’s, was given her as 
the spousal presept; and from this 
time the general treated her as hie 
sister-in-law, and honoured her father 
with the title of Don. This man, so 
unhappily notorious in histoiy, had 
supported himself in Peru by the 
trade of hreakii»g-in horses. In the 
rebellion of Don Sebastian de Cas¬ 
tilla, he bad borne so active a part 
that he was sentenced to death, and 
would assuredly have b'cn executed 
cpuld he have been taken ; but when 
a pardon was offered to all offenders 
who would join the king's standard 
against Giron, he took advantage of 
the proclamation, ajid came from his 
hiding place. For some subsequent 
villainy, he .vai* again condemned, 
together with Zalduendo, and would 
have been banged at Cuzco ; but he 
broke prison, and remained in the 
woods till he found an opportunity 
of joining Orsua. His hope was, 
that Orsua would rebel; being dis¬ 
appointed in this, he laid a plan for 
murdering bim, and electing as leader 
that D. Martin, who, inconsequence 
of Linasco’s advice, and perhaps of 
some suspicion of such views, had 
been baiiislied from the army. The 
general irreeularity’ of his conduct 
was suchv that in. Peru he was com¬ 
monly called ’’Aguirre e/ /oco, the 
madman; atid assuredly his after atro¬ 
cities were such, thaf it is only to 
madness they cah be imputed.f 
This projected marriage brought 
about no reconciliation bctw'een A- 
guinre and Vandera, and each was de¬ 
termined to rid himself of the other- 
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Vandcra repeatedly went out in search 
of hit enemy, meaning to fall upon 
him and kill him ; but Aguirre was 
never without his adherents at hand, 
neither by day nor night, and he even 
slept in his arms. His own measures 
were better laid. There was' a rival¬ 
ry between Vandera and Zalduendo 
for Donna Ines ; the latter therefore 
leagued wi^h Aguirre, and they rai¬ 
sed a report that Vandera designed 
to murder Guzman, and make nim- 
sclf general. Weak as he was, Guz¬ 
man did not believe a report which 
was known to originate in Aguirre, 
till Zalduendo asserted with an oath, 
that he had, proof of the intention 
from Vander.i’s own lips, and t^t 
the office of camp-master, wheil this 
second mutiny shoiXld have succeed¬ 
ed, w'as to be given to Chnstoval 
Hernandez, a man who had infa¬ 
mously distinguished himself in the 
rebellions ofc Gonwalo* Pizarro, and 
Giron. Guilt had made Guzman 
suspicious, and suspicion made him 
cruel: he invited these two men to a 
game at cards, instructed Aguirre 
when to come in with a band of as¬ 
sassins, and thus murdered them as 
treacherously as they had murdered 
Orsua. The main mover of the mis¬ 
chief was then restored to his office 
of camp-master.* 

The next measure which was taken 
by this man Is advice, was to convoke 
tlie army, when*Guzman harangued 
them. “ It might be,*’ he said,«that, 
as a few individual cavShers had named 
liim to be their general, their choice 
had not the ^tieral approbation to 
confirm it; but it ’was fitting that, 
when there were sb many good sol¬ 
diers, the command should be given 
to one who was chosen with the com¬ 
mon consenthe therefore resigned 


;;v 

hia authority, laid down the partisan 
which he carried, as if it were the 
wand of office, and requested the ar¬ 
my would proceed to a fresh election, 
promising faithfully to obey whatever 
person they should chuse. All the 
officers whom he had appointed, in 
like manner, laid down the badges of 
their respective situations. The ter¬ 
mination of this farce was vil^at had 
been expected ; some were in the se¬ 
cret, some were duped by it ; they 
who were neither dupes nor accom- 

} dices perceived the snare w'hicli was 
aid for them, and all with one accord 
c^led upon Guzman to resume the 
.coinin.-uid. He then declared that 
his intention was to make himself 
master of Peru, and that he required 
an oath froni all his* follow era, that 
they would carry on war against the 
King of Castille in that comitry, with 
fire and sword, and that tliey would 
be true and loyal to him their gene¬ 
ral in all things; *♦ but,” said he, it 
is not my wish to force the inclination 
of any man : if there be any among 
ye who are not willing to join in this 
rebellion agauist the kirg, from any 
scruples of conscience, let them forth¬ 
with avow their minds ; if they are 
enough in number to defend iiiem- 
selves, we will leave them in somu 
part of the country, with their full 
and fair proportion of arms and 
stores ; should they be too few foi 
this, we will take* them on with u-. 
as our brethren, and leave them at 
the fira^ friendly settlement we^ome 
tOj to dispose of themselves in what¬ 
ever manner they may think best. 
l!et no man be*an4id to declare him¬ 
self openly, ior, on my word and 
faith, he shdl receive no injury for ru 
doing.”' Even in this army, compo¬ 
sed as it was of the refuse ruffirn^ ol 
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Peru, three men were found not «o farther threat waa needful $ fbU

On the follow mg day, the oath 
w'aa administered. The provisor htd 
not courage enough to refuse offici¬ 
ating, and he therefore held in his 
hands the travelling altar, and the 
missal upon it, on which he adminis¬ 
tered the oath of treason'. They w’ere 
then called upon to sign their names; 
this form was less scrupulously ex» 
acted; some could not write, and 
some thinking, if things ended unsuc¬ 
cessfully, it might avail them to plead 
that their hands were not sot to this 
paper, kept back, while others crowd¬ 
ed forward to add their signatures to 
the covenant. Aguirre was not yet 
. satisfied ; he convoked another meet¬ 
ing, deebred that they would not 
rest contented with the corniest of 
Peru, but would seize all the Indies j 
that a king was necessary for such a 
kingdom, and tlierefore it behoved 
them at once to elect Guzmartfor thoir 
lord and prince. said he, ** for 

my part, do thus pubfidy renounce 
my sufegiahce to the King of Spaing 
and elect 1>J Fernando de Guzrtian 
to be my ptince, Jking* and hegc lord j 
in token whereof T now go to kisis 
his hand. They who do not follow 
my example other thoughts in 
their hearts thsdr what thdr words 
and their oath haVe ! ** Nh

puppetry of a real court, and his oi> 
tiers were now issued in the name of 
D. Fernando de Guzman, by the 
grace of God, King of Terra-r irma 
and Peru, and beard .hat-in-hand. 
The plaii of their campaign was now 
arranged ; they proposed to make for 
the idand of Margarita, where they 
knew no resistance could be made, 
and where they could stock them¬ 
selves with provisions. There they 
would remain- not more than four 
days, and, taking as many adventu¬ 
rers as might chuse to join them, pro¬ 
ceed towards Nombre de Dios, land 
during the night in the river Saor, 
seize the passes of the Sierra de Ca¬ 
pita, mid thus cut off all communi¬ 
cation with pHamna j then turn up¬ 
on the city, and utterly destroy it. 
Their next bu^esa was to get pos- 
.scssion of Panama and. all the ships 
in its harbour; there they expected 
to be joined by tnany volunteers &om 
Veragua and Nicaragua^ and by the 
segroes were ^en in insurrec¬ 
tion'; aud ivW.thCnce. taii^ whh 
them thd* art^Seey df i^ese two ct- 
ti^, they wen^d proUei^ to Peru^ 
where, even.ifthib abem ^ould have 
arrived before thdm, there were no 
troops j;ap;^le of feristing such a 
Ibri^ Ruch was their confidence of 
success, that grants of laud wen soU- 
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tiled and and these ruffians 

agreed iinoiBg themselves what wo* 
men they would take from their hus* 
bands and fathers* settltog everything 
beforehand,, that there .might be no 
dilutes upon that subject.* 

They reoiained three moifths at 
this place, which they called Puebh 
tie ios V^ergantineSi because of the 
two brigantines which they built 
there, each of three hundred tons. 
The hulks were by that time finish¬ 
ed, and without waiting to lay the 
decks, probably because provisions 
were scarce, they proceeded on their 
■way. Aguirre well knew that, in 
spite of oatl^ and signatures, there 
were many in the expedition utte^;lv 
averse to his plans of treason, •amf 
.who would gladly remain in the first 
good country they should find j and 
tearing that this opinion would pre¬ 
vail should they reach that land of 
the Omaguas/>f which,they had set 
out in search, and wliich, according 
to their firaailian guides, was now 
near and upon the southern b^nk, he 
struck into a northern branch of the 
river on the day after their depar¬ 
ture. This brought them, in three 
days, to a few deserted houses in a 
marshy country, where.the air swarm¬ 
ed with musqiiito^ and where there 
appeared nothing convenient fur hu. 
man Ufe. The hou^s w^ that ched 
with straw,.which waa. retparkablc, 
because for many kag)i(9| they had 
seen no savannaba it could 

liave grown, and ail*^^ dwellings 
which they for a hmg time past 
'were covers with some species of 
palm leaf. A few natives, too infirm 
to fly with the rest,*were found here} 
but no inquiry was made of them 
concerning the country, for Aguirre 
and bia party did not chuse to obtain

information, and the others feared to 
ask any thing, lest it should in- 
ferred that their wish was to settle. 
Hnre they remained eight days, while 
Montoya was sent with a squadroh 
of cao<|es to se,ek. for food. The 
river abounded with fish, which the 
natives, recovering from their alarm, 
brought to traffic with ; tbsjr were 
naked, but their arms and tapguagcT 
like tliose of the Machtfarans. At 
this place it happened that Pedro 
AlousoCasto, who Imd been Orsua’s 
alguazih complained to one of bis 
friotid.s, that some office which he had 
asked for had been refused him, and,' 
stroking his beard, repeated a line 
from Virgil, tlttdaces Forluna juvat^ 
timidoxque repellit ^—Fortune favoura 
the bold ainT repulstfs tlic fearful. 
One of Aguirre^tf blood-houndfl'over- 
heard this, and carried him J:lie intel¬ 
ligence, and he ordered them both to 
be strangled. As soon as Guzmtui . 
heard of this order, he sent to forbid 
the execution, but Casio was already 
dead} his companion escaped for that 
time-f 

A day’s voyagefrom hence brought 
them to the most extensive settle- , 
ment which they had yet seen ; it 
was an island between the river and 
the inundated lowlands, in length 
nearly two leagues, and with a fine 
of houses the whole wayin the 
broadest part it was scarcely a cross¬ 
bow shot across. The natives fled, 
but were soon tenmted to returu, 
the ^ke of trafficking with the 
Soldkrs and stealing from, them, in 
which they were eqpalty bold and 
stSilfuI, 'l^e ptuiiiflimtfnt of such as 
were detected neither deterred nor 
offended them,—their companions 
brot^t maoaleeSytortoiseB, and othar 
food as a iransom, and as soon as the 
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prisoner was at liberty be began to 
steal again. ^ They hin d themselves 
to do any menial service ; and such 
was their cupidity, that though some 
of their countrymen were wanton¬ 
ly killed by the ;,yrannical masters 
whom tlicy served, it seemed to make 
no impression upon the rest. H^rc 
it is said that taverns were found,— 
the sarjie thing is said in Orellana’s 
voyage, and there also they arc pla¬ 
ced ^out the same part of the river ; 
the fact is to be suspected, because 
it accords so little with savage life.* 
Yet these people seem to have Ivren 
thoroughly possessed with the love of 
gain, and tiie drinking house wouli^ 
be one of the hrst estcd)lishmcnt8 of 
trade. They had collected a great 
quantity of cedur trecsi as the stream 
brought them down, for canoes, and 
for the t’ynher work of their houses, 
and tills determined the Spaniards to 
finish 1 heir brigantines here with these 
materials. 

The wretched king of this tragedy, 
whose part was now soon to he ter¬ 
minated, chose for his court the lar¬ 
gest and most commodious liouscs, 
which liappened to be at the fartliest 
end of the island. Montoya was 
quartered at the upper end, two lea¬ 
gues oH, and AguiiTC chose his sta¬ 
tion ill the middle, wliere he had the 
brigautincs moored close to his lod¬ 
ging, in order, as he said, that the 
worK might he ciirricd on with more 
dispatch under his immediate eye. 
TIkas, vessels were decked here, and 
their sides raised, and they were bal¬ 
lasted, to fit thefii for the sea which 
they were to encwun^cr. There w#rc 
•ome five or six carpenters in the ex¬ 
pedition, and twenty negroes who un¬ 
derstood the same busjness. Besides 
these It was only a few others who 
could he employed iu this work ; the

rest had leisure for, reflection. By 
this time Guzman was fully sensible

A secret consulta¬ 
tion was licld in his qipirtcrs ; they 
Vcsolved to find out the Omaguas, 
m pursuance of the object on which 
they had embarked, and to put A- 
guirre to death ; because it was now 
manifest, that while he lived nothing 
could be done contrary to hi^ plea¬ 
sure. They proposed-, to send for 
him immediately, and put the sentence 
in cfTect without delay. His hour 
was not yet come; and Montoya ob¬ 
served, that this course would be 
dangerous ; for, without doubt, he 
would be accompanied by some of liis 
friends, and ^.ould not be slain with¬ 
out more bloodshed than w'as desira¬ 
ble. B-’t <i r, said he, defer it till we 
arc again embarked, and then the 
first tunc that he comes alone on 
board the prince’s hriganline, he may

The wretch 
then diftpatcln;d a meslizo, named 
prancisco Carrion, and Anion Lla- 
moso, one ol his Serjeants, to kill D. 
Ines, that no larthcr mischief might 
rise on her account. Not glutted 
with killing her, these ruffians repeat¬ 
edly stabbed her after she was dead, 
as if they took an unnatural delight 
in mangling what had been so beau¬ 
tiful They then divided her effcqts, 
which W'cre of considerable 'value, 
between them, as the wagt's of their 
bloody work. Aguirre, meantime, 
remained with Guzman, and replied 
to the indignant reproofs and excla¬ 
mations of the mock king by fresh 
insults, telling him he knew nothing 
about the manag''mcnt of an army, 
and that if he had had any proper 
Senso of caution, he would never have 
trusted a Seviltian, knowing what a 
rascally race they were; this to Guz¬ 
man, wlio was a man of Seville him¬ 
self. He bade him be more wary 
for the future, and if he ever chose 
to hold a council of war, to let him 
know it in time, that he might bring 
with him fifty trusty roeo in arms, 
ready for whatever miglrt. happen, 
for taey wcro.in the midst of enemies.'' 
After venting his rage in such advice 
as this, and in coari^ jests ‘of insolent 
malignity, he left hw pre«;ncb. As 
it was not, however, yet his intention 
to throw off all show of respect to 
Ihe puppet which he had set i\p, he 
soon returned, and said that his ex¬ 


cellency had no just reason to com¬ 
plain of what he had done In his owm 
defence, for Zalducndo would have 
killed him had he not been before¬ 
hand with him ; and though both 
were Guzman’s friends, yet he who 
survived was the most faithful, and 
thr best able to serve and protect 
him on all occasions. With such 
speeches he reconciled himself to this 
wretched chief, who remained rather 
panic-struck than appeased, and who 
from that hour never lost the deadly 
paleness which then came upon him, 
not- ever again smiled or made a show 
of cheerfulness, but had the counte¬ 
nance- of one aghast ;* neither^, had 
he sense ^ courage left to take any 
measures against the outrageous ty¬ 
ranny of Aguirre, or make one strug¬ 
gle in his own defence. * 

This pusillanimity accelerated his 
destruction. Guiraland Villena, two 
of his friends, who had been of the 
secret council wlicre Aguirre’s death 
vi'as determined, believing that such 
a secret could not long be kept, 
thought to escape the consequences 
of discovery by themselves betraying 
it to Aguirre. The intimation start¬ 
led him, for till now he had despised 
Guzman too much ever to think of 
him with fear; but 5:ow, when he was 
summoned to a council, he made an¬ 
swer, that it was no season for calling 
councils, and that he must be ex¬ 
cused.

plvjtscd. Aguirre was not long be¬ 
hind this advanced guard. Having 
placed his prisoner under good watch 
in the fortress, he went out into the 
public square, and there ordered hie 
mqti to cut down the gallows ; but 
tiic gallows was made of guaiacan, 
an iron-wood, and they broke their 
axes upon it to m> purpose. Next 
‘Jie proceeded to the treasury, for- 
. ced the d&ors, broke open the royal 
[ ^eni, seized aU the gold aftd pearls 
it contained, which were of 
considerable amount,'and destroyed 


the books. Then ho issued a pro- 
clamation, ordering every inhabitant 
of the island to appear befort^ him 
with all his arms of whatever kind, of¬ 
fensive or defensive, on pain of death ; 
and forbidditig any one of them to go 
out of the city witiiout hi»pcrmissiun, 
under the same penalty. He then sent 
a pipe offwine to the fortress, where 
it W'as emptied in two hours. An in* 
ventory was made of all tlic* goods ia 
the ciiy, and the owners forbidden to 
touch any part of them as they valued 
their lives. While Aguirre was thus 
intent on plunder, he was not unmind¬ 
ful of moA important measures ;■ and 
he ordered all the boats and canoes be* 
longing to the island to be broken up, 
^that no person might carry intelligence 
of Ifis designs to th^main.f 

This miserable day was bTittbe be¬ 
ginning of misery to the inhabitant* 
of Margarita. The greater w'ere the 
excesses of the Maranones the better 
was Aguirj'c pleased, and they who 
were tlie most atrocious were tiis fa¬ 
vourites. Upon their fidelity he could 
have no reliance, and therefore lie 
encouraged them to commit crime* 
which he thought would make them 
faithful to him. By cutting off all 
hopes of pardon. Many of the sol¬ 
diers of the island offered to enlist 
under him, and serve him as zealous¬

children. Theae men informed A- 
guirce, that there wan tl>eii at Mara- 
capana, on the opposite maia, a pro¬ 
vincial of the Dominicans,' by name 
Fr. F rancisco Montesinos, employed 
in co:»vortiif,r the natives, and that lie 
had a large ship there, which iniglit 
easily be taken, and in w^iich they 
might safely sail to Nombiede Dios. 
.Upon this he dispatched Pedro de 
Mongiiia, with eighteen men, i'l otic* 
of the brijrantim'S, to sci/o the vessel. 
On the way they fell in with a bark 
belonging to a merchant of the island, 
■whom Aguirre had thrcate’hcd to put 
to deatli, if the hark was not found ; 
four of the party got into it, untl re- 
turaed to Margarita. The rest, \vjiei\ 
they drew nigh ^Mai'Ucapana, feeling 
themselves out of the tyrant's reach, 
began to talk of the desperate tiea- 
smi iu which they were engaged ; a 
few of them would still have persi^it- 
cd in it, but the ma'ionty overruled 
them, and, instead of seizing the pro¬ 
vincial’s ship, they told him all that 
had luvpper.ed, and offered to obey 
him 111 any maimer which he should 
think best for the king’s service. 
The provincial resolved immediately 
to go with the npws to Burburata 
and to Hispaniola, and to pass by 
Margarita on the way, in hopes of 
being able to effect something aproinst 
the traitor.* 

Aguirre meantime, not doubting 
that Mungvia would succeed in cap* 
turing the ship, ordered the islanders 
to bring hiiT) six hundred sheep, and 
a certain nymber of bullocks for salt¬ 
ing, and/o nic^ke htip«siattd|pc bread 
for the voy&ge, tliat he might be ready 
to embark without loss of time ; each 
of th^ inhabitants was to furnish his 
quotum. The tyrant, with a capri- 


ciousiicss like madness, called these 
poor people together, and told them 
they must now have perceived that 
he and liis companions had not come 
to that island to rcmnin there or do 
them any displeasure, but rather with 
a desire to serve them in all ways. 

God is my witness," said he, “ tiia^ 
I did not think to tarry here longer 
than four days ; but my ships were 
ill such condition tSiat it was not pos- 
r.tble to proceed with them; and now 
that it lias pleased God to provide 
this vessel for me of the reverend fa¬ 
ther provincial's, I must needs wait 
for it, rather than build otliers, which 
would detain me here much longer. 
As soon as it cotfies we shall depart, 
and this is the reason why ’ have en. 
treated yoti to gel my sea stores 
ready. And the reason why I have 
secured the JSenor Governor, and thosi* 
other cavaliers, is, that vve might more 
certainly and easily be supplied for 
our UKJne^'; 'neither I nor my sol¬ 
diers wish to have any thing that u 
not paid for to its full value. Now 
f am wt*ll assured, that to please us, 
or perhaps for fear, things are sob* c: 
less than their wonted puce; for 
when a fo ^ 1 is sold for two rcalcs, it 
is plain t hat that must be to the scl;

I command, thwro 
fore, that no fowl be sold to the sol¬ 
diers for less than three realcs, and 
evijry thing in tht same proportion j 
and I pledge rny faith and word, that 
at my departuve full satisfaction shaf!

Terrified at this and so 
msny other motiveless executions, 
four -soldiers determined to desert, 
little as the chance was of escaping 
Upon so small an island ; their names 
were, Francisco Vasquez, Gouzalo 
do Zuniga, Juan de VillatuiKj, and 
Luys Sanchez del Castillo. The ty¬ 
rant fell into a paroxysm of rage 
when he heard tha^;tJtey were fled j 
Jfee ^nt for the governor, and threat¬ 
ened to destroy him and the whole 
island if these deserters were not dis¬ 
covered and delivered up, and he of- 
■fered two hundred pieces as a reward 
'Iwj^each that should be brought in. 
The wretched governor issued orders 
Tor the strictest search ; the soldiers 
[of the garrison, who had lately cutcr- 
»d the traitor^s service,* were »ent to 
nunt through the island, and foar and

w*erc ^und. Aguhre sent them* 
^tantly to execution, and fastened 
a paper on the gallows with this wri- 
Xhesc men have been hung 
being loyal servants of the King 
Castiile }'* and as he stood looking 


at their dead bodies, “ Let iifi see,'* 
said he, “ if the King of CasliHe can 
bring them to life again.’* Undis¬ 
mayed by their fate, an inhabitant of 
the city attempted to escape, and suc¬ 
ceeded. Aguirre, aftdf' the keenest 
search had been made in vain, ordered 
his hous« to be rased to the ground, 
his fields ploughed up, all lus cattle 
butchered, and very thing which haid 
belonged to him to be utterly de¬ 
stroyed. Yet 80 much was he afraid 
that others should follow his example, 
and perhaps seize his remaining bri¬ 
gantine, ftiat he had it drawn ashore. 
If the provincial’s ship should escape 
hiirn he expected some other would 
^put into the island, of which he might 
inaltc prize. ■}■ , 

Aguirre’s conversation t<) his sol¬ 
diers was of what their proceedings 
were to*be when, afterihjs happy be¬ 
ginning, they should land upon the 
main. They were to kill all the Do¬ 
minicans and Franciscans, and all re¬ 
ligioners of every order except the 
Mercenarios, because, he said, they 
opposed the necessary liberty of the 
soldiers in reducing the natives to 
subjection; they then were to put to 
a cruel death all the bisluips, viceroys, 
presidents,, o^dores, governors, law'- 
yers, zvAprocuradores, on whom they 
could lay hands, because these people 
hadtotjiUy destroyed the Indies. All 
icnights and men of family were also 
to be aJatfl, because they restrained , 
tlie i^dd^rs I imd lastly, all common 
struimpets women of loose cha- * 
racter wttre to be executed without 
merey, vengeupcc fqr the*mischicf 
whicn Orsua’s mistress had occasion¬ 
ed.

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de Turriaga,’* was beloved by the 
men/ and would occasionally have 
tome of the poorer soldiers at his ta¬ 
ble ; this was interpreted into the be¬ 
ginning of a plot, and Aguirre sent 
his blood-hound the camp-master to , 
dispatch him. Perez took with him 
a party of assassins, and cfktered his 
lodgings at a time when he was sit¬ 
ting at supper. Turriaga, having no 
suspicion of the fate to which he had 
been sentenced, rose to welcome him ; 
but he had hardly uncovered his head 
in the act of "Salutation, before he was 
shot and stabbed almost at the same 
moment. He was a Biscayan by 
birth, and though this did tibt avail 
to save his life, the capricious t^ranti 
buried lym with all the honours of 
war for his country’s sakc.f 

The time in which Moiiguia might 
have returned with the provincial’s 
ship had now elapsed, and Aguirre 
began to be uneasy at his delay. 
This he manifested' with the usual 
brutality of his nature, swearing that 
if the friar had either taken or slain 
hit people, he would execute the most 
terrible vengeance upon that island 
that had ever been heard of, for he 
would put man, woman, and child to 
the sword, and make the streets of 
Margarita run with blood ; after 
which he would destroy the city, not 
leaving one stone upon another, and 
set lire to aU the plantations: and for 
the friar, if he could catch hith, he 
would deahim alive, apd make a drum 
of his skin. The furious gestures 
with which he accompanied these 
threats,*^foaming atthe mouth with 
rage, made him appeal* like one pos¬ 
sessed, and the wretched islanders 
began to despair of ever escaping 


't 

alive from this frantic tyrant. Great-’ 
ly did they rejoice when the ship ap¬ 
peared in sight : but this joy was of 
short duration, for presently a negro 
arrived in a canoe from MaracapanaJ 
who told Aguirre all that had hap^ 
ened there, and that tlie provinciak 
aving given the alarm along thes, 
coast, was coming to attack him if 
he found opportirtiity. Upon thi^ 
he immediately ordered all the inlva- 
bitanta to be confined in the fortress, 
men, women, andchiljlren alike ; ma¬ 
ny of them he hiid in irons, and dou¬ 
ble fetters were put upon the g<,ver- 
nor and the other chief persons. The 
ship meantime was nearing the islancj,. 
and he w’as assured that, from 
course held, she must make a haven 
called Puerto de Piedras, five leaguer, 
from the city. Aguirre immediately 
stationed horsemen along the whole 
of the way, to inform him by signals 
when the ship came to anchor. As 
soon as tins intelligence wms commu¬ 
nicated, he prepared to march against* 
Ihe provincial ; but, before he :;*<■ 
out, his diabolical mind was -soj/ed 
with a new fit of cruelty. He or¬ 
dered the governor, and tlio&e persons 
whom he had first made pnsonerg, 
being the chief magistrates of the 
city, to be brought from the 
ment where they were confined into 
a lower hall. They, suspecting that 
they were led to “death, came with a 
tzwrtal melancholy in their countti 
nances^ which the tyrant perceived, 
and bade them have no fear, giving 
them his word, that, even if the -friar' 
■were to |and’ more men than there 
were tree$ and thistles on the island, 
and he himself and all his companiorl 
were to perish, not one of the prisol

as night had set in ; about midnight 
he sent Carrion, the murderer of Don¬ 
na lues, with a set of lit companions, 
to strangle those pcfsoqs, whose lives 
he had so lately and so solemnly pro¬ 
mised to preserve. Their dead bodies 
were covered with mats }—Aguirre 
asscmhled his soldiers in the hall,— 
the mats ^t Ills command were then 
removed, and the bodies exposed by 
the light of torches. “ Here, my Ma- 
ranoties,” said the tyrant, “ you see 
anotliet of the king’s governors, and 
tlicse hi$ magistrates, 1 ying dead. Let 
no man among you deceive himstlf 
with any hejpes of pardon for suc4 
crimes as we have committed, nor suf¬ 
fer himself to be deceived by fai?proS 
mises. In no part of the world can 
you possibly be safe, except in my 
company ; for if it were possible that 
the k'ing liimself could pardon \ ou, 
the friends *nd rul.itions of those 
whom you have slain would prosecute 
their reveuge till you were dcslroycd. 
Stand you then by me, as 1 will stand 
by you ; Jet us run one fortune, and 
against such a union no foice can be 
brought which we are not strong 
enough to overthrow.” He then or¬ 
dered two" graves to be dug in the 
hali, and there the bodies were thrown 
in and covered up ; Pere r, the camp- 
master, was left in charge of the fort¬ 
ress and tho prisoners, and Aguirre 
set out at day-break, with eighty har- 
qiiebussers, towards the Puerto de 
Pk'dras.* • 

When he reached the port, the 
provincial lu'd made sail towards the 
city, which at that time stood by the 
principal harbour, b'ut was afterwards 
removed tliree leagues inland. A- 
guirre marched back in haste, that 
he might get there before him. Pe¬ 


rez came out with the remainder of 
the army to welcome liipi on his i^e- 
turn, as if he had been lung absent ; 
he fii-ed a salute at meeting him, and 
he entered the fortress with him hand 
in hand, where ev^ry thing was found 
as the traitor liad left it. But it wiia 
ntjw the camp-maater’s lot to under¬ 
go that fate W'hich he had been instni- 
inental in bringing upon sp many 
others. It was told Aguirre by 
Christuvul Garcia, a captain of infan- 
tiy, that after his departure Peivz 
had feasted a party of soldiers in the 
fortress, drum and trumpet sounding, 
where they had agreed lo kill their 
•general, and sail away for France; 
a n«*stizo page of Garcia’s confirm¬ 
ed this testimony. Whether there 
was any foundation "for this charge, 
or the whole was a calumny devised 
hy Garcia, in the hope of stiececding 
lo his rank, cannot now be known- 
A trifling circumstance servedan some 
cgrroboratloti. During Aguirre’s 
absence, some of the soldiers in the 
city were talking together, and ask¬ 
ing who wa.s to take tiie command 
in case he should be slain or taken 
by the provincial, upon vUiicii Perez 
answered, Here am I, who can do 
my duly if the old man should fail.” 
Enough was proved; the tyiant call¬ 
ed for one Chaves, a lad with s.carce- 
ly a hair upon his chin, who was yet 
old enough in crimes to be charged 
with such an offieej and bade him get 
some companions, and put the camp- 
master fo death as soon as he cute’ c J 
the fortress, whithpr he sent to c dl 
nim. P^e/, Jijttlc suspecting that 
his hour w.Hs come,*hastened n: obe¬ 
dience to ^thc summons, and Chav,;* 
getting behind him, shot him witti a 
, harquebuss. Tlie wound wan not im¬ 
mediately mortal,—the other nuir-

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derers fell on him, and lie ran from 
them about Jtbc fort, crying out for 
confession, and shrieking with agony, 
his bowels coming out as he ran, till 
he fell at length, and Chaves dis> 
^tched him by ctHtiug his throat. 
The prisoners hearing his shrieks, 
expected that this was the commence, 
ment of the general massacre which 
Aguinv had threatened; they hid 
themselves under the beds and in holes 
and corners, and some threw them¬ 
selves from the windows and battle¬ 
ments. The soldiers in the square 
were not less aatonislied, hearing his 
cries, and lieiug ignorant of the cause. 
Aguirre spoke to them from a win¬ 
dow, telling them not to be alarmed 
at what they had hear^, for he had 
been obliged to put his son and camp- 
master Martin Perez to death for 
conspiracy agunst him. Llamoso^ 
who had been named as an accom¬ 
plice in this plot, happened to pass 
by as he was speaking. “ They tell 
me, my son,*’ said Aguirre, **that you 
also were in the conspiracy ; was this 
then your friendship, and this all the 
regard you have for the great love 
. which I have borne you?” Chaves and 
his comrades, whose weapons were 
yet red and reeking frqsn tl^ last 
murder, expected that they wets now 
to have another victim, and drew 
bim, looking up to Agturre 
aignal to strike. But Liani<ii^ as 
of all these he mo^ resem¬ 

bled Ills master hj.lel^Jcipusness, so 
was hr tlie pnly one who was’sincere¬ 
ly and faithfully .attwhed to him ; 
and of this attachment Aguirre seems 
to have bceii sensible, by tfie manner 
in which he n^^ressed him. He pro¬ 
tested his instocepce with the most

The troops from on board 
came in boats near enough to cany 
on a war of words with the rebels, 
till Aguirre, seeing this was all the 
war he had to expect, grew weary, 
and, returning to the fortress, wrote a 
letter to the provincial. This letter, 
whi<di is in ml it ipartfi charactciiiiic 
of llie vri'iter, began thus “ Very 
maguificegt and reverend sir, I should 
r.rjther have received your paternity 
withjpalm-branches and flowers, than 
with itarquebosses and artillery.”—

ward* report it in hi* favour. The 
report was not long in reaching A* 
ffuirre; this Viileaa expected ; he had 
Eis mteliigcDcers upon the watch, and 
as soon a» orders were given to pat 
him to death, escaped by a post^n, 
and got into the woods.

Jiflui de Aguirre was sent to 
dispatch them: he stabbed the one 
and strangled the other. Then Anna 
de Roxas suffered^ a respectable wo¬ 
man, in whose house ViUenn had ouar* 
tcred himsdf. Because she bad not 
given information of designs witich 
in reality sRe bad never known, tl& 
tyrant sent her to the gallows^; and 
as she was hanging there half deao, 
his ruffiaos shot at her as a mark, the 
wretch himself looking on, and ap¬ 
plauding those who took the surest 
aim. Her husband, a sickly old man, 
was at a farm in the cduutry, and Pa¬ 
niagua, tW /Jarrac/icltorprovo»t-m3W‘ 
that of the camp, was sent to exe¬ 
cute him also: this blood-hound find¬ 
ing a Dominican priest with him, 
Strangled him too, without any or¬ 
ders tor this additional murdtnr. A- 
guirre, when he heard this, as if he 
had been ashamed that any one dmuld 
anticipate him in wickedness, rejoiced 
that ne had found a fellow who bad 
no scruples at murdennga pekst, and 
sent him to execute.mother Domini¬ 
can, to whom ^ had lately thought 
proper to confess, *Tbe frhir, dis¬ 
charge^ hk duty, had given hinevsuch 
admonitKm as fata state of It^ requi¬ 
red, and 9BOW offered for ad offence 
which he had thus been compelled to 
commit. There was an old aoldicr 
among the Maranones, by name Su- 
morostro,; ag^ and the hardships of 


the voyage had made him infirmi and 
that infirmity perhaps bod wakened 
him to a sense of humanity t he went 
to Aguirre, and, saying that he was 
too ohi and feeble to bear the fatigues 
of war,« requestjd permksion lo re¬ 
main in the island.. The tyrant told 
him he was perfectly at liberty (>o to 
dt>, and wished him wellt but as the 
old man went away rejoicing m his 
ansiver, Aguirre made a sigif to some 
of his ruffians, and bade them follow 
and secure him from any vengeance 
which the islanders and magistrates 
might be disposed to take when they 
were gone. They Understood the 
look which accom^nied this speech, 
carried Sumorostro to the gallows, 
and there left him hanging, as an ex¬ 
ample to allvwho might think of ask¬ 
ing for their dismissal. The list of 
executions was closed by that of an¬ 
other woman, because a soldier who 
lodged in her house had deserted. 
His tyranny now assumed a diff<^rent 
character ; he sent for a youth of the 
city, and ^ter severely reprimanding 
him for not having waited upon Uitn 
to pay his respects and bid him wei* 
come upon his arrival, ordered him to 
be shavedr-^ signal to one of his ruf-* 
fians to smear hts face with ordui^e 1 
and tli£ youth was then commanded 
to requilc the barber with two couple 
of fowls for bis trouble. The same 
b^tly jest was tlien practised upon 
one of lus soldiers, one Alonso Ca- 
yado, a^inan of better nature than tbe 
reft, who retired os much as possible 
fronsftke tight of the rourderTwhich 
wefifc^dady perpetrated.

Galeas rqilied, he had only 
the case, but no parchment, *• By 
God's life," exclaimed the fierce ty¬ 
rant, if I lay hands on you I will 
make your skin ^into parchment, and 
cover it with that 1" Galeas made the 
best excuse he could, and parted from 
him, not ivithout great fear. Pre¬ 
sently one of hU friends past him, 
and without stopping, said as he pass¬ 
ed, “ Take care, Pedro Alonso j they 
W'am to kill you." He waited for uo 
further W'arning ; but escaped out of 
the town in the darkness, and got to 
the beach j^iit as Faxardo came to 
shore. They landed and took posses¬ 
sion of a little ennfinence, within hear^ 
ing of the fort, from whence he cidled 
out to Aguirre's men, promising to 
protect and favour all who would 
come over to the king's banners. The 
tyrant had his men within walls, ’utd 
was too vigilant for any to desert from 
him } he did not- venture tqy attack 
I^xat%ioi becaiise he ccmld not tell 
what force he mi^t-bave brought; 
on the' water he '^d fear of him, 
but he dared' tiot wnimo through the 
gate of the fbitress to embiirk> He 
therefore broke a way out through 
the wall above the wafer, and made 


bis men descend by a ladder, and em¬ 
bark, immediately t he himself, with a 
few of his chosen friends, remaining 
the last on shore. Yet even these 
knt minutes were to have their mur¬ 
der. His admiral, Alonso Rodrigue/^, 
a wretch who had been conspicuous 
in this long series of crimes, had of¬ 
fended Aguirre, by saying that three 
horses and a mule which he had sent 
on board took up too mitch room. 
It now happened that as they were 
at the water edge, he told him to 
draw hack or the waves would wet 
him; and.the tyrant instantly drew his 
sword, as if he had been insulted, and 
W'oundcd him in the arm. His first 
Impulse seemed to be sorrow that he

dri^ez to death. This done, he for¬ 
ced the parish priest of Margarita on 
board, and then set sail.

Paredes meantime having got out 
of the. wood, and entered .savan- 
uaii, thought.at its skirts to lay an aiu- 
biwdi but Aguirre having waited for 
moonlight fnisi rated this device, and 
the camp-miwier therefore retreated 
with all speed to Baraquicimeto.

April 24th, we seen a pirate, which 
came on board us, and told our cap¬ 
tain, that, if he was to Mayare ne 
would get plenty of small vessels 
there belongmg to Cyprus, but they 
had nothing in but fire-wood, which 
our captain said it was not worth hia 
time to go aft^r them. In the mean'

extract any tM»g concerning the au¬ 
thor, Patrick Carey, who appears to 
haye been a gentleman, o loyalist du¬ 
ring the civil war, a lawyer, and a ij- 
gid high-church man, if not a Raman 
catholic. Thevolumeisa smalMundo- 
cimo, written ini very neat hand, (the 
author’s autography) is perfect, and 
in tolerable gotid order, though scrib¬ 
bled on the blank leaves, and stripped 
of its silver clasps and ornamebts. it is 
divided into two parts. The first bears 
this titie, **T Ri Vf A L 1 . B A LL A ns, writt 
here in obedience to Mns TomkVns 
cotBtnandS, by Pair. Cnre^^ 1651, 
August the SiOth.” The second part 
consists of hymns, original and trails- 
lated, and other religious poems. It 
is separated from the first part, being 
written at the Otheror the book, 
and has a difierent titt^-page, bearing 
the following Jext, place^ above a 
Hhlmet and snicld ; ** i wilt singiihto 
the Lord,” Psalm xiii- verse vi. There 
is no Greet on the helmet, or proper 
distitictio'u of colour irt the shield, 
which bears what hetalds call a efosa 
anchorcc, or a cross moline, with a 
motto TAnt quejd^ids. Beneath the 
motto is a rose, and the dve, Wame- 
fnrd, 165!. These particulars may* 
possiblyassist some English antiquary 
in discovering the fatmly of Patrict 
Carey. These devotional pieces atu 
driiamented with small emblematical 
vignettes, very neditly' drawn with a 
pen.
